EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 
September  15,  1862. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates: 

I  have  felt  it  to  be  an  imperative  duty  to  convene 
you  in  extraordinary  session,  to  consider  a  question  of  vital  impor- 
tance to  our  common  constituents.  The  subject  commends  itself  in 
the  strongest  terms  to  our  judgments  and  sympathies,  and  demands 
prompt  action. 

The  people  of  a  large  portion  of  our  state  are  suffering  greatly 
from  the  inadequacy  of  the  present  supply  of  salt,  and  the  most 
serious  and  well-grounded  apprehensions  are  felt  as  to  the  prospective 
supply.  An  article  indispensable  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  man 
and  beast,  and  absolutely  necessary  to  aid  in  the  development  of 
many  branches  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  industry,  must  be  pro- 
vided, if  it  be  within  the  range  of  possibility. 

In  consequence  of  numerous  letters,  received  from  gentlemen  in 
different  portions  of  the  state,  calling  my  attention  to  tlie  subject, 
and  earnestly  invoking  action ;  and  deeply  impressed  with  the  fact 
that  the  limited  supply  in  the  market  was  commanding  such  exorbi- 
tant prices  as  placed  the  article  beyond  the  meane  of  a  large  class 
of  the  people,  and  especially  the  private  soldiers  of  our  army  who 
had  left  families  at  home,  I  determined  to  visit  the  salt  works  in 
Washington  and  Smyth  counties,  inform  myself,  as  far  as  it  was  possi- 
ble to  do  so,  by  observation  and  enquiry,  and  then  adopt  such  course 
as  the  law  authorized  and  the  necessities  of  the  people  demanded, 
for  their  relief.  If  the  wants  and  demands  of  our  people  cannot  be 
fully  met,  it  behooves  us  to  do  all  that  can  be  done  towards  the  ac- 
complishment of  this  desirable  result. 

If  an  appropriation  had  been  deemed  advisable,  at  the  last  session, 
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for  the  purchase  of  the  property,  or  for  the  erection  of  the  neces- 
sary works  for  the  manufacture  of  salt,  much  could  have  been  accom- 
plished by  this  time  for  the  general  relief.  Even  now,  by  prompt 
♦and  energetic  action,  works  may  be  erected,  and  a  sufficiency  for 
ordinary  family  purposes,  and  for  the  preservation  of  the  fall  supplies 
of  meats,  may  be  secured. 

In  the  revolution  our  illustrious  ancestors  experienced  the  difficul- 
ties which  now  surround  us  in  regard  to  this  article,  which  enters  so 
largely  into  the  consumption  of  the  country.  They  however  adopted 
such  measures  as  secured  a  supply  ;  and  they  continued  to  prosecute 
the  war  with  such  zeal  and  energy  as  brought  it  to  a  happy  and 
glorious  termination.  The  legislation  of  that  day  will  furnish  a  use- 
ful lesson  for  study  now,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  consideration. 

Another  occasion  has  arisen  in  our  history,  when  legislation  is  ne- 
cessary to  meet  the  emergency.  It  becomes  us  to  follow  the  example 
of  the  legislators  of  that  day — men  remarkable  alike  for  practical 
wisdom,  devotion  to  the  country  and  its  institutions,  and  who  ex- 
hibited a  special  regard  for  the  wants  of  the  people  under  circum- 
stances not  unlike  those  now  existing. 

In  the  year  1776  the  convention  of  Virginia  passed  "an  ordinance 
for  erecting  salt  works  in  the  colony,  and  for  encouraging  the  making 
of  salt."  This  ordinance  provided  for  its  manufacture  in  several  of 
the  eastern  counties,  by  the  process  of  solar  evaporation,  and  by 
boiling  from  sea  water.  The  erection  of  the  necessary  works  and 
their  operation,  was  to  be  at  the  expense  of  the  state  ;  and  managers 
were  designated  in  the  ordinance  to  take  charge  of  the  establish- 
ments, and  conduct  the  business,  under  certain  regulations  specifi- 
cally defined.  It  directed  the  manner  of  disposing  of  the  salt,  and 
regulated  the  price  at  which  it  should  be  sold.  It  also  prescribed 
the  mode  by  which  lands  should  be  acquired. 

In  the  year  1777  the  legislature  passed  an  act  on  the  same  subject, 
very  similar  in  its  provisions  to  those  of  the  ordinance  referred  to. 
To  this  ordinance  and  this  act  I  invite  your  attention.  Much  will  be 
found  in  both  that  cannot  fail  to  aid  you  in  the  consideration  and 
wise  disposition  of  this  subject. 

At  that  early  day  little  was  known  of  that  portion  of  the  state 
lying  west  of  %\ie  Alleghany,  and  nothing  known  of  the  existence  of 
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salt  water  there.  This  indispensable  article,  together  with  vast  re- 
sources of  mineral  and  other  wealth,  have  subsequently  been  de- 
veloped in  that  section  of  the  state.  This  explains  why  the  legisla- 
tion on  this  important  subject  was  confined  to  the  eastern  counties. 

The  states  of  Georgia,  North  Carolina  and  Tennessee  have  com- 
menced the  manufacture  of  salt  at  the  woiks  in  Washington  and 
Smyth  counties.  The  state  of  Alabama  is  making  the  necessary 
preparations  to  commence  the  manufacture,  and  in  the  course  of  a 
mouth  will  be  making  about  five  hundred  busliels  per  day.  Each  of 
the  other  states  is  making  about  this  quantity  daily,  and  in  the 
course  of  a  short  time,  will  increase  the  quantity  considerably. 

On  my  visit  to  the  salt  works,  the  proprietors,  Stuart,  Buchanan 
&  Co.,  made,  at  my  instance,  a  proposition,  which  is  herewith  trans- 
iliittcd,  and  which  will  be  found  published  with  the  accompanying 
documents.  This  inoposition  does  not  meet  my  approval.  W(;  are 
required  to  pay  more  for  the  water  than  is  paid  by  the  state  of 
Georgia,  and  to  pay  the  same  price  that  is  paid  by  the  other  states : 
while  if  an}'  difference  is  made,  it  surely  should  be  in  favor  of  the 
state  in  which  the  works  are  located. 

Tlir.  pmif't/fio}-!/. 

I  appointed  Tiiomas  S.  Haymond,  Anihew  Johusion  and  Charles 
Campbell,  Esquires,  to  make  the  investigation  into  the  affairs  of  the 
penitentiary,  directi'd  by  your  resolution  adopted  ]\ray  loth,  1862, 
and  gave  them  written  instructions.  The  report  of  these  intelligent 
gentlemen,  herewith  presented,  is  characterized  by  much  ability,  and 
demonstrates  that  they  have  investigated,  laboriously  and  faithfully, 
the  LMitire  subject,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  issued  to  them. 
I  connnend  the  report  to  your  attentioji,  confident  that  you  will  find 
in  it  many  suggestions  and  recommendations  that  will  command  your 
cordial  approval,  and  that  you  will,  at  an  early  day  in  the  session, 
adopt  such  legislation  a<  will  give  to  them  the  force  of  law. 

This  report  leaves  no  room  for  doubt  that  the  managenKmt  of  the 
institution  and  the  business  of  the  general  agent  have  been  inefficient 
and  negligent.  My  own  observation  has  satisfied  me  that  there  has 
been  neither  energy,  indiistr}-  or  judgment  exhibited  in  the  manage- 
ment, and  that  unkss  something  is  speedily  done  to  secure  the  ser- 
vices of  men  of  industry,  energy  and  business  qualifications,  the  in- 
stitution will  become  a  very  lieavy  burden  upon  the  treasury.     I 
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have  seen  no  reason  to  change  the  opinion  heretofore  expressed  in 
my  messages,  that  with  prudent,  judicious  and  energetic  manage- 
ment, tlie  institution  can  be  made  self-supporting.  But  to  accom- 
plish this  result,  we  must  reform  the  management,  by  substituting  a 
large  number  of  the  present  incumbents  with  persons  better  quali- 
fied for  the  positions. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  except  from  the  condemnation  pro- 
nounced, Mr.  John  Knote,  the  present  general  agent  and  store- 
keeper. From  all  the  information  I  have  been  able  to  procure,  he 
has  devoted  himself  faithfully  to  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
his  office,  and  has  settled  his  accounts  with  the  board  of  directors 
with  the  greatest  promptitude. 

In  this  connection  I  feel  it  to  be  a  duty  to  invite  your  attention  to 
the  free  negro  and  slave  convicts  who  are  accumulating  most  rapidly, 
and  who  must  be  disposed  of,  at  some  future  day,  otherwise  than  in 
the  mode  now  prescribed  by  existing  laws.  The  people  in  the  neigh-"" 
borliood  in  which  a  considerable  number  of  these  convicts  Jiave  been 
hired,  are  greatly  dissatisfied,  and  have  complained,  through  public 
meetings,  threatening  to  resort  to  mob  law,  unless  they  shall  be 
withdrawn.  As  the  numbers  of  these  convicts  increase,  and  as  the 
demand  for  this  species  of  labor  diminishes,  we  may  reasonably  cal- 
culate that  the  complaints  will  increase  also.  I  suggest,  therefore, 
that  it  would  be  advisable  for  you  to  direct  your  attention  to  this 
subject,  and  devise  some  means  for  disposing  of  them  by  sale  or 
otherwise,  and  thus  relieve  the  state  from  further  connection  with 
them. 

The  war. 

The  success  which  has  attended  our  arms  has  been  of  the  most 
gratifying  character,  and  has  demonstrated  the  superior  qualifications 
of  our  commanding  generals,  and  the  indomitable  energy,  courage 
and  self-sacrificing  devotion  of  our  soldiers.  Greater  gallantry  has 
liever  been  exhibited — a  more  generous,  noble  and  patriotic  spirit 
never  animated  an  army,  in  ancient  or  modern  times.  Each  has  vied 
with  the  other  in  the  performance  of  every  duty;  and  all  have  ex- 
hibited an  ardor  and  earnestness  for  the  cause  and  the  country, 
worthy  of  men  struggling  for  independence.  Their  glorious  deeds 
have  enshrined  them  in  the  hearts  of  all  our  people;  and  from  thou- 
sands of  family  altars  and  places  of  religious  worship,  prayers  ascend 
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to  heaven  for  their  preservation  and  protection,  and  for  the  delive- 
rance of  our  country  from  the  horrors  of  this  wicked  war,  hrouirht 
upon  it  by  those  who  are  ready  to  sacrifice  all  the  nobler  feelings^ of 
our  nature  to  passion,  to  prejudice,  and  to  avarice. 

Subsequent  reflection  has  tended  to  confirm  and  strengthen  the 
opinions  heretofore  expressed  in  my  previous  messages,  of  the  im- 
perative necessity  of  making  tliis  an  aggressive  war.     Our  own  pro- 
tection demands  it— the  quiet  of  Virginia,  whose  bosom  is  scarred 
all  over,  and  whose  people  have  been  harassed,  persecuted  and  jilun- 
dered,  demands  it.     Duty,  patriotism,  a  speedy  termination  of  this 
war— all   appeal,    trumpet-tongued,    for   an   aggressive    movement. 
Happily,  we  have  every  reason  to  believe  this  policy  has  at  length 
been  inaugurated.     It  must  be  firmly  pursued.     Plant  the  confede- 
rate standard  upon  the  soil  of  Maryland;  and  resolute  hearts  and 
gallant  spirits,  animated  by  generous  impulses,  and  fired  with  an 
earnest  desire  to  protect  the  rights  and  maintain  the  laws  and  insti-' 
tutions,  common  alike  to  them  and  us,  will  lally  around  it  by  thou- 
sands, and  will  raise  their  oppressed  land  from  the  dust.     The  fire  of 
patriotism  is  not  extinct  in  Maryland— it  has  only  been  smothered. 
Let  the  opportunity  be  presented,  and  it  will  burst  forth  into  a  flame 
that  will  illuminate  the  land,  and  give  joy  and  gladness  to  hearts  that 
have  been   crushed  by  a  tyrant's  power,  indiscriminately  used,  to 
subdue  men,  women  and  children. 

Let  aggression,  then,  be  the  watchword,  and  let  us  push  the  ad- 
vantage we  have  gained,  until  the  north  shall  be  made  to  feel  that 
war  has  its  horrors,  and  that  they  have  been  made  to  bear  their  share 
of  them. 

Every  government,  like  every  human  being,  carries  within  itself 
the  seeds  of  its  own  dissolution.  The  old  Union  has  lived  out  its 
days,  has  fulfilled  the  measure  of  its  glory,  its  influence  and  its 
power.  Its  dissolution  is  a  fact  accomplished  and  understood.  In 
every  aspect  in  which  the  question  can  be  viewed,  educationally,  re- 
ligiously, socially,  morally  and  politically,  we  are  separated  from'the 
north— finally  and  forever  separated.  It  is  impossible  fi.r  human 
agency  to  reconstruct  the  natural  body  after  dissolution;  and  it  is 
ecpially  nnpossi),lc  for  human  agency  now  to  reconstruct  the  Union, 
m  Its  present  dissolved  and  decomposed  condition.  Affection,  frater- 
nity, kind  feeling— every  element  of  adhesion  is  hopelessly  gone. 
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The  tendrils  of  hate  encircle  the  heart,  and  enmity  and  malevolence 
have  crushed  all  the  nobler  feelings  of  attachment  and  brotherhood. 
Reunion,  therefore,  upon  any  terms,  is  simply  an  impossibility,  and 
the  idea  is  not  to  be  entertained  even  for  a  moment. 

State  force  under   Gen.  Floyd. 

Shortly  after  your  adjournment,  I  commissioned  John  B.  Floyd  a 
major  general,  in  pursuance  of  your  act,  passed  May  15th,  1S62, 
and  gave  authority  to  numerous  persons  to  raise  companies,  bat- 
talions and  regiments  for  service  in  the  state  forces  authorized  to  be 
raised  by  said  act — all  of  which  were  authorized  to  be  raised  from 
the  non-conscripts  between  the  ages  of  thirty-five  and  under  forty- 
five,  and  those  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

Finding  that  the  non-conscripts  were  not  disposed  to  volunteer  as 
promptly  as  I  had  expected  for  this  service,  and  ascertaining  that 
the  northern  government  had  called  for  an  additional  force  of  six 
hundred  thousand  men,  and  seeing  that  a  large  part  of  the  state  was 
overrun  by  the  invader,  I  called  upon  the  militia  of  thirty-nine  coun- 
ties to  report  to  General  Floyd  immediately  for  service,  in  the  state 
force ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  they  would  have  responded  promptly  to 
the  call,  but  for  the  unwarranted  and  improper  interference  of  a 
confederate  officer  and  some  other  persons,  who  have  used  various 
expedients  to  produce  dissatisfaction  with  this  order.  Very  shortly 
after  the  call  for  the  militia  w^as  issued,  and  while  the  enrollment  was 
in  progress.  Major  General  Loring  issued  orders  to  stop  the  enroll- 
ment in  Monroe,  Giles,  and  perhaps  other  counties.  A  letter  ad- 
dressed by  General  Loring  to  the  war  department,  dated  August  13th, 
18G2,  in  which  he  admits  this  interference,  will  be  found  with  the 
accompanying  documents.  As  a  confederate  officer,  he  had  nothing 
to  do  with  the  non-conscripts.  They  were  not  under  his  control, 
nor  subject  to  his  orders.  They  were  under  the  orders  of  the  state, 
and  subject  to  the  orders  of  the  executive,  under  the  laws  of  the 
state.  His  interference  has  been  essentially  mischievous  and  impro- 
per, and  has  had  the  effect  of  demoralizing  the  militia,  and  defeat- 
ing, so  far  as  they  were  concerned,  the  objects  which  the  state  de- 
signed to  effect. 

Applications  for  detail  of  persons  employed  in  procuring  nitre, 
whenever  they  have  been  presented  in  the  mode  directed  by  law, 
have  been  granted.     I  know  of  no  instance  in  which  ^uch  an  appli- 
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cation  has  been  denied.     No  application  has  been  made  for  details 
for  General  Loring's  commissary  or  quartermaster's  departments. 

I  directed  the  several  ranger  companies  to  report  iortliwith  to 
General  Floyd.  Many  complaints  had  been  made  with  regard  to  the 
rangers,  most  of  which  I  regarded  as  unfounded  ;  but,  under  the  cir- 
cumstances, I  deemed  it  best  to  place  them  under  control  of  a  com- 
petent officer,  who  would  direct  tlu'ir  opoiations. 

My  latest  information  from  General  Floyd's  command  assures 
me  that  he  has  a  considerable  force  in  the  field,  and  that  he 
expected  to  move  last  week  towards  tlie  Kanawha  valley ;  and  I  have 
no  doubt  he  has  done  so.  He  was  in  fine  spirits  when  I  parted  from 
him,  and  manifested  a  bold  and  noble  confidence,  that  promised  the 
best  results.  A  copy  of  my  order,  issued  at  Wytheville,  and  a  pro- 
clamation subsequently  issued,  accompanies  this  communication. 

This  state  force  will  be  an  honor  to  the  commonwealth,  if  che- 
rished and  supported  as  it  should  be. 

In  this  connection,  I  renew  a  recommendation,  heretofore  made, 
that  a  law  be  passed  authorizing  me  to  strike  from  the  rolls  the 
names  of  such  militia  officers  as  refuse  to  obey  promptly  the  orders 
of  the  executive.  The  reasons  in  each  case  will  be  most  cheerfully 
assigned,  where  I  am  called  upon  to  take  such  action.  This  recom- 
mendation would  not  be  renewed,  if  in  my  judgment  the  necessities 
of  the  case  did  not  imperatively  demand  it. 

Amnesty  to  those  who  have  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the  Lincoln 

government. 

From  information  received  from  various  sources,  I  am  induced  to 
believe  that  many  loyal  and  worthy  citizens,  in  those  portions  of  the 
state  which  have  been  overrun  by  the  eiiem)%  have  taken  oaths  bind- 
ing them  to  abstain  from  all  active  participation  in  the  wjir.  In  all 
such  cases,  where  the  parties  are  willing  to  manifest  their  fealty  to 
the  commonwealth,  and  to  show  their  faith  by  their  works,  I  recom- 
mend that  an  amnesty  be  granted,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions 
as  your  wisdom  may  prescribe. 

Northwestern   Virginia. 

All  the  indications  are  favorable  to  the  recovery  of  the  possession 
of  the  portion  of  the  state  lying  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains. 
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Indeed,  I  entertain  no  doubt  that  the  usurped  government,  under 
Pierpoint,  will  soon  be  overthrown,  and  the  people  will  cheerfully 
return  to  their  allegiance  to  the  rightful  government  of  this  common- 
wealth. Our  recent  information  is  full  of  hope  and  encouragement ; 
and  the  immense  numbers  who  are  now  coming  out,  and  joining  the 
army,  show,  that  although  the  spirit  of  patriotism  has  slumbered 
long,  it  has  at  last  been  fully  aroused,  and  is  manifesting  itself  in  the 
most  effective  manner. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road  has  been  a  positive  nuisance  to 
this  state,  from  the  opening  of  this  war  to  the  present  time ;  and 
unless  its  management  shall  hereafter  be  in  friendly  hands,  and  the 
government  under  which  it  exists  be  a  part  of  our  Confederacy,  it 
must  be  abated.  If  it  should  be  permanently  destroyed,  we  must 
assure  our  own  people  of  some  other  mode  of  communication  with 
the  seaboard. 

"  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Preston  and  Augusta  rail  road  com- 
pany," was  passed  March  30th,  1861,  by  the  general  assembly;  and 
if  this  road -were  constructed,  it  would  furnish  an  adequate  channel 
of  communication  for  the  present,  and  would  have  the  effect  of  clasp- 
ing the  northwestern  people  more  closely  to  the  bosoms  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  other  three  divisions  o^  Virginia.  If  the  state  of  Mary- 
land shall  assume  its  position  as  an  integral  part  of  the  Confederate 
States,  the  two  roads  may  exist  together,  under  proper  regulations ; 
but  if  its  lot  shall  be  cast  with  the  north,  and  its  people  become 
aliens  to  us,  in  principle  and  interest,  and  hostile  in  institutions,  then 
so  much  of  tlie  Baltimore  and  Ohio  rail  road,  as  lies  within  the  state 
east  of  the  initial  point  designated  in  the  act  referred  to,  should  be 
destroyed.  I  recommend,  therefore,  that  such  legislative  assurance 
in  regard  to  the  construction  of  this  road,  as  your  wisdom  may  dic- 
tate, shall  be  extended  to  our  northwestern  fellow-citizens. 

Compensation  of  clerks. 

The  proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  the  clerks  of  the  various  depart- 
ments of  the  state  government,  accompanied  by  a  draft  of  a  bill, 
have  been  presented  to  me,  with  a  request  that  I  would  lay  them 
before  you  for  consideration,  and  such  action  as  you  may  think  pro- 
per. The  expenses  of  living  have  increased  enormously  in  the  last 
eighteen  months,  and  a  salary  that  would  have  furnished  an  adequate 
support  previous  to  that  time,  will  fall  very  far  short  at  this  day. 
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These  salaries  ought,  in  ni}'^  opinion,  to  be  increased.  No  govern- 
ment, within  my  observation,  ever  had  in  its  service  more  competent, 
efficient  and  faitliful  officers.  The  cheerful  manner  in  the  performance 
of  their  duties,  the  uniform  politeness  and  attention  shown  to  all  in 
their  business  intercourse,  has  commanded  for  them,  as  a  body,  the 
most  cordial  respect.  I  commend  this  subject  to  your  favorable 
action. 

Fees  of  jailors. 

Complaints  have  been  made  to  me,  by  the  keepers  of  the  jails  in 
several  cities  and  counties,  of  the  inadequacy  of  the  fees  allowed  by 
existing  laws  for  the  support  of  prisoners.  The  fees  were  fixed  years 
ago,  when  flour,  meal,  bacon,  beef  and  vegetables,  sold  at  greatly 
less  prices  than  they  are  now  selling  for.  All  these  articles  now 
command  from  four  to  five  times  as  much  as  they  sold  for  two  years 
ago;  and  it  is  hardly  reasonable,  under  existing  circumstances,  to  ex- 
pect prisoners  to  be  supported  at  the  present  rates  of  fees.  I  recom- 
mend therefore,  that  an  act  be  passed  for  the  relief  of  this  class  of 
odicers. 

Pay  of  the  soldiers. 

On  the  1st  day  of  January  1S62  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  you 
in  relation  to  the  pay  of  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates  in 
the  confederate  army.  That  resolution  instructed  our  senators  and 
requested  our  representatives  in  the  confederate  congress  to  use  their 
influence  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law  to  increase  their  pay  four 
dollars  per  month  during  the  existing  war.  A  large  number  of  these 
classes  are  heads  of  families,  and  a  majority  of  them  j^erhaps  are 
})oor  men,  dependent  upon  their  daily  labor  for  support.  They  have 
cheeifully  left  their  homes  and  families,  to  engage  in  the  service  of 
the  country.  Since  they  entered  the  service  prices  have  run  up  to 
a  fabulous  amount  for  every  article  that  enters  into  domestic  use ; 
and  there  arc  many  indispensably  necessary,  which  a  month's  pay 
will  not  suj)ply.  It  should  be  our  policy  to  have  a  care  for  those 
who  are  fighting  this  battle  for  southern  independence,  and  whose 
noble  deeds  arc  furnishing  the  material  for  a  history,  that  will  chal- 
lenge the  admiration  of  mankind,  and  will  be  recurred  to,  by  us  and 
our  descendants,  with  feelings  of  national  and  individual  pride.  Un- 
der these  circumstances,  it  becomes  us  to  omit  no  proper  effort  to 
secure  for  them  such  an  iucrease  of  pay  as  will  remunerate  them  for 
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their  services  and  sacrifices  in  this  holy  cause.  I  respectful!}^  recom- 
mend some  further  action,  to  bring  this  subject  prominently  before 
congress  at  the  present  session,  and  to  secure,  if  possible,  the  passage 
of  a  bill  that  will  effect  the  desired  result. 

Eastern  lunatic  asylum. 

The  city  of  Williamsburg  having  fallen  into  the  possession  of  the 
enemy,  and  being  still  in  their  possession,  the  federal  authorities  dis- 
missed the  state  officers  and  agents,  and  substituted  them  by  their 
own  appointees.  I  have  very  recently  understood  that  the  state  offi- 
cers and  agents  have  been  invited  by  the  military  governor  of  Wil- 
liamsburg to  return  and  resume  their  places,  and  that  some  (perhaps 
all)  have  done  so  ;  but  of  this  I  have  no  official  information.  Since 
the  institution  fell  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  I  have  been  informed 
that  Doctor  Gait  (the  superintendent)  and  the  assistant  physician 
have  both  departed  this  life.  Nearly  all  the  members  of  the  board 
of  directors  are  refugees,  and  have  been  for  uionths. 

Extortion. 

This  is  one  of  the  serious  and  alarming  evils  of  the  times.  A 
reckless  spirit  for  money  making  appears  to  have  taken  entire  pos- 
session of  the  public  mind.  "  The  ledger  is  the  Bible,  and  gold  is 
the  God,"  at  this  day,  of  large  numbers  in  every  community.  Ava- 
rice has  become  the  ruling  passion,  and  with  heartless  gripe,  regard- 
less of  the  suffering  it  inflicts,  it  insists  upon  its  cruel  and  uncon- 
scionable exactions.  Patriotism  is  second  to  a  love  of  "  the  almighty 
dolla^i-."  The  price  of  every  thing  (even  the  necessaries  of  life)  is 
put  up  to  the  highest  point,  and  those  who  have  not  the  pecuniary 
ability  to  pay  these  prices,  must  suffer.  A  fair  price  should  be  paid 
for  every  thing,  but  sellers  should  not  be  permitted  to  take  advan- 
tage of  the  necessities  of  the  consumers,  to  impose  upon  them. 

What  must  be  the  feelings  of  a  man  who  is  fighting  the  battles  of 
the  country,  surrendering  all  the  comforts  and  endearments  of  home, 
submitting  to  all  the  sufferings  and  sacrifices  of  camp  life  and  active 
military  duty,  when  he  (receiving  but  eleven  dollars  per.  month)  is 
informed  that  a  sack  of  salt  costs  fifty  dollars,  or  a  pair  of  ladies' 
shoes  costs  sixteen,  with  every  thing  else  in  proportion  "?  He  must 
feel  that  while  he  is  defending  the  country,  his  family,  unless  he  be 
a  man  of  means,  must  suffer  for  the  necessaries   and  comforts  ol 
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life.     With  what  heart  can  he  fight  our  battles  under  such  circum- 
stances ? 

There  is  but  one  remedy  for  this  evil.  It  is  to  increase  the  quan- 
tities of  the  articles  upon  which  the  extortion  operates.  The  general 
law  of  trade,  that  the  supply  must  equal  the  demand,  is  the  only 
law  by  which  trade  can  be  regulated.  When  the  supply  equals  the 
demand,  the  price  will  be  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  arti- 
cle. When  the  supply  is  deficient,  the  price  will  be  immediately 
enhanced.  It  becomes  necessary,  then,  to  tur^  attention  to  the 
means  requisite  for  increasing  supplies.  This  can  be  accomplished, 
first,  by  prohibiting  the  agents  of  the  government  who  have  control 
of  the  lines  of  transportation,  from  receiving  remuneration  for  giving 
preferences  in  transporting  articles,  by  which  the  extortioners  who 
pay  the  largest  douceurs,  are  those  only  who  are  accommodated; 
and  secondly,  by  obtaining  an  order,  from  the  government  authoriz- 
ing the  transportation  of  produce  to  the  exclusion  of  other  things, 
at  least  one  day  in  each  week.  If  this  were  done,  the  equili- 
brium so  necessary  in  trade,  would  restore  prices  to  their  natural 
standard. 

Whatever  can  be  done  by  the  legislature  for  the  relief  of  the 
people  from  the  evils  visited  upon  them  by  the  extortioners,  I  feel 
persuaded  will  be  done.  The  evil  has  oecome  serious  and  alarm- 
ing, and  is  increasing  daily.  I  hope  the  legislature  will  direct  their 
attention  to  this  matter,  and  see  whether  their  combined  wis- 
dom cannot  devise  some  measures  that  will  give  relief  to  a  suffering 
people. 

Conclusion. 

You  reassemble  under  circumstances  very  different  from  those 
which  attended  your  adjournment.  At  that  day  the  prospect  looked 
gloomy — the  capital  was  threatened,  and  many  feared  it  must  fall. 
Now,  how  bright  and  glorious  the  prospect !  The  insolent  enemy, 
who  threatened  the  capital,  has  been  vanquished  in  every  battle  on 
the  Chickahominy,  and  his  forces  driven  back  to  the  precise  location 
from  which  they  started  fifteen  months  ago.  Victory  has  perched 
upon  our  banners  in  every  battle  field,  and  the  whole  land  resounds 
with  the  praises  of  our  officers  and  men,  who,  through  the  agency  of 
Divine  Providence,  have  worked  out  these  glorious  results.     We 
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must  not,  however,  forget  the  honored  dead,  who  have  fallen  in  these 
hotly  contested  battles.  Their  courage,  their  patriotism,  their  heroic 
deeds  will  be  embalmed  in  the  hearts  of  every  true  and  loyal  son  and 
daughter  of  the  south :  and  when  this  war  shall  end,  and  we  shall 
enjoy  the  blessings  of  peace,  we  will  gather  together  the  dust  of  the 
honored  dead,  and  raise  to  their  memories  a  splendid  mausoleum, 
which  will  transmit  to  the  latest  posterity  a  record  of  their  virtues 
and  deeds.

Proposition  of  Stuart,  Buchanan   S(   Co.  relative  to  .salt. 

1  August  o,  16&2. 

We  will  give  the  privilege  of  erecting  furnaces  at  convenient  points  upon  our  premises, 
for  the  manufacture  of  salt  by  agents  to  be  appointed  by  you.  \Vc  will  piunp  the  water 
suflficieutly  high  for  your  ageuts  to  conduct  it  to  their  cisterns,  and  will  charge  seventy-iivc 
cents  per  bushel  of  50  pounds,  for  all  the  salt  made  bj^  your  agents.  If  wc  fail  to  furnish 
the  salt  water  from  any  cause,  wc  will  allow  your  agents  to  sink  wells  and  pumj)  the  water 
for  themselves — the  expense  of  which  will  be  deducted  from  our  compensation.  Improve- 
ments to  belong  to  us  whenever  they  cease  to  be  operated.  Tlie  quantity  of  salt  to  be 
manufactured  under  tliis  agreement  not  to  exceed  bushels.     Wc  not  to  bo  respon- 

sible for  failing  to  supply  salt  wat«r.

Joint  resolution  authorizing  the  governor  to  appoint  a  commission  to  en- 
quire into  the  condition  of  the  penitentiary.,  and  into  the  best  means  to 
render  the  institution  productive — Adopted  May  15,  1862. 

Whereas  the  pcniteutiary  of  Virginia  has  for  many  years  been  a  charge  upon  the  treasury 
of  Virginia:  and  whereas  it  is  probable,  that  by  a  change  in  the  laws  regulating  the  said 
penitentiary,  it  may  be  made  self-supporting;  and  it  is  believed  by  many  that  it  would, 
under  proper  management,  be  a  source  of  revenue :  and  whereas  past  expefiencc  has  shown 
that  committees  appointed  by  the  legislature  to  examine  the  penitentiary  (in  the  nature  of 
the  case),  cannot  spare  the  time  from  other  representative  duties  to  investigate  the  whole 
subject,  so  as  to  reconnnend  such  reforms  or  improvements  as  might  be  the  result  of  a 
thorough  investigation  into  all  the  details  of  the  laws  regulating  the  institution  -,  and  more 
especially  into  the  manner  and  details  of  all  the  various  mechanical  and  other  operations 
of  the  convicts,  the  mode  of  purchasing  and  otherwise  obtaining  supplies  of  raw  material, 
provisions,  &c. ;  and  furthermore,  the  accommodations  of  the  convicts,  the  necessity  or  not 
of  enlarging  tlie  buildings  and  workshops,  and  of  providing  proper  safeguards  to  prevent 
attempts  to  escape,  or  mutiny  among  the  convicts :   Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  that  the  governor  bo  empowered,  at 
such  time  as  in  his  discretion  may  seem  proper,  to  appoint  a  commission  of -three  discreet 
persons,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inve.stigat(^  the  entire  subject  of  the  penitentiary,  in  its 
details;  the  laws  regulating  the  same;  its  interior  management;  mode  of  obtaining  sup- 
plies, and  any  and  every  thing  connected  with  the  penitentiary  system,  which  in  their 
judgment  may  conduce  to  the  prosperity  of  the  institution,  and  report  to  the  next  meeting 
of  the  legislature.

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Instructions  for  the  hoard  appoinfed  to  enquire  iiito  the  condition  of  the 

•penitentiary. 

To  on(|niro  into  tho  efficiency  of  tlic  police;  wlicthcr  flic  laborers  arc  k(>pt  striclh^  em- 
ployed wlien  labor  is  to  be  done  ;  whctber  tbe  superintendent  and  assistant  keepers  arc  eifi- 
cient,  encrp^ctic,  and  strict  in  discipline;  whether  there  are  sufficient  headmen,  overseers  or 
others  to  overlook  the  prisoners  at  work ;  whether  these  headmen,  &c.,  are  competent  for 
their  duty;  whether  the  prisoners  have  regular  tasks,  and  whether  there  is  any  system  to 
prescribe  and  to  ascertain  what  amount  of  labor  a  man  ought  to  accomplish  at  any  par- 
ticular employment;  whether  each  prisoner  has  his  pepper  work  assigned  him,  and  when  it 
is  done,  whether  other  work  is  immediately  cut  out  and  given  him.  If  there  are  sufficient 
subdivisions  of  labor.  If  materials  for  one  species  of  work  cannot  be  obtained,  whether  an- 
other may  not  be  substituted.  If  new  descriptions  of  manufactures  may  not  bo  established. 
If  laborers  who  have  not  been  taught  trades,  may  not  be  profitably  employed  in  stripping 
tobacco.  If  tanneries  of  leather  might  not  be  established  on  tlie  grounds  adjacent  to  the 
building. 

If  there  is  a  sufficient  interior  guard.  To  prescribe  their  duties.  See  that  they  are  re- 
lieved at  proper  intervals,  day  and  night,  with  an  officer  whose  business  it  is  to  hold  them 
to  accountability,  and' see  that  they  are  not  sleeping  within,  with  doors  closed.  That  they 
are  not  merely  to  go  round  the  interior  once  in  an  hour  or  half  hour,  and  then  be  under 
cover,  but  always  taking  the  rounds  and  watching. 

To  enquire  whether  the  board  of  directors  are  regular  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the 
board,  and  make  regular  examinations  into  the  performance  of  duty  by  the  officers,  inves- 
tigating and  scrutinizing  the  concerns  and  accoupts  of  the  institution  as  well  as  of  the 
general  agent. 

That  there  should  be  one  person  (assistant  keeper)  assigned  to  the  duty  of  keeping  the 
prison  clean.  That  he  sliould  perform  this  duty  for  one  week,  and  then  be  relieved  by  an- 
other. Make  it  his  duty  to  see  that  the  rooms  and  cells  are  regularly  cleaned,  bedding 
washed,  fresh  straw  furnished  for  beds,  rooms  white-washed,  yards  cleared  of  rubbish, 
every  thing  in  its  place,  and  a  place  for  every  thiu'g.  That  the  privies  and  sinks  arer  kept 
in  order,  properly  washed  and  limed.  That  the  hospital  is  properly  furnished  and  attended 
to,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  surgeon.  That  a  proper  detail  of  prisoners  be  assigned 
to  this  duty  daily;  and  that  the  superintendent  be  r(>quired  to  see  that  this  assistant  keeper 
specially  performs  his  duty.  When  this  assistant  is  not  engaged  in  the  cleaning  process, 
require  him  to  pass  through  the  different  wards  or  working  rooms,  and  have  rul)l)ish  and 
litter  and  refuse  materials  removed  and  provided  for. 

Besides  the  man  who  cuts  out  tho  work  for  the  wards,  and  directs  and  explains  how  it  is 
to  be  performed,  to  make  it  tho  duty  of  some  keeper  to  see  that  the  Avorkmen  are  attending 
to  their  work;  pass  among  them,  detect  idlers  and  make  them  work;  prohibit  conversation, 
and  have  those  detected  reported  for  punishment.  He  should  be  compet<'nt  to  know 
whether  the  prisoners  arc  slighting  their  work  and  destroying  thc»materials  by  incompe- 
tency, requiring  them  to  undo  bad  work  and  make  it  good.  The  workman's  name  should 
be  marked  on  (he  work,  and  llun  a  jiroper  examination  be  made,  to  see  whether  it  has  been 
properly  executed;  and  if  not,  punishment  should  be  prescribed. 

To  enquire  and  report  how  many  convicts  arc  kept  in  the  same  cell;  whether  other 
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apartmonts  may  not  be  used  for  sleeping  apartments,  keeping  the  prisoners  separate. 
"WThether  the  wards,  or  some  of  them,  may  not  be  so  arranged  as  to  have  the  cots  rolled  up 
neatly  in  a  small  compass  during  the  day,  and  unrolled  in  the  night,  and  be  so  fixed  as  to 
be  used  as  lodgings  at  night  and  working  rooms  in  the  day.  Whether,  if  this  cannot  be 
accomplished,  it  may  not  be  advisable  to  put  up  additional  buildings,  fixed  in  this  manner, 
upon  this  plan,  for  new  shops. 

To  investigate  the  mode  of  purchasing  supplies  of  provisions,  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  food,  mode  of  cooking  and  serving  it  up ;  Avhether  the  prisoners  should  be  congregated 
at  one  common  tabla,  or  their  food  be  furnished  at  a  table  in  each  ward.  Whether  prison- 
ers should  be  emjiloyod  as  cooks  to  prepare  the  food,  or  other  cooks  be  hired.  Whether  all 
the  vegetables  used  should  not  be  raised  by  the  prisoners  on  the  public  grounds  attached 
to  the  institution,  and  a  regular  detail  at  proper  periods  be  made  of  laborers  for  working  the 
same.  Provide  for  contracts  for  wood  and  coal  and  meats,  with  proper  accountability  for 
their  use.  Provide  for  the  manufacture  of  all  clothing  for  prisoners  in  the  institution,  and 
the  making  up  of  the  same  by  the  prisoners. 

Enquire  into  the  mode  of  purchasing  raw  materials  for  h\\  manufacturing  purposes ;  for 
the  timely  information  to  the  general  agent  of  what  is  or  may  be  wanting,  and  for  his  im- 
mediately furnishing  the  materials  requisite;  and  if  not  furnished  in  time  and  in  sufficient 
quantity,  that  he  be  reported  regularly  to  the  board  of  directors,  and  require  them  to  note 
each  report,  and  mention  it  in  their  report  to  the  general  assembly.  Require  a  proper  ac- 
countability for  materials  furnished,  in  such  manner  as  to  show  how  they  have  been  dis- 
posed of.  The  propriety  of  requiring  contracts  to  be  made  for  furnishing,  weekly,  or 
monthly,  articles  of  prime  necQSsity,  of  wliich  large  quantities  are  used,  and  into  the  best 
and  most  efficient  method  of  keeping  up  constant  and  regular  supplies.  Into  the  best  mode 
of  selling  and  disposing  of  all  manufactured  articles,  and  rendering  frequent  settlements 
necessaiy. 

To  examine  into  the  system  of  prison  discipline  generally,  and  suggest  any  improve- 
ments deemed  advisable,  either  in  the  laws  regulating  the  institution,  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed for  its  government,  or  the  mode  of  managing,  supervising,  controlling  and  punish- 
ing, and  particularly  to  prescribe  safeguards  against  escapes  or  mutiny. 

To  recommend,  if  dpemed  proper,  any  change  in  the  term  of  imprisonment  for  particular 
offences,  or  the  punishment  itself,  whether  by  penitentiary  imprisonment,  or  other  mode. 

Examine  carefully  the  machinery  and  its  construction,  and  suggest  any  improvement 
that  can  lie  made  in  its  character,  arrangement  and  improvement,  to  advance  the  interests 
of  the  institution. 

And  finally — Look  into  the  mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  at  the  penitentiary,  and  ex- 
amine the  accounts  carefully  and  minutely,  and  also  the  accounts  of  the  general  agent; 
compare  them,  and  suggest  any  changes  that  will  secure  accountability  on  the  part  of  both 
officers.  Examine  the  settlements  made  for  the  last  two  years,  and  test  their  accuracy,  so 
as  to  ascertain  the  accountability  of  the  late  agent,  and  the  amount  due. 

To  -these  enquiries  I  w  ish  special  attention  directed  in  the  investigation  and  report. 
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RcjJort  of  the  comm'tsswjiers  on  the  pcnitciUiary.,  apjiointcd  midcr  the  Joint 
resolution  of  the  15th  May  1862. 

To  the  general  asfcmhly  of  the  state  of  Virginia : 

We,  the  uudersigucd,  who  were  appointed  commissioners,  under  the  joint 
resolution  of  the  15th  May  1862,  having  been  notified  by  his  excellency  the  governor,  of 
our  appointment,  and  having  received  from  him  a  copy  of  the  joint  resolution,  entered  ou 
the  discharge  of  our  duties  on  the  9th  day  of  June  18(52. 

We  found  it  necessary  to  visit  the  penitentiaiy  frequently,  and  to  spend  a  good  deal  of 
time  in  acquainting  ourselves  with  the  general  management  of  the  institution,  and  with 
the  various  details  of  its  economy.  The  wide  scope  of  the  enc^uiry  which  m%  were  directed 
to  make,  made  it  our  duty  to  investigate  the  whole  subject  thoroughly  and  carefully.  We 
have  done  so  to  the  best  of  our  ability;  and  we  now  respectfully  present  the  following 
report : 

We  are  compelled  to  say  that  wc  did  not  find,  either  in  the  internal  or  external  manage- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  penitentiary,  so  much  forethought,  diligence  and  energy  as  are 
necessary  to  success  in  operations  of  this  kind ;  and  the  languishing  condition  of  its  busi- 
ness was  not  theri^forc  to  us  a  matter  of  surprise.  In  the  subsequent  parts  of  this  report, 
distributed  under  the  proper  divisions,  wc  have  noticed  such  defects  in  the  diftbrent  depart- 
ments us  struck  us  jnore  particularly;  and  we  have  suggested  such  remedies,  both  of  a 
general  and  particular  character,  as  seemed  to  us  proper  to  be  adopted.  One  bianch  of  the 
subject  we  have  not  been  able  to  consider  as  we  desired  to  do.  We  could  not  procure  a 
copy  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  penitentiary,  though  we  made  every  effort 
to  do  so.  Under  these  circumstances,  we  could  acquire  little  information  as  to  the  discip- 
line of  the  prison,  except  what  came  out  incidentally  in  the  course  of  other  enquiries ;  an(f 
our  observations  upon  it  are  ueccssarily  partial  and  imperfect. 

^  General  agent,  superintendent,  purchases  of  supplies,  sales,  ffc. 

The  purchase  of  supplies  for  the  institution,  and  especially  of  materials  for  manufactures, 
is  intimately  connected  with  the  sales  of  manufactured  articles.  It  might  be  desirable,  if 
practlcabh;,  tq  conimit  the  whole  management  of  affairs  to  one  officer,  whose  knowledge  of 
the  wants  of  th#  institution,  and  of  the  most  prolitable  employments  for  its  labor,  would 
enable  him  to  provide  iu  due  time  for  all  that  was'nei'ded,  and  to  sell  its  manufactures 
promptly  and  advantageously.  As  the  institution  is  uoav  organized,  however,  these  duties 
are  necessarily  divided  between  the  supcriutendent  and  the  g(meral  agent.  Thu  former  has 
the  internal  management  and  government  as  his  province,  with  but  little  share  in  buying 
or  selling,  though  his  acquaintance  with  the  wants  and  capacities  of  the  penitentiary  maJces 
it  important  that  he  should  be  frequently  consulted.  The  gencnil  agent  is  almost  exclu- 
sively charged  with  tiie  purchase  and  sale  of  all  articles;  and  in  the  execution  of  these 
duties,  as  will  readily  be  understood,  serious  inconvenience  arises,  from  several  causes: 
1st.  The  general  agent  keeps  his  store  in  the  city,  at  the  distance  of  a  mile  or  more  from 
the  penitentiary.  2d.  fic.  is  privileged  to  carry  on  business  on  his  private  account,  besides 
■that -which  he  conducts  for  the  state.  M.^Hc  makes  purchases  for  the  state,  either  for  cash 
or  on  credit,  at  his  discretion.  He  makes  sales  in  the  same  way,  either  for  cash  or  tipon 
credit.     If  he  has  occasion  to  use  money  imhis  own  business,  for  hi.s  own  profit,  he  is  thus 
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placed  under  an  obvious  tomptation  to  purcha«e  for  the  state  in  small  quantities,  and  upon 
credit,  instead  of  buying  largely,  and  for  cash;  and  to  make  sales  for  the  state  account  for 
cash,  though  more  advantageous  sales  might  be  effected  on  time.  Whether,  from  this  cause 
or  some  other,  we  do  not  know,  but  the  purchase  of  raw  materials,  provisions,  »fcc.  seems 
to  us  to  have  been  made  too  sparingly — often,  as  we  are  informed,  in  quantities  sufficient 
only  for  a  week's  supply.  The  inconvenience  of  having  a  small  stock  on  hand  was  less 
felt  so  long  as  the  ordinary  course  of  trade  kept  up  the  supply  according  to  the  demand  in 
the  Eichmond  markets ;  but  since  the  war  began,  it  has  manifested  itself  in  the  suspension 
of  more  than  one  branch  of  manufacture.  We  think  that  these  objections  may  and  ought 
to  be  removed  by  providing — 

1st.  That  the  general  agent  shall  keep  his  store  at  the  penitentiary,  and  attend  there  him- 
self, so  as  to  be  daily  in  communication  with  the  superintendent. 

2d.  That  he  shall  be  prohibited  from  engaging  in  any  other  business,  and  required  to 
devote  his  Avholc  time  to  his  official  duties. 

3d.  That  h(f  shall  keep  the  public  money  deposited  in  bank  to  his  credit  as  general  agent, 
and  exhibit  with  his  quarterly  settlements  copies  of  his  bank  account,  duly  certified  by  the 
proper  officers  of  the  bank,  so  as  to  show  that  the  public  money  is  applied  only  to  the  iise 
of  the  public. 

With  the  aid  of  clerks  at  the  store,  he  could  attend  to  his  duties  there,  and  have  time 
enough  for  the  out  of  door  employments  of  selling  and  purchasing.  If  the  compensation 
of  the  general  agent,  by  commission  on  sales,  be  not  enough  to  command  the  undivided 
services  of  a  competent  and  faithful  officer,  let  it  be  increased.  There  can  be  no  worse 
economy  thiyi  tliat  of  paying  half  salaries,  and  having  business  half  done.  The  interest 
of  private  persons  dictates  to  tliem  the  ciiiploymcnt  of  capable  men,  the  payment  of  liberal 
wages,  aud  the  demand  of  all  their  working  hours  in  return.  No  better  policy  can  be  fol- 
lowed for  the  interest  of  the  state. 

We  reconunend  that  the  superintendent  be  paid,  like  the  general  agent,  by  commissions 
*on  sales,  or  rather  on  the  amount  of  sales  made,  and  of  articles  manufactured  for  the  state; 
and  that  thtj  distinction  between  the  two  classes  of  work,  in  respect  to  the  general  agent's 
commissions,  be  abolished.  At  present,  as  he  receives  commissions  only  on  the  amount  of 
sales  made  to  other  customers,  the  tendency  is  to  cause  the  work  of  the  state  to  be  pos^ 
poned  while  there  is  other  work  to  do.  By  making  it  the  interest  of  both  these  officers  that 
the  business  of  the  penitentiary  shall  be  as  profitable  as  possible,  they  will  be  stinmlated  to 
activity  and  concert  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  also  to  a  careful  supervision  of  the 
subordinate  officers,  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  of  the  general  econonky  of  the  insti- 
tution. Perhaps  a  larger  discretion  in  the  operations  of  business  migh^be  entrusted  to 
them  with  advantage,  subject  to  the"  general  control  of  the  board  of  directors.  Their  re- 
election to  office  being  dependent  on  good  conduct,  the  convicts  would  be  protected  against 
the  risk  of  being  overworked  or  ill-fed,  as  they  might  be,  if  farmed  out  to  contractors  for  a 
specified  time.  But  all  laws  will  be  ineffectual,  unless  the  legislature,  in  making  these  ap- 
pointments be  governed  b}'  a  sound  discretion,  and  a  regard  to  the  public  interest  alone. 
If  they  be  conferred,  for  any  reason  whatever,  upon  men  who  do  not  possess  the  judgment, 
industry,  energy  and  method  indispensably  necessary  to  success  in  private  or  public  enter- 
prises, no  provisions  of  law  can  create  in  them  these  qualities,  or  correct  their  defects  and 
errors. 

We  do  not  mean  in  these  remarks  to  reflect  upon  any  one  in  particular :  but,  in  proposing 
the  changes  which  we  have  done,  and  suggesting  the  hope  of  improvement  to  be  derived 
therefrom,  we  deem  it  not  amiss  to  remind  the  legislature  of  a  truth,  which,  however  ob-

vions,  is  too  often  overlooked,  tliat  no  law  can  execnte  itst^lt',  and  tliat  liowevcr  ^ood  it 
may  be,  without  the  atrency  of  good  officers,  it  will  be  idle  to  look  for  its  being;  carried  into 
effect.  If,  however,  the  recommendations  above  made  are  adopted  ;  if  the  offices  of  wneral 
agent  and  superintendent  are  properly  filled,  and  if  the  subordinate  officers  arc  held  to  a 
full  and  efficient  discharge  of  their  duties,  we  feel  a  strong  confidence  tliat,  instead  of  being 
an  annual  burden  and  expense  to  the  state,  the  penitentiary  may  and  will  soon  become  a 
source  of  revenue. 

Additional  buildings. 

The  work  rooms  of  the  institution  are  largo  enough  for  the  present.  Those  appropriated 
to  Aveaving  and  leather  work  are  not  fully  oc,cupi(>d,  by  reason  of  the  suspension  of  manu- 
factures in  those  branches  ;  but  this  is  only  a  temporary  stoppage  for  want  of  materials. 

The  cells  arc  not  sufficient  in  number  to  admit  of  the  separate  confinement  of  the  con- 
victs at  night,  as  directed  by  law.  On  the  west  side  of  the  buildings,  beyond  the  outer 
wall,  is  an  ample  space,  used  only  as  a  garden.  Leaving  enough  for  gai'deu  purposes,  new 
buiklings  might  bt;  erected  here,  commilnicatiiig  with  the  present  buildings. by  a  gateway 
through  the  present  outer  wall,  and  secured  by  a  new  oGter  wall,  or  in  such  other  manner 
as  uiay  be  approved.  The  commissioners  do  not  feel  competent  to  present  any  specific 
plan,  which  can  be  better  done  by  professional  architects.  But,  whatever  plan  may  be 
adopted,  ought  to  be  capable  of  extension,  if  either  workshops  or  cells  become  necessary 
hereafter. 

The  kitchen  and  store  room,  though  well  kept  and  in  good  order,  are  too  small  for  conve- 
nience. There  is  not  room  enough  for  cooking  operations,  nor  for  the  storage  of  any  great 
quantity  of  provisions.  In  enlarging  the  buildings,  additional  accommodations  should  be 
provided  for  these  purposes. 

Loss  of  time  by  convicts,  for  tront  of  materials;  introduction  of  new  manufactures,  and 
sulistitulioa  of  ncic  employments. 

From  a  paper  made  out  at  our  request,  and  hcrewi-th  returned,  marked  "  No.  1,  time  lost — 
labor  of  convicts,^^  it  will  be  seen  that  a  great  deal  of  profitable  labor  was  lost  in  the  shoe 
shop,  axe  factory  and  weaving  dc^partment,  between  the  1st  October  18GI  and  the  19th 
April  18(j"i,  for  want  of  materials  to  work  upon.  If  this  loss  of  time  had  occurred  at  an 
l^rlier  period,  when  the  usual  course" of  business  was  first  interrupted  by  hostilities,  it 
would  not  have  been  matter  of  surprise.  But  it  appears  to  us  that  if  the  same  exertions 
had  been  made  on  the  part  of  tl/e  state,  after  the  Avar  had  begun,  which  were  made  by  pri- 
vate manufacturers  and  mechanics  during  the  same  period,  materials  might  have  been  ob- 
tained, by  the  use  of  which  a  great  part  of  that  loss  would  have  been  prevented.  At  the 
time  when  we  first  visited  the  penitentiary,  the  axe  factory  was  stopped,  and  the  Jjands 
were  idle,  for  the  want  of  borax  and  anthracite  coal.  Yet  even  then,  so  late  as  June  1862, 
by  renewed  efforts,  a  temporarj'  supply  of  both  was  obtained,  and  this  very  profitable  and 
useful  work  was  resumed.  We  cannot  but  think  that  similar  activity  would  have  produced 
similar  results  at  other  times  and  in  other  departments ;  and  if  in  some  branch  of  labor  it 
proved  to  be  impossible  by  any  means  to  procure  materials,  still  some  other  employment 
might  have  been  devised  for  the  unemployed  convicts,  in  so  long  a  lapse  of  time.  Whether 
it  would  have  proved  remunerative  as  a  permanent  business,  is  a  question  of  little  conse- 
quence, when  the  convicts  were  doing  nothing.  Idleness  would  have  been  jirevcnted; 
and  however  small  the  profit  of  the  labor,  that  would  have  been  something  gained. 

Tan  yard. 

In  connection  with  this  subject,  we  will  here  refer  to  a  letter,  which  wc  addressed  to  the 
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governor  on  the  20th  June  1862,  recommending  the  establishment  of  a  tan  yard,  a  copy  of 
which  we  herewith  submit,  marked  "No.  2."  The  reasons  presented  in  favor  of  the  enter- 
prise, may  be  briefly  summed  up,  as  follows: 

.  1st.  The  vital  importance  of  the  leather  manufacture;  the  great  scarcity  and  cost  of  it 
since  the  war -commenced;  the  absence  of  tan  yards  in  eastern  Virginia  and  the  southern 
states  generally,  and  the  necessity  of  pro%-iding  against  a  like  condition  of  things  for  the 
future. 

2d.  The  quantity  of  hides  thrown  away  at  the  camps,  taken  from  cattle  slaughtered  for 
the  food  of  the  troops;  which,  instead  of  rotting  as  nuisances,  would  be  turned  to  a  most 
useful  purpose. 

3d.  The  facility  of  procuring  tan  bark  from  the  mountain  country,  by  advertising  for  it. 
[The  confidence  of  the  commissioners  as  to  this  matter  has  been  confirmed,  since  the  letter 
was  written,  by  the  information  that  a  tan  3-ard  has  been  actually  established  in  Rockbridge 
county,  since  the  war  began,  and  is  supplied  with  all  the  bark  that  it  needs,  from  the  neigh- 
borhood of  Lynchburg.  ] 

4th.  The  advantage  of  immediate  employment  to  the  convicts  who  are  now  idle,  in  pre- 
paring the  vats  and  erecting  the  buildings — a  labor  whicli  thej'  are  capable  of  performing, 
and  which  would  save  a  great  expense  to  th«  state.  We  recommend,  as  well  adapted  to 
the  purpose,  a  lot  belonging  to  the  state,  situated  between  Main  and  Gary  and  between 
Jefierson  and  Madison  streets,  a  short  distance  north  of  the  penitentiary.  It  may  be  possi- 
ble, however,  to  locate  the  tan  yard  within  the  present  enclosure  of  the  institution,  on  one 
'  of  the  lots  at  the  foot  of  the  hill,  to  the  east  or  south;  and  if  so,  it  would  be  preferaole  to 
its  location  further  ofi'.  The  water  could  be  conducted,  by  pipes  from  the  spring  ou  the 
other  lot,  to  any  point  where  it  might  be  needed. 

We  recommend  also  the  manufacture  of  brooms  from  the  broom  com.  Tliis  is  another 
article  for  which  we  hare  been  dependent  on  the  north,  and  the  cost  of  which  has  now 
gone  up  to  four  times  what  it  was  formerly.  It  is  one  ibr  which  the  demand  is  at  all  times 
constant  and  increasing.  Such  of  the  convicts  as  are  incapable  of  hard  work,  might  never- 
theless be  usefully  employed  in  this  way.  The  cost  of  embarking  in  the  manufacture  would 
be  very  small;  and  the  material  would  soon  be  furnished  from  the  surrounding  country,  if 
it  were  made  known  that  a  liberal  price  would  be  paid  for  it. 

We  might  go  further  in  suggesting  new  manufactiures.  But  if  the  charge  of  the  peni- 
tentiary be  committed  to  fit  persons,  they  will  t^oon  find  out  suitable  work  for  the  convicts. 
If  it  be  committed  to  any  others,  our  suggestions  will  be  useless. 

«  Assistant  keepers  and  interior  guard. 

The  number  of  these  officers  and  their  respective  duties,  will  be  found  detailed  in  papers 
"No.  3  and  No.  4,"  prepared  by  the  superintendent,  at  the  request  of  the  commissioners, 
and  returned  herewith.  The  number  of  the  interior  g»iard  is  nominally  eight,  but  practi- 
cally only  six.  They  are  liable  to  be  called  on  for  other  duties,  especially  to  fill  the  places 
of  assistant  keepers.  For  example — James  Wehb,  one  of  the  most  efiicient,  was  regularly 
assigned  to  duty  in  the  shoe  shop  (ward  No.  1),  under  the  charge  of  L.  B.  Jones,  5th  as- 
sistant keeper.  But  Wm.  P.  Seay,  6th  assistant  keeper,  being  absent  on  a  visit  to  his  family 
in  Cumberland  county,  on  account  of  sickness  among  tiiem,  Webb  was  employed,  at  the 
time  we  commenced  an  enquiry,  to  take  his  place  in  the  axe  department  (ward  No.  2),  tin- 
der the  charge  of  John  Jacobs,  1st  assistant  keeper.  Again — J.  F.  Pendleton,  jr.,  another 
of  the  guards,  is  occupied  as  the  messenger  and  out  door  agent  of  the  institution,  commu- 
nittiting  with  the  general  agent,  providing  hospital  supplies,  looking  after  the  gaMen,  &c. 
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Besidos  all  of  which,  he  was  at  that  time  substituted  for  a  sick  officer,  Simeon  Grimsley, 
4th  assistant  keeper,  having  charge  of  ward  No.  5,  which  is  the  front  yard,  including  the 
feeding  and  clothing  of  the  convicts,  and  the  general  policing  of  the  place.  Thus  the  ac- 
tual number  of  the  guard  was  reduced  to  six ;  and  other  exigencies  might  have  still  further 
reduced  the  number,  or  have  imposed  on  some  of  them  double  duties. 

These  six  were  divided  into  two  classes,  three  in  each  class,  doing  duty  for  24  hours  at  a 
time.  Their  occupations  by  day  are  detailed  in  the  papers  already  referred  to.  But  we 
ask  particular  attention  to  their  duties  at  night.  They  are  not  divided  into  reliefs  or 
watches,  but  are  all  supposed  to  be  on  the  watch  all  night.  One  assistant  keeper,  each  in 
his  turn,  stays  at  the  prison  every  night.  At  8^  o'clock  P.  M.  in  company  with  one  or 
more  of  the  guard,  he  searches  all  the  workshops,  galleries,  .&c. ;  after  which,  he  returns  to 
sleep,  unless  called  up  by  some  alarm.  The  three  guards  arc  left  to  themselves,  without  any 
inspection  or  supervision.  Tliey  usually  station  themselves,  one  in  the  front  yard,  and  two 
in  the  back  yard,  separated  bj-  a  gate,  to  which  there  are  two  keys,  to  enable  them  to  pass 
on  either  side.  Adjoining  the  gate  is  a  small  room,  furnished  with  a  iire  place  and  benches, 
to  which  they  can  retire  at  intervals  between  their  rounds.  It  is  presumed  that  they  will 
stay  here  only  for  short  periqds  of  time.  But  when  it  is  remembered  that  they  have  been 
on  duty  for  12  or  14  hours  before  the  night  comes;  that  their  night  watch  is  continuous 
without  reliefs,  and  that  there  is  no  one  to  visit  or  overlook  them  from  8^  P.  M.  till  morn- 
ing, it  is  only  natural  to  expect  that  they  will  sometimes  be  negligent,  when  nothing  parti- 
cular lias  occurred  to  make  them  vigilant.  Whether  the  nmtiny  which  took  place  there 
last  winter  was  owing  to  anj'  thing  of  this  sort,  we  are  not  prepared  to  say.  The  account 
which  we  received  of  it  is  as  follows : 

Two  of  the.  guards,  James  Moore  and  Cornelius  Gardner,  having  been  out  about  two 
hours,  and  having  just  returned  from  a  search  of  the  premises,  in  consequence  of  some 
noise  that  was  heard,  were  in  the  small  room,  where  they  had  a  good  fire.  Suddenly  an 
attempt  was  made  to  open  the  door,  which  they  resisted  and  prevented.  The  alarm  was 
given  by  themselves,  and  assistance  procured.  The  convicte  (five  in  number)  were  se- 
cured, and  the  two  guards  rescued  from  thcnr  besiegers.  The  convicts  had  released  them- 
selves by  means  of  false  keys,  the  manufacture  and  conft-alment  of  which  (as  we  were  told) 
it  was  impossible  to  prevent.  This  certainly  argues  that  they  are  not  so  eloseh'  overlooked 
when  at  work  as  they  ought  to  be;  whether  from  the  assistant  keepers  having  too  much 
to  do,  or  from  their  negligence,  is  a  question  w(!  cannot  solve. 

Another  circumstance  is  worthy  of  note.  The  revolvers  which  the  keepers  were  armed 
with  would  not  fire ;  and  it  was  found,  on  examination,  that  the  percussion  tubes  were 
stopped  with  wax.  This  is  supposed  to'havo  been  done  in  a  closet  of  the  small  room  where 
they  were  deposited,  and  the  door  of  which  must  have  been  left  unlocked,  so  that  a  convict 
there  employed  had  access  to  them.  It  is  said,  moreover,  that  these  pistols  were  old  and 
defective ;  that  there  were  only  three  of  them,  and  no  other  arms  but  some  old  horse  pistols. 

The  conmiissioucrs,  after  much  reflection  and  consultation  on  this  subject,  submit  the 
following  recommendations : 

1st.  That  the  interior  guard  be  twelve  in  nuinber.  and  divided  into  two  classes  of  six 
each — one  class  to  do  duty  by  d'ly,  and  the  other  class  by  night,  for  a  week  at  a  time, 
taking  the  day  and  night  duties  alternately,  so  as  to  make  them  fall  equally  on  both  classes. 
The  cliango  can  be  effected  by  requiring  the  guard  going  on  duty  Saturday  night  to  remain 
through  the  day  on  Sunday,  so  that  the  other  class  can  begin  their  night  service  on  Sun- 
day night.  The  day  duty  on  Sunday  is  of  course  a  very  light  one.  During  the  week  days, 
the  number  of  the  guard,  being  incn'ased  from  three  to  six,  will  perhaps  be  sufficient  to 
provide  for  the  occasional  calls  upon  them  to  take  the  places  of  the  keepers,  or  to  perform 
other  duties. 
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2(1.  That  the  class  on  guard  every  night  be  divided  into  two  parties  of  three  each,  to  be 
posted  and  relieved  at  regular  intervals  through  the  night,  and  visited,  as  often  as  may  be 
necessary,  by  >the  assistant  keepers  on  duty. 

3d.  That  two  assistant  keepc-s  shall  be  on  duty  every  night,  dividing  the  night  between 
them  into  two  ■watches ;  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  as  officers  of  the  guard,  to  post  and 
relieve  them  regularly,  and  to  visit  them  as  proposed  above. 

4th.  That  sufficient  arms  be  provided  for  the  six  men  on  guard,  whether  for  day  or  night 
duty ;  to  be  examined  by  the  assistant  keepers  every  night,  at  the  commencement  of  the 

.  night  duty,  and  when  not  actually  in  use,  to  be  kept  securely  by  some  responsible  person. 

• 

If  the  increased  expense  of  these  arrangements  be  urged  as  an  objection  to  them,  it  is 
sufficient  to  say  that  true  economy  will  sanction  whatever  expense  is  necessary  for  the 
public  security.  One  single  mutiny  or  fire,  iudticed  by  the  want  of  sufficient  guards,  qr 
by  the  Avant  of  good  regulations  to  insure  their  vigilance,  would  occasion  (perhaps  may 
have  already  occasioned)  more  loss  to  the  state  than  the  proposed  increase  of  expense  would 
amount  to  in  a  long  course  of  years. 

If  any  portion  of  the  interior  guard  for  the  night  could  be  detailed  from  the  public  guard, 
without  injury  to  the  public  service,  it  would  les.sen  the  expense  of  the  proposed  change. 
The  public  guard  at  present  furnishes  the  exterior  guard  of  the  penitentiary. 

Care  of  materials  and  of  manvfactnrcd  articles;  cutting  out  work,  Sfc- 

The  materials  for  manufacture  and  the  manufactured  articles  should  be  carefully  stored 
and  conveniently  arranged.  At  our  first  vi.sit  to  the  penitentiary  we  found  that  the  lumber 
and  boards,  instead  of  being  properly  piled  for  preservation,  had  been  too  much  scattered 
about  in  getting  what  was  wanted  for  use  in  the  shops,  and  had  been  suffered  to  lie  in  that 
condition.  The  manufactured  wood  work,  though  under  shelter,  was  not  arranged  with 
method  and  convenience.  In  the  iron  department  we  noticed  a  good  deal  of  old  iron  and 
machinery  lying  in  piles  exposed^^o  the  weather.  So  much  of  it  as  might  be  suitable  for 
future  use,  should  have  been  selected  and  put  away,  and  the  rest  disposed  of  in  exchange 
for  iron  wanted  in  the  workshops  of  the  penitentiary.  In  the  leather  manufacture,  the  duty 
of  cutting  out  work  is  performed  by  a  convict,  and  the  leather  is  kept  in  a  room  adjoining 
the  work  room,  that  he  may  have  access  to  it.  -It  seems  to  us  that  the  custody  of  the  ma- 
terial and  the  cutting  out  of  the  work,  should  be  committed  to  a  responsible  person  (not  a 
convict),  and  that  he  ought  to  keep  a  regular  account  of  the  materials  issued  and  the  manu- 
factured articles  returned.  This  would  operate  to  check  any  waste  or  theft  of  materials  by 
the  convicts. 

Orders  for  work  to  a  considerable  extent  are  left  at  the  penitentiary,  and  the  work  de- 
livered there ;  payment  for  which  is  received  by  the  clerk  at  the  gate,  and  accounted  for 
by  the  superintendent  to  ihe  general  agent.  We  recommend  that  a  book  should  be  kept 
by  the  clerk,  showing  all  such  orders  for  work,  the  articles  manufactured,  the  time  when 
delivered,  the  prices  received,  &c.,  as  well  as  the  orders  which  fron>  anj'  cause  are  revoked 
or  not  comjilied  with.  Articles  manufactured,  and  not  received  by  the  persons  ordering 
them,  should  be  sent  to  the  general  agent  to  be  disposed  of  at  the  store,  and  conesponding 
entries  made  in  the  book  kept  by  the  clerk  at  the  gate.  Officers  and  other  persons,  en- 
trusted with  materials  for  manufacture,  should  receipt  for  the  same  upon  regular  invoices ; 
should  keep  regular  accounts  of  the  materials  issued  to  the  workmen,  and  of  the  articles 
manufactured ;  and  from  time  to  tiftie  should  render  accounts  exhibiting  the  quantities  re- 
ceivedj  the  quantities  consumed,  and  the  quantities  remaining  on  hand.  Of  course  it  can- 
not be  expected  that  every  foot  of  lumber,  or  every  pound  of  iron  or  other  materials,  can 
be  accurately  accounted  for ;  but  a  reasonable  account  ought  to  be  required,  which  will 
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tend  greatly  to  promote  economy  in  the  use  of  materials.  It  is  only  bj'  attf  ntiou  to  details 
of  this  kind,  that  individuals  can  succeed  in  mechanical  and  mannfactnrixg  pursuits:  nor 
can  those  who  conduct  them  for  the  state,  dispense  with  ^uch  provisions,  except  at  the  risk 
of  suffering  from  negligence  and  waste. 

Otcrloohing  convicts  at  work. 

The  convicts  do  not  appear  to  he  overlooked  while  at  their  work  ;is  closely  as  is  desira- 
ble; and  the  manufacture  of  false  keys,  alluded  to. under  the  licad  ul"  •'  iuterior  guard,"  can 
only  be  accounted  for  in  this  way.  This  we  believe  to  be  partly  owing  to  the  limittnl  num- 
ber of  assistant  keepers  and  other  oflicers,  and  the  variety  of  calls  >i|)ou  theni.  One  man 
cannot  well  overlook  an  hundred  convicts  at  work,  inspect  materials,  keeji  his  ward  books, 
and  perform  other  duties  to  which  he  is  oecasioiially  summoned.  In  Avards  where  largo 
numbers  arc  at  work,  the  assistant  keepers  should  have  one  or  inor.'  subordinates,  so  th;it 
the  convicts  may  at  all  times  be  more  closely  looked  after,  and  at  no  time  be  left"  entirely 
alone.  The  commissioners' arc  satisfied  that  at  present  they  are  frequently  left  to  work,  or 
to  do  what  they  please,  at  least  for  short  periods  of  time,  and  that  the  assistant  keepers, 
even  when  present,  allow  their  attention  sometimes  to  be  diverted  from  the  convicts,  by 
books  and  newspapers.  AVhcu  a  man  finds  it  impossible  to  do  all  tlie  duty  that  is  imposed 
upon  him,  he  is  apt  to  relax  bis  efforts,  to  do  less  than  he  is  really  able  to  do,  and  to  do  it 
more  negligently.  All  this  it  would  seem  might  be  corrected,  by  employing  men  enough 
for  the  work,  and  requiring  their  undivided  attention  to  it  during-  tlie  hotu's  of  labor. 

Policing  of  the  penitentiary;  fi^ccping  the  cells  anil  ijamls  clean,   Hfc. 

We  saw  nothing  to  find  fault  with  in  regard  (o  the  general  jiolicing  of  the  premises.  So 
far  as  we  could  observe,  the  shops,  cells  and  yards  were  clean  and  in  good  condition.  The 
kitchen  and  store  room,  although  too  small,  were  clean  and  well  kept.  Under  the  head  of 
"  additional  buildings,"  we  reconnnend  an  increase  of  aeeonnnodatiou  for  these  purposes. 

Hospital,  and  culticution  of  vegetables. 

We  found  the  ho.spital  in  excellent  order,  and  the  arrangements  such  that  it  would  he 
difficult  to  suggest  any  improvement.  Tlie  skill  and  attention  of  llie  surgeun  are  too  well 
known  to  need  any  commendation  at  our  hands. 

We  concur  with  the  surgeon  in  reconnnendiug  the  raising  of  vegetables  enough  for  the  use 
of  the  convicts.  The  vacant  ground  will  afford  ample  space  for  gardens,  without  interfering 
with  the  extension  of  the  buildings.  This  light  and  healthy  labor  can  be  performed  in  great 
part  by  convicts  incapable  of  hard  work.  The  variety  of  food  will  conduce  to  the  general 
health  of  al4  the  convicts,  whi-le  it  will  effect  a  saving  in  the  cost  of  other  provisions.  We 
are  of  opinion  that  vegetables  have  not  been  cultivated  to  th(!  extent  nor  of  the  variety 
which  the  wants  of  the  penitentiary  re<iuire. 

Machinery,  tools,  tS'C. 

In  regard  to  thi.s,  as  well  as  several  other  ilejiartme^Js,  the  geuoral  remark  may  be  m'ade, 
that  while  we  may  suggest  improvements  and  additions,  then-  usefulness  and  profitableness 
will  mainly  depend  upon  the  general  and  the  detaiit-d  management  of  the  institution.  To 
go  into  ])arliculars  is  not  the  jnovince  of  this  report ;  and  therefore,  while  we  might  spe- 
cify, by  name  and  office,  the  various  improved  appliances  which  it  is  reeonmiendi-d  to 
bring  into  use,  we  will  confine  ourselves  to  general  suggestions,  leaving  the  details  to  those 
who  may  hereafter  be  authorized  to  act  on  this  report. 
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Steam  engine. — We  found  the  engine  in  good  order,  having  been  recently  rebuilt.  The 
boilers,  a,nd  that  part  of  the  work  appertaining  thereto,  have  not  been  kept  in  proper  repair. 

Axe  and  blacksmith  department. — This  machinery,  considering  that  it  was  hurriedly  re- 
built after  the  fire  of  last  year,  and  out  of  such  material  as  was  on  hand,  will  answer  a 
yery  good  purpose  until  a  more  modern  arrangement  can  be  adopted.  Blasts  from  the  fan 
ought  to  be  conveyed  to  the  other  forges,  which  would  economize  labor.  Lathes  and 
other  tools,  under  proper  mechanical  supervision,  could  be  added,  and  employed  with  pro- 
fit to  tlffe  state. 

Weaving  department. — This  might  bo  much  improved,  by  the  adoption  of  a  better  class 
of  looms ;  which  would  enable  the  convicts  to  perform  more  work,  of  a  better  character, 
and  with  greater  bodily  ease.  We  also  think  that  woolen  machinery  could  be  profitably 
added,  if  to  no  other  extent  than  that  of  manufacturing  clothing  for  the  convicts. 

('arpenter's  department. — This  ought  to  be  more  modernized,  and  supplied  with  a  better 
class  of  tools  gcHcrally.     Indeed  it  might  be  much  improved  in.many  respects. 

Hoard  of  directors. 

P>om  a  paper  prepared  at  our  request,  and  transmitted  to  the  governor  (of  which  we  re- 
turn a  copy  with  this  report,  marked  "No.  6"),  the  number  of  regular  and  special  meetings 
of  the  board,  and  the  attendance  of  the  members,  can  be  seen.  We  are  of  opinion  that  the 
board' would  be  more  efficient,  if  the  number  were  reduced  from  five  to  three,  and  the  com- 
pensation increased  by  dividing  among  the  three  the  amount  now  paid  to  five.  This  board 
has  aji  extensive  control  over  the  actual  business  of  the  penitentiary;  and  for  this  duty  the 
most  intelligent  and  practical  men  of  business  should  be  selected,  whose  diligence  and  ac- 
tivity may  be  relied  upon. 

Accounts  of  the  general  agent. 

We  are  not  prepiucil  to  suggest  any  change  in  the  mode  of  keeping  his  accounts  (which 
in  general  seems  to  be  a  good  one),  excepting  this — in  his  annual  settlement  he  includes,  as 
rt  credit,  an  item,  stmietimes  very  large,  of  "accounts  outstanding  and  hills  receivable.^'' 
Inasmuch  as  his  sa!<'S  on  credit  are  made  at  his  own  risk,  and  he  is  bound  to  account  for 
the  bills,  whether  collected  or  not,  we  .sug'gcst  that  this  item  should  be  more  distinctly  ex- 
plained as  "goods  sold  and  imaccouuted  for  by  the  general  agent."  This  would  prevent 
any  misapprehension  when  the  accounts  are  reported  to  the  legislature.  It  might  be  well 
to  require,  when  sales  are  male  on  credit,  that  bills  receivable  or  promissory  notes  should 
be  taken,  and  deposited  for  collection  to  the  credit  of  the  general  agent,  in  the  bank  where 
his  cash  account  is  kept. 

Accounts  of  K.  M.  Nimnio,  late  general  agent  of  the  penitentiary^ 

On  the  ]7th  June  li'-'GS  we  addressed  to  the  governor  a  letter  and  report,  relating  chiefly 
to  this  subject,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted,  marked  "No.-5."  It  shows  that  his 
accounts  on  the  3d  April  1802,  on  the  books  of  the  penitentiary,  stood  as  follows:

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Mr.  Ninimohad  rouderod  accounts  for  supplies  iiurclkisod  for  tlic  in.'^titution,  to  tliciunount 
of  about  $24,000,  for  wliicb  lie  will  be  (Entitled  to  a  credit  wlien  li<;  show.s  tlie  vouchers  for 
the  payments,  the  stato  being  liable  in  tlie  moan  time  for  the  jjoods  so  purchased  and  re- 
ceived. It  will  be  seen  that  Mr.  Ninuno  promised  us  to  procure  the  receipts  and  to  settle 
ills  accounts  as  soon  as  possible.  We  have  not,  however,  received  any  conimunicatiou 
from  him,  and  arc  not  aware  any  thing  further  has  been  done. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  want  of  the  money  supposed  to  be  due  froiii  him  has  seriously  crip- 
pled the  operations  of  the  business  of  the  institution. 

Salaries  of  assista7it  licrpcrs  and  civr/;. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  salaries  of  the  assistant  keepers  and  of  the  clerk  are  too  low. 
At  the  time  Avben  they  were  fixed,  tlie  compensation  Avas  perhaps  a  fair  one,  compartMl  with 
the  amount  of  duty  to  be  performed,  and  with  the  then  existing  prices  of  provisions  and 
other  things.  IJut  great  changes  have  occurred.  The  number  of  convicts  has  increased. 
The  buildings  have  been  enlarged.  The  labor  and  difficulty  of  overlooking  them  by  night 
and  day  has  increased,  as  well  as  the  burden  of  the  business  to  be  transacted.  Manufac- 
tures have  been  commenced  or  extended,  requiring  that  skilled  labor  should  bo  employed 
for  their  superintendence  and  direction:  and  the  cost  of  the  necessaries  of  life  has  been  so 
much  enhanced,  that  what  was  formerly  a  fair  compensation,  has  become,  relatively,  but  a 
third  or  fourth  part  of  what  it  was  at;  first.  The  present  war  has  aggravated  th{>  evil  to 
some  extent;  but  the  changes  had  been  effected  for  the  most  part  before  its  commencement. 
(Jpon  comparing  the  present  salaries  with  those  fixed  by  the  Code  of  1^10,  it  will  be  found 
that  those  of  the  assistant  keepers  have  not  beeJi  increased  in  all  that  time  (for  the  hiw  of 
I<S19,  in  addition  tp  a  fixed  salary,  gave  them  £t  contingent  share  of  net  profits  not  to  exceed 
.^200),  \yhile  the  salary  of  the  clerk  has  been  actually  reduced  from  $700  to  .$ GOO.  See 
1  Rev.  Code  18)9,  eh.  29  and  30,  p.  75  and  76.     Code  of  Va.  ISoO,  ch.  14,  p.  107. 

Convict  slaves. 

The  convict  slaves,  whose  punishment  hatv  been  commuted,  and  who  Jiave  been  pnr- 
cha.sed  from  their  owners  by  the  state,  were  ninety  in  number  at  the  time  of  our  enquiry. 
Of  tli(!se,  seventy  were  males,  and  twenty  females.  8onic  of  the  femillips  had  children. 
The  males  are  hired  out  at  prices  yielding  an  average  of  10  per  cent,  on  their. cost.  Th<' 
females  are  useless  and  unprofitable  in  the  institution;  and  some  that  have  been  hired  out, 
have  returned  with  the  additional  burden  of  young  children.  As  the  law  stands  (Code  of 
1860,  chap.  17,  $  20,  p.  121 ;  Ordinance  1st  July  ]8(il.  No.  81,  p.  60)",  the  governor  is  au- 
thorized to  sell  only  upon  condition  that  the  slave  shall  be  transported  bcj'ond  the  limits  of 
the  Confederate  States.  So  hmg  as  the  present  war  and  blockade  are  ('ontinued,  tliis  is 
virtually  a  prohibition  of  any  sale;  and  without  some  relaxation  of  the  condition,  the 
state  must  continue  to  hold  and  provide  for  all  the  convict  slavt-s,  however  burdensome 
they  may  be,  which  are  now  in  tiic  pcnitentiarj-,  or  which  may  be  sent  there  hereafter. 

Utiles  and  rcgulalioHK. 

The  Code  of  ISfiO,  p.  851,  853,  0  4,  19,  re-enacting  former  laws,  authorizes  the  governor 
to  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  the  preservation  of-  the  property  at,  and  the  health  of 
the  convicts  in  the  penitentiary,  and  the  government  of  the  interior  thereof;  also,  to  pre- 
scribe the  hours  of  labor  of  the  convicts,  and  the  times  and  conditions  upon  which  persona 
may  be  allowed  to  visit  the  interior.  Printed  copies  of  all  such  rules  and  provisions  of 
law  are  ordered  to  be  posted  up  in  at  least  six  conspicuous  places  of  the  inti-rior.  We 
found  no  rules  or  regulations  posted  up  as  required  by  law. 

About  the  close  of  our  enquiry,  we  were  shown  a  printed  copy  of  rules,  which  wo  here- 
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with  return,  marked  "No.  7."  They  were  adopted  by  the  then  governor,  on  the  Uth  Oc- 
tober 1841,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  superintendent.  It  is  said  that  during  the  term 
of  Governor  Johnson,  a  new  set  of  rules  was-  prepared  by  the  then  superintendent,  and 
approved  by  the  governor ;  but  uo  copy  of  them  could  be  found. 

We  submit  the  printed  rules  of  the  11th  October  1841  to  the  consideration  of  the  go- 
vernor and  the  legislature,  Avith  the  observation  that,  while  their  general  scope  and  effect 
are  good,  they  appear  to  us  ito  be  unnecessarily  minute  and  prolix,  and  ought  to  be  very 
much  condensed. 

But,  in  addition  to  them,  and  in  accordance  with  suggestions  made  in  other  parts  of  this 
report,  we  recommend  the  following  provisions : 

1.  That  the  interior  giuird  be -divided  into  two  equal  classes:  one  class  to  do  duty  by 
day,  and  the  other  by  night,  for  a  week  at  a  time,  alternately — the  guard  going  on  duty 
Saturday  night,  to  remain  through  the  day  on  Sunday,  so  that  the  otlicr  class  may  begin 
its  night  service  on  Sunday  night. 

2.  That  the  uiglit  guard  be  divided  into  two  parties,  to  be  posted  and  relieved  at  regular 
hours  through  the  night,  and  visited  by  the  assistant  keepers  on  duty. 

3.  That  two  assistant  keepers  be  on  duty  every  night,  dividing  the  night  between  them 
into  two  watclK's:  that  they  shall,  as  oflScers  of  the  guard,  post  and  relieve  the  guard  regu- 
larly, and  vis'it  thoni  as  often  as  necessary,  to  see  that  they  perform  their  duty  with  vigilance 
and  fidelity. 

4.  That  sufficient  arms  be  provided  for  tlie  inferior  guard,  whether  on  day  or  night  duty ; 
to  be  examined  by  the  assistant  keepers  every  night,  at  the  commencement  of  night  duty; 
and,  when  not  actually  in  use,  to  be  kept  securely  by  some  responsible  officer  of  the  peni- 
tentiary. 

5.  That  the  interior  guard  on  duty  during  the  day  shall  take  the  places,  when  called 
upon,  of  any  of  the  assistant  keepers,  for  the  purpose  of  overlooking  the  prisoners,  or 
doing  any  other  duty  of  the  assistant  keepers,  who  may  be  sick,  or  otherwise  cnij)loyed. 

6.  That  Ho  assistant  keeper,  or  other  officer  having^ charge  of  any  ward  or  department, 
or  of  convicts  employed  in  any  way  whatever,  shall  leave  his  post,  without  procuring  one 
of  the  interior  guard,  or  some  other  officer,  to  take  his  place,  and  overlook  the  convicts  in 
bis  absence. 

7.  That  the  allowance  of  tobacco  or  other  indulgences  to  the  convicts,  instead  of  being 
governed  by  a  general  rule,  be  made  or  withheld  upon  the  advice  of  the  surgeon  of  the 
penitentiary. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Letter  to  Governor  Letcher  relative  to  the  estallishment  of  a  tan  yard. 

Sir: 

In  compliance  with  one  portion  of  the  instructions  under  which  we  are 
acting,  which  relates  to  the  establishment  of  new  manufactures,  we  beg  leave  to  recommend 
the  immediate  establishment  of  a  tan  yard ;  for  which  purpose  the  square  of  ground  owned 
by  the  state,  between  Main  and  Gary  and  between  Madison  and  Jefferson  streets,  is  very 
well  adapted.  Upon  this  square  is  a  spring  of  water  quite  sufficient  for  all  the  uses  of  the 
tan  yard.  The  vats  can  be  made  along  the  natural  water  course ;  and  the  higher  ground 
affords  all  that  is  wanted  for  the  other  fixtures  and  buildings.  Its  nearness  to  the  peniten- 
tiary is  such,  that  the  convicts  can  be  sent  to  their  labor  daily,  under  a  guard,  with  scarcely 
more  loss  of  time,  if  any,  than  if  employed  within  the  walls. 

Leather  is  an  article  of  the  first  importance;  and,  in  our  opinion,  the  state  government 
will  do  well  to  provide  for  it  in  the  way  suggested.  In  the  north  and  northwest  of  Virginia 
there  are  many  tan  yards  on  a  large  scale,  while  in  the  eastern  and  southern  parts  they  are 
few  and  inconsiderable.  The  very  hides  that  were  received  in  the  waters  of  Virginia  as 
return  cargoes  from  South  Americaj  after  beitig  sold  to  northern  merchants,  were  resold  by 
them,  and  carried  to  the  mountains  and  valleys  of  Virginia  to  be  tanned.  The  tanning 
process  completed,  so  much  of  the  leather  as  was  not  wanted  for  home  consumption,  was 
again  purchased  by  northern  hands,  from  whom  it  received  the  finishing  touch.  By  a 
skillful  contrivance  in  machinery,  one  side  of  leather  was  split  into  two  parts ;  and  of  the 
inferior  article  thus  produced  Avere  most  of  the  Yankee  boots  and  shoes  manufactured  for 
the  southern  markets.  But- even  this  supply  has  been  wholly  cut  off  by  the  war;  and  the 
south  has  felt  severely  the  consequence  of  depending  upon  other  countries  for  an  article  of 
prime  necessity. 

Had  the  scheme  now  proposed  been  acted  on  a  year  or  two  since,  it  is  obvious  that  it 
would  be  now  subserving  the  public  interest  in  various  ways.  It  would  afford  employ- 
ment to  the  shoemakers,  hamessmakers,  &c.  in  the  penitentiary,  who  are  idle  for  want  of 
feather.  It  would  turn  to  good  use  the  vast  quantities  of  hides  which  lie  thrown  away  and 
wasted  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  camps,  for  want  of  tan  yards  to  cure  them :  and  it 
would  furnish  om-  armies  in  the  field,  as  well  as  our  people  at  their  homes,  with  the  boots 
and  shoes  of  which  the  scarcity  and  the  deamess  are  so  greatly  felt  by  all.  The  sooner  it 
can  now  be  effected,  the  better;  and  even  if  the, war  should  end,  good  policy  would  dic- 
tate to  us  to  continue  the  manufacture  rather  than  to  relapse  into  our  former  condition  of 
dependence  upon  the  north. 

By  advertising  that  the  highest  price  will  be  paid  for  tan  bark,  an  ample  supply  can  be 
procured  irom  the  timber  on  the  Blue  Ridge  near  to  the  James  river  canal  and  the  Central 
rail  road,  and  from  that  of  the  mountains  on  the«line  of  the  Southwestern  rail  road.  Per- 
haps it  may  be  had  during  the  present  sunuuer  or  fall:  but  at  all  events,  it  will  be  forth- 
coming next  year,  after  the  time  for  peeling  bark,  which  is  in  the  month  of,  May  or  June. 

There  is  another  consideration  worthy  of  attention.  Not  only  the  workers  in  leather, 
alread^mentioned,  but  many  other  convicts  in  other  employments,  are  wholly  or  partially 
idle,  for  want  of  materials  tt)  work  upon.  These  men  are  perfectly  capable  of  doing  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  required"  towards  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  tan  yard 
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Something  will  be  found  for  them  to  do,  which  will  keep  them  out  of  mischief,  and  no  ad- 
ditional expense  be  incurred  by  the  state  on  their  account,  while,  by  means  of  their  labor 
so  directed,  this  new  branch  of  manufacture  may  be  commenced  at  a  coat  that  may  be  well 
deemed  trifling,  in  comparison  with  its  importance  and  necessity. 

For  these  reasons,  we  recommend  t«  your  excellency,  if  you  should  concur  in  the  views 
above  presented,  to  urge  them  iipou  the  board  of  directors,  to  whom  it  belongs  to  put  them 
in  execution.  And  wo  fell  confident,  that  if  they  shall  be  adopted  and  carried  into  effect. 
they  will  meet  the  approbation  both  qf  the  legislature  and  the  people  of  Virginia.

Communication  relative  to  officers  and  guards. 

Penitentiary  of  Virginia, 

June  10,  1862. 
Gentlemen  : 

I  herewith  hand  you  the  list  of  officers,  &c.  of  this  institution : 
which  I  hope  will  answer  your  purpose.  From  it  you  will  see  that  there  are  seven  assis- 
tant keepers  and  eight  interior  guards  now  employed  in  the  institution. 

The  first  assistant  keeper,  Mr.  Jacobs,  has  been  here  for  35  years.  His  duties  are  nu- 
merous, to  wit:  the  head  of  the  smith  and  axe  department,  working  from  40  to  60  hands, 
the  number  now  employed  being  the  minimum.  He  has,  in  addition  to  his  regular  duties, 
to  fill  the  place  of  the  supcuinteudent  in  the  absence  of  that  officer  from  his  post;  to  be  pre- 
sent at  the  turning  oiit  the  prisoners  to  work  in  the  morning ;  turning  out  his  ward ;  call- 
ing his  roll,  and  putting  the  men  to  work;  to  see  that  they  work  till  1  o'clock,  when  he 
marches  them  out  to  the  board,  where  they  receive  their  dinner,  and  are  hooked  Tip  for  one 
hour;  to  superintend  their  turning  out  again  at  2  o'clock,  and  be  present  at  the  second 
calling  of  the  roll,  and  all  put  to  work  till  the  striking  off  hour  at  night,  when  he  sees  to 
their  locking  up,  and  the  locking  up  of  the  hospitals.  He  also  keeps  his  ward  boqjis,  and 
inspects  and  receives  the  materials  of  his  ward,  and  aids  in  the  pricing  and  sales  of  the 
work.  He  attends  the  dinner  board,  inspects  the  food,  and  sees  that  it  is  properly  disti^ 
buted  to  the  prisoners.  In  addition  to  these  duties,  he  keeps  a  vigilant  eye  over  the  general 
operations  in  the  back  yard.  Mr.  Jacobs  is  upwards  of  70  years  old,  a  remarkably  active 
and  energetic  man,  scrupulously  punctual  in  the  peribrmance  of  all  his  duties,  has  lost  but 
one  day  in  the  last  three  years  from  his  post,  and  in  every  sense  of  the  word  is  a  most  effi- 
cient and  capital  officer. 

John  F.  Meenlv. — This  officer  has  been  here  some  25  years,  and  is  at  the  head  of  the 
spinning  and  weaving  department.  When  in  fall  operation,  there  were  from  50  to  60  hands 
employed  in  this  ward  profitably.  All  of  the  machinery  was  destroyed  by  th^  fire  on  the 
1st  July  last,  and  we  have  never  been  able  to  supply  the  loss.  Only  .about  22  hands  are 
now  employed  in  this  ward,  working  hand  looms,  making  rag  carpeting,  prisoners'  cloth- 
ing, and  executing  job  work.  Mr.  Meenly  is  about  50  years  old,  an  active  and  good  offi- 
cer, and  although  a  delicate  man,  would,  if  we  had  machinery  and  materials  for  his  Avard, 
be  able  to  meet  satisfactorily  the  strongest  demands  upon  his  skill  and  energy  as  an  officer. 
He  has,  since  the  destruction  of  the -jnachinery,  executed  a  large  amount  of  job  work  for 
the  confederate  government — such  as  litters,  tents,  &c. 

John  Freeman. — This  officer  has  been  here  some  7  or  8  years,  and  is  about  60  years 
old;  a  man  of  delicate  constitution.  He  is  the  head  of  the  carpenters'  and  wheelwrights' 
department,  ward  No.  4,  and  is  an  acknowledged  workman.  He  inspects  all  the  materials 
furnished  this  Avard,  with  great  judgment,  which  is  a  very  necessary  qualification.  He 
works  at  this  time  40  hands,  and  could  work  more  with  an  enlargement  of  his  shop  (if  the 
demand  for  his  work  required  it).  His  duties  in  relation  to  the  operations  of  the  shop  are 
the  same  as  Mr.  Jacobs.  He  fixes  the  prices  of  all  job  work,  and  with  the  sanction  of  the 
board,  prices  all  his  Avork.  This  Avard  has  a  large  amount  of  work  on  hand,  Avhkh  could 
be  put  in  market,  if  the  materials  could  be  procm'ed  for  ironing  and  finishing  the  wagons

and  carts.  To  effect  this,  the  smiths'  department  would  have  to  be  enlarged  (as  its  opera- 
tions are  necessarily  divided)  so  as  to  have  a  large  force  employed  on  that  portion  of  the 
work.

Simeon  Grimsley. — This  officer  has  charge  of  the  5th  or  yard  ward,  and  has  been  here 
some  27  years,  and  is  about  50  year's  old.  He  has  been  a  most  efficient  and  reliable  officer. 
His  duties  are  to  call  the  roll  in  the  morning,  which  contains  all  the  yard  bauds;  unlock 
and  lock  Tip  all  the  cells;  to  examine  aud  test  the  strength  of  the  doors  and  windows  of  the 
lower  cells ;  to  see  that  they  are  kept  clean ;  to  turn  out  the  cell  hands  at  meal  times,  and 
give  out  the  rations,  and  to  attend  the  clothing  deiiartmont.  He  attends  to  the  dressing  of 
prisoners  when  received,  their  registry,  and  their  being  put  to  work — in  short,  many  other 
duties,  such  as  hauling  in  wood  for  the  cook  house,  hospital,  &c.  and  has  the  general 
oversight  of  the  front  yard. 

Lewis  B.  Jones. — This  officer  has  been  here  between  three  and  four  years,  and  is  at 
the  head  of  the  shoe  department,  ward  No.  1,  which  works  from  100  to  120  hands,  viz: 
brogucmakers,  bootmakers,  men's  fine  shoes,  ladies'  work,  harnessmakors,  tailors,  fitters, 
menders,  runners,  &c.  Mr.  Jones  is  an  officer  of  my  appointing;  is  a  workman,  and  a 
good  judge  of  all  sorts  of  leather,  having  carried  on  the  shoe  and  tanning  business  for  30 
years.  He  is  over  sixty  years  old,  but  is  remarkably  stout  and  healthy,  aud  is  always  at 
his  post,  except  when  off  selecting  materials. 

Wm.  p.  Seay. — This  officer  is  at  the  head  of  the  axe  factory,  and  has  been  here  only 
about  six  months.  He  came  recommended  very  strongly.  The  president  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  directors,  besides  gentlemen  of  high  position  in  Richmond,  Cumber- 
land, Powhatan  and  Chesterfield  counties,  uuite  in  bearing  testimony  to  Lys  qualifications 
aud  character ;  and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  he  has  come  up  to  my  most  sanguine  eipecta- 
tious.  He  is  between  45  and  50  years  old,  robiist  and  energetic,  and  bid^  fair  to  be  a  very 
waluable  officer. 

George  K.  Crutchfield,  Jr.  is  the  delivery  clerk.  He  is  one  of  my  oavu  appoint- 
ments ;  was  highly  recommended,  and  is  capable  and  prompt  in  his  duties.  He  is  a  young 
man  eminently  fitted  for  the  post  he  occupies.  The  appointments  of  Seay  and  Crutchfield 
were  approved  by  the  governor,  wlio  had  their  recommendations  befpre  him.  This  completes 
the  list  of  officers  of  my  appointing  power,  under  the  approval  of  the  executive. 

The  surgeon.  Dr.  Pattkson,  is  an  appointment  of  the  governor,  and  need.s  no  testi- 
monial of  mine  to  add  to  his  acknowledged  qualifications  aud  worth  as  an  eminent  jihysi- 
cian  and  accomplished  gentleman. 

Mr.  JONBC,  the  clerk,  is  an  appointee  of  the  board  of  directors,  and  a  punctual  and  at- 
tentive man  to  his  duties. 

As  for  the*juard,  I  am  satisfied,  that  take  them  as  a  whole,  their  places  could  not  be 
better  filled.  Their  duties  arc  well  and  faitlifully  perfernied,  and  I  believe  no  improvement 
on  the  regulation  and  division  of  their  services  could  be  made  without  an  increased  expense 
to  the  institution. 

But  if  you  choose  to  recommend  a  different  arrangement  in  their  police  duties  at  night,  I 
am  ready  and  desirous  to  furnish  all  the  aid  in  my  power  to  eflect  such  a  change  as  you 
may  please  to  suggest.  At  the  same  time,  the  present  arrangement  is  the  result  of  many 
years'  experience,  and  cannot  in  my  opinion  be  improved  with  the  present  force  employed. 

The  guard,  eight  in  number,  are  arranged  as  follows:  ' 

James  Wedb,  now  engaged  as  assistant  in  the  shoe  shop,  with  fifty  hands,  making 
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brogues  during  the  day,  as  ordered  by  the  board  of  duectors,  and  every  fourth  Sunday  and 
night  performing  officer's  duty. 

John  Moore,  John  GAiltoNER  and  Caleb  Jacobs,  class  No.  1,  and  CoRNELrus  Gard- 
ner, John  Prosser  and  James  Moore,  class  No.  2,  alternate  in  duty  day  and  night. 
When  on  duty  during  the  day,  one  goes  to  the  public  square,  one  is  stationed  in  the  back 
yard,  and  takes  charge  of  any  ward  in  the  absence  of  its  regular  officer  when  he  may  be 
absent  on  official  business — such  as  going  out  to  select  materials,  inspect  and  sell  work,  and 
many  other  duties  incidental  to  his  business ;  and  the  lihird  remains  in  the  frojrt  yard,  to  aid 
in  the  examination  of  the  cells,  a  daily  operation;  pumping  water,  hauling  in  fuel,  and 
cleaning  up  the  premises.  Their  night  duties  are  very  important — such  as  aiding  in  the 
thorough  examination  of  the  workshops  and  cells  at  a  fixed  hour  in  the  night;  to  walk 
round  the  galleries  and  through  the  workshops,  and  in  the  front  yard  of  the  prison  build- 
ing the  whole  night.  One  generally  remains  in  the  front  yard  of  the  prison,  and  the  other 
two  in  the  back  yards.  The  one  in  front  turns  out  the  cooks  before  day,  and  locks  them 
up  in  the  cook  house,  and  many  other  incidental  duties — such  as,  with^the  first  officer  on 
duty,  attending  to  such  prisoners  as  are  taken  sick  in  the  cells,  taking  them  to  the  hospital, 
where  they  are  attended  to,  &c.  «&c. 

The  other  guard  is  the  messepger  and  reserved  guard,  and  attends  to  carrying  to  and 
bringing  from  the  J^ity  all  communications  of  the  general  agent  and  others ;  getting  hospital 
stores ;  attending  tq  the  gardening  operations ;  having  the  front  of  the  building  cleaned  up ; 
and  to  supply  the^lace  of  any  other  officer  or  guard  detained  by  sickness  from  duty. 
Many  other  duties  pf  minor  importance,  and  too  numerous  to  enumerate,  arc  -necessarily 
discharged  by  this  guard.  He  is  at  this  time  filling  the  place  of  tl^e  officer  of  the  5th  ward, 
who  has  been  detained  from  his  post  for  nearly  a  month  by  sickness. 

Prudence  admonishes  me  to  close  this  alteady  too  lengthy  report,  which  I  do,  by  respect- 
fully submitting  it,  with  the  accompanying  papers,  Nos.  1  and  3,  to  your  action.  '

Report  relative  lo  the  accounts  of  R.  M,  Nimmo,  late  general  agC7it. 

June  17,  1862. 
Sir: 

On  June  the  9th,  1862,  the  commissioners  appointed  in  compliance  with  a 
lesohition  of  the  Virginia  legislature,  passed  the  15th  May  1862,  assembled  at  the  peniten- 
tiary, and  commoni-od  the  examination  required  by  said  resolution,  •with  the  instructions  of 
the  governor.  The  commissioners  can  readily  see  that,  in  the  language  of  the  resolution, 
"  committees  appointed  by  the  legislatm'o  to  examine  the  penitentiary  (in  the  nature  of  the 
case),  cannot  spaie  the  time  from  other  representative  duties  to  investigate  the  whole  sub- 
ject." No  man  or  set  of  men  can  go  into  the  penitentiary  for  investigation,  and  do  justice 
to  the  state,  without  first  appropriating  some  time  in  making  an  acquaintance  with  the 
whole  machinery  thereof.  First,  the  mode  and  manner  of  keeping  the  books,  the  division 
of  labor,  and  all  the  machinery  thereof,  should  be  looked  into — learning  at  the  same  time 
the  duties  of  each  and  all  of  the  ofiBcers  connected  with  the  penitentiary.  Then,  and  not 
<intil  then,  can  be  commenced  an  investigation  that  will  show  to  what  extent  the  interest 
of  the  institution  and  the  state  has  been  promoted  or  neglected. 

Our  attention  was  first  directed  to  the  situation  of  the  accounts  of  the  late  general  agent 
(R.  M.  Nimmo)  of  the  penitentiary.  Upon  an  examination  of  the  books  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, which  seem  to  be  plainly  and  well  kept  (and  which  are  believed  by  us  to  be  correct), 
we  find  that  Mr.  Nimmo  was,  by  settlement  made  for  the  quarter  ending  the  first  of  Janu- 
ary 1862,  in  arrcar  to  the  penitentiary,  for  goods  sold  and  not  accounted  for,  in  the  sum  of 
$9,737  03,  and  that  he  had  on  hand  of  manufactured  goods  unsold,  $  1,417  94 — making 
altogether,  $ll,ir)4  97.  Between  the  1st  of  January  and  the  3d  of  April,  when  he  was 
ejiicted  by  the  legislature  from  his  office,  he  received  of  manufiictured  goods,  $  39,096  32 — 
making  his  liabilities  at  the  time  of  his  removal,  $  50,2.51  29,  subject  to  a  deduction  of 
$960  36,  the  value  of  the  goods  delivered  to  his  successor,  John  Knote.  Mr.  Nimmo  has  not, 
up  to  this  day,  June  17th,  1862,  rendered  an  account  to  the  board  of  directors  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, or  to  us,  of  any  money  or  moneys  paid  by  him  since  the  first  of  January  aforesaid, 
for  supplies  of  raw  materials,  or  other  supplies  for  the  penitentiary.  He  has,  however,  ren- 
dered accounts  of  purchases  made  for  supplies  for  the  penitentiary  of  various  individuals, 
to  the  amount  of  near  $  24,000,  and  delivered  the  same  at  the  penitentiary ;  but  he  has  not 
presented  any  bills  of  such  purchases,  receipted  for  by  the  seller;  and,  since  he  purchases 
as  agent,  the  state  will  be  bound  to  the  sellers  for  the  amount  sold  and  delivered.  There- 
fore, the  system  adopted  by  the  officers  controlling  these  operations,  not  to  give  credit  to 
the  agent  upon  the  receipt  of  suppli<>3  delivered  by  him,  until  he  produces  before  the  direc- 
tors the  receipt  of  the  vendor  for  payment,  is  not  only  a  safe  one,  but  a  just  and  proper  rule 
to  be  adhered  to. 

Mr.  Nimmo  baa,  at  our  request,  waited  on  us,  and  promised  to  procure  receipts  for  pay- 
ments from  those  of  whom  he  purchased  supplies,  and  to  settle  his  accounts  as  soon  as 
possible;  which  we  hope  he  will  promptly  do.  Ho  alleges  that  money  is  now  very  scarce, 
and  collections  difficult  to  be  made. 

We  report  upon  this  branch  of  our' investigations  to  you,  in  accordance  with  your  sug- 
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gestions,  and  will  hold  ourselves  ready,  at  all  times  during  om*  investigations,  to  lend  our 
aid  to  Mr.  Nimmo  in  bringing  the  settlement  of  his  accounts  to  a  close.

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Rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  prisoners  in  the  penitentiary — 
Adopted  hj  the  executive  of  Virginia,  the  11th  of  October  1841,  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  superintendent. 

ARTICLE  I. 

A  CLASS  OF  DUTIES. 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  prisoner  to  observe,  learn  and  obey  the  articles,  rules  and 
orders  for  his  or  her  government. 

2.  To  be  industrious  and  faithful  in  the  performance  of  every  dTity  assigm^l  him  or  her, 
and  yield  implicit  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  officers  and  guards  of  the  institution. 

3.  To  follow  witli  due  diligence  the  art,  trade,  business  or  eniployment  to  which  he  or 
she  may  be  assigned;  to  learn,  as  soon  and  as  ))orfcctly  as  practicable,  such  art,  trade,  busi- 
ness or  employment  as  he  or  she  may  be  put  to  for  that  purpose;  and  to  do  every  thing  in  a 
neat,  substantial,  workmanlike  manner,  according  to  the  object  and  design  of  the  thing  to 
be  made  or  done. 

4.  To  observe  cleanliness  and  neatness  in  his  or  her  person,  dress,  bedding,  room,  work 
or  employment;  and  to  rise  soon  in  the  morning,  wash,  dress,  and  be  nady  and  open  the 
door  when  unlocked. 

5.  When  turned  out  to  go  to  work  (or  for  breakfast,  dinner,  or  divine  service  on  Sun- 
days), to  proceed  from  the  cell  doors  in  a  line  of  regular  order,  with  his  person  straight  and 
erect,  his  eyes  steadily  fixed  upon  his  file  leader,  and  in  silence,  to  the  shop,  place  of  em- 
ployment, divine  service,  or  the  mess  board,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  when  ordered  to 
return,  to  proceed  in  like  manner  to  his  cell  door,  and  stand  just  in  it,  straight  and  erect, 
with  his  eyes  fixed  steadily  towards  the  front  gate,  until  the  officer  approaches,  when  the 
prisoner  (if  the  door  be  open)  shall  face  about,  walk  into  the  room,  and  shut  the  door;  or  if 
locked,  turn  aside  till  urdocked,  and  then  walk  in  and  shut  the  door.  . 

6.  To  take  from  the  mess  board  his  whole  ration  and  no  more,  without  stopping  to  select 
or  change  rations,  and  after  breakfast  and  dinner,  to  retrtrn  with  his  pan  to  the  mess  board 
every  part  of  his  diet  not  eaten,  unless  otherwise  ordered:  when  coming  out  for  breakfast 
on  Sundays,  and  after  dinner  on  other  days,  to  bring  Out  his  can  or  other  water  vessel,  and 
leave  it  near  the  well,  where  directed;  and  to  carry  it  back  with  water  at  night,  when  re- 
turning to  be  locked  up;  or  at  such  time  as  he  shall  be  ordered. 

7.  When  at  divine  service,  dxriy  and  respectfully  to  observe  the  forms  of  worship  indi- 
cated by  the  minister,  and  to  attend  to  his  advici',  instruction  or  admonition:  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  prisoner  on  Sundays  and  other  times  of  leisure,  to  devote  himself  or  herself 
to  the  study  of  the  Bible,  or  such  other  religious,  moral  or  philosophical  books,  tracts  or 
pamphlets  as  may  be  admitted;  and  those  that  cannot  read,  to  devote  their  time  to  learning. 

And  to  observe  and  obey  the  articles  and  mles  following : 

ARTICLE  II. 

FIR.'iT  CLASS  OF   Pl'NISllMENTS. 

8.  No  prisoner  shall  assault,  beat  or  in  any  manner  ill  treat  any  officer,  guard,  prisoner 
or  other  person ;  or  make,  fix,  procure  or  carry  about  his  person,  secrete  or  hide  any  instru- 
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ment,  machine,  engine  or  other  thing ;  or  concert,  contrive  or  set  on  foot  any  plan,  scheme 
or  device,  or  combine  together  with  others,  or  lie  in  wait  to  execute  any  such  plan,  scheme 
or  device,  with  intent  in  doing  any  of  the  acts  aforesaid,  to  kill,  wound,  disable,  disfigure, 
or  in  any  wise  injure  such  "officer,  guard,  prisoner  or  other  person,  or  put  him  or  hfer  in 
bodily  fear  of  ^y  such  injury  ;  or  resist  the  execution  of  any  rule,  order  or  command  pro- 
perly given. 

9.  Nor  in  any  manner  escape,  or  attempt  to  escape ;  or  cut,  break  or  abrade  any  of  the 
walls,  buildings,  shops,  rooms  or  enclosures  of  the  penitentiary ;  or  the  doors,  windows, 
floors,  grates,  bars,  bolts,  locks  or  other  fastenings  of  any  building,  shop  or  room ;  or  in 
any  manner  injure  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  with  intent  in  so  doing  to  render  them  or 
any  of  them  less  secure ;  or  to  escape ;  or  to  aid  or  assist  any  other  person  to  escape ;  or  to 
have  about  his  person,  secrete  or  hide  any  instniment  or  thing,  with  intent  to  use  the  same 
for  any  of  the  purposes  mentioned  in  this  rule. 

10.  Nor  set  fire  to,  or  attempt  to  set  fire  to  any  of  the  buildings,  houses,  shops,  rooms, 
cells,  sheds,  machinery,  timber  in  any  yard,  shop  or  shed,  or  other  materials  or  manufac- 
tured articles;  or  chips  or  shavings  in  any  yard  or  shop;  or  to  any  bed,  straw,  clothing  or 
other  thing,  whereby  the  prison,  or  any  thing  of  value  in  or  about  the  same  might  be 
burned,  injured  or  destroyed ;  or  with  intent  in  so  doing  to  bum,  injure  or  destroy  the  said 
prison,  or  any  of  the  buildings,  shops,  sheds  or  permanent  fixtures  thereof,  or  timber,  or 
other  materials  or  manufactured  articles. 

n.  Every  prisoner  guilty  of  any  of  the  foregoing  offences,  or  who  shall  .counsel,  aid  or 
assist  therein,  shall  suffer  all  or  any  of  the  following  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
superintendent,  to  wit :  Stripes  not  exceeding  thirty-nine ;  confinement  in  the  dungeon  not 
exceeding  ten  days;  have  one  side  of  his  head  (unless  he  be  a  transport)  shaved  weekly; 
carry  a  ball  and  chain,  and  if  deemed  necessary,  be  confined  to  his  cell  to  the  end  of  his 
term,  or  for  any  less  time. 

12.  And,  moreover,  shall  be  prosecuted  and  suffer  such  further  punishment  as  the  law 
directs  for  any  of  the  said  offences. 

ARTICLE  ni. 

"  SECOND  CLASS  OF   PUNISHMENTS. 

13.  No  prisoner  shall  steal  or  attempt  to  steal,  buy,  sell,  give  away  or  exchange  any 
thing  belonging  to  another  person,  or  to  the  penitentiaiy. 

14.  Nor  give  away,  sell  qr  exchange  any  of  his  clothing,  or  other  thing  brought  in  by 
him  or  her,  or  given  to  him  or  her,  for  his  or  her  use  or  comfort ;  or  any  tool  or  instrument 
given  to  him  or  her  to  work  with. 

15.  Nor  communicate  in  any  manner  with,  or  give  aid  or  comfort  to  any  prisoner  con- 
fined in  the  cells  or  dungeon,  without  orders. 

16.  Nor  make  signs  to,  speak  to,  or  converse  socially,  dispute  or  quarrel  with,  or  in  any 
manner  misbehave  to  another  prisoner. 

17.  Nor  sing,  whistle,  laugh,  or  make  any  noise  in  the  shops,  yards,  cells  or  hospital  to 
amuse,  offend  or  disturb  any  person,  or  wink  at,  make  distorted  iieatures  or  motions  of  any 
kind  to  amuse,  insult  or  disturb  any  one. 

18.  Nor  make  any  unnecessary  or  improper  noise  in  any  of  the  rooms,  shops,  yard  or 
hospital  for  any  purpose. 
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19.  Nor  curse,  swear  or  use  profane  or  vulgar  language  at  any  time,  or  to  any  person ; 
or  be  insolent,  or  use  any  insulting  language  of  or  to  any  officer,  guard,  visitor  or  other 
person. 

20.  Nor  enquire  into,  or  in  any  manner  try  to  learn  the  crimes  for  which  others  arc  im- 
prisoned, or  which  they  had  formerly  committed,  or  communicate  his  or  her  own  crimes 
to  other  prisoners. 

21.  Nor  gaze  on,  or  convetse  with  visitors,  or  any  of  the  public  guard,  without  leave. 

22.  Nor  refuse  to  take  his  diet,  or  stop  to  select  rations,  or  take  more  than  his  own 
from  the  board.  Nor  shall  he  give  the  diet  or  tobacco  allowed  him,  or  any  part  thereof,  to 
another,  or  sell  or  barter  the  same. 

23.  Nor  neglect  any  duty,  or  do  defective  or  short  work,  or  absent  himself  from  work 
under  any  pretence,  or  feign  sickness,  lunacy,  derangement  or  other  alienation  of  the  mind. 

24.  Nor  smoke  tobacco  or  other  thing,  unless  as  a  prescribed  medicine. 

25.  Nor  without  leave  cany  a  knife,  instnimeut  or  weapon  of  any  kind  about  his  or  her 
person,  or  carry  into  his  or  her  room  any  thing  not  permitted. 

26.  Nor  leave  his  shop  or  place  of  his  employment,  and  go  to  the  prison  yard,  or  any 
other  shop,  or  any  lodging  room,  cell  or  other  place,  after  being  turned  out  to  work,  or 
leave  the  hospital  when  seut  there,  without  orders. 

27.  Nor  break  the  ranks  when  going  to  or  from  the  shops,  to  or  from*  breakfast  or  din- 
ner, or  to  or  from  divine  service;  or  gaze  about  when  in  the  ranks,  or  out  of  the  shopior 
cell  doors,  or  windows;  or  chmb  up  to  or  sit  in  the  shop  or  cell  windows,  or  stop- in  crowds 
on  the  galleries,  or  in  the  yards,  when  coming  "out  of  the  cells  or' shops,  before  farming  the 
line,  or  after  breaking  the  line  to  go  into  the  shops  or  cells ;  or  fail  to  be  at  his  c&ll  door,  at 
locking  up  time,  or  at  breakfast  or  dinner  time,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

28.  Nor  neglect  or  refuse  to  "bring  out  of  his  cell  his  can  or  other  water  vessel  when 
turned  out  after  dinner,  or  to  carry  it  back  with  water  at  night;  or  to  take  his  breakfast  or 
dinner  from  the  board,  or  bring  l)ack  his  pto  after  breakfast  or  dinner  to  the  board,  with 
what  he  has  not  eaten,  unless  otherwise  directed. 

29.  Nor  carelessly  waste,  burn,  destroy  or  spoil  any  raw  material  or  manufactured  arti- 
cle belonging  to  the  penitentiary  or  any  individual;  or  break,  abrade  or  injure  any  enclo- 
sure, fence,  gate,  fixture  or  building  on  the  public  ground. 

30.  Nor  waste,  destroy,  or  injure  any  provisions  or  vegetables  growing  or  already  grown. 

31.  Nor  spit  on  or  otherwise  dirty  or  deface  the  white  washed  jiarts  of  the  walls,  cells  or 
galleries,  or  the  doors  of  the  cells  or  lodging  rooms,  or  other  painted  parts  thereof. 

32.  Nor  cut,  tear,  bum,  break,  or  otherwise  injure  or  destroy  any  part  of  his  or  her 
clothing,  bedding,  pans,  water  vessels,  stools,  tabloe,  books  or  ottier  things  provided  for  his 
or  her  use  or  comfort,  or  the  use  and  comfort  of 'another. 

33.  Nor  dirty  or  keep  his  or  her  person,  dress,  bedding  or  other  thing  about  his  or  her 
person  or  room  in  a  duty  condition,  or  neglect  cleaning  the  same  as  often  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  proper  for  health  and  comfort. 

34.  Nor  misbehave  in  any  manner  while  at  divine  service,  or  in  going  to  or  returning 
^herefrom.  < 
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35.  Nor  game  in  any  manner  or  fonn,  or  by  any  device  whatever. 

36.  Nor  disobey  any  g-eneral  or  special  order  given  by  the  superintendent  or  any  officer 
of  the  penitentiary  or  guard,  for  the  pui"pose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  of  the  rules,  regu- 
lations or  orders  for  .the  government  of  the  penitentiary,  or  for  carrying  on  the  manufac- 
taring  operations,  or  preseniug  the  property  thereof,  or  for  the  protection  of  the  said  officers 
or  guards. 

37.  Every  prisoner  guilty  of  any  of  the  offences  mentioned  in  this  article,  or  who  shall 
counsel',  aid  or  assist  in  committing  any  of  the  said  offences,  susceptible  of  sxich  counsel, 
aid  or  assistance,  shall  suffer  all  or  any  of  the  following,  punishments,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  superintendent,  to  wit :  Stripes  not  exceeding  twelve ;  confinement  in  the  dungeon  not 
more  than  three  days ;  or  a  suspension  of  meat  rations  not  exceeding  one  week ;  and  not 
more  than  double  the  punishment  here  prescribed  for  a  second,  or  any  subsequent  offence. 

*^  AETICLE  IV. 

THIRD  CLASS   OF   PUNISHMENTS. 

^   u     ■ 

38.  No  prisoner  shall  bear  false  witness  against  any  other  prisoner  to  procure  his  or  her 
punishment ;  or  in  favor  of  any  prisoner  to  save  such  person  from  punishment. 

39.  Nor  raise  any  false  charge  against  any  other  prisoner,  or  combine  with  others  for  the 
purpose  of  sustaining  any  such  false  charge,  with  the  intent  of  procuring  the  punishment 
of  an  innocent  person ;  or  of  saving  a  guilty  one  from  that  punishment,  to  which  he  or  she 
might  justly  be  exposed. 

^.  Nor  tell  what  is  false  or  untrue  in  or  about  any  matt(?r  upon  which  he  or  she  may  be 
interrogated,  or  in  any  voluntary  representation  made  to  the  superintendent,  or  any  officer 
or  guard  of  the  penitentiary,  or  other  pers6n  with  whom  he  or  she  may  be  permitted  to 
couvet'le.' 

41.  Every  prisoner  guilty  of  any  of  the  offences  mentioned  in  this  article,  or  who  shall 
counsel' another  to  commit  any  such  offence,  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent, 
siiffer  not  more  than  double  the  punishment  presciibed  in  the  third  article:  and  moreover, 
for  a  second  offence,  as  principal  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  article,  the  offender 
may  be  declared  incapable  of  bearing  witness  for  or  against  any  person  during  the  balance 
of  his  term. 

ARTICLE  V. 

FOURTH  CLASS  OF   PUNISHMENT.S. 

42.  In  addition  to  the  punishments  prescribed  in  the  foregoing  articles,  each  and  every 
prisoner  (other  than  transports)  punished  for  any  offence,  shall  have  his  head  shaved  down 
to  a  horizontal  line  with  the  top  of  the  ears,  weekly,  for  the  space  of  three  months,  except 
where  meat  rations  only  are  suspended,  or  where  for  some  special  good  cause,  the  superin- 
tendent shall  exempt  him  or  her  from  being  so  shaved ;  and  all  offences  not  provided  for  in 
these  rules  shall  be  punished  according  to. the  law.

ARTICW:  VI. 

A  CLASS  OF  PRIVILEGES. 

43.  Every  prisoner  of  general  good  conduct,  after  two-thirds  of  his  term  shall  have  ex- 
pired; and  such  as  shall  be  sentenced  for  more  than  five  years  or  for  life,  after  being  in

prison  four  years,  for  such  general  good  conduct ;  and  every  prisoner,  for  any  extraordinary 
or  uncommonly  meritorious  conduct,  may,  according  to  the  orders  of  the  superintendent, 
be  permitted  to  hold  any  direct  communication  with  him,  before  and  without  any  regard  to 
the  expiration  of  the  time  aforesaid :  hut  every  other  prisoner  having  any  communication 
to  make  to  him  (other  than  in  cases  of  sickness),  must  do  it  through  the  assistant  keeper  of 
the  ward  to  which  he  or  she  belongs. 

44.  Every  prisoner,  for  uniform  good  conduct  and  attention  to  his  or  her  art,  trade,  busi- 
ness or  employment,  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the  superintendent,  once  in  every  three 
months  (or  oftenc-r  in  extraordinary  cases),  write  a  letter  out,  or  receive  one  in,  after  being 
perused  by  the  superintendent ;  or  converse  with  any  one  at  the  delivery  gate  in  presence 
of  an  officer. 

45.  And  be  allowed  the  use  of  religious,  moral  or  philosophical  books,  tracts  or  pam- 
phlets, besides  the  Bible  (which  shall  be  constantly  kept  in  every  cell  and  lodging  room) ; 
and  he  may  also  be  allowed  tobacco  to  chew  or  snuff. 

46.  Or  a  reasonable  increase  in  the  rations  commonly  used. 

47.  Or  be  exempt  from  having  the  hair  cut  close  or  the  head  shaved  for  not  more  than 
eix  successive  weeks  before  the  time  of  discharge. 

AETICLE  VII. 

OF  THE  EXECUTION  OF  THE  RULES. 

48.  The  superintendent  is  required  to  make  any  rules  or  orders  which  may  be  necessary 
for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  foregoing,  and  as  far  as  may  be  proper,  to  apply  them  as 
well  to  the  females  as  to  the  males. 

49.  The  officers  and  guards  are  required  and  enjoined  respectively  to  report  to  the  super- 
intendent, and  if  he  be  not  in  the  building,  to  the  first  assistant  keeper,  or  person  in  charge, 
all  breaches  or  violations  of  the  aforesaid  articles  and  rules,  which  they  or  any  of  them  may 
observe,  or  which  may  come  to  their  knowledge. 

50.  And  the  superintendent  (or  in  his  absence,  the  first  assistant  or  other  person  in 
charge)  is  required  to  see  that  the  said  articles  and  rules  shall  bo  executed  with  decision 
and  impartiahty,  but  with  a  just  regard  to  propriety  and  humanity. 

51.  These  rules  shall  be  printed  and  posted  in  all  the  cells,  and  to  tbe  prisoners  who  can- 
not read,  they  shall  be  read  twice  or  oftener  in  every  year. 

COMMENCING  ARTICLE. 

52.  Tlicse  rules  shall  commence  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  their  adoption ;  and  all 
rules  and  regulations  coming  within  the  purview  of  the  same,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  ro- 
Bcinded.

Letter  from  General  Loring. 

Head  Quarters  Department  S.  W.  Va. 
Camp  Narrows,  Aug.  13,  1862. 
Sir: 

I  am  informed,  that  under  the  recent  proclamation  of  Governor  Letcher,  the 
officers  enrolling  for  General  Floyd  claim  all  the  men  in  this  department  between  the  ages 
of  35  and  45.  On  the  passage  of  the  conscript  act  the  quartermasters  and  commissaries 
were  compelled  to  employ  agents  for  their  department  over  35 ;  and  the  nitre  caves  have 
also  been  to  a  considerable  extent  worked  by  the  same  class.  If  these  men  are  now  en- 
rolled in  Gen.  Floyd's  command,  the  quartermaster's  dqiartment  and  the  xiaves  will  be  alike 
swept  of  employees.  tJnder  these  circumstances,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you 
will  issue  some  order  which  may  arrest  the  progress  of  enrollment.  Pending  your  action, 
I  have  directed  that  such  proceedings  be  stopped.

The  force  which  has  been  placed  in  the  field  having  proved  inadequate  to  the  defence  of 
the  state,  many  portions  of  which  arc  invaded  by  niaraudln<T  bands  of  the  enemy,  who  in- 
sult, oppress  and  rob  our  people ;  and  the  northern  government,  smarting  under  their  recent 
defeats  around  Richmond  and  elsewhere,  having  called  for  an  additional  force  of  300,000 
men,  with  the  purpose  of  continuing  their  aggressions  upon  Virginia  and  th<i  other  states 
of  the  Confederacy— the  governor,  feeling  it  to  be  his  solemn  duty  to  call  upon  the  militia, 
not  now  in  service,  to  unite  with  him  in  a  prompt  and  vigorous  effort  to  repel  the  enemy, 
to  rescue  the  soil  of  the  state  and  our  people  from  the  pollution  and  tyranny  of  a  detestable 
foe,  now  appeals  to  the  men  of  the  following  named  counties,  from  35  to  45  years  of  age, 
to  wit: 

The  counties  of  Washington,  Smyth,  Grayson,  Carroll,  Floyd,  Pulaski,  Wythe,  Mont- 
gomerj%  Roanoke,  Botetourt,  Craig,  AUeghaify,  Greenbrier,  Monroe,  Giles,  Mercer,  Bland. 
Tazewell,  McDowell,  Wise,  Buchanan,  Lee,  Scott,  Russell,  Raleigh,  Wyoming,  Logan. 
Boone,  Wayne,  Cabell,  Putnam,  Kanawha,  Mason,  Clay,  Nicholas,  Fayette.  Braxton, 
Webster,  Pocahontas"  and  Randolph. 

And  as  the  organization  of  the  several  regiments  of  militia  has  been  deranged  by  the 
going  into  sers-ice  of  so  many  officers  and  men,  that  it  cannot  be  known  at  headquarters 
who  the  commandants  are,  the  presiding  justice  of  each  county  is  required  to  jiroceed  im- 
mediately to  call  out  and  cause  to  be  Embodied  the  militiamen  of  his  county  between  35  and 
45  years  of  age,  without  regard  to  regimental  boinids ;  and  to  that  end  he  is  authorized  to 
call  upon  one  or  more  justices  and  the  commissioner  or  commissioners  of  the  r<' venue  to 
aid  him. 

When  the  number  of  men  for  each  county  is  made  up,  the  presiding  jtfeticc  will  place 
them  under' the  command  of  some  intelligent  and  reliable  man  as  officer  in  charge,  with  in- 
structions to  march  th(>  detachment,  as  speedily  as  possible,  to  the  salt  works  in  Smyth 
county,  and  report  to  Major  General  John  B.  Floyd  for  service. 

Where  there  is  rail  road  transportation,  he  will  give  such  officer  a  certificate;  to  enable 
him  to  obtain  transportation  for  himself  and  the  detachment,  on  account  of  the  state. 

The  men  wJll  be  allowed  commutation  in  money  for  subsistence  from  the  day  they  marcli 
until  their  anival  at  the  rendezvous. 

The  governor  most  earnestly  exhorts  all  who  are  now  called  upon,  to  be  prompt  and 
vigorous  in  action.  The  movement  is  of  \ntal  consequence  to  the  state,  and  there  is  not  u 
day  to  spare.

By  the  governor  of  Virginia — A  poclamatioti. 

Under  a  special  act  of  the  legislature,  on  the  27th  of  June  last  I  issued  a  proclamation 
calling  for  a  state  force  of  ten  thousand  men,  to  be  commanded  by  Major  General  John 
B.  Floyd,  to  be  employed  chiefly  in  the  defence  of  western  Virginia.  In  consequence  of 
the  large  force  which  had  previously  vohmteered  for  service,  and  of  the  additional  number 
called  for  by  the  conscription  act,  the  amount  asked  for  was  not  raised  with  the  rapidity 
desired.  I  therefore  on  the  fourth  instant  issued  orders  calling  for  the  militia  between  the 
ages  of  35  and  45  years,  from  the  counties  of  Washington,  Smyth,  Grayson,  Carroll,  Floyd, 
Pulaski,  Wythe,  Montgomery,  Kganoke,  Botetourt,  Craig,  Alleghany,  Greenbrier,  Monroe, 
Giles,  Mercer,  Bland,  Tazewell,  McDowell,  Wise,  Buchanan,  Lee,  Scott,  Russell,  Raleigh, 
Wyoming,  Logan,  Boone,  Wayne,  Cabell,  Putnam,  Kanawha,  Mason,  Clay,  Nicholas, 
Fayette,  Braxton,  Webster,  Pocahontas  and  Randolph. 

Surely  it  is  not  necessary  to  appeal  to  the  people  of  these  counties  to  rally  to  the  standard 
raised  by  their  own  state  for  their  own  defence.  Surely  Virginians  will  prefer  a  draft  made 
under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  Virginia  to  one  made  by  the  detestable  tyranny  now 
characterizing  the  government  of  the  United  States.  Our  object  is  to  expel  from  our  soil  its 
invaders,  who  are  waging  against  us  a  warfare  of  destruction,  of  confiscation  and  robbeiy, 
with  a  bitterness  and  fury  rendered  despc^rate  by  defeat  and  by  the  enormous  expenditure 
which  flows  from  their  attempt  at  our  subjugation.  It  is  our  duty  to  effect  our  purpose  in 
the  shortest  possible  time.  The  enemy  is  raising  an  immense  force  to  overwhelm  us  if 
possible.  We  nmst  meet  him  with  adequate  .resistance.  While  the  confederate  govern- 
ment is  exerting  its  energy  for  the  general  defence,  it  becomes  Virginia  not  only  to  contri- 
bute her  quota  for  that  object,  but  to  put  forth  her  special  exertion  to  free  her  population 
and  their  homes  from  the  desecration  of  an  unscrupulous  foe.  I  therefore  once  more  call 
iipou  the  people  promptly  to  obey  the  orders  which  have  been  issued.  I  appeal  to  the  offi- 
cers of  the  militia  in  tlie  counties  mentioned,  to  exert  their  energies  in  summoning  and  for- 
warding the  detachments  under  their  command  without  loss  of  time,  that  the  general 
selected  t)y  the  legislature  may  be  afforded  an  opportunity  speedily  to  take  the  field  and  to 
strike  the  enemy  with  rapid  and  efficient  blows.  I  emphatically  call  upon  all  officers  of 
the  state,  civil  and  military,  to  give  the  necessary  aid  to  expedite  the  raising  of  these  troops, 
and  to  contribute  whatever  may  be  proper  to  render  them  effective.  I  appeal  to  all  those 
in  Avesteru  Virginia,  and  particularly  in  the  northwest,  who  are  liable  to  draft  under  the 
Lincoln  government,  to  come  out  from  among  the  common  enemy  and  unite  themselves, 
as  becomes  true  sous  of  Virginia,  to  the  force  here  called  for,  under  the  firm  hope  and  belief 
that  by  doing  so  they  will  once  more  restore  themselves  and  their  posterity  to  that  united 
Virginia  which  it  has  been  the  pride  and  glory  of  our  whole  people  to  uphold  and  defend.

Application  of  clerks  of  state  departments  for  increase  of  compensation. 

Sm: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  clerks  of  the  various  departments  of  the  state  govern- 
ment, on  Thursday  4th  September  1862,  to  take  into  consideration  the  propriety  of  an  ap- 
plication to  the  approaching  legislature  for  an  increase  of  compensation,  the  undersigned 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  address  your  excellency,  and  request  that  you  would,  if 
consistent  with  your  views  of  propriety,  bring  the  subject  to  the  attention  of  the  legisla- 
ture. We  need  not  remind  your  excellency  of  the  increase  in  magnitude  of  the  business 
of  the  various  departments  of  the  government,  and  that  whilst  the  labor  and  responsibilities 
imposed  on  these  olUcers  have  thus  increased,  yet  none  or  very  immaterial  changes  have 
been  made  in  their  compensation.  But  even  if  the  duties  and  qualifications  were  the  same, 
the  salaries  now  allowed  are  wholly  inadequate.  No  head  of  depaitment  with  a  family  can 
live  in  Kichmoud  in  ordinary  times  and  pay  the  absolutely  necessary  expenses  of  living, 
under  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  without  drawing  upon  his  private  means  ;  and  no  young 
man  without  a  family  can  defray  his  absolutely  necessary  expenses  with  less  than  twelve 
hundred  doUais  :  yet  our  commonwealth,  "  proverbially  jealous  of  state  rights"  aud  of  her 
dignity,  does  not  pay  the  various  clerks  in  her  departments  of  government  the  salaries  paid 
by  any  of  her  coi"porations  for  similar  services. 

The  meeting  have  agreed  upon  a  bill,  which  they  desire  you  may  present  to  the  legisla- 
ture, if  you  approve  thereof,  endorsed  with  your  recommendation,  embracing  in  part  the 
increase  proposed  in  1860,  when  the  prices  of  living  were  one-half  of  what  they  are  at  pre- 
sent ;  yetrin  consideration  of  the"  distracted  state  of  our  public  affairs,  we  are  constrained, 
as  a  matter  of  justice,  to  ask  even  less  than  was  proposed  by  the  bill  reported  to  the  legisla- 
ture in  1860.

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A  bill  concerning  the  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  government. 

• 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  that  the  first,  second,  third,  fourth  and  fifth  sec- 
tions of  an  act  concerning  the  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  government,  compensation  of 
the  members  and  officers  of  the  general  assembly,  mileage  and  other  allowances,  passed 
the  5th  June  1852,  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

"  That  the  several  officers  herein  aft«r  mentioned  shall  receive  annuajly  the  following 
sums — that  is  to  say  : 

In  executive  department. 

1 .  The  governor,  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars.  The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
and  librarian,  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  the  assistant  clerk,  one  thousand  dollars  ; 
and  the  copying  clerk,  nine  hundred  dollars.* 

In  the  office  of  the  auditor  of  puhlic  accounts. 

2.  The  auditor  of  public  accoxints,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars ;  but  all  fees  of 
office  accruing  to  the  auditor  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury ;  the  clerk  of  accounts,  two 
thousand  dollars;  the  first  clerk,  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  the  second  clerk,  twelve  hundred 
dollars ;  the  thud  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars ;  the  fourth  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

In  second  auditors  office. 

3.  The  second  smditor,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  the  first  clerk  in 
his  office,  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  the  second  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the  third  clerk, 
twelve  hundred  dollars ;  the  fourth  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars.

4.  The  treasurer,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars :  the  first  clerk  in  his 
office,  fifteen  hundred  dollars:  the  second  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars;  the  third  clerk,  to 
be  denominated  clerk  of  the  banking  department,  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. t 

In  land  office. 

5.  The  register  of  the  land  office,  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  the  first 
clerk  in  his  office,  fifteen  hundred  dollars ;  the  second  clerk,  twelve  hundred  dollars. 

6.  That  the  fourteenth  section  of  an  act  districting  the  state  for  commissioners  of  the 
board  of  public  works,  providing  for  their  election,  compensation,  and  the  time  and  place 
of  their  first  meeting,  and  prescribing  their  duties,  passed  9th  March  1853,  be  amended  and 
re^nacted  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"The  board  shall  ha^e  power  to  appoint  a  secretary,  whose  salary  shall  be  eighteen  hun- 
dred dollars.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  official  acts  of  the  board,  and  shall  discharge 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  board." 

*  The  assistant  clerk  and  copying  clerk  in  the  exectitive  department  receive  from  the  library  fnnd,  th*^ 
first  the  sum  of  $500,  and  the  latter  the  sum  of  $300,  which  is  additional  compensation  to  that  herein 
contained. 

t  By  an  act  passed  on  the  2d  of  April  1860,  the  clerk  of  the  banking  department  receives  an  additional 
compensation  to  that  herein  contained. 
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7.  That  the  frsventy-seventh  section  of  chapter  twenty-third  of  the  Code  (new  edition), 
as  amended  by  an  act  passed  Febmary  21,  1862,  shall  be  amended  and  re-enacted  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

"  The  adjutant  general  shall  receive  for  his  services  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars, 
payable  quarterly,  as  other  salaries  are  paid.  He  shall  appoint  one  clerk  in  his  office,  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  to  be  paid  at  the  same  times  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  salaries  are  paid.  He  shall  reside  at  or  near,  and  shall  keep  his  office 
at  the  seat  of  government;  but  when  the  pubUc  service  shall  render  it  expedient,  the  go- 
vernor may  direct  him  to  remove  with  his  ofSce  to  any  other  place  within  the  state." 

8.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  coming  in  conflict  with  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed.  • 
"9.  This  act  shall  take  cflfect  from  its  passage.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 


I  have  received  a  copy  of  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  senate,  requesting  mo 
to  communicate  copies  of  any  correspondence  which  may  have  been  had  between  the  execu- 
tive and  the  confederate  authorities,  in  respect  to  the  invasion  of  the  rights  and  infraction 
of  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  by  persons  hold  as  prisoners  of  war;  and  also  a  copy 
of  a  resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates,  asking  for  the  correspondence  between  the  execu- 
tive and  the  secretary  of  war  of  the  Confederate  States,  relative  to  the  delivery  to  the  au- 
thorities of  this  state,  of  any  prisoners  of  war  who  may  have  been  charged  with  ofiFences 
against  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

As  both  of  these  resolutions  relate  to  the  same  subject,  I  have  thought  it  best  to  answer 
both  at  once,  and  accordingly  communicate  herewith,  copies  of  the  correspondence  desired. 

I  also  enclose  a  communication  received  by  me  from  A.  C.  Kennedy,  Esq.  relative  to  the 
treatment  by  the  enemy  of  several  of  our  citizens  under  similar  circumstances — a  copy  of 
which  I  have  also  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  war,  with  the  request  that  he  will  set 
apart,  by  lot  or  otherwise,  the  two  highest  officers,  or  two  of  the  most  influential  citizens 
who  may  now  be  prisoners  in  our  possession,  that  prompt  retaliation  may  be  made  upon 
them  for  the  punishment  inflicted  upon  our  citizens. 

It  is  tim»!  that  a  termination  should  be  put  to  such  outrages  as  are  described  in  this  com- 
munication, and  I  know  of  no  method  more  effectual  than  speedy  and  certain  retaliation. 
This  subject  eminently  deserves  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly.

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CORRESPONDENCE. 


Executive  Department,  Richmond,  Va. 
July  28,  1862. 
Sir: 

I  present,  for  yonr  consideration,  some  question.^  of  niucli  interest  and  im- 
portance to  the  people  of  Virginia,  and  will  be  pleased  to  have  your  views  at  as  early  a  day 
as  practicable. 

First — The  Code  of  Virginia  (edition  of  18G0),  cliaptcr  190,  page  78o,  treats  of  oflfences 
against  the  sovereignty  of  the  state.  The  first  section  of  this  act  defines  treason,  declares 
how  the  offence  is  to  be  proved,  and  affix«!S  the  punishment  of  death. 

The  second  section  relates  to  misprision  of  treason,  and  affi.xes  the  punishment. 

The  third  section  relates  to  attemjjting,  or  instigating  others  to  establish  a  usurped  go- 
vernment within  the  limits  of  this  coiuinouwealth. 

Under  this  act,  John  Brown  and  his  associates  in  crime  were  indicted,  tried,  convicted 
and  executed. 

I  am  informed,  and  believe  it  to  be  tnie,  that  General  Jackson  captured  quite  a  number 
of  men,  raised  for  the  Lincoln  army  in  Northwestern  Virginia,  with  the  approbation  and 
under  the  authority  of  the  usurped  government  which  has  been  inaugurated  in  that  section 
of  the  state.  Many  of  the  men  so  captured  are  native  Virginians,  and  all  of  them  are  citi- 
zens, owing  allegiance  to  the  lawful  government  of  the  state.  These  men,  thus  fiiuud  in 
arms,  have  been  guilty  of  treason  against  this  commonwealth,  and  richly  deserve  tho 
punishment  which  the  law  attaches  to  their  crime. 

I  request,  therefore,  that  these  men  Ik*,  turned  over  to  the  state  authorities,  to  be  tried  for 
treason,  under  this  act  of  the  general  assembly. 

Second — The  fourth  section  of  the  same  act  declares  the  punishment  for  advising  or  coO- 
epiring  with  a  slave  to  rebel  or  make  insurrection. 

For  more  than  a  year  past  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  Lincoln's  army  have  been  within 
the  limits  of  Virginia,  stimulating  slaves  to  resist  the  laws  of  the  commonwealth,  and  en- 
couraging them  to  abscond  from  their  lawful  owners.  They  have  used  every  appliance  to 
array  them  in  hostility  against  tlu;  |»eople  of  Virginia,  and  to  induce  them  to  aid  iu  the  pro- 
secution of  this  wicked  and  infamous  war  which  is  being  carried  on  against  us — violating, 
both  in  letter  and  s[iirit,  this  section  of  our  statute. 

At  this  time  we  have  a  large  number  of  officers,  captured  in  the  rec«'nt  battles  on  the 
Chickahominy — all  of  which  took  place,  I  believe,  in  Henrico  county.  There  can  be  no 
question,  therefore,  in  regard  to  the  question  of  jurisdiction  in  these  cases. 

I  request,  therefore,  that  some  of  the  more  prominent  of  these  officers  may  be  turned 
over  for  indictment  and  trial,  for  violating  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  referred  to.

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If  these  persons  have  violated  our  state  law,  and  a  jury  shall  so  find,  then  they  deserve^ 
and  should  receive  such  punishment  as  the  law  prescribes. 

There  is  one  additional  question.  Private  citizens  engaged  in  agricultural,  mechanical 
and  professional  pursuits,  who  have  not  taken  up  arms  during  the  war,  have  been  seized, 
torn  from  their  homes  and  families,  and  carried  to  remote  points,  where  they  have  been  im- 
prisoned, and  many  of  them  have  been  harshly  treated.  In  the  negotiations  now  pending 
for  an  exchange  of  prisoners,  could  not  a  clause  be  inserted  which  would  prevent  the  repe- 
tition of  such  outrages  ?

Sir: 

Since  my  communication  to  you  of  July  28th  (last),  and  your  reply  of  the 
31st  of  the  same  month,  occurrences  have  transpired  which  make  a  further  correspondence 
necessary  upon  the  subjects  therein  referred  to,  and  subjects  of  a  kindred  character. 

I  understand  that  the  prisoners  recently  confined  at  Lynchburg,  captured  by  General 
Jackson,  and  belonging  to  Northwestern  Virginia  regiments,  organized  by  the  authority 
and  with  the  approbation  of  the  usurped  government  under  Pierpoint,  have  been  ordered 
to  this  city,  preparatory  to  being  exchanged,  and  some  of  them  have  actually  been  ex- 
changed, under  the  cartel  recently  agreed  upon  between  the  confederate  government  and 
the  government  of  the  United  States.  I  conclude,  therefore,  that  you  have  decided  that  my 
request  in  regard  to  them  is  not  to  be  acceded  to.  If  tliis  request  is  not  to  be  granted,  I 
imagine  the  request  in  regard  to  the  officers  captured  on  the  Chiekahominy  will  also  be 
denied.  As  the  executive  of  Virginia,  I  have  presented  these  matters  for  the  consideration 
of  th(^  war  department,  from  an  imperative  sense  of  duty  to  the  people  of  Virginia,  by 
whom  I  have  been  charged  with  the  execution  of  the  laws  of  the  state. 

These  matters  having  been  disposed  of,  I  come  now  to  one  which  recent  occurrences 
have  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  people  of  Virginia  especially,  and  of  the  south 
■generally. 

In  the  late  engagement  betweca  the  armies  of  Generals  Jackson  and  Pope,  captures  have 
been  made  of  officers  and  men  who  have  violated  the  laws  of  Virginia,  and  have  incurred 
the  penalties  annexed  to  their  violation.  If  I  can  procure  tlie  necessary  evidence  (as  I 
believe  I  can  do),  I  wi.sh  to  subject  these  parties  to  a  trial.  If  the  state  shall  fail  to  make 
'«ut  the  case,  they  will  be  restored  to  the  custody  of  confederate  officers. 

Jn  the  recent  letter  of  the  president  to  General  Lee,  under  date  July  31st,  1862, 1  find 
"these  prisoners  thus  truthfully  and  appropriately  described: 

"  Under  this  state  of  facts,  this  government  has  issued  the  encltised  general  order,  recog- 
lOizing  General  Pope  and  his  officers  to  be  in  the  position  w  iiicli  tiiey  have  chosen  for  thera- 
•eelves — that  of  robbers  and  murderers — and  not  that  of  public  enemies,  entitled,  if  captured, 
to  be  considered  as  prisoners  of  war.  We  find  ourselves  driven  by  our  enemies,  by  a  steady 
progress,  towards  a  practice  which  we  abhor,  and  which  we  are  vainly  striving  to  avoid, 
fionie  of  the  military  authorities  of  the  United  States  seem  to  suppose  that  better  sticcess 
•will  attend  a  savage  war,  in  which  no  quarter  is  to  be  given,  and  no  age  or  sex  to  be  spared, 
:thau  lias  hitherto  been  secured  by  such  hostilities  as  an'  alone  recognized  to  be  lawful  by 
civilized  man  in  modern  times. 

"  For  the  present,  we  renounce  our  right  of  retaliation  on  the  innocent,  and  .-ihall  con- 
tinue to  treat  the  pi'ivate  enlisted  soldiers  of  General  Poix-'s  army  as  prisoners  of  war;  but 
if,  after  notice  has  been  given  to  the  government  at  Wa.sliington,  of  our  confiding  in  the 
repressive  measure  of  punishment  only  of  the  commissioned  officers,  who  are  willing  par- 
ticipants in  these  crimes,  these  savage  practices  are  continued,  we  shall  reluctantly  be 
forced  to  the  last  resort  of  accepting  the  war  on  the  terms  chosen  by  our  foes,  until  the  out- 
raged voice  of  «  common  humanity  forces  a  respect  for  the  recognized  rules  of  war." 

If  these  men  are  to  be  considered  as  ''robbers  and  inunlerers,"  they  are  such  under  the 
laws  of  Virginia,  and  they  have  justly  incurred  the  penalties  which  those  laws  annex  to 
their  crimes.  If  they  are  not  "prisoners  of  tear,"  then  they  can  be  regarded  in  no  other 
light  than  as  criminals. 
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I  therefore  request  that  some  of  these  officers  shall  be  turned  over  to  the  state  authorities, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  proceeded  against  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  Virginia. 
If  found  guilty,  I  will  see  that  they  are  made  to  pay  the  penalty  for  their  crimes  against 
civilization  and  humanity. 

1  understand  also  that  General  Jackson,  in  his  jfcent  battle  at  Cedar  run,  has  captured 
some  free  negroes,  who  came  with  the  fixlcral  army  to  Virginia,  and  ^\  lii>  are  here  in  viola- 
tion of  the  laws  of  the  state.  I  rtuiucst  also  that  these  may  be  tunn  d  i)\er  to  the  state  au- 
thorities, to  bo  dvalt  witli  as  the  ^^irginia  laws  prescribe.

I  must  apologize  for  not  sooner  acknowlcd^fing  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of 
the  15th  ult.  in  reference  to  the  surrender  of  certain  prisoners  of  war  to  the  civil  authoritiet< 
of  Virginia  for  trial  as  felons,  and  beg  you  to  find  my  excuse  in  the  novelty  and  importance 
of  the  questions  presented,  and  in  my  vkish  to  consider  them  carefully. 

Before  proceeding  to  determine  whether  the  right  of  the  confederate  government  to  dis- 
pose of  prisoners  captured  by  its  armies,  is  paramount  to  or  subordinate  to  that  of  the  civil 
authorities  of  a  state  to  try  and  punish  them  as  felons,  it  is  necessary  to  ascertain  the  facts 
of  the  case,  as  they  must  materially  influence  the;  decision  of  the  question. 

I  must,  therefore,  respectfully  request  your  excellency  to  specify  the  persons  whom  yo»« 
wish  to  be  sm-rendered ;  the  character  of  the  offences  charged  against  them ;  the  time  of  the 
commission  of  such  offences;  and  sttch  other  circumstances  as  will  sert-e  to  .show  the  pre- 
cise character  of  the  demand.

I  have  received  your  communication  of  the  11th  instant. 

In  case  the  povernmcnt  should  dctonnine  to  grant  the  request  containc  d  in  my  letter  of 
the  ]r)th  August,  it  was  my  purpose  to  instruct  the  attorneys  for  the  commonwealtli  in  the 
several  counties  in  wliieh  Pope's  army  may  have  be(>n,  to  inaugurate  the  proj)er  proceed- 
ings, and  liave  the  parties  who  have  been  guilty  of  stealing  or  willfully  destroying  private 
property,  indicted.  In  my  intercourse  with  persons  from  the  section  of  the  state  referred 
to,  I  have  no  doubt  that  sufficient  evidence  to  convict  them  can  be  procured  against  many 
of  Pope's  oflRcers.  It  could  not  be  supposed  that  I  could  have  a  personal  knowledge  of 
these  violations  of  the  state  laws,  but  I  had  sufficient  reasons  for  the  belief  that  by  means 
of  grand  juries  of  the  counties,  I  could  bo  able  to  designate  the  guilty  persons. 

In  the  case  of  Dr.  Rucker,  I  can  designate  the  offences  for  which  he  will  be  tried,  if  the 
government  will  turn  him  over  to  the  state  authorities.  I  transmit  for  your  inspection 
copies  of  three  warrants:  the  first,  for  treason;  the  second,  for  murder;  and  the  tliird,  for 
horse  stealing.  If  turned  over  to  nie,  he  will  be  sent  to  Alleghany  for  trial,  on  these 
charges.     This  was  the  course  I  designed  to  adopt  in  all  cases.

Forasmuch  as  a  true  bill  of  indictment  in  the  county  court  of  Alleghany  was,  on  the 
day  of  August  1862,  found  against  William  P.  Ruckcr,  for  traitorously  levying 
and  making  war  against  this  state,  and  for  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort : 

These  are,  therefore,  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  to  command  you  forthwith  to 
apprehend  and  bring  before  me,  or  some  other  justice  of  the  said  county,  the  body  of  the 
said  William  P.  Rucker,  to  answer  the  said  indictment  and  complaint,  and  to  be  further 
dealt  with  according  to  law. 

Given  under  my  hand  and  seal  as  a  justice  of  the  said  county,  acting,  at  the  time  of  the 
finding  of  the  said  indictment,  as  presiding  justice  of  the  said  court  (in  the  absence  of  the 
presiding  justice  of  said  county),  this  18th  day  of  August  1862.

Sm: 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  bring  to  your  attention  the  deplorable  condition  of 
two  good  and  loyal  citizens  of  this  state,  who  are  now  suffering  the  most  degrading  punish- 
ment at  the  hands  of  the  authorities  of  the  federal  government. 

Some  time  in  the  month  of  June  or  July  1861  you  issued  a  proclamation,  calling  upon 
the  citizens  of  Northwestern  Virginia  to  organize,  under  the  authority  of  the  state,  and 
repel  the  invasion  of  the  enemy  in  that  part  of  the  state.  Under  this  call,  to  patriots  a  duty, 
Daniel  Daskey,  of  Calhoun  county,  Virginia,  organized  a  small  force,  and  with  the  men 
acting  under  his  authority,  took  military  possession  of  the  town  of  Ripley  in  the  county  of 
Jackson  in  this  state,  and  asserted,  during  his  occupancy  of  the  town,  the  authority  of  the 
state  and  the  confederate  government  against  the  federal  authority  and  the  usurpation  of 
Pierpoint.  This  was  some  time  in  the  fall  of  the  year  J861.  Shortly  after  this  time,  and 
when  tlie  said  Daskey  and  his  associates  were  under  arms,  under  your  authority,  he  was 
surrounded,  when  at  a  house  in  that  neighborhood,  and  captured.  lie  claimed,  before  his 
capture,  that  if  captured  he  should  be  treated  as  a  prisoner  of  war.  To  this  his  captors, 
who  were  federal  soldiers,  agreed,  and  Daskey  surrendered,  after  he  was  wounded  in  the 
arm.  When  the  town  of  Ripley  was  in  his  possession  he  took  charge  of  the  mails  of  the 
federal  government,  and  made  a  thorough  examination  of  letters  and  other  mail  matter, 
avowedly  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  military  purposes  of  the  enemy.  After  his 
capture  lie  was  taken  to  Wheeling,  and  confined  in  a  jail  in  that  city;  was  indicted,  by  a 
grand  jury  held  in  that  city,  for  robbing  the  mails;  was  tried  and  convicted,  and  sentenced 
to  tlie  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  is  now  a  convict  in  the  penitentiary  at 
Washington  city. 

I  will  further  state,  that  Mr.  Daskey  never  denied  the  facts  stated,  but  before  a  federal 
court  held  in  this  state,  asserted  his  right  to  do  the  acts  charged  against  him.  He  is  a  man 
whose  age  I  suppose  to  be  about  sixty-five;  a  loyal  and  patriotic  man;  has  held  civil  posi- 
tions in  his  county,  with  credit  to  himself:  he  was  within  a  few  years  last  past  a  justice  of 
the  peace  of  his  county,  and  perhaps  was  at  the  time  of  his  capture. 

A  gentleman  named  Jacob  Vanner,  of  Jackson  county,  of  high  respectability,  who  acted 
with  Daskey,  was  captured  and  tried,  and  convicted  by  the  same  court,  and  is  also  a  con- 
vict in  the  penitentiary  at  Washington  city. 

I  learned  also  that  those  men  proved  on  their  trials  that  they  were  acting  under  your 
authority,  and  claimed  to  be  justified  in  doing  the  acts  charged  against  them ;  but  the  court 
and  jury  ignored  your  authority. 

I  was  in  the  cavalry  service  of  the  confederate  government;  was  taken  prisoner  in  Ni- 
cholas county,  Virginia;  sent  to  camp  Chase  as  a  prisoner  of  war;  was  indicted  by  a  grand 
jury  of  the  federal  court  at  Wheeling,  for  treason  to  the  government  of  the  United  States; 
and  was  confined  in  the  jail  at  Wheeling  from  the  29th  of  January  last  to  the  21st  of 
August  ultimo,  when  I  escaped.     I  was  in  the  same  room  with  Daskey  until  his  conviction. 

I  make  these  statements  to  you,  with  the  hope  that  you  may  be  able  to  relieve  these  un- 
fortunate citizens  of  our  state.

If  no  officers  from  that  section  have  been  captunid,  tlien  he  asks 
that  the  two  most  influential  citizens  now  in  confinement,  may  be  held,  and  turned  over  to 
the  state  authorities  for  execution,  in  the  event  that  th<!  two  persons  within  named  are  not 
released  from  confinement  in  the  penitentiary ;  and  that  notice  be  given  to  the  president  of 
the  United  States,  that  these  parties  will  be  hung  on  a  given  day,  unless  Daskey  and  his 
associate  are  discharged.

REPORT. 


The  special  committee  to  whom  was  referred  an  enquiry  into  the  manner  in  which  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  have  complied  with  their  contracts  to  furnish  salt  to  the  counties  of  this 
comniouwciilth,  and  liow  far  they  have  adhered  to  their  promises  to.  prevent  the  salt  manu- 
factured l\y  them  at  the  Smyth  and  Washington  salt  works  from  getting  into  the  hands  of 
speculators,  have  carefully  considered  the  subjects  rcfened  to  them,  and  after  the  examina- 
tion of  numerous  witnesses,  have  adopted  tlie  following  resolutions  ;  which  they  beg  leave 
f  o  report  to  the  liouse : 

1.  Resolved,  tliat  this  committee  is  of  opinion  that  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  have  net 
complied  with  their  contracts  with  the  several  counties  of  this  commonwealth,  by  delivering, 
in  monthly  installments,  the  quantities  of  salt  stipulated  to  be  so  delivered:  but  it  appears 
to  the  committee,  upon  satisfactory  evidence,  that  the  deficiency  in  most  of  the  counties 
has  been  approximately  supplied  by  subsequent  deliveries,  and  that  Stuart,  Buchanan  & 
Co.  have  been  and  arc  now  making  satisfactory  efforts  to  comply  with  all  their  contracts. 

2.  Resolved,  that  it  appears  to  the  committee  that  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  have,  i:nd 
now  are  making  reasonable  efforts  to  prevent  their  salt  from  getting  into  the  hands  of 
speculators :  that  when  their  salt  has  gotten  into  such  hands,  by  any  sales  made  by  them 
to  said  parties,  such  sales  have  been  made  for  provisions,  fuel,  slaves,  labor,  horses,  wa- 
gons, &c.,  indispensable  to  the  prosecution  of  their  business,  whilst  in  other  cases  tbcir 
salt  has  hiicn  thrown  upon  the  market,  through  the  agency  of  parties  professedly  purchas- 
ing for  their  own  use,  but  wlio,  acting  in  bad  faith,  have  afterwards  sold  it  to  speculators. 

In  response  to  the  resolution  referred  to  your  committee,  instriicting  them  to  ascerfala 
whether  any  allowance  in  weight  was  made  for  salt  delivered  in  a  wet  state,  your  com- 
mittee would  respectfully  report,  that  it  was  provt^d  before  them  that  it  is  not  now,  and 
never  has  been  the  custom  at  the  Smyth  and  Washington  county  salt  works  to  make  any 
discrimination  between  wet  salt  and  dry.

COMMUNICATION. 


EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 
September  30,  1862. 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Delrgales : 

I  received  this  morning  a  resolution,  adopted  by  you  on  the  27th  instant,  call- 
ing upon  me  "to  inform  the  house  of  delegates  under  what  clause  of  the  constitution,  or 
under  what  law  or  laws  of  the  state,  his  [my]  proclamation  of  the  30th  day  of  August 
1862,  calling  out  the  militia  of  certain  counties  of  the  commonwealth,  and  ordering  them 
to  report  to  Major  General  Floyd,  was  issued." 

In  reply  to  the  first  branch  of  the  resolution,  I  have  the  honor  to  state,  that  in  section 
fifth  of  article  fifth  of  the  constitution,  prescribing  the  duties  of  the  governor,  it  is,  amongst 
other  things,  declared : 

"He  shall  be  the  commander  in  chief  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  state;  have 
power  to  embody  the  militia  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insuiTcction  and  enforce  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws." 

The  law  declares  (see  Code  I860,  chapter  17,  section  2):  "If  any  combination,  whether 
for  dismembering  the  state,  or  establishing  in  any  part  of  it  a  separate  government,  or  for 
any  other  purpose,  shall  become  so  powerful  as  to  obstruct  in  any  part  of  this  state  the  due 
execution  of  the  laws  thereof,  in  the  ordinary  course  of  proceeding,  the  governor  may  call 
forth  the  militia,  or  anj-  part  thereof,  tu  suppress  such  combination. 

"3.  Whenever  the  governor  shall  call  forth  the  militia,  whether  by  virtue  of  the  consti- 
tution, or  of  the  preceding  section,  he  shall  issue  such  orders  and  take  such  measures  for 
procuring  and  transporting  the  detachments,  as  to  him  shall  seem  best;  and  for  their  ac- 
conmiodatiou,  equipment  and  support,  shall  appoint  such  quartermasters,  commissaries  and 
other  staff  as  to  him  shall  seem  proper. 

"4.  Such  orders  shall  be  sent  to  such  officers,  and  in  ."such  manner,  as  the  governor  may 
deem  expedient,  with  a  notification  of  the  place  of  rendezvous;  and  the  officers  to  whom 
the  orders  are  sent,  shall  proceed  immediately  to  execute  the  same. 

"  5.  If  such  oflScers  as  the  governor  deems  necensary,  do  not  attend  at  the  place  of  ren- 
dezvous, or  if  the  governor  shall  be  satisfied  that  they  will  not  attend,  he  may  appoint  from 
the  counties  from  which  the  detachments  arc  called  forth,  so  many  officers  as  may  seem  to 
him  proper  for  the  said  detachments." 

The  contingency  contemplated  by  the  constitution,  and  provided  for  by  the  act,  had  oc- 
curred, not  only  in  my  estimation,  but  also  in  the  opinion  of  the  general  assembly,  as  they 
had  conclusively  indicated  in  the  passage  of  the  law  authorizing  the  raising  of  a  state  force 
of  ten  thousand  men,  to  be  placed  under  the  command  of  Major  General  Floyd.     When 
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this  act  was  passed,  the  legislature  uuquestionably  believed  the  force  to  be  needed  for  the 
defence  of  the  people  of  Western  Virginia,  the  reclamation  of  the  territory  then  desecrated 
by  the  invading  hosts  of  Lincoln,  and  the  re-establishment  of  the  laws  in  those  counties 
which  had  been  taken  possession  of  by  the  usurped  government  inaugiu"ated  at  Wheeling. 

Volunteers  to  fill  this  state  line  did  not  come  forward  as  promptly  as  the  legislature  or  I 
supposed  they  would ;  and  considering  it  important  to  raise  the  force  as  speedily  as  possi- 
ble, I  considered  it  my  duty  to  adopt  such  constitutional  and  legal  means  as  were  within 
reach,  to  accomplish  it.  At  the  time  I  ordered  the  militia  to  report  to  Major  General  Floyd, 
nearly  one-half  of  the  territory  of  Virginia  was  in  the  possession  and  under  the  control  of 
the  public  enemy ;  a  government  had  been  inaugurated ;  laws  enacted ;  officers  appointed ; 
the  authority  of  the  rightful  government  of  Virginia  repudiated ;  peaceful  and  quiet  citi- 
zens arrested  and  imprisoned,  and  held  in  confinement  until  they  would  agree  to  take  an 
oath  of  allegiance  to  the  Lincoln  government ;  others,  upon  fictitious  charges,  arrested,  and 
after  going  through  the  forms  of  a  trial,  convicted,  and  incarcerated  in  the  penitentiary  at 
Washington,  where  they  yet  remain.  They  had  senators  and  representatives  in  the  federal 
congress,  pretending  to  represent  this  commonwealth ;  the  judicial  ofiicers  of  the  state  had 
been  deposed  by  the  Wheeling  legislature,  and  elections  held  to  supply  their  places.  All 
these  things  had  been  done.  Every  thing  necessary  to  show  the  existence  of  "  a  combina- 
tion" "for  dismembering  the  state  "  and  "  establishing  in"  a  "part  of  this  state  a  separate 
government,"  in  the  language  of  the  act,  was  then  palpable  to  every  one.  The  existence  of 
an  "invasion,"  in  the  language  of  the  constitution,  was  patent.  In  making  the  call,  I  was 
acting  in  strict  conformity  not  only  with  the  spirit  but  the  letter  of  the  constitution  and  this 
act  of  the  legislature. 

The  law  regulating  the  term  of  service  (see  Code,  chapter  30,  section  12),  declares: 

"The  militia,  when  called  into  service  by  state  authority,  shall  serve  for  six  months  after 
their  arrival  at  the  place  of  rendezvous,  unless  sooner  discharged.  But  the  governor  shall 
at  all  times  have  power  to  retain  them  in  service  for  such  time  as  the  militia  in  the  service 
of  the  Confederate  States  may  be  retained  by  authority  of  congress." 

This  militia,  when  called  into  service,  was  to  remain  six  months ;  but  I  intended,  in  the 
language  of  the  law,  "  to  retain  them  in  service"  for  a  period  of  twelve  months,  the  term  of 
service  prescribed  in  the  act  establishing  the  state  line,  if  the  interests  of  Virginia  required  it. 

Whenever  a  call  has  been  made  for  the  militia,  either  by  myself  or  by  the  generals  in 
command  of  confederate  forces,  it  has  become  common  with  those  called  upon  to  render  ser- 
vice, to  question  the  authority,  and  thus  discontent  and  dissatisfaction  have  been  created, 
operating  most  mischievously,  seriously  impairing  the  value  of  this  arm,  relied  upon  for  the 
public  defence.  This  spirit  ought  to  be  discountenanced  and  put  down,  and  I  appeal  to  the 
general  assembly  to  give  me  their  aid  and  support  in  effectually  crushing  it.

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REPORT. 


The  special  committee  appointed  by  order  of  the  house  to  report  the  condition 
of  tlie  Virginia  pick  and  wounded  ?olJior?,  and  to  consider  and  report  whetlicr  any 
legislation  on  the  part  of  the  state  is  necessary  and  proper  for  their  benefit,  having 
had  under  consideration  the  subject  referred  to  them,  respectfully  report: 

The  committee  have  visited  and  carefully  examined  the  different  general  hos- 
pitals in  this  city.  They  have  conversed  freely  and  fully  with  the  sick  and  the 
eurgeons  in  charge,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  all  of  the  facts  necessary  to  a 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duty.  It  is  not  proposed  to  give  in  this  report  a  detailed 
account  of  the  committee's  investigations  at  the  various  hospitals,  but  to  state  in 
general  terms  the  true  condition  of  tlie  hospitals — the  abuses  and  evils  that  may 
Iiave  been  discovered,  and  to  suggest  such  remedies  as  are  advisable,  and  not  in- 
coEflistent  with  any  rule  or  regulation  of  the  confederate  authorities. 

Judging  from  the  various  complaints  which  have  been  made  by  the  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers,  by  their  friends  and  relations  at  home,  and  through  the  public 
prints,  in  reference  to  the  management  of  the  army  hospitals,  the  committee  ex- 
pected to  find  a  state  of  things  therein  existing,  which,  if  true,  would  be  not  only 
a  matter  of  serious  complaint  against  the  government,  but  a  disgrace  to  the  sur- 
geons of  our  hospitals.  That  the  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  have  had  cause  for 
complaint  on  accoiint  of  their  treatment,  it  is  presumed  no  one  will  deny;  but  it 
is  believed  that  these  are  evils  dependent,  in  a  great  measure,  on  causes  over 
which  the  medical  department  have  no  control.  The  government  is  responsible, 
And  should  be  held  to  strict  account  by  the  country. 

It  aflfords  the  committee  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  state,  that  eo  far  as  ttio 
imrgeons  in  charge  of  the  general  hospitals  of  this  city  are  concerned,  it  is  evident, 
from  the  observations  which  we  have  been  able  to  make,  that  they  have,  as  a  ge- 
neral rule,  discharged  their  duties  in  a  manner  that  is  highly  creditable  to  them, 
and  should  lie  acceptable  to  the  public. 

The  hospitals  which  we  have  seen  are  all  well  ventilated,  kept  scrupulously  clean, 
and  the  most  of  them  have  warm  and  cold  baths  attached.  The  beds  and  bed- 
ding arc  neat  and  comfortable,  and  the  patients  all  seem  to  be  furnished  with 
clean  clothing.  The  quantity  of  food  furnished  is  believed  to  be  sufficient,  though 
sometimes  it  is  not  of  such  a  character  as  is  desirable  for  sick  men.  The  hos- 
pitals arc  all  so  situated  as  to  be  convenient  to  a  plenty  of  good  water,  and  arc  in 
every  respect  so  constructed  as  to  be  comfortable  in  both  winter  and  summer. 

The  principal  complaints  which  we  have  beard  from  the  patients,  relate  to  ft 
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want  of  proper  food,  sufficient  clothing  and  competent  nurses.  There  are,  however, 
Other  and  greater  caus^es  of  cornphunt,  for  which  the  surgeons  in  charge  are  in  no 
wise  responsible.  These  are :  the  want  of  authority  on  the  part  of  hospital  sur- 
geons to  giant  furloughs  to  the  sick  and  wounded  under  their  care ;  the  refusal  of 
quartermasters  to  pay  these  soldiers  without  descriptive  lists ;  and  the  great  diffi- 
culty and  annoyance  which  they  in  many  instances  experience  in  procuring  pro- 
per and  speedy  transportation  from  the  hospitals  to  their  homes. 

The  committee  further  represent,  that  by  a  regulation  of  the  war  department 
all  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  who  are  at  home  on  furloughs,  are  denied  the  privi- 
lege of  remaining  after  the  expiration  of  their  furloughs,  without  a  certificate  of 
disability  from  a  confederate  army  surgeon.  In  very  many  cases  these  officers  are 
not  accessible  to  soldiers  in  thi*'  condition.  The  consequence  is.  gallant  men  and 
good  soldiers  arc  frcqu.-ntly  dragged  from  their  homes  and  carried  to  the  army, 
when  they  are  only  fit  for  the  sick  room ;  and  if  they  refuse  to  endure  this  hard- 
ship, they  are  subjected  to  the  disgrace  of  being  published  as  deserters. 

In  view  of  the  foregoing  facts,  it  is  recommended  that  an  arrangement  be  ef- 
fected by  the  governor  of  this  state  with  the  confederate  authorities,  by  which  all 
of  the  Virginia  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  who  are  sent  from  the  army,  can  be 
placed  together  in  the  same  hospitals.  Tliis  arrangement  has  already  been  made 
by  several  of  the  southern  states.  It  in  no  wise  conflicts  with  any  confederate 
law  or  regulation,  and  puts  our  own  sick  and  wounded  in  such  a  situation  as  would 
enable  the  state  to  add  to  their  comforts,  and  confer  upon  them  such  benefits  as 
might  be  thought  proper.  If  the  arrangement  is  effected,  an  appropriation  should 
be  made  by  the  legislature  for  the  employment  of  an  additional  number  of  nurses 
for  our  own  sick  and  wounded ;  for  a  supply  of  such  other  food,  besides  that  fur- 
nished by  the  confederate  government,  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  for  an 
additional  supply  of  hospital  clothing.  The  amount  thus  appropriated  might  be 
placed  under  the  control  of  an  agent  appointed  by  the  governor,  and  the  agent 
made  respout^ible  for  its  disbursement,  in  accordance  with  such  regulations  as  this 
general  assembly  miglit  adopt. 

As  a  remedy  for  another  evil,  above  indicated,  the  committee  recommend  that 
our  senators  be  instructed  to  attempt  to  procure  the  passage  of  a  law  by  congress, 
authorizing  the  appointment  of  one  assistant  surgeon  in  such  of  the  counties  of 
this  commonwealth  as  may  be  deemed  advisable— such  surgeons  to  be  vested  with 
na  other  authority  than  that  of  extending  sick  furloughs,  flesident  physicians, 
who  are  exempt  from  military  duty,  would  no  doubt  render  this  service  to  the 
countiy  without  any  compensation  ;  and  such  an  arrfingement  would  afford  great 
relief  to  many  of  our  soldiers  at  home  on  sick  furloughs,  and  would  produce  but 
few  if  any  evils,  provided  heavy  penalties  were  declared  against  those  who  should 
abuse  their  authority. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  our  senators  be  instructed  to  use  their  efforts  to  ob- 
tain a  more  liberal  system  of  furloughs.  It  cannot  l)e  doubted  that  if  sick  and 
wounded  soldiers  were  sent  to  their  homes,  a  more  speedy  and  certain  cure  would 
be  the  result.  The  principal  diseases  that  prevail  at  our  general  hospitals  are 
typhoid  and  typhus  fever  and  erysipelas — all  of  which  are  indisputably  contagions, 
and  aisumc  their  most  malignant  type  in  cities  and  hospitals.     It  is  believed  that 
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nothing  is  sn  necessary  for  the  recovery  of  (hose,  who  arc  afflictecl  with  these  dis- 
eases, as  their  removal  from  the  crowded  hospitals  to  the  pure  air  of  the  country, 
^\'herc  they  also  di  rive  great  benefit  from  the  society  of  friends  and  relatives,  anl 
the  thousand  enlivening  influences  which  cluster  around  even  the  humblest  southern 
liome,  The  principal  and  most  plaut^ihlc  objection  to  a  more  liberal  system  of 
furloughs,  is  the  alleged  fact  that  it  is  difliciilt  to  insure  the  soldier's  return  to  duty 
after  his  recovery.  This  is  no  doubt  true;  but  in  seeking  to  avoid  this  evil,  the 
government  has  had  to  endure  another  and  a  much  greater  evil.  For  if  it  is  truo 
that  hundreds  of  soldiers  who  have  been  at  home  on  furloughs,  have  deserted,  let 
it  also  be  remembered  that  thousands  have  died  iu  the  hospitals  who  would  havo 
recovered  had  they  been  sent  to  their  hoines. 

In  conclusion,  the  committee  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of  the  house  to  tho 
following  interesting  statistic*  of  the  hospitals  in  and  near  the  cities  of  Richmond 
find  Petersburg,  which  are  taken  from  the  report  of  tli(>  select  CDmmittec  appointed 
by  the  confederate  senate  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  hospitals : 

'•Witliin  and  near  the  cities  of  Richmond  and  Petersburg  there  are  forty-nino 
hospitals,  public  and  private,  afTordirig  shelter  and  protection  to  the  sick  and  dis- 
abled of  our  army.  Chimborazo  and  Winder  hospitals,  included  in  the  abovo 
number,  each  consists  of  five  separate  divisions,  with  a  surgeon  and  two  assistant 
surgeons  in  each  division;  which  several  divisions  maj'^  be  regarded  us  separato 
and  distinct  hospitals;  and  should  they  be  so  estimated,  would  make  the  whole 
number  fifty-eight.  In  all  of  the  hospitals  in  and  nc'a,r  Richmond  since  their 
organization,  there  have  been  received  ninety-nine  thousand  five  hundred  and 
oiglit  (90,503)  sick  and  wounded  soldiers  and  officers  of  our  army.  Of  this  num- 
ber, nine  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy-four  (0,774)  have  received  fur- 
loughs;  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-one  (2,341)  have  been  discharged, 
and  seven  thousand  six  hundred  and  three  (7,G03)  have  died.  At  this  time  there 
remain  in  all  these  hospitals  ten  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (10,720). 

"In  all  the  hospitals  in  and  near  the  city  of  Petersburg  since  their  organization, 
there  have  been  received  eleven  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy  (11,170)  sick 
and  wounded  ofllcers  and  soldiers  of  the  army.  Of  this  number,  eiglit  hundred 
and  twenty-eight  (828)  have  r(!ccived  fiirlouglis ;  one  hundred  and  fifty-seven 
(157)  have  been  discharged,  and  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (797)  have  died. 
TIu'!  nundier  of  sick  and  wounded  in  the  hospitals  at  Peter^.burg  is  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  ninety- three  (1,893.)"

Sir: 


I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  copies  of  a  letter  from  Captain  Nounnan,  and 
an  endorsement  thereon  by  General  Loring,  iu  reference  to  the  enrollment  of  conscripts  in 
the  Virginia  state  forces.  Confident  that  your  excellency  nco'ds  only  to  be  informed  of  in- 
fractions of  law  in  order  to  correct  them,  and  desirous  of  avoiding  collision  between  tho 
state  and  confederate  authorities,  I  respectfully  request  that  enquiry  be  made  into  the  alleged 
enrollment  of  the  conscripts  in  the  state  forces,  and  that  all  persons  liable  to  conscription 
found  in  those  forces,  unless  discharged  from  the  confederate  army  for  the  purpose  of  en- 
tering the  service  of  the  state,  may  bo  delivered  to  Major  J.  B.  Dorman,  commanding  tho 
camp  of  instruction  at  Dublin  depot. 

I  have  received  from  General  Richardson,  a  letter  addressed  to  him  by  A.  F.  Robinson, 
inspector  general  of  the  Virginia  state  forces,  charging  General  Loring  with  obstructing  tho 
organization  of  tho  militia,  under  your  recent  call,  and  have  referred  it  to  him  for  report. 

I  will  communicate  to  your  excellency  his  report  as  soon  as  it  is  received.

Tazewell  Courthouse,  VmciNrA, 
September  1,  1862. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  was  authorized  by  Major  General  W.  W.  Loring  to  raise  a  com- 
pany of  partizan  rangers  in  Western  Virginia  for  the  confederate  service,  and  came  to  this 
point,  where  I  recruited  some  men,  with  whom  I  intended  entering  the  district  overran  by 
the  enemy,  and  did  succeed  in  getting  into  Logan  county,  when  I  ascertained  that  a  large 
body  of  refugees  from  the  border  counties,  about  100  in  number,  and  led  by  a  man  who 
was  engaged  with  me  in  raising  my  company,  had  passed  through  Logan,  on  the  direct 
road  to  Major  General  Floyd's  camp  in  this  county,  which  camp  is  in  Abbs'  valley,  at  the 
head  of  Tug  river,  and  commands  the  only  good  route  to  and  from  the  border  countiea.  I 
rctunied  to  Gen.  Floyd's  camp  with  all  speed  to  see  the  refugees  above  mentioned,  and  to 
«ee  whetlirr  or  not  they  came  for  the  purpose  (as  I  then  believed)  of  joininji  me,  and  all  of 
wboiti  I  found  to  be  altogetlier  conscripts,  and  anxious  to  enter  the  confederate  service 
(with  the  exce])tion  of  their  leaders)  in  differeut  commands,  but  owing  to  tlie  arbitrary  rule 
in  said  camp,  and  from  tlireats  and  other  lueans,  a  large  portion  of  them  joined  the  state 
line. 


I  was  myself  accosted  by  the  sergeant  of  the  guard  with  a  small  escort,  and  threatened 
with  arrest  if  I  had  come  there  for  the  purpose  of  recruiting ;  and  by  him  taken  before  Lt 
Colonel  llouushell,  who  informed  uie  that  ho  would  not  suflfer  confederate  recruiting  offi- 
cers in  his  camp ;  and  told  the  sergeant  in  my  presence  to  arrest  all  such  who  came  within 
his  camp;  and  who  I'orbiJ  me  from  going  towards  the  border  countii's,  where  recruits  aro 
to  be  had  in  groat  nunib«  rs,  aud  now  the  only  place.  lie  also  informed  me  that  Capt. 
Wm.  O.  Ilerndon  of  the  couftderate  army,  and  wlio  had  been  ordered  by  Major  (ien.  Lo- 
rlng  to  go  to  the  border  with  his  company  to  recruit  a  regiment  for  the  com  ft  derate  .service, 
«hould  not  pass  through  ids  camp  for  that  purpose. 

The  great  body  of  Major  Gen.  Floyd's  forces  are  conscripts.  I  saw  the  most  of  thorn, 
some  ;?.')()  in  number;  and  I  think  at  lea.st  four  out  of  every  five  are  between  the  ages  of  18 
and  35  years.

I  respectfully  forward  the  within  communication,  explanatory  of  the  outrages  of  the  state 
line  forces  collecting  on  the  frontier,  at  a  distance  from  this  command,  and  threats  of  stop- 
ping a  company  of  cavalry  belonging  to  this  army,  and  sent  to  the  lower  Kanawha,  as  a 
part  of  my  plan  of  operations  in  that  county.  The  officer  who  writes  is  represented  to  me 
as  a  man  of  character,  and  his  statement  can  be  relied  on.  His  letter  fully  explains  itself. 
I, anticipate  great  trouble  from  these  high-handed  measures,  when  my  forces  are  at  a  dis- 
tance, and  beg  that  some  action  may  be  taken  to  put  a  stop  to  them.

The  governor  lias  instructed  me  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter 
of  the  15tli  instant,  addressed  to  him,  and  to  inform  you,  that  from  the  commencement  of 
the  recruiting  for  the  line  of  state  troops,  every  thing  in  his  power  has  been  done  to  pre- 
vent the  enlistment  of  conscripts,  deserters  and  stragglers  from  the  army  of  the  Confederate 
States.  Positive  orders  to  that  effect  were  given  to  every  person  who  was  engaged  in  re- 
cruiting for  the  state  lino;  and  when  any  have  been  detected  in  companies  reporting  for 
service,  they  have  been  promptly  surrendered  by  General  Floyd,  as  the  governor  has  been 
informed. 

As  a  further  precaution,  all  persons  who  were  recruiting  at  Richmond,  were  ordered  to 
report  in  person  to  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state  daily,  with  their  recruits.  That  officer 
examined  them  himself;  mustered  such  of  them  into  service  as  could  properly  bo  received; 
and  the  rest  were  given  by  him  into  the  custody  of  General  Winder.  This  led  to  the  de- 
tection of  many  fraudulent  enlistments ;  and  thereupon  the  governor  immediately  ordered 
all  the  rccruitiug  offices  at  Kichmond  to  be  di.scoutiuued,  and  that  every  facility  should  be 
afforded  by  the  adjutant  general  to  officers  in  the  confederate  service,  for  the  discovery  of 
such  deserters  from  their  respective  commands  as  might  have  enlisted  in  the  state  line — and 
it  has  been  done.  If  there  be  now  among  the  state  troops  any  who  are  within  the  con- 
script age,  they  must  be  men  who  have  escaped  from  portions  of  the  state  which  were  in 
the  possession  of  the  enemy,  and  have  joined  General  Floyd  to  assist  directly  in  the  rescue 
and  defence  of  their  homes.  It  would  certainly  not  have  been  practicable  to  enroll  these 
nwn  in  the  confederate  service;  and  it  seems  questionable  whether  it  would  be  sound 
policy  to  claim  them  at  this  time.  Copies  of  your  letter,  and  thut  of  Captain  Nounnan, 
have  been  transmitted  to  General  Floyd,  with  instructions  to  report  the  facts;  which  shall 
be  communicated  to  you  as  soon  as  received. 

The  governor  desires  to  avoid  all  conflict  between  the  state  and  confederate  anthoritiefl, 
and  has  omitted  no  effort  to  prevent  such  conflict.  He  will  in  future  act  as  ho  has  done 
Jieretofore.

Sir: 

The  letter  of  the  honorable  secretary  of  war  to  his  excellency  the  governor, 
relative  to  a  conniiunication  of  a  Mr.  Noiinnan,  about  a  visit  of  his  to  my  camp  in  Abbs* 
Vallt^y,  Tazewell  county,  reached  me  only  to  day — and  I  hasten  at  once  to  answer  it.  I 
can  hardly  imagine  it  possible  for  a  greater  tissue  of  absurd  representations  to  be  crowded 
into  as  small  a  compass  as  is  set  forth  in  that  efl'usion  of  Sir.  Nounuan. 

I  know  nothing  of  the  anest  of  this  person,  never  having  bofon?  hoard  of  it.  It  may  bo 
true;  for  the  orders  are  necessarily  strict  in  regard  to  arresting  all  vagabonds  and  suspi- 
cious persons ;  but  no  gentleman,  I  am  sure  has  ever  met  with  any  thing  but  courtesy  from 
any  officer  in  command  of  my  camp.  It  is  an  unqualified  misstatement  to  say  that  any 
man  connected  with  my  command  has  ever  been  coerced  by  any  means  whatever  to  join 
it;  and  the  whole  statement  about  the  refugees  being  forced  into  the  state  line,  who  were 
disposed  to  join  his  company,  is  a  mere  fabrication  from  beginning  to  end.  So  far  from 
there  being  any  truth  in  it,  I  have  submitted,  w  itiiout  complaint,  to  oflic.ers  of  the  confede- 
rate army  seizing  upon  men  rai.sed  for  my  command,  and  actually  embodied,  and  on  their 
way  to  join  it. 

You  conjecture  rightly  in  supposing  that  such  conscripts  as  belong  to  my  command,  arc 
from  the  regions  overrun  and  in  possession  of  the  enemy.  I  understood,  from  a  conversa- 
tion with  the  secretary  of  war  last  spring,  that  to  such  I  would  be  entitled,  and  most  par- 
ticularly from  Kentucky  and  Maryland. 

I  cannot  withhold  my  unfeigned  surprise,  that  an  officer  so  high  in  rank  as  Gen.  Loring, 
should  so  far  forget  himself  as  to  endorse  to  the  houorablo  secretary  of  war  a  statement, 
which  a  little  investigation  would  have  proved  to  liim  was  entinly  destitute  of  the  least 
foundation  in  truth.  I  never  prevented  Capt.  Herndou  from  jjassing  through  my  camp,  nor 
dreamed  of  such  a  thing.  I  thought  it  a  little  extraordinary  that  this  officer,  whom  I  know 
to  be  a  gallant  gentleman,  should  have  been  sent  nearly  seventy  miles  out  of  Iiis  direct  line 
of  march,  to  pass  a  line  without  supplies,  and  without  an  enemy  since  my  troops  had  driven 
them  out  of  the  country.  I  knew  perfectly  well  that  all  his  command  could  effect  would 
be  to  interfere  with  my  recmiling  officers  scattered  along  this  line  of  march,  as  I  thought 
he  was  making,  for  an  hundred  miles.  But  that  conviction  would  not  induce  me  to  bo 
guilty  cither  of  a  wrong  or  a  discourtesy. 

Gen.  Loring  assumes  this  false  fact  as  a  ground  upon  which  to  predicate  a  very  ground- 
less apprehension,  lie  will  find  his  facts  and  his  fears  alike  withimt  foundation ;  and  he 
may  be  assured  that  my  acts  shall  be  the  same  precisely  when  bis  "  forces  are  at  a  great 
distance,"  that  they  would  be  if  I  were  standing  face  U>  face  to  him  and  to  his  "  forces." 
I  need  not  say  to  you,  sir,  nor  to  his  excellency,  nor,  I  trust,  to  the  honorable  secretary  of 
war,  that  no  act  of  mine  shall  ever  be  prompted  by  any  oilier  motive  than  a  sincere  desire  to 
promote  the  honor  of  Virginia,  and  advance  the  cause  of  tlie  great  struggle  in  which  we  are 
engaged.  I  have  far  higher  views  and  incentives  to  action  than  to  enter  into  a  little  squab- 
ble about  conscripts,  or  any  troops,  or  any  command.  I  have  no  jealousies,  no  rivalries,  no 
wishes,  except  to  serve  the  country  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  with  such  means  as  are  at 
my  command. 

I  have  been  aware  of  abuses  and  outrages  of  a  most  monstrous  and  shocking  character, 
committed  by  those  who  I  believe  are  organized  as  "  partizan  rangers,"  under  authority  of 
the  confederate  officers — but  so  scrupulous  have  I  been  in  abstaining  from  what  might  by 
the  little  and  the  ignorant  be  construed  into  unwarrantable  interlerence,  that  I  have  forborne 
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to  issue  any  order  to  prevent  what  it  was  the  duty  of  every  confederate  officer,  in  the  name 
of  humanity,  to  put  a  stop  to. 

The  chief  causes  of  the  disaffection  amongst  the  people  of  a  large  part  of  this  country, 
have  arisen  from  the  high-handed  acts  of  robbery  and  rapine  committed  by  many  of  the 
"  partizan  rangers."  The  honorable  secretary  of  war  can  gain  for  himself  an  enviable 
reputation,  and  would  endear  himself  to  the  sincere  gratitude  of  a  large  portion  of  our  popu- 
lation, if  he  would  send,  as  he  has  full  power  to  do,  a  commission  of  good,  honest,  sensible, 
independent  officers  to  investigate  and  report  to  him  the  actings  and  doings  of  the  different 
commands  of  Western  Virginia.  I  know  such  a  commission,  if  fairly  executed,  would  dis- 
close a  lawlessness  and  monstrous  abuse  of  authority  and  power,  which  would  bo  astonish- 
ing and  shocking,  and  which  would  call  for  and  insure  from  the  secretary  and  the  president 
prompt  reform  and  stern  measures  of  redress  against  any  repetition  of  them. 

The  messenger  waits  for  this  communication,  and  I  must  bring  it  to  a  close.  I  will  take 
occasion,  in  conclusion,  to  repeat  that  no  action  of  any  man,  either  in  the  civil  or  military 
service  of  the  country,  cin,  by  any  act  whatever,  put  me  into  the  attitude  of  opposition  to 
the  groat  measures  for  our  deliverance  from  the  trials  and  perils  which  surround  us,  nor  is 
it  possible  to  induce  me  to  consider  for  a  moment  any  policy  looking  to  my  personal  ad- 
vancement, which  could  interfere  with  the  plans  and  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Con- 
federate States. 

In  promoting,  to  the  best  of  my  humble  abilities,  the  honor  and  glory  of  Virginia,  I  trust 
there  ciin  be  no  conflict  with  the  policy  of  the  confedtirate  government ;  and  to  this  end,  I 
shall  exclusively  devote  myself  as  long  as  I  hold  a  commission  for  any  purpose.  I  will 
enter  into  no  little  sipiabble  about  conscripts,  militiamen  or  others.  I  am  perfectly  contented 
if  the  line  of  battle  is  well  advanced ;  I  care  not  who  leads  it.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Delegates  : 

• 

I  have  received  a  resolution,  adopted  by  your  honorable  body  on  the  17th  in- 
stant, requesting  information  as  to  "  the  number  of  troops  which  have  been  raised  and  are 
in  service  under  the  act  passed  at  the  late  extra  session,  entitled  an  act  to  avithorize  a  force 
of  ten  thousand  men  to  he  wised  for  the  defence  of  the  commonwealth,  and  in  what  man- 
ner they  have  been  organized ;  also,  the  amouut  of  niouey  which  has  been  expended  or  in- 
curred therefor:  and  that  he  further  inform  the  house  the  number  of  troops  which  have  been 
raised  under  his  recent  proglamation  calling  out  the  militia  in  certain  counties,  the  expense 
attending  the  same,  and  the  disposition  made  of  said  militia." 

Before  proceeding  to  respond  to  the  enquiries  contained  ia  this  resolution,  I  premise  that 
the  act  authorizing  this  state  force  Avas  the  result  of  the  consideration  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, without  consultation  with  me.  I  understood  that  the  cxammittec  had  consulted  with  th« 
president  and  secretary  of  war,  ;uk1  the  organization  of  the  force  met  their  approbation,  and' it 
was  so  announcc'd  by  the  chairman  of  the  committee.  When  the  act  was  passed,  I  addressed 
myself  zealously  to  its  execution,  and  have  endeavored  to  do  so  in  good  faith,  and  with  a 
■due  regard  to  economy.  On  the  27th  day  of  June  last  a  proclamation  was  issued  by  me 
to  the  people  of  Virginia,  appealing  to  them  to  volunteer  and  raise  such  a  forca  as  would 
■enable  General  Floyd  to  recover  Western  Virginia  from  the  dominion  of  the  invader. 

On  the  4th  day  of  June  18G2  the  adjutant  general  issued  the  order  herewith  transmitted, 
■directing  "  recruiting  and  urustcring  officers"  to  forward  their  returns  to  General  Floyd  at 
his  head  quarters,  "and  such  duplicates"  to  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general  at'  Richmond. 

Returns  have  not  been  received  showing  the  strength  of  General  Floyd's  command,  but 
I  am  informed  that  ho  had  upwards  of  two  thou.sand  men  before  he  loft  his  camp  at  Abbs* 
valley.  Additions  have-Hijoen  made  to  his  force  since  he  reached  Logan  courthouse ;  but  to  what 
extent,  I  am  not  able  to  say  with  certainty.  They  have  been  organized  into  companies,  bat- 
talions, regiments  and  squadroas,  as  I  liave  been  informed. 

Second :  Appendix  No.  2  will  show  that  the  total  amount  allowed  by  the  audiiting  board, 
is  $491,940  39.  Much  of  this  sum  has  been  expended  for  the  necessary  supplies  for  the 
force;  and  a  large  portion  of  these  supplies  are  now  on  hand,  and  not  issued  to  the  troops. 
The  supplies  on  hand  have  been  laid  in  upon  the  most  favorable  terms,  and  if  they  were 
put  in  the  market  to-day,  would  command  in  cash  thice  times  as  Ejuch  as  they  cost  th& 
state. 

Third:  The  report  of  Quartermaster  Smoot  shows,  that  of  the-  sum  of  $187,900,  trans- 
ferred to  Captain  J.  B.  Goodloe,  acting  assistant  quartermaster  and  commissary  at  Wythe- 
ville,  the  sum  of  $  92,0G2  78  had  been  expended  up  to  the  15th  «f  September  1862.    Hqw 
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much  of  the  residue  has  been  expended  by  his  agents  since  that  date,  and  how  much  will 
be  required  to  meet  contracts  anterior  to  that  date,  I  have  no  means  of  knowing.  It  may 
be  safely  asserted,  I  think,  that  of  the  amount  allowed  by  the  auditing  board,  at  least 
$  200,000  remains  unexpended  in  the  hands  of  the  agents  of  the  state. 

The  report  of  Quartermaster  General  Smoot,  with  accompanying  statements  and  explana- 
tions, is  herewith  transmitted  for  your  consideration. 

Fourth  :  No  returns  have  been  received  at  the  adjutant  general's  office,  of  the  number  of 
troops  raised  under  the  proclamation  calling  out  the  militia,  nor  of  the  expense  attending 
the  call,  nor  of  the  disposition  made  of  such  of  the  militia  as  may  have  reported  to  Major 
General  Floyd.  ^ 

The  object  in  raising  this  state  force  was  to  aid  in  recovering  the  possession  of  Western 
Virginia.  Salt  is  an  article  greatly  needed  by  our  people;  and  if  the  Kanawha  salt  works 
are  to  be  made  available  to  us,  we  must  have  them  protected  by  a  suitable  force.  General 
Floyd  is  on  his  way  to  that  point,  and  if  with  his  force  he  can  protect  the  property,  and  se- 
cure for  the  people  of  Virginia  and  the  Confederacy  the  supply  of  salt  manufactured  at  those 
works,  ho  will  have  accomplished  a  most  valuable  purpose.    %

and  promptly  obeyed  by  all  persons  who  have  received  or  ma}-  receive  commissions,  or  ap- 
pointments to  raise  companies,  )jattalious  or  regiments  for  the  line  of  state  troops. 

The  governor  earnestly,  but  confidently  appeals  to  all  men  who  are  able  to  bear  arms, 
and  who  are  not  now  in  the  field,  to  rally  to  the  standard  of  the  state,  under  the  gallant 
officer  who  has  been  invested  with  the  command  of  her  troops.

1.  The  address  of  many  persons  proposing  to  raise  companies,  «fcc.  for  service  in  the 
Virginia  state  line,  commanded  by  Major  General  John  B.  Floyd,  has  not  been  left  with  the 
adjutant  general  of  the  state.  The  authority  to  do  so,  if  not  forwarded  to  said  persons,  can 
be  had  at  the'office  of  the  adjutant  general  of  the  Virginia  forces,  Kichmoud. 

2.  The  persons  to  whom  such  authority  is  given,  are  hereby  constituted  recruiting  and 
mustering  officers  for  said  service. 

3.  Such  officers  will  swear  and  muster  into  service  immediately  after  their  enlistment, 
STich  persons  as  enlist.  The  men  thus  sworn  and  mustered  will  bo  entitled  to  commutation 
of  rations  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cents  per  day,  until  rations  can  be  furnish(xl  them  in 
kind.  , 

4.  The  points  of  general  rendezvous  for  the  troops  of  this  command  are  Wytheville, 
Wythe  county,  Virginia,  and  Goodson,  Washington  county,  Virginia.  To  these  places 
they  will  be  sent  as  soon  after  thej'  have  been  sworn  and  mustered,  and  in  such  numbers 
as  may  seem  best  to  the  recruiting  officer.

Referring  to  my  letter  of  tins  date,  enclosing  summary  statements 
from  this  office  showing  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  raoftcy  and  projjerty  on  account 
of  the  state  troops  under  Maj.  Gcu'l  Floyd,  I  have  now  to  enclose  a  statement  showing  the 
purchases  of  property,  on  same  account,  by  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe,  Act'g  Ass't  Q.  M.  and 
C.  S.  at  Wytheville. 

By  reference  to  statement  B  from  this  office,  it  will  be  seen  that  I  have  advanced  this 
officer  the  sum  of  $174,900.

G.  the  amount  thus  used  and  to  be  used, 
appears  as  in  his  hands. 

On  the  16th  instant,  at  the  request  of  Maj.  Geu.  Floyd,  I  appointed. Capt.  J.  F.  Alvej^  an 
acting  assistant  quartermaster  and  commissary,  to  accompany  the  command.  Having 
executed  a  bond  and  taken  the  oaths  of  office,  as  required  by  law,  I  placed  in  his  hands,  aS 
requested  by  Geu.  F.,  the  sum  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars,  applicable  to  the  payment  of 
expenses  growing  out  of  the  movement  of  the  troops.

Our  peo- 
ple have  been  cheered  and  exhilarated  by  our  victories  on  the  Chicka- 
hominy  ;  at  Cedar  Run  ;  at  Manassas  plains,  twice  baptized  in  blood  ; 
at  the  surrender  of  Harpers  Ferry ;  at  the  battle  of  Sharpsburg ;  at 
the  signal  triumph  of  our  arms  at  Fredericksburg;  and  finally,  at 
Murfreesborough  and  at  Vicksburg.  The  names  of  Lee  and  John- 
ston, and  of  Beauregard,  of  Jackson,  of  Longstreet  and  of  Price,  of 
Ewell,  of  the  two  Hills,  of  J.  E.  B.  Stuart,  of  Forest,  and  of  Mor- 
gan and  others,  will  never  be  forgotten.  The  valorous  deeds,,  the 
unsurpassed  courage  of  the  officers  and  soldiers  of  the  Southern 
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Confederacy ;  the  sacrifices  they  have  made,  and  the  sufferings  they 
have  so  patiently  endured  in  the  holy  cause  of  independence,  will  be 
remembered,  whil6  freedom  has  a  votary  and  justice  and  right  an 
advocate. 

In  every  thing  that  constitutes  soldiers,  our  army  has  never  been 
excelled  in  ancient  or  modern  times.  They  have  shown  themselves 
ready  to  submit  cheerfully  to  every  sacrifice  for  the  success  of  the 
cause.  Tliey  have  endured  privations  not  less  severe  than  those  sub- 
mitted to  by  our  revolutionary  ancestors,  in  a  struggle  not  less  im- 
portant or  sacred  than  that  in  wiiich  we  are  now  engaged.  Nothing 
l)ut  a  pure  love  of  freedom,  a  noble  and  elevated  spirit  of  patriot- 
ism, a  generous  ai^or  in  behalf  of  our  country's  independ(MU'e,  a  de- 
termined purpose  to  dissolve  an  alliance  with  a  people  who  enter- 
tained respect  neither  for  tlie  constitution  nor  laws,  a  people  who 
repudiated  all  the  glorious  reminiscences  of  the  past,  could  liave  in- 
duced oflicers  and  men,  women  and  children  to  make  the  unparalleled 
sacrifices  which  have  characterized  this  unnatural  war,  brought  upon 
us  by  one  whom  accident  elevated  to  the  presidency  of  the  United 
States  in  the  memorable  year  ISGO.  Abraham  Lincoln  stands  this 
day,  in  the  estimation  of  the  people  who  constituted  a  part  of  the 
United  States,  and  before  the  world,  as  the  justly  detested  author  of 
the  ruin  of  his  country,  and  is  answerable  for  the  blood  that  has  been 
shed,  and  the  lives  that  have  been  lost  upon  the  fields  of  battle.  lie 
and  those  who  elevated  him  to  power,  inaugurated  this  revolution, 
and  ifpon  him  and  them  will  rest  the  curses  of  the  present  and  of 
coming  generations.  As  he  lias  sown,  so  let  him  reap.  On  his  re- 
tirement from  the  presidency,  a  doom,  more  fearful  t^an  that  of 
Devergoil,  awaits  him. 

In  after  times,  the  origin,  progress  and  results  of  this  revolution 
will  furnish  a  theme  for  curious  speculation  and  enquiry.  It  will  be 
a  matter  of  amazement  that  a  government,  great  and  noble  as  ours 
was,  should  have  been  sacrificed  to  the  fell  spirit  of  a  wild  and  reck- 
less fimaticism  :  that  a  large  portion  of  the  people  should  have  been 
so  thoughtless  and  so  wicked  as  to  make  war  upon  the  institutions 
of  a  minority,  and  drive  them  into  revolution  for  their  defence  and 
preservation.  But  however  this  may  be,  it  is  certain  tbat  the  Union 
is  dissolved  ;  and  it  is  equally  certain  that  we  can  never  again  be  re- 
united ;  and  the  man  who  preaches  the  doctrine  of  reconstruction, 
is  a'traitor,  and  deserves  a  traitor's  doom. 
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The  admission  of  the  forty-five  counties  of  Virginia,  as  an  %de- 
pendent'  state,  by  the  federal  congress,  clearly  indicates  that  that 
government  has  no  longer  a  li^pe  of  accomplishing  the  subjugation 
of  the  south  ;  and  they  are  looking  to  boundary  in  the  adjustment  of 
the  controversy  which  they  have  provoked.     They  have  overrun 
much  of  our  state;  and  this  new  state  thus  formed  embraces  coun- 
ties both  sides  of  the  Blue  Ridge.     If  in  any  adjustment  the  portion 
of  our  territory  embraced  by  these  counties  is  to  be  regarded  as  part 
of  the  northern  government,  it  requires  no  prophet  to  decide  what 
the  future  of  so  much  as  remains  is  to  be.     It  is  bound  necessarily 
to  be  free  territory.     I  cannot  suppose,  in  any  treaty  of  peace  that 
may  be  agreed  upon,  Virginia  will  ev(>r  recognize  this  division  of  her 
territory,  or  ever  assent  to  a  treaty  that  will  strip  her  of  any  portion 
of 'her  domain.     Nor  can  I  think  that  the  confederate  government 
will  ever  assent  to  sucli  nu  arrangement.     Whenever  a  settlement • 
shall  bo  made,  come  when  it  may,  Virginia  is  to  be  regarded  as  a 
whole,  her  territoiy  is  to  be  preserved  intact,  and  she  is  to  take  her 
place  in  the  Southern  Confederacy  as  she  separated  from  the  old 
government.     Her  jiroportions  are  not  to  be  diminished.     Virginia  is 
.  to  be  in  the  future  as  Virginia  was  in  the  pust.     She  is  to  be'as  she 
has  been,  "  Thl:  Old  Dominiox,"  full  and  perfect  in  all  respects 
We  cannot  give  up  a  foot  of  the  north  west  nor  of  the  middle  west— 
not  a  foot  on  the  Potomac  borders,  not  a  foot  on  the  peninsula,  nor 
on  the  bay,  nor  on  tlie  James  river.     It  is  better  that  this  war  should 
continue  for  an  indefinite  period  of  time,  than  that  Virginia  shall  bo 
even  partially  dismembered.     Let  every  Virginian,  then,  kneeling  at 
the  altar,  swear  that  the  old  commonwealth  shall  remain  one  and 
lnd.vls.bh^  and  that  he  will  never  assent  to  an  adjustment  which 
will  take  from  her  one  square  foot  of  her  territory. 

The  federal  army,  which  has  invaded  this  state,  has  been  so  da- 
oiaged  in  the  various  battles  which  have  taken  place,  that  it  will  be 
diflficult  again  to  bring  its  power  to  bear  upon  us  in  the  field.  We 
have  reason  to  believe  that  it  has  been,  demoralized,  and  that  officers 
and  men  have  learned  a  lesson,  little  anticipated  by  them  when  the 
war  commenced.  Be  this,  however,  as  it  may,  we  must  not  relax 
our  eliorts.  We  must  preserve  our  organi^^ation  ;  perfect  our  plans  • 
redouble  our  energies;  employ  all  the  means  within  our  reach-and 
above  all,  we  must  encourage  a  tolerant,  charitable  feeling;  inspire 
harmony  and  conciliation,  and  in  every  respect  be  prepared  for  every 
possible  contingency  that  may  occur.     We  have  much  at  stake,  and 
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it  berorfies  us  to  omit  nothing  calculated  to  insure  success  in  the 
■trugglo.  DissenHion  and  division,  strife  and  contention,  crimination 
and  recrimination,  can  liavo  no  other  efTect  than  to  embarrass,  and 
perhajis  defeat  plans  and  mea-sures,  upon  the  snccess  of  which  the 
present  and  I'ulure  of  our  cause  and  country  in  a  great  measure  d^ 
pend.  Principle  is  always  to  be  respected  and  observed;  and  it  it 
proper  to  reuM  iiiher  that  it  is  not  less  important  as  a  rule  for  govi^rn- 
ments  than  for  individuals.  If  we  cannot  agree  tipon  the  principle, 
let  our  jtrotest  be  made,  and  postpone  the  question,  and  the  contro- 
versy to  which  it  may  give  ris**,  to  a  day  of  peace.  If  the  policy 
indicated  is  not  npproved,  postpone  it  to  a  day  when  rt  can  be  settled 
without  destroying  the  unity  and  harmony  of  our  people.  It  will 
all  come  right  in  the  end.  The  people  are  honest,  j^triotic,  intelli- 
gent— an<l  they  will  deiTule  it  in  such  way  hh  to  prrser\e  the  hoi\or 
of  the  country,  and  maintain  iheir  own  rights.  The  questions  of 
principh'  and  |>olicy  are  |>ostpoiMMl  merely  ;  and  wc  may  be  assured 
the  time  will  come  when  they  can  Ik*  fairly  and  properly  decided. 
It  bec«nm's  us,  theref«»re,  to  lx«  talerant  one  towards  another ;  to  bear 
and  forbear;  to  cherish  a  kim)  and  conciliatory  spirit;  to  do  all  and 
tuffer  all  that  patriot inm  inculcatt>ii  or  duty  enjoins  u]>on  tlio  citisro. 

• 
A  reasfinable  degn^  of  comnuHi  sense,  judgment,  prudeoce,  pat- 
riotism and  citnciliation  will  carr)'  us  sali'ly  ihrough  this  war.  We 
iMist  be  unite*],  if  wc  would  be  aucxumsfuL  Concert  and  liaruiony 
are  indispensable,  and  \  ''  '  these  cMaeutial  virtaes,  we  caa  enlj 
anti«'i{tat('  (llsa.ster  and  ii  >  ili-f«at. 

The  vandalism  of  the  uorlhcru  urmici*  ii>  wilttoui  parallel  m  the 
history  of  warfare.  No  regard  has  been  paid  to  the  rights  of  per- 
■ons  or  of  property.  They  have  violated  the  one  and  traoijiled  upoD 
the  other.  They  have  arrested  aad  imprisoned  private  citizens,  and 
•ubjectod  them  to  every  indignity  and  outrage :  they  have  d#*stroyed 
property  that  could  be  of  uo  value  to  them,  and  that  in  all  previoua 
wars  ha<l  been  respected.  >Yardrol)e»  have  been  broken  open,  and 
the  wearing  apparel  of  the  ladies  and  their  children  either  destroyed, 
er  ap}»ropriated  by  officers  high  in  rank,  and  sent  to  their  homes  io 
the  north.  Pianos  and  valuable  funiiture  of  all  kinds  have  beeo 
boxed  up  and  removed  in  many  inst-aneea,  and  in  otiiers  broken  up, 
ajld  the  pieces  scattered  about  the  premises.  The  viost  wantoo 
destruction  has  marked  the  I  army;  and  the 

c'tfu^    ind  towns  they  have  -. ^......  c v       .,.c  abomination  of 
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desolation."  Even  the  lodges  of  the  venerated  order  of  masons' were 
broken  open  and  robbed  of  their  emblems,  jewels  and  regalia;  the 
churches  were  shamefully  desecrated  ;  the  Bibles  torn  to  pieces,  and 
scattered .  through  the  streets.  Our  cities,  towns  and  counties  indi- 
cate that  they  have  l)een  cursed  by  the  presence  of  a  heaven-defying 
and  a  hell-desei-ving  rabble. 

Is  it  not  marvelous,  in  view  of  all  these  things,  that  we  could  so 
long  have  remained  in  association  with  such  a  people  ?  This  war 
has  exhibited  them  in  their  true  characters — as  murderers  and  rob- 
bers. They  have  disregarded  all  the  rules  of  civilized  warfare. 
Their  prisoners  we  take  are  entitled  to  no  considenition,  and  if  they  ' 
received  their  deserts,  they  would  be  regularly  indicted  and  tried  for 
viola,ting  our  state  laws,  and  suffer  the  penalties  which  those  laws 
annex  to  their  crimes.  The  alliance  between  us  is  dissolved,  nevew 
(I  trust)  to  be  renewed  at  any  time,  or  under  any  conceivable  state 
of  circumstances.  Let  us  achieve  our  independence  (as  it  is  certain 
we  will);  establish  our  government  upon  a  firm  and  enduring  basis; 
develop  our  material  resources,  valuable  beyond  all  calculation, 
and  move  forward  in  the  highway,  of  greatness  and  power  and 
influence.  When  the  war  ends,  a  bright  and  glorious  future  awaits 
us.  The  agriculturist,  the  mechanic,  the  manufacturer,  the  miner, 
will  return  to  their  accustomed  employments:  life,  activity  and  pros- 
perity will  exhibit  themselves  in  all  branches  of  business  :  our  cotton, 
our  rice,  our  tobacco,  our  iron,  our  coal,  our  salt,  will  enable  us  to 
carry  on  trade  with  all  parts  of  the  world,  aivl  vyill  give  to  us, 
amongst  the  nations,  a  respcctabiWty  and  character,  inferior  to  no 
one  of  them.

All  the  non-iiiterest  bearing  treasury  notes  are  in  circulation. 
They  circulate  readily,  and  appear  to  be  preferred  by  our  citizens  to 
any  p:ipiT  in  circulation  amongst  us. 

For  the  details  and  explanations  of  the  whole  financial  system,  the 
receipts  and  expenditures  and  the  temporary  and  permanent  debt  of 
the  state,  I  refer  you  to  the  luminous  report  of  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts,  herewith  transmitted. 

Erj)enscs  of  the  war. 

The  total  amount  paid  through  the  auditor's  office  for  the  war,  is 
$7,3^7,118  50,  of  which  sum  §1,311,951  29  is  chargeable  to  the 
Virginia  state  linf>.  The  report  of  Major  Smoot  will  show  how 
much  of  the  amount  drawn  for  the  state  line  has  been  disbursed,  and 
will  also  show  the  value  of  the  supplies  on  hand;  and  to  that  report 
I  respectfully  refer  you  for  this  information. 
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It  is  cause  for  congratulation,  that  although  the  pecuniary  burden 
«apon  Virginia  has  been  heavy  from  the  coniiliencement  of  the  war, 
she  has  sustained  it  with  a  spirit  and  courage  worthy  of  her  revolu- 
tionary fame.  All  the  demands  upon  her  that  have  been  presented, 
have  been  promjitly  |>aid  so  soon  as  audited.  No  creditor  has  been 
compelled  to  wait  longer  than  was  necessary  to  adjust  his  accounts, 
and  ascertain  the  amount  to  which  he  or  she  was  entitled. 

The  salt  contract  and  mode  of  distribution. 

So  soon  as  I  could  leave  the  scat  of  government  after  your  ad- 
journment, I  repaired  to  Saltville  for  the  purpose  of  executing  the 
!aw^  in  regard  to  the  purchase  and  distribution  of  salt.  I  very  soon 
found  that  a  most  perplexing  and  embarrassing  duty  had  been  de- 
volved upon  me;. that  it  was  surrounded  with  difficulties;  and  that 
it  would  require  the  exercise  of  great  prudence  and  the  most  judi- 
cious management  to  accomplish  the  objects  of  the  legislature,  and 
at  the  same  time  steer  clear  of  disagreeable  and  injurious  conflicts 
with  the  interests  of  the  confederate  government  and  the  govern- 
ments of  the  states  of  Georgia,  Alabama,  Tennessee  and  North  Caro- 
lina— all  of  whom  had  entered  into  contracts  with  the  proprietors  of 
the  salt  works,  and  under  which  they  were  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  salt  for  the  supply  of  the  citizens  of  those  states.  These 
latter  contracts  were  not  made  until  the  legislature  had  declined  to 
purchase  the  salt  works  property,  and  were  made  therefore  in  good 
faith.  Wiien  I  went  to  Saltville,  I  found  that  they  had  made  large 
expenditures  of  money,  and  they  were  at  that  time  just  beginning  to 
enjoy  the  fruits  of  their  outlay.  The  confederate  government  had 
also  a  contract  for  twenty-two  thousand  bushels  of  salt  per  month, 
which  had  been  made  in  the  year  ISGl,  and  which  was  then  in  process 
of  execution.  To  have  interfered  with  this  contract,  wouhl  have  en- 
tailed severe  suffering  upon  our  soldiers  in  the  field,  not  only  for  the 
present,  but  in  the  future,  so  long  at  least  as  the  war  should  con- 
tinue. County  and  corporation  courts  in  our  own  state,  as  they 
were  authorized  by  a  special  law  to  do,  in  praiseworthy  efforts  to  re- 
lieve the  wants  and  necessities  of  their  people,  had  also  made  con- 
tracts, which  had  been  partially  executed  by  the  delivery  of  one  or 
more  of  the  monthly  installments  provided  for  in  the  contracts.  To 
have  interfered  with  these,  would  have  been  to  punish  them  for  the 
commendable  efforts  they  jiad  made,  and  could  not  have  resulted 
otherwise  than  in  withholding  from  their  citizens  the  salt  they  were 
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then  actually  receiving.  I  came  to  the  conclusion,  therefore,  after 
the  most  mature  consideration,  not  to  interfere  in  any  way  with  these 
'subsisting  and  partially  executed  contracts.  Had  these  contracts 
been  merely  executory,  I  might  perhaps  have  come  to  a  different 
conclusion. 

There  were  still  other  difficulties  equally  as  embarrassing.  If  I 
should  determine  to  take  possession  of  the  works,  I  must,  in  the  first 
place,  have  had  the  damages  assessed  for  the  real  property  so  seized. 
In  the  second  place,  I  must  have  liad  timber  condemned  sufficient  to 
supply  the  necessary  amount  of  fuel  tbftt  would  be  required  for  the 
operation  of  the  works.  In  the  tliird  place,  I  must  impress  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  slaves  to  cut  and  cord  the  wood,  and  a  sufficient 
number  of  wagons  and  drivers  and  other  labor  to  insure  its  delivery 
at  the  works.  In  the  fourth  place,  I  would  have  been  compelled  to 
impress  hands  experienced  in  the  salt  boiling  business,  and  who  were 
familiar  with  the  process  of  manufacture.  In  the  fifth  place,  I  would 
have  been  compelled  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  contract  which 
had  been  made  with  the  confederate  government,  which  your  act  di- 
■  rected  me  to  keep  inviolate.  And  many  other  things  of  importance, 
but  of  less  consequence,  would  have  been  required  to  be  done.  The 
necessary  result  would  have  been,  that  when  T  had  finished  the  pay- 
ment of  assessments  of  all  kinds,  I  would  have  had  very  little  of  the 
appropriation  left,  with  which  to  prosecute  the  manufacture  of  salt. 
Nineteeii-twentieths  of  the  appropriation  would  have  been  absorbed, 
and  the  people  would  have  been  in  the  end  worse  off  for  salt  than 
under  the  present  arrangement. 

I  therefore  determined  to  purchase  salt,  if  possible,  that  being,  in 
my  judgment,  the  only  feasible  plan  for  relieving,  to  any  valuable 
and  useful  extent,  the  public  necessities,  and  avoiding  disagreeaWe 
conflicts,  pregnant  with  the  most  mischievous  results  to  the  unity 
and  harmony  which  should  be  cherished  and  cultivated  between  the 
state  of  Virginia  and  the  confederate  government,  and  all  the  states 
composing  the  Confederacy.  The  soldiers  of  all  these  states  stood 
side  by  side,  on  the  battle  field,  with  the  soldiers  of  Virginia,  in  a 
struggle  without  parallel  in  the  history  of  the  world,  for  its  magni- 
tude, and  its  importance  to  the  present  generation  and  those  who  are 
to  succeed  us.  I  was  unwilling  to  do  any  thing  to  arouse  prejudices 
or  excite  ill  feeling  between  citizens  of  states  where  cordiality  and 
kindrless  now  existed,  and  whose  sons,  martyrs  in  a  holy  cause,  sleep 
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quietly  and  soundly  in  a  common  grave,  the  dust  of  each  comming- 
ling with  the  other. 

Nor  was  I  willing  to  interfere  with  the  county  and  corporation 
'Contracts.  The  counties  and  corporations  which  had  made  these  con- 
tracts, had  exhibited  commendable  forecast  and  judgment  in  making 
provision  for  their  citizens.  Such  a  spirit  I  thought  deserved  encou- 
ragement. The  contracts  were  made  in  good  faith — the  object  was 
laudable,  and  every  principle  of  justice,  in  ni}^  judgment,  demanded 
their  observance  and  strict  fulfillment.  I  declined,  therefore,  to  in- 
terfere with  tliese  contracts,  so  as  to  leave  the  contracting  parties 
unembarrassed  by  any  act  of  mine.  Their  contracts  were  left  as  I 
found  them,  in  every  respect  undisturbed  by  the  contract  which  1 
had  made  with  Stuart,  Palmer  &  Scott.  All  the  contracts  previously 
made  were  made  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  a  separate  and  dis- 
tinct firm- 

A  copy  of  my  contract  with  Stuart,  Palmer  &  Scott  is  herewith 
transmitted;  also  a  copy  of  my  proclamation,  providing  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  salt  acquired  under  that  contract,  and  the  previous 
proclaiuation  issued,  pi-ohibiting  the  shipment  of  salt  over  the  rail 
roads  of  the  state.  / 

In  making  tiie  -distribution,  such  counties  only  were  embraced  as 
could  he  reached,  the  objec4being  to  make  the  purchase  available  to 
as  great  an  extent  as  possible,  for  the  relief  of  the  people.  All  doubt- 
ful counties  were  included  in  the  distribution,  and  those  only  were 
excluded  which  were,  in  whole^or  in  [)art,  under  the  control  of  the 
enemy. 

Shortly  after  the  adjournment  of  the  legislature,  I  directed  Quarter- 
master General  Smoot  to  adopt  such  measures  as  he  might  deem  ad- 
visable, to  procure  salt  from  the  Kanawha  works.  A  copy  of  the 
order  and  instructions  are  herewith  conmiunicated.  If  the  orders 
issued  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  liad  been  promptly  complied 
with,  we  would  have  secured  at  least  one  hundred  thousaiid  bushels 
of  salt  from  these  works ;  but  parties  in  the  counties  innuediately 
went  to  work  to  defeat  the  object  of  the  orders.  Owing  to  this  fact, 
the  movement  of  the  wagons  was  delayed  until  so  late  a  period  as 
to  prevent  them  frojn  reaching  tlie  Kanawha  valley  before  our  army 
was  compelled  to  retire  from  it.  My  object  was  therefore  defeated, 
and  the  supply  anticipated  from  this  source  was  lost  to  the  people  of 
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Virginia.     The  report  of  Major  Smoot  on  this  subject  is  herewith 
transmitted. 

Defeated  in  procuring  salt  from  the  Kanawha  Salines,  I  determined 
to  make  an  additional  contract  with  the  proprietors  at  Saltville- 
AVith  this  view,  I  directed  my  aid  dc  camp,  Col.  S.  Bassett  French^ 
to  repair  to  ^altvillo,  and  make  an  additional  contract  to  an  amount 
not  exceeding  eighty  thousand  dollars,  and  to  secure  its  delivery  at 
the  earliest  period  practicable.  After  mucli  trouble  and  difficulty, 
Col.  French  succeeded  in  making  a  contract  for  thirty-four  thousand 
bushels,  deliverable  in  the  month  of  March  next^  upon  the  terms 
specified  in  my  contract  with  the  parties  of  Scott  &  Co.  Copies  of 
his  contract  ancT  report  are  herewith  communicated. 

I  ascertained,  during  the  visit  of  Col.  French  at  Saltville,  that  the- 
state  line  required  eighteen  hundred  bushels  for  immediate  use,  for 
packing  purposes  for  beef  and  pork,  and  I  instructed  him  to  procsre 
the  quantity  required.  I  supposed  it  would  be  furnished  without 
delay  or  difficulty;  but  much  to  my  surprise,  the  proprietors,  who 
had  agreed  to  furnish  so  much  salt  as  tlie  state  line  might  require  in 
addition  to  the  amount  agreed  to  be  furnished  to  tlie  state,  declined 
\o  supply  this  demand.  I  therefore  directed  Major  Smoot  to  proceed 
without  delay  to  Saltville,  and  impress  the  amount  required,  under 
the  act  of  assembly  ;  for  which,  see  Code^  edition  of  1800,  chapter  ;i2, 
sections  1st  and  '2d.  The  matter  was  arranged,  witiiout  resorting  to 
the  exercise  of  the  power  referred  to.  A  copy  of  Major  Smoot's  re- 
port is  herewith  communicated. 

The  reports  of  Colonel  French  and  Major  Smoot  present  clear  anc5 
intelligent  views  of  their  action  in  the  important  matters  connnitted 
to  their  management.  Their  duties  have  been  performed  faithfully, 
promptly,  and  to  my  entire  satisfaction. 

I  have  endeavored  to  perform  my  duty  faithfully  in  the  execution 
of  this  act  of  the  general  assembly.  It  has  been  the  most  perj.lex- 
ing  and  eYnbarrassing  duty  that  has  devolved  upon  me  as  the  execu- 
tive of  this  commonwealth.  If  the  works  had  been  purchased  last 
spring,  as  I  thought  they  should  have  been,  by  the  state,  we  would 
hate  had  an  abundance  of  salt  for  the  wants  of  our  people,  and  could 
have  realized  from  the  property  a  sum  sufficient  to  have  paid  the  pur- 
chase money,  or  the  greater  portion  of  it,  the  past  year.  In  future 
years  it  would  have  paid  a  handsome  revenue  into  the  treasury. 
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In  my  management  of  this  matter  I  have  honestly  labored  to  meet 
the  just  expectations  of  the  general  assembly.  If  I  have  succeeded, 
I  will  be  gratified.  If  I  have  failed,  I  will  have  the  consciousness  of 
knowing  that  I  have  faithfully  endeavored  to  execute  the  law  in  its 
spirit  and  letter. 

The  penitentiary. 

I  communicate  herewith,  the  report  of  the  directors  of  the  peni- 
tentiary, accompanied  by  the  reports  of  the  superintendent  and  the 
surgeon.  Eight  tables,  designed  to  show  the  operations  for  the  year 
ending  the  30th  September  last,  and  to  present  a  comparative  view 
of  its  operations  under  Colonel  Morgan  and  the  late  incumbent,  ac- 
company the  superintendent's  report.  I  frankly  confess  I  do  not  un- 
derstand these  accounts,  after  the  most  careful  examination.  It  ap- 
pears from  the  figures  that  the  profits  on  manufactures  in  the  several 
wards  have  amounted  for  the  yeat'  to  upwards  of  $  35,000,  and  yet 
the  balance  against  the  institution  for  the  same  time  is  upwards  of 
S10,000.  In  other  words,  I  do  not  see  how  profits  should  ha.ve  been 
iliade  upon  every  branch  of  manufactures,  and  yet  the  institution 
should  hot  havp  been  able  to  pay  its  expenses,  and  at  the  same  tmie 
yield  something  very  handsome  to  the  state  treasury.

There  are  hired  out,  of  male  free  negro  convicts  and  slav'e  convicts, 
94,  and  of  female  free  negro  and  slave  convicts,  13 — making  107.  In 
addition  to  these,  are  four  children  (slaves)  between  the  ages  of  one 
and  four  years.  Some  provision  of  law  is  necessary  to  authorize 
these  infants  to  be  disposed  of.  Perhaps  it  would  comport  with  the 
dictates  of  humanity  to  restore  them  to  the  former  owners  of  the 
mothers,  that  their  relatives  and  connexions  might  be  afforded  the

opportunity  to  take  care  of  them  during  their  infancy.  In  conside- 
ration of  this  restoration,  the  owner  should  be  required  to  refund  a 
portion  of  the  value  paid  him  by  the  state  for  the  mother. 

I  learn  from  the  report  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Georgia  peni- 
tentiary, that  the  clear  profits  of  this  institution  for  the  last  year 
amounted  to  the  sum  of  $27,774  74.  Of  this  sum  $10,000  were 
paid  into  the  treasury,  and  the  residue  was  reserved  for  the  purchase 
of  materials  for  the  operations  of  the  present  year.  The  number  of 
convicts  in  this  institution  is  242. 

The  late  message  of  the  governor  of  Alabama  shows  that  a  balance 
of  $27,000  is  on  hand,  after  the  payment  of  all  expenses,  as  the  net 
products  of  the  penitentiary  of  that  state.  The  number  of  convicts 
in  this  institution  is  205. 

These  are  the  results  in  the  only  states  from  which  statistics  have 
been  received.  I  regret  that  I  iiave  received  no  reports  from  the 
other  states  of  the  Confederacy,  showing  the  condition  of  their  peni- 
tentiaries. I  would  be  glad  to  compare  the  results  of  their  manage- 
ment with  the  management  which  has  characterized  our  ovv»).  The 
contrast  between  the  management  in  Georgia  and  Alabama  and  our 
own  penitentiary,  is  most  striking,  and  shows  how  inefficient,  negli- 
gent and  careless  has  been  the  management  here. 

The  total  number  of  convicts  employed  in  the  Virginia  peniten- 
tiary, in  manufacturing  and  mechanical  pursuits,  last  year,  was  298 — 
greater  by  56  than  the  number  in  Georgia,  and  greater  by  93  than 
the  number  in  Alabama.  With  the  demand  which  has  existed  in  the 
south,  for  a  year  past,  for  the  products  of  manufacturing  and  mecha- 
nical labor,  the  profits  of  the  Virginia  penitentiary  should  have  been 
proportionally  great.  Instead  of  this,  hovi'ever,  the  result  is  that  the 
institution  is  a  burden  upon  the  state.  Of  the  residue  of  the  con- 
victs (107),  the  free  negro  and  slave  convicts  constitute  a  part.  They 
are  hired  to  the  owners  of  blast  furnaces  engaged  in  the  manufacture 
of  pig  iron  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  Southern  Confederacy. 
The  remaining  convicts  are  in  feeble  health,  and  employed  in  light 
duties  about  the  penitentiary  and  public  square. 

On  the  16th  day  of  November  1S60,  in  order  to  procure  raw  ma- 
terials for  the  use  of  the  penitentiary,  I  advanced  the  sum  of  $  2,500 
to  the  agent  and  storekeeper,  from  the  contingent  fund,  upon  the 
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assurance  that  it  should  be  returned  in  sixty  days,  taldng  from  him 
bond  and  security.  This  sum  was  n^t  refunded  until  the  17th  day 
of  October  hist.  * 

When  the  present  agent  and  storekeeper  entered  upon  his  duties, 
very  little  stock  was  on  hand,  and  that  little  was  unsaleable;  and  as 
his  predecessor  had  failed  to  pay  the  amount  due  in  his  hands,  means 
with  which  to  purchase  materials  were  wanting.  The  convicts  vverc 
unemployed  and  had  been  unemployed  much  of  the  year,  and  it  was 
necessary  that  funds  should  be  provided  with  which  to  procure  ma- 
terials and  supplies.  I  accordingly  advanced  five  thousand  dollars 
from  the  contingent  fund;  which  was  applied  to  these  objects,  and 
work  was  again  resumed.  It  has  been  found  exceedingly  difficult 
for  the  last  year  to  procure  materials  and  supplies  as  they  were 
needed;  but  if  prudence,  forecast  and  energy  had  been  exhibited  by 
those  charged  with  the  management,  an  ample  stock  could  have 
been  laid  in  for  the  year's  operations.  This  is  conclusively  demon- 
strated in  the  cases  of  Georgia  and  Alabama;  and  what  has  been 
done  in  those  states  could  have  been  done  in  Virginia,  if  those  in- 
vested with  the  management  and  control  had  possessed  ordinary 
business  qualifications. 

I  have  made  recommendations  in  regard  to  this  institution,  in 
several  previous  messages;  which  it  is  not  necessary  here  to  repeat, 
but  to  which  I  now  again  invite  your  attention ;  and  I  particularly 
invite  the  attention  of  the  committees  on  the  peiiitentiary  to  them. 
I  regard  many  of  them  as  of  the  first  importance;  and  unless  some 
legislation  to  carry  them  out  shall  be  speedily  adopted,  serious  mis- 
chiefs will  in  my  judgment  result. 

On  the  night  of  the  5th  of  December  last  three  convicts  escaped 
from  the  penitentiary,  and  a  fourth  was  §eriously  injured  in  the  at- 
tempt to  escape.  So  soon  as  the  fact  was  made  known  to  me,  I  or- 
dered an  investigation  to  be  made.  The  report  from  the  directors 
has  been  received,  and  is  herewith  transmitted. 

The  same  men  who  succeeded  in  making  their  escape  on  the  5th 
of  December  last,  made  an  ineffectual  efibrt  to  escape  in  the  month 
of  April  previous.  The  same  interior  guard  was  on  duty  on  both 
occasions,  and  were  found  asleep  in  the  guard  room,  if  I  am  correctly 
informed.  A  law  punishing  such  neglect  of  duty  should  be  passed 
immediately,  and  the  punishment  should  be  suflficiently  severe  to 
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cure  the  evil.  Such  carelessness  and  negligence  might  result  in  the 
most  serious  and  alarming  consequences,  and  it  behooves  us  to  apply 
the  proper  remedy  at  the  earliest  moinent. 

Compensation  of  clerks. 

I  transmit  herevi'ith  the  proceedings  of  a  meeting  of  the  clerks  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  government  of  the  state,  asking  for 
an  increase  of  compensation,  upon  the  principles  of  the  bill  passed 
by  congress  at  the  last  session.  It  is  absolutely  necessary  that  some 
action  shall  be  immediately  taken  upon  this  subject,  or  we  will  lose 
all  our  most  valuable  and  efficient  (flerks.  Already  several  of  our 
best  clerks  have  resigned  and  entered  the  service  of  the  confederate 
government,  where  the  pay  is  better.  The  salaries  paid  by  the  state 
are  not  sufficient  for  their  support  in  this  day  of  cxtraVagant  prices; 
and  they  have  therefore  been  driven,  by  stern  necessity,  to  seek  new  po- 
sitions, where  the  compensation  will  secure  them  the  means  of  living. 

It  is  the  pride  and  boast  of  our  state  that  the  several  departments 
of  the  government  have  been  managed  by  competent  officers,  and  the 
public  business  has  been  dispatched  promptly  and  efficiently.  This 
has  been  owing  mainly  to  the  fact  thj^t  our  clerks  were  kept  in  Bffice 
so  long  as  they  were  faithful  and  attentive  to  their  duties;  and  being 
familiar  with  the  law  and  its  requirements,  they  dispatched  business 
accurately  and  promptly.  Clerks  of  intelligence,  educated  in  the 
branches  of  business  in  their  several  departments;  familiar  with  all 
the  details,  and  OkXperienced  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  are 
invaluable  in  the  management  of  the  operations  of  government. 
Of  such  is  the  corps  of  Virginia  clerks  composed ;  and  we  should 
have  wisdom  enough  to  adopt  a  policy  which  will  retain  them  in  our 
service.  The  heads  of  the  departments  have  tmportant  duties  to 
perform,  that  engross  much  the  larger  portion  of  their  time,  and  it 
cannot  be  expected  that  they  can  educate  a  new  set  of  clerks  every 
six  or  twelve  months.  I  can  conceive  of  nothing  better  calculated 
to  prejudice  the  public  business,  delay  its  execution,  and  to  produce 
confusion,  than  frequent  changes  of  the  clerical  force,  which  the 
government  is  compelled  to  employ  in  its  service.  Such  results 
ought  to  be  avoided,  and  they  can  be  avoided  by  doing  sheei^justice 
only  to  this  deserving  class  of  public  officers.  The  adoption  of  the 
policy  inaugurated  by  congress  will  solve  the  problem,  and  retain  in 
the  service  of  Virginia  a  corps  of  clerks  inferior  to  none  in  the  ser- 
vice of  either  of  the  states  of  the  Confederacy. 
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Forgery  of  irarrants  on  the  treasury. 

Since  youi*late  adjournment,  forgeries  to  a  large  amount  upon  the 
treasury  have  been  discovered.  When  the  fact  became  known  to 
me,  I  instructed  the  first  auditor  and  treasurer  to  make  a  report  of 
the  amount  of  the  forgeries,  and  all  the  attendant  circumstances. 
The  report  of  these  officers  is  herewith  communicated,  and  will  fur- 
nish full  information  as  to  their  number  and  amount,  and  the  facts 
connected  with,  as  well  as  the  result  of  the  examination  of  the  party 
suspected,  which  took  place  before  the  mayor  of  Richmond.  The 
genuine  signatures  of  the  auditor  and  treasurer  are  attaclied  to  but 
one  of  the  warrants.  This  warrant  is  for  $  590,  and  was  paid  by 
the  Farmers  Bank  of  Virginia.  All  the  others  were  absolute  forge- 
ries, and  are  losses  sustained  by  the  banks,  and  not  by  the  state. 
When  they  are  examined,  it  is  surprising,  with  the  erasures  and  inter- 
lineations upon  the  face,  they  did  not  excite  suspicion,  and  thus  lead 
to  the  arrest  of  the  guilty  parties  who  presented  tliem  at  the  banks 
for  2>ayment.     I  commend  the  subject  to  your  attention. 

The  land  office. 

In  a  previous  message,  I  presented  my  views  in  regard  to  this  de- 
partment, and  amongst  other  things,  reconmiended  that  the  issue  of 
patents  should  cease.  I  am  satisfied  that  there  must  be  very  little  if 
any  vacant  land'in  the  state ;  and  under  these  circumstances,  the  is- 
suance of  patents  is  calculated  to  encourage  fraud,  and  furnish  the 
means  of  imposition  upon  the  ignorant  and  unsuspecting :  and  be- 
sides, the  continuance  of  the  present  system  is  well  calculated  to 
keep  land  titles  unsettled,  and  thereby  increase  litigation.  Popula- 
tion is  not  likely  to  seek  a  settlement  where  titles  are  uncertain,  and 
where  parties  are  compelled  to  take  with  their  purchases  the  ex- 
penses of  long  and  angry  controversies. 

Since  the  state  withdrew  from  the  federal  Union,  I  liave  taken  the 
responsibility  of  refusing  to  sign  patents  for  land  in  the  disloyal 
counties,  and  in  other  counties  I  have  withheld  my  signature,  where 
I  had  no  satisfactory  assurance  that  the  parties  applying  for  the 
patents  were  loyal  and  faithful  citizens,  true  alike  to  the  state  and 
the  Confederac}'.  It  is  impossible  to  procure  conclusive  evidence  in 
these  cases ;  and  the  consequence  has  been,  that  the  register  and 
myself  have  been  compelled  to  rely  on  such  information  as  we  could 
get  from  persons  visiting  the  capital, 
iii 
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I  recommend,  thei-efore,  tliaFtlie  issue  of  land  patents  be  discon- 
tinued, and  that  the  books  and  papers  be  confided  to  the  custody  ol 
the  register,  wJio  can  respond  to  all  calls  for  patents*and  plats  as 
they  may  be  required  by  parties,  in  connection  with  legal  controver- 
sies now  existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  aiise,  growing  out  of  con- 
flicts to  titles  for  lands. 

Act  concerning  slaves  for  work  on  fortijications. 

This  act,  which  passed  near  the  close  of  your  last  session,  requires 
amendment  in  several  respects ;  and  I  invite  your  early  attention  to 
the  modifications  I  suggest. 

The  first  provision  of  the  hiw  is  defective  in  this,  that  it  does  not 
prescribe  with  certainty  the  mode  of  ascertaining  the  slave  popula- 
tion of  the  counties,  cities  and  towns.  The  calls  made  upon  me 
under  this  law  have  been  predicated  upon  the  census  of  1860;  and 
in  many  of  the  counties,  cities  and  towns  called  upon,  the  slave 
population,  by  the  casualties  of  the  war,  has  been  very  seriously  re- 
duced;  and  in  addition,  the  draft  falls  with  peculiar  severity  upon 
the  people,  who  can  illy  afford  to  part  with  their  available  labor. 
They  have  been  severe  sufferers  froifj  the  war,  by  the  reduction  of 
their  laboring  force  and  the  overrunning  of  their  territory,  and  some 
regard  should  be  paid  to  these  considerations  in  all  such  cases. 

In  the  second  place — the  act  requires  the  confederate  government 
to  pay  the  value  of  all  slaves  that  may  escape  and  not  return  to  their 
owners,  or  that  may  be  seized  or  killed  by  the  public  enemy,  or  by 
the  want  of  due  diligence,  or  lost  in  any  other  manner,  or  that  shall 
be  injured  by  want  of  proper  care.  But  it  contains  no  provision 
declaring  the  manner  by  which  the  value  of  the  slave  is  to  be  ascer- 
tained before  he  enters  the  service.  The  law  should  be  explicit  upon 
this  point ;  and  when  the  value  is  ascertained,  it  should  be  regarded 
as  conclusive.  When  I  have  been  considted  in  regard  to  it,  I  have 
made- it  a  rule  to  advise  that  it  was  the  duty  of  tlie  courts  either  to 
fix  the  value,  or  designate  reliable  and  judicious  men  to  do  so,  and 
file  the  record  of  valuation  in  the  clerk's  office  of  the  county  coutt. 

In  the  third  place — the  act  declares,  "  slaves  hired  by  individuals 
having  other  slaves,  shall  be  regarded  as  in  the  possession  of  their 
owners,  and  classed  accordingly  in  regard  to  confederate  service." 
In  many  instances  which  have  been  brought  to  my  notice,  the  owner 
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and  the  hirer  have  been  charged  w^h  the  same  slaves,  and  both 
have  been  required  to  make  contributions  upon  this  basis  of  calcula- 
tion. This  is  clearly  unjust,  and  could  not  have  been  contemplated 
when  the  act  was  passed.  x\n  owner  of  slaves  may  have  fifty,  and 
all  the  valuable  males  may  be  hired,  leaving  none  in  his  possession 
except  women  and  children.  How  is  such  an  one  to  comply  with 
the  requisition,  without  withdrawing  his  hired  slaves,  and  thereby 
incur  the  hazard  of  losing  his  fcires,  by  taking  the  slaves  away  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  party  hiring  them  ?  In  such  cases,  the  own- 
ers could,  if  the  law  permitted  it.  to  be  done,  substitute  free  negroes, 
who  would  in  many  instances  be  entirely  willing  to  ren*er  service  for 
the  compensation  provided  by  the  law,  especially  as  this  sum  would 
be  increased  by  the  sum  each  would  receive  from  the  owner.  An 
amendment  authorizing  the  adoption  of  tlie  policy  indicated  would, 
in  ray  judgment,  be  wise,  and  would  give  great  relief  in  many  por- 
tions of  the  state.  I  do  not  sec  that  the  principle  of  substitution 
would  operate  prejudicially  in  any  respect.  , 

In  the  fourth  place — the  governor  is  required  to  equalize  (as  nearly 
as  may  be)  the  burden  between  the  counties,  cities  and  towns,  and 
also  between  the  citizens,  du(^'  regard  beil%  had  to  the  number  of 
slaves  theretofore  furnished  for  confederate  service.  It  is  impossible 
to  perform  this  duty,  because  the  slaves  have  not  been  heretofore  or- 
dered into  service  by  tlie  governor,  nor  have  rolls,  showing  the  ser- 
vice, been  returned  to  him.  Hence  I  have  relied  upon  the  chief  of 
the  engineer  bureau  of  the  confederate  government,  who  has  all  this 
information  in  his  possession ;  and  I  am  glad  to  believe  that  in  mak- 
ing the  cnlls,  this  requirement  of  the  law  has  been  carefully  observed. 

This  law  is  exceedingly  distasteful  to  many  of  our  citizens — not 
because  they  are  unwilling  to  make  all  necessary  sacrifices  for  the 
cause  <ind  the  countiy,  but  because  the  law  is  so  indefinite  in  its 
terms,  that  there  has  been  no  uniform  construction.  The  amend- 
ments indicated  would,  I  think,  have  the  eft'ect  of  removing  the  ob- 
jections of  many,  and  if  the  law  is  to  continue  for  any  considerable 

length  of  time,  would  perhaps  reconcile  the  people  to  it. 

# 

The  war  has  operated  most  oppressively  on  our  people  in  Virginia, 
and  it  becomes  us,  while  we  perform  our  duty  to  ourselves  and  to 
the  confederate  government,  so  to  frame  our  legislation  as  to  make 
the  burden  bear  as  lighlly  as  possil)le  upon  them.  We  have  already 
]ost  untold  millions  in  slave  and  other  personal  property  and  in  the 
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devastation  of  our  territoiy.     Our  losses  have  been  very  heavy — 

exceeding  greatly,  I  apprehend,  the  losses  of  the  people  of  any  other 
state,  in  this  war.  Our  citizens  have  submitte4  to  them,  with  a  for- 
titude in  the  highest  degree  commendable.  The  multiplied  wrongs 
and  outrages  inflicted  upon  them  by  the  enemy,  have  had  no  other 
effect  than  to  strengthen  their  resolution,  and  arouse  them  to  a  more 
determined  purpose  to  succeed  in  the  struggle  in  which  we  %re 


engaged. 


Ruckcr*s  case. 


The  confe^rate  government  turned  over  to  me  this  notorious  cri- 
minal, for  trial  for  liis  ntunt-rous  oflencos  against  the  laws  of  Virginia, 
o;i  the  Gth  day  of  October  last.  He  was  immediately  sent  to  Alle- 
ghany county,  and  was  subsequently  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  in 
several  cases.  As  the  cases  possess  uncommon  interest  and  impor- 
tance, I  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  instruct  the  attorney  general  to 
attend  and  aid  in  conducting  the  prosecution.  The  report  of  this 
distinguished  and  able  officer  is  herewith  transmitted,  and  to  it  I 
refer  you  for  full  information  respecting  the  proceedings,  as  far  as 
they  have  progressed. 

Justices  of  the  "peace  and  other  ojjiccrs. 

I  have  received  information  that  several  of  the  justices  of  the 
peace  in  Mercer  county  have  taken  an  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
feaeral  government.  The  first  question  that  presented  itself  was, 
whether  their  offices  thereby  became  vacant.  This  question  was 
presented  to  the  attorney  general  for  his  ojiinion,  and  I  regret  to  say 
that  this  experienced  officer  can  find  "  no  law  vacating  their  offices 
ipso  facto.''  As  there  are  doubtless  many  cases  of  like  kind  in  the 
state,  I  earnestly  invoke  your  attention  to  the  adoption  of  the  neces- 
sary legislation  to  relieve  the  state  from  all  such  unworthy  officers. 
The  cases  can  be  reached  by  investing  the  county  courts  with  autho- 
rity, where  the  fact  is  established,  to  declare  the  offices  vacant.  The 
law  should  be  made  applicable  to  sheriffs,  coroners,  clerks,  consta- 
bles, &c. 

Lcorislat'irc  resolutions. 

A  resolution,  requesting  information  as  to  "  whether  any  free  ne- 
groes claiming  to  be  from  the  United  States,  invading  the  soil  of  this 
state  in  ^^olation  of  its  laws,  and  captured  by  the  armies  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  have  been  surrendered  by  the  confederate  authorities ; 

t 
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and  if  so,  upon  what  ground  such  surrender  has  been  ftiade,"  was 
adopted  by  the  house  of  deleoates  September  22d  last.  On  the  same 
day  I  transmitted  a  copy  of  the  resolution  to  the  honorable  secretary 
of  war,  with  the  request  in  writing  that  he  would  furnish  the  infor- 
mation desired,  at  his  earliest  convenience.  On  the  21st  November 
last  a  reply  was  received  from  the  assistant  secretary  of  war,  enclos- 
ing a  report  from  Commissioner  Ould,  both  of  which  accompanj'^  this 
communication. 

The  senate  adopted  a  resolution  September  24th  last,  requesting 
the  governor  "to -enquire  of  the  confederate  authorises,  1st,  what 
number  of  slaves  and  free  negroes  have  been  captured  by  our  armies; 
2d,  what  disposition  has  been  made  of  the  same ;  3d,  how  the  own- 
ers of  said  slaves  may  obtain  possession  of  them  :"  and  the  governor 
was  "  further  requested  to  procure  a  list  of  the  said  slaves,  and  of 
their  owners'  names,  so  for  as  practicable,  and  cause  the  same  to  be 
published  for  general  information ;  and  that  he  also  be  requested  to 
commuaicate  the  same  to  the  senate."  This  resolution  was  trans- 
mitted to  the  honorable  secretary  of  war,  on  the  day  of  its  adoption, 
with  a  request,  in  writing,  for  the  information  asked  for,  at  his  earliest 
convenience.  No  answer  has  been  received  to  this  application  ;  and 
I  have  therefore  been  unable  to  carry  out  the  instructions  f>f  the 
senate. 

The  lunatic  asylums. 

I  have  received  a  report  from  the  directors  of  the  asylum  at 
Staunton,  and  am  gratified  to  assure  you  that  it  continues  to  be 
managed  with  the  ability  and  success  whioh  has  ever  characterized 
its  accomplished  superintendent.  The  institution  is  filled  with  pa- 
tients, and  I  regret  to  say  that  numerous  applicants  of  this  unfortu- 
nate class  of  our  citizens  for  admission,  have  to  be  rejected.  With 
every  disposition  to  accommodate,  it  is  found  impossible  to  receive 
another  patient. 

The  enemy  still  being  in  possession  of  Williamsburg,  I  have  been 
unable  to  procure  reliable  information  as  to  the  condition  and  ma- 
nagement of  the  asylum  located  at  that  place.  I  have,  however, 
ascertained,  that  shortly  after  the  city  was  taken,  Doctor  Gait  and 
the  assistant  physician  both  departed  this  life.  Their  places  have 
been  supplied  by  two  physicians  from  the  north,  and  at  the  latest 
dates  they  continued  in  tlie  perlbrmance  of  their  duties.     All  the 
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officers  who  were  in  charge  when  the  enemy  took  possession  of  the 
place,  resigned,  because  they  were  required  to  talve  an  oath  of  alle- 
giance to  the  federal  government.  Subsequently,  the  larger  portion, 
at  the  request  of  the  federal  authorities,  resumed  their  places,  and 
aj;e  still  in  office.  It  is  just  to  tliem  to  state  that  nothing  was  said 
about  the  oath  when  they  returned,  and  they  have  exhibited  their 
devotion  to  the  commonwealth,  by  adhering  to  her  fortunes,  and  re- 
fusing to  acknowledge  their  allegiance  to  the  government  of  our 
enemies. 

.Two  discharged  patients  made  their  way  to  Richmond  some  weeks 
since.  They  informed  me  that  the  medical  attendants  were  faithful 
and  attentive,  and  they  believed  were  well  qualified  for  their  posi- 
tions. The  supplies  were  ample  foi*  their  supjiort,  but  were  badly 
prepared,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  controlling  the  servants.  They 
further  stated  that  when  their  orders  of  discharge  were  delivered, 
they  were  informed  that  neither  money  nor  provisions  could  be  fur- 
nished, and  they  must  make  their  way  to  Richmond  as  best  they 
could.  After  much  toil  and  sulfenng,  they  arrived  here;  and  after 
being  informed  of  their  destitute  condition,  I  aj)i>lied  ior  tj^eir  relief, 
from  the  civil  contingent  fund,  a  sum  sufficient  to  enable  them  to 
reach  ^leir  homes.  The  one  resided  in  Pittsylvania,  and  the  other 
in  Floyd  county. 

Some  months  ago,  having  lieard  the  most  distressing  reports  as  to 
the  condition  of  the  lunatics,  I^lctermined  to  enquire  into  tlie  truth 
of  these  reports,  by  sending  Col.  Ewell,  late  president  ol\  William 
and  Mary  college,  and  Mr.  Custis  of  the  house  of  delegates,  to  make 
a  careful  examination,  and  report  the  results.  General  6.  W.  Smith, 
a  callant  officer,  and  a  kind  hearted  and  humane  gentleman,  readily 
assented  to  allow  a  flag  of  truce  ;  but  the  federal. authorities  refused 
to  permit  these  gentlemen  to  pass*  \A'ithin  their  lines.  This  attempt 
on  liiy  part  to  relieve  these  poor  helpless  people  was  thus  defeated, 
and  I  am  therefore  unable  "to  speak*  more  definitely  respecting  the 
management  of  the  institution  and  the  condition  of  its  inmates.

•  I  cannot  permit  this  occasion  to  pass,  without  placing  on  record 
my  unqualified  condemnation  of  the  action  of  the  federal  authorities 
in  this  matter,  and  my  protest  against  it,  as  a  scandalous  outrage 
\ipon  the  principles  of  civilization  and  the  dictates  of  christian  hu- 
manity. 
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William  and  Mary  college. 

This  is  the  oldest  literaiy  institution  in  this  country,  with  the 
single  exception  of  Harvard  miiversi^y.  The  original  charter  of  tlie 
college  waS  granted  by  AVilliam  and  Mary  on  the  8th  day  of  Febrff- 
ary  in  the  year  1692,  and  it  has  continued  an  institution  of  learning 
of  high  character  and  great  merit,  dispensing  the  benefits  and  bless- 
ings o^  education  to  thousands,  up  to  the  period  when  this  war  broke 
out.  Its  graduates  and  students  and  their  descendants  are  to  be 
found  in  almost  all  the  states  that  constitnted  the  late  United  States. 
No  institution  has  done  more  for  the  cause  of  education,  science  and  . 
literature, 'than  this  venerable  college. 

Three  times  has  it  been  reduced  to  ashes.  It  was  first  destroyed 
and  rebuilt  in  the  year  1721 ;  again  in  the  year  1857,  and  rebuilt  by 
voluntary  contributions — and  finally  destroyed  in  the  summer  of 
18G2,  after  the  enemy  had  taken  possession  of  the  city  of  Williams- 
burg. The  Ibuildings  Jiad  been  used  as  a  place  of  deposit  by  the 
enemy  for  their  commissary  and  quartermaster  stores;  and  it  was  not 
until  these  were  removed,  as  I  am  informed,  that  the  buildings  were 
burned.  Thus,  we  have  alnother  evidence  of  the  vandal  spirit  which 
animates  the  yankee  armyt  The  antiquity  of  an  institution  of  learn- 
ing, or  the  benefits  it  has  conferred  upon  mankind,  secures  no  pro- 
tection against  such  a  foe  as  we  are  fighting.  With  them  nothing  is 
sacred.  Neither  personal  rights,  private  property  nor  charitable  or 
literary  institutions  are  entitled  to  their  respect  or  protection.  Their 
mission  is  the  subjugation  of  the  south,  and  they  are  foolish  enough 
to  think  their  policy  will  strike  terror  to  the  hearts  of  the  southern 
people,  and  finally  force  them  into  subjection  to  northern  power. 
What  a  miscalculation!  The  outrages  they  have  committed,  the 
enormities  the}^  have  perpetrated,  have  aroused  and  inflamed  the 
southern  mind,  and  have  intensified  sottthern  feeling  to  an  extent 
that  \\'\\\  do  all,  dare  all,  and  submit  to  all  that  northern  diabolism 
can  inflict,  before  they  will  ever  consent  to  a  reconstruction  of  the 
government  of  the  United  States.  Th6y  have  "poured  the  sweet ^.,< 
milk  of  concord  into  hell,"  and  our  future  relations  must  be  those  of 
enemies. 

Virginia  military  institute. 

I  transmit  the  report  of  the  board  ofi  visitors  of  the  military  insti- 
tute for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1862,  accompanied  by  the  reports 
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of  the  superintendent,  the  surgeon  and  the  treasurer,  and  also  the 
correspondence  between  General  T.  J.  Jackson,  commanding  con- 
federate forces,  requesting  the  services  of  the  cadets  in  his  proposed 
attack  on  Millroy,  and  General  F.  H.  S^nith,  superintendent,  to  which 
I^invite  your  particular  attention.  I  regard  these  as  decidedly  the 
most  interesting  reports  that  have  emanated  from  the  officers  of  the 
institute  since  its  organization.  The  report  of  the  intelligent  super- 
intendent cannot  fail  to  interest  most  deeply  every  son  of  Vij^inia, 
and  he  will  rise  from  its  perusal  with  a  feeling  of  pride  in  learning 
what  services  have  been  rendered  in  this  struggle  for  independence 
by  its  cadets.  This  institution  has  done  much  to  aid  our  cause,  and 
its  eleves  have  rendered  seryices  in  this  war,  which  have  amply  com- 
pensated Virginia  for  all  the  expenditures  she  has  been  called  upon 
to  make.  Indeed,  it  is  difficult  to  estimate  its  value ;  but  it  is  easy 
for  even  the  casual  observer  tt>  see  that  we  would  have  been  most 
seriously  embarrassed  in  the  origin  of  the  war,  if  we  had  not  been 
able  at  that  important  moment  to  call  upon  this  educated  military 
talent  to  aid  in  drilling  and  organizing  our  inexperienced  volunteers. 

The  institute  has  furnished  eight  brigadier  generals,  fifty-six  colo- 
nels, thirty-nine  lieutenant  colonels,  thirty-eight  majors,  one  hundred, 
and  ten  captains,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  lieutenants,  twelve  aids  de 
camp,  twenty-six  adjutants  of  regiments,  and  thirty-four  assistant 
adjutant  generals,  surgeons,  quartermasters  and  commissaries — making 
a  total  of  four  hundred  and  forty.  Of  these,  fifty-seven  have  been 
killed,  and  seventy-three  wotmded  in  battle,  and  eight  have  died  in 
service — making  a  total  of  one  hundred  and  thirty-eight.  When  it 
is  recollected  that  these  results  are  founded  upon  incomplete  returns, 
we  may  well  conclude  that  the  Virginia  military  institute  has  ren- 
dered services  valuable  beyond  comparison  with  those  rendered  by 
any  other  similar  institution  in  the  Confederacy.  Its  claims,  there- 
fore, upon  the  state  are  strcflig,  and  whatever  aid  may  be  required  to 
enlarge  its  sphere  of  usefulness,  will  meet  with  a  ready  response 
from  the  general  assembly,  especially  when  it  is  considered  that  this 
war  may  last  for  years. 

The  number  of  cadets  at  the  institute  at  this  time  is  upwards  of 
two  hundi-ed  and  fifty.  All  the  embarrassments  and  difficulties 
which  attended  the  reopening  of  the  institute  in  January  last  (and 
they  were  many),  have  been  happily  overcome  by  the  indomitable 
perseverance,  energy  and  judgment  of  the  superintendent  and  his  as- 
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sistants.  The  school  is  in  a  most*flourishing  condition — more  so  than 
at  any  pvcvions  period  in  its  histoiy.  The  number  of  cadets  could 
have  been  much  increased,  if  accommodations  could  have  been  pro- 
vided for  all  who  made  application  for  admission. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  the  surgeon,  and  particularly 
to  that  portion  which, relates  to  increased  hospital  accommodations. 
His  suggestions  are  sound,  in  my  judgment,  and  I  commend  them  to 
the  ffT^orable  consideration  of  the  legislature. 

University  of  Virginia. 

I  have  received  no  report  or  other  Jiuthentic  information  as  to  the 
condition  of  this  valuable  institution,  since  it  was  reopened.  If  in- 
formation shall  be  receiyed  during  your  session,  it  will  be  specially 
communicated. 

Extortion, 

In  the  laws  and  moral  government  of  God,  extortion  is  considered 
a  high  crime;  and  the  extortioner  is  uniformly  associated  in  his  Word, 
with  idolaters,  with  the  covetous,  thieves,  drunkards,  adulterers,  for- 
nicators and  revilers.  Against  this  prevailing  crime  and  tliose  who 
connnit  it,  the  president  of  the  Confederate  States,  in  a  recent  com- 
munication, appeals  to  me  to  invoke  action  on  the  part  of  tlie  general 
assembly.  He  says,  "I  beg  respectfully  to  ask  the  aid  of  the  execu- 
tives of  the  several  states  in  recommending  to  the  several  legislatures," 
'*  the  adoption  of  some  measures  to  suppress  the  shameful  extortion 
now  practiced  upon  the  people  by  men  who  cnu  be  reached  by  no 
niotal  influence,  and  who  are  worse  enemies  of  the  Confederacy  than 
if*found  in  arrps  among  the  invading  forces.  The  armies  in  the  field, 
as  well  as  the  families  of  soldiers  and  othera  of  the  people  at  home, 
.are,  the  prey  of  these  mercenaries;  and  it  is  onl}-  through  state  action 
that  their  traffic  can  1;)e  suppressed.  Their  condign  punishment  is 
ardently  desired  by  every  patriot." 

I  cordially  endorse  all  that  the  president  says  in  this  extract  from 
his  letter.  If  the  members  of  the  general  assembly  could  have 
heard,  as  I  have  been  compelled  to  hear,  day  after  day,  the  appeals 
of  mothers  and  sisters  and  children  of  soldiers,  whose  husbands, 
brothers  and  fathers  are  now  and  have  been,  from  the  commence- 
ment of  this  atrocious  war,  in  the  field  defending  the  freedom  and  • 
protecting  the  persons  and  property  of  these  extortioners,  they  would 
feel  the  necessity  of  doing  something  for  their  relief, 
iv 
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Mothers,  respectable  in  appearance,  of  refined  manners,  who  have 

evidently  seen  better  days,  have  come  to  me  with  children  in  their 
arms,  and  whase  husbands  were  in  the  field,  and  have  appealed  to  me 
to  secure  them  some  place  where  they  and  their  little  ones  could  be 
sheltered  from  the  storm.  They  had  been  turned  out  of  their  houses, 
and  were  unable  to.secure  others  in  which  to  live.  Rents  had  in- 
creased, and  they  could  not  pay  them*  out  of  the  small  pittance  re- 
ceived by  their  husbands  for  their  seiTices.  Avarice  clutched  every 
cent  that  could  be  had,  in  the  way  of  increase  for  rent,  bread  and  all 
family  necessaries ;  and  the  wife  of  the  soldier  being  outbid,  she  had 
of  course  to  suri'ender  her  home.  This  should  not  be.  The  soldier's 
family  should  be  protected  and  provided  for,  and  h6  should  have  it 
to  say,  when  he  returns,  the  government  has  protected  those  who 
were  dearer  to  me  than  life,  while  I  have  been  absent  fighting  its 
battles  for  freedom.  If  he  is  assured  his  family  is  protected,  he  will 
fight  cheerfully  for  his  country,  and  will  bless  the  country  and  up- 
hold its  institutions  when  peace  shall  be  established.  In  all  after 
time,  as  a  general  principle,  he  will  be  found  a  true  and  loyal  citi- 
zen, faithful  to  the  governments,  state  and  confederate. 

A  single  example  will  show  what  enormous  profits  are  being  made 
in  one  branch  of  manufacture  in  our  state.  I  have  it  from  undoubted 
authority,  that  a  cotton  manufiicturing  company  has  already  divided 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  profits,  and  will  divide  twenty-five  per  cent, 
more  at  the  close  of  the  year — making  a  clear  profit  in  twelve  months, 
of  one  hundred  per  cent,  upon  the  capital  stock.  Other  branches  of 
mauufiicture  are  doubtless  paying  profits  equally  large,  exhibiting  an 
unhealthy  condition  of  things,  that  requires  the  application  of  severe 
remedies.  If  the  extortioner  will  not  release  his  gripe,  let  the  legis- 
lature so  frame  th^ax  bill  as  to  make  him  contribute  a  fair  propor- 
tion of  his  enormous  gains  to  the  support  of  the  government.  'As 
long  as  he  can  make  such  profits,  the  war  is  a  blessing  to  him,  and 
its  termintition  the  last  thing  he  desires  to  see  brought  about.  He 
thinks  alone  of  his  gains — not  of  his  country  nor  his  country's  cause. 

The  conscription  bill,  in  its  operation,  takes  possession  of  indivi- 
duals, and  puts  them  in  service  in  our  armies,  without  their  consent. 
If  the  persons  of  men  can  be  taken  for  the  service  of  the  country, 
«  why  cannot  property  and  the  enormous  profits  of  the  extortioner  be 
taken  possession  of  in  the  same  summary  mode,  to  aid  the  country's 
cause?    Is  property  acquired,  or  profits  wrung  by  the  extortioner 
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from  the  necessities  of  the  people,  more  sacred  than  the  person  of 
the  citizen  ?  The  personal  liberty  of  the  citizen  rises  far  above  all 
questions  of  property,  or  pecuniary  profits,  under  our  government. 

The  law  presented  at  your  last  session  is  in  most  respects  a  good 
one ;  and  I  recommend  that  you  take  it  up,  amend  it  as  you  may 
think  necessary,  preserving  the  principle  on  which  it  is  founded,  and 
pass  it.     I  am  of  opinion  it  will  produce  good  results. 

The  prisoners  captured  by  the  state  line. 

One  hundred  and  eighteen  of  the  prisoners  captured  by  the  state 
line  in  the  brilliant  affairs  at  Prestonsburg  and  Pikeville  in  Kentucky, 
arrived  here  on  the  morning  of  the  27th  of  last  month.  I  have  had 
preparations  made  for  their  safe  keeping,  and  I  have  announced  to 
the  president  of  the  United  States  the  terms  upon  which  exchanges 
can  alone  be  made.  In  tlie  mean  time  I  have  placed  in  the  peniten- 
tiary, and  put  at  hard  work,  Capt.  Gramm  and  Lieut.  Wade,  who 
are  to  remain  at  hard  work  as  hostages  for  Capt.  Duskey  and  Lieut. 
Vanner,  now  in  confinement  in  the  district  penitentiary  at  Wash- 
ington city.  ' 

I  have  also  placed  in  solitary  confinement  Captain  Thomas  Dam- 
ron  and  Lieutenant  Wilson  Damron,  and  privates  John  W.  Howe, 
Isaac  Goble,  David  V.  Auxier,  Samuel  Pack  and  William  S.  Dills, 
who  are  held  as  hostages  for  the  gallant  Zarvona,  wlio  has  been  in 
confinement  since  July  1861,  and  who  has  been  treated  (if  the  half 
I  hear  is  true)  with  a  brutality  unparalleled  in  the  history  of  civi- 
lized warfare.  Five  others,  deserters  from  the  confederate  service, 
have  been  turned  over  for  trial.  The  other  prisoners  are  confined 
and  treated  as  prisoners  of  war,  not  to  be  released  (with  my  consent) 
until  some  general  rule  shall  be  adopted  in  regard  to  prisoners  and 
private  j:itizens,  which  shall  be  just  and,  honorable  to  the  people  of 
Virginia,  and  w^hich  will  preserve  their  rights  in  future. 

\ 

I  rejoice  at  this  capture,  made  by  General  Floyd,  as  it  furnishes  me 
the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  that  Virginia  is  a  sovereign  state,  with 
tlie  power  and  the  will  on  the  part  of  her  executive  to  defend  the 
officers  holding  her  commissions,  and  protect  her  citizens.  If  the 
stato  line  shall  accomplish  no  other  result  than  it  has  effected,  it  will 
have  established  its  reputation  for  valuable  service,  and  will  have 
secured  an  honorable  place  in  history,  connected  with  this  war. 
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I  invite  your  attention  to  the  report  of  Major  General  Floyd,  here- 
with communicated,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  consideration.  It  will 
doubtless  prove  highly  interesting  to  the  general  assembly,  and  will 
satisfy  them  that  the  state  force  has  accomplished  valuable  results — 
results  showing  it  deserving  of  the  fostering  care  of  the  legislature. 
It  has  captured  stores  and  other  property  equal  in  value  to  near  half 
a  million  of  dollars,  and  has  effected  the  demoralization  of  the  op- 
posing force,  and  inspired  a  wholesome  dread  amongst  them.  This 
raid  has  been  pronounced  by  the  enemy  one  of  the  most  destructive 
they  have  suffered;  and  Major  General  Floyd  deserves  the  thanks  of 
Virginia  for  the  judgment  in  its  conception,  and  the  skill  and  energy 
he  has  displayed  in  its  execution.  Give  him  his  ten  thousand  men, 
and  he  will  do  more  for  western  Virginia  than  any  other  commander 
is  likely  to  accomplish,  for  the  relief  of  that  section  of  the  state. 
Colonel  Clarkson  and  his  gallant  boys  are  not  to  be  forgotten. 

The  state  ranga's. 

Under  the  act  organizing  the  companies  of  rangers,  the  term  of 
service  was  declared  to  be  twelve  months.  In  the  month  of  August 
last  I  directed  all  the  companies  to  report  to  Major  General  Floyd. 
This  gentleman  had,  at  the  request  of  the  general  assembly,  been 
commissioned  a  major  general,  and  I  deemed  it  advisable,  therefore, 
to  place  all  state  forces  under  his  command.  The' term  of  service  of 
some  of  the  companies  has  expired ;  but  regarding  the  defence  of 
western  Virginia  as  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  knowing  of  no 
means  of  defence  likely  to  prove  so  successful,  I  have  retained  them. 
Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  thought  it  advisable  to  await  the  as- 
sembling of  the  legislature,  v^hen  such  action  could  be  taken  as 
would  be  considered  wise  and  proper.  So  long  as  the  state  line  shall 
be  kept  up,  I  consider  it  judicious  to  retain  the  rangers,  to  act  in 
concert  with  the  forces  of  the  state  line,  and  to  be  under  the  com- 
mand of  General  Floyd.  It  is,  however,  for  you  to  determine  whe- 
ther they  shall  be  disbanded  at  the  end  of  twelve  months,  or  whe- 
ther thlv  shall  be  retained  in  service  for  a  longer  time.

The  report  of  the  adjutant  general. 

I  commend  this  report  to  your  consideration.  The  necessity  of 
organizing  a  force  for  home  defence,  at  this  time,  will  strike  the  minds 
of  the  general  assembly.  It  is  of  the  first  importance  ;  and  I  com- 
mend its  suggestions  to  your  cbnsideration  and  approval.     They  ap- 
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pear  to  me  in  all  respects  to  be  eminently  judicious  and  proper,  under 
the  circumstances;  and  emanating  from  so  experienced  an  officer 
they  are  entitled  to  great  consideration  and  favor. 

Ordnance  depai-fmeiit. 

The  report  of  the  ordnance  department  is  herewith  presented,  and 
shows  that  the  valuable  officer  at  the*  head  of  it  has  discharged  his 
duty  with  that  fidelity  and  ability  which  lie  has  always  heretofore 
exhibited.  He  has  rendered  valuable  services  from  the  bcfjinninir  of 
the  war  to  .the  present  time.  His  attention,  his  energy,  industry  and 
practical  judgment  have  been  fully  developed,  in  this  important  posi- 
tion, and  the  state  owes  him  a  large  debt  of  gratitude. 

T/ic  qmrtermastcr  general's  department. 

The  duties  of  this  department  have  been  discharged  with  consum- 
mate skill,  ability,  industry  and  fidelity.  Col.  Smoot  has  been  in  the 
sei-vice  of  the  state  since  the  war  commencefl  ;  and  a  more  untiring 
and  laborious  officer  I  have  never  known  in  any  service.  His  busi- 
ness has  been  managed  with  system  and  order;  his  accounts  have 
been  regularly  settled  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  auditing  board  ;  and 
he  has  been  j^rompt  in  the  execution  of  the  orders  which  have  been 
from  time  to  time  issued  to  Jiini.  His  purchases  for  the  state  line, 
in  price  and  cpiality,  will  compare  must  favorably  with  those  made 
for  the  confederate  government,  by  its  officers  and  agents,  during  the 
same  period.     He  and  his  subordinates  deserve  well  of  the  state. 

Free  nes-rues  a7id  slaves. 


I  suggest  whether  it  would  not  be  wise  to  enact  a  law  requiring 
all  free  negroes  now  resident  in  those  portions  of  the  state  which 
have  been  overrun  by  the  enemy,  to  be  removed  and  put  to  work 
upon  the  fortifications.  In  their  present  position  in  the  peninsula 
and  other  portions  of  this  connnonwcalth,  they  liave  it  in  theijpower 
to  do  us  serious  mischief,  not  only  by  tampering  with  our  si  As,  but 
in  communicating  valuable  information  to  the  enemy.  The  slaves 
ought  also  to  be  removed  at  the  same  time,  and  employed  in  like 
manner,  if  the  owners  would  consent  to  the  arrangement.  I  advise, 
therefore,  that  you  pass  a  law  authorizing  confederate  commanders 
to  ad-rest  the  free  negroes,  list  them,  and  deliver  thtm  over  to  the 
proper  officer  of  the  confederate  government,  foi-  this  or  any  otlier 
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service" in  which  labor  is  required.  ^  They  will  receive  ^ood  wages, 
and  be  provided  with  rations-.  When  the  danger  passes  by,  they  can 
return  to  their  liomes. 

Many  reasons  could  be  urged  in  support  of  this  suggestion,  but 
I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  pr(^ent  them,  as  they  will  readily  occur 
to  the  minds  of  the  members  ^f  the  general  assembly.  Suffice  it  to 
say  that  there  is  a  strong  necessity  for  some  action  on  this  subject, 
and  it  ought  to  be  taken  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

Death  of  Hon.  Wm,  Ballard  Preston. 

Since  your  adjournment  this  distinguished  gentleman  has  departed 
this  life,  and  one  of  your  earliest  duties  will  be  to  select  a  successor 
to  fill  his  place  in  tiie  Confederate  States  senate. 

Mr.  Preston  was  a  gentleman  of  the  most  estimable  character,  of 
brilliant  talents,  highly  improved  by  cultivation.  In  the  domestic 
and  social  circles  he  was  an  ornament.  As  a  statesman,  he  was  liberal 
in  his  views,  ardently  devoted  to  his  country  and  its  welfare,  but  with 
his  whole  heart  he  loved  Virginia.  Around  her  his  afiections  were 
entwined  as  the  tendrils  of  the  ivy  encircle  the  majestic  oak. 

During  the  session  of  the  convention,  and  his  servicc^in  the  provi- 
sional congress  and  in  the  confederate  senate,  it  was  my  good  fortune 
to  see  much  of  him,  and  to  confer  freely  with  him  on  questions  of 
the  utmost  importance  to  our  beloved  commonwealth.  His  views 
w^ere  presented  with  singular  clearness  and  force,  and  our  interviews 
were  always  pleasant  and  profitable  to  me.  He  recognized  Virginia^ 
as  the  noble  mother  to  whom  he  owed  his  allegiance,  but  never  for- 
got his  duties  to  the  confederate  government.  As  an  orator  he  had 
few  equals,  and  was  remarkable  alike  for  the  grace  and  elegance  of 
his  elocution.  He  was  a  pure  and  good  man,  and  in  all  the  relations 
of  life,  public  and  private,  he  performed,  faithfully  and  unostenta- 
tiously-his  duties  to  his  family,  his  friends  and  his  country.  He  has 
been  o(Ped  from  the  theatre  of  action  at  a  most  interesting  period  in 
the  history  of  our  country,  and  well  may  Virginia  mourn  over  the 
loss  of  so  cherished  and  valued  a  son. 

His  race  has  been  run  ;  the  goal  has  been  reached,  and  he  has  gone 
to  the  grave,  adorned  with  the  highest  honors  that  his  state  could 
confer.  It  is  left  for  us  to  emulate  his  virtues,  to  imitate  his  exam- 
ple, and  profit  by  the  lesson  his  life  inculcates. 
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Representation  i?i  the  legislature. 

It  is  necessary  that  some  action  sliall  be  taken  by  yon  at  this  ses- 
sion in  regard  to  representation  from  those  portions  of  the  state 
under  the  control  of  the  enemy.  An  election  for  governor,  lieutenant 
governor,  attorney  general  and  members  of  the  general  assembly, 
will  come  off  in  May  next ;  and  unless  some  legislative  action  is  had 
now,  the  counties  in  the  enemy's  possession  will  have  no  opportunity 
t)f  voting.  Tliis  result  sliould  not  be  permitted  to  occur,  if  it  can 
possibly  be  avoided.  I  suggest,  therefore,  that  you  pass  a  law  simi- 
lar in  its  provisions  to  the  ordinance  passed  by  the  convention  on 
this  sul:yect.  It  is  but  just  to  our  gallant  soldiers  that  they  shall 
have  a  voice  in  the  selection  of  their  state  officers  and  representatives 
in  the  general  assembly;  and  it  is  equally  just  that  the  loyal  men  of 
all  the  counties  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  represented.  Our 
action  should  show  that  we  do  not  intend  to  abandon  any  portion,  of 
Virginia ;  and  our  legislation  can  certainly  be  so  shaped  as  to  indi- 
cate this  purpose  in  the  most  distinct  manner.  The  citizens  in  the 
enemy's  lines,  whose  loyalty  to  the  commonwealth  has  been  so  tho- 
roughly tested  for  the  last  eighteen  months,  have  a  right  to  expect 
that  they  shall  be  allowed  to  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  privileges  which 


legislation  can  confer. 


Maryland. 


I  do  not  despair  of  Maryland.  I  have  strong  faith  and  an  abiding 
conviction  that  this  state  is  destined  to  constitute  a  part  of  the  South- 
ern Confederacy.  I  believe  nov>^,  as  I  have  uniformly  believed,  that 
a  decided  majority  of  her  people  are  with  us  in  feeling  and  in  senti- 
ment, and  when  they  shall  be  permitted  to  give  a  free  expression  of 
their  sentiments,  they  will  so  declare.  Why  should  they  not?  Their 
interests  and  the  interests  of  Virginia  are  identical.  The  ties  of  con- 
sanguinity and  of  marriage,  of  kindred  institutions  and  similarity  of 
pursuit — ^every  tie  indeed  that  is  calculated  to  unite  and  bind  aieople 
together,  exists  between  Maryland  and  Virginia.  The  land  of  Car- 
roll and  of  Howard,  of  Ringgold  and  of  Watson,  will  seek  an  alliance 
with  congenial  spirits  in  the  Southern  Confederacy.  Her  proud  spi- 
rited and  patriotic  daughters  would  repudiate  with  scorn  any  other 
association  for  their  fathers,  husbands,  brothers  and  sons.  And  how 
could  these  daughters,  who  \|§ve  exhibited  such  interest  in  the  south- 


em  cause,  and  have  uniforniTy  shown  such  sympathy  and  manifested 
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such  kindness  and  attention  to  our  brave  soldiers  whom  the  casual- 
ties of  war  have  thrown  amongst  them,  ever  assent  to  any  other 
association  than  with  their  noble  southern  sisters  ?  The  destiny  Of 
Maryland  is  with  the  south.     That  destiny  will  be  accomplished. 

Conclusio7i. 

May  the  Supreme  Ruler  of  the  Universe,  who  has  watched  over 
us  with  such  benignant  care ;  dispensed  blessings  with  so  liberal  and 
generous  a  hand ;  crewned  our  arms  with  such  brilliant  success,  and 
preserved  us  from  the  horrors  of  subjugation,  still  protect  and  defend 
us  against  the  wiles  and  machinations  of  our  unscrupulous  enemies, 
and  in  his  own  good  time,  establish  our  independence.

Contract  by  the  governor   for  the  purchase  of  salt  for  the  use  of  the 

people  of   Virginia. 

Articles  of  agreement,  entered  into  this  twenty-second  day  of  October  1862,  between 
Charles  Scott,  W.  A.  Stuart  and  George  W.  Palmer,  of  the  first  part,  and  John  Letcher, 
governor  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  acting  for  and  in  behalf  of  said  commonwealth, 
by  virtue  of  authority  vested  in  him  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  entitled 
an  act  to  provide  for  the  production,  distribution  and  sale  of  salt  in  this  commonwealth, 
passed  on  the  first  day  of  October  1862 : 

Witnesseth,  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  jointly  and  severally  agree  to  furnish  to 
the  said  governor,  for  the  use  of  the  people  of  Virginia,  tlu;  following  quantities  of  salt,  in 
bags  or  barrels  to  be  provided  by  them,  at  the  following  times,  to  wit:  From  the  31st  of 
October  instant,  six  hundred  bushels  per  day,  until  the  first  day  of  December  next ;  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  bushels  per  day  thereafter,  until  the  first  day  of  March  1863:  in 
each  of  the  months  included  in  said  time,  the  number  of  days  to  be  rated  as  twenty-five 
days  per  month :  the  whole  amount  of  salt  agreed  to  be  furnished  by  them  within  the  time 
specified,  being  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  bushels.  The  said  salt  to  be  delivered 
daily,  ready  for  shipment,  and  put  upon  the  cars  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road,  at 
their  depot  on  their  branch  road  at  Saltville,  whenever  the  cars  are  ready  for  such  shipment — 
the  said  governor  to  furnish  the  cars  for  transporting  the  same. 

In  consideration  whereof,  the  said  governor  agrees,  on  the  part  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Virginia,  to  pay  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  or  to  their  constituted  agent,  the  sum 
of  two  dollars  and  thirty-three  and  a  third  cents  per  bushel,  in  sacks  or  barrels  as  aforesaid, 
at  such  times  after  the  delivery  thereof  into  the  cars  of  said  rail  road,  as  the  said  parties  of 
the  first  part  may  present  their  claims  therefor — the  same  to  be  certified  to  have  been  deli- 
vered, by  the  agent  of  said  rail  road. 

It  is  further  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  the  said  governor  shall  have  the  option  to 
take  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  they  shall  have  the  option  to  furnish  after  the  said 
first  day  of  March  next,  an  additional  quantity  of  salt,  in  bags  or  barrels  as  aforesaid,  to  be 
delivered  as  aforesaid,  at  the  rate  of  two  thousand  bushels  per  day,  until  the  first  day  of 
October  1863 :  the  number  of  days  for  each  month  to  be  rated  at  twenty-five  days :  the 
total  amount  of  salt  to  be  four  hundred  thousand  bushels :  provided,  that  the  general  assem- 
bly of  Virginia  shall,  at  their  next  session,  approve  and  ratify  this  clause  of  this  agreement: 
and  provided  also,  that  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  at  that  time,  shall  also  assent  thereto  in 
writing. 

And  if  the  general  assembly  shall  ratify  the  said  clause,  and  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
part  shall  have  agree'd  tliereto,  then  the  said  governor  further  agrees,  on  the  part  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Virginia,  to  pay  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  or  to  their  constituted 
agent,  the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  thirty-three  and  a  third  cents  per  bushel,  in  sacks  or  bar- 
rels, as  aforesaid,  when  their  accounts  shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  verified  as  before 
mentioned. 

But  if  the  said  agreement  for  the  additional  quantity  of  salt,  herein  prescribed  to  be  fur- 
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nished  after  the  first  day  of  Marcli  next,  shall  not  be  ratified  by  the  general  assembly,  so 
much  of  this  agreement  as  relates  to  said  additional  quantity  shall  be  null  and  void. 

It  is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto,  that  no  restrictions  shall  be 
placed  by  the  governor,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  upon  the  sale  of  any 
salt  made  at  Saltville,  over  and  above  the  amount  herein  agreed  to  be  furnished  by  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part. 

And  it  is  further  understood  and  agreed,  that  while  the  state  of  Virginia  requires  the  salt 
hereby  contracted  fur  to  be  furnished  and  delivered  at  the  times  and  in  the  quantities  spe- 
cified, withoiit  failure,  tlie  delivery  thereof  shall  not  interfere  with  existing  contracts  made 
with  the  government  of  the  (Confederate  States,  or  with  any  separate  state  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  or  with  any  county  or  corporation  court  witliin  this  commonwealth. 

In  the  event  of  a  failure  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part  to  comply  with  the  stipulations 
of  this  agreement,  it  is  understood  that  nothing  herein  shall  deprive  the  said  governor  of 
any  power  or  right  given  him  in  the  act  of  assembly  herein  before  referred  to. 

In  witness  whereof,  the  parties  hento  have  subscribed  their  names  and  affixed  tlieir  seals 
the  day  and  year  herein  first  before  mentioned,  and  the  governor  lias  hereto  signed  his  name 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia.

By  the  governor  of  Virginia — A  jtroclamat'ion. 

The  general  assembly,  at  its  late  extra  sessiou,  called  for  the  purpose,  by  me,  appropri- 
Ated  a  half  million  of  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  salt  for  the  citizens  of  tliis  commonwealth. 

Immediate]}'  upon  the  passage  of  the  act,  I  ordoix>d  the  quartermaster  of  the  state  forces 
to  procure  transportation,  in  the  shortest  possible  time,  for  hauling  from  the  Kanawha  saliuea 
all  the  salt  which  liis  means  of  transportation  would  enable  Iiim  to  accomplisli,  and  I  caused 
him  to  be  furnished  with  ample  fuinls  for  the  purpose.  The  inroads  of  tlie  enemy  into  the 
Kanawha  valley,  and  the  destruction  of  all  conveyances  which  fl'U  into  his  hands,  and  the 
transportation  of  our  own  armies  to  and  from  that  section  of  the  state,  had  so  effectually 
occupied  or  destroyed  all  the  wagons  and  teams  that  they  could  not  be  procured  there ;  and 
the  country  had  bten  so  thoroughly  devastated,  that  it  was  necessarj'  to  send,  with  the 
wagons  procuiX'd  elsewhere,  all  the  produce  requisite  for  the  support  of  the  teams  going  and 
returning.  Every  effort  was  made  promptl3't<)  procure  the  transportation;  but  the  distance 
and  the  difficulties  to  bo  encouuteretl,  rendered  rapid  movem(>nts  impracticable.  The  conse- 
quence has  Ix-eu  that,  In^fore  the  train  of  wagons  w^hich  had  been  organized  and  were  on 
their  way  thither  could  reach  their  destination,  the  enemy  in  superior  force  again  appeared 
at  the  Kanawha  salines,  and  our  army  has  been  compelled  to  fall  back,  and  but  an  insig- 
nificant amount  of  salt  has  been  obtained  by  individuals,  and  none  under  the  orders  given. 

Having  made  these  arrangements,  I  issued  a  proclamation  biking  possession  of  all  the 
ealt  then  on  hand,  or  tliat  might  be  made  at  the  salt  vvorks  in  Smyth  and  Washington  coun- 
ties. I  immediately  set  out  in  person  for  Saltville,  hoping  to  obtain  there  a  supply  to  meet 
the  wants  of  tlie  people.  Wlien  I  arrived  I  found  that  the  contracts  then  existing  with  the 
Confederate  Btates,  with  sister  southern  states,  and  with  count}'  and  corporation  courts  in 
this  commonwealth,  were  of  such  a  character,  that  this  abrogation  would  result  in  intermi- 
nable conflicts  and  difficulties,  iu  breaches  of  faith  and  in  incalculable  distress.  I  found, 
too,  that  instead  of  purchasing  for  money  the  necessary  supplies,  fuel,  transportation,  labor 
and  machinery  for  these  immense  works,  a  system  had  prevaile<i  for  years  to  barter  them 
for  salt;  that  writtt>n  ord«a"s  were  given  for  salt,  for  the  amount  bartered,  and  that  these  or- 
<Iers  had  become  the  subject  of  speculation  and  extortion:  that  this  necessarily  absorbed 
&  very  large  amount  of  the  salt  manufactured,  and  that  the  proprietors  were  forced  to  furnish 
the  salt  necessary  to  meet  these  oiKlfrs,  or  have  their  works  stopped  for  the  want  of  supplies. 
All  these  circumstanoes  rendered  it  improper  and  unadvisable  for  nie  to  take  possession  of 
the  works  and  work  them  on  state  account.  It  was  impossible  to  put  up  new  works  in 
time  to  meet  the  immediate  wants  of  the  state.  Jly  only  alternative,  therefore,  was  to  pur- 
chase all  the  salt  over  and  above  e.xisting  contracts,  that  could  be  manufactured  within  any 
reasonabte  time.  After  considerable  difficulty,  I  made  a  contract  with  responsible  parties 
to  furnish  the  state  with  15(M)0()  bushels  of  salt,  that  Ixsing  the  full  capacity  of  manutacturo 
by  tlie  existing  works,  after  supplj'ing  existing  contracts.  The  salt  is  to  be  furnished  in 
(bags  or  barrels,  and  delivered  on  the  cars  at  Saltville,  a  branch  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennes- 
see rail  road,  at  the  price  of  $2  33J  per  bushel. 

It  was  my  eanicst  desire  to  obtain  the  largest  quantities  at  the  earliest  periods ;  but  I 
found  this  impracticable.    The  eoiutract  requires  the  parties  to  furnish  tho  quantity  cou- 
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traded  for  as  follows:  15,000  bushels  in  the  month  of  November,  at  the  rate  of  600  bushels 
per  day ;  and  45,000  bushels  in  each  of  the  months  of  December,  January  and  February, 
at  the  rate  of  1,800  bushels  per  day. 

As  it  was  speci.illy  stipulated  in  the  contract  made,  that  the  delivery  of  the  salt  contracted 
for  to  the  state,  should  not  interfere  with  existing  contracts  made  with  the  government  of 
the  Confederate  States,  or  with  any  separate  state  of  the  Confederate  States,  or  with  any 
county  or  corporation  court  of  this  state,  and  as  large  supplies  are  being  furnislictl  under 
these  contracts,  there  will  not  be  so  great  a  competition  in  the  market,  and  our  people  need 
not  submit  to  the  extortion  of  speculators;  and  especially  as  sixty  of  the  counties  and  cor- 
porations of  the  state  will,  under  their  contracts,  obtain  upwards  of  300,000  bushels  in  ad- 
dition to  the  amount  purchased  by  me,  it  is  hoped  that  that  amount,  though  not  as  great  as 
could  have  been  desired,  will  mitigate,  in  some  measure,  the  urgent  wants  of  the  people. 

To  cover  all  costs  and  charges  incident  to  purchase,  transportation  and  distribution,  I 
have  fixed  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  bushel  as  tlie  price  to  be  paid  by  all  recipients  of 
salt  under  tlic  law,  being  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  ])er  pound.  And  I  do  hereby  proclaim, 
according  to  law,  that  the  sale  of  any  salt  obtained  under  the  state  contract,  and  distributed 
by  autliority  of  tliis  proclamation,  at  a  higher  price  than  at  the  rate  of  six  cents  per  pound. 
Tinder  any  pretext  whatever,  is  a  misdemeanor;  and  the  sale  of  each  pound  thereof,  at  a 
higher  price,  is  declared  by  law  to  be  a  separate  offence ;  and  the  person  convicted  thereof 
is  liable  to  a  tine  of  not  less  thsm  one  hundred  nor  more  than  two  tliou.sand  dollars. 

To  cany  out  the  provisions  of  the  law,  the  regulations  hereto  appended  have  been  pre- 
Bcribed  by  me,  and  any  violation  thereof  is  also  declared  by  law  to  he  a  misdemcunor,  to  be 
punislied  by  a  like  fine. 

Given  under  my  hand  at  Richmond,  and  under  the  seal  of  the  common- 
[Seal.]  wealth,  this  15th  day  of  Xovember  lc-G-2,  and  in  the  S7th  year  of  the  com- 

monwealth.

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Rules  and  regulations  for  the  sale  and  dislribution  of  salt,  by  the  governor, 

1.  Tlie  counties  and  corporations  wliicli  cannot  be  supplied  by  reason  of  the  presence  of 
the  public  euemj,  or  which  are  subject  to  their  powA,  are  excluded  from  the  computation. 

2.  Counties  and  corporations  for  which  the  distribution  may  be  doubtful,  are  included. 
If  the  distribution  can  take  place,  they  will  obtain  their  proportion.  If  not,  there  will  be  a 
surplus  on  hand  subject  to  future  partition. 

3.  Counties  and  corporations  an^  thrown  into  their  congressional  districts ;  a  state  agent 
for  each  district  is  herein  appointed,  and  a  depot  named  for  the  district.  Each  countj-  and 
corporation  named  will  be  required  to  appoint  a  county  or  corporation  agent,  and  furnish 
him  with  the  amount  necessary  to  pay  for  the  salt  to  which  the  county  or  corporation  is 
entitled.  Such  agent  will  receive  the  salt  from  the  state  agent,  give  him  a  receipt,  and  pay 
him  the  amount,  and  distribute  the  salt  due  to  individuals,  as  the  counties  may  provide. 

4.  John  J.  Moorman  has  been  appointed  the  state  agent  at  Saltvilk^  Ifc  will  receive 
the  salt  from  the  manufacturers,  and  ship  it  to  the  depots  established,  as  fast  as  it  is  delivered 
to  him.  He  will  give  notice  to  the  state  agents  in  the  congressional  districts,  when  the  salt 
is  shipped.    The  county  agents  will  ascertain  from  them  Avhen  it  Vvill  be  deliverable. 

5.  The  salt  not  being  delivered  to  the  state  at  once,  but  by  installments,  it  became  neces- 
sary to  decide  which  district  .should  be  first  supplied.  Tiiis  has  been  decided  by  lot.  The 
lot  was  cast  with  the  following  result,  and  the  districts  will  be  entitled  to  their  supply  as 
herein  after  named.  The  counties  ^nd  corporations  in  each  district  will  be  entitled  to  their 
quotas,  in  the  order  in  ^vhich  they  are  named  in  the  act  of  assembly  creating  the  congres- 
sional districts.     The  quantity  is  placed  opposite  the  name  of  the  county. 

The  third  district,  as  ascertained  by  lot,  is  entitled  tft  be  first  supplied.  It  will  receive  in 
the  month  of  November,  12,077  bushels,  deliverable  at  the  rate  of  tjr)0  bushels  per  day,  in 
the  following  order:  City  of  Richmond,  5,077;  Henrico,  3,161  ;  Hanover,  2,303;  Charlea 
City,  749;  New  Kent,  787  bushels-  Place  of  dejfcisit,  city  of  Richmond.  .Stixte  agents, 
Spotts  ifc  Harvey. 

The  seventh  di.strict  is  ei;tilled  to  14,124  bushels;  of  which  it  will  receive  2,923  bushels 
in  November,  at  the  rate  of  GOO  bushels  per  day,  after  the  preceding  district  has  been  sup- 
plied; and  the  residue,  being  11,201  bushels,  in  the  month  of  December,  at  the  rate  of  1,800 
bushels  per  day,  excluding  Sundays,  until  supplied.  The  counties  will  be  supplied  in  the 
following  order:  Albemarle,  3,559;  Campbell,  2,578;  Lynchburg,  91G;  Amherst,  1,913; 
Nelson,  1,740;  Fluvanna,  1,384  ;  Buckingham,  2,034.  Place  of  deposit,  Lynchburg.  State 
agents,  McDaniel  &  Irby.  •  . 

The  tenth  district  is  entitled  to  8,64G  bushels;  of  which  it  will  receive in  December

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Report  of  S.  B.  French,  aid  de  camp  to  the  governor,  relative  to  his 
contract  for  salt  for  the  state,  and  the  Virginia  state  line. 

Richmond,  December  15tb,  1802^ 
Sir: 

In  obedience  to  your  ^^Titton  instnictions,  I  left  this  city  on  "Wednesday  the 
25th  ult.  for  Saltville,  in  the  county  of  Washington  in  this  state,  for  the  pnqiosc  of  extend- 
ing the  contract  entered  into  by  you  with  Charhs  Scott  &  Co.,  and  for  the  further  purpose 
of  obtaining  a  supply  of  salt  for  the  Virginia  state  line. 

On  my  arrival  at  the  salt  works,  I  opened  my  mission  to  Messrs.  Stuart  nnd  Palmer,  the 
only  partners  pfesent,  and  had  no  difficulty  in  extending  j-our  contract  to  the  amount  of 
thirty-four  thousand  bushels,  to  be  delivered  on  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  March  next, 
upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  as  set  out  in  your  contract  with  Charles  Scott  &  Co., 
as  will  mor(>  fully  appear  by  the  contract  heretofore  forwarded  to  you. 

I  endeavored  to  engage  the  delivery  of  this  additional  supply  in  the  months  of  December, 
January  aud  Fcbniary,  and  offered  an  advance  on  the  price  agreed  ou  by  you,  going  to  the 
limit  authorized  in  your  instructions,  but  I  was  met  by  the  positive  lussurance  that  the  pro- 
prietors of  the  salt  works  had  already  contracted  to  the  fullest  extent  of  their  capacity  for 
these  months,  if  indeed  they  had  not  already  exceeded  it.  I  was  therefore  forced  to  be  con- 
tent with  the  arrangement  finally  entered  into. 

Chai'les  Scott  &  Co.  have  not  yet  commenced  the  manufacture  of  salt,  but,  as  I  under- 
stood, have  made  an,  arrangement  with  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  for  the  delivery  of  the  salt 
contracted  for  by  them  to  the  state.  This  latter  firm  had  existing  contracts  with  A'e  con- 
federate government  and  many  counties  of  this  slate,  the  fulfilhiiont  of  which  would  be  i)rc- 
veuted,  as  thej'  assured  me,  if  they  undertook  the  delivery  of  further  supplies  in  these 
months.  No  alternative  was  therefore  left  me  but  to  accept  the  month  of  March  for  ito 
delivery. 

I  was  not  so  successful  in  my  eflforts  to  obtain  salt  for  the  Virginia  state  line.  The  de- 
mand of  our  commissary  of  subsistence  was  for  eighteen  hundred  bushels,  and  I  had  bia 
assurance  that  it  was  indispensable  to  the  interests  of  the  conmiaud  that  the  larger  portion 
of  it  should  be  had  at  once,  and  the  balance  in  a  short  time.  I  was  informed  by  him  that 
he  had  a  large  quantity  of  cattle  and  hogs  on  hand,  which  were  being  fed  at  an  enormous 
daily  expense  to  the  state,  and  at  the  same  time  were  daily  losing  in  weight.  That  the 
command,  raised  mainly  for  the  protection  of  the  salt  works  and  the  Virginia  and  Tennes- 
see rail  road,  would  suffer  greatly,  unless  supplies  of  meat  should  now  be  laid  in. 

These  considerations  I  pressed  upon  Messrs.  Stuart  and  Palmer,  but  I  was  promptly  met 
by  the  decided  declaration  that  they  could  not  famish  a  single  pound  in  addition  to  what 
they  had  contracted  to  furnish,  and  assured  me  that  they  feared  their  inabihty  to  meet  their 
engagements.  They  expressed  a  wilhngness  to  let  me  have  the  1,8CK)  busheb,  if  I  would 
credit  that  amoimt  to  the  contract  made  by  you.  This  I  declined,  under  your  instructions. 
They  also  proposed,  that  as  some  of  the  counties  mentioned  in  your  proclamation  ae  entitled 
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to  a  quota  of  salt,  couM  not  be  furuishecl  by  reason  of  thoir  probable  occupancy  by  the 
enemy  at  the  time  of  its  contemplated  delivery,  that  they  would  noic  furuisli  their  quotas,  as 
far  as  necessary,  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  state  line.  I  also  declined  this  proposition,  in 
pursuance  of  your  determination  not  to  interfere  with  the  distribution,  as  set  forth  in  your 
proclamation  of  the  15th  November  1SG2,  made  known  to  me  by  telegram  to  Glade  springs. 

Finding  that  no  satisfactory  arrangement  could  b»>  made,  I  expressed  my  regret  that  the 
pressing  iumiediate  necessities  of  the  state  line  demanded  a  re.'^ort  to  ulterior  measures,  con- 
cluded the  interview,  and  reported  to  you  by  telegram. 

From  an  intimation  received  through  a  friend,  I  had  some  hope  that  I  might  effect  an 
arrangement  with  one  of  the  state  companies,  of  which  I  advised  you,  but  before  I  could 
receive  your  reply,  several  ibreign  trains  came  in,  and  precluded  all  chance  of  supply  from 
this  quarter.    ,0f  all  wliich  you  were  duly  advised. 

While  awaiting  further  instructions  from  j'ou,  I  availed  myself  of  the  opporttiuity  to  as- 
certain, if  I  could,  why  the  salt  contracted  for  by  you  to  be  delivered  in  November,  had  not 
been  shipped.  Two  causes  were  assigned :  First,  that  there  was  no  agent  ou  the  part  of 
the  statf  present  to  superintend  the  shipment  of  salt ;  sccomliy,  th<j  want  of  transportation. 

Upon  examination  of  your  contract  wltli  Charles  Scott  &  C"o.,  it  does  not  appear  that 
there  is  any  provision  made  for  an  agent  on  the  part  of  the  state  for  the  purpose  indicated, 
but  on  the  contrary,  the  contractors  wen;  autliorized,  upon  the  receipt  of  the  rail  road 
agent,  to  draw  for  the  amount  so  delivered  ou  the  cars  of  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail 
road  company.  An  impression  seems,  however,  to  have  been  made  on  the  minds  of  the 
contractors,  that  you  desired  the  po^ponement  of  the  delivery  until  the  arrival  of  such 
agent. 

The  second  reason,  the  want  of  transportation,  I  determined  to  enquire  into  fully,  and  de- 
termined to  remain  at  or  near  the  works  until  I  was  satisfied  of  the  fact,  about  which  the 
paities  interested  differed  toto  ccelo. 

Dr.  Moorman,  tlve  state  ag<;nt,  informed  me  that  he  had  the  fullest  assurance  of  the  con- 
tractors that  the  fi'.ll  amount  of  salt  due  the  state  was  ready  for  delivery  whenever  the  trans- 
portation should  be  afforded;  and  tlie  doctor  seemed  to  entertain  the  idea  that  no  blame  was 
attachable  to  the  contractors  for  the  non-delivery  of  the  amount  due. 

I  immediately  informed  Mr.  Dodamead,  the  general  superintendent  of  i\w  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  rail  road,  of  the  statement  mad<.'  by  Dr.  Moorman,  and  that  the  sum  of  the  mat- 
ter was  that  his  road  did  not  furnish  the  transportation  necessary.  I  also  informed  him 
that  complaint  had  reached  me  that  while  the  state  salt  was  tlms  delayed,  salt  for  private 
parties  was  freely  taken  away, 

Mr.  Dodamead  in  substance  replied,  that  in  no  case  liad  private  salt  been  takeu  away  in 
detriment  to  the  interests  of  the  state  or  confederate  government;  that  regularly  cars  were 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &.  Co.,  and  if  they  could  load  them  all,  all  were 
for  their  use;  but  if  the^-  could  or  would  not  load  them,  then  private  individuals  or  com- 
panies were  permitted  to  use  those  cars  which  S.,  B.  &,  Co.  had  failed  to  load.  That  his 
trains,  especially  eastward,  were  required  to  be  full,  else  the  road  would  lose  money  by  the 
running  of  half  trains:  that  by  this  permission,  no  public  interest  was  compromised,  be- 
cause it  did  in  uo  wise  diminish  the  means  of  delivery  of  the  quantity  due  by  the  contrac- 
tors: that  ho  liad  repeatedly  a.ssured  all  the  parties  concerued,  that  he  would  furnish  any 
number  of  cars  desired,  to  bring  away  state  or  confederate  salt;  and  that  in  point  of  fact 
the  contractors  had  never  used  all  the  transportation  afforded  them;  and  indeed  it  was  be- 
jond  their  capacity — and  ho  relied  upon  the  fact  tq  sustain  him  that  he  was  actually  compelled' 
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to  resort  to  others  than  the  contractors  to  fill  out  his  trains:  that  this  inability  wonld  con- 
tinue until  S.,  B.  &  Co.,  or  somebody  for  them,  should  put  up  a  depot  on  the  line  of  the 
rail  road  where  supplies  could  accumulate:  that  under  their  system,  the  salt  -vvas  bagged 
and  hauled  by  wagons  day  by  day  for  the  trains ;  whereas,  if  they  had  a  depot,  they  might 
haul  and  deposit,  without  reference  to  the  arrival  and  departure  of  the  trains,  accident  or 
other  delay  on  the  part  of  the  cars. 

I  reported  this  conversation  to  Dr.  Moorman,  who  replied  that  he  had  the  assurance  of 
Mr.  Stuart  that  S.,  B.  &  Co.  could  load  twenty  cars  a  day  with  salt,  if  they  were  placed  at 
their  disposal  at  an  early  hour  in  the  day.  This  I  made  known  to  Mr.  Dodamead,  who  im- 
mediately addressed  a  note,  which  he  read  to  mc,  to  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  stating  that 
on  the  next  day  they  should  have  twenty  cars,  ten  to  be  left  over  night,  and  ten  to  arrive 
before  the  first  were  loaded — he  assuring  me  that  hereafter  they  should  liave  no  appearance 
of  ground  of  complaint,  if  it  took  every  car  under  his  control  to  answer  their  demands,  and 
desired  me  to  stay  and  see  the  result.  * 

Of  these  twenty  cars  si.xttMni  only  were  loaded  by  S.,  B.  &  Co.  under  a  heavy  strain, 
as  I  was  informed  by  the  state  agent,  with  the  extra  aid  of  teams  and  hands  drawn  from 
their  farms  fur  the  occasion,  and  with  the  further  aid,  as  I  was  informed  by  Mr.  Dodamead, 
of  loans  of  salt  from  some  of  the  otlier  companies  lying  on  or  near  the  rail  road.  On  the 
two  succeeding  days  a  full  supply  of  cars  were  left,  and  by  the  superintendent's  statement 
to  me,  though  the  sixteen  cars  were  loaded  on  the  _first  day,  only  twenty-eight  were  loaded 
in  the  three  days  by  the  proprietors.     I  connnunicated  these  facts  to  the  state  agent. 

Being  compelled  now  to  leave  the  salt  works,  I  gave  directions  to  the  superintendent  of 
the  rail  road  to  furuish  mc  with  a  statement  of  the  cars  furnished  to,  and  thos*^  loaded  by 
S.,  B.  &  Co.  for  the  next  succt-eding  ten  days,  to  the  end  that  a  fair  estimate  might  be  placed 
by  you  on  the  facilities  furnished  by  the  rail  road,  aim  some  apitroximation  to  the  ability  of 
the  proprietors  to  load.    This  statement  has  been  famished,  and  is  as  follows :

I  do  not  think  that  I  hazard  any  thing  in  saying  that  under  the  present  arrangement  the 
salt  contracted  for  by  you  mill  not  be  delivered  leithin  the  time  specified — and  I  think  you 
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will  concur  with  me,  when  you  recollect  that  in  the  coming  winter  months  the  roads  about 
Saltville  will  become  impassable.  You  will  remember  also  that  the  foregoing  statement  in- 
cludes confederate  salt  as  well  as  state  salt;  and  that  of  the  117  cars,  72  were  for  the  con- 
federates, while  only  45  were  for  distribution  by  the  state,  being  equal  to  about  a  little  over 
2^  car  loads  a  day  for  the  state — or  say  256  sacks  per  day. 

I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  tlie  fact  that  the  salt  does  not  hold  out — the  loss  in  transit 
to  Kiclimond  in  many  cases,  if  not  in  all,  amounting  to  20  per  cent. — this,  on  150,000  bush- 
els, not  only  inflicts  a  heavy  loss  in  money  to  the  state,  but  will  cause  sad  disappointment 
to  the  people,  whose  chance  for  supply  is  deferred  to  February.  A  large  portion  of  this  loss 
is  attributable  to  the  wet  condition  in  whicli  the  salt  is  bagged — time  sufficient  for  draining 
not  being  allowed  before  it  i.s  thrown  into  the  salt  bin  and  bagged.  Another  cause  may  bo 
found  in  the  tact  that  the  weighing  in  most  cases,  as  I  was  informed,  was  left  to  the  negroes 
who  sack  the  salt.  Whatever  may  be  the  cause,  it  strikes  me  that  when  the  salt  leaves  Salt- 
ville, the  state  ought  at  least  to  have  thcii  its  full  weight.  If  over  an  inspection  of  salt  was 
needed  any  where,  it  is  needed  at  the  salt  works.  It  is  only  necessary  to  look  at  a  sack  ten 
days  old,  or  a  car  or  a  warehouse  where  it  has  been  stored,  to  see  that  the  salt  when  packed 
was  in  no  condition  for  that  operation.  These  remarks  are  applicable  to  all  the  salt  I  saw 
bagged  at  Saltville.  If  the  supply  due  to  the  state  be  on  hand  ready  for  delivery,  only 
awaiting  transportation,  surely  it  should  by  this  time  have  been  thoroughly  drained,  and  no 
excuse  can  remain  for  the  almost  liquescimt  condition  in  which  so  nnich  is  found  after  it  starts 
on  its  jouruey.  The  expense  of  an  inspector  will  be  a  hundred  times  paid  in  the  saving  to 
the  state  of  dry  salt.  At  least,  the  agent  of  the  salt  works  should  be  re(piired  to  weigh  a 
portion  of  each  car  load,  and  see  that  it  is  not  then  dripping. 

The  proprietors  of  these  Avorks  received  me  with  courtesy,  and  my  thanks  are  due  to 
them.  Dr.  Moorman,  and  to  Mr.  Harris,  the  vigilant  and  efficient  agent  of  the  Confederate 
States,  for  acts  of  kindness. 

Having  received  your  instructions  that  Major  Smoot,  the  acting  quartermaster  general  of 
the  Virginia  forces,  had  received  orders  from  you  in  reference  to  the  procurement  of  salt  for 
the  state  line,  I  left  Saltville,  and  arrived  in  Lynchburg  on  the  4th  of  December,  where  I 
received  your  orders  to  return  with  him  to  the  salt  works,  and  to  render  him  all  the  aid  in 
my  power  in  the  performance  of  the  duty  assigned  him — of  all  of  which  yon  have  been  ad- 
vised by  his  report  of  the  15th  instant. 

For  reasons  set  forth  in  said  report,  we  had  taken  a  detachment  of  the  state  lino  from 
Wytheville,  under  command  of  Capts.  Edmundson  and  Oliver;  and  while  the  negotiations 
for  the  supply  of  salt  for  the  state  line  were  in  progress.  Dr.  Moorman  handed  to  me  the  fol- 
lowing letter : 

"  Saltville,  Dec.  9,  1862. 
Col.  S.  Bassctt  French,  aid  dc  camp  to  governor  of  Virginia,

Gentlemen : 

As  the  agent  appointed  by  the  governor  of  Virginia  to  superintend  the 
delivery  of  salt  imdcr  contract  with  the  state,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  from  the  representa- 
tion of  numerous  respectable  citizens  of  the  surrounding  country,  that  there  is  imminent 
danger  of  attack  upon  the  salt  works,  with  the  view  of  obtaining  salt,  by  persons  living  in 
the  surrounding  counties.  I  therefore  think  it  my  duty  to  ask  that  the  state  force  now  here 
under  your  command  be  retained,  and  a  larger  force  ordered  here  for  the  protection  of  these 
works.  % 

I  sliall  write  to  the  governor  immediately.

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I  did  not  feel  at  liberty  to  disregard  this  requisition,  and  immediately  gave  orders  to  Capt. 
Edmundson  to  make  preparations  for  the  proper  disposal  of  his  force,  and  to  keep  himself 
ready  for  the  emergency  when  it  should  occur. 

This  force  of  ours  being  raw  recruits,  and  it  being  necessary  that  they  should  return  to 
WytheviUe  as  soon  as  practit-uble,  and  having  no  means  of  complying  with  Dr.  Moorman's 
demand  for  an  increased  force,  upon  consultation  with  him,  Major  Smoot  and  Mr.  Harris, 
the  confederate  agent,  I  dispatched  to  Gen.  Marshall  at  Abingdon  the  following  telegram: 

"  SaltvilU,  Dec.  9,  1862. 
Major  den.  Humphrey  Marshall,  Abingdon,  Va. 

The  indications  are  that  the  people  of  adjoining  counties  will  attempt  seizure  of 
government  and  state  salt  here,  and  compel  mauufactm'ers  to  forfeit  contracts  with  them. 

The  interests  involved  require  tliat  you  send  a  regiment  here  at  once  for  its  protection. 
We  have  a  state  force  of  forty  men  only.

On  the  next  day  I  addressed  a  letter  to  Gen.  Marshall,  enclosing  a  copy  of  Dr.  Moorman's. 
I  am  not  advised  what  response  Gen.  M.  made  to  our  request. 

Having  completed  the  duty  assigned  ree,  I  returned  to  my  post  at  Richmond,  and  re- 
spectfully submit  to  you  this  my  report.

It  is  hereby  agreed,  by  and  between  Charlee  Scott,  W.  A.  Stuart  and  Geo.  W.  Palmer,  of 
the  first  part,  and  S.  Bassctt  French,  aid  de  camp  of  the  governor  of  Virginia,  acting  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  that  in  addition  to  the  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  bushels  of  salt,  contracted  by  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  on  the  22d  of  Oc- 
tober 1862,  to  be  delivered  to  John  Letcher,  governor  of  Virginia,  for  and  in  behalf  of  the 
state,  by  the  first  day  of  March  1863,  they  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  do  hereby  con- 
tract to  deliver  to  the  said  John  Letcher,  governor  of  Virginia,  or  his  order,  on  or  before  the 
20th  day  of  March  1863,  commencing  its  delivery  on  the  first  day  of  March  1863,  at  the  rate 
of  two  thousand  (2,000)  bushels  per  day  (Sundays  excepted),  the  further  amount  of  thirty- 
four  thousand  (34,000)  bushels  of  salt,  upon  the  same  terms  and  conditions  set  forth  in  the 
said  contract  of  the  22d  October  1862.

Sm: 

Tlie  orders  of  Uil-  go\erDor,  by  telegram,  of  ].'?t  instant,  subseqacHtly  con- 
firmed bj  your  letter  of  5tli  instaut  (copy  hercwUli),  authori^iing  lue  to  proceed  iuiuiediatcly 
to  Saltville,  aud  impres.3  eighteen  huudrt*d  bufhels  of  salt  for  the  Vir2:iuia  state  line  troop.s, 
having^  been  duly  received  and  acted  upon,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  luy  proceediugis  in  the  premises : 

On  the  Cth  instauf,  my  arrangements  Laving  been  completed,  I  proceeded,  in  company 
Mith  Col.  French  (who  had,  at  my  request,  been  ordered  by  the  governor  to  retuin  with 
me)  to  Wytheville.  At  this  post.  Col.  Kadfurd  commanding,  furnished  me  with  an  escort 
of  thirty-nine  men  and  two  commissioned  oflScers;  and  on  Monday  the  8th  instant,  we  left 
Wytheville,  arriving  nt  Saltville  at  an  early  Jiour  the  following  day.  I  proceeded  forthwith 
to  the  office  of  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  Sl  Co.,  the  pmiirictors  of  the  salt  works,  and  ac- 
quainted them  with  the  object  of  my  mission.  I  apologized  promptly  for  my  appearance 
there  with  an  armed  force,  stating  that  in  my  judgment  I  conld  not  legally-  make  the  im- 
pressment, which  a  military  necessity  demanded,  without  the  prestnce  of  troops,  and  that  1 
neither  expected  resistance,  or  to  employ  tlie  force  in  the  execution  of  the  duty  which  I  had 
to  perform.  I  fmther  slated  to  them,  in  plain  and  unequivocal  terras,  my  intention  to  mako 
the  impressment  (provided  no  arrangement  or  ^mpromise  could  be  made  with  them), 
strictly  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law,  as  set  forth  in  the  1st  and  2d  sections  of 
the  32d  chapter  of  the  Code  of  Virginia,  edition  of  1W50. 

It  is  necessary  to  a  proper  understanding  of  my  subsequent  proceedings,  that  I  should 
remark  here,  that  during  my  stay  at  Wytlioville,  I  had  given  such  directions  to  the  officer 
of  this  department,  in  charge  of  commissary  duties  at  that  post,  as  to  make  it  unnecessary 
to  secure  immediately  the  full  amount  of  salt  referred  to  in  the  authority  for  impressment. 
This  had  been  accomplished  by  my  order  directing  the  sale  of  a  large  number  of  the  cattle 
proposed  to  be  packed  for  the  use  of  General  Floyd's  command.  I  was  induced  to  order 
this  sale  (to  the  C.  S.  army),  for  many  reasons — among  which  may  be  stated  the  hazard  in- 
volved in  the  packing  by  inexperienced  persons,  and  the  impossibility  of  procuring  barrel?. 
I  was  further  influenced  by  the  fact  that  I  could  secure  a  sufficient  amount  of  pork,  at 
reasonable  prices,  the  curing  of  which  involved  little  or  no  hazard,  and  the  further  consi- 
deration that  the  quantity  of  meat  proposed  to  be  cured  for  the  use  of  the  state  liije  by  the 
commissary  (ui>on  which  his  estimate  for  eighteen  hundred  bushels  of  salt  was  ba,sed),  wa.s 
in  excess  of  the  wants  of  that  command. 

Having  learned  that  the  iimnediate  wants  of  the  senice  conld  in  this  manner  be  reduced 
to  one  thousand  and  fifty  bushels,  I  proposed  to  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &.  Co.  an  arrange- 
ment in  lieu  of  impressment,  looking  to  the  immediate  delivery  of  that  amount  of  siilt,  and 
the  remaining  seven  hundred  and  fifty  bushels,  in  equal  quantities,  on  the  15th  January 
and  15th  February  1S6S,  proposing  to  pay  therefor  the  price  stated  in  the  contract  with  the 
state,  and  subsequently  increasing  it  to  the  limit  of  $  2  75  per  bushel. 
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This  proposition,  as  you  may  well  imagine,  as  well  as  the  fact  of  my  presence  there  in 
the  manner  stated,  caused  considerable  discussion  and  argument,  a  detail  of  which  would 
prove  too  lengtliy  to  be  embodied  in  this  report.  It  will  suffice  that  I  state  that  they  argued 
against  my  right  to  impress,  by  quoting  this  clause  in  the  contract  with  the  state,  viz:  "It 
is  further  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto",  that  uo  restrictions  shall  be  placed 
by  the  governor,  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  upon  the  sale  of  any  salt  made 
at  Saltville  over  and  above  the  amount  herein  agreed  to  be  furuislied  by  the  said  parties  of 
the  first  part;"  and  their  objection  to  acceding  to  my  proposition,  the  alleged  fact  of  their 
inability  to  fulfill  its  terms  without  violating  exi>>ting  contracts  with  the  government,  state 
of  Virginia,  othtT  states  of  the  Confederacy,  &.c.  Mr.  Stuart  declared  his  settled  determi- 
nation to  decline  making  any  further  contracts  for  the  delivery  of  bait,  under  any  circum- 
stances, upon  the  ground  that  by  so  doing  he  would  be  placing  the  firm  in  an  equivocal 
position.  He  further  declared,  most  emphatically,  that  their  contracts  with  the  government, 
the  state  of  Virginia,  other  states  of  the  Confederacy  and  others,  not  private  individuals, 
consumed  the  entire  production  of  salt  within  their  control,  and  that  to  make  turther  con- 
tracts or  engagements  would  be  to  deny  these  very  facts,  and  place  them  i^  a  folse  position. 

At  this  stage  of  the  j)roccedings,  I  again  refeiTed  to  the  necessity  pressing  upon  me,  and 
advised  them  of  my  desire  and  inlention  to  avoid,  if  possible,  any  interference  with  the 
contracts  existing  between  them  and  the  government,  state  of  Virginia,  other  states  of  the 
Confederacy,  and  the  counties  or  corporations  of  tlie  state  of  Virginia,  in  case  I  should  b^' 
compelled  to  resort  to  impressment,  as  it  seemed  I  should.  I  accordingl}^  demanded  of  tliem 
the  names  of  all  individuals  or  other  contractors  with  whom  they  had  made  arrangements 
to  manufacture  salt  at  the  works,  for  a  consideration  to  be  paid  in  money,  as  they  had  pre- 
viously claimed  that  any  interference  with  such  contracts,  as  provided  a  consideration  in  salt, 
would  seriously  impair  their  ability  to  fulfill  existing  contracts  with  the  government,  state, 
&c.  They  furnished  me  with  the  names  of  two  only,  stating  at  the  same  time  that  tliey 
were  in  duty  bound  to  advise  me  that  these  parties  claimed  to  represent  certain  county  inte- 
rests in  the  states  of  Georgia  and  Alabama,  and  that  as  far  as  they  had  been  able  to  ascer- 
tain, they  were  acting  in  good  faith  towards  the  parties  whom  they  claimed  to  represent. 

During  the  discussion,  which  occupied  almost  the  entire  day,  Mr.  Stuart  had  repeatedly 
refen-ed  both  to  the  original  contract  made  by  the  governor,  and  that  made  under  his  autho- 
rity, by  Col.  French,  for  an  additional  supply  of  34,000  bushels,  to  be  delivered  in  March 
1863,  and  had  claimed  tliat,  under  the  existing  state  of  facts,  the  small  supply  required  by 
the  state  line  should  be  provided  for  out  of  these  contracts.  He  utterly  disclaimed  having 
made  any  arrangement  with  Governor  Letcher  or  other  person  to  supply  that  command,  in 
addition  to  the  state  contract.  He  claimed  that  one  hundred  sacks,  already  furnished  upon 
my  requisition,  had  been  furnished  as  a  part  of  that  contract,  and  stated  that  my  subsequent 
requisition  for  the  eighteen  hundred  bushels  would  have  been  filled  and  charged  in  like 
manner,  had  not  his  attention  been  called  to  the  fact  that  arrangements  liad  been  made  for 
the  distribution,  to  the  people,  of  the  entire  amount,  no  allowance  having  been  made  for 
that  drawn  and  to  be  drawn  for  the  state  line  troops.  Col.  French  and  myself  assured  them 
that  no  aiTangements  co.uld  or  would  be  made  to  interfere  with  the  distribution  already 
made,  but  expressed  our  willingness  to  represent  the  matter  in  such  light  to  the  go- 
vernor as  might  induce  him  to  consent  that  the  wants  of  the  state  line  should  be  charged  to 
the  delivery  provided  for  in  the  March  contract,  which  as  yet  had  not  been  distributed. 
liliereupon  they  proposed  to  loan  to  us  jointly,  returnable  in  two  iceeks,  the  one  thousand  and 
ffty  bushels,  wanted  immediately,  upon  condition  that  the  gorernor^s  consent  should  be  thus 
obiiuncJ,  or  the  salt  returned,  and  to  furnish  the  remaining  seven  hundred  and  fifty  bushels 
upon  the  same  terms,  prodded  his  consent  icas  obtained. 

Upon  consultation  with  Col.  French,  we  concluded  this  arrangement — our  reasons  there- 
for, in  part,  being,  I  think,  clearly  deducible  from  the  statement  of  facts  herein  given ;  but 
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we  were  induced  the  more  to  this  course  by  the  fact  that  any  impressment  at  that  time  might 
be  improperly  construed  into  a  license  of  unauthorized  action  of  this  kind  by  the  people  of 
the  adjoining  counties,  wlio,  it  cannot  be  disguised,  are  greatly  incensed  against  the  proprie- 
tors of  those  works. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  copy  of  this  agreement  between  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan 
&-  Co.,  Col.  French,  A.  D.  C.  to  the  governor,  and  myself— remarking,  that  I  think  it  would 
be  well  for  the  governor  to  give  his  consent  thereto,  provided  no  serious  or  iiTemediable  in- 
jury results  to  other  state  interests. 

It  is  evident  that  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  interests  of  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co., 
could  they  be  relieved  from  many  of  their  contracts  with  other  parties,  and  among  such, 
may  be  named  the  tico  individual  cases  referred  to,  where  an  inconsiderable  amount  in  money 
is  paid  for  the  use  of  salt  water.  Should  Col.  French  and  myself  be  compelled  to  make 
good  our  engagement  to  return  the  salt,  it  will  most  probably  be  necessary  to  resort  to  im- 
pressment; and  in  fulfillment  of  my  instructions,  I  could  alone  proceed  against  these 
identical  parties. 

It  is  manifestly  the  intention  of  Jlcssrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  «fc  Co.  to  claim  a  delivery  of 
the  one  hundred  sacks  (furnished  upon  my  requisition  for  the  slate  line)  as  a  portion  of  the 
150,000  contracted  for  by  the  governor.  Tliis  may  produce  difficulty  and  embarrassment. 
I  propose,  however,  should  the  govi  rnor  give  Ids  assent  to  the  arrangement  proposed,  to 
have  this  delivery  credited  upon  the  March  contract,  and  thus  relieve  the  first  contract  of 
all  embarrassment.  The  entire  amount,  deliverable  for  the  use  of  the  state  line,  and  which 
it  is  proposed  shall  be  furnished  out  of  that  contracted  for  in  March  1863,  will  be  twenty-one 
hundred  bushels;  wliich  amount  can,  I  am  confident,  be  contracted  for,  in  addition,  at  some 
period  in  tlie  future,  and  in  am]>le  season  for  use. 

I  propose  also  to  pay  over  to  the  state,  and  to  receive  it  myself,  on  account  of  similar 
funds  already  in  my  hands,  applicabl.'  to  the  payments  of  expenses  incurred  in  engaging 
teams  to  go  to  the  Kanawha  salines,  the  full  cost  of  the  twenty-one  hundred  bushels,  at  the 
price  stated,  $2  33J  per  bushel,  legs  the  sum  of  six  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  which  sum 
I  hold  the  receipt  of  Messrs.  Stuart,  Buchanan  &,  Co.,  engaging  to  credit  the  same  to  the 
state  (copy  herewith),  and  thus  reimburse  the  salt  fund  for  the  cliarge  made  against  it  on 
account  of  the  state  line  troops.

Communication  relative  to  transportation  of  salt,  tvith  accompanying 

papers. 

Quartermaster  Genl's  Office,  Va.  Forces, 
Lynchburg,  Va.,  Dec.  24,  1862. 
Sir: 

The  orders  of  the  governor  of  the  7th  of  October  last,  tlirough  your  office, 
^irectiug  me  to  take  the  necessary  measures  to  procure  transportation  for  one  hundred 
thousand  (100,000)  Imshels  salt  from  the  Kanawha  salines  to  certain  points  on  the  Virginia 
and  Tennessee  and  Virginia  Central  rail  roads,  were  duly  received  and  acted  upon. 

The  governor  was  duly  apprised  of  the  failure  of  my  etforts,  in  consequence  of  the  aban- 
donment of  the  salines  by  our  forces.  It  only  remains  that  I  should  explain  the  character 
and  extent  of  my  proceedings  under  the  order  referred  to,  remarking  that  I  regret  that  the 
appropriate  duties  of  this  office  have  rendered  it  impracticable  to  place  them  in  your  pos- 
session at  an  earlier  period. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  copies  of  papers  received,  and  of  file  in  tliis  office, 
numbered  from  1  to  19,  inclusive,  Avhich  it  is  believed  will  show  that  every  necessary  etYort 
was  put  forth,  with  the  hope  of  accomplishing  the  important  object  in  view. 
I 
Of  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($125,000)  that  I  received 
on  this  account,  I  have  restored  to  the  treasury  of  the  state  one  hundred  and  fifteen  thou- 
sand dollars  ($115,000),  reserving  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  to  meet  the  expense.s 
incurred.  Of  this  latter  sum,  there  remains  unexpended  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  four 
hundred  and  seventy -seven  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents  ($  8,477  23),  applicable  as  above 
stated.

I  submitted  your  letter  to  the  governor  relative  to  the  allowance  to  be 
made  to  persons  fi'r  the  use  of  wagons  and  teams,  tind  he  endorsed  thereon  approTed,  leav- 
ing it  therefore  for  yon  to  fix  the  price  at  cither  of  the  rates  you  suggest,  as  may  be  neces- 
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sary.  He  directs  me  to  say  to  you  that  you  are  authorized  to  make  impressments  for  trans- 
portation, if  you  cannot  obtain  the  transportation  in  any  otlier  manner.  It  is  of  great  im- 
portance that  the  salt  should  be  brought  away  from  the  salines  before  the  enemy  shall  again 
prevent  it. 

He  authorizes  you  to  purchase  any  amount  for  which  you  can  obtain  transportation,  to 
the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  bushels.  He  understands  Mr.  Fry,  one  of  the  salt 
proprietors,  is  -willing  to  sell  salt  to  the  state  at  fifty  cents  a  bushel ;  but  you  are  authorized 
to  buy  at  a  price  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents  per  bushel — it  being  desira- 
ble, of  course,  to  olitain  it  as  low  as  possible.  It  will  be  necessary,  as  soon  as  you  make  a 
purchase,  to  calculate  the  cost  of  the  salt,  tlie  cost  of  transportation  and  of  agency,  and  any 
other  necessary  expense,  and  report  to  the  governor,  to  enable  him  to  fix  the  price  at  which 
the  salt  is  to  be  distributed. 

It  would  facilitate  the  transportation,  if  you  could  aiTange  a  line  of  wagons,  with  neces- 
sary changes  of  horses,  so  that  farmers  could  be  assured  that  their  teams  could  not  be  taken 
beyond  the  counties,  upon  the  principle  adopted  by  stage  lines.

The  general  assembly  of  Virginia  has  passed  an  act  to  provide  for  the  dis- 
tribution and  sale  of  salt  to  the  people  of  tliis  commonwealth  at  actual  cost. 

Full  powers  have  been  conferred  upon  the  executive  of  the  state  to  accomplish  that  ob- 
ject. It  is  absolutely  necessary,  owing  to  the  near  approach  of  winter,  the  urgent  wants  of 
the  people  for  salt,  and  the  present  impossibility  of  making  other  arrangements,  that  a  call 
be  made  immediately  upon  citizens  for  transportation. 

His  excellency  the  governor  of  the  state  has  imposed  on  this  office  the  duty  of  procuring 
*'  wagons  and  teams  suitable  for  the  hauling  and  transportation  of  salt  from  the  Kanawha 
salines  to  Millboro'  depot  on  the  Central  rail  road,  and  to  Dublin  depot  on  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  rail  road." 

I  accordingly  authorize  and  empower  you  forthicith  to  procure  all  the  wagons,  teams  and 
drivers  possible  to  be  obtained  in  your  county,  and  to  forward  them  immediately,  by  the 
most  direct  and  practicable  rovAo,  to  the  Kanawha  salines,  where  arrangements  will  be  made 
to  load  them  promptly  with  salt,  deliverable  at  either  of  the  above  depots.  Either  or  both 
of  you  are  empowered  to  act  iu  the  premises. 
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The  following  rates  will  be  paid  for  teams  thus  employed,  upon  the  certificate  of  either 
one  of  you  as  to  the  date  of  the  commencement  of  service : 

For  every  6  horse  team  and  driver,  -  -  $  9  00  per  day. 

Do.        5                 do.  -  -           7  50     do. 

Do.        4                 do.  -  .           6  50     do. 

Do.        3                  do.  .      -  -            5  '25      do. 

Do.        2                 do.  -  -           4  00     do. 

The  above  rates  will  be  paid  to  all  persons  who  promptly  and  rohtntarily  furnish  their 
wagons,  teams  and  drivers.  In  all  cases,  however,  where  suitable  teams  are  not  promptly 
and  voluntarily  offered  by  the  owners  thereof,  you  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  by 
virtue  of  the  authority  aforesaid,  te  im})ress  the  same,  with  suitable  drivers  and  the  neces- 
sary forage,  and  to  forward  them,  as  before  described,  to  the  Kanawha  salines.  For  all  such 
impressments,  a  deduction  of  twenty-five  cents  per  horse  per  day  vdW  be  made  from  the 
above  rates  for  hire,  together  with  tljc  necessary  subsistence  of  driver  and  horses,  should 
the  same  be  furnished  by  the  state  and  not  by  the  owner. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  importance  of  securing  suitable  teams  for  transporta- 
tion. The  wear  and  tear  of  a  wagon,  and  the  hire  and  subsistence  of  a  driver,  being  the 
same  for  a  six-horse  or  a  two-horse  wagon,  it  is  suggested  that  as  many  of  the  former  as 
possible  be  secured,  and  in  order  to  facilitate  this  object,  that  the  farmers  arrange  among 
themselves  to  unite  their  teams  so  as  to  make  full  six-horse  teams.  It  is  further  suggested, 
that  in  every  countj',  in  which  four  or  more  teams  are  furnished,  some  suitable  person  be 
appointed  by  you  jointly,  to  act  as  wagon  master  for  all  teams  from  said  county.  If  less 
than  that  nuinl)er  be  furnished  by  your  county,  they  will  be  attuc-lied  to  the  train  of  the  ad- 
joining county  most  convenient.  These  wagon  masters  will  be  allowed  reasonable  compen- 
sation for  their  services,  and  will  be  expected  to  see  to  the  security  of  the  salt  to  be  trans- 
ported— the  taking  and  placing  at  convenient  points  the  necessary  forage  for  the  teams  and 
subsisting  of  drivers  for  the  entire  trip — to  superintend  and  control  their  movements  going 
and  returning,  and  to  provide  all  necessary  aid  in  the  event  of  accident.  They  are  particu- 
larly enjoined  to  use  all  pos.sible  dispatch,  in  view  of  the  approaching  winter,  consistent 
with  the  right?  and  interests  of  the  parties  tlms  furnishing  their  property  for  the  use  of  the 
state.     The  teams  may  be  started  singly  without  delay,  and  formed  into  trains  on  the  way. 

You  arc  particuhirly  requested  to  notify  me,  from  time  to  time,  of  your  progress  in  the 
execution  of  this  trust,  and  especially  what  number  of  teams  your  county  will  probably 
furnish  for  the  service,  together  with  their  capacity,  &c.  Your  duties  being  performed,  you 
will  report  to  tliis  office  forthcith  the  names  of  all  parties  who  shall  have  furnished  teams — 
the  character  of  those  teams — the  date  of  the  commencement  of  the  service — all  expenses 
incurred,  &c.  &c. 

Ample  funds  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  executive  to  meet  all  the  expenses  in- 
cident to  this  service.  This  office  will  certify  to  the  governor,  for  payment,  all  contracts 
made  by  you  for  hire  or  for  impressments  imder  this  authority,  and  all  other  reasonable  ex- 
penses, including  a  reasonable  compensation  for  yourselves.

Sir: 

Herewiib,  jou  v.-i!l  find  copies  of  letters  addressed  to  me  by  the  secretary  of 
the  commonweal  I  h  of  Virginia,  on  the  7th  iiud  IJth  instaiats,  with  the  enclosed  order  of  the 
governor,  referred  to  in  the  fonner:  also,  copies  of  my  printed  circular  of  13th  instant,  ad- 
dressed to  the  sheriffs  or  presiding  magistrates  of  certain  counties,  for  the  uauies  of  which 
counties  you  are  referred  to  my  advertisement  of  same  date,  hi  the  Lynchburg  papers.  I 
enclose  further,  a  copy  of  my  circuljir  of  ]5th  instant,  addressed  Jis  before,  with  a  list  show- 
ing the  number  of  teams  required  from  each  county.  This  latter  paper  you  will  consider  as 
strictly  private,  except  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  it  in  furtherance  of  your  duties 
under  this  agency. 

From  the  papers  thus  enclosed,  jou  will,  it  is  believed,  understand  fully  the  nature  and 
extent  of  the  service  expected  of  you;  which  is,  in  short,  to  purcha.sc  one  hundred  thousand 
bushels  of  salt  at  the  Kanawha  salines,  for  distribution  to  the  citizens  of  the  conmionwealth, 
at  cost.  The  number  of  teams  ashed  for  will  be  more  than  sufHcient  to  transport  the  num- 
ber of  bushels  authorized  to  be  purchased ;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  counties  will  net,  lor 
various  reasons,  be  able  to  respond  fully  to  the  call  made  upon  them.  It  may  be  question- 
able, therefore,  whether  you  will  have  sufficient  transportation :  in  which  event,  you  are 
expected  to  exercise  your  best  judgment  and  discretion  in  the  premises.  I  am  informed  that 
all  the  counties  in  this  section  have  larga  private  euterprlso  of  this  kind  in  progress  of  exe- 
cution ;  and  it  is  probable  that  you  will  Hud  a  large  number  of  wagons  at  the  salines,  or  ar- 
riving there,  expecting  to  procure  salt  on  their  own  private  account. 

In  the  execution  of  tin;  power  of  impressment,  which  is  coufernd  upon  me  by  the  gover- 
nor, and  which  I  hereby  transfer  to  you,  as  the  authorized  agent  of  this  oflSce,  you  are  espo- 
vially  requested  to  avoid  any  interference  with  such  wagons  as  may  have,  in  any  way  come 
within  the  privileges  extended  by  the  proper  authority  of  the  Confidcrate  States,  by  taking 
supplies  for  the  army  to  that  point.  They  will  be  allowed  to  return  with  salt,  in  furtherance 
of  the  agreement  authorizing  it;  but  in  all  cases  where  w^ons  have  gone  there  taking  no 
supplies  for  the  army,  or  otherwise  not  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  you  are 
hereby  authorized  to  impress  the  same,  should  it  be  nocessarj-  in  order  to  get  the  required 
quantity  of  salt  from  the  salines.  You  will  furnish  all  such  wagons  with  the  necessary  cer- 
tificate of  date  of  entry  into  the  state  service,  and  fact  of  impressment.  In  order  that  your 
authority  in  the  premises  may  be  respected,  and  with  a  view  to  the  co-operation  of  the  army 
of  the  Confederate  States  at  that  point,  should  it  be  necessary,  I  hand  you  herewith,  a  letter 
to  Brig.  Gen.  Echols  commanding,  asking  his  kind  oflSces  in  behalf  cf  the  state,  in  the  exe- 
cution of  this  most  important  trust. 

You  will  see  that  all  wagon  masters,  with  their  trains,  report  promptly  to  you  on  their 
arrival ;  whereupon,  ycu  will  give  such  directions  as  to  loading,  the  amount  of  salt  to  be 
taken  by  each,  and  such  other  directions  as  may  to  you  seem  necessary. 

You  will  perceive  that  there  are  btit  two  points  at  which  the  supply  of  salt  secured  is  to 
be  placed.  I  am  authorized  by  the  governor  to  say  that  two  others  on  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  rail  road  may  be  used,  viz:  Wythe ville  and  Salem;  and  even  others,  if  both 
time  and  distance  may  be  saved.  The  wagon  masters  will  be  expected,  however,  to  see 
that  the  salt  left  at  these  points  is  properly  stored,  and  arrangements  made  for  its  early  ship- 
ment to  DubUn  depot.  They  will  advise  this  office  of  the  date  of  the  arrival  and  unloading 
of  their  teams.    The  same  may  be  done  in  respect  to  the  supply  expected  to  be  left  at  Mill- 
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lioro',  on  Virginia  Central  rail  rostJ,  tliougli  it  is  believed  tliat  there  -will  be  no  necessity  for 
leaving  any  at  any  other  point  on  that  roaJ. 

Should  your  transportation  prove  adequate,  you  are  authorized  to  allow  every  six-horse 
t"am  to  take  one  barrel  of  salt  to  their  homes;  the  cost  of  which,  including  transportation, 
\vill  be  charged  to  them ;  and  the  wagon  masters  are  required  to  report  the  fact,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner  in  each  case. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  you,  I  place  at  your  disposal  an  ambulance  team 
.■and  driver:  -wliich  you  will  find  at  Dublin  depot,  on  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road, 
provided  Avith  the  necessary  forage.  I  also  place  in  your  liands  the  sum  of  $100,000,  with 
which  to  purchase  the  salt;  and  should  it  become  necessarj-,  I  will  honor  your  draft  at  sight 
for  the  further  sum  of  $  25,000 — the  kind  of  funds  turntxl  over  to  me  for  tliis  object  being 
such  as  to  suggest  to  me  the  impropriety  of  sending  more  than  the  sum  first  named.  The 
limit  or  maximum  sum  allowed  by  the  governor  to  be  paid  for  salt  is,  as  you  will  see,  $1  25 
per  bushel.  From  reliable  information,  it  appears  that  $1  is  the  price  demanded,  and  it  is 
probable  that  you  may  got  it  below  this  sum,  with  the  Virginia  treasury  notes,  with  which 
you  are  provided.  You  will  of  course  do  the  very  best  you  can  for  the  interest  of  the  state 
and  her  people;  and  it  is  suggested  that  you  converse  freely  with  the  proprietors  of  the  dif- 
ferent works,  nnd  explain  to  them  the  true  intent  of  your  parcliases  to  l»e  for  the  people  of 

this  eomnionitcalth.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  act  of  assembly,  and  the  ri'gulutions  provided  by  the  go- 
vernor under  it,  copies  of  which  will  be  furnished  to  you,  iiiul  wiiicii  it  is  suggestfd  ytni 
olfer  for  the  inspection  of  tin;  parties  above  referred  to. 

You  will  be  guided  in  your  operations  by  a  due  sense  of  tlie  great  importance  of  the  ob- 
ject sought;  and  great  coul'idence  is  reposed  in  your  good  judgment  and  business  capacity 
to  perfect  it,  if  within  the  range  of  possibility. 

Mr.  Wm.  H  C.  Bayly  will  accompany  yo\i,  and  I  will  also  direct  Mr.  "\V.  J.  Faherty 
(now  on  a  special  mission  in  the  upper  counties  in  furtherance  of  this  object),  to  report  to 
you  so  soon  as  he  can  be  reached. 

Your  own  compensation,  and  that  of  Messrs.  Bayly  and  Faherty,  will  be  fixed  hereafter. 
You  are  especially  enjoined  to  keep  an  accurate  and  itemized  account  of  all  the  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  yourself  jind  assistants  whilst  engaged  in  this  service. 

Your  duties  being  jierl'o.nned,  you  will  report  to  this  office.

Hon.  Sir  : 

This  will  inform  you  that  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  penitentiary  on  the  6tli  day  of  December  1^(12,  to  investigate  the  cause  of  the  escape 
of  the  three  couvict.s  from  the  penitentiary  of  Virginia  on  the  night  of  December  5th.  After 
a  careful  investigation,  the  board  authorizes  me  to  inform  you,  that  the  three  interior  guards 
that  were  on  duty  the  night  of  the  escape  of  the  prisoners,  Messrs.  James  Moore,  Cornelius 
W.  Gardner  and  James  Prosser,  were  not  guilty  of  any  intentional  violation  of  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  institution  (or  of  any  neglect  of  duty),  as  they  understood  them— 
they,  as  the  other  guard  had  done  for  years,  were  in  the  habit  of  visiting  and  stopping  in 
the  guard  room  at  times  together;  therefore,  they  have  restored  these  men  to  duty,  with 
proper  instructions,  that  if  more  than  one  of  the  interior  guard  visits  the  guard  room,  while 
on  duty,  at  a  time,  they  will  be  dismissed  from  office  immediately.  They  are  of  the  opinion 
that  there  has  been  much  neglect  in  not  having  the  rules  and  regulations  that  govern  the 
penitentiary,  properly  explained  to  the  guard  of  the  institution. 

The  investigation  will  be  committed  to  record  on  the  books  of  the  penitentiary.

'duty  on  the  night  of  Friday  the  5th  day  of  Dfceniltcr  186*2,  viz:  James  Prosser,  Cornelius 
W.  Gardner  and  James  Moore ;  wliich  wus  decided  in  the  affiniiutive.  Yeas — Messrs. 
Denoou  (president),  Glazebmok,  IJtlviu  and  Frayser.     Nay— Robert  A.  Paino.

Resolved,  in  the  opinion  of  this  board,  that  then  was  cTt';;t  want  of  vigilance  on  the  part 
of  the  interior  guard,  hut  not  criminal :  Therefor^ 

Eesolved,  that  the  threo  interior  guard  be  reinstated,  *vi«li  a  reprimand  from  the  super- 
iiitendent. 

Resolved,  that  tlie  .sTiiiejimeiident  forthwith  give  instructions  Jo  the  officers  of  the  poni- 
tentiaiy,  including  the  iut«  rior  guard,  that  they  are  expected  and  rigidly  required  to  enforce 
the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  governor,  dated  December  'JTfh,  1856.  ^ 

Resolved,  that  the  Buporiutoudent  shull.  on  the  let  day  of  every  mouth  (or  in  his  absence, 
his  assistant),  call  all  of  the  oflicers  and  guard  before  him,  and  read  the  jegulatious  to  them, 
above  referred  to. 

Resolved,  that  it  will  hereafler  be  considered  a  sufficient  cause  for  dismissal,  if  any  two 
of  the  said  guard  are  asc(*rtaiued  to  be  in  the  guar.l  room  at  iLe  same  time  durin?  the  night, 
while  they  are  assigned  to  duty. 

Resolved,  that  the  superintendent  have  written  copies  of  the  regulations  placed  in  the 
hands  of  all  the  officers  and  guards.

Comiiensation  of  clerics. 

At  a  meeting  of  tte  clerks  of  the  several  departments  of  the  government  of  the  state  of 
Virginia,  held  on  the  3d  December  1862,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  were 
adopted : 

Whereas,  by  reason  of  the  unprecedented  rise  in  the  price  of  all  the  necessaries  of  life,  it 
is  a  matter  of  simple  impossibility  that  the  clerks  of  the  several  departments  of  the  Virginia 
government  can  maintain  themselves  and  their  familii^s  upon  the  salaries  they  now  receive — 
a  fact  which  would  be  admitted  by  every  citizen  of  Richmond :  And  whereas  the  congress 
of  the  Confederate  States  has  recognized  the  justice  of  regulating  the  pay  of  the  clerks  of 
the  several  departments'of  the  government,  in  accordance  with  the  cost  of  living  in  the  ca- 
pital, by  an  increase  of  the  salaries  of  the  said  clerks,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  to  the  extent 
of  fifty  per  cent. :  And  whereas  several  of  the  clerks  have  resigned  in  consequence  of  the 
very  small  salaries  given  by  the  state,  and  have  been  employed  by  the  confederate  govern- 
ment:  Therefore, 

Be  it  resolved,  that  the  governor  of  the  state,  auditor  of  public  accounts,  second  auditor, 
treasurer,  register  of  the  laud  ofiice,  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  adjutant  general  of  the 
state,  and  the  commissioners  of  the  board  of  public  works  are  respectfully  requested  to  re- 
commend, and  use  their  joint  influence  in  procuring  an  increase  of  the  said  salaries  by  the 
legislature,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  by  them  proper  and  expedient,  endeavoring 
as  nearly  as  possible  to  equalize  the  salaries  of  the  clerks. 

Resolved,  that  the  secretary  of  the  meeting  deliver  to  each  of  the  above  mentioned  offi- 
cers a  copy  of  the  above  proceedings.

Auditor'' s  report  relative  to  forgeries  of  warrants  on  the  treasury. 

.  Auditor's  Oifick, 

Richmond,  Va.,  November  14,  J862. 
Sir: 

An  order  of  the  executive  of  this  date,  dircctiug  "  that  the  auditor  of  public 
accounts  and  the  treasurer  report  to  the  governor  the  facts  relating  to  the  late  forgeries  of 
warrants  and  checks  in  their  oflSces,"  has  been  transmitted  to  me,  and  I  proceed  at  ouce  to 
give  you  all  the  information  in  my  possession,  and  the  means  adopted  to  jirocure  it. 

The  34th  section  of  chapter  45  of  the  CJode  provides,  that  the  treasurer  shall  keep  a 
general  ledger  df  acctmnts,  in  which  he  shall  post  all  the  receipts  anil  <lisbursenients  at  his 
office,  arranging  the  disbursements  under  tiie  heads  to  which  thoy  properly  belong.  The 
ledger  is  to  contain  an  account  of  receijjts  and  disbursements,  whieli,  an  the  la.st  day  of 
each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year,  he  shall  compare  with  the  books  kept  by  the  auditors.  The 
35th  section  of  the  same  chapter  requires  the  treasiuer  to  k<  ep  accounts  on  the  books  of  his 
office  with  the  dift'ereut  banks  in  which  the  public  money  is  deposited,  on  which  accounte 
balances  shall  be  siruck  al  the  same  periods  (the  la.st  da}-  of  each  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year), 
showing  th(^  auiouiit  in  bank  to  the  creflit  i)f  the  treasurer  at  the  eud  of  each  quarter. 

For  greater  certainly,  the  balances  between  the  treasurer  and  banks  have  be<n  compared 
monthly,  thereby  affording  the  more  ready  means  of  detecting  any  errors  which  might  have 
been  committed  in  the  accounts  between  them. 

In  making  the  monlhly  comparison  on  tlie  first  of  November,  the  first  clerk  in  the  trea- 
surer's office  discovered  sertntrcn  forged  checks  upon  the  banks;  which  I  proc<'<'d  here  to 
state  by  number,  in  who.se  favor  drawn,  on  what  heads  they  were  stated  to  belong,  and  to 
what  banks  they  were  directed  for  pa3'ment. 

No.  246.  dated  Oct.  G,  I8()2,  in  favor  of  W.  D.  Hartwell,  for  $  596,  on  account  of  services 
to  the  commonwealth — "  wages  as  senator  frmn  th>  district  of,"  printed  in  blank  form,  being 
stricken  out,  but  the  fund  i>f  "general  assembly,"  intended  to  show  the  general  head  of  dis- 
bursement, was  permitted  to  remain.  On  the  back  of  this  warrant,  of  the  same  date,  in  the 
forged  treasurer's  check  on  the  Farmers  Bank^  payable  to  W.  D.  Hart,  who,  it  will  be  ob- 
served, is  a  gentleman  altogether  dilferent  from  the  claimant,  and  in  practice  a  check  is 
always  issued  in  favor  of  the  claimant,  as  no  other  mode  is  sanctioned  by  law.

The  foregoing  are  snbstan tiallj''  all  the  facts  called  for  by  the  order  of  the  executive ;  but 
there  are  other  facts,  of  which  it  is  proper  the  governor  should  be  informed. 

Upon  the  discovery  of  these  forgeries,  immediate  enquiry  was  set  on  foot  to  detect  the 
guilty  party  or  parties.  By  reference  to  the  handwriting  of  E.  Hunter  Taliaferro,  a  door- 
keeper of  the  senate  of  Virginia,  and  by  comparison  of  writing  known  to  be  his,  with  some 
of  the  forged  checks ;  from  the  fact  that  he  collected  checks  of  senators  daily  from  the  desk 
containing  the  printed  forms  prepared  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  only,  and  had 
thereby  opportunities  to  secure  the  -waiTants  used  in  the  forgeries ;  from  the  circumstance 
shortly  preceding  these  forgeries  that  he  was  destitute  of  money,  so  much  so  that  he  suffered 
a  bill  for  his  boarding  to  go  unpaid,  and  endeavored  to  borrow  email  sums  of  money  for  his 
immediate  wants;  that  he  inherited  no  money;  that  on  the  21st  of  October,  when  forged 
checks,  amounting  to  about  $  2,700  appeared  to  have  been  drawn,  he  paid  his  board  bill, 
amounting  to  $230,  and  had  about  $2,000  remaining;  that  he  stated  ho  had  been  knocked 
down  in  the  street  aud  roljbcd  of  $  'J,700 ;  that  lie  and  another  young  man  exhibited  three 
checks,  such  as  were  issued  by  the  state,  in  a  jewelry  store,  which  amounted  in  the  aggre- 
gate to  about  $2,500.  From  these  circumstances,  taken  in  connection  with  the  cliarac^ 
ter  of  his  subsequent  expenditures  and  his  associations,  it  was  deemed  to  bo  a  public  duty 
to  arrest  young  Taliaferro,  and  have  him  tried  for  the  accusation.  Accordingly,  a  warrant 
^vas  obtained,  aud  the  accused  put  upon  his  trial  for  the  forgery  of  the  check  on  wan-ant 
No.  251  for  $104,  in  favor  of  E.  J.  Turner. 

All  the  circumstances  before  detailed,  which  led  to  the  suspicion  of  Taliaferro's  guilt, 
were  shown  in  evidence  upon  the  trial  Ijefore  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Eiclimond  ;  but  the 
mayor,  rejecting  all  evidence  tending  to  show  the  forgeries  by  comparison  of  handwritings, 
and  considering  the  other  facts  insuflBcient  to  establish  a  probable  cause  for  remanding  him, 
ho  was  discharged,  remarking  at  the  same  time,  that  whatever  the  evidence  might  show  in 
b  moral  sense,  it  was  not  sufficient  in  a  legal  sense  to  establish  the  probable  cause  for  bia 
commitment. 

It  was  suggested  that  the  three  checks  exhibited  in  the  jewelry  store  might  havo  been 
checks  for  the  pay  of  members  of  the  general  assembly,  which  Taliaferro  was  in  the  habit 
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of  collecting.  The  conclusive  answer  to  this  suggestion  is  the  fact,  well  known  to  all,  thai 
the  entire  pay  of  three  members  of  the  assembly  could  not  amount  to  $  2,500  at  the  end  of 
the  longest  sessions. 

By  reference  to  the  forged  checks,  it  is  manifest  to  my  mind  that  there  have  been  more 
than  one  person  connected  with  the  forgeries. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  are  sixteen  forged  checks  on  which  prosecutions  have  not  been 
commenced ;  and  as  new  evidence  has  been  discovered  and  is  accumulating,  it  may  result 
in  other  prosecutions. 

Before  money  can  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  a  warrant  therefor  mUst  be  signed  by  the 
auditor,  countersigned  by  one  of  the  auditor's  clerks,  and  upon  that  warrant  the  treasurer 
issues  his  check  upon  one  of  the  deposit  banks.  For  the  pay  of  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  being  sustained  by  precedents,  I  had  frequently,  and  especially  when  the  legisla- 
ture was  about  to  adjourn,  signed  my  name  in  blank,  to  be  filled  up  and  countersigned  by 
such  elf  rk  as  might  have  the  business  in  charge.  This  proceeding  wa.s  considered  entirely 
safe,  and  that  no  fraud  could  grow  out  of  sucli  practice,  as  the  pay  of  )uembers  of  the  gene- 
ral assembly  is  regulated  by  law.  Some  of  those  signed  warrants  were  abstracted,  and  after 
forging  the  name  of  the  countersigning  clerk  in  this  office  and  the  name  of  the  treasurer, 
drew  the  money  from  the  banks. 

The  names  of  the  treasurer  and  countersigning  clerk  were  forged  out  and  out  to  all  the 
warrants  except  to  that  in  favor  of  W.  D.  Hartwell,  No.  246,  for  $r)96,  heretofore  described. 
This  waiTant  appears  to  contain  the  geimine  signatures  of  all  the  officers  required  by  law  to 
sign  it,  to  wit,  ihe  auditor,  his  clerk,  and  the  treasurer.  It  is  dated  on  the  (ilh  of  October 
1802,  the  same  day  the  legislature  adjourned,  and  it  is  supposed  was  handed  to  the  several 
officers  in  connection  with  the  great  number  of  warrants  usually  issued  on  such  occasions 
to  members  of  assembly  leaving  for  their  homes,  and  was  signed  without  observation. 

The  clerk  havinir  in  charge  the  pay  of  members  of  Ine  general  assembly  was  Henry  Nee- 
son,  Esq.,  a  temporary  cli-rk  of  sevenil  years'  employment,  and  a  young  man  of  the  highest 
integrity  and  above  reproach ;  and  I  am  sure  that  these  forgeries  could  not  be  the  result  of 
any  knowledge  or  complicity  with  them  in  any  manner  whatever.  In  this  connection  it 
may  be  proper,  however,  to  say  that,  for  several  years  past  I  have  urged  the  passage  of  a 
law  creating  new  and  additional  clerkships  in  this  office,  that  the  clerk  who  passes  upon 
the  claim  might  himself  countersign  the  warrant ;  but  the  legislature,  for  some  cause,  failed 
or  refused  to  pass  the  law,  and  I  have  been  driven  to  the  necessity  of  employing  temporary 
clerks  to  pass  ujjon  claims  aud  issue  warrants  for  their  payment,  to  be  countersigned  by 
some  other  clerk  who  knows  nothing  about  the  merits  of  the  claim  to  be  paid ;  and  thus 
the  security  which  is  so  desirable  of  the  act  of  a  sworn  officer  and  his  own  attestation,  is 
lost  to  the  public.  I  do  not  believe,  however,  that  Mr.  Neeson  could  or  would  have  acted 
more  conscientiously  had  he  been  a  sworn  clerk. 

These  forgeries  have  convinced  me  of  the  impropriety  of  signing  any  paper  in  blank.  In 
doing  it,  although  limited  to  the  pay  of  members  of  the  assembly,  I  felt  sustained  by  prece- 
dents in  this  office,  and  by  the  present  governor,  his  immediate  predecessor,  and  perhaps 
others,  of  lea^-^ng  their  blank  signatures,  to  be  used  in  ordering  money  to  be  drawn  from 
the  treasury.  No  harm,  however,  has  ever  occurred  in  consequence  of  this  practice.  Many 
of  the  banks,  and  perhaps  all  the  banks  in  the  state,  sign  blank  checks,  which  are  allowed 
to  be  filled  up  by  a  teller.  Clerks  of  courts  and  magistrates  frequently  sign  process  in 
blank ;  and  in  the  purer  days  of  our  history  as  a  people,  no  harm  grew  out  of  it,  and  no 
fraud,  as  far  as  I  am  informed,  attempted. 
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The  checks  against  fraud  in  the  state  government  are  wisely  arranged,  and  unless  in 
cases  like  the  present,  the  most  unblushing  and  extraordinary  in  the  history  of  crime,  con- 
stitute a  sure  guarantee  against  its  imposition. 

I  have  now  given  you  the  facts,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  collect  them,  touching  the 
forgeries  alluded  to  in  your  order;  and  I  have  added  to  them  what  has  transpired,  in  order 
to  expose  and  punish  the  offender.

Statement  of  the  treasurer  relative  to  forged  warrants. 

Treasury  Office  of  Virginia,- 

Richmond,  Dec.  2,  1862. 
Dear  Sir: 

In  obedience  to  your  order  of  tlie  17th  November,  I  respectfully  submit 

the  following  statement  of  "  facts"  in  regard  to  the  forgeries  referred  to : 

On  Monday  the  3d  November,  the  bank  books,  and  checks  paid  in  the  preceding  month, 
were  returned  by  the  respective  banks  to  my  office  for  comparison,  and  for  the  settlement  of 
my  bank  accounts.  My  first  clerk,  JIaj.  J.  S.  Bady,  very  soon  discovered  tliat  a  number 
of  the  warrants  and  checks  thoieon  n-tumed  by  the  banks,  were  forgeries ;  and  upon  exami- 
nation I  found  on  sixteen  of  them  the  forged  signature  of  my  name,  and  upon  one  of  the 
forged  was  my  genuine  signature.  This  I  can  only  account  for  by  the  supposition  that  it 
was  presented  with  a  number  of  others  for  my  signature,  and  was  signed  with  them,  and 
not  observed  to  be  forged  or  irregular. 

The  warrants  are  all  examined,  and  registered  in  two  books  by  a  clerk,  and  receipted  for 
by  the  party  receiving  them,  before  they  are  presfntgi  for  my  signature — and  not  one  of 
the  forged  Avarrants  and  cliecks  appears  to  liave  bceiWi  registered  and  receipted  for.  For 
a  particular  description  of  the  warrants  and  checks,  I  beg  to  refer  you  to  the  commumca- 
tion  of  the  auditor  of  public  accounts.

Report  of  the  attorney  general  relative  to  the  trial  of  TV.  P.  Rucker. 

Richmond,  December  20, 1862. 
Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  results  of  my  mission  to  Fincastle,  at  your 
3nstanc(%  lor  the  trial  of  Dr.  Win.  P.  Rucker,  on  various  charges. 

The  first  indictment  found  against  him,  was  for  the  murder  of  one  Michael  Joyce,  In 
July  18G1. 

Before  the  death  of  the  party,  ho  was  examined  by  a  justice,  for  feloniously  stabbing, 
with  intent  to  kiy,  and  was  comniittod  to  answer  to  that  charge,  before  an  examining  court. 

At  the  regular  tiTm  next  thereafter  he  appeared,  and  was  examined,  after  the  death  of 
Joyce,  for  the  charge  of  feloniously  stabbing,  &c.,  and  was  discharged. 

The  grand  jury  indicted  him,  after  an  examination  for  the  murder,  for  that  crime,  at  the 
special  term  of  the  circuit  court  of  Alleghany,  held  in  November.  To  that  charge  the  pri- 
soner pleaded  autrefois  acquit,  and  relied  upon  his  discharge  by  the  examining  comt,  upon 
the  charge  of  feloniously  stabbing,  &c. 

To  the  filing  of  that  plea  the  commonwealth  objected,  and  moved  its  rejection,  for  insuf- 
ficiency. 

Upon  All!  argument,  the  court  overruled  the  commonwealth's  motion,  and  adjudging  the 
discharge  to  be  a  bar  to  the  prosecution  for  murder,  allowed  the  plea  to  be  filed. 

The  commonwealth  then  tendered  a  replication  to  the  plea,  averring  the  examination  and 
judgment  to  have  been  procured  by  the  prisoner's  fraud,  in  the  absence  of  the  attorney  for 
the  commonwealth.  To  this  replication  th(;  prisoner's  coimscl  objected,  for  insufficiency, 
and  the  court  adjourned  it  for  argument  at  the  next  term. 

The  prisoner  was  then  arraigned  upon  a  charge  of  larceny  of  a  horse  of  Joseph  H.  Per- 
singer,  in  January  18C2.  To  this  he  pleaded  not  guilty ;  and  the  commonwealth  not  being 
ready  to  try  it,  owing  to  the  absence  of  a  material  witness,  it  was  continued  to  the  next 
term. 

Then  came  on  the  case  of  treason,  with  those  of  arson  of  the  Cowpasture  bridge  on  the 
Central  rail  road,  and  a  number  of  other  cases  therewith  connected — all  of  which  were 
committed  in  the  month  of  May  1862. 

To  these  charges  the  prisoner  pleaded  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  on  the  ground  that 
lie  was,  at  the  time  of  the  commi.ssion  of  the  several  oflfences  charged,  a  citizen  and  subject 
of  the  United  States,  and  in  their  military  ser^'ice,  and  that  he  was,  while  so  in  their  military 
service,  taken  a  prisoner  of  war  by  the  Confederate  States,  and  that  as  such  prisoner  of 
war,  ho  is  not  liable  to  indictment  and  prosecution  by  a  state  court,  for  any  of  the  said 
offences. 
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To  this  plea  the  commonwealth  ohjected ;  and  after  a  very  «laborate  argnment,  the  coori 
rejected  the  said  plea  as  insufficient. 

A  further  plea  in  abatement  was  tendered  and  rejected,  and  then  the  prisoner  pleaded  not 
guilty  to  all  the  indictments,  except  in  the  case  of  treason. 

In  the  case  of  treason,  the  prisoner,  his  pleas  to  jurisdiction  and  in  abatement  having 
been  overruled,  demurred  to  the  indictment. 

His  demurrer  was  in  some  respects  to  matters  of  form,  which  were  unimportant,  and  of 
no  consequence  to  the  main  question. 

But  he  demurred  principally  upon  the  ground  that  the  war  in  which  we  are  engaged  i.s 
a  war  between  the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States,  and  that  the  act  of  the  prisoner 
in  levying  war  in  conil)inatiou  witli  the  arnij^  of  the  United  States,  and  in  adlioring  to  the 
public  enemy,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort,  was  treason  against  the  Confederate  States,  and 
not  against  the  stute  of  Virginia.  This  ground  of  demurrer  goes  not  to  the  form  of  the 
proceeding,  but  is  of  the  gist  of  the  prosecution. 

One  count  is  not  liable  to  tlie  objection.  Some  of  the  overt  acts  of  levying  war  and  ad- 
hering to  the  enemy,  in  other  counts,  are  not  open  to  the  objection,  but  many  of  them  are 
so  liable.  • 

I  desire  to  argue  tin;  point  witli  due  care,  and  after  ample  preparation. 

The  cases  will  continue  ovt-r  until  the  spring  term,  when  I  hopi;  to  be  able  to  dispose  of 
them.

I  have  the  honor  to  report,  in  relation  to  the  matter  of  the  accompanying 
resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  that  only  two  free  negroes  captured  by  the 
armies  of  the  Confederate  States,  have  been  surrendered  by  the  confederate  authorities. 
These  two  were  the  servants  of  Brig.  Gen.  Prince,  a  captured  federal  officer.  They  were 
released  by  the  order  of  yourself. 

It  is  proper  for  me  to  state  here,  that  some  thirty  body  servants  of  officers  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  captured  at  Eoanoke  island  and  elsewhere,  have  been  suiTcndered  by  the 
federal  government,  without  any  demand  for  an  equivalent  in  the  way  of  an  exchange.

Official  report  of  Major   General  Floyd. 

Head  Qu.vrters  Virginia  State  Line, 

Camp  Clarkson,  Tazewell  County, 

December  17,  1862. 
Sir: 

After  my  last  communication  to  you,  I  prepared  an  expedition,  consisting  of 
a  strong  force  of  cavalry,  under  Colonel  John  Clarkson,  to  operate  against  the  enemy  in 
the  counties  of  Wayne,  Cabell,  «fec.  He  set  out  from  Chapmansville  on  the  14th  Novem- 
ber, in  the  direction  of  Cabell,  down  the  Guyandotte  river,  over  a  rough  and  difficult  road. 
The  following  day  he  fell  in  with  a  detachment  of  the  enemy,  which  he  quickly  routed  and 
<lispersed.  He  continued  the  march  until  within  a  few  miles  of  the  Ohio  river,  breakinn-iip 
the  "  home  guard"  organization  of  the  enemy,  which  are  very  numerous  in  all  that  coun- 
try, and  takiug  prisoners  every  day. 

A  strong  guard  of  Yankee  troops,  acting  as  a  guard  for  the  Pierpoint  assessor  for  the 
county  of  Wayne,  was  attacked,  and  dispersed  after  a  short  skirmish,  in  which  was  killed 
and  wounded  some  of  the  enemy,  and  we  took  a  few  prisoners.  Colonel  Clarkson  pro- 
ceeded then,  according  to  the  previous  directions  given  him,  to  the  Sandy  river,  to  attack  a 
large  and  formidable  organization  of  the  enemy,  composed  mainly  of  the  native  population, 
and  very  strongly  posted  amidst  the  cliffs  and  forests  upon  the  precipitous  banks  of  that 
river.  He  succeeded  in  taking  them  by  surprise  completely,  and  after  killing  and  wound- 
ing a  number  of  them,  took  a  large  number  of  prisoners,  and  surprised  entirely  the  rest  of 
the  force.  This  force  and  organization  were  formidable,  and  extremely  dangerous  to  the 
peace  and  quiet  of  the  country  round  about  for  many  miles.  The  loyal  people  were  nearly 
all  driven  from  their  country,  and  all  were  robbed.  After  that,  Colonel  Clarkson,  accordintr 
to  previous  understanding,  made  a  junction  with  me  at  the  mouth  of  Pigeon  creek,  in 
Logan  county,  on  the  Kentucky  border,  whither  I  had  gone  with  the  infantry  and  a  section 
■of  the  mounted  howitzer  battery. 

I  learned  from  Col.  Clarkson  tliat  the  enemy  had  started  a  number  of  boats  with  valuable 
supplies,  from  the  mouth  of  Sandy  to  a  post  recently  established  at  Pikeville,  a  point  at  the 
head  of  navigation  on  the  Louisa  fork  of  Sandy.  These  boats  were  in  charge  of  a  strong 
guard,  and  were  intended  to  furnish  a  complete  outfit  for  a  force  deemed  sufficient  for  them, 
by  their  commander,  to  march  upon  and  destroy  the  salt  works  in  Sm3'th  and  Washino-tou 
counties. 

I  determined  at  once  to  attack  this  train;  and  from  its  distance,  being  more  than  forty 
miles  off,  it  became  necessary  to  send  mounted  men.  Besides  this  reason,  I  found  it  incon- 
venient to  move  the  infantry  in  that  direction,  on  account  of  the  number  of  prisoners  with 
which  we  were  encumbered.  The  cavalry  and  mounted  men  were  put  in  motion  within  an 
hour,  and  proceeded  upon  the  march,  which  was  uninterrupted,  day  or  night,  until  the 
enemy  were  overtaken,  attacked  and  routed. 

Our  people  captured  ten  of  the  enemy's  transport  boats,  laden  with  valuable  supplies.  A 
great  deal  of  these  supplies  was  distributed  amongst  the  men,  and  much  of  them  was 
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brought  off;  but  a  very  large  amount  of  most  valuable  supplies  was  necessarily  destroyed, 
for  want  of  transportation  to  bring  them  away.  A  train  of  one  hundred  pack  mules  would 
have  brought  away  a  very  large  amount  of  extremely  valuable  stores,  which  were  commit- 
ted to  the  fii-e  and  the  river. 

The  night  following  the  capture  of  these  boats  (indeed,  just  twelve  hours  after  the  attack 
upon  the  boats),  our  forces  engaged  that  of  Colonel  Dilts,  posted  in  an  extremely  strong 
position  on  the  summit  of  a  mountain,  on  the  road  leading  from  Prestonburg  to  Pikeville. 
This  position  was  taken  and  held  without  any  knowledge  on  our  part ;  and  as  the  attack 
was  made  after  night,  and  entirely  unexpected,  we  were  taken  at  a  great  disadvantage. 
But  our  men  behaved  with  great  steadiness  and  resolution,  received  the  attack,  and  charged 
the  enemy,  driving  him  from  his  position,  and  dispersing  them  entirely.  The  rout  was 
complete,  and  the  post  at  Pikeville,  consisting  of  one  thousand  men,  was  entirely  broken 
up.  The  prisoners  and  the  Union  people  in  that  neighborhood  reported  Col.  Dilts  as  killed 
in  the  fight  that  night. 

For  more  detailed  statements  of  this  expedition,  I  refer  you  to  the  report  of  Col.  Clarkson. 
In  our  operations  through  the  country  we  made  a  number  of  recruits  in  the  counties  of 
Cabell,  Wayne,  Logan,  &c. 

My  object  in  this  campaign  was,  as  far  as  possible,  to  prevent  the  occupation  by  the 
Yankee  forces  of  the  country  between  the  Kanawha  valley  and  the  Kentucky  border,  as 
well  as  to  destroy  the  mihtary  organization  of  the  country  under  the  traitor  government  at 
Wheeling.  Both  objects  were  fully  attained  sis  long  as  I  was  able  to  remain  in  the  country. 
The  military  organizations,  very  mmierous  and  woW  appointed  in  every  particular,  were 
almost  entirely  destroyed,  and  the  attempts  to  set  up  the  spurious  government  were  entirely 
foiled. 

1  was  compelled  to  leave  the  country,  held  by  me  for  more  than  three  months  alone,  for 
the  want  of  quartermaster's  supplies.  Wo  were  without  tents,  or  clothing,  or  cooking 
utensils,  or  axes ;  and  after  the  indcmeut  weather  of  winter  set  in,  we  could  no  longer  re- 
main in  the  field.  With  these  stores  supplied,  I  would  have  remained  in  that  country 
throughout  the  winter  months.  We  wire  abl«;  to  ]irocure  food  (meat  and  bread)  in  the 
country — nearly  all  of  it  taken  from  the  emmy. 

The  campaign,  from  first  to  last,  was  u):e  of  hardship  and  privation ;  but  they  were  borne 
without  conij)laint  by  the  men,  who  are  unsurpassed  in  hardiness,  activity  and  capability 
to  endure  privations.  They  deserve  grt  at  praise  for  their  constancy  and  general  good 
conduct. 

The  oflScers  generally  deserve  commendation ;  but  to  Col.  Clarkson  too  much  credit  can- 
not be  given,  for  his  energy,  activity  and  courage.  The  obstacles  he  encountered,  of  every 
Kort,  throughout  these  expeditions,  were  of  the  most  formidable  character,  but  they  were 
also  most  gallantly  surmounted.

Resolutions  of  the  state  of  Alabama. 


EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

Montgomery,  Alabama,  Dec.  4.  1862. 


Sir: 


In  transmitting  to  you  the  accompanying  resolutions  of  the  general  assembly 
of  the  state  of  Alabama,  proposing  to  the  several  states  composing  the  Confederacy,  to 
guarantee  its  war  debt,  I  hope  for  the  ready  co-operation  of  your  state.  Embarked,  as  we 
are,  in  a  common  cause,  with  a  common  destiny,  our  separate  interests  are  indissolubly 
linked  with  the  prosperity  of  our  Confederacy,  and  our  separate  state  action  should  be  so 
directed  as  to  bear  directly  upon  the  advancement  of  the  credit  of  the  Confederacy,  to 
strengthen  its  hands  for  the  attainment  of  om*  common  desire.

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Joint  resolutions  in  relation  to  the  war  debt  of  the  Confederate   States. 

Whereas  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States  is  involved  in  a  war  for  the  indepen- 
dence of  each  of  the  states  of  the  Confederacy,  as  well  as  for  its  own  existence :  and 
whereas  the  destiny  of  each  state  of  the  Confederacy  is  indissolubly  connected  with  that  of 
the  confederate  government :  and  whereas  the  confederate  government  cannot  successfully 
prosecute  the  war  to  a  speedy  and  honorable  peace  without  ample  means  or  credit :  There- 
fore, 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  state  of  Alabama,  in 
general  assembly  convened,  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  general  assembly,  it  is  the  duty  of 
each  state  of  the  Confederacy,  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  the  credit  of  the  confederate 
government,  to  guarantee  the  debt  of  that  government,  in  proportion  to  its  representation 
in  the  congress  of  that  government. 

Resolved  further,  that  the  state  of  Alabama  hereby  proposes  to  her  sister  states  of  the 
Confederacy,  to  guarantee  said  debt  on  said  basis,  provided  that  each  of  said  states  shall 
accept  the  proposition,  and  adopt  suitable  legislation  to  carry  it  into  effect;  in  which  event, 
these  resolutions  shall  stand  as  the  guarantee  of  this  state  for  the  aforesaid  proportion  of  the 
debt  of  said  confederate  government. 

Resolved  further,  that  his  excellency  the  governor  be  and  is  hereby  requested  to  transmit 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  go^'ernor  of  each  state  of  the  Confederacy,  and  to  the 
president  of  the  Confederate  States.

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REPORT. 


VIRGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE, 
July  12,  1S62. 
Sir: 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  military  institute  have  tlic  honor  to  sub- 
mit to  you  the  following  report  relative  to  tliis  institution: 

As  required  by  law,  the  board  visited  the  institute,  on  the  IlOth  ultimo,  and  have  been 
holdinr;;  their  annual  session  continuously  to  the  present  day.  They  have  been  cngag^od  in 
attending  the  examinations  of  (he  different  classes  of  the  cadets  in  the  various  departments 
of  instruction,  inspecting  the  property  of  the  state  here,  and  Lave  made  a  carei'ul  investiga- 
tion of  the  several  departments  of  tlie  school. 

The  reports  of  the  sujjerintendcnt,  and  of  the  several  committees  of  tlie  board  accompa- 
nying this  report,  show  the  results  of  the  enquiries  referred  to,  and  present,  in  a  minute 
form,  the  condition  of  all  the  departments.  , 

The  imhappy  condition  of  the  country  and  the  disturbed  state  of  the  public  mind  imme- 
diately following  the  breaking  out  of  the  present  war,  resulted  in  a.  coni])lcte  suspension  of 
tills  institution  from  about  the  lirst  of  July  to  the  fijst  of  January  last.  The  board  deem- 
ing it  of  the  liighcst  importance  to  have  the  school  reopened,  determined  at  their  last  an- 
nual meeting  to  have  all  the  departments  of  instruction  reopened  on  the  first  of  January. 
"We  arc  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that  our  efforts  in  this  respect  have  proved  successful, 
and  the  usual  instruction,  both  military  and  academic,  have  been  imparted  to  the  present 
time.  At  the  time  the  board  ordered  the  school  to  be  reopened,  an  apprehension  was  enter- 
tained that  it  could  not  be  sustained  during  the  war;  but  the}'  (t"iid  their  action  vindicated 
not  only  In-  the  success  which  has  atUuided  their  efforts,  but  the  character  of  the  institution 
itself  is  now  more  highly  appreciated  than  ever  before,  an  unusual  numbm'  of  aj)plication8 
have  been  made  for  admission,  and  a  great  number  rejected  because  of  a  want  of  capacity 
in  the  buildings. 

It  is  a  gratifying  fact  to  find  the  institution,  in  its  financial  affairs,  so  highly  prosperous. 
It  is  espi'cially  so,  when  we  reflect  that  all  articles  for  thi*  supply  of  the  quartermaster's  and 
coiinuissar}'  department  have,  since  January  last,  commanded  such  exorbitant  prices. 
This  has  resulted  from  provident  contracts  and  careful  economy.  This  is  a  renewed  evi- 
dence, in  the  crisis  of  this  institution,  of  the  superior  administrative  qualities  in  the  conduct 
of  its  affairs. 

The  board  recommend  the  establishment,  upon  the  grounds  of  the  institution,  of  a  labo- 
ratory adapted  to  the  preparation  of  fixed  ammunition  for  small  arms  and  field  artillery,  and 
thcestabli.shment  of  a  work  shop  upon  a  scale  adequate  for  tlie  repair  of  small  arms.  Tho 
arsenal  has  capacity  sufficient  to  contain  filYy  ihousand  stand  of  small  arms,  and  a  commo- 
dious magazine  has  recently  been  erected,  on  a  sij'e  position,  several  hundred  yards  distant 
from  the  other  buildings.     The  necessities  of  the  state  will  require  the  cstublishmeut  of  a 
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depot  for  arms  in  this  porlion  of  the  state;  and  the  expcnclitnre  of  a  small  sum  for  the  pur- 
poses suggosted  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  board,  well  worthy  of  a  prompt  and  favorabh;  con- 
eideration.  Since  the  cnnniencement  of  the  present  war  the  superintendent  has  had  ])re- 
'  pared,  and  distributed  KJidcr  orders,  three  lujndred  and  eighty-three  thousand  nuishot  bail 
cartiidgcs  and  eight  Inindred  and  nineteen  rounds  for  field  artillery.  This  was  accom- 
plished with  but  little  laV.or,  and  without  the  usual  facilities. 

This  institution,  capable  of  furnishing  th(!  very  highest  grades  orinstrucliou  in  its  mili- 
tary and  other  dc^partments,  j^hould  now,  in  tlu;  new  poliiical  relations  of  our  stat(\  receive 
the  continued  patroifflge  of  the  authorities  of  the  state  and  the  people  of  the  Confederate 
States.  On  every  battle  field  of  \hv  present  war  the  great  importance  of  this  school  has 
been  realized.  Not  less  than  eight  hundred  of  its  graduati\s  and  ox-cadets  have  been  com- 
missioned, and  are' in  the  military  service  of  the  country,  from  the  rank  of  brigadier  general 
to  that  of  minor  positions  of  usefulness.  It  is  a  pleasing  reflection  to.  realize  the  fact  that 
twcnty-tliree  years  of  labor  in  building  up  this  institntiou,  siistuined  by  the  liberal  bounty 
of  the  sl:ite  and  the  patronage  of  tlie  jniblic,  when  our  liomes  are  invaded  by  a  ruthless 
enemy,  have  been  so  fully  re<iuited.  The  ercjx  nditure  of  money  which  has  contributed  so 
largely  to  this  brilliant  result,  thould  only  b<'  estimated  or  cons-idered  as  an  encouragement 
to  continue  its  bestowal,  and  to  promote  like  results,  by  enlarging  £ind  expounding  the  fa- 
culties of  this  great  fountain  of  learning  and  military  insti-uclion.

I  bof^  loavo  vcs|ioc( fully  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  the  operatious  of  this 
institution  since  the  last  annual  nicelinu;  of  the  board  of  visitors. 

The  varircl<Iifficu]ties  arisinj^  from  the  state  of  war  in  ■which  our  country  ■was  involved, 
marie  it  inijiracticabfc  for  the  rcj^ular  aeatleinic  exercises  of  the  institution  to  bo  resumed  on 
,  the  first  of  Sepfomber  last.     In  obedience,  to  the  orders  of  the  board,  I  ni.ide  all  necessary 
preparations  for  the  resumption  of  duties  on  the  first  of  January,  aud  on  that  daj'  the  pre- 
sent academic  session  conunenced.  * 

Since  that  period  268  cadets  have  matriculated,  viz:  45  state  and  223  pay  cadets.  Of 
tills  number,  45  were  old  cad(!ts,  who  had  served  some  one,  some  two  years.  The  l.-^rgo 
.preponderance  of  new  cadets  added  nia(ori:dly  to  the  difficulty  of  the  organization  and 
discipline  of  the  institution,  nnd  made  it  necessary  to  select  the  military  officers  of  tho 
corps  from  those  who  ■were  deemed  best  qualified,  without  regard  to  tiie  class  to  whiclt  they 
belonged.  Tlie  organization  thus  made  gave  to  thi>  school  measurable  efficiency;  and  this 
was  kept  up  until  the  board  of  vi.sitors  directed  the  di.sch.-u-ge  of  most  of  the  old  cade^,  and 
many  of  the  older  of  the  new  cadets,  43  in  all,  upon  resignation — thus  removing  fmrn  tho 
institution  those  upon  whose  co-operation  the  commandant  of  cadets  chiefly  relied  for  tho 
discipline  of  the  school.  In  this  way  it  has  been  made  nccessaiy-to  reorganize  the  officers 
of  the  corps  four  limes  since  January  ].«;t — a  statement  jdainly  exhibiting  one  of  the  serious 
cijjbarrassmcnts  attending  the  government  of  the  school  at 'such  a  lime  as  this.  This  diffi- 
culty wrts  increased  by  the  additional  fact,  that  having  no  first  class,  tho  scliool  was  de- 
prived of  the  important  aid  of  those  whose  experience  iind  ag(!  hav<^  always  added  materi- 
ally to  the  ordrr  of  the  institution,  while  the  want  of  officers  of  this  class  di'prived  tiio 
superintendent  of  the  means  of  tiial  of  cadi'ts  by  courts  martial.  With  all  these  e'mbar- 
rassments,  the  discipline  has  been  well  sustained,  the  summary  removal  tVom  the  school  of 
those  who  were  negligent  or  disorderly,  proving  an  et^ectual  control  to  such.  The  superin- 
tendent takes  great  pleasure  in  bearing  t<>stimony  to  the  efficient  manner  in  which  the 
commandant  of  cadets.  Major  Ship,  has  discharged  his  duties.  Calhnl  to  a  most  responsiblo 
post  at  a  most  tn  ing  period,  his  firmness,  jiulgnieiit  and  atlenlion  to  duty  have  materially 
contributed  to  control  the  discipline  of  the  institution  and  to  elevate  the  standard  of  duty. 

The  academic  course  has  bcev  slightly  modified,  to  corresjiond  with  existing  circum- 
stances, and  for  tiie  first  cpiarler  of  the  year  was  condncfcd  wiih  the  utmost  regularity  and 
profit  The  absence'  of  Col.  Crutclificild  Ihrew  upon  the  superintendent  tlio  entire  instruc- 
tion of  the  second  class  in  mathematics.  Tliis  severe  and  unexpected  duty,  mad(!  the  mora 
severe  by  the  iiicrea.si-d  labors  devolving  upon  him,  with  ^(IS  cadet.^* under  his  charge,  in- 
duced a  degree!  of  pliysical  debilitj-,  from  which  lie  is  now  oidy  partially  recovered.  Tha 
board  of  visitors,  to  meet  this  abseuci;  of  Col.  Crutchficld,  authorized  the  superiuteudcut  to 
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employ  a  temporary  supply.  Various  efforts  wore  immediately  made  to  this  end,  but 
withiiut  eifrct,  until  tbe  'M  of  April,  when  the  services  of  Lt.  Col.  J.  W.  Massie,  a  dis- 
tinguished g^radiiate  of  the  institute,  and  who  had  become  disabled  for  military  service,  by 
his  severe  duties  at  Fort  DQnelson,*were  secured.  Col.  Massie  has  had  exclusive  charge  of 
the  third  class  in  mathematics  since  that  time. 

In  tlie  mean  time  the  board  of  visitors  sanctioned  the  removal  of  Major  J.  D'PI.  Ross, 
who,  in  the  absence  of  Urig.  Gen.  Colston,  had  exclusive  charge  of  the  third  class  in 
French.  As  it  was  impossible  to  till  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned,  it  was  necessary  to  sus- 
pend the  study  of  |^fnch'  from  the  'iCth  of  April.  Lieut.  L  D.  Crittenden's  resignation 
Was  accejjted  by  the  board  of  visitors  on  the  1st  of  May;  and  his  removal  disabled  another 
class  in  Latin,  and  no  successor  has  been  appointed.  The  board  of  vi.sitors  will  readily 
see  that  tliese  various  chatigeh  have  not  <nily  materially  interfered  with  the  usual  academic 
couv.m',  but  tiiey  have  ti'uded  to  disorganize  the  school,  and  to  give  currency  to  tlie  idea, 
\^hicli  the  cadets  lhemsclv(!s  liave  industriously  circulated,  that  it  was  the  purpose  of  the 
boaid  to  di.sbaud  the  institution. 

The  class  r^ports  from  the  20th  of  April  clearly  indicate  that  the  attention  of  the  cadets 
to  their  studies  was  rapidly  declining,  and  that  a  state  of  restlessness  existed  generally 
among  liioni.  This  condition  of  things  was  augmented  by  the  evacuation  of  the  lines  at 
Manassas,  and  the  n  treat  of  the  army  of  the  Valle}-.  Miiny  cadets,  by  these  movements, 
were  thus  cut  off  from  (heir  homes,  and  gave  way  to  all  the  anxiety  which  such  a  state  of 
things  would  natiirally  occasion.  This  feeling  wfis  intensified  by  the  serious  demonstra- 
tions made  upon  Slanntou  liy  the  columns  of  Generals  IJanks  and  Milroy,  leading  to  a 
stampede  from  Staunton,  and  inducing  a  general  feeling  of  apprehension  in  this  county. 
The  condition  of  things  was  so  serious,  that  I  promptly  opi  ncd  counnunicatifu  with  Gen. 
Richardson,  the  adjutant  general,  for  instructions  in  the  tlueatened  emergency :  tind  know- 
ing my  inability  to  protect  the  institjilion  with  the  small  foice  at  my  command,  by  any  de- 
fence whicli  I  might  attem|)t  liere,  I  specially  a>kcd  of  tlie  adjutant  general  whether  tho 
'liiglK'.st  impnl.se  of  duty  should  not  lead  me  to  cooperate  with  Maj  Gen.  Jackson,  should 
he  def^de  to  make  a  stand  near  Slauuton.  At  the  saim-  time,  I  sent  a  dispatch  to  Gi-ncral 
Jackson,  tendering  to  him  tht;  .s(!rvices  of  the  corps  of  cadets  for  the  defence  of  Slaunton, 
and  indiiectly,  of  this  iu.stitiition,  to  the  full  extent  of  my  authority  and  means.  The  only 
reply  1  received  from  the  adjutant  geueial,  was  an  endorsement  of  my  comumnicatiou  to 
the  governor,  by  which  the  matter  was  leH  with  my  discivtion.  On  the  night  of  the  liOth 
of  Apnl  I  received,  by  a  courier,  a  dispatch  from  Gen.  Jackson,  asking  my  immediate  co- 
operation with  him,  in  an  important  nu)venient  thon  contemplated,  and  which  would  require 
the  alisence  of  the  cadiiis  from  their  regular  duties  a  few  days  only.  Tlie  call  was  so  urgent 
and  so  prop<r,  in  my  judgment,  that  acting  under  the  disctetion  extended  to  me  by  tho 
governor,  and  inrtiu'uced  by  liie  precedent  orders  of  the  governor  on  two  previous  occasions, 
by  which  the  cadets  were  sent  into  llie  field,  I  immediately  proceeded  to  Staunton  with  four 
companies  of  cadets,  under  the  command  of  Major  Ship,  numbering  in  all  s-me  2Uft,  leav- 
ing behind,  as  a  guard  to  the  institution,  all  who  weie  disabled,  and  whose  parents  objected 
to  such  temporary  service.  On  reaching  Staunton,  I  communicated  by  teligram  with  tho 
adjutant  gem-ral.  my  action  in  the  premi.sis,  and  received  in  re|>ly  a  copy  of  jesolutions  of 
the  board  of  vi.sitors  disavowing  all  authvirity  to  order  the  cadets  into  the  field,  or  to  pi-rmit 
them  to  go  into  the  field  As  the  residittion  was  not  exmsidered  by  me  as  in>trneiiug  me  to 
return  to  the  institute,  I  asked  of  the  adjutant  general  whether  the  resolution  of  the  board 
was  designed  to  instruct  me  not  to  cooperate  with  Gen.  Jackson.  Tlie  adjutant  general 
replied  that  the  board  of  visitors  declined  to  give  any  instructions.  Left  thus  to  interpret 
the  re.solutiim  of  the  board  hs  best  I  might.  I  replied  that  I  should  regard  the  resolution  of 
the  board  as  an  instruction  to  return  to  the  institute  witii  the  corps  of  catltts;  and  unless 
orders  were  given  to  the  coiiirary.  I  should  march  back  the  next  day.  Tlie  adjiuaut  general 
and  the  governor  responded,  that  the  mischief  had  already  been  done,  and  to  prevent  greater 
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mischief,  I  had  better  go  on.  Under  tlicsc  circunisfanccs,  and  knowing  that  Gen.  .Tack.«on 
vas  relying  very  materially  upon,our  co-operatiou  in  the  movement  wliich  he  had  alrcHdy 
commenced,  I  laid  all  the  communications  before  him,  and  asked  him  for  such  an  explana- 
tion of  the  use  he  designed  to  make  of  the  cadets,  and  of  his  need  of  tlicm,  as  niij;ht  enable 
mc  to  sei!  whether,  under  the  circumstances,  I  could  take  the  responsibility  of  co-operating 
with  him.  The  re.'^ponse  of  Oen.  Jackson  was  so  di.stiuct  and  so  emphatic,  that  I  had  no 
alternative  but  to  join  him,  and  innncdiately  replied,  that  the  cadets  under  my  command 
were  subj(>ct  to  his  orders,  and  would  co-operate  with  him. 

I  hgve  the  pleasure  to  state  that  the  cadets  were  connected  with  the  first  brigade;  were 
present  at  the  battle  of  McDowell,  alth^igh  not  participant.'?  in  the  figltt,  marched  on  that 
day  ;?4  miles,  contiimed  with  the  army,  in  the  pursuit  of  Milroy,  as  far  as  Franklin;  and 
having  fulfilled,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  connnanding  general,  as  is  indicated  by  his  gene- 
ral orders,  herewith  communicated,  the  entire  obligation  into  which  I  had  entered  with  him, 
I  returned  with  the  corps  of  cadets  to  the  regular  duties  of  tlie  institute,  on  the  17th  day  of 
May,  without  casually,  and  having  only  one  cadet  seriously  ill  during  thi.s  arduous  service. 

It  has  been  a  source  of  extreme  pain  to  me  to  know  that  my  action  in  t^iis  important  duty, 
so  clear  to  my  own  mind,  has  not  met  the  approval  of  tlie  board  of  visitors.  I  well  under- 
stood the  purposes  that  led  to  the  reorganization  of  the  institution;  and  n-.y  own  cfmvicliona 
entirely  agreed  wiili  tl)e  opinion  of  the  board,  that  the  cadets  tlicn  composing  the  corps  wore 
too  3'oung  to  undertake  the  hardships  of  a  campaign.  I  felt  all  the  importance  of  doing  aJl 
in  my  power  to  continue  the  academic  course  to  those  who  were  young  and  uninstmcted, 
especially  when  so  many  institutions  of  ^learning  were  suspended  ;  and  I  availed  myself  of 
every  fit  occasion  to  impress  this  view  upon  the  cadets.  But  the  emergency  which  appealed 
to  me  was  no  ordinary  one.  The  gallant  army  of  Gen.  Jackson  Wiis  about  to  be  over- 
whelmed, as  we  thought,  b^'  the  two  columns  then  moving  in  such  numbers  upon  him.  Its 
defeat  would  not  only  be  the  ^erthrow  of  the  Valley  and  of  the  institute,  but  the  overthrow 
of  the  capital  of  our  state  and  confederacy,  and  the  occupation  by  the  enemy  of  the  greater 
portion  of  our  beloved  commoHwcalth.  I  had  two  hundred  cadets  who  were  well  armed- 
and  equipped  and  trained,  and  wlio  could  do  good  service,  in  a  critical  moment,  for  the  de- 
fence of  all  that  was  dear  to  us  as  Virginians.  I  had  u#  doubt  of  this,  and  was  impelled, 
by  the  highest  sense  of  duty  and  of  honor,  to  make  at  least  the  effort  to  save  our  heritage 
from  the  hand  of  the  spoiler.  Sudi  were  the  motives  which  prompted  my  action;  and  for 
tlieir  vindication,  I  rest  upon  the  simple  statement  of  facts  which  I  have  thus  briefly  prc- 
.sented,  and  refer  the  board  to  the  accompanying  correspondence;  which  I  al-o  submit  as  a 
part  of  the  history  of  tlie  times  and  of  the  institution.  While  a  sense  of  public  duty  led  to 
this  service  on  the  part  of  the  cadets,  the  service  itself  subserved  other  important  purposes^ 
It  showed  to  them  that  wan  was  no  pastime,  but  was  an  irksome  and  laborious  duty;  and 
most  of  tlie  restlessness  among  them,  to  which  I  have  referred,  has  been  quieted.  Besides, 
this  military  expedition  has,  in  a  measni-e,  vindicated  tlie  manhood  of  tho.se,  many  of  whom, 
although  below  the  legal  age  for  military  service,  were  restless  under  th(!  reputation  of  being 
members  of  a  peace  establit.hment.  Allowance  must  be  made  for  th(!  feelings  of  yimth  thu.3 
situated  ;  and  it  is  a  pleasure  to  me  to  record  the  fact  that  duties  which  involved  exposure, 
self-denial  and  much  hardship,  were  undertaken  by  them  with  cheerfulness,  and  without 
murmuring. 

Despite  all  the  drawbacks  to  which  I  have  referred,  much  progress  has  been  maoe  in  tlio 
academic  duties.  The  second  class  have  commenced  aiftl  conipletf-d  the  diflenniial  calculus 
in  mathematics;  commenced  and  completed  the  course  of  chemistry ;  have  gone  tlirough 
half  the  course  of  mechanics;  have  completed  the  entire  course  of  infantry  and  artillery 
tactics;  in  part  studied  field  fortifications,  and  have  made  some  progress  in  Latin. 

The  third  cla.ss  has  commenced  and  completed  analytic  geometry  iu  mathematics,  studied 
Latin  and  Fi-ench,  and  completed  Hardee's  Infantiy  Tactics. 
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The  fdurfli  class  commenced  and  completed  algi'bra  and  f^eomctry,  and  have  studied 
French  and  geographj'.  The  lower  sections  of  the  tliircV  and  tunrtli  classes  have;  not  l<('pt 
up  with  the  f^eneral  progress  of"  the  classes,  from  causes  which  are  apparent;  hut  tlio 
examination  will  sliow  that  the  general  proficiency  is  creditable  to  those  who  \yill  he  found 
worthy  of  beii'g  sustained. 

Tlie  reports  of  the  professors  will  more  fully  exhibit  the  condition  of  the  classes,  and  their 
progress. 

HEALTH   OK   THE   IX.STITUTION. 

• 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  surgeon  exliibits  an  interesting  view  of  the  condition 
of  the  institution  in  regard  to  its  health.  The  inclement  season  which  prevailed  for  nearly 
four  months,  combined  with  the  impi;r(ect  supply  of  clothing  in  sumo  cases,  led  to  inuth 
eerioiis  sickness.  The  record  show.s  two  deaths  in  ihis  period,  viz:  Cadet  J.  K.  Thomas  of 
Isli!  of  Wight,  from  typhoid  fever;  and  more  recently,  that  of  Cadet  Giesnerot  Rockbridge, 
from  pneumonia,  who  died  at  his  father's  residence. 


The  report  of  the  treasurer,  with  the  detailed  reports  of  the  qnarferma^fcr  and  commia- 
eary,  will  furni.>fh  full  information  relative  to  the  fiscal  affairs  of  iht;  iusiitution.

lly  the  law  establishing  the  institution,  the  board  of  visitors  were  required  to  admit  stflto 
cadets,  "frrr.  of  ilinr>rr  fur  honid  and  luilion."  Wlieii  the  law  was  pus.sed,  the  price  of 
tuition  was  $2i',  and  the  annual  cliarge  for  board  $()S — making  the  mimey  valm-  of  tho 
graiuitf  $HS  to  each  state  cadet.  Since  tin-  year  I8:$9  llie  expense  of  living  has  so  rapidly 
nnd  heavily  increased,  and  the  school  in  all  its  departments  so  mutcrially  developed,  that 
the  tuition  fee  is  now  $00,  and  the  rate  of  board  before  the  conunenc^'ini-nt  of  the  war, 
$  i:il,  making  the  present  money  vahu'.of  the  gratuity  $  101  ;  and  this  sum  has  been  still 
further  auguieute  1  by  the  value  of  the  fuel  and  1  ghts,  $  18,  making  the  total  annual  grar 
tuity  $  210 — more  than  double  what  it  -was  in  1830. 

This  difference  has  beeti  borne  by  the  funds  of  the  institution,  and  is  most  material,  when 
estimated  for  fifty  state  cadets.

Keducing  tliis  Hinomit  !.y  tlie  aniount  assumed  l.y  the  institute  tnr  tlie  state 
cad.t,  ti.e  aiir.uiil  cliaige  born.-  by  iho  state  cadet  is  $  IGfi,  just  double  what  it  was  in  18:59, 
and  llius  keeping  pace  iu  its  augmcntaiion,  with  tiic  general  ad vauee  of,  prices  av Inch  has 
prevailed  since  1639. 

A  state  of  war  has  materially  modified  even  these  results.  The  board  for  the  present 
year  is  $  150,  and  fuel  and  lights  $36— total  $  l^-G-tuition  still  ,$(5(1:  showing  that  the 
money  payment  to  which  the  institute  will  be  subject,  for  5(1  state  cadets,  fbr  board  j.nd 
fuel  and  lights,  without  counting  tuition,  will  be  $9,300.  This  suil»  will  be  still  further 
increased  by  the  continued  advance  in  all  the  ess.'utials  of  life..  The  contractor  for  beef  is 
asking  an  increase  for  this  article;  groif'iies  are  d.mble  fJie  former  chaiges:  so  that  I  may 
safely  esiinuUe  the  ainiunl  money  chatge  of  the  state  cadet-:,  e.xdusivo  of  the,tnition  fees 
at  $  10,(100. 

Tlfr  wliole  subject,  theref(U-e,  presents  some  practical  difficulti.s,  to  which  the  atlcntion 
of  the  board  of  visitors  is  specially  directed;  for  at  present  r.-.les,  it  is  plainly  impos^ble, 
with  the  means  at  the  command  ot  the  institute,  to  nuiintain.  as  furn  eriy,  tITe  same  immber 
of  state  cadets,  with  the  same  allowanced  supplied  to  them.  If  we  include  the  coxt  of 
tuition  for  50  state  cadets,  the  expenses  of  whieh  are  also  H»mMney  ch.-irge  to  the  institution, 
the  abov.-  sum  of  $  I0,()0(»  i..,  further  augment.d  by  $  3,000  for  this  item— making  the  total 
nnmuil  charge  for  50  state  cadets,  of  $  13,000.  A  careful  examination  of  Ibis  subjeet  will 
Eliow  iliat  these  results  arc  accurate;  and  a  compaiis(m  of  charges  with  pre- cut  current 
rates,  will  also  show  that  the  estimate  is  very  nnuh  within  those  charged  cLsewhero.  If 
tlie  board  shall  feel  it  obligatory  upon  them  to  maintain  the  .50  state  cadets  wiiii  the  .same 
allowances  now  sui.plied,  piovi.siuu  nuist  be  made  by  whirh  the  superintendent  mav  be 
enabled  to  raise  the  additional  funds  requited  for  the  addilioual  expense  thrown  upon  the 
institution. 

The  balance  to  the  credit  of  the  building  fund  is  reserved  for  the  payment  of  contractors 
oil  the  new  building,  a  slattment  of  whose  accimnt  accompHuies  the  leport,  and  also  to 
bear  the  expense  of  bringing  water  to  the  inslituiion.  This  last  woik  l.as  been  necessarily 
postponed,  from  the  impossil)ility  of  getting  the  pipe.  • 

The  quartermast.-r's  department  and  the  subsistence  department  being  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  .-iipplying  the  necessifly  articles  of  clothing,  bo.ks,  &c.,  and  b.  ard  to  tlie 
cadets,  and  upon  the  |)iincip!e  of  being  srlf-s„stftinin<f,  hnvi-  been  nijfiniained  with  great 
iinilbruiiiy,  without  embarrassment  to  the  funds  of  the  departmrnt,  or  to  the  general  iunds 
of  the  iiistitiitton.  The  stdisistence  department  owi  s  no  drbts,  and  the  balance  a"-uinst  it 
is  ftdly  n.et  1.^  the  balance  of  i)roi)erty  on  hand.  The  balance  to  the  civ.lit  of  the  quarter- 
master's dipartii;ent  is  nuiiiinnl,  as  it  includes  as  jiart  of  its  as^ets,  balances  e.xi.stiup  against 
ex-cadets.  The  war  came  upon  us  so  suddenly,  that  the  balances  against  the  cadets,  win  n 
they  were  called  into  the  fi.-ld  in  April  IH.il,  amount('-d  to  some  $-23,000.  This  balance  has 
bein  reduced  by  coUe.-tions  which  have  been  iff>'.ted,.and  by  credits  made  by  the  authority 
of  ihe  board  of  visitors,  to  $  1J,0II0,  part  of  which  vve  still  hojie  to  colhet,  although  proba- 
bly one-half  at  least  will  be  lost— thus  marly  if  not  entirely  absorbing  the  balance  lemain- 
ing  to  the  credit  of  the  department. 

This  department  has  also  dibts  outsfamling,  for  w  hich  it  is  responsible,  all  of  which  is 
due  to  mei chants  and  others  at  the  north,  mast  of  which  has  been  sequestered  by  the  cou- 
federaU!  government.

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The  order  of  the  board  is  respectfully  ashed  in  reference  to  these  accounts. 

If  the  I'gislaturc  of  Virginia  would  assume  tljese  debts,  in  consideration  of  the  losses 
unavoidably  thrown  upon  the  school  by  the  state  of  war,  the  aniouut  appropriated  would 
correspond  very  nearly  with  the  estimated  sum  asked  by  the  board,  at  their  last  annual 
meeting,  as  necessary  for  this  purpose;  and  the  quartermaster's  department  would  be  en- 
tirely free  from  embarrassment. 

The  Virginia  military  institute  account  is  chargeable  with  the  support  of  the  professors 
and  state  cadets  ;  and  the  large  receipts  i'or  tuition  fees  have  ])l:iced  tliis  account  in  a  good 
condition,  while  it  has  been  relieved  from  the  charges  of  the  professors  during  their  services 
in  the  field. 

SUPPLIES  FOU  C.\DETS. 

I  have  been  much  embarrassed,  by  unavoidable  difficulties,  in  making  provision  tor  the 
supplies  required  tor  the  current  use  of  the  cadets,  and  their  expenses  bnvr,  been  necessarily 
advanced  by  the  exorbitant  rates  demanded  for  all  articles  of  prime  necessity. 

The  supply  of  cloths  which  Vc  had  received  from  the  woolen  factory  of  the  Messrs.  Cren- 
shaw, l\ichmond,  and  for  which  we  paid  before  the  opening  of  the  war  $3  and  $4,  could 
only  be  bought  in  Janutfry  last  at  .$7  r>0,  aud  is  now  commanding  so  great  an  advance 
upon  these  prices,  that  I  have  not  felt  at  liberty  to  continue  the  supply  from  this  source  at 
this  time. 

Despite  the  difficulties  of  the  times,  the  large  supply  of  trimmings  and  drillings  which  I 
had  laid  in  J2  montlis  ago,  enabled  inc  to  give  measura"ble  comfort^o  the  cadets,  and  to 
keep  their  expenses  within  rea.sonable  limits.  I  found  it  impossible  to  supply  shiM-s,  and  I 
have  deemed  it  better  to  let  each  cadet  get  them  as  best  he  might.  The  slme  establishments 
in  this  neighborhood  have  been  fully  worked  to  keep  up  the  supply  required  for  the  army, 
and  none  were  able  to  undertake  a  contract  for  the  school. 

The  supplies  of  the  quartermaster's  department  are,  however,  nearly  exhausted ;  and 
although  1  have  sent  an  agent  through  the  principal  southern  markets,  I  liave  been  unable 
to  obtain  or  get  the  articles  chiefly  demanded  for  current  use.  This  fact  leads  me  to  the  re- 
commendation that  such  of  the  cadets  as  may  be  able  to  refit  themselves  at  home,  may  bo 
allowed  a  short  lelivc  of  absence  for  tliis  purpo.se,  provided  such  an  absence  be  solicited  by 

the  parents  as  the  best  mode  of  effecting  the  object  in  view. 

■ 

In  the  mean  time  every  effort  will  be  made  to  secure  cloths  and  cassimeref,  and  to  give  to 
the  sch»ol  all  possible  efficiency  aud  comfort. 

The  iuiperfect  supply  of  text  Looks'  also  constitutes  a  great  embarrassment  to  the  opera- 
tions of  the  iustiiution,  and  the  difficulty  will  be  augmented  for  the  next  session.  JJy  hus- 
banding the  old  books,  and  combining  when  practicable  lectures  with  tlu;  text,  it  is  the 
opinion  of  the  academic  board  that  the  course  of  studies  can  be  profitably  ciirried  on. 

Considering  that  t^ese  difficulties  will  steadily  increase,  and  exist  even  after  the  close  of 
the  war,  I  would  ask  tor  authority  to  make  provision  for  the  importation  of  the  eliief  sup- 
plies of  the  school  from  England,  France;  and  Germany,  as  soon  as  the  opening  of  the 
blockade  may  make  this  practicable.  The  supplies  thus  required  for  the  cadets  amount  to 
some  $25,000  or  $  30,000  annually,  and  justify  the  attention  of  the  board  to  this  mode  of 
puichase. 

The  papers  accompanying  the  treasurer's  report  show  the  balances  due  by  the  present 
corps  of  cadets. 
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Since  the  1st  of  Jannarj  the  rule  has  hcon  established,  by  the  necessity  of  the  times,  of 

a  cash  system ;  and  as  far  as  practicablV",  this  rule  has  been  rigidly  adhered  to. 

• 

The  occupation  of  much  of  the  territory  of  Virginia  by  the  eneuiy  has  separated  many 
of  the  cadets  now  here  from  their  homes,  thus  cutting  them  oif  from  all  means  of  supply. 
As  far  as  we  had  goods  on  band  whieh  could  be  appropriated  to  their  comfort,  fhey  have 
been  suf)plied,  but  som(>  of  them  nre  in  need,  and  I  have  not  felt  at  liberty,  without  the  au- 
tliority  of  the  botfi'd,  to  incur  any  debtj  on  tlii'ir  account.  The  posiiiou  of  these  cadels-is 
very  embarrassing;  for  they  have  not  only  no  means  to  pay  their  necessary  expenses  hero, 
but  they  have  none  to  git  away  or  to  support  ihemselvcs  elsewhere. 

The  attention  of  the  boiird  is  particularly  drawn  to  the  subject. 
IIONOUED   DE.^D   OK   THE   IN.STITUTION. 

The  progress  of  the  unrighteous  war  whieh  our  enemies  are  prosecuting  with  such  savage 
fero<-ity  for  our  subjugation,  has  made  man}'  sacrifices  among  those  who  have  been  edu- 
cated at  this  school  Scarcel}' a  battle  has  bt?cn  fought,  from  the  first  skirmish  at  Fairfax 
courthouse,  where  the  lamented  Marr  was  killed,  to  the  last  battle  at  Poit  Republic, 
vvheie  the  gificd  ChenoWITII  fell,  in  which  the  blood  of  this  inslitutign,  through  its  cadets 
and  graduates,  has  not  been  shed.  Already  many  have  tlnis  fallen  ;  and  it  is  in  every  way  a 
filling  tribute  to  the  gallant  dead,  that  the  institution  vihich  has  prepared  theui  for  the  service 
whieh  they  have  con.'^pcriTled  with  their  blond,  should  preserve  in  honored  remembr;inco 
their  illustrious  deeds.  Let  the  du.st  of  the  shun  be  gathered  from  the  various  battle  fields, 
and  brought  back,  as  iar  as  practicable,  to  the  bosom  of  their  alma  mater — and  let  a  battio 
nioiuunent  be  erected,  to  transmit  to  coming  generations  the  r(?collcctions  of  tfie  conflicts  iu 
which  their  valor  was  displayed,  even  at  the  cost  of  their  life's  blood.  The  act  of  grateful 
duty  wliieh  honors  the  dead,  will  be  an  impressive  and  instrticlive  lesson  to  the  living;  and 
the  young  cadet,  as  he  walks  amid  such  hallowed  scenes,  will  not  fail  to  emulate  the  virtues 
which  ennobled  the  eharacter  and  perpetuated  the  memory  of  the  fallen.

Sir: 

I  have  file  honor  to  suhmit  herewith,  a  report  of  the  sick  and  \v»unded  for 

the  half  y  ar  eiuling  ITitli  June  18G2. 

In  the  months  of  February  and  March  sickness  prevailed  in  the  corps  to  an  ext^'nt  un- 
prei-edt-nted  in  the  hisiory  of  ilie  military  inslitiuc;  and  yet  nearly  filty  per  cent,  nf  all  the 
recorded  cases  were  independent  of,  and  uiicoiinectcd  wiih  local  causes  or  climatic  influence. 

Duiirig  the  latter  part  of  ihe  first  month  an  epidemic  catarrh  beg:an  to  prevail  throughout 
this  section  of  cnuntry;  and  in  the  (-(.irj)^,  to  the  cxtvnfFof  furly  three  cases.  'I'liis  was,  as 
is  usually  tlui  case,  the  jjiccursor  of  measles  (rubdla);  and  I  have  lo  record  thirty  one 
cases  nf  this  disease.  .Siiiniltaiicuiislj'  also  the  mumps  (parotitis)  appeared,  thiriy  seven 
cadets  li.nving  snffend  u  iih  this  troublesome  aflVctiou.  A  majurity  of  the  leconlfd  cases  of 
pncunmnia  occurred  tlniiug  the  jimgress  of  measles,  and  bclore  the  patielits  had  left  iho 
'Ji«s])ital.  Those  of  nucoiiii)licatcd  pnrumonia  were  only  four  in  luimber.  The  uiue  cases 
nientiourd  of  metastatic  orchiiis,  occurred  during  the  progress  of  the  mumps. 

As  the  mei},sles  and  mumps  were  beginning  to  abate,  diphlhcria  appeared,  being  ushered 
in  b^'  an  epit^cmic  soie  throat,  which  prevailed  extensively.  T'lit'e  of  the  cases  of  diph- 
theria weie  of  great  severity',  but  were  not  followed  by  any  injurious  sequdae.  Thus  it 
appears  th.it  the-e  epidcinics  ran  their  cour.sc  togetlier,  each  one  enhancing  the  risk  arid 
danger  of  iln-  nther  (lor  many  cadets  had  the  ihrce  disi  u<es  in  lapid  succession;:  and  yet 
noni!  weie  fatal,  an<l  but  one  cadet  was  indefinitely  furloughed  ou  the  ground  of  ill  healih, 
and  he  has  recently  returned  to  duty.  It  is  necessary,  hoNxcver,.to  record  the  jjainful  fact 
that  one  member  of  our  corps  has  fallen  a  victim  to  that  scourge  of  modern  time.s,  typhoid 
fever.  His  sickiie.«s  was  of  comparativcjiy  brief  duration,  synijitoms  of  intense  neivous 
prostration  being  present  from  the  beginning.  Ajiait  from  the  sickness  occa.sioncd  by  epi- 
clcinics.  unavoidable  in  themselves,  the  general  healili  of  the  corps  w"as  good,  notwithstand- 
ing tlie  immense  quantity  of  rain  which  fell  from  about  the  2Uth  Jauuaiy  to  the  1st  of 
April,  almost  continuously.  , 

The  large  per  cent,  of  sickness  which  prevailed  in  our  corps  during  the  iirst  four  months 
of  the  prescLit  year,  necessitates  cerUiin  changes,  which  arc  herew  ith  respectfully  suggested. 

In  the  first  place,  it  is  deemed  essential  to  enlarge  ihe  lu)spital  accommodations  by  the 
addition  of  four  rooms:  two  for  patients,  one  for  a  "hosiiilal  steward,"  and  one  for  a  "ho.s- 
pital  matron.'  The  want  of  both  '"hosirKal  steward"  and  "matron"  was  seiiously  felt  duV 
ring  the  past  months:  and  it  is  e.-irnestj^-  recommended  that  peimauent  appointments,  to 
fill  these  offices,  be  made  as  early  as  practicable. 

It  is  also  suggested,  on  the  score  of  economy,  comfort  and  convenience,  thaf  the  hospital 
be  hoatid  by  flneii  leading  from  a  fiiruacc  placed  in  the  basement.  This  arrangement  will 
secure  th(!  desirable  object  of  keeping  up  an  uniform  temperature  in  every  part  of  the  hos- 
pital, at  the  cxpensi^  only  <tf  a  sing'c  fire,  which,  if  made  of  coal,  and  kindled  early  in  tlie 
nioiinng,  will  last  dining  the  day  withiuit  needing  n'pleni.shment.  In  addition  to  this,  it 
could  easily  be  made  to  heat  water  for  bathing  jiurposes ;  and  it  is  recommended  to  fit  up 
one  of  the  basement  rooms  for  a  bath  room — ii  ho.spiial  bath  being  not  only  a  luxuiy,  but 
a  necessity. 
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The  groat  n'spnnsibility  resting  upon  the  surgeon  of  the  military  institute  lias  never  bocH 
nioie  painfully  felt  than  during  tlur  halt"  ytar  that  has  just  t-h'sed.  Many  serious  and 
alarniuig  cases  have  been  under  Iiis  care,  and  the  need  of  professional  counsel  has  fiB- 
qiicutly  been  felt.  And  fnrtlier,  had  the  niedieai  eflieer,  at  any  time  during  the  first  four 
months,  been  taken  siek,  tlie  corjis  would  liav(!  been  h^ft  d<'|)cnd<'nt  upon  the  services  of" one 
of  the  Lcxingtnn  physicians,  at  a  peiind  wliea  most  of  them  wen;  absent;  and  no  oije  who 
leniaimd  could  liuvc  aftordcd  the  requisite  time  and  attention.  It  is  therefore  recommended 
as  of  paiai.'.ouiit  importance,  th;it  an  additional  n;cdical  officer  be  appointed,  to  assist  ip. 
discharging  th<!  duties  of  this  department.  Such  an  officer  might  at  the  same  time  be 
riMjuired  to  perform  valuable*cademic  duty.     Especially  will  such  an  appointment  bec^onia 

.iinjM  rative,  wlien  the  surgeon  shall  lie  reijuired  to  resume  his  regular  academic  dutiesj  which 

"of  thom.selyes  iiro  siiilieient  to  occupy'  the  whulc  of  his  time. 

On  the  first  day  of  Jlay  the  corps  was  ordered  to  join  General  T.  J.  Jackson's  army,  to 
aid  in  an  important  movement  against  the  eneni^'.  During  this  brief  campaign  of  eightceil 
days  the  privations  incident  to  camp  life  were  borne  by  the  cadets  with  commendable  forti- 
tude, and  but  one  case  of  seritms  sickness  occurred  on  the  nuirdi.  Many,  howover^  suffered 
from  disi'rhoea,  occasiouid  by  drinking  too  frtx-ly  the  delicious  limostouo. water  with  which 
ihe  counties  of  Highland  and  Pendletua  are  bountifully  supplied.

General : 

Your  dispatch  of  this  date  is  just  received,  and  I  shall  start  in  the 
morning  with  the  coi"ps  of  cadets.  I  shall  orfj^anize  it  as  a  battalion  of  four  companies,  un- 
der the  command  of  Major  Ship,  each  compauy  being  commanded  by  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor. I  shall  accompany  the  corps  as  superintendent,  and  will  take  witli  mc  the  surgeon, 
Dr.  Madison,  and  such  of  the  other  professors  and  officers  of  the  institute,  who  may  desire 
to  co-operate  in  your  undertaking,  or  who  may  be  spared  for  it.  I  shall  take  with  mo,  in 
addition  to  the  cadet  musket,  our  two  light  field  pieces,  with  120  rounds  of  fixed  amnnini- 
tion  for  each.  These  pieces  have  no  caissons,  but  they  have  limbers,  and  ammunition  boxes 
for  th(;  limbers.  The  corps  will  reach  Staunt€h  on  the  second  day.  I  will  go  in  advance 
of  them  to  Staunton,  and  shall  there  await  your  orders ;  which  you  will  please  communicate, 
so  that  I  may  know  whether  to  join  you  in  advance  of  the  corps,  or  to  go  along  with  them. 
Your  wishes  also  are  necessary  in  reference  to  the  artillery.  If  not  needed,  I  will  leave 
them  in  Staunton.  The  crisis  demands  that  all  who  can  strike  a  blow  in  our  righteous 
cause,  shall  respond  as  patriots  to  your  call.  I  have  not  time  to, consult  the  wishes  of  pa- 
rents. As  a  parent  myself,  I  shall  take  the  responsibility  of  acting  for  others,  as  I  should 
wish  done  in  the  case  of  my  own  son — looking  up  to  God  to  bless  and  sanctify  an  honest 
effort  to  promote  a  cause  which  I  believe  to  be  the  cause  of  truth  and  justice,  and  must 
therefore  receive  his  blessing.

Rinco  lo.ivinpr  Swift  run  g.ip,  tho  lioavy  roads  havo  priiventcd  my  Veach- 
ing  Stiuiiiton,  as  I  had  liopod,  by  iiiarcliinf^  across  the  country  from  Port  Repiiblic;  but  I 
hope  in  a  few  days  to  be  with  you  at  Staunton.  In  the  mean  time,  draw  such  supplies  as 
you  may  require,  upon  the  accompanying^  order.  I  tmst  that  neither  yourself  or  any 
member  of  your  command  will  have  occasion  to  regret  this  temporary  susjjension  qf  the 
institute.  It  is  unnecessary  for  you  to  come  this  side  of  Staunton.  Should  you  liavo  any 
leisure  time,  it  will  be  well  spent  in  familiarizinp:  yourself  with  the  country,  if  you  are  not 
already  well  acquainted  with  it,  in  the  direction  of  the  enemy,  as  far  as  our  pickets.  I  send 
you  herewith,  a  pass.  I  desire  all  the  inf(^Jnation  possible  respecting  the  militnTj'  features 
of  the  country  between  us  and  the  enemy.  Yesterday  Col.  Williamson  was  reconnoitring 
this  pass,  but  ^'ill  soon  be  in  the  Valley.  I  am  much  obliged  to  you  for  bringing  the  artil- 
lery. It  is  desirable  to  arouse  the  people,  and  induce  as  many  as  possible  to  come  forward 
and  meet  this  special  emergency,  with  such  arms  as  they  may  have.  It  is  very  important 
to  keep  our  movements  concealed  from  the  enemy,  and  to  this  end,  our  people  should  say 
nothing  about  our  army.  Asliby  has  a  large  cavalry  force,  which  is  mainly  designed  at 
present  to. cover  my  march  to  Staunton.  With  you  I  am  well  assured  that  our  God  will 
prosper  our  cause.     Please  remember  me  kindly  to  the  ofiBcers  who  are  with  you.

In  tendering  to  you  the  co-operation  of  the  corps  of  cnd<>ts  for  the  defence 
of  this  portion  of  the  Valley,  to  the  extent  of  my  authority  and  means,  T  ^\as  prompted  by 
a  sense  of  the  duty  devolving  vipon  me  as  commandant  of  the  public  guard  at  Lexington, 
by  the  desire  to  make  an  effort  to  protect  the  Virginia  military  institute  fi'oni  destruction. 
On  reaching  Staunton  with  the  corps  of  cadets,  I  reported  my.arrival  to  the  adjutant  gene- 
ral of  Virginia,  and  regret  to  find  that  the  presumed  authority,  which  I  liad  supposed  that  I 
had  received  from  that  officer,  had  been  misunderstood,  and  that  the  board  was  unanimous 
in  their  disapprobation  of  the  cadets  being  in  any  way  subjected  to  the  risk  of  battle,  unless 
in  tlie  immediate  defence  of  Lexington,  and  also  objected  to  any  co-operation  on  the  part  of 
the  corps  with  military  movements  on  the  fieM.  The  view  taken  by  the  board  is  based 
upon  the  idea  "that  it  would  be  a  breach  of  good  faith  on  the  part  of  the  intilitution  towards 
parents  and  guardians."  Subsequently,  th%  governor  has  said  "  that  as  the  mischief  has 
been  done,  we  had  as  well  go  on."  *• 

Finding  myself  unexpectedly  and  most  painfully  embarrassed  by  the  action  of  the  board 
and  the  opinion  of  the  governor,  I  would  esteem  it  a  favor  if  you  would  inform  me  in  what 
way  and  to  what  extent  you  would  design  to  use  the  corps  of  cadets,  that  I  may  know 
whether  I  may  take  the  responsibility  of  acting  in  opposition  to  the  expressed  wishes  and 
orders  of  my  immediate  superiors.

Balance  in  faror  of  institute,  $  1 ,225  29 

Independent  of  the  available  funds,  which  leave  the  above  balance  of  $  1,225  29  to  the 
credit  of  the  institute,  it  has  on  hand,  as  shown  by  an  inventory,  goods  in  the  quartermas- 
ter's department,  of  the  value  of  $4,149  17.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  30th  of 
June  1801,  the  sum  of  $11,691  11  had  been  used  out  of  the  fund  appropriated  l^y  the 
general  assembly  for  building  purposes,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  institute ;  and  an 
apprehension  was  entertained  that  this  fund  could  not  be  reimbursed,  as  the  means  of  doing 
so  had  been  cut  off  by  a  suspension  of  the  institution.  The  above  statement,  however, 
exhibits  the  fact  that  the  balance  of  the  said  sum  remaining  unpaid,  can  be  paid  out  of  the 
present  available  resources  on  hand. 

It  is  a  source  of  gratification  to  the  committee  to  find  the  financial  condition  of  Ihis  insti- 
tution so  prosperous ;  especially  so,  as  all  articles  necessary  for  supplying  the  school,  have 
commanded  the  most  exorbitant  prices  since  the  school  was  resumed  on  the  1st  of  January 
last.  Great  credit  is  due  to  the  superintendent,  for  the  economy  he  has  observed,  and  the 
provident  contracts  he  has  made  in  supplies. 

Your  committee  find,  on  the  1st  day  of  July  1802,  the  sum  of  three  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eight  dollars  had  accrued  of  interest  on  the  Philip  St.  Geo.  Cocke  fund.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  interest  be  invested  in  Confederate  States  bonds,  or  Virginia  registered  stock, 
and  that  the  same  be  held  subject  to  all  the  conditions  applying  to  the  interest  imposed  by 
the  terms  of  the  donation.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  DISCIPLINE.

The  general  condition  of  the  corps  is  highly  credita- 
ble to  Major  Ship,  the  commandant;  and  the  committee  confidently  expect  that  the  next 
board  of  visitors  will  find  the  highest  state  of  discipline  and  order  prevailing,  and  the  corps 
of  cadets  characterized  by  that  soldierly  and  gentlemanly  bearing  which  becomes  the  young 
soldiers  of  the  state,  and  which  hitherto  has  been  so  signally  manifested  by  them.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  SUBSISTENCE. 


The  committee  on  the  subsistence  department  report,  that  this  department  seems  to  hare 
been  conducted,  during  the  past  year,  with  care  and  economy,  and  the  accounts  accurately 
kept.  A  large  amount  of  groceries  having  been  providently  laid  in  just  before  the  breaking 
out  of  the  war,  the  fare  during  the  year  has  been  much  better  than  could  otherwise  have 
been  the  case. 

This  department  was  intended  to  be  self-sustaining;  but  the  balance  against  the  depart- 
ment, in  favor  of  the  treasurer,  on  the  1st  of  June  1861,  has  been  increased  from  $482  15 
to  $  3,301  81,  at  the  expiration  of  the  past  year,  showing  that  the  department  has  not  been 
self  sustaining  during  the  past  year.  This  has  been  caused  by  the  suspension  of  the  school 
the  last  year,  while  servants  had  been  hired  for  the  whole  year,  and  the  irregular  attendance 
of  cadets  during  the  present  year.  In  order  to  liquidate  this  balance,  it  will  be  necessary 
to  increase  the  price  of  board. 

To  meet  this  heavy  balance,  the  department  has  on  hand  a  large  amount  of  provisions, 
property  in  current  use,  and  debts  due  the  department,  showing  a  balance  in  favor  of  the 
department,  over  all  liabilities,  of  $  4,353  64. 

A  vegetable  garden  is  greatly  needed  for  this  department.  As  the  finances  of  the  insti- 
tute will  not  allow  at  present  the  purchase  of  land,  your  committee  recommend  that  the  su- 
perintendent be  instructed  to  endeavor  to  lease  ground  for  the  purpose.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  ARSENAL,  ETC 


The  heavy  demand  for  arms  and  ammunition,  occasioned  by  the  hostile  invasion  of  otir 
state,  has  nearly  exhausted  the  supplies  in  the  custody  of  the  institute. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  accompanying  report  of  the  ordnance  officer,  that  there  are  but 
few  arms  remaining  on  hand,  beyond  what  are  actually  necessary  for  the  use  of  the  cadets, 
and  only  a  meagre  supply  of  ammunition. 

The  arsenal  and  magazine  are  in  good  condition,  and  well  adapted  to  their  pui*poses. 
Should  a  force  be  organized  for  state  defence,  as  contemplated  by  a  recent  act  of  the  general 
assembly,  no  more  safe  or  suitable  depository  of  arms  and  ammunition  could  be  selected. 

A  considerable  quantity  of  fixed  ammunition,  both  for  small  arms  and  artillery,  has  been 
put  up  at  the  institute,  in  an  excellent  style  of  workmanship,  during  the  year,  to  meet  the 
exigencies  of  the  service ;  and  your  committee  woul<>recommend  to  the  legislature  that  a 
suitable  laboratory  be  provided  for  the  purpose.

None  of  the  foregoing  estimates  include  the  pay  and  expenses  of  the  auditing  board,  the 
transportation,  subsistence-imd  guard  to  prisoners,  nor  of  many  other  expenses,  for  which 
an  estimate  could  not  be  made. 

All  the  foregoing  estimates  have  been  made  upon  tho  best  information  I  have  been  able 
to  procure.  Some  of  them  are  from  the  department  oflSccrs  themselves,  and  others,  where 
such  assistance  could  not  be  procured,  by  analogy  to  similar  cases.  By  reference  to  them, 
it  will  be  seen  that  suck  are  tlie  contingencies  in  the  military  service  during  a  state  of  war, 
that  no  reliable  estimate  can  be  made  of  the  expenses  of  equipping  and  maintaining  an 
army  in  the  iield.  I  tliink,  however,  it  is  unsafe,  in  making  appropriations  to  pay  their  ex- 
penses, to  assume  that  the  annual  charge  will  be  less  than  $1,000  per  man.  In  any  event, 
the  above  data  may,  with  profit,  although  not  claimed  to  be  reliable,  be  consulted  in  form- 
ing a  judgment  as  to  the  expendituies  necessary  for  the  equipment  and  maintaiuingvan 
.army  in  the  field. 

In  this  connection,  I  call  attention  to  the  "Army  Regulations/'  No.  1127,  concerning  the 
subsistence  department,  in  force  in  the  United  States,  and  adopted  in  the  confederate  go- 
vernment, which  reads  as  follows  : 

"  An  officer  may  draw  subsistence  stores,  paying  cash  for  them  at  contract  or  cost  prices, 
without  including  cost  of  transportatiou,  on  his  certificate  that  they  are  for  his  own  use 
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and  the  use  of  his  family.  These  certified  lists  the  commancling  oflBcer  shall  compare  with 
the.  iiionthlj  ahstracts  of  sales,  which  he  shall  countersign.  (See  l^orm  5.)  The  commis- 
sary will  enter  the  sales  on  his  monthly  return,  and  credit  the  money  in  his  quarterly  ac- 
count current." 

When  John  C.  Calhoun  was  secretary  of  war  of  the  United  States,  this  army  regulation 
was  so  modified  as  to  require  an  officer  to  pay  the  cost  of  transportation  in  addition  to  the 
contract  price ;  and  I  can  see  no  good  reason  for  the  abrogation  of  the  regulation  adopted 
by  him,  and  th<t  substitution  of  the  regulations  above  quoted. 

The  laws  of  Virginia  adopt  the  confederate  regulations.  By  this  regulation  an  oflScer 
may  purchase  for  himself  and  family  every  article  of  subsi.stence  at  the  point  of  prodiiction 
the  most  advantageous,  and  the  government  is  compelled  to  pay  the  charges  of  transporta- 
tion, without  any  reimbursement.  Thus  the  article  of  flour  may  be  purchased  at  about 
eight  dollars  per  barrel,  and  the  oflRcer  gets  it  at  that  price;  but  the  private  soldier's  family 
must  pay  the  cxorljitant  amount  of  from  twenty. to-  twenty-four  dollars  per  barrel,  now  de- 
manded in  .spiculativo  circles.  Sugar  maj'  be  procured  on  Red  river,  I  learn,  at  three  cents 
per  pound,  and  the  officer  for  himself  and  family  is  <'utitltod  to  it  at  that  price,  while  the 
■  private;  soldier  must  submit  to  the  payment  of  from  eighty-five  to  ninety  centa  per  pound. 

Many  other  illustrations  might  be  given,  if  necessary,  to  show  the  injustice  to  the  private 
soldier  which  this  regulation  entails ;  but  I  trust  those  given  will  be  sufficient  to  find  ut  the 
hands  of  the  legislature  a  remedy  commensurate  with  the  evil.

Sm: 

I  present  the  annual  report  of  this  department,  which,  owing  to  causes 
known  to  you,  is  later  than  usual. 

PUBLIC  DEFENCE. 

Tjhe  whole  militia  of  the  state  having  been  absorbed  by  what  is  known  as  the  conscript 
laws,  there  remains  no  organized  military  force,  even  for  home  defence.  Every  man  who 
is  able,  ought  now  to  be  required  to  bear  arms,  without  regard  to  age — if  not  for  the  more 
active  service  of  the  field,  at  least  for  protection  and  defence  at  home.  I  therefore  respect- 
fully recommend  a  prompt  and  effective  organization  upon  this  principle,  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  legislature  may  deem  necessary  and  appropriate.  So  soon  as  that  can  be 
effected,  there  should  be  a  re-examination  of  all  cases  of  exemption  granted  by  the  local 
boards,  under  the  act  of  February  18,  1862,  by  a  board  of  officers  of  the  second  class 
militia,  assisted  by  one  competent  surgeon  to  a  regiment.  It  is  very  well  known  that  many 
exemptions  have  been  improperly  granted,  aud  that  there  are  at  this  time  a  number  of  as 
able  bodied  men  as  any  in  the  army,  still  claiming  and  enjoying  the  benefit  of  exemptions, 
which  either  ought  never  to  have  been  given,  or  which  were  given  by  reason  of  physical 

disabilities  existing  at  the  time,  but  which,  in  very  many  cases,  exist  no  longer. 

m 

I  renew  the  following  recommendation  in  my  last  annual  report,  as  to  negligent  and  in- 
competent officers : 

"  Some  provision  also  would  be  expedient,  by  which  incompetent,  negligent  or  insubor- 
dinate officers,  not  in  actual  service,  may  be  got  rid  of,  without  the  expensive  process  of  a 
court  martial.  Since  the  war  commenced,  obedience  to  orders  has  been  in  some  instances 
refused,  in  others  disregarded  or  neglected,  and  has  sometimes  failed,  through  absolute  in- 
capacity. These  instances  are  comparatively  few,  but  this  is  no  time  for  such  men  to  hold 
the  military  commissions  of  tlio  state." 

The  act  of  October  6,  18C2,  does  not  reach  the  case. 

THE  VIRGINIA  MILITARY  INSTITUTE. 

The  annual  report  of  the  board  of  visitors  has  informed  your  excellency,  that  this  noble 
state  institution  is  again  in  successful  operation,  with  as  many  cadets  as  can  possibly  be 
accommodated.  The  extraordinary  administrative  ability,  the  indomitable  energy,  and  de- 
votion of  the  superintendent,  Gen.  F.  H.  Smith,  were  never  more  strikingly  illustrated  than 
in  the  almost  superhiunan  efforts  wliich  have  triumphed  over  difficulties  apparently  insur- 
mountable. One,  however,  remains,  but  it  is  beyond  his  control.  Having  myself  been  at 
the  institute  for  ten  or  twelve  days  in  October  last,  when  an  unusual  amount  of  sickness 
existed  among  the  cadets,  I  observed,  with  much  concern,  the  scanty  and  wholly  inadequate 
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hospital  accommodations  for  the  sick.  These  are  stated  more  fully  in  the  report  of  the  dis- 
tinguished surgeon  of  the  institution,  ^o  which  I  respectfully  ask  your  particular  attention, 
entirely  coucumng  in  his  views  and  recommendations.  It  is  proper  to  say,  in  connection 
with  this  subject,  that  at  the  time  the  legislature  provided  for  the  present  hospital,  it  was 
fully  sufl5cient.  Since  then,  however,  the  number  of  cadets  has  been  doubled,  and  hence 
the  necessity  for  additional  accommodaliouB. 

The  services  which  have  been  rendered,  during  the  existing  war,  by  the  alumni  and  cadets 
of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  both  in  camps  of  instruction  and  in  the  field,  have  amply 
vindicated  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  the  legislature  in  founding  it.  A  considerable 
number  of  the  Virginia  troops  which  won  the  first  battle  of  Manassas,  had  been  previously 
drilled  by  the  cadets,  who  had  been  brought  to  the  camp  of  instruction  near  Richmond  for 
the  purpose  in  April  18G1,  by  your  order.  Of  some  200  of  these,  .scarcely  30  returned  to 
the  institute,  having  entered  the  service  as  officers,  or  in  the  ranks.  The  corps  was  refilled 
by  nearly  all  new  subjects,  below  the  age  of  J 8,  and  commenced  the  academic  course  on  the 
first  of  January  last.  Yet  when  the  gallant  Jackson  called  upon  General  Smith  for  aid  in 
the  campaign  against  tlie  Yankee  General  Mllroy,  the  wliole  corps  were  eager  for  the  ser^^co, 
and  200  of  them  marched  to  Staunton,  where  they  joined  the  command  of  Gen'l  Jackson, 
of  which  they  formed  a  part  until  the  enemy  were  defeated  and  dispersed. 

The  memorial  (A)  which  I  have  now  the  honor  to  lay  before  you,  of  those  wlio  have  {adlen 
in  battle,  and  arc  now  jn  service — many  in  high  positions — will  be  read  with  pride  and 
satisfaction  by  every  son  of  Virginia;  and  especially,  by  the  survivors  of  the  wise,  liberal 
and  fearless  members  of  the  general  assembly,  who  have  contribut<!d,  by  a  steady  support, 
under  every  discouragement,  to  sustain  it  by  their  votes.  All  honor  to  the  memory  of  those 
of  them  who  have  passed  away. 

I  cannot  so  well  express  what  is  appropriate  to  the  presentation  of  the  memorial,  as  by 
adopting  the  fervid  language  of  Gen.  Smith,  in  his  letter  transmitting  it  to  this  department. 

"It  is  a  proud  record,  most  incomplete,  nece8.sarily,  from  the  imperfect  data  before  me — 
but  when  comjilet^',  it  will  exhibit  such  a  result  as  will  serve  to  magnify  the  great  work, 
which,  in  the  providence  of  God,  has  been  entrusted  to  this  institution.  Look  at  this  Pro- 
vidence for  a  moment.  The  remarkal)le  causis  which  first  led  to  the  establishment  of  tho 
Bchool,  just  23  years  ago;  its  steady  and  onward  progress,  in  the  midst  of  many  opposing 
difficulties ;  the  constant  and  material  support  which  it  has  received  from  our  authorities 
and  people;  the  distinctive  character  which  it  has  maintained  as  a  military  school,  and  the 
expansion  which  its  military'  organization  has  in  consequence  received — all  these  things 
seem  to  have  prepared  the  way,  under  the  Divine  guidance,  for  the  great  work  which  this 
groat  revolution  has  so  suddenly  and  so  heavily  thrown  upon  it.  A^d  yet  the  half  is  not 
told.  This  memorial  embraces  the  work  of  the  eleves  only  of  the  school.  This  is  the 
direct  influence  of  the  institution.  Who  can  estimate  the  indirect  influence  which  it  exer- 
cised in  the  promotion  of  a  military  spirit  among  the  volunteers,  and  a  higher  grade  of 
soldiership.  But  I  cannot  trust  myself  to  dwell  to-day  upon  all  of  these  points.  My  heart 
is  so  full  of  gratitude  to  God  for  what  he  has  enabled  it  to  do  for  oiu-  holy  cause,  that  my 
lips  are  almost  closed  in  the  efi'ort  to  enumerate  what  it  has  done,  so  sensibly  do  I  feel  the ' 
power  of  his  presence  and  blessing  in  the  work." 

The  military  academy  of  the  late  United  States  has  been  in  existence  more  than  sixty 
years,  and  it  is  believed  that  not  half  the  number  of  its  graduates  are  to  be  found  in  the 
military  service  at  this  time,  either  in  our  own  ranks  or  in  the  ranks  of  our  vandal  enemies. 

THE  STATE  GUARD,  ' 

Which,  since  the  appointment  of  Capt.  Dimmock  as  chief  of  ordnance,  has  been  entirely 
under  the  command  of  First  Lieutenant  E.  S.  Gay,  I  found,  upon  inspection,  to  be  in  ae

good  condition  as,  under  the  disadvantages  of  circumscribed  quarters,  and  consequently  the 
greater  difficulty  of  maintaining  discipline,  could  reasonably  be  expected ;  and  it  shows, 
unmistakably,  that  both  Lieutenants  Gay  and  Kcr,  the  only  commissioned  officers  actually 
connected  with  it  since  the  period  before  mentioned,  have  well  and  faithfully  discharged 
their  duties.  And  in  this  connection,  I  beg  leave  to  state  the  just  claim  which  it  seems  to 
me  these  most  meritorious  officers  have,  the  first,  to  the  pay  and  allowances  of  "comman- 
dant for  the  time  being  of  a  separate  post;"  the  second,  to  those  of  first  lieutenant.  .The 
fiiU  complement  of  commissioned  officers  allowed  by  law,  is  but  three,  being  one  less  than 
should  be  allowed  to  such  a  command;  and  3-et  these  two  officers,  who  have  for  some  time 
performed  the  duties  of  captain  and  first  lieutenant,  luive  been  and  are  now  receiving  only 
the  pay  of  first  and  second  lieutenants,  scanty  enough  at  all  times,  but  in  the  present, 
scarcely  adequate  to  the  bare  subsistence  of  a  single  man.  I  confidently  believe  and  trust 
that  the  legislature  will  find,  upon  examination,  that  their  cases  are  here  correctly  stated, 
and  will  do  tbcm  full  justice. 

THE  STATE  UNE  (OR  TROOl'S  UNDER  THE  COMJIAND  OF  MAJ.  GEK.  JOHN  B.  FLOYD). 

All  the  information  in  regard  to  this  command,  received  up  to,  and  including  the  last 
session  of  the  general  assembly,  has  been  already  communicated.  No  consolidated  or  othfer 
return,  showing  its  actual  strength  and  condition,  has  ytt  been  received.  Muster  rolls  of 
18  companies,  giving  an  aggregate  of  ]  ,239  officers,  non-commissioned  officers  and  privates, 
have  been  sent  in  from  time  to  time,  and  I  presume  will  continue  to  be  made  until  all  are 
received.  It  appears,  however,  by  the  lucid  report  of  the  quartermaster  general,  herewith 
submitted  (B),  that  so  far  as  he  has  been  able  to  inform  himself,  he  estimates  for  a  present 
force  of  4,000  men. 

Greneral  Floyd  appears  to  have  been  so  constantly  in  active  operation  against  the  enemy, 
from  the  time  he  had  a  sufficient  force  to  enable  him  to  take  the  field,  that  the  ijaymaster 
generalcould  not  reach  his  troops  for  the  purpose  of  paying  them  off.  ^Vlieu  that  payment 
shall  have  been  made,  the  strength  of  the  command  may  be  ascertained  by  the  pay  rolls,  if 
no  more  satisfactory  return  is  made,  though  such  return  ought  by  no  means  to  he  omitted, 
or  further  delayed. 

This  force,  I  understand,  is  regarded  by  the  peojile  of  the  west  as  of  vital  importance  to 
their  defence :  that  they  look  to  it  wifh  great  interest  and  anxiety — and  by  concurrent  infor- 
mation from  reliable  sources,  I  have  also  been  informed  that  they  prefer  Gen.  Floyd  to  any 
other  commander;  and  believe  that  if  he  had  authority  to  enroll  the  loyal  men  in  that  portion 
of  the  state  which  has  been  oveiTun  by  the  enemy,  who  are  anxious  to  aid  in  its  defence, 
that  he  would  be  joined  by  great  numbers,  whose  seiTices  cannot  be  commanded  for  any 
other  military  duty.

In  the  foregoing  record  nearly  every  graduate,  except  those  incapacitated  by  physical  in- 
ability for  military  service,  is  accounted  for.  James  V.  Hall,  without  arms  and  eyes,  from 
the  effects  of  an  explosion  of  a  six-pounder  gun,  is  among  the  number  of  the  alumni,  who 
are  providentially  out  of  the  service  in  defence  of  a  cause  which  their  hearts  cordially 
sustain.

Genera^-  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  the  operations  of  this  department 
in  connection  with  the  state  line  troops,  commanded  by  Major  General  J.  B.  Floyd,  to  this 
date. 

In  order  to  afford  an  approximate  idea  of  the  character  and  extent  of  the  services  per- 
formed, I  have  caused  the  following  statements  to  be  prepared ;  which  axe  herewith  submitted: 

No.  1 . — Summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditui"es. 

No.  2. — Statement  showing  amounts  advanced  to  other  officers  for  disbursement. 

No.  3. — Statement  showing  what  articles  of  property  have  been  purchased  imder  the  im- 
mediate directions  of  this  office,  and  the  cost  of  the  same. 

No.  4. — Statement  as  lust  above,  based  upon  data  furnished  by  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe," 
A.  Q.  M.  at  Wytheville. 

No.  5. — Statement  as  above,  based  upon  data  furnished  by  Captain  C.  W.  Venable,  A. 
Q.  M.  at  "Wytheville,  acting  as  commissary. 

No.  6. — Statament  showing  what  property  has  been  received  by  this  office  from  other 
officers. 

No.  7. — Statement  showing  all  articles  of  clothing  manufactured  under  the  directions  of 
this  office ;  also  that  manufactured  by  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe. 

No.  8. — Statement  showing  items  of  property  transferred  by  this  office  to  other  officers. 
By  reference  to  statement  No.  1,  it  will  be  seen  that  this  office  has  received  from  the  trea^ 
surer  of  tlie  commonwealth,  for  the  use  of  the  state  Hue  troops,  $1,000,000,  and  the  further 
sum  of  $  5,090  77  from  other  sources  for  same  account :  that  it  has  transfeiTed  to  other 
officers  for  disbm'sement,  the  sum  of  $  626,424 — the  details  of  which  appear  in  statement 
No.  2 :  that  under  its  immediate  direction  the  sum  of  $  206,970  56  has  been  expended  in 
property  for  the  use  of  that  command,  and  the  sum  of  $23,200  07  in  miscellaneous  items 
other  than  property — th»  details  of  which  appear  in  statement  No.  3 — leaving  the  sum  of 
$148,496  14  on  hand.  Of  this  latter  sum,  $93,890  07  is  in  the  hands  of  agents  for  dis- 
bursement (see  note  to  statement  No.  1),  leaving  the  sum  of  $  54,606  07  in  my  liands  ap- 
plicable to  tlie  wants  of  this  service. 
• 

The  expenditures  reported  by  Captains  Goodloe  and  Venable  (sec  statements  Nos.  4 

and  5),  aggregate  the  sum  of  $354,528  66.  Those  reported  by  this  office  amount  to 
$230,170  63 — making  together  the  sum  of  $584,699  29.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  in- 
crease this  latter  sum,  by  adding  thereto  the  sum  of  $  93,890  07  in  the  hands  of  agents  of 
this  department,  thus  giving  the  sum  of  $  678,589  36  as  expended  by  this  office  and  the 
iiuartemiasters  on  duty  at  Wytheville,  for  account  of  the  state  line  troops,  to  date. 

Statement  No.  2,  .shows  that  there  has  been  advanced  by  this  office  to  officers  of  this 
department  on  duty  in  the  field,  the  sum  of  $83,500 ;  and  "the  further  sum  of  $25,300  is 
reported  by  Capt.  Goodloe  to  have  been  advanced  by  him  on  same  account — making  to- 
gether the  sum  of  $108,800  thus  advanced.  No  returns  have  been  received  from  any  of 
the  officers  thus  receiving,  and  it  is  impossible  therefore  to  report  what  disposition  has  been 
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made  of  it.    It  is  presumable,  however,  that  it  has  been  or  will  be  expended  for  the  use  of 
the  command. 

Your  attention  is  asked  to  statements  Nos.  3,  4  and  5,  indicating  the  character  of  the  pur- 
chases made  for  account  of  these  troops ;  ^d  to  Nos.  7  and  8,  as  exhibiting  the  amount  of 
clothing  manufactured  and  supplied  to  the  depot  quartermasters  at  Wytheville  for  distri- 
bution. 

As  bearing  on  the  statements  last  referred  to,  it  is  not  inappropriate  I  should  state  that,  by 
a  decision  of  the  auditing  board  of  Virginia,  this  office  is  guided  by  the  recent  legislation 
of  the  congress  of  the  Confederate  States  in  regard  to  supplying  clothing  in  kind  instead  of 
commutation  therefor  as  formerly.  By  this  decision  each  soldier  is  entitled  to  receive  for 
the  twelve  months'  service,  the  following  articles,  viz :  1  cap  complete,  2  jackets  or  coats, 
3  pairs  of  pants,  4  pairs  of  socks,  1  blanket,  3  shirts,  3  pairs  of  drawers,  4  pairs  of  shoes 
and  1  overcoat. 

The  cost  of  these  articles  to  the  state  will  be  about  $150  to  the  man,  whilst  the  Confede- 
rate States  furnish  them,  it  is  believed,  at  about  $  120.  This  difference  in  cost  is  readily 
accounted  for,  when  it  is  remembered  that  the  former  has  had  to  secure  materials  of  all 
kinds  principally  in  open  market,  whilst  the  latter  has  large  contracts  at  low  rates  with 
nearly  all  the  manufacturing  interests  in  the  Confederacy.  I  take  great  pleasure,  however, 
in  recording  the  fact  that  on  all  occasions  when  the  wants  of  the  Confederate  States  service 
would  admit,  this  office  has,  with  the  approval  of  the  proper  authority,  been  furnished  with 
supplies  at  cost  prices  from  its  stores'.  By  the  direction  of  the  secretary  of  war  increased 
facilities  for  the  transportation  of  supplies  from  other  states  have  likewise  been  furnished. 

It  is  impossible  to  estimate  with  any  great  degree  of  precision,  prior  to  the  close  of  the 
quaiier,  and  especially  in  the  absence  of  returns  from  the  state  agents  in  Charleston,  S.  C, 
the  quantity  of  materials  and  property  of  all  kinds  on  hand  unexpended  and  applicable  to 
future  service.  No  such  statement  accordingly  accompanies  this  report;  but  I  may  safely 
say  that  the  materials  on  hand,  and  the  articles  of  shoes,  socks,  blankets,  «&.c.,  reported  as 
purchased  in  the  south,  are  very  little,  if  any,  in  excess  of  the  immediate  demands  of  the 
troops,  under  a  pro  rata  distribution  of  their  allowances  per  annum  as  to  period  of  service 
already  performed,  provided  they  number  about  4,000  men;  which  may  be  said  to  be  the 
commonly  received  opinion. 

This  office  has  never  been  furnished  with  any  official  data  upon  this  latter  point ;  and 
fi-om  the  conmiencement  of  its  duties  in  connection  with  this  force,  it  has  labored  under  all 
the  difficulties  and  emban-assments  growing  out  of  the  want  of  such  essential  information. 

No  efforts  or  expense  have  been  spared,  on  thp  part  of  this  office,  to  supply  the  wants  of 
the  state  line  troops.  The  officers  of  this  department,  in  charge  of  the  depot  at  Wytheville, 
have  also  exe»ted  themselves  to  the  utmost  to  this  end.  It  is  not  surprising,  however,  that 
these  efforts  have  failed  of  entire  success,  when  we  consider  the  limited  period  of  time 
afforded  for  this  service ;  the  scarcity  of  labor  and  supplies  of  all  kinds ;  the  uncertainty  co^i- 
nected  with  the  strength  of  the  command;  its  detached  and  constantly  changing  position, 
involving  laborious  and  lengthy  land  transportation ;  the  inexperience  of  newly  appointed 
officers ;  and  other  causes,  wholly  beyond  my  control  and  abiUty  to  overcome.

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REPORT.    ' 


ORDNANCE  DEPARTMENT  OF  VA. 
Lynchbtjiuj,  Dec.  4th,  J862. 
Governor: 

I  have  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  animal  report  of  this  depart, 
ment  up  to  the  1st  of  November  186"2,  with  tablt'-s  A  and  B  annexed. 

Since  my  last  report,  with  your  approbation,  the  armory  has  been  temporarily  removed  to 
Lynchburg^,  in  order  to  more  nadily  meet  the  requisitions  of  the  Virgiuia  line.  There,  as 
at  its  temporary  occupation  of  the  tobacco  factory  in  Richmond,  it  has  seriously  experienced 
the  loss  of  the  machinery  and  facilities  which  its  old  and  permanent  position  at  tho  state 
armory  afforded. 

Tho  giving  up  of  that  valuable  establishment  and  machinery,  at  a  time  when  the  state 
so  much  relied  upon  its  advantages,  and  especially  when  other  machinery  could  not  be  pro- 
cured, has  crippled  this  departmi-nt  in  every  bianch  of  its  operations  most  seriously;  and 
the  turning  over  all  the  war  materials  taken  by  Virginia  at  the  Norfolk  navy  yard,  has  de- 
prived it  of  many  essential  articles  which  have  only  been  obtained  elsewhere  at  the  most 
exorbitant  prices,  and  even  then  in  small  parcels.  Deprived  of  these,  this  department  has 
performed  its  operations  in  the  best  way  it  could. 

The  following  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  ordnance  corps  since  my  last  report : 

Captain  Carter  has  resigned ;  Captain  Buchholtz  retunied  from  his  duties  in  the  confede- 
rate service,  and  Captain  Coghlan's  commission  has  been  changed  from  clerk  of  ordnance, 
with  the  rank  of  captain,  to  that  of  full  captain  of  ordnance — so  that  the  officers  now  are 
Captain  Buchholtz,  Captain  Coghlan  and  myself — all  of  whom  are  engaged  in  the  perform- 
ance of  the  various  duties  devolved  upon  this  department:  in  addition  to  which.

These  do  not  include  the  issues  made  from  the  Norfolk  navy  yard,  after  it  had  been  taken 
by  Virginia,  prior  to  its  being  turned  over  to  the  confederate  government. 

Most  of  the  muskets  issued  were  the  old  flint  lock  muskets,  which  have  been  altered  and 
repaired  since  the  war  began,  10,000  of  which  have  been  gathered  up  during  the  last  year 
from  all  parts  of  the  state,  and  made  good,  serviceable  arms,  of  which  6,000  have  been 
issued  to  the  army  of  Maj.  General  Floyd.  The  remaining  4,000  are  on  hand,  being  altered 
and  repaired. 

The  insidious  policy  of  the  federal  government  of  depriving  Virginia,  with  the  other 
states  of  the  south,  of  their  due  shares  of  the  materials  of  war,  building  up  northern  navy 
yards  and  arsenals,  and  working  them  with  southern  raw  materials,  together  with  her  dis- 
position to  repose  upon  the  guarantees  in  the  constitution  of  the  Union,  caused  Virginia  to 
be  unprepared  for  the  war  which  so  suddenly  came  upon  her. 

Yet  unprepared  as  she  was,  the  battles  of  Bethel  and  Manassafl  (the  most  critical  of  the 
war,  because  of  the  short  time  to  prepare  for  them)  gave  evidence  of  the  wisdom  of  her 
councils,  and  an  energy  in  her  people,  that  have  never  been  surpassed  in  any  former  times.

SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT.

PENITENTIAEY  OF  VIRGINIA, 

October  31,  1862. 
Gentlemen : 

You  will  find,  in  the  annexed  and  accompanying  documents,  full  de- 
tails of  the  operations  of  this  institution  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  the  30th  Septemhcr 
last. 

Table  marked  I  is  a  general  statement  of  the  result  of  the  manufacturing  and  fiscal  ope- 
rations ;  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  balance  against  the  institution,  on  manufac- 
turing account,  is  $  84  14 ;  which,  with  the  agent's  deductions  and  commissions,  makes  the 
whole  balance  $  10,319  40.  The  manufactures  were  reduced  in  amount  and  profit  at  least 
50  per  cent,  for  the  want  of  materials  in  three  of  the  largest  wards  of  the  institution,  as 
will  appear  from  a  reference  to  table  VII,  showing  the  time  lost. by  the  operatives  in  those 
wards.  TIk?  manufactures  of  last  j'car  have  exceeded  those  of  the  previous  year,  in  value, 
the  sum  of  $  12,829  67.  Whilst  the  remuneration  for  labor  has  been  as  great,  yet  the  ex- 
orbitant prices  paid  for  provisions,  clothing  and  contingent  articles,  exhibit  a  balance  against 
manufactures,  as  above  stated.  Although  the  sum  paid  fur  provisions  appears  large,  the 
cost  of  feeding  is  only  a  fraction  over  18  cents  per  capita  per  day.  The  average  number  of 
prisoners  was  larger  than  it  has  ever  bceu  since  the  foundation  of  the  iustitutlt)n — being  345. 

Table  marked  IL  gives  you  the  results  of  the  manufacturing  operations  of  the  shoe,  boot 
and  harness  making  and  tailoring  departmefit ;  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  average 
product  of  each  band  actually  eraplojed  in  said  ward  was  about  $  159,  which  is  more  than 
has  ever  been  made  in  that  department  before. 

It  will  be  seeil,  by  reference  to  table  VII,  that  7,711  days  were  lost  in  this  ward  for  want 
of  raw  materials,  equivalent  to  the  labor  of  25  of  the  best  hands  during  the  year,  and  a  con- 
sequent loss  of  $  7,71 1  to  this  ward.  This  ward  has  always  been  the  least  productive  of 
any  other,  for  the  obvious  reason  that  more  than  half  the  prisoners  received  in  the  institu- 
tion for  the  last  ten  years  had  to  be  put  in  it  to  work,  not  one  out  of  ten  having  ever  worked 
at  any  trade  before  their  reception  here.  The  loss  of  time  and  necessary  waste  of  materials, 
in  giving  them  their  trade,  have  and  will  always  diminish  its  profits.  The  other  shops  can 
only  work  a  fixed  number  of  hands,  and  are  filled  up  as  vacancies  occur  in  them  by  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  sentence,  death  or  pardon  of  the  operatives.  This  is,  therefore,  emphati- 
cally a  ward  of  instruction  for  apprentices,  the  apartments  being  large  enough  to  accommo- 
date any  number  of  operatives — an  advantage  not  possessed  by  any  of  the  other  shops. 
In  no  country  have  short  termed  apprentices,  in  public  or  private  manufactories  or  work 
shops,  been  considered  any  thing  but  a  burden  and  expense.  Out  of  the  81  prisoners  re- 
ceived during  the  last  fiscal  year  in  this  institution,  19  were  sentenced  for  one  year,  11  for 
two  years,  and  2  for  oi^  year  and  six  months.  Nearly  all  these  had  to  be  placed  in  this 
ward ;  and  before  a  majority  of  them  will  have  advanced  in  the  trade  so  as  to  pay  any  thing 
to  the  institution,  their  time  will  expire. 

Table  marked  III  gives  the  result  of  the  blacksmiths'  and  axe  making  department,  war5 
No.  2.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  profit  of  labor  was  $  9,705  33,  or  an  average  of  $  269  50 
for  each  hand  actually  employed  in  the  shop  during  the  year. 
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From  table  VII  it  will  appear  that  2,961  days  were  lost  in  this  ward  for  want  of  raw 
materials,  equivalent  to  the  labor  of  20  of  the  best  hands  during  the  year,  and  a  consequent 
loss  of  $  5,922  to  this  ward. 

Table  marked  IV  gives  the  result  of  the  weaving  department,  ward  No.  3,  from  which  it 
wHl  be  seen  that  the  balance  in  favor  of  labor  is  $5,216  09,  or  an  average  of  $251  per 
hand  actually  employed.  The  fire  of  1861  having  destroyed  the  machinery  in  this  shop,  its 
operations  have  necessarily  been  limited  to  the  working  of  a  few  baud  looms,  and  job  work. 

It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  table  VII,  that  2,680  days  were  lost  in  this  ward  for  want 
of  raw  materials,  equivalent  to  the  labor  of  8  hands  dming  the  year,  and  a  consequent  loss 
of  $  2,010  to  this  ward. 

Table  No.  V  gives  the  result  in  the  wheelwrights'  and  carpenters'  department,  ward  No. 
4 ;  from  which  it  will  appeal"  that  the  balance  in  favor  of  labor  is  $  11,232  ]8,  or  an  average 
of  $  280  80  per  hand  actually  employed,  being  a  larger  amount  per  hand  than  has  ever  been 
earned  in  this  institution  before. 

Table  No.  VI  shows  the  condition  and  employment  of  the  prisoners  in  the  penitentiary  of 
Virginia  on  the  30th  day  of  September  last.  It  will  be  seen,  by  reference  to  this  table,  that 
more  than  one-third  of  the  convicts  are  in  ward  No.  5 — which  is  the  front  yard  ward — only 
eighteen  of  them  doing  prcJfitable  labor — the  remainder,  with  the  exception  of  the  infirm, 
invalids  and  women,  are  employed  in  light,  necessaiy  labor.  Twelve  new  comers  have 
been  put  to  work  since  the  first  day  of  this  month. 

Table  No.  VII  shows  the  number  of  days  lost  by  the  operative^  in  the  several  wards  of 
the  penitentiary  of  Vii"giuia  during  the  year  ending  30th  September  1862,  for  want  of  raw 
materials.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  number  of  days  lost  by  the  several  wards  was 
13,352,  and  the  value  of  such  time,  at  the  lowest  estimate,  is  computed  at  $  15,643..  This 
is  not  the  only  loss  the  institution  has  sustained  in  a  pecuniary  sense,  as  well  as  in  other 
respects.  By  the  laws  and  rules  of  the  institution  the  operatives,  when  not  at  work,  have 
to  be  locked  up  in  their  cells,  and  dming  the  sickly  season  of  the  year  (when  the  largest 
portion  of  this  loss  of  time  occurred),  the  hospital  was  necessarily  filled  with  cases  caused 
mainly  by  such  close  confinement — an  increased  expense  to  the  institutioa  in  tliis  depart- 
ment. Superadded  to  this  result  has  been  a  demoralizing  eflfect  upon  the  entire  institution, 
which  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  familiar  with  its  management  and  general  opera- 
tions. 

Table  VIII  shows  the  financial  condition  of  the  penitentiary  of  Virginia  on  the  first  day 
of  October  1858,  the  time  at  which  my  first  annual  report  commenced,  and  its  condition  on» 
the  31st  day  of  hist  month  (September),  at  which  my  last  ends;  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  there  has  been  a  gain  of  $  13,820  88  to  the  institution  in  its  manufacturing  operations 
during  that  period.  It  will  further  appear  from  said  table,  that  on  the  first  of  October  1858 
there  was  a  heavy  stock  of  goods  at  the  store,  a  large  proportion  of  which  had  been  on  hand 
for  some  time,  and  could  not  be  sold  without  a  reduction  of  the  prices  thereon ;  and  from 
the  reports  of  1859,  '60  and  '61,  the  deductions  allowed  by  the  board  amounted,  in  the 
aggregate,  to  $4,450  69;  which,  added  to  the  $13,820  88,  as  above,  makes  the  sum  of 
$  18,271  57.  The  balances  against  the  penitentiary,  as  per  reports  of  1859,  '60,  '61  and  '62, 
amount  in  the  aggregate  to  $27,268  63,  showing  a  balance  and  Consequent  loss  to  the 
state,  of  $  6,987  06  during  the  aforesaid  four  years.  During  the  four  last  years  of  my  pre- 
decessor, the  loss  to  the  state  (as  appears  from  his  annual  reports)  was  $  38,758  73 — mak- 
ing a  diflference  in  my  favor,- of  $31,771  67. 

It  is  proper  and  fair  for  me  to  state  here,  that  the  cost  of  bringing  the  prisoners  to  the 
penitentiary  has  never  been  regarded  as  a  proper  item  in  the  annual  account,  and  conse-

quently  never  included.  Operating  as  it  does  as  a  bonus  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  distant 
counties,  it  could  not  (only  in  part)  be  regarded  as  a  legitimate  charge  to  the  institution; 
but  this  item  alone  cost,  during  the  years  1855,  '56,  '57  and  '58,  $  36,858  99,  aggregating 
the  sum  of  $75,617  72 — a  loss  per  year  to  the  state,  of  $  18,904  43;  and  that  during  the 
years  1859,  '60,  '61  and  '62,  $34,886  95,  aggregating  the  sum  of  $41,874  01— a  loss  per 
year  to  the  state,  of  $  10,468  50 — showing  a  gain  of  my  four  years,  over  the  four  previous 
years,  of  $  33,743  71,  or  $  8,435  92  per  year. 

Col.  Morgan  was  regarded,  by  all  who  knew  him,  as  a  man  of  judgment,  industry  and 
energy,  and  had  been  in  office  22  years  prior  to  his  settlement  of  1854 — and  the  loss  in  tho 
last  four  }-ears  of  his  administration,  in  a  time  of  peace  and  plenty,  was  over  five  times  that 
of  my  four  yeai's — nearly  one-half  of  Avhioh  has  occurred  in  the  midst  of  the  most  stirring 
times  known  to  the  country,  trebling  the  expenses  of  clothing  and  feeding  the  inmates  of 
this  institution,  and  in  other  respects  crippling  and  burdening  it  in  its  general  operations. 
And  while  I  regret  that  it  has  failed  to  come  up  to  my  hopes  and  desires,  yet  it  is  a  source 
of  gratification  to  me  to  know,  and  be  able  to  show  to  .in  unprejudiced  and  enlightened 
constituency,  that  my  administration  of  its  operations  has  come  much  nearer  attaining  the 
desired  position  of  a  self  sustaining  institution  than  that  of  any  of  my  predecessors ;  and 
that  if  materials  had  been  furnished  as  called  for,  and  ordered  by  you,  my  present  report 
would  have  shown  a  prosperity  unknown  in  its  history. 

Your  connection  with  the  business  operations  of  the  penitentiary  Avill  enable  you  properly  to 
appreciate  the  many  difficulties  I  have  had  to  encounter  during  the  last  year  in  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  financial  and  manufacturing  operations  of  this  institution.  Shorn  of  all  power 
by  law  to  provide  or  purchase  the  raw  materials  for  the  labor  in  the  institution  to  operate 
upon,  all  I  could  do  was  to  make  the  necessary  requisitions  for  such  materials  as  were  wanted, 
which  you  know  was  always  timely  done  and  as  promptly  directed  by  the  board  to  be  pur- 
chased and  furnished  by  the  general  agent.  Without  thc'necessary  materials  to  work  upon, 
no  skill  or  judgment  could  be  so  exercised  in  directing  and  controlling  the  operations  of 
this  institution  profitably  to  the  state  or  satisfactory  to  the  public.  Placed  in  the  position  I 
was,  without  the  power  or  means  to  keep  the  work  shops  in  active  operation,  nothing  was 
left  for  me  to  do  but  to  practice  the  strictest  economy  in  clothing  and  feeding  the  prisoners, 
compatible  with  their  health  and  comfort.  The  accompanying  documents  will  show  how 
successfully  this  thing  bar,  been  managed.  Nearly  all  of  the  provisions  have  been  pur- 
chased by  the  superintendent  in  person,  or  by  a  competent  officer.  If  materials  had  been 
furnished  so  as  to  have  given  employment  to  the  labor  of  the  working  men  in  the  institu- 
tion, the  result  would  have  been  more  favorable  than  the  operations  of  any  previous  year. 
Np  one  can  regret  more  than  myself  the  loss  of  labor  in  the  penitentiary  during  the  last 
year.  It  would  have  certainly  been  very  agreeable  to  me  to  have  retired  from  my  official 
duties,  leaving  this  institution  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Such  a  result  might  have  calmed 
down  the  prejudice  of  gentlemen  who  know  very  little  of  its  management  or  manufacturing 
operations,  and  saved  it  from  many  philippics  which  they  may  continue  to  hurl  against  it. 

As  this  is  the  last  annual  report  I  shall  make  to  you,  I  take  leave  here  to  say  that  the 
board  of  directors  have  always  co-operated  with  the  officers  of  the  institution  in  every  pro- 
posed measure  calculated  to  promote  its  interest  and  success,  and  that  our  personal  and 
official  intercourse  has  been  so  agreeable,  that  I  shall  ever  cherish  in  my  bosom  (for  you 
individually)  the  liveliest  interest  in  your  welfare  and  happiness.  .

I  ri  icinmend,  w illi  .n  profound  s( use  of  its  importaiue,  the  abolition  of  Ihe  use  of  tobacco 
in  tI.e  I  lisoii.  It.-.  ti>e  never  did  iiuy  n::m  any  goi^d,  is  pnic'y  fPiiKiial,  iind  does  niiiny  men 
great  haiin.  Its  cost  now  is  h  Mry  ^elillns  item  nl  «'xpenditi  re,  an<l  its  use  in  (lie  pii.son  is 
Ihe  bnilful  source  of  tilth  in  the  hkiuis,  mid  iinpaiimeipt  <if  lie  dige.-aive  orguns  of  tlic  con- 
victs. Many  of  them  ate  gnat  smtktis,  and  einbn;ger  lie  ]irisoii  dail}',  contrary  to  tho 
rubs  by  Using  pipes  about  ihe  building  If  the  wlii.le  sum  spent  lor  lliis  luxuiy  was  laid 
cut  in  \  iiiegar,  uf  wliicli  all  unjjht  to  have  a  daily  i  llciwanee.  and  fresh  sound  vegetables,  it 
wuulil  bo  a  useful  ebango  lu  the  comioit  and  health  of  the  piisoners. 
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I  fear  the  time  has  gone  by— but  the  siate  should  own,  or  at  least  rent,  land  enough  con- 
tiguous,  where  an  abundant  supply  of  fresh  vegetables  could  be  raised  by  the  short  tejm 
•nd  invalid  convicts;  the  prison  should  be  warmed  and  enlarged;  the  prisoners  ruled  as  by 
a  field  marshal— every  man  not  on  the  sick  list  be  made  to  work ;  and  they  would  be  hap- 
pier, healthier  and  more  useful.

At  your  roqurst,  we  herewith  furnish  yo\i  with  a  list  of  prisoners  ro- 
commended  by  yourself  and  us  jointly,  to  <he  consideration  of  the  governor  for  pardon, 
about  six  months  since;  in  all  of  which  cases  the  records  were  scut  to  Governor  Letcher, 
with  a  descriptive  list ;  and  as  we  kept  no  list;  some  may  be  omitted  in  this,  viz : 

Elizabeth  Simpson  (with  an  infant  child),  Pegpy  Fuller  (colored),  Edward  Cooper,  Lo» 
land  Shifflet  (alias  Joseph  Owens),  John  T.  Owens,  .James  Powell,  .Tames  Ames,  Henrj 
Jenkins,  Heiij.  Hughes,  Geo.  1$.  Johnson,  David  Fischer,  Wm.  J.  Sinclair,  A.  Cottlngham, 
Sam'l  McDonald,  .lames  A.  Wilson,  Wm.  II.  Ewcll,  Keuben  Able  and  David  Davis. 

There  were  some  forty  odd  names  included  in  the  list  sent  to  the  governor,  some  of  whom 
have  died,  some  pardoned,  and  others  discharged,  their  terms  nf  coi  fi  lement  having  ex- 
pired. The  original  list  exhibited  notes  made  by  yoursi^lf,  apjicnded  opposite  to  the  names 
of  many  of  the  convicts.

In  reference  to  the  foregoing  communication  of  the  superintendent  and  first  assistant 
keeper  of  the  ijcniteritiary,  I  have  to  remark,  that  I  aflixi'd  explMuatoiy  professional  notes  to 
Bome  of  the  cases,  for  the  use  of  the  e.xccutive,  in  the  original  document  referred  to.  Somo 
of  them  have  since  died,  and  some  have  been  pardoned. 

In  reference  to  the  remainder,  I  think  it  proper  to  state,  that  Lel.ind  ShiiQet  (alias  .Jofcph 
Owens)  is  an  old  man,  wliose  eyesight  is  failing  him,  doe.s  nothing,  and  claims  that  ho  waa 
ignorant,  under  intemperance,  of  the  crime  tor  which  he  was  convicted. 

James  Powell  is  an  old  man,  of  very  little  service,  who  cut  his  own  throat  in  prison,  and 
'  has  now  a  fistulous  orifice  of  the  windpipe — incurable. 
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James  Ames  is  a  young  man,  who  lias  been  many  years  in  the  prison,  but  subject  to 
epileptic  convulsions,  and  his  mind  is  somewhat  iiiiptiired  thereby;  at  times  high  tempered 

and  violent. 

« 

Henry  Jenkins  is  a  misernblc  imbecile,  the  subject  of  onanism  and  impaired  faculties; 
does  nothing;  his  mind  at  best  was  meagre.  , 

David  Fischer  is  an  old  man,  often  sick ;  suffers  with  urinary  derangements,  and  is  of 
very  little  use  for  work." 

A.  Cottingham  is  of  middle  age;  a  very  well  behaved  prisoner;  a  great  sufferer  from 
rheumatism,  of  which  he  has  frequent  and  violeut  attacks  in  changeable  and  culd  weather. 

Sam'l  McDonald  is  a  young  man,  well  behaved  when  entirely  unclouded,  but  sulject  to 
epilepsy;  lias  once  been  nuiuiacal  here  for  weeks,  and  is  fiequeutly  moody;  his  intellect  is 
impaired  and  weak  ;  at  times  high  tempeied  and  violeut. 

• 

James  A.  AVilson  is  an  occasional  epileptic,  of  but  little  mind,  and  has  suffered  smartly 
from  dissease  lie  has  lost  an  eye  from  scorbutic  ophthalmia,  and  escaped  narrowly  with 
his  life. 

David  Davis  is  an  old,  infirm  man,  of  no  use;  was  wnunded  through  the  knee  in  tho 
battle  of  Lundy's  Ian.-,  and  hal  one  of  his  hands  crushed  badly  about  a  yiar  ago  in  this 
prison.  lie  claims  that  the  oftence  for  which  he  was  convicted  wiis  for  punishing  an  indi- 
vidual who  had  debauched  his  daughter. 

Edward  Cooper  is  a  useless  old  man.  somewhat  cra^.y,  and  often  complaining,  though  no- 
thing be  the  n.attjr  with  hi.n.     He  is  only  a  tax  on  the  prison.

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT, 

January  1863. 
Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Driegntes  : 

lu  poribrniunce  of  the  duty  devolved  upon  the  executive  by  the  coustitution 
of  this  state,  I  commuuicatB  herewith,  the  cases  in  which  pardons  and  reprieves  have  been 
granted  since  my  hist  message  on  the  subject,  with  tlie  reasons  actuating  me  in  each  case. 

1.  Z^Iichael  Fillljurne,  pardoucd  December  4,  J861. 

Fillburue  was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  ^{  felony,  at  the  October  term  18G0  of  the 
circuit  court  for  Ohio  county,  and  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary. 
At  the  same  term  his  daughter  Mary  Fillburue  was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  of  grand 
larceny,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  She  was  only  six- 
teen years  of  age  at  the  time  of  my  action,  and  her  term  of  imprisonment  was  to  expire 
that  day.  The  father  was  in  feeble  health  and  incapable  of  labor,  as  the  superintendent 
informed  me,  and  was,  under  existing  circumstances,  the  only  protector  the  girl  could  have. 
I  therefore  discharged  him,  in  the  hope  that  parental  feeling  would  induce  him  to  watch 
over  and  protect  his  child. 

2.  Joseph  P.  Davis,  pardoned  December  24,  1861. 

The  prisoner  was  convicted  by  the  circuit  court  of  Charlotte  county,  on  the  22d  day  of 
December  185],  of  the  crime  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen 
years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Under  the  charge  and  sentence,  the  time  of  his 
imprisonment  in  jail  and  penitentiary  amounted  to  nearly  eleven  years;  and  from  a  certi- 
ficate of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  it  appeared  tliat  lie  had  conducted  himself  with 
great  propriety,  and  had  been  faithful  and  industrious  as  a  laborer.  I  .witnessed  his  con- 
duct a£  the  fire  which  occurred  in  July  ]8()1,  and  liis  exertions  to  suppress  it,  atid  I  have 
never  seen  a  man  who  exerted  himself  to  a  greater  degree  to  save  property.  Under  all 
the  circumstances,  considering  his  long  imprisonment,  his  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner,  his 
faithful  services  as  a  laborer  in  the  penitentiary,  and  his  good  conduct  on  the  occasion  of 
the  fire,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

3.  Charles  Sherwood,  alias  Solomon  Herman,  pardoned  January  11,  1862. 

In  this  ca.sc  the  prisoner  was  convicted  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  by  the  circuit  court  of 
Norfolk  city,  at  its  June  term  of  1861,  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Ho 
was  arrested  and  imprisoned  on  the  )2tli  day  of  December  1800,  and  remained  in  the  city 
jail  from  that  time  fill  his  removal  to  the  penitentiary.  The  health  of  the  prisoner  was 
feeble,  and  longer  imprisonment  would  perhaps  have  endangered  his  life.  Seven  of  the 
jury  wlio  tried  the  case,  together  with  the  mayor  and  a  number  of  the  most  respectable 
citizens  of  Norfolk  city,  asked  his  discharge ;  and  tliis  application  was  strengthened  by  my 
knowledge  of  his  good  conduct  \Vhilc  in  thi^  penitentiary.  Upon  full  consideration  of  these 
circumstances,  I  decided  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  petition. 
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4.  Joseph  Tiuner,  paidoned  January  16,  1862. 

At  a  circuit  court  lield  for  tlie  county  of  Ciimpbell,  in  the  month  of  May  1858,  Joseph 
Turner  was  convicted  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  peni- 
tentiary. The  charge  was,  that  the  prisoner  broke  and  entered  a  dwelling  house  of  P.  J. 
Eodenkincheu,  ajid  stole  therefrom  candy,  cigars,  matches,  soap  and  bjacking  aftd  two 
inkstands,  amounting  in  value,  in  the  aggregate,  to  $13  10.  The  verdict  seemed  to  me  a 
severe  one,  and  disproportioued  to  the  offence.  As  he  had  beau  imprisoned  nearly  four 
years,  and  had  been',  according  to  the  certificate  of  the  officers  of  the  penitentiary,  an 
obedient,  peaceable  and  industrious  prisoner,  I  considered  that  the  demands  of  justice  had 
been  met,  and  therefore  granted  a  pardon. 

5.  Frederick  Fulcher,  pardoned  January  21 ,  1862. 

This  was  a  free  negro,  aged  about  fifteen  years,  who  was  an-ested  upon  the  charge  of  aid- 
ing and  assisting  George,  a  slave,  to  escape  from  his  master,  E.  C.  Borise.  At  the  Decem- 
ber term  18GI  of  Westmoreland  county  court,  he  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to 
be  sold  into  absolute  slavery.  The  evidence,  as  certified,  did  not  satisfy  my  mind,  beyond 
a  rational  doubt,  that  he  was  guilty  of  the  charge ;  and  a  number  of  the  citizens  of  the 
county  (whose  respectability  was  vouched  ipr  by  Mr.  Newton,  the  delegate  in  the  general 
assembly)  applied  for  a  pardon.  I,  therefore,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstances,  considered 
this  a  fit  case  for  clemency,  and  accordingly  directed  Fulchcr's  discharge. 

6.  William  F.  Trent,  pardoned  March  ]||»1862. 

At  the  March  term  1861  of  the  circuit  court  for  Cumberland  county,  William  F.  Trent 
was  con\'icted  of  the  crime  of  unlawful  stabbiug,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for 
eighteen  months.  Since  then  he  had  been  imprisoned  nearly  one  year,  and  had  shown  him- 
self obedient  and  industrious.  A  large  number  of  the  citizens  of  Cumberland  county,  in- 
cluding the  attorney  for  the  conmionwealth  and  the  gentleman  who  was  injured,  united  in 
the  application  for  his  pardon.  In  consideration  of  his  good  character  before  conviction, 
and  his  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner,  and  also  the  fact  that  the  most  respectable  of  his  neigh- 
bors asked  for  his  discliarge,  I  so  ordered. 

7.  John  Brown,  pardoned  March  13,  1862. 

At  the  June  term  1860  of  the  circuit  court  held  for  the  crty  of  Norfolk,  Johu  Brown  was 
indicted  in  two  cases  for  passing  counterfeit  coin;  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  si'utenced 
to  the  penitentiary  for  one  year  in  the  first  case,  and  two  years  in  the  second.  The  prisoner 
passed  two  counterfeit  half  dollars,  and  had  in  his  possession  twenty  counterfeit  quarters, 
which  were  found  upon  his  person  after  his  arrest.  The  prisoner  was  represented  to  be  an 
ignorant  man,  and  to  have  enjoyed  a  good  character  previous  to  the  occuiTences  which  led 
to  his  arrest  and  conviction.  Ten  of  the  twelve  jurors  Avho  tried  him,  in  their  application 
for  his  pardon,  state  "  there  were  many  circumstances  connected  with  the  trial  whicli  showed 
that  the  unfortunate  prisoner  was  not  an  old  offender,  but  in  an  evil  hour  had  become  the 
dupe  of  others."  In  consideration  of  the  time  he  had  already  spent  in  the  penitentiary,  he 
having  now  been  in  confinement  nearly  two  years;  of  his  previous  good  character;  of  his 
good  conduct  as  a  prisoner;  and  the  further  fact  that  he  had  a  wife  and  three  young  and 
interesting  children ;  and  finally,  that  all  the  ends  of  justice  in  his  case  had  been  satisfied, 
I  directed  his  discharge. 

8.  Luke  McKenna,  pardoned  March  18,  1862. 

The  prisoner  was  indicted  for  forgery  at  the  March  tenn  1862  of  the  hustings  court  for 
the  city  of  Eichmond,  was  tried,  found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  penitentiary,  the  shortest  period  fixed  by  law  in  such  cases.  The  record  shows  that 
previous  to  this  occurrence  he  sustained  an  irreproachable  character,  and  was  regarded  as 
an  industrious  citizen.  It  also  appeared  that  the  prisoner  had  a  wife  and  four  interesting 
children — all  quite  young.    The  judge-  who  presided  at  the  trial,  the  attorney  for  the  com- 
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monwealtli  who  prosecuted  Liiii,  seven  of  the  jury  who  decided  the  case,  the  mayor  and 
sergeant  of  the  city  of  Richmond  and  other  highly  respectahle  citizens  united  in  tlie  appli- 
cation for  his  pardon.     In  consideration  of  all  these  facts,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

9.  Charles  Cornell,  pardoned  March  10,  180'2. 

Cornell  was  convicted  of  larceny  at  the  A\n\\  term  ISriS  of  the  circuit  court  for  the  city 
of  Richmond,  and  sentenced  to  tlie  pctiiteutiarj'  for  five  years.  For  a  large  part  of  the 
time  since  I  camo  iuto  the  executive  office  he  had  been  employed  on  thc»  public  square,  and 
had  been  a  faithful  and  industrious  laborer.'  The  oflScers  of  the  penitentiary  also  reported 
that  his  conduct  had  been  good  since  he  entered  the  prison.  As  he  had  already  served 
nearly  four  years  of  his  term,  and  desired  to  volunteer  for  the  war,  in  a  company  which  was 
perfectly  willing  to  receive  him,  I  decided  to  grant  a  pardon. 

10.  Angus  Burguin,. pardoned  April  2,  i^C)2. 

.  This  prisoner  was  charged  with  grand  larceuy;  was  convicted  by  the  circuit  court  of 
Norfolk  city  of  i>e(it  larceny,  and  sentenced  to  contineineiit  in  the  city  jail  for  twelve 
months,  and  had  now  been  confined  since  the  tenth  of  November  preceding.  The  common- 
wealth's attorney  who  prosecuted  in  the  ca,se,  the  mayor  of  Norfolk  city  and  other  respec- 
table gentlemen  asked  for  his  discharge.  In  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances,  his 
discharge  was  ordered. 

11.  John  Peterman,  pardoned  April  3,  18G2. 

Petcrman  Avas  convicted  of  felony  at  the  Sepfember  term  JHCl  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Montgomery  county,  and  sentenced  to  one  year'f  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The 
■judge,  eleven  of  the  jury  who  tiicd  the  case,  the  attorney  f"*ir  the  cumnionwealtb,  the  .sheriff, 
aud  Mr.  Montague,  ihc  delegate  in  the  general  assembly,  united  in  asking  that  he  might  be 
pardoned.  In  view  of  these  facts,  and  the  additional  fact  that  ho  proposed  to  enter  the 
volunteer  service,  I  directed  him  to  be  dischargt-d. 

]'2.    Wa.shburn  A.«hby,  pardoned  April  29,  1862. 

Upon  indictment  for  advising  a  slave  to  escape,  Ashby  was  convicted  at  the  October  term 
185-1  of  the  circuit  court  of  Richmond  city,  and  seuti-nced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary;  and  as  he  had  previously  served  a  short  term  in  that  iu.stituliou,  five  addi- 
tional years  were  added  to  the  sentence.  He  had  now  served  upwards  of  seven  years  of 
this  extended  term ;  aud  as  his  conduct  had  been  good  since  his  confinement,  aud  as  he 
professed  a  desire  to  join  an  artillery  company,  which  was  willing  to  receive  him,  and  in 
which  his  services  as  a  blacksmith  were  needed,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

13.  William  Scott,  pardoned  May  3,  1832. 

This  was  a  free  negro,  charged  with  obtaining  mone^-  by  false  pretences;  of  which 
charge  he  was  convicted  by  the  hustings  court  of  the  citj-  of  Richmond  at  April  term  1862, 
and  sentenced  to  ho.  sold  into  absolute  slavery.  The  record  in  the  case,  embodying  the 
testimony  given  upon  the  trial,  did  not  satisfy  ni}-  mind  of  the|prisoner's  guilt.  So  far 
from  it,  the  testimony'  of  Thomas  J.  Bagliy,  one  of  the  commonwealth's  witnesses,  induced 
the  conviction  that  this  party  was  not  guilty  of  the  offence  charged  against  him,  aud  the 
papers  filed  with  his  application  for  pardon  confirmed  and  strengthened  that  conviction. 
The  testimony  in  favor  of  his  innocence,  in  my  opinion,  greatly  preponderated,  and  I  there- 
fore directed  his  discharge.  ^ 

14.  Meekins  Rejmolds,  pardoned  M.'»y  13,  iir^'i. 

Reynolds  was  convicted  of  murder  at  the  fall  term  1855  of  the  circuit  court  of  Patrick 
county,  and  .scntenci?d  to  ten  gears'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  was 
now  upwards  of  si.xty  years  of  age,  aud  in  such  feeble  health  that  he  could  not  be  expected 
to  live  long  if  he  remained  in  confinement.    James  M.  Whittle,  Esquire,  a  member  of  the 
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state  senate,  wlio  was  counsel  for  the  prisoner,  presented  for  my  consfderatfon  a  very  full 
statement  of  the  facts  proved  upon  the  trial;  from  which  it  was  by  no  means  clear  to  my 
mind  that  he  was  properly  convicted.  .  Under  the  circumstances,  I  decided  to  grant  the 
pardon. 

15.  John  Eicks,  pardoned  May  14,  1802. 

This  pardon  was  issued  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  an  aci  of  assembly  entitled  an 
act  to  authorize  the  governor  to  pardon  a  slave,  John  Ricks,  and  restore  him  to  his  former 
owner,  passed  April  2,  1861. 

16.  Samuel  Bowyer,  pardoned  May  19,  1862. 

At  the  fall  term  1856  of  the  circuit  court  for  Jefferson  county,  Samuel  Bowyer  was  con- 
victed of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  six  years.  His  time  being  nearly  out  and  the  l?vw  fully  vindicateJ,  and  as  he  had  con- 
ducted himself  with  entire  propriety  d'.uiiig  his  coufinemout  in  tlie  penitentiary,  I  ordered 
the  pjisoner's  discharge. 

17.  Thomas  Goodrich,  pardoned  May  22,  18G2. 

The  charge  in  this  case  was  for  assaulting  Loui:>  Zimmcr.  Upon  this  charge  Goodrich 
was  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  before  the  hustmgs  court  of  Richmond  city,  and  sen- 
tenced to  iuiprisouuient  in  the  city  jail  for  six  months.  Under  this  conviction  he-had  now 
been  in  confinement  tlirco  months,  and  the  court  which  tried  tho  case  unanimously  recom- 
mended his  pardon.  Ziuuner,  the  party  «saulted,  and  a  number  ®f  the  citizens  of  Rich- 
mond also  sustained  the  reconiinondation.  Under  these  circumstances,  the  discharge  of  the 
prisoner  was  ordered — not  releasing  him,  however,  from  any  fine  and  costs  iuiposcd. 

18.  Edward  Dunnivaut,  pardoned  May  23,  1862. 

By  the  qircuit  court  of  Prince  George  county,  at  the  fall  term  1856,  Dunnivant  was  sen- 
tenced to  six  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  for  burgljvry  and  larc<'ny.  Upon  the 
certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  tho  penitentiary  that  the  prisoner  was  incurably  consumptive, 
and  that  his  life  would  be  jeopardized  liy  further  imprisonment,  I  ordered  his  discharge — it 
not  being  the  intention  of  the  court  sentencing  him  to  i  m  prison  men  t  to  sacrifice  his  ljf» 
thereb* 

19.  James  Davis,  pardoned  IVIay  27,  1862. 

When  pardoned  Davis  Mas  about  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  was  convicted  at  the  Novem- 
ber term  1861  of  the  hustings  court  of  Richmond  city,  on  a  charge  of  grand  larceny;  sen- 
tenced to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  lor  one  year,  and  had  been  in  confinement  since' 
the  twentieth  of  that  mouth;  during  which  time  he  had  conducted  him.self  with  propriety. 
A  petition  for  his  pardon  was  presented  shortly  after  his  conviction,  but  I  declined  then  to 
grant  it,  because  I  considered  that  so  serious  a  violation  of  the  law  should  not  be  permitted 
to  pass  without  exemplary  punishment.  I  now  considered  that  he  had  been  sufficiently 
punished,  and  that  the  law  had  been  vindicated.  In  consideration  of  these  circumstances, 
of  his  youth,  and  that  he  was  the  only  child  of  a  widowed  mother,  and  in  the  hope  that  the 
severe  lesson  he  had  received  would  induce  his  reformation,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

20.  Albert  Parham,  discharged  May  27,  1862. 

The  superintendent  of  the  penitentiary  having  made  a  verbal  report  that  Albert  Parhan* 
(a  convict  who  had  been  twice  sentenced  for  grand  larcency,  but  who  had  not  been  identi- 
fied and  tried,  to  have  the  additional  term  of  five  years  put  upon  him  as  prescribed  by  law, 
and  who  had  been  directed  to  be  retained  in  custody  until  the  term  of  the  circuit  court  of 
Richmond  should  be  held),  was  still  in  custody,  the  circuit  court  having  failed  to  consider 
the  case,  the  discharge  of  the  said  convict  was  thereupon  ordered. 

21.  John  Lipscomb,  pardoned  May  29,  1862. 

This  convict  was  now  about  seventeen  years  of  age.     He  was  charged  Avith  biugkry.and 
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^■srceny,  was  indicted  in  two  cases,  and  convicted  of  larceny  in  both ;  and  was  sentenced 
to  the  penitentiary,  in  the  first  case  for  three  years,  and  in  the  second  for  one.  Those  con- 
victions were  had  at  the  March  term  1861  of  the  Richmond  hustings  court.  The  prisoner 
was  confined  in  jail  from  the  20th  April  1860  to  the  time  of  his  conviction,  and  liad  been  in 
"thejpenitentiaiy  sincxj  that  time.  The  superintendent  certified  that  his  conduct  had. been 
good  since  his  confinement  in  the  pcnit^'ntiaiy.  The  petition  of  the  prisoner's  brother  sets 
forth  the  g;rouuds  of  the  application,  and  I  here  in.sci't  it  in  full: 

■"  To  the  Governor: 

!My  parents  died  some  ycnrs  ago,  leaving  several  boys  to  maintain  themselves. 
'One  brotlier  was  killed  under  Jackson  near  Winchester,  and  one  at  Sitlington's  hill.  I  was 
"taken  prisoner  at  Rich  mountain.  Another  brother  is  in  the  44th  Virginia  ^■olunteers.  The 
last,  a  boy  abo<it  17  years  of  ago,  is  now  an  inmate  of  the  penitentiary,  upon  conviction  in 
two  indictments  for  burglary. 

"  I  do  not  know  any  of  the  circumstances,  zi-ot  being  here  when  he  was  tiicd,  nor  have  I 
^he  u>eaus  now  of  finding  out.  I  beg,  however,  that  two  years'  confinement,  one  in  jail 
and  the  other  in  the  penitentiary,  may  be  considered  full  punislnncnt  for  the  offence  com- 
mitted by  an  indiscreet  jouth,  who  had  not  tlic  benefit  of  the  counsel  of  parents,  or  the 
•curbing  influencc^of  elder  brothers.  His  brothers  have  shown  some  devotion  to  their 
country,  and  they  ask  that  this  their  father's  Benjamin  may  too  enroll  himself  under  the 
Jbanner  of  his  countrj-,  and  strike  for  her  rights,  rather  than  spin  out  the  remnant  of  his 
■term  without  benefit  to  himself  or  the  state^ 

"I  am,  most  respectfully,  your  petitioner, 

WlLLUM  S.  Lll'SCO.Mn." 

For  the  reasons  set  forth  in  this  petition,  I  directed  the  discharge  of  the  prisoner. 

22".   Thomas  B.  Kershaw,  pardoned  June  K?,  18G2. 

At  the  May  term  1862  of  the  circuit  court  held  for  the  city  of  Petersburg,  Tliomas  B. 
Kershaw  was  found  guilty  of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in 
the  ]>enitcntiar3^  A  full  statement  of  the  f-^ct.s  proved  upon  the  trial  wa.s  furnished  by  Wm. 
T.  Jo^'nes,  Esquire,  a  most  n^prctable  gentleman  and  distinguished  member  of  the  bar  of 
that  city,  and  was  carefully  examined  and  maturely  considered  by  mc.  From  this  statement 
of  facts  I  was  satisfied  that  this  prisoner  was  improperly  convicted ;  and  I  regret  that  the 
eight  jurors  who  were  in  favor  of  acquittal  should  have  surrendered  their  conviction  and 
entered  into  a  compromise  which  resulted  in  the  imprisonment  of  a  man  of  excellent  cha- 
racter, as  the  testimony  clearly  established.  The  case  was  one  purely  of  self  defence.  Ten 
of  the  jurors  now  asked  tliat  he  might  be  pardoned,  and  their  prayer  was  cheserfully  granted. 

23.  Charles  Sniith.  paraon<!d  June  V,i,  186-,'. 

Smith  was  charged  with  forgery,  and  indicted,  tried  and  convicted  in  two  cases  in  the 

hustings  court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  at  the term  1861,  and  sentenced  to  five  years' 

imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  He  is  a  young  man;  had  at  the  time  of  his  application 
been  in  confinement  twelve  mouths ;  expressed  repentance  for  his  offences,  and  desired  an 
opportunity  to  show  that  he  was  not  utterly  depraved.  His  father  and  brother  had  shown 
great  attention  and  devotion  to  our  sick  and  wounded  soldiers,  and  manifested  the  deepest 
interest  in  the  success  of  our  cause.  His  mother  was  in  very  fccbk-  health,  and  had  been 
in  this  condition  ever  since  his  imprisonment.  The  judge  who  presided  at  his  trial,  ten  of 
the  jurors  who  sat  in  his  case,  and  a  number  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  now  asked 
that  he  might  be  pardoned ;  and  under  all  the  circumstances,  I  ordered  his  discharge. 

24.  Andrew  J.  Parsons,  pardoned  June  18,  18G2. 

At  the  April  term  1855  of  the  circuit  court  for  Cabell  county,  Parsons  was  couricted  of

burg'lary,  and  sentenced  to  eight  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  He  had  now 
served  more  than  seven  years,  and  the  superintendent  certified  that  he  had  served  faithfully, 
was  obedient  to  orders,  and  worked  most  laboriously  in  extinguishing  the  fire  which  oc- 
curred on  the  21st  of  July  1861.  In  consideration  of  these  facts,  and  believing  that  the 
ends  of  justice  had  been  satisfied  by  the  imprisonment  which  he  had  abeady  sufi"ered,  I 
directed  his  discharge. 

25.  John  Adams,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  conviction  in  this  case  was  for  forgery,  at  the  April  tenn  1860  of  the  circuit  court  for 
the  city  of  Eichmond,  and  the  sentence  seven  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary. 
The  prisoner  was  one  of  the  most  active  and  persevering  in  his  efforts  to  extinguish  the  fire 
of  July  18(jl,  and  he  conducted  himself  with  uniform  propriety  since  his  confinement.  In 
consideration  of  his  good  conduct  as  a  prisoner,  and  especially  for  his  services  at  the  fire,  I 
directed  his  discharge. 

26.  Robert  D.  Dickey,  pardoned  same  day. 

Dickey  was  convicted  by  the  circuit  court  of  Fairfax  county  of  murder  in  the  second  de- 
gree, and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  and  Avas  received 
into  the  institution  on  the  21st  of  June  1855.  Several  applications  for  his  pardon  had  been 
previously  made  to  me;  all  of  which  were  rejected,  upon  the  ground  ttiat  I  did  not  think 
he  had  been  sufficiently  punished — that  I  regarded  the  sentence  as  a  harsh  one,  biit  when  I 
thought  he  had  been  punished  sufficiently  to  vindicate  the  majesty  of  the  law,  I  would  dis- 
charge him.  As  I  now  thought  that  the  law  had  been  vindicated,  and  as  the  prisoner  de- 
.sired  to  enter  the  service  in  defence  of  his  native  state  and  her  institutions,  and  had  beeii 
faithful  and  obedient  while  in  confinement,  I  decided  to  grant  a  discharge. 

27.  Edmund  W.  Cole,  pardoned  same  day. 

The  prisoner  was  convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree  by  the  circuit  court  of  Bruns- 
wick county,  at  the  March  term  1860,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the 
penitentiary.  Before  he  was  brought  to  the  penitentiaiy  a  petition  for  his  pardon,  nume- 
rously signed  by  respectable  citizens  of  the  county,  was  presented ;  but  believing  that  some 
punishment  should  be  inflicted,  I  then  declined  to  pardon  him.  But  now,  thinking  that  the 
law  had  been  vindicated,  and  in  consideration  of  his  good  character  previous  to  the  com- 
mission of  the  olfence,  and  good  conduct  since  his  imprisonment,  I  ordered  him  to  be  dis- 
charged. 

28.  Obadiah  Brown,  pardoned  June  19,  1862. 

At  the  late  June  term  of  the  hustings  court  of  Danville,  this  man  was  found  guilty  of  un- 
lawful  shooting,  and  sentenced  to  pay  a  fine  of  $  100,  and  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  corpo- 
ration jail  for  six  months.  The  justices  who  sat  in  the  case,  the  commonwealth's  attorney 
who  prosecuted,  the  jury  who  decided  it,  and  the  mayor  of  the  town  now  recommended  the 
prisoner  as  a  fit  subject  for  executive  clemency.  Under  such  circumstances,  I  could  not 
hesitate  to  relieve  him  from  the  imprisonment.  He  was  not,  however,  discharged  from  the 
fine. 

29.  Nicholas  Chesnut,  pardoned  June  24,  1862. 

At  the  June  term  1860  of  the  circuit  court  for  Norfolk  city,  Chesnut  was  convicted  and 
sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisomuent  in  the  penitentiary  for  grand  larceny.  As  his  term  of 
service  would  expire  within  a  few  days,  and  as  he  had  conducted  himself  with  great  pro- 
priety since  his  imprisonment,  and  was  now  desirous  to  join  the  army,  I  directed  his  dis- 
charge. 

30.  James  McMullen,  pardoned  July  26,  1862. 

This  prisoner  was  convicted  of  grand  larceny  at  the  June  term  1860  of  the  circuit  court 
of  Augusta  couiity,  and  sentenced  to  three  years  in  the  penitentiary.    He  was  received  on 
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the  lltli  of  June  I8G0,  aud  had  therefore  scn-ed  more  thp.n  two-thu'ds  of  his  term.  In  1S61 
■application  was  made  by  sundry  citizens  of  Augusta  county  for  his  pardon;  but  I  declined 
then  to  release  him,  because  I  did  not  think  he  had  been  sufficiently  punished.  Since  that 
time  tlie  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  ^Yho  prosecuted  the  c-ase  had  iuformed  me,  that 
considering  the  prisoner's  previous  good  character,  he  thought  he  had  been  sufficiently  pun- 
ished, and  might  with  propriety  be  dischai-g't^.  In  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances, 
and  believing  that  the  law  had  been  fully  vindicated,  I  accordingly  ordered  his  discharge. 

31.  Charles  L.  Eeininger,  pardoned  August  12,  1862. 

In  this  case  the  conviction  was  at  the  February  term  IPfil  Af  the  Richmond  hustings 
court,  and  the  sentence  nvo  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The  directors  of  the 
institution  recommended  Keiniuger's  pardon,  and  stat>cd  in  their  recommendation  that  he 
was  "in  very  feeble  health,  of  no  use  to  the  institution,  and  if  continued  in  confinement, 
we  think  it  highly  probable  lie  will  not  live  his  term  out,  which  we  understand  is  only  some 
six  months."  The  statement  of  Dr.  I'attosou,  the  surgeon,  was,  "he  will  never  be  of  any 
fcrther  service  here,  though  now  improving,  but  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  he  is  well." 
The  conduct  of  Reininger  as  a  prisoner  had  been  good.  In  consideration  of  tlicse  facts,  I 
decided  that  he  ought  to  be  discharged,  and  ordered  accordingly. 

32.  Bartley  P.  Lee,  pai-doned  August  1!^  1862. 

At  the  spring  term  1853  of  the  circuit  coiirt  of  Doddridge  couuty,  Lee  was  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  iinj)r)s(!ned  in  tlie  penitentiary  twelve 
years.  He  was  now  recommended  to  executive  clemency  by  Judge;  Camden,  who  presided 
at  the  trial  of  the  case,  by  the  Right  Rev.  Bishop  I\Iagill,  and  by  the  officers  of  the  peniten- 
tiary. At  the  time  of  the  contiiigrution  at  that  institution  I  was  present,  and  witnessed  the 
efforts  of  this  prisoner  to  suppress  the  fire.  The  officers  also  represented  him  to  have  been 
«n  obedient  prisoner,  aud  to  have  conducted  himself  with  gwiit  propriety  since  his  confine- 
ment. In  consideration  of  his  uniform  good  conduct  and  industry,  and  his  faithful  efforts 
to  suppress  the  fire,  I  directed  his  di,'5charg(>. 

33.  Benton  Hughes,  pardoned  August  1(5,  1802. 

Hughes  was  convicted  of  burglary  at  the  March  term  1859  of  the  circuit  court  of  Carroll 
county,  and  sentenced  to  six  years  in  the  penitentiary.  He  having  served  out  nearly  three 
years  and  six  months  of  his  term;  having  been  seriously  injured  since  his  confinement- 
having  conducted  himself  in  a  most  exemplary  manner  as  a  prisoner;  having  borne  an  ex- 
cellent character  previous  to  his  conviction — and  his  three  brothers,  who  were  in  the  confe- 
derate service,  with  others,  citizens  of  the  highest  respectability,  having  now  petitioned  for 
his  pardon — under  all  those  circumstances,  I  determined  to  discharge  him. 

34.  Zebedee  "Wright,  pardoned  Aiigust  28,  18G2. 

This  was  a  conviction  for  forgery,  had  at  the  April  term  1861  of  the  circuit  court  of  Har- 
rison county,  and  the  sentence  two  years'  imprisonment  in  tlie  penitentiary.  }Jk  had  now 
been  imprisoned  sixteen  months,  and  his  pardon  was  asked  for  by  the  Hon.  Robert  Johnston 
of  Harrison  county,  who  was  familiar  with  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case.  The  prisoner 
had  conducted  himself  well  since  liis  confinement,  and  was  now  desirous  of  joining  the 
army.  Deeming  tliat  he  had  been  sufficient^}-  punished  to  vindicate  the  majesty  of  the 
law,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

36.   Ambro.se  Cox,  pardoned  September  12, 1862. 

Cox  was  convicted,  at  the  September  term  1860  of  the  circuit  court  of  Floyd  county  of 
voluntary  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary. 
Shortly  after  his  conviction  an  apphcation,  strongly  sustained  by  citizens  of  the  county  and 
by  Mr.  Wyser,  one  of  his  counsel,  was  presented,  asking  that  he  might  be  pardoned.  Upon 
an  examination  of  the  case,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  punishment  was  too  severe 
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and  determined  to  discharge  Lim  after  he  should  have  served  two  years.  That  time  having- 
now  expired,  during  which  the  prisoner  had  conducted  himself  well,  and  his  health  being- 
now  in  a  failing  condition,  I  decided  to  direct  his  discharge. 

36.   Jim,  a  slave,  pardoned  September  23,  1862. 

At  the  August  term  1862  of  the  county  court  of  Botetourt,  two  slaves,  Oscar  and  Jim-, 
were  tried  jointly,  and  convicted  of  the  murder  of  a  young  gentleman  named  Tribbet)?. 
Oscar  was  executed  on  the  12th  of  September.  Kepresentations  made  to  me  by  W.  W. 
Boyd,  John  B.  I.  Logan,  and  W.  A.  Glasgow,  Esquires,  and  others,  induced  me  to  grant  a 
reprieve  to  Jim  until  the  26th  September.  The  evidence  relied  upon  to  justify  the  convic- 
tJon  of  Jim,  was  the  confession  made  by  Oscar,  charging  that  the  fatal  blow  had  been  given 
by  Jim.  On  or  about  the  2d  September  Rev.  Mr.  Grasty  called  upon  the  prisoners,  and,  in 
the  course  of  the  conversation  held  with  them,  Oscar  stated  that  he  had  wrongfully  accused 
Jim,  and  that  the  latter  was  innocent.  Oscar  having  made  substantially  the  same  state- 
ments to  various  other  persons,  I  determined  to  reprieve  Jim,  and  await  the  developments 
attending  the  execution  of  Oscar.  On  the  scaffold,  and  shortly  before  Oscar  was  hung,  be 
again  fully  exculpated  Jim.  Under  these  circumstances,  a  pardon  was  now  asked  for  by 
several  of  the  most  respectable  gentlemen  of  the  county,  including  John  Ammcn,  Esquire, 
one  of  the  justices  who  tried  the  case;  and  it  was  granted. 

."^7.   Casper  McCormiclc,  pardoned  October  1,  1862. 

McCormick  was  sentenced  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  upon  a  con- 
viction of  felony  had  at  the  September  term  1862  of  the  Richmond  hustings  court.  The 
charge  was,  that  he  forged  an  order  for  a  license  autliorizing  the  solemnization  of  a  marriage 
between  himself  and  the  daughter  of  a  certain  M.  Maddux  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  with 
intent  to  defraud.  The  license  was  obtained  and  the  parties  were  subsequently  married, 
and  hence  this  prosecution.  It  appeared  that  the  parties  endeavored  to  procure  a  passport  to 
enable  them  to  visit  North  Carolina,  in  order  that  the  maniage  might  be  solemnized  in  that 
state,  and  if  they  had  succoed«d  in  their  object,  this  prosecution  would  not  have  taken  place. 
The  jury  who  found  the  prisoner  guilty,  filed  with  their  verdict  a  unanimous  recommendation 
to  executive  clemency,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial  that  the 
finding  of  the  jury  was  a  sufficient  vindication  of  the  law.  I  concurred  in  this  opinion, 
and,  under  the  circumstances,  directed  the  prisoner  to  be  discharged. 

38.   Albert  L.  Drayton,  pardoned  October  2,  1862. 

The  court  of  hustings  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  at  the  February  term  1862,  convicted 
Drayton  of  felony,  and  sentenced  him  to  two  years"  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  The 
case  was  a  peculiar  one,  as  a  detail  of  the  facts  will  show.  From  Mr.  Ajiiff,  whose  watch 
and  pocket  book  were  lost,  I  learned  that  the  facts  were  these:  In  February  last  Ayliff, 
Drayton,  Moore  and  Hinton  were  put  in  a  room  at  the  Exchange  hotel,  and  M'hile  there  the 
watch  and  pocket  book  of  Ayliff  were  stolen.  Ayliff  suspected  Hinton,  and  retired  (lock- 
ing the  door  after  him),  in  search  of  a  police  officer,  leaving  Drayton  in  bed  in  a  state  of 
intoxication,  and  Hinton,  Moore  and  a  negro  in  the  room.  When  he  returned  search  was 
made,  and  the  articles  were  found  in  the  bed  of  Drayton,  who  was  still  asleep.  "When  the 
police  officer  came  in,  Moore  collared  Hinton  and  told  him  to  give  up  the  stolen  articles, 
showing  that  his  suspicions  also  rented  upon  Hinton.  Col.  W.  T.  Austin  of  Texas  states 
that  he  knew  Drayton  as  a  clerk  in  Richmond,  Texas,  and  that  he  and  his  family  were 
highly  respectable  people.  The  Texas  delegation  in  congress  stated  that  they  knew  of  a 
notorious  character  in  that  state  by  the  name  of  Hinton,  but  were  not  able  to  say  that  this 
was  the  man.  Under  these  circumstances,  I  was  not  satisfied  of  Drayton's  guilt,  and  as 
Ayliff  asked  for  his  discharge,  and  as  the  Texas  delegation  in  congress  also  asked  for  it,  I 
directed  that  he  should  be  released. 
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39.  E.  C.  Wilson,  pardoned  October  8,  1862. 

General  Thomas  H.  Haymond,  foreman  of  the  grand  jury  which  found  the  indictment, 
and  G.  D.  Camden,  the  judge  who  presided  at  the  trial,  applied  for  the  pardon  of  E.  C. 
Wilson,  who  was  found  guilty  of  burglary  and  hirceny,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  im- 
prisonment in  the  penitentiary.  The  prisoner  was  tried  at  the  July  term  18(50  of  the  circuit 
court  for  Marion  county.  Judge  Canidcm  says  he  regarded  the  witness  "of  doubtful  vera- 
city."— "  He  is  a  young  man,  and  having  been  imprisoned  for  about  half  the  time  found  by 
the  jury,  I  am  of  the  opinion  he  is  a  fit  subject  for  executive  clemency."  Ganeral  Hay- 
mond  says,  "  this  case  was  certainly  of  a  doubtful  character.  Wilson  was  very  young,  not 
more  than  eighteen  years  old.  He  has  been  in  the  penitentiary  over  two  years  ;  is  not  very 
etout,  and  has  not  been  able  to  work  for  some  months."  Under  those  circumstjxnceSj^I 
directed  his  discharge. 

40.  Junvis  M.  Traylor,  pardoned  Octob(>r  1.*^,  18R',>. 

James  M.  Traylor  of  Mississippi  was  found  guilty  of  felony,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  at  the  September  term  lfiC)2  of  the  hustings  court  for  the 
city  of  Richmond.  This  young  man  came  to  Virginia  as  a  private  in  one  of  the  Mississippi 
regiments,  and  had  been  in  service  since  the  ooramenceHient  of  the  war.  Several  of  the 
delegation  in  congress  from  Ins  state  repr.^sent  him  as  a  young  man  of  excellent  character 
and  respectably  conuect<.>3.  Nine  <:»f  tlie  jury,  as  I  understood,  were  in  favor  of  his  ac- 
quittal; but,  ns  is  too  ofixm  the  case,  the  jury  made  a  compromise,  by  which  they  agreed  to 
find  a  verdict  of  guilty,  and  all  coneurrvHl  iu  recommending  him  to  executive  clemency. 

The  case  presented  by  the  statement  of  facts  provixl  on  the  trial,  and  furnished  by  John 
B.  Young,  E.squire,  was  not  free  from  doubt.  The  preponderance  of  testimony  appeared  to 
be  against  the  prisoner,  but  it  was  not  to  my  miad  conclusive  of  his  guilt.  Entintaining 
a  rational  and  well  founded  doubt  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  conviction,  but  without  intend- 
ing to  cast  reflection  upon  tlie  action  of  the  jury,  I  oidered  his  discharge. 

41.  Cha,rles  Murphy,  pardoned  October  28,  1862.  .r 

At  tlie  October  ttnu  1861  of  the  hustiug-s  court  for  the  city  of  Richmond,  Charles  Murphy 
was  eouvictt>d  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  be  imprison(!d  in  the  peni- 
tentiary five  years.  At  the  time  of  his  conviction  strong  efforts  were  made  by  many  of  the 
most  respectable  citi-^ens  of  Ricliraond  and  Lynchburg  to  procure  his  pardon.  Upon  full 
consideration  of  tlie  case,  I  tlien  came  to  the  conclusion  tlmt  the  sentence  was  severe,  and 
that  one  year's  imprisonment  would  be  ample  punishment  for  the  oftence.  Previous  to^iis 
•occurrence  Murphy  had  sustained  an  excellent  character  for  honesty,  integrity  and  exem- 
plary conduct.  Besides  this,  he  has  an  interesting  wife  and  several  children  dependent 
upon  his  exertions  for  support.  Under  all  the  eircumstancps  of  the  case,  I  considered  that 
the  law  had  beea  vindicated,  and  •ordered  tl>e  discharge  of  the  prisoner. 

42.  Opie  Staite,  pardoned  same  day.     , 

Staitc  was  charged  with  forgerv,  and  was  convicted  and  sentenced  to  three  years'  impfi- 
fionment  in  the  pen'itent'iary,  at  the  November  term  1801  of  tlie  hustings  court  for  the  city 
of  Richmond.  He  now  desired  to  join  the  army;  and  believing  that  he  could  render  hettej 
aervice  for  Virginia  iu.  the  army  t'liHU  In  the  penitentiary,  I  orderwl  his  discharge. 

43.  Ernest  Myers,  pardoned  October  30,  18G2. 

At  the  November  term  18(30  cfi  tlie  circuit  cotirt  for  thoeouncy  of  J^rinco  George,  Ernest 
Myers  and  liis  son  Henry  M^ejs  were  indicted  for  murder — the  son  as  principal;  the  father 
as  an  aider  and  abettor.  The  son  made  Lis  escjipc,  and  in  the  mean  time  tho  fathev  was  tried, 
found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  eighteen  years' imprisonment  iu  the  periitentiary.  Subse- 
quently, the  son  was  tiicd  and  acquitted.  The  father,  being  now  upwards  of  sixty  years 
old,  and  in  very  feeble  health,  bad  not  been  able  to  la.bor  since  Jjis  cou^Aeiuent.    The  prift. 
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cipal  having  been  acquitted,  I  did  not  think  the  aider  and  abettor  should  be  punished  further 
than  he  had  already  been.  In  consideration,  therefore,  of  the  acquittal  of  the  principal,  the 
age  of  the  prisoner,  his  uniform  good  conduct,  his  feeble  health.,  and  the  fact  that  he  has 
two  sons  in  the  army,  and  a  large  family  of  helpless  children  at  home,  I  ordered  the  prisoner 
to  be  discharged. 

44.  James  Milain,  pardoned  NoA-rmber  5,  i8S2. 

Milam  was  tried,  convicted,  and  sentenced  to  one  year's  imprisonment  iu  the  penitentiary, 
at  the  October  term  186*2  of  the  circiiit  court  of  Pittsylvania,  on  a  charge  of  murdering  a 
slave.  From  the  petition,  signed  by  a  large  number  of  the  respectable  citizens  of  the  county, 
I  was  satisfied  that  the  killing  of  the  slave  was  accidental — not  intentional.  The  prisoner 
finding  that  the  slave  was  a  runaway,  and  was  stealing  at  the  time,  intended  merely  to  dis- 
able him,  and  thus  capture  him.  The  prisoner  belongs  to  a  Virginia  regiment ;  had  been 
twice  wounded  iu  the  service  of  the  country,  and  had  sustained  an  excellent  character.  For 
these  reasons,  I  released  him,  and  directed  him  to  join  his  regiment. 

45.  James  A.  Fore,  pardoned  December  2,  1802. 

At  the  November  term  1861  of  the  circuit  court  for  Chesterfield  county,  Fore  was  found 
guilty  of  killing  his  own  slave,  and  sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  peniten- 
tiary. Before  he  was  brought  to  the  penitentiary  an  application  for  his  pardon  was  made 
by  a  number  of  highly  respectable  citizens  of  the  county,  accompanied  by  a  statement  of 
the  evidence  given  upon  the  trial,  certified  by  the  attorney  for  the  commonwealth.  On 
consideration  of  these  papers,  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  majesty  of  the  law  could 
not  be  vindicated  unless  he  Avas  made  to  suffer  some  punishment ;  and  I  then  determined 
that  after  he  had  been  imprisoned  for  twelve  montlis,  I  ^vonld  pardon  him.  lie  was  repre- 
sented as  a  man  of  strict  honesty  and  truthfulness,  and  a  thrifty,  peaceable  and  quiet  citizen 
■when  not  under  the  influence  of  liquor.  It  was  stated  that  at  the  time  he  coumiitted  the 
offence  he  was  laboring  under  delirium  from  drink.  From  the  representations  made  to  me, 
his  wife,  children  and  family  are  liighly  respectable,  and  all  much  esteemed  by  their  neigh- 
bors and  acquaiutances.    Under  these  circumstances,  I  dii'ected  his  discharge. 

46.  Joseph  Mitchell  and  Patrick  Murphy,  pardoned  December  20,  1862. 

Mitchell  and  Murphy  were,  at  the  December  term  1862  of  the  hustings  court  of  the  city 
of  Richmond,  found  guilty  of  an  assault,  and  sentenced  to  thirty  days'  imprisonment  iu  the 
citv  jail,  and  the  payment  of  a  fine  of  eleven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  each.  These  parties 
were  ruled  into  trial  in  the  absence  of  their  witnesses.  The  affidavit  of  Daniel  C.  Neal,  an 
absent  witness,  shows  clearly  that  the  affair  was  of  the  most  trifling  character,  and  that  no 
damage  was  done.  As  the  fines  had  been  paid,  and  the  defendants,  being  in  the  public 
sen-ice,  could  be  of  more  value  to  the  state  and  Confederacy  out  of  jail  than  in  it,  I  ordered 
them  to  be  released. 

47.  Betsey  Simpson,  pardoned  same  day. 

This  prisoner  was  indicted  in  the  circuit  court  for  Accomack  county,  at  the  July  terra 
1860,  for  murder;  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  five  years' 
imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary.  Since  her  aiTcst  she  had  given  birth  to  a  sprightly  and 
interesting  dau^ter,  who  was  now  with  her  in  the  penitentiary.  Half  of  her  time  had 
now  been  seiTed  out,  dm'ing  which  she  had  conducted  herself  with  the  utmost  propriety. 
In  consideration  of  these  facts,  but  especially  in  consideration  of  her  child,  I  directed  her 
release. 

48.  Joseph  Mooney,  pardoned  December  23,  1862. 

At  a  circuit  court  held  for  Augusta  county,  at  the  June  term  1859,  Joseph  Mooney  was 
convicted,  and  sentenced  to  four  years  and  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary 
for  larceny.     Since  his  confinement  he  had  conducted  himself  with  great  propriety ;  and  as 
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he  had  sensed  out  a  large  portion  of  his  term,  and  desired  to  join  the  army  of  the  Confede- 
rate States,  I  directed  his  discharge. 

Reprieves. 

Jim,  a  slave,  reprieved  Sc2)tember  4,  1862. 

This  slave  was  sentenced  by  the  county  court  of  Botetourt  to  be  hung  on  the  12th  day 
of  September,  and  the  sentence  was  on  that  day  suspended  by  me  until  the  2t)th  of  Sep- 
tember, in  order  to  give  time  for  further  consideration;  and  at  a  later  date,  as  will  be  seen 
in  a  previous  part  of  this  communication,  a  pardon  was  granted. 

The  constitution  also  requires  the  cxi'cutive  to  communicate  to  the  general  as.semb]y  the 
reasons  inducing  all  comumtations  of  capital  punishment.  I  have  only  to  report  on  the 
present  occasion,  however,  that  no  such  case  has  occurred  during  the  time  wliich  has 
elapsed  since  my  last  message  on  the  subject  of  pardons.

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REPORT. 


To  THE  General  Assembly: 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  institution  for  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  the  blind 
hare  the  honor  to  submit  to  you,  in  compliance  with  law,  their  twentieth  report.  It,  toge- 
ther with  the  accompanying  reports  of  the  late  principal  and  vice  principal,  will  inform  you 
of  the  condition  of  the  institution,  and  of  its  receipts  and  disbursements  for  the  year  ending 
the  30th  of  September  last. 

Tho  report  of  Dr.  Merillat,  the  late  principal,  will  inform  you  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  institutiiiu  buildings  proper,  now  occupied  as  a  general  military  hospital.  His  financial 
statement  Avill  show  what  have  been  the  support  expenses  during  the  last  fiscal  year  of  the 
institution  schools,  &c.  as  now  conducted ;  and  the  report  of  vice  principal  Covell  (now 
the  principal)  will  inform  you  as  to  the  educational  and  sanitary  condition  of  tlie  same. 
The  number  of  pupils  in  both  departments  has  been  reduced  as  much  as  possible :  it  is 
about  fifty — quite  as  many  as  can  be  comfortably  and  healthfully  accommodated  in  the 
buildings  now  in  use. 

The  professors  and  teachers  have  also  been  reduced  in  number.  There  are  now  five  of 
them,  viz:  a  principal,  two  teachers  of  the  deaf  and  dumb,  and  two  teachers  of  the  blind. 

The  board  will  add,  in  conclusion,  that  they  have  observed  and  will  continue  to  practice 
'the  utmost  economy;  and  they  hope  that  thus  they  shall  be  enabled,  even  in  these  times  of 
trouble,  con.sistently  with  a  just  regard  to  the  finances  of  the  state,  to  maintain  the  noble 
charity  committed  to  their  care,  in  such  condition  of  active  and  vigorous  organization  that, 
when  our  state  and  country  shall  have  emerged  from  their  difficulties,  it  can  readily  occupy 
again  its  full  sphere  of  enlarged  beneficence  and  usefulness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 


To  the  President  and  Visitors  of  the  Institution 

For  the  Deaf  and  Dtanb  and  the  Blind : 

The  undersigned  respectfully  submits  the  following  report: 

The  pupils  having  been  during  the  last  year  iindrr  the  charge  of  the  vice  principal,  I 
respectfully  refer  you  to  the  report  of  that  oflScer  for  their  number,  classification,  health,  and 
for  the  progress  they  have  made  in  their  studies. 

The  accounts  for  the  last  fiscal  year,  which  I  submitted  to  you,  show  that  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  institution  have  amounted  to  $18,474  98,  leaving  in  your  hands  a  balance 
unexpended,  of  $  10,030  57.  This  is  by  far  the  lai-gest  unexpended  balance  the  institution 
ever  had;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  when  peace  is  re-established,  before  the  institution 
can  start  again  in  the  buildings  which  it  owes  to  the  liberality  of  the  state,  an  entirely  new 
outfit  of  furniture  will  have  to  bo  procured,  the  balance  is  not  larger  than  it  would  be  pru- 
dent to  keep  on  hand.  In  this  connection,  it  may  not  be  improper  to  remind  you  that  the 
sum  of  $7,210  45,  for  which  the  institution  sold  to  the  Confederate  States  a  great  part  of 
its  furniture,  has  never  been  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  institution,  though  I  understand 
that  it  was  paid  by  the  Confederate  States  to  the  state  of  Virginia;  nor,  as  far  as  I  know, 
has  the  rent  of  the  buildings  been  collected  from  the  Confederate  States  by  either  the  state 
of  Virginia  or  the  institution.  It  now  amounts  to  nearly  $  9,000.  It  is  for  you  to  decide 
whether  steps  shall  be  taken  to  collect  these  amounts,  or  Avhether  you  deem  it  proper  to  let 
them  go  into  the  treasury  of  the  state  as  an  offset  to  the  annuity. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  state  that,  since  my  last  report,  the  buildings  and  grounds  of  the 
institution,  now  used  for  hospital  pui-poses,  have  not  been  injured,  at  least  not  more  so  than 
could  reasonably  have  been  expected.    ■ 

The  gas  and  steam  apparatus,  which  had  become  worn  out  in  some  of  their  parts,  have 
been  lately  renewed  or  thoroughly  repaired,  so  as  to  be  in  at  least  as  good  condition  as  when 
the  institution  surrendered  them. 

Having  at  your  last  annual  meeting  declined  a  re-election  to  the  oflfice  of  principal,  thia 
is  probably  the  last  time  that  I  shall  address  you  in  an  official  capacity.  I  avail  myself  of 
this  opportunity  to  thank  you  for  the  confidence  which  you  and  your  predecessors  have  so 
often  shown  me,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  you  may  soon  have  the  pleasure  to  see  the 
object  of  your  care  emerge  from  its  difficulties,  and  be  able  to  prepare  for  usefulness  and 
consequent  happiness  all  the  deaf  and  dumb  and  all  the  blind  youth  of  the  state.

The  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  auditor's  account  of  the  support  fund,  presented 
a  report;  which  was  examined  and  confirmed,  and  ordered  to  be  certified  to  the  second 
auditor.

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REPORT  OF  THE  VICE  PRINCIPAL. 


To  the  President  and   Visitors  of  the  Institution 

For  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  and  the  Blind: 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  tlic  board  of  visitors,  the  following  report  is  respect- 
fully submitted: 

Under  the  favor  of  Divine  rrovidonce,  tins  institution  still  exists,  though  shorn  of  much 
of  its  usefulness.  Hitherto,  the  prowess  of  our  arm."-,  has  served  to  drive  back  the  insolent 
invader  from  our  doors,  and  preserve  secure  this  asylum  for  the  unfortunate  blind  and  deaf. 

At  the  period  of  the  last  report  of  the  principal,  seventy-five  pupils  were  eiijoyins:  tlie 
benefits  graciously  bestowed  by  this  institution.  This  number  remained  entire  until  about 
the  middle  of  April  last,  when  the  occupation  of  this  place  by  the  federal  forces  appearing 
to  be  imminent,  you  directed  nie  to  diiniiiijih  the  number  as  far  as  praiticablo.  Without 
delay.  Rev.  G.  A.  Long  was  sent  in  charge  of  scvira]  pupils  of  both  departments,  accom- 
panying them  by  various  routes  to  their  respective  homes.  Since  then,  as  opportunities 
presented  themselves,  others  have  been  sent  home,  until  the  number  is  diminished  to  about 
fifty.  This  number  cannot  be  much  further  lessened,  owing  to  the  fact,  that  in  times  like 
these  some  have  no  homes  to  which  to  repair,  and  others  are  cut  oft'  from  all  conununication 
with  their  respective  homes. 

So  signal  have  our  successes  been  of  late,  that  I  trust  there  will  be  no  further  occasion 
to  devise  means  for  the  curtailment  of  the  present  number,  but  that  the  day  is  not  far  dis- 
tant, when  those  whom  you  wen;  compelled  to  dismiss  temporarily  may  return,  and  the  in- 
stitution shall  rise  to  a  measure  of  usefulnes^s  beyond  that  j^et  attained. 

During  the  last  session  the  schools  were  conducted  without  any  material  interruplion  to 
the  various  classes.  The  present  session  wan  favorably  commenced  on  the  first  of  Sep- 
tember. 

Owing  to  the  want  of  suitable  accommodations,  no  handicraft  operations  liave  been  car- 
ried on  since  the  removal  of  the  institution  to  the  buildings  at  jiresont  occupied  by  it. 
Ncvcnheless,  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  time  out  of  school  has  been  occupied  by  the  boya 
in  taking  cvare  of  the  grounds,  am]  in  the  cultivation  of  the  large  garden  attached  to  tliese 
premises.    The  girls  have  fou||d  employment  in  their  sewing  room  as  heretofore. 

With  the  excej»tion  of  twenty  or  thirty  mild  cases  of  measles,  which  occurred  about  the 
commencement  of  last  session,  the  inmates  have  enjoyed  a  singular  exemption  from  sick- 
ness of  all  kinds.  Never  before  has  the  health  of  the  institution  been  so  uniformly  good. 
No  death  has  occurred  among  the  pupils. 

You  are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  late  principal  for  an  exhibit  of  the  fiuaQ' 
cial  condition  of  the  institution. 
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You  are  aware  that  the  prices  of  lill  articles  of  consumption  have  greatly  increased  be- 
yond  all  former  experience :  hence,  the  expenditures  of  the  institution  have  been  compara- 
tively heavy,  in  view  of  the  diminished  number  of  pupils.  I  shall  use  my  best  endeavora 
to  reduce,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  expenses  of  the  institution,  requiring  at  the  hands  of 
all  "  a  prudent  and  economical  use  of  the  means"  at  our  disposal. 

Permit  me,  before  closing  this  report,  to  thank  the  officers  who  have  been  associated  with 
me  during  the  past  year,  for  their  eordial  co-operation  in  carrying  out  the  various  measures 
devised  for  the  well  being  of  the  institution. 

Most  earnestly  do  I  hope  that  ere  another  annual  period  shall  have  rolled  round,  the  in- 
stitution will  again  occupy  its  own  spacious  buildings ;  that  the  angel  of  peace  shall  have 
prevailed,  and  the  morning  of  prosperity  shall  have  dawned  upon  our  glorious  Confederacy.

I.  The  institution  will  provide,  for  each  pupil,  board,  lodging  and  washing,  the  constant 
superintendence  of  health,  conduct,  manners  and  morals,  tuition,  hooks,  all  other  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  school  room,  and  also  medical  attendance,  at  an  annual  charge  of 
two  hundred  dollars. 

II.  No  pupil  will  be  received  for  a  less  term  than  six  years,  except  by  special  agreement ; 
and  no  deduction  will  be  made  on  account  of  vacation  or  absence,  except  when  leave  of 
absence  has  previously  bet'u  granted  by  the  principal  in  writing.  Pupils  entering  during 
the  session  will  be  charged  from  its  beginning,  except  when  specially  otherwise  agreed  upon. 

1 

III.  Payments  are  always  to  be  made  six  months  in  advance ;  for  the  punctual  payment 
of  which,  and  the  continmiucn  of  the  pupil  for  six  years,  except  in  the  cases  mentioned 
above,  or  in  the  case  of  dismission  by  the  visitors,  satisfactoiy  bond  and  security  will  be 
requu-ed. 

IV.  The  children  of  this  state,  who  are  unable  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their  education, 
w-ill  be  received  and  educated  free  of  charge.  All  applications  for  the  benefit  of  that  provi- 
sion should  be  accompanied  by  a  certificate  that  the  applicant  is  an  inhabitant  of  Virginia, 
and  that  his  or  her  parents  are  unable  to  pay  for  his  or  her  board  and  tuitioti. 

V.  State  pupils  are  also  clothed  by  the  institution  whenever  their  friends  are  unable  to 
do  it,  of  which  inability  a  satisfactory  certificate  is  reqiured.  But  in  all  cases  they  are  ex- 
pected to  be  neatly  and  comlbrtably  clothed  When  they  fiist  enter,  and  their  clothing  marked 
with  the  owner's  name.  » 

VI.  All  traveling  expenses  of  the  pupils  to  or  from  the  institution  must  be  borne  by  their 
friends.  Persons  bringing  or  taking  pupils  away  or  visiting  them,  cannot  be  lodged  or 
boarded,  or  have  their  horses  ftd  at  the  institution. 

VII.  Applicants  for  admission  should  be  between  ten  and  twenty-five.  But  a  discretion- 
ary power  of  varying  from  the  rule  is  lodged  with  the  executive  committee.  T\velve  is  con- 
sidered as  the  best  age  for  entering  the  institution.  The  regular  time  of  admission  is  at  the 
close  of  the  annual  vacation,  the  first  Monday  in  September.  The  vacations  embrace  the 
mofaths  of  July  and  August.  • 

VIII.  Applications,  letters  of  enquiry,  &.C.  should  be  addressed  to  J.  C.  Covell,  principal. 

IX.  All  applications  should  be  accompanied  with  written  ans^rs  to  the  following  ques- 
tions : 

1.  What  is  the  name  of  the  applicant?  If  he  or  she  has  a  middle  same,  it  should  be» 
given  in  full. 

2.  What  is  the  age  of  the  apphcant  ?  If  possible,  give  the  day,  month  and  year  of  birth. 
What  is  the  sex  ? 
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3.  What  is  the  name,  of  the  father  or  nearest  friend  ?  his  occupation,  the  county  or  town 
in  which  he  lives,  and  his  post  office  ? 

4.  Can  the  applicant  defray  all  his  or  her  expenses  at  the  institution  ?  or  can  he  pay  part 
of  the  regular  charges  ?  or  can  he  only  clothe  himself?  or  would  he  or  she  have  to  be  sup- 
ported entirely  by  the  institution  ? 

5.'  Is  the  applicant  of  sound  mind  >     What  is  the  state  of  his  or  her  general  health  ? 

If  the  applicant  is  blind,  state,  in  addition: 

6.  What  is  the  degree  of  his  or  her  blindness  ?  We  cAll  a  child  blind  when  he  or  she  has 
not  vision  enough  to  be  benefited  by  common  school  instiiiction.  We  divide  the  blind  into 
three  classes :  the  first  contains  those  who  are  entirely  deprived  of  sight ;  the  second,  those 
who  can  only  distinguish  luminous  objects,  such  as  the  sun,  a  window  or  a  lighted  candle ; 
the  third  class  contains  those  who  can  see  large  objects,  but  cannot  see  common  print.

To  THE  Governor  of  VraoiNiA: 

The  lioard  of  directors  of  tho  Centol  lunatic  asylum  of  Virginia  present  this 
as  their  report  for  the  yeai"  ending  the  30th  September  18G2 : 

They  respectfiiUy  refer  to  their  report  for  two  years  ending  30tK  September  1861,  and  again 
suggest  the  modification  of  the  law  therein  proposed.  The  board  refers  your  excellency  to 
the  accompanying  report  of  the  physician  and  superintendent,  for  such  details  of  the  con- 
dition and  management  of  this  institution  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  reported. 

From  this  report  it  will  appear  that  the  support  fund  for  the  last  year,  including  the  board 
fund  collected,  has  fallen  considerably  short  of  meeting  expenditures,  notwithstanding  the 
supplies  on  hand  at  the  commencement  of  the  year,  which  have  been  brought  in  aid  of  it, 
and  are  now  consumed.  The  board  is  therefore  satisfied  that  the  sum  of  $65,000,  sug- 
gested in  said  report  of  their  superintendent,  will  rather  foil  short  of  than  exceed  the  expend 
ditures  of  the  current  year.  We  ask  that  that  appropriation  bo  made  as  the  least  with 
which  the  comfort  of  the  asylum  can  be  secured ;  and  as  an  additional  argument  in  favor  of 
such  increased  appropriation,  we  refer  to  the  prices  of  1861-2,  compared  with  the  estimated 
prices  of  1862-3,  as  exhibited  in  said  superintendent's  report.  The  board  ask  no  other  ap- 
propriation for  the  current  year,  inasmuch  as  the  transportation  fund  on  hand  and  unex- 
pended  is  deemed  ample  for  that  service.

It  is  gratifying 
to  add,  that  whils"t  anxiety,  distress  and  suffering  have  so  extensively  pervaded  our  country, 
many  of  the  wards  in  this  asylum  have  been  the  abode  of  a  quiet  and  comfort  somewhat 
refreshing  to  behold.

We  were  agreeably  disappointed  on  finding,  at  the  close  of  the  year,  that  the  excess  of 
expenditure  over  appropriation  .ind  collections,  amounted  only  to  $2,720  17.  This  ^s  in 
part  of  course  the  result  of  an  economy  which,  under  the  circumstances,  we  felt  it  impera- 
tive on  US  to  practice ;  but  chiefly  is  it  attributable  to  the  fact,  that  many  of  the  principal 
supplies,  such  as  wood,  flour,  dry  goods,  &.c.  «S:.c.  were  purchased  before  prices  had  attained 
a  very  high  standard.  It  so  happened  that  our  store  room  contained,  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year,  a  considerable  quantity  of  material  for  clothing,  bedding,  crockery  and  other  arti- 
cles, which  Avere  so  used  as  to  obviate  the  necessity  for  largo  additional  purchases.  But 
the  shelves  are  now  almost  emptied,  and  there  can  be  no  such  reliance  for  the  year  on  which 
\ve  are  just  entering.  ^

The  uncertainty  as  to  how  long  our  country  will  continue  in  its  present  distracted  condi- 
tion, and  indeed  as  to  whether  peace  would  be  speedily  followed  by  a  reduction  of  prices, 
renders  it  impracticable  for  us  to  designate  a  sum  necessary  to  cover  the  reasonable  and 
proper  wants  of  the  institution  the  present  year.  We  can  only  hope  to  approximate,  when 
wc  suggest  that  your  board  ask  an  appropriation  of  $  65,000  for  support,  in  addition  to  the 
pay  patient  fund.  Should  this  prove  too  httle,  the  deficiency  can  be  sui)plied  by  the  suc- 
ceeding legislatm-e.  If  too  much,  the  whole  need  not  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the 
commonwealth. 


Of  the  sum  appropriated  at  the  last  session  for  transportation  of  patients,  only  one  thou- 
sand dollars  was  withdrawn  from  the  state  trea.sury.  The  balance  on  hand,  under  this 
head,  is  such  as  to  render  a  further  appropriation  for  the  present  year  unnecessary.

Be  it  resolved  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  state  of  Florida,  in  gene- 
ral assembly  convened,  that  il  is  the  sense  of  this  legislature  that  Florida,  one  of  the  first 
states  to  secede  from  the  old  Union,  will  be  one  of  the  last  to  lay  down  its  amis,  and  in  the 
impending  struggle  will  stand  by  her  sister  states  to  the  last  man  and  tlie  last  musket,  until 
peace  is  established  on  the  basis  of  a  separate  nationality,  and  the  independence  of  the  Con- 
federate States  is  unconditionally  acknowledged  by  the  United  States.

JOINT    RESOLUTIONS. 


Wlicrcas  the  several  rail  roads  in  the  several  states  of  our  Confederacy  were  incorporated 
and  bnilt  with  reference  to  a  system  of  free  and  rapid  intercourse  between  them,  designed  to 
facililftte  the  bu^ess  as  well  as  personal  •intercourse  of  their  citizens :  and  whereas  the 
blockade  of  the  coasts  of  the  several  states,  and  the  obstruction  of  the  free  navigation  of 
many  of  our  rivers  by  the  enemy,  has  greatly  crippled  intercourse  between  the  people  of 
our  states  by  the  rivers,  and  have  thus  rendered  the  rail  road  system  of  more  absolute  neces- 
sity to  our  people :  and  whereas  portions  of  the  country  have  been  blessed  with  a  super- 
abundance of  provisions  and  other  necessities  of  life,  while  in  others  there  is  much  scarcity, 
and  an  equalization  of  these  bread  necessities  can  only  be  made  by  means  of  our  system  ef 
rail  road  transportation: 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the  state  of  Alabama, 
in  general  assembly  convened,  that  while  the  governnwnt  of  the  Confederate  States  is  jus.- 
tified  in  using  said  rail  roads  to  the  exclusion  of  all  private  transportation,  when  an  imme- 
diate necessity  demands  such  use  and  exclusion,  yet,  in  the  opinion  of  this  general  assem- 
bly, such  exclusive  military  control  of  our  said  roads  should  cease  wjth  the  termination  of 
such  necessity;  and  with  such  exception,  the  rail  roads  should  be  kept  open  to  the  business 
transportation  of  the  people  of  the  several  states. 

Be  it  further  resolved,  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  correspond  with  the  secretary  of 
war  of  the  Confederate  States  upon  this  subject,  and  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be 
forwarded  by  him  to  the  governors  of  the  several  states  of  the  Confederacy.

Richmond,  Va.,  Jan.  19,  1863. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 

#  I  have  received  from  Hon.  A.*  R.  Botcler  a  communication,  enclosing  an  extra- 
ordinary proclamation,  purporting  to  be  issued  by  R.  H.  Milroy,  brigadier  general  com- 
manding at  Winchester,  dated  5th  instant.  •  Both  papers  are  herewith  communicated  for  the 
information  of  your  honorable  bodies,  and  for  such  action  as  m^y  be  deeufed  appropriate,  in 
response  to  the  brutal  policy  announced  by  this  military  officer  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States. 

Abraham  Lincoln,  in  violation  of  all  the*  principles  of  humanity,  and  of  the  nobler  and 
more  generous  impulses  of  our  natures ;  in  disregard  of  all  the  social,  moral  and  political 
obligations  which  should  influence  a  wise  and  just  ruler ;  in  utter  destitution  of  all  of  those 
virtues  which  should  adorn  a  husband,  a  father  and  a  citizen,  and  in  wanton  heedlessness 
of  the  peace,  the  happiness  and  even  the  lives  of  thousands  of  innocent  and  unottcnding 
women  and  chilLlrou,  has  issued  a  proclamation,  bearing  date  January  1st,  instant,  from 
which  I  take  this  paragraph : 

"  That  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  si.Kty-three,  all  persons  held  as  shves  within  any  state  or  designated  part  of  a  state,  the 
people  whereof  shall  then  bo  in  rebellion  against  the  United  States,  shall  be  then,  thencefor- 
ward and  forever  free;  and  the  executive  goveniment  of  the  United  States,  including  the 
military  and  naval  authority  thereof,  will  recognize  and  maintain  the  freedom  of  such  per- 
sons, and  will  do  no  act  or  acts  to  repress  such  persons,  or  any  of  them,  in  any  effort  they 
may  make  for  their  active  freedom."  O 

0 

No  public  man  in  our  country  has  exhibited  such  depravity;  no  statesman  has  shown 
such  an  abandonment  of  moral  principle;  no  American  citizen,  save  John  Brown,  has  dis- 
played so  atrocious  a  spirit  as  is  manifested  in  this  proposition.  This  unscrupulous  man, 
feeling  that  he  cannot  cope  with  the  southern  army  in  fair  battle,  aided  with  all  the  advan- 
tages that  ho  has  possessed  in  numbers,  in  improved  arms,  in  supplies  and  munitions  of 
war  of  all  kinds,  smarting  under  the  numerous  reverses  and  defeats  that  his  army  has  suf- 
fered, in  a  moment  of  desperation  seeks  to  excite  servile  insurrection,  and  deluge  southern 
soil  in  blood.  In  order  to  stimulate  and  encourage  our  slaves  to  adopt  the  policy  lu;  has  re' 
commended,  he  gives  them  the  assurance  that  "  in  any  effort  they  may  make  for  their  active 
freedom,"  no  effort  "to  repress"  them  will  bo  made  by  " the  executive  gorernment  of  the 
United  States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authority  thereof"  He  invokes  them  to  lay 
aside  all  restraint ;  to  give  loose  rein  to  all  those  wicked  pa.ssions  which  servile  insurrectionfl 
never  fail  lo  arouse.  He  incites  them  to  shed  the  blood  of  our  mothers,  wives  and  children, 
by  the  pledge  that  he  "  iciil  recognize  and  maintain"  their  "freedom." 

What  stronger  incentives  could  be  held  out  to  this  class,  to  stimulate  them  to  undertake 
the  fiendi.sh  work  he  has  laid  out  fur  them,  and  to  tlie  execution  of  which  he  has  so  zeal- 
ously urged  Ibcm  7 
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He  was  fully  convinced  that  his  advice  would  be  heeded,  and  his  appeal  to  them  promptly 
and  favorably  responded  to.  But  when  the  bloody  picture  rises  up  before  his  eyes,  terror 
stricken  and  alarmed,  he  seeks  to  quiet  his  conscience  and  save  his  reputation,  by  indulging 
in  a  species  of  hypocritical  cant  peculiar  to  the  party  he  represents.  It  is  under  this  feeling 
of  instinctive  dread  and  apprehension  that  he  announces,  "  and  I  hereby  enjoin  upon  the 
people  so  declared  to  be  free,  to  abstain  from  violence,  unless  in  necessary  .self-defence."* 
'"Tis  conscience  makes  cowards ;"  and  nothing  but  the  consciousness  of  maJicious  wrong 
and  outrage  inflicted  upon  the  south,  by  the  advice  of  this  brutal  proclamation,  could  have 
induced  the  suggestion  "  to  abstain  from  violence.''''  He  inflames  their  passions  and  preju- 
dices, creates  hopes  and  expectations  that  he  knows  can  never  be  realized  but  through  the 
exercise  of  violent  and  bloody  means;  and  when  the  spectre  rises  before  him,  he  attempts 
to  allay  it  by  this  miserable  pretext,  resorted  to  to  conceal  his  real  motives. 

From  the  beginning  of  this  war  to  the  present  moment.  President  Lincoln  and  hia 
anointed  officers,  Butler,  Pope,  McNeill,  Milroy,  and  others  that  might  be  named,  have  pro- 
secuted it  with  a  malignity  and  ferocity  that  would  have  better  become  savages  than  civil- 
ized men.  Rapine,  arson  and  inhumanity  have  blazoned  the  pathway  of  their  army  througlj 
the  south.  Nothing  has  been  regarded  as  sufficiently  sacred  to  preserve  it  i'roni  spoliation. 
Whatever  of  value  that  lay  in  their  way  has  been  unhesitatingly  appropriated  to  their  owij 
use;  and  whatever  was  clicrished  as  a  memorial  of  the  past,  or  as  commemorative  of  the 
virtues  or  deeds  of  some  noble  and  illustrious  nncestor,  has  been  seized  and  carried  away. 
The  records  of  our  courts,  the  muniments  of  title  showing  our  right  to  oin-  landed  estates, 
and  the  wills  of  our  distinguished  dead,  have  been  abstracted  or  destroyed.  Even  th? 
tombstones  that  mark  the  resting  place  of  our  illustrious  ancestors,  have  been  mutilated, 
and  in  many  instances  removed.  Churches  consecrated  to  the  worship  of  the  living  God, 
have  been  .shamefully  desecrated  and  prostituted.  The  sacred  volume  could  n,ot  escape 
their  destroying  hands.  Tlie  house  in  which  Washington,  the  father  of  his  country,  waa 
married,  before  being  given  to  the  flames,  was  plundered  of  its  marble  hearthstones,  which 
were  broken 'to  pieces,  and  the  fragments  sent  to  the  north.  .  The  sacred  obligations  v>hich 
masonry  and  odd  fellowship  impose  upon  their  menibers,  have  been  disregarded,  and  the 
lodges  in  the  south  have  been  stripped  of  every  thing  valuable  by  our  northern  assailants, 
wherever  they  could  find  them.  The  Vandal  was  humane,  was  noble  in  spirit,  generous  ia 
nature,  and  a  christian  at  heart,  in  comparison  with  Lincoln  and  his  m3'riuidons. 

This  proclamation  invites  the  slaves  into  the  military  and  naval  service  of  the  United 
States.  He  says,  "'And  I  further  declare  and  make  known  that  such  persons,  of  suitable 
condition,  will  be  received  into  the  armed  serviceof  the  United  States,  to  garrison  forts, 
positions,  stations  and  other  places,  and  to  man  vessels  of  all  sorts  in  the  said  service.'-' 
He  seems  to  have  .thought  that  the  inducements  he  had  held  out  to  the  slaves  in  the  pre- 
vious part  of  his  proclamation,  might  not  be  sufficient  to  induce  them  to  murder  their  mas- 
ters and  families,  and  hence  the  additional  consideration  in  the  sentence  quoted.  Having 
urged  them  to  rebellion  and  in.surrection,  liaving  encouraged  thi-ir  hopes  of  freedom  .ind  sti- 
mulated them  to  deeds  of  bloodsiied  and  murder,  to  accompli.>h  it,  he  adds  other  inducements. 
And  the  man  who  has  been  guilty  of  these  enormities,  is  reputed  to  be  a  husband  and  a 
father!  Will  not  a  just  God  blast  the  wretch  who  lias  brought  ruin  upon  his  country,  and 
who  now  seeks  the  blood  of  innocent  women  and  unofiending  children  ? 

The  proclamation  of  Milroy  is  a  natural  sequel  to  the  proclamation  of  Lincoln,  and  is 
characterized  by  the  same  fiiocious  and  malignant  spirit.  He  is  in  all  respects  a  suitable 
tool  for  the  execution  of  so  execrable  a  work.  He  follows  the  lead  of  his  master,  and  there- 
fore promises  to  maintain  the  ffeedom  of  tlie  slave,  urges  a  ready  compliance  with  the  pro- 
clamation of  Lincoln,  and  admonishes  our  people  that  in  case  they  manifest  a  disposition  to 
resist  its  enforcement,  "they  will  be  regarded  as  rebels,  in  arms  against  the  lawful  autho- 
rity of  the  federal  government,  and  dealt  with  accordingly."     The  officers  are  ordered  to  act 
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in  accordance  with  said  proclamatjoi?,  anc}  to  yield  their  ready  co-operation  in  its  enforce- 
ment. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  Milroy  violates,  ip  the  most  positive  manner,  the  provisions  of 
our  act  of  assembly,  which  decliins,  "if  a  fne  person  advise  or  couspin-  with  a  slave  to  re- 
bel or  make  iusuncction,  or  with  any  person  to  induce  a  slave  to  rebel  or  make  insurrection, 
he  shall  be  punished  with  death,  whether  Qucb  insurrection  or  rebellion  be  made  or  not." 

The  violation  of  this  act  of  the  general  assembly  broHght  John  Brown  and  his  gnilty 
associates  to  the  scaflFold,  on  which  they  expiated  their  crimes,  with  the  approval  of  the 
humane,  the  law  loving  and  the  law  abiding  citizens  of  what  was  their  own  country.  Th^ 
fanatical  portion  of  the  northern  people — that  particular  class  of  which  Mr.  Lincoln  is  the 
representative  man — complained  of  Virginia's  action.  The  better  class  of  northern  people 
(if  indeed  there  be  a  better  cliiss)  regard»d  the  conduct  of  John  IJrown  and  his  associates 
as  a  shocking  crime  against  humanity,  and  justified  us  in  the  course  we  filt  bound  to  pur- 
sue to  vindicate  the  supremacy  of  the  law. 

The  enormities  and  outrages  of  John  I^rown  have  been  renewed,  upon  a  much  larger 
scale,  by  Mr.  Lincoln  and  his  subordinate  officers,  including  this  man  Milroy.  They  como 
amongst  us  with  a  large  and  \vell  trained  army,  adetjuatcly  provided  with  supplies  and  nui- 
nitiuus  of  war,  to  make  their  assaults  upon  us  and  our  rights  elTective.  The  only  diftVr- 
<'nce  between  John  IJrown  and  liiucolu  con.sists  in  this :  the  former  had  only  a  corporal's 
guard  of  followers,  to  aid  in  the  execution  of  his  orders — the  latter  comes  backed  \vith  his 
thousands  of  hirelings.  Their  objects  are  the  same,  and  both  are  alike  guilty  of  attcniptiug 
to  excite  servile  insurrection,  and  to  steal  and  carry  away  our  slaves. 

The  carrying  away  slaves  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  is  denounced  by  our  laws  as 
a  crime.    The  statute  declares : 

"Any  free  person  who  shall  carry  or  cause  to  bo  carried  out  of  any  coimty  or  corporation 
any  slave,  without  ilic  consent  of  his  owner,  or  of  the  guardian  or  committee  of  the  owner, 
with  intent  to  defraud  or  deprive  the  owner  of  said  slave,  or  who  shall  attempt  to  carry  off, 
or  aid  or  connive  at,  or  be  in  any  way  concerned  in  the  es»ape  of  any  slave,  with  intent  to 
defraud  or  deprive  the  owner  if  .said  slave,  shall  he  prosecuted  therefor  in  such  county  or 
corporation,  and  he  confined  in  the  penitentiary  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twenty 
years ;  and  shall  moreover,  in  ca.se  the  slave  is  not  regained,  forfeit  to  the  owner,  guardian 
or  committee  of  such  owner,  twice  the  value  of  said  slave;  to  be  ascertained  by  the  jury 
fiitting  on  the  trial  of  the  case;  and  pay  also  to  said  owner,  guardian  ?>r  connnittco  of  such 
own<r,  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  attempting  to  regain  said  slave.  But  in 
case  the  slave  is  regained,  then  he  shall  ,only  pay  to  the  owner,  guardian  or  committee  of 
the  owner,  all  reasonable  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  regaining  said  slave:  and  the  jury, 
in  its  discretion,  may  also  condemn  such  offender  to  be  publicly  whipped  to  such  an  extent 
and  at  such  times  as  it  may  seem  fit.  If  the  per.son  so  oflending  shall  at  the  time  be  in 
command  of,  or  be  attached  to  a  vessel,  the  same  shall  he  forleited  to  th(!  comuiouwealth." 

This  law  has  been  violated  almost  every  day  .since  this  war  commenced,  by  Lincoln  and 
his  adherents;  and  the  time  has  come  when  it  must  be  respected  and  executed.  The  laws 
of  Virginia,  so  long  as  they  remain  upon  our  statute  book,  must  be  executed  within  our 
hmits.    The  only  means  of  suppressing  crime  is  to  enforce  our  laws  rigidly. 

If  Mr.  Lincoln  has  not  yet  already  learned  the  fact,  he  will  do  so  in  time,  that  his  appeals  to 
our  slaves  will  not  be  responded  to.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  that  notwithstanding  all  his 
attempts  to  involve  them  in  servile  strife,  the  end  of  which  nnist  he  their  own  de.struction, 
with  rare  cxcepliuns,  they  remain  loyjil,  true  and  contented.  Twenty  days  have  elapsed 
since  ho  proclaimed  thciu  free,  and  yet  quietly  and  contentedly  they  pursue  their  dull/ 
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avocations.  His  last  desperate  eflfort  will  prove  a  signal  failure  in  the  accomplishment  of 
the  object  it  was  designed  to  effect.  It  will  produce  one  result  however,  little  anticipated 
by  him.  It  will  produce  greater  cordiality  and  unity  throughout  the  south,  if  this  be  possi- 
ble, than  has  existed  before ;  it  will  arouse  our  people  to  more  vigorous  and  determined 
efforts  in  prosecuting  the  war,  and  it  will  inspire  an  intensity  of  hatred  against  the  old 
Union,  those  who  manage  it,  and  the  people  who  live  under  it,  that  will  never  die.  The 
institution  of  slavery,  which  he  considered  an  element  of  weakness,  has  in  fact  proved  the 
bulwark  of  the  south. 

The  president,  in  his  recent  able  and  excellent  message,  in  alluding  to  these  proclamations, 
uses  the  appropriate  language,  which  I  quote : 

"  We  may  well  leave  it  to  the  instincts  of  that  common  humanity  which  a  beneficent 
Creator  has  implanted  in  the  breasts  of  our  fellow  men  of  all  countries,  to  pass  judgment 
on  a  measure  by  which  several  millions  of  human  beings  of  an  inferior  race,  peaceful  and 
contented  laborers  in  their  sphere,  are  doomed  to  extermination,  while  at  the  same  time  they 
are  encouiaged  to  a  general  assassination  of  their  masters,  by  the  insidious  recommendation 
'  to  abstain  from  violence,  unless  in  necessary  self-defence.'  Our  own  detestation  of  those 
who  have  attempted  the  most  execrable  measure  recorded  in  the  history  of  guilty  man,  is 
tempered  by  profound  contempt  for  the  impotent  rage  which  it  discloses.  So  far  as  regards 
the  action  of  this  government  on  such  criminals  as  may  attempt  its  execution,  I  confine 
myself  to  informing  you  that  I  shall,  unless  in  your  wisdom  you  deem  some  other  course 
more  expedient,  deliver  to  the  several  state  authorities  all  commissioned  ofiicers  of  the 
United  States  that  may  hereafter  be  captured  by  our  forces  in  any  of  the  states  embraced  iu 
the  proclamation,  that  they  may  be  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  those  states, 
providing  for  the  punishment  of  criminals  engaged  in  exciting  servile  insurrection.  The 
enlisted  soldiers  I  shall  continue  to  treat  as  unwilling  instruments  iu  the  commission  of  these 
crimes,  and  shall  direct  their  discharge  and  return  to  their  homes  on  the  proper  and  usual 
parole." 

If  these  prisoners  are  turned  over  to  the  state  for  trial,  as  the  president  suggests,  it  will 
be  necessary  to  amend  our  laws  jn  regard  to  trials,  so  that  any  circuit  court  in  the  common- 
wealth shall  be  invested  with  power  to  hear  and  determine  all  cases  that  may  be  brought 
before  it.  This  suggestion  of  the  president  accords  with  my  own  views ;  and  believing  it 
to  be  right,  I  appeal  to  you  to  adopt  such  legislation  as  will  insure  a  fair  and  speedy  trial. " 

I  trust  the  general  assembly  will  at  an  early  day  give  expression  to  their  views  on  the 
subjects  I  have  presented  for  their  consideration  in  this  communication.

I  have  just  received  the  enclosed  copy  of  a  proclamation  of  "  Freedom  (q 
the  Slaves"  recently  issued  by  the  notorious  Milroy  in  the  district  which  I  have  the  honor 
to  represent.  « 

You  will  perceive  that  this  man  Mibroy  has  announced  his  determination  to  enforce,  by 
arms,  in  our  devoted  Valley,  the  ficndi.sh  abolition  policy  which  the  infamous  John  Brown 
vainly  attempted  to  inaugurate  at  Harpers  Ferry,  and  for  which  he  received  from  the  autho- 
rities of  Virginia  the  punishment  he  so  richly  deserved.  * 

Having  already  called  the  attention  of  the  confederate  government  to  the  outrages  perpe- 
trated by  Milroy  previous  to  this  proclamation,  which  I  am  sure  it  will  take  proper  measures 
to  redress,  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  transmit  this  document  to  you,  not  only  because  of  its  in- 
trinsic importance,  but  also  because  I  feel  well  assured  that  you  will  promptly  take  such 
action  in  the  premises  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  require.

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FREEDOM  TO  SLAVES! 


Whereas  the  president  of  the  United  States  did,  on  the  first  day  of  the  present  month, 
issne  his  proclamation,  declaring  "  that  all  persons  held  as.slaves  in  certain  designated  states 
and  parts  of"  states  arc  and  henceforward  shall  be  free,"  and  that  the  executive  government 
of  the  Unittd  States,  including  the  military  and  naval  authorities  thereof,  would  recognize 
and  maintain  the  freedom  of  said  persons ;  and  whereas  the  county  of  Frederick  is  included 
in  the  territory  designated  by  the  proclamation  of  the  president,  in  which  the  slaves  should 

become  free : 

» 

I  therefore  hereby  notify  the  citizens  of  Winchester,  and  of  said  county,  of  said  procla- 
mation, and  of  ray  intention  to  maintain  and  enforce  the  same. 

I  expect  all  citizens  to  yield  a  ready  compliance  with  the  proclamation  of  the  chief  exe- 
cutive ;  and  I  admonish  all  persons  disposed  to  resist  its  peaceful  enforcement,  that  upon 
manifesting  such  disposition  by  acts,  they  will  be  regarded  as  rebels  in  arms  against  the 
lawful  authority  of  the  federal  government,  aria  dealt  with  accordingly. 

All  persons  liberated  by  said  proclamation  are  admonished  to  abstain  f^pm  all  violence, 
and  immediately  betake  themselves  to  useftil  Occupations. 

The  officers  of  this  command  are  admonished  and  ordered  to  act  in  accordance  with  Bftid 
proclamation,  and  to  yield  their  ready  co-operation  in  its  enforcement.

REPORT. 


The  committee  on  confederate  relations,  to  whom,  amongst  other  subjects,  was  referred 
the  consideration  of  what  measures  should  be  adopted  for  regulating  the  impressment  of 
private  property  for  public  uses,  having  considered  the  same,  beg  leave  to  report,  in  part, 
the  resolutions  subjoined,  and  recommend  their  adoption  by  the  general  assembly: 

Resolved — ^Ist.  That  the  power  of  impressment,  to  the  extent  necessary  to  the  support 
and  operation  of  our  armies,  is  possessed  by  the  confederate  and  state  governments,  in  a 
Btate  of  war,  but  should  be  regulated  by  law. 

2d.  That,  except  in  the  cxtremest  exigency,  it  should  not  be  exerted  so  as  to  deprive  the 
citizen  of  that  reasonable  amount  of  his  "provisions,  forage,  labor  or  other  property,  which 
may  bo  required  for  the  support  or  uses  of  his  family. 

3d.  That  it  is  desirable  that  all  property  needed  for  public  uses,  should  be  purchased  at 
agreed  prices,  and  that  prices  proposed  to  be  given  by  government,  should  be  promulgated 
as  extensively  as  possible. 

4th.  Thatrthe  arbitraiy  and  final  fixing,  by  the  government  and  its  agents,  of  the  prices 
of  commodities  and  labor  needed  for  public  use,  would  place  the  interest  of  the  citizen  at 
the  mercy  of  the  government,  and  is  in  derogation  of  his  most  sacred  rights. 
(% 

nth.  That  a  like  unrestrained  right  of  fixing  the  prices  of  their  commodities  or  other  pro- 
perty, by  the  citizen,  would  place  the  government  at  the  mercy  of  individuals,  and  involve 
the  most  serious  losses,  if  not  risk,  indeed,  public  bankniptcy. 

Cth.  Therefore,  an  indifferent  party,  to  protect  the  government  against  extortion,  and  the 
citizen  against  oppression,  should  be  interposed:  and  we  recommend  congress  to  consider 
whether  the  county  courts  might  not  be  constituted  a  fit  tribunal  to  guard  alike  public  and 
private  interests,  and  whether  authority  should  not  be  given  them,  to  that  end,  to  certify 
the  value,  at  the  place  where  taken  in  their  respective  counties,  of  property,  not  taken  at 
agreed  prices,  on  receipts  to  be  given  therefor  by  impressing  officers.

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REPORT. 


RICHMOND,  Va.,  January  22,  1863. 

Sir: 

The  board  of  visitors  of  the  Virginia  military  institute  luave  the  honor  to 
lay  before  you  the  semi-annual  report  of  the  supcrinlindtnt,  and  to  direct  your  special 
attention  to  the  urgent  necessity  which  exists,  and  which  the  reports  of  the  superiutcndent 
and  surgeon  exhibit,  for  an  immediate  provision  for  increased  hospital  conveniences. 

The  institution  is  full  to  its  utmost  capacity.  The  more  general  prevalence  of  disease, 
with  diminished  facilities  for  securing  medical  stores  and  nursing  care,  make  it  indispen- 
sable that  means  should  be  provided  by  the  legislature  for  the  appointment  of  a  hospital 
steward  and  matron,  and  for  the  purchase  of  such  additional  hospital  conveniences  as  are 
needed  for  the  sick.  The  hospital  accomniodation.s  are  greatly  too  limited,  and  require  ad- 
ditional rooms  to  meet  the  necessities  thrown  upon  the  institution  at  such  a  time  as  this. 

The  increased  expenses  thrown  upon  the  institution  by  the  enhanced  cost  of  all  the  prime 
necessities  of  life,  absorb  every  dollar  of  the  permanent  fund  of  the  institution,  and  demand 
the  most  rigid  economy  to  keep  the  funds  of  the  institution  from  embarrassment.  Hence 
the  propriety  of  direct  appeal  to  the  legislature  for  conveniences,  which  regard  for  the  health 
of  the  cadets  imperatively  demands. 

It  is  estimated  that  the  sum  of  $3,000  will  meet  the  expenses  required  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  th(!  hospital  and  providing  the  hospital  conveniences  referred  to,  while  an  increase 
of  the  annuity  of  the  institution,  by  the  sum  of  $1,500,  will  provide  for  the  support  of  hos- 
pital steward  and  matron,  and  for  the  occasional  services  of  an  assistant  surgeon.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S   REPORT. 


HEAD  QUARTERS, 

ViiiGiNiA  Military  Institute, 

January  15,  1863. 
General  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  the  report  of  the  semi-annual 
examination  of  the  various  classes  of  this  institntiou. 

%         ■ 
The  board  of  visitors  having  directed,  at  their  annual  meeting;  in  July,  that  the  usual 

encampment  in  the  summer  months  should  bo  dispensed  with,  and  that  the  classes  should 
be  kept  under  the  regular  course  of  studies,  wirii  the  view  of  compensating  for  the  loss 
sustained  by  the  interruption  of  the  studies  in  the  spring,  the  months  of  July  and  August 
were  occupied  in  daily  recitations  upon  the  various  branches  prescribed  for  each  class.  An 
examination  was  held  on  the  1st  of  September,  and  all  of  those  cadets  who  were  sustained 
at  this  examination,  were  promoted  to  the  next  higher  class.  This  examination  enabled 
us  to  organize  the  1st,  2d,  3d  and  4th  classes;  and  upon  this  organization,  the  regular 
academic  exercises  of  this  session  were  rcsunlfcd  at  the  close  of  the  September  examination, 
and  were  continued,  without  interruption,  until  the  January  examination.  By  this  exami- 
nation the  5th  class  has  been  organized,  by  withdrawing  from  the  ^th  class  all  of  those 
whose  imperfect  previous  preparation,  or  other  deficiencies,  brought  them  below  the  standard 
of  the  4th  class. 

I  am  gratified  to  bo  able  to  report  that  the  examination  just  closed  was  in  the  highest  de- 
gree satisfactory,  and  gives  evidence  that  the  standard  of  proficiency  has  been  materially 
elevated  in  the  various  departments.  Serious  inconveniences  have  arisen  from  the  want  of 
u  full  supply  of  text  books;  and  as  this  deficiency  will  increase  steadily,  the  attention  of, 
the  board  is  specially  called  to  the  subject,  that  immediate  provision  may  be  made  to  meet 
the  want*  of  the  next  year's  classes.  # 

The  order  of  merit  of  the  cadets  in  the  respective  classes,  accompanies  this  report. 

DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  institution  has  been  fully  maintained  during  the  six  months  just 
closed.  While  it  has  been  my  duty,  under  the  regulations,  to  siud  many  cadets  homo  in 
consequence  of  great  neglect  of  their  duties  or  studies,  the  instances  in  which  it 'has  been 
necessary  to  apply  the  extreme  penalty  of  the  law  for  specific  moral  offences,  have  been 
rare.  The  institution  has,  nevertheless,  felt  the  want  of  that  tone  which  is  invariably  exer- 
cised by  cadets  of  mature  years  in  the  senior  classes.  All  of  these  liad  already  entered  the 
military  service,  so  that,  with  the  exception  of  some  ten  at  twelve  cadets,  who  wen;  mem- 
bers of  the  institution  before  the  war  broke  out,  the  preStKcorps  of  cadets  is  composed  of 
those  who  have  entered  the  institution  since  the  1st  of  January  lti62. 

HEALTH. 

The  attention  of  the  board  of  visitors  is  specially  called  to  the  report  of  the  sorgeoo,  Or. 
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R.  L.  Madison,  lierewith  presented,  as  well  as  to  the  July  report  of  the  same  officer.  The 
more  general  prevalence  of  disease  during  the  state  of  war  in  which  we  find  ourselves,  the 
greater  difficulty  of  procuring  medical  supplies,  and  the  fact  that  the  sick  cadets  are  thrown 
almost  exclusively  upon  the  care  of  the  institution,  give  to  the  recommendations  of  this 
distinguished  officer  more  than  ordinary  importance.  I  have  deemed  it  my  duty,  at  what- 
ever cost,  to  provide  necessary  stores  for  the  hospital,  so  far  as  they  could  be  procured;  for 
I  could  never  consent  that  a  cadet,  separated  from  his  friends  and  his  liome,  should  sicken 
and  die,  without  exhausting  every  means  to  give  him  relief  and  comfort.  Still,  there  are 
existing  deficiencies  which  I  cannot  supply.  The  hospital  building  needs  enlargement. 
Conveniences  should  be  provided  for  hot  and  vapor  baths;  a  hospital  steward  and  matron 
ehould  be  appointed,  and  ample  provision  made  for  the  restoration  of  our  stock  of  medical 
stores  as  tlie  same  shall  be  exhausted.  The  charges  upon  the  contingent  fund  of  the  instU 
tution  for  medical  stores,  have  greatly  exceeded  the  means  at  my  command;  and  this  will 
steadily  increase,  unless  provision  is  made  to  meet  it. 

I  am  pained  to  report  that  two  cadets  have  died  since  the  1st  of  July,  from  typhoid  fever, 
Tiz :  Cadets  William  T.  Fleming  of  Hanover,  and  Edmund  Randolph  Proton,  son  of  Lt. 
Col.  J.  T.  L.  Preston  of  Lexington — the  former,  after  a  short  but  violent  attack  of  a  few 
days — the  latter  after  a  protracted  illness  of  seven  weeks. 

* 
The  health  of  the  institution  is  now  good,  one  cadet  only  being  in  hospital,  and  he  from 

the  effects  of  a  sprained  ankle. 

As  the  surgeon  is  now  a  permanent  officer  of  the  institution,  existing  regulations,  which 
were  made  when  this  officer  was  a  temporary  supply  from  one  of  the  resident  physicians  of 
Lexington,  require  material  modification.  The  duties  of  the  surgeon  have,  in  fact,  been  for 
the  most  part  discharged,  under  the  present  organization,  by  the  same  general  rules  which 
prevail  in  the  military  service,  but  it  is  proper  that  this  arrangement  should  be  recognized 
by  express  regulation. 

Considering  also  the  relations  of  the  officers  of  the  institution,  as  holding  commissions 
in  the  military  service  of  the  state,  subject  to  military  duty  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  and 
associated  in  an  institution  which  is  military  in  its  entire  organization,  it  is  also  respectfully 
recommended  that  these  regulations  should  specifically  embrace  such  provision  for  them  for 
medical  advice  by  the  surgeon,  and  for  medical  stores,  as  is  usual  for  officers  of  the  army, 
or  at  the  military  academy  at  West  Point.  This  recommendation,  if  approved  by  the  board 
of  visitors,  will  strengthen  the  argument  submitted  by  the  surgeon,  for  the  appointment  of 
an  assistant  surgeon. 

SUPPLIES  OF   CLOTHING  AND   PROVISIONS. 

I  have  had  great  difficulty  in  making  full  provision  for  the  current  wants  of  the  institu- 
tion in  clothing  and  mess  hall  supplies.  The  arrangement  for  the  supply  of  cloths  and 
cassimeres,  with  the  mills  of  the  Messrs.  Crenshaw,  which  existed  last  spring,  having  been 
discontinued  by  the  authority  of  the  board  of  visitors,  after  the  1st  of  July,  for  reasons  duly 
considered  by  the  board,  I  closed  a  contract  with  the  proprietors  of  Barton's  mills  in  Frede- 
rick county,  for  1,500  yards  of  gray  cloth,  six  quarters  wide,  at  $  6  per  yard.  The  con- 
tractor had  a  large  part  of  the  cloth  ready  for  delivery,  and  my  ordnance  sergeant  had  gone 
to  Winchester  to  receive  it,  when  the  whole  supply  and  the  mills  were  impressed  by  the 
quartermaster  of  the  Confederate  States  army,  for  the  use  of  the  army  of  Gen.  Lee,  after 
the  battle  of  Sharpsburg.  Thus  unexpectedly  disappointed  in  a  supply  which  was  con- 
sidered certain,  with  the  fall  season  upon  me,  I  dispatched  a  courier  to  Gen.  Lee,  and  re- 
quested a  revocation  of  the  order,  so  far  as  to  enable  me  to  get  a  supply  of  cloth  for  the 
cadets'  immediate  %Yants.  This  distinguished  officer  promptly  and  courteously  released  the 
mills  for  the  use  of  the  military  institute;  but  the  cloth  which  had  been  made  for  us  having 
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been  used  for  the  army,  some  delay  necessarily  occurred  in  getting  another  supply.  This 
delay  has  deprived  us  of  about  one-half  of  the  cloth  contracted  for,  inasmuch  as  the  pre- 
sence of  the  enemy  has  interrupted  my  communication  with  Winchester.  I  was  enabled, 
however,  to  secure  enough  cloth  to  make  a  suit  of  clothes  for  each  cadet.  • 

The  difficulty  in  securing  supplies  of  provisions  has  been  as  great  as  in  the  article  of 
cloth.  The  board  of  visitors  having  released  the  beef  contractor  from  the  contract  I  had 
made  with  him,  and  very  properly  too,  I  found  it  impossible  to  secure  a  contractor  for  this 
supply,  upon  any  terms.  I  was  forced  then  to  go  into  the  cattle  market,  and  lay  in  a  sup- 
ply of  beeves  for  the  wants  of  the  year.  Happily  I  was  able  to  purchase  20(i  fat  beeves 
from  Major  J.  R.  Kent  of  Montgomery,  for  which  I  paid  $  7  gross. 

My  chief  difficulty  has  been  to  procure  flour  and  corn.  In  the  month  of  October,  when 
an  abundance  of  flour  was  in  the  mills  of  the  county,  no  one  was  willing  to  sell  at  any 
price,  so  that  for  some  weeks  I  was  dependent  upon  the  kindness  of  neighbours,  who  loaned 
enough  for  current  necessities.  With  the  exception  of  a  small  lot  of  wheat  bought  at  auc- 
tion, at  $  3  2.5, 1  have  been  dependent  on  the  mills  of  the  county  of  Rockingham,  and  have 
hauled  flour  by  wagon  50  miles,  with  a  saving  of  from  $4  to  $G  per  barrel,  upon  prices 
charged  in  this  county. 

Our  stock  of  sugar,  coffee  and  tea,  providently  laid  in  on  the  opening  of  the  war,  is  not 
yet  exhausted ;  but  availing  myself  of  the  opportunity  afforded  by  my  recent  visit  to  Mobile, 
Jackson  and  Vicksburg,  I  have  purchased  100  barrels  of  molasses  and  10  hogsheads  of 
sugar;  which  can  be  supplied  to  the  cadets  at  less  than  one-half  the  Richmond  market 
prices. 

By  these  active  means,  and  by  the  enforcement  of  a  rigid  economy,  I  have  been  able  to 
keep  the  board  of  the  cadets  within  the  estimate  made  by  the  board  of  visitors  in  July  last, 
and  the  charges  for  board  have  only  been  $  15  per  month.  The  heavy  expenses  necessary 
to  feed  beef  cattle,  and  the  increasing  rates  of  all  articles  of  food,  will  make  it  impossible 
for  me  to  sustain  the  mess  hall  at  this  rate  for  the  next  six  months.  , 

ST.\TE  CADET.S. 

The  attention  of  the  board  is  specially  called  to  so  much  of  my  last  annual  report  as 
relates  to  the  charge  upon  the  funds  of  tiie  institute  for  the  support  of  state  cadets.  At  the 
rate  of  ^15  per  month  for  the  board  of  a  cadet,  the  actual  money  charge  upon  the  institu- 
tion for  50  state  cadets  is  $  9,000  per  annum.  The  present  charge  for  fuel  and  lights  is 
$  2,000  more,  while  the  tuition  is  $  3,000  more — making  a  total  cost  of  $  14,000  as  the  pre- 
sent actual  money  charge  upon  the  institution  for  50  state  cadets.  This  sum  will  be  still 
further  incretised  by  the  enhanced  price  for  board,  at  least  absorbing  the  entire  annuity  of 
the  stiite,  and  leaving  nothing  for  the  support  of  the  professors  beyond  the  tuition  fee-s.  Wo 
have  had  48  state  cadets  present  this  year.  This  number  has  been  reduced  by  resignationa 
and  dismissals,  to  31,  and  this  reduction  of  the  number  has  saved  us  from  embarrassment. 

To  this  heavj'  charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  school,  are  to  be  added  the  a<lvances  which 
I  was  directed  by  the  board  of  visitors  to  make  towards  the  expenses  of  those  cadets  who 
are  refugees  from  their  homes,  and  whose  friends  have  been  unable  to  remit  funds  for  their 
support.     I  have  advanced  in  this  way  the  gross  sum  of  ^4,872  86. 

PUBLIC   BUILDINGS. 

I  have  been  unable  to  execiile  iis  yet  the  order  of  the  board,  which  directed  me  to  com- 
plete, without  delay,  the  unfinished  wing  of  the  new  barracks.  I  had  secured  timber,  but 
I  found  it  impossible  to  have  it  hauled,  every  wagon  which  I  could  command  being  iu 
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requisition  for  hauling  fire  wood.  The  building  designed  for  superintendent's  quarters,  and 
for  the  offices  of  the  superintendent,  treasurer,  quartermaster  and  clerk,  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  is  now  occupied,  and  affords  every  facility  for  the  transaction  of  the  greatly  in- 
creased business  of  the  institution.  Hitherto,  the  treasurer  and  quartermaster,  and  two 
clerks,  Avere  limited  to  a  single  room  only  16  feet  square,  which  was  used  also  as  a  sleeping 
room  by  the  treasurer.  It  was  impossible  to  have  that  security  to  the  vouchers  and  public 
records  which  was  desirable  and  proper.  The  present  building  supplies  five  commodious 
office  rooms ;  and  the  public  business  has  been  greatly  systematized  and  facilitated  by  an 
arrangement  which  has  taken  place  at  a  time  when  every  ofiicer  has  been  pressed  to  his 
utmost  capacity  to  execute  the  work  daily  before  him. 

The  building  fund  set  apart  from  the  extra  charge  for  tuition  of  $  40  each,  upon  pay 
cadets  from  other  states,  will  now  enable  us  to  remove  the  late  quarters  of  the  superinten- 
dent, and  put  up  the  building  at  another  part  of  the  public  grounds,  for  the  use  of  the  com- 
mandant of  cadets  or  surgeon,  neither  of  these  ofiicers  having  public  quarters  at  present. 
Tlii^  removal  of  this  house  accomplishes  also  an  important  object,  in  doubling  the  now 
limited  space  used  as  a  parade  ground.  When  this  house  was  erected,  IG  years  ago,  it  was 
placed  on  the  extreme  western  limit  of  our  public  grounds,  the  board  of  visitors  having 
failed  in  all  efforts  to  purchase  the  lot  adjoining  us  on  the  west.  This  lot  was  at  a  later  pe- 
riod Secured — and  the  enlarged  proportions  of  the  institution  makes  it  indispensable  to  add 
this  lot  to  the  present  limited  parade  ground.  Placing  this  house  upon  the  line  of  resi- 
dences of  the  professors,  the  general  plan  of  the  architect,  which  was  approved  by  the 
bo'ard  of  visitors,  will  be  carried  out,  without  drawing  one  dollar  from  the  funds  appro- 
priated b}'  the  state  for  Imilding  pui-])ose8. 

SUPPLIES  li-ROM   ABROAD. 

The  superintendent  would  again  direct  the  attention  of  the  board  of  visitors  to  the  pro- 
priety of  making  immediate  arrangements  for  procuring  supplies  of  clothing,  books,  mili- 
tary e(iuipments,  ike.  iVoiii  Europe.  These  various  articles,  at  ordinary  times,  embrace  an 
outlay  of  some  $  oO,000.  There  will  not  only  l)e  greater  economy  in  this  mode  of  supply, 
but  it  is  probable  many  years  will  elapse,  after  peace,  before  all  the  articles  required  by  the 
school  can  be  purchased  at  home.  This  applies  particularly  to  text  books,  for  I  deem  it  a 
matter  of  the  highest  moment  that  all  dependence  upon  the  north  in  this  line  should  be  at 
once  and  permanently  thrown  off. 

I  have  found  it  necessary  to  establish  a  shoe  factory  in  connection  with  the  quartermaa- 
ter's  department,  ns  the  only  means  of  providing  shoes  for  the  cadets;  and  I  have  appointed,' 
provisionally,  Mr.  Robert  Campbell  of  Lexington  foreman  of  the  establishment.  To  enable 
me  to  carry  it  on,  I  liave  disposed  of  our  beef  hides,  so  as  to  exchange  them  upon  fair 
terms  for  sole  leather,  and  have  purchased  $4,000  worth  of  French  calf  skins.  I  respect- 
fully ask  the  approval  by  the  board,  of  these  arrangements.  It  adds  greatly  to  the  labor  of 
my  office,  already  severely  taxed  at  such  a  time  as  this,  to  undertake  such  a  supply ;  but 
the  duty  is  cheerfully  discharged,  if  it  shall  be  the  means  of  adding  increased  comfort  to 
the  cadets,  and  reducing  the  exorbitant  profits  which  are  demanded  for  the  prime  neces- 
saries of  life. 

MEMORIAL  OF  GRADUATES   AND  EX-CADETS. 

In  obedience  to  the  orders  of  the  board  of  visitors,  I  have  prepared,  from  such  material 
as  was  at  my  command,  a  brief  record  of  the  services  of  the  eleves  of  this  institution  in 
the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  in  our  war  of  independence.  This  record  is 
necessarily  very  imperfect ;  for  the  official  reports  of  our  battles  have  not  been  published ; 
and  my  only  means  of  information  has  been  the  graduates  and  cadets  themselves.     Imper- 
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fections  and  errors  can  be  remedied  at  a  future  time.  Imperfect  as  this  record  is,  it  is  a 
proud  memorial  for  the  institution,  and  illustrates  the  providential  arrangement  by  which 
this  institution  was  prepared  for  the  great  work  which  has  been  committed  to  it.

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SURGEON'S  REPORT. 


Virginia  Military  Institutk. 

January  1,  1863. 
Sir: 

I  have  tho  honor  to  make  the  following  report  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
corps  of  cadets  for  the  half  year  ending  December  31,  1862: 

Early  in  the  summer  one  of  tho  cadets  applied  for  the  treatment  of  an  eruptive  disease 
contracted  by  him  while  in  the  army.  Considering  the  disease  to  be  feebly  infectious,  and 
not  difficult  to  cure,  he  was  not  quarantined,  but  permitted  to  go  on  with  his  duties,  while 
the  remedies  adapted  to  his  case  were  being  employed.  Sub.scquently,  and  at  long  inter- 
vals, a  few  other  eases  n'ported,  while  at  thc^  present  time  some  five  or  six  are  imder  treat- 
ment. This  affection  would  scarcely  have  deserved  notice  but  that  an  erroneous  and  preju- 
dicial report  has  been  circulated  in  regard  to  its  character,  which  is  entirely  without  founda- 
tion in  truth. 

From  August  to  December  a  much  greater  amount  of  sickness  than  usual  prevailed  in 
the  corps,  chiefly  of  a  febrile  nature,  there  having  occurred  no  less  than  forty-nine  (49.) 
cases  of  remittent  (bilious)  fever,  twenty-one  (21)  of  typhoid  fever,  and  eighteen  (18)  of 
intermittent  (ague). 

9  The  unusual  prevalence  of  intermittent  and  bilious  fever  is  explained,  in  part,  by  the  fact 
that  many  of  the  cadets  come  from  malarious  sections  of  country,  bringing  the  seeds  of 
disease  with  them,  which  are  developed  by  change  of  residence,  but  more  especially  by  per- 
mission granted  cadets,  residing  in  miasmatic  districts,  to  visit  their  homes  on  furlough  du- 
ring the  sunmier  and  early  in  the  fall.  In  nearly  every  instance  where  such  furloughs  were 
granted,  fever  of  a  serious  type  was  contracted.  In  order  to  avoid  these  results  in  future, 
it  is  respectfully  .suggested  to  interdict  the  granting  of  furloughs  at  that  season  of  the  year, 
and  to  substitute  the  months  of  January  and  February  for  vacntion,  instead  of  July  and 
August. 

Many  of  the  cases  of  remittent  fever  were  of  a  low  grade,  closely  resembling  the  typhoid, 
in  fact  scarcely  to  be  distinguisl.cd,  except  by  the  effect  of  remedies.  All  of  the  cases  of 
typhoid  fever  were  dangerous,  inasnuich  as  there  existed,  from  thefirst,  a  marked  tendency 
to  cerebral  inflammation.  They  widely  differed,  however,  in  respect  to  duration,  ranging 
from  two  to  six  weeks.  From  the  effects  of  this  dire  malady  two  cadets  have  died — one 
after  a  brief  attack  of  ten  days,  the  other  after  a  lingering  illness  of  nearly  seven  weeka. 
In  both  instances  the  brain  was  the  principal  scat  of  the  disease. 

The  prevalence  of  headache  during  tho  summer  months  is  probably  ascribable  to  the 
cadet  cap,  which  is  too  heavy ;  and  moreover,  being  covered  with  black,  absorbs  and  re- 
tains an  almost  insupportable  amount  of  heat.  To  obviate  this  a  light  straw  or  palmetto 
cap  is  respectfully  suggested. 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December  thirteen  (13)  cases  of  diphtheria  oc- 
curred, but  all  of  them  proved  readily  amenable  to  treatment. 
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Attention  is  again  respectfully  called  to  the  condition  of  the  hospital.  Its  immediate 
alteration  and  enlargement  is  a  matter  of  paramount  importance.  The  introduction  of  con- 
Teniences  and  modern  improvements  are  absolutely  necessary. 

The  appointment  of  an  assistant  surgeon,  hospital  steward  and  matron  are  recommended 
with  renewed  earnestness,  and  it  is  sincerely  hoped  that  they  will  be  assigned  to  duty  with- 
out further  delay.

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REPORT. 


RICHMOND,  January  21,  1863. 
Sir: 

In  compliance  with  your  request  this  morning  in  committee,  I  now  state 
such  facts  and  views  connected  with  the  troops  under  my  command,  and  the  defouco  of  tho 
country  lying  west  of  tho  Alleghany  mountains,  as  arc  likely  to  prove  beneficial  in  con- 
sidering the  subject  of  the  state  line,  and  the  local  defences  of  the  west.  I  undertook  tho 
task  of  raising  the  force  authorized  by  tho  act  of  the  17th  of  May  last,  because  I  did  not 
feel  at  liberty,  under  all  tho  circumstances,  to  decline  it,  although  I  fully  understood  the 
almost  insurmountable  difficulties  that  stood  in  the  way  of  its  accomplishment. 

By  dint  of  constant  labor  and  unremitted  exertion,  both  of  myself  and  those  assisting 
mc,  a  force  numbering  nearly  four  thousand  men  has  been  enrolled  in  the  state  seivice.  As 
soon  as  I  raised  a  sufficient  number  of  men  to  penetrate  the  country  occupied  by  tho  enemy, 
I  did  so ;  and  although  active  means  were  resorted  to,  to  discourage  and  indeed  to  prevent 
my  recruiting,  the  force  increased  rapidly.  We  were  enabled  by  October  to  advance  far 
into  the  country  overrun  by  the  enemy,  and  to  hold  it.  We  found,  as  wo  approached  to- 
wards the  Ohio,  very  formidable  and  numerous  organizations  of  men  under  authority  of 
the  United  States,  holding  the  country.  These  "  home  guards,"  as  they  were  styled,  wore 
officered  by  Picrpoint,  armed  and  equipped  in  an  admirable  manner  by  the  United  States, 
and  constituted  a  local  force  amply  sufficient  to  hold  the  country  in  complete  subjection  to 
the  usurped  authority  extended  over  so  great  a  portion  of  western  Virginia.  Tlieso  organi- 
zations were  completely  broken  up  and  dispersed  in  the  counties  of  McDowell,  Wyoming, 
Logan,  Boone,  Cabell  and  Wayne,  in  Virginia,  and  in  all  the  Kentucky  border,  from  tho 
county  of  Lawrence  to  the  summit  of  Cumberland  mountain. 

At  Piketon  in  Kentucky,  a  formidable  force  had  been  collected  and  a  military  post  estab- 
lished, then  under  an  active,  enterprising  leader.  Wo  learned  from  a  letter  written  by  him 
to  the  quartermaster  at  Cattlesburg,  that  this  force  collected  at  this  point  was  intended  for  a 
sudden  descent  upon  the  salt  works  in  Washington  county.  The  writer  spoke  with  great 
confidence  of  his  ability  to  destroy  the  works.  The  loss  of  all  his  supplies  and  the  disper- 
sion of  his  entire  command,  :!nd  the  breaking  vji  of  tho  post  by  our  troops  tinder  command 
of  Colonel  Clarkson,  put  an  end  to  the  enterprise  against  the  salt  works  for  some  time  to 
come  at  lenst.  These  transactions  of  our  small  force,  thus  hurriedly  glanced  at,  go  to  show 
tho  sort  of  service  which  it  was  capable  of  rendering,  as  well  as  the  manner  of  its  perform- 
ance. It  has  constituted  a  local  force  for  local  defence,  and  has  been  able  to  hold  com- 
pletely, after  driving  the  enemy  out,  all  the  country  embraced  between  Coal  river  and  tho 
Kentucky  line,  and  extending  from  within  fifty  miles  of  tho  Ohio  to  the  valley  of  Clinch 
river.  The  area  covered  by  this  force  would  have  been  much  greater,  and  the  services  ren- 
dered more  important,  but  for  our  destitution  of  quartermaster's  supplies.  I  attempted  in 
vain  to  procure  a  train  of  only  a  hundred  pack  mules,  and  we  were  almost  entirely  without 
axes  and  picks.  Wo  were  also  without  tents,  except  a  few,  and  without  one-third  of  the 
necessary  cooking  utensils  for  the  men.  For  want  of  necessary  clothing,  which  neither 
order  nor  entreaty  could  procure,  many  of  Ibo  men  were  frost  bitten  during  the  severe  cold 
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weather  wbicb  prevailed  up  to  the  first  of  January,  when  we  went  into  camp  near  the  salt 
works :  but  the  men  bore  every  hardship  without  complaint. 

The  defence  of  western  Virginia  claims,  and  no  doubt  will  receive  the  earnest  attention 
of  the  legislature.  A  vast  deal  devolves  upon  them  to  do  for  the  maintenance  of  our  autho- 
rity and  the  tstablishmeut  of  our  laws  and  control,  which  is  by  no  means  involved  in  the 
general  plan  and  conduct  of  the  war  by  the  confederate  authorities.  It  is  theirs,  no  doubt, 
to  meet  the  advance  of  large  and  powerful  forces  threatening  to  attack  at  such  points  as  are 
like!)'  to  affect  the  general  plan  or  conduct  of  the  war;  but  no  such  movement  as  this, 
requiring  the  presence  of  a  large  confederate  army,  may  take  place,  and  yet  the  local  or- 
ganizations of  home  guards,  nu^  the  occasional  advance  of  the  enemy  in  small  bodies  to 
strengthen  and  assure  them,  will  be  amply  sufficient  to  set  np  in  fact  the  usurped  authority 
of  the  abolitioni-sts,  and  to  expel  from  the  country  the  loyal  citizens.  The  country  now 
held  by  the  <'.nemy  in  force,  and  that  capable  of  being  reached  by  them  without  much  oppo- 
sition, constitutes  fully  two-thirds  of  the  entire  west,  or  Trans- Alleghany  country,  as  will 
appear  by  t)ie  bare  inspection  of  the  map.  It  would  be  a  national  ciilamity  to  the  common'' 
wealth  for  these  people  to  become  habituated  to  the  usurped  authority  now  extended  over 
them,  whilst  the  possession  of  the  country  by  the  enemy  seriously  endangers  all  that  lying 
contiguous  to  it,  embracing  the  salt  works  in  vSmyth  and  Washington  counties,  the  Vir- 
ginia and  Tennessee  rail  road,  and  the  load  mines  in  Wythe.  The  great  chain  of  mountains 
passing  from  northeast  to  southwest  entirely  across  the  state,  offers  many  points  admirably 
calculated  ibr  defence,  where  comparatively  small  numbers  can  stop  and  hold  in  chcick  very 
puperior  forces.  These  passes,  not  very  numerous,  should  in  my  opinion  be  occupied  and 
entrenched.  With  three  of  these  points  entrenched,  all  thfe  country  extending  from  the 
northern  boundary  of  Kaleigh  westward  to  the  county  of  Wise,  and  from  this  line  eastward 
to  the  rail  load,  would  be  t-utirely  secun;  from  attack,  unless  from  a  very  large  and  tho- 
roughly appointed  army.  The  line  thus  defended  would  be  a  hundred  and  twenty  miles  in 
extent,  and  would  not  rfquire  more  than  six  thousand  men  to  hold  it.  The.se  points  I  have 
already  indicated  to  the  committee;  and  lor  this  and  for  other  reasons  readily  understood,  I 
forbear  to  mention  them.  The  enemy  arc  far  more  numerous  than  we,  and  therefore  we 
must  equalize  our  forces  whenever  it  is  practicable,  by  proper  fortifications  at  points  not 
liable  to  be  turned.  Such  are  the  points  I  speak  of.  These  entrenchments  would  have 
another  important  result:  Heliind  them  could  be  collected  all  the  population  capable  of 
using  fire  arms,  and  within  reach  of  the  works,  whenevi;r  the  advance  of  the  enemy  threat- 
ened collision.  Th(>  dexterity  with  which  all  our  people  use  fire  arms,  is  so  gn-at,  that  be 
hind  <;ntrenchnieui3  the  rawest  troops  are  equal  to  army  veterans,  in  repelling  an  assault. 
The  committee  will  understand  that  these  opinions  and  suggestions  rest  upon  the  supposi- 
tion that  an  adequate  force  to  retake  the  Kanawha  valley  and  northwestern  Virginia,  is  not 
for  the  present  to  be  put  into  the  field,  but  that  the  whole  effect  will  bo  to  prevent  any  fur- 
ther advance  of  the  invading  force.  Between  the  plan  of  holding  the  enemy  at  bay,  by 
fortifying  these  passes,  and  that  of  moving  upon  them  with  sufficient  force  to  drive  them 
from  the  state,  there  can  be  no  comparison. 

If  we  Geld  all  our  tenitorj'  to  the  Ohio  river,  with  even  slight  additions  to  the  local  foree 
of  the  country,  it  would  be  next  to  impossible  for  the  enemy  to  penetrate  very  far  into  oux 
territories  with  an  invading  army.  Such  is  the  peculiar  topography  of  that  region,  that  in 
wlvaucing  to  the  interior  by  any  one  of  the  numerous  valleys  leading  from  the  Ohio  to  the 
Cumberland  range  of  mountains,  the  enemy  would  necessarily  be  exposed  to  incessant  at- 
tacks upon  his  flank,  and  l)e  liable  at  any  time  to  lose  his  supply  trains.  Nothing  could  be 
more  difficult  than  to  concentrate  sufficient  strength  to  defend  them  along  the  extended  an4 
rugged  defiles  through  which  they  would  be  compelled  to  move.  At  the  same  time,  the 
long  extent  of  river  line  held  by  us  would  render  it  easy  to  send  across  formidable  detaeh- 
Oients  into  Ohio,  to  ravage  and  desolate  the  country  as  they  have  done  ours,  and  to  make 
tbecD  fee)  at  their  own  heartli£tou«s  the  csiamities  of  war.    Aa  io&peetion  of  the  map  wiji 
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exhibit  at  once  the  great  advantages  which  geographically  we  possess  from  onr  position, 
whilst  the  smooth  snrfaee  on  tho  Ohio  side  making  it  easy  to  travel  into  the  country  in 
every  direction,  the  rugged  nature  of  our  interior  rendering  pursuit  next  to  impossible, 
constitute  western  Virginia  invaluable  to  us  both  for  means  of  defence  and  attack. 

I  regard  the  immediate  occupation  of  all  western  Virginia  by  a  perfectly  adequate  and 
well  appointed  force,  of  vital  importance  to  the  whole  Confederacy.  With  such  a  force 
there,  the  enemy  would  be  compelled  to  .concentrate  upon  their  own  soil  one  of  their  power- 
ful armies  now  beleaguering  the  coast  of  tho  Atlantic  and  the  Mississippi ;  for  otherwise, 
their  communications  between  the  Northwest  and  the  Atlantic  would  be  seriously  endangered. 

It  would  not  be  diflScult,  with  an  enterprising  leader,  to  endanger  all  the  rail  road  connec- 
tions betwetni  the  Atlantic  and  Ohio,  if  wo  had  a  commanding  force  as  a  base  of  operations 
on  our  side  of  the  Ohio  river.  The  country  is  comparatively  narrow  between  tho  Ohio 
river  and  the  lakes,  and  all  lines  of  communication  east  and  west  pass  over  it.  With  a 
proper  force  there,  we  could  compel  the  enemy  to  give  us  battle  upon  ground  of  our  own 
selection,  and  this  I  think  would  bo  decisive  of  tho  issue. 

I  presume  there  is  not  a  man  in  Virginia  who  would  ever  consent  to  any  terms  of  peaco 
without  a  restitution  of  every  inch  of  our  soil  to  its  rightful  jurisdiction  and  possession. 
But  in  addition  to  this  sentiment  of  patriotism,  the  position  of  the  territory  and  the  im- 
measurable mineral  riches  of  tho  country  render  it  absoliiti-ly  indispensable  to  the  national 
greatness  of  Virginia.  There  are  greater  deposits  of  coal  lying  in  that  part  of  Virginia 
now  held  by  the  enemy,  than  are  to  be  found  in  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain.  Tho 
timber  and  the  water  power  of  the  same  section  are  of  inestimable  value.  All  tho  elements 
of  true  national  power  are  abundantly  met  with  throughout  that  whole  region. 

I  do  not  think  too  much  attention  or  too  much  money  or  too  much  blood  can  be  expended 
to  preserve  to  Virginia  this  noble  heritage.  The  people  of  that  part  of  the  west  now  over- 
run by  tho  enemy,  it  must  be  home  in  mind,  are  generally  loj-al  and  true  to  the  common- 
wealth, and  no  doubt  would  have  shown  bcicoming  zeal  in  her  defence,  if  the  country  had 
not  been  continuously  occupied  by  the  enemy  from  a  very  early  period  of  the  war.  They 
would,  iu  my  opinion,  return  with  great  alacrity  to  our  standard,  if  an  opportunity  to  do  so 
was  offered  to  them. 

The  report  of  the  expenditures  for  our  troops  is  laid  before  the  legislature,  in  a  document 
submitted  by  thi!  adjtitant  general  of  the  commonwealth.  About  the  correctness  of  this 
statement  I  can  say  nothing;  for  under  an  order  of  the  governor,  the  quarterruasfers  through 
whose  hands  these  expenditures  were  chiefly  made,  wen-  taken  from  under  my  command, 
and  were  consequently  neither  subject  to  my  orders  nor  supervision.  This  document,  how- 
ever, shows  that  the  entire  sum  of  money  drawn  by  the  quartermasters  under  my  command, 
and  aefually  in  the  field,  amounts  to  only  eighty-tbree  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.  Tho 
balance  of  tho  money  drawn  from  tho  treasury  must  be  represented  by  supplies  still  on  hand 
in  possession  of  the  quartermasters,  set  apart  by  the  governor  for  hi.s  exclusive  command. 
If  this  be  so,  then  there  are  on  hand,  purchased  and  paid  for,  sufficient  supplies  to  furnish 
the  present  force  for  a  year  to  come.  The  supplies  issued  to  the  men  up  to  the  day  I  left 
camp,  were  extremely  small.  The  men  wre  still  in  bitter  want  of  tents,  clothes,  blankets, 
cooking  utensils,  and  even  axes.  Nor  were  there  picks  and  spades  enough  for  the  most 
common  and  necessary  purposes.  This  state  of  things,  so  disorganizing  and  hurtful  to  the 
service,  must  remain  and  become  worse,  unless  the  quartermasters  are  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  commanding  general. 

I  have,  as  stated  to  tho  committee,  prepanul  such  amendments  to  tho  law  as  are  essential 
to  give  it  efficiency,  and  which  are  very  neccssaiy,  whether  tho  force  is  maintained  by  the 
commouwoaltb,  or  shall  bo  transferred  to  the  Confederacy. 
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The  organization  is  at  present,  under  the  act,  unlike  any  other  whatever  in  any  service, 
and  is  indeed  impossible  of  execution  according  to  the  strict  letter  of  the  statute.  Tha 
amendments  are  few  and  simple,  but  essential  to  give  efficiency  to  the  command. 

With  a  hope  that  I  have  in  some  sort  met  the  request  of  the  committee  in  furnishing  these 
views,  although  from  the  necessary  hurry  in  which  it  has  been  done,  I  know  they  are  im- 
perfect,

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Delegates :  |^^^^ 

In  response  to  your  resohition,  adopted  23d  instant,  I  have  the  honor  to  statp 
that  it  would  not  be  proper,  in  my  judgment,  nor  in  accordauc(^  with  well  established  rules 
in  such  cases,  to  publish  the  communication  addressed  by  me  to  President  Lincoln,  until  he 
has  had  an  opportunity  to  reply  to  it.  A  flag  of  truce  boat  is  expected  this  week ;  and  if  a 
reply  is  not  received  then,  I  will  assume  that  a  reply  is  not  intended  to  be  given,  and  will 
with  pleasure  furnish  a  copy  of  my  communication  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly. 

Richard  Thomas  Zarvona  was  nominated  a  colonel  in  the  volunteer  service  of  Virginia 
July  I,  1861 ;  and  the  nomination  having  been  unanimously  confirmed  by  the  state  con- 
vention then  in  session,  he  was  on  the  same  day  commissioned,  and  immediately  placed  on 
detached  service.  At  the  time  of  his  capture  he  was  acting  under  orders  from  me,  and  was 
employed  on  s(^crct  service,  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  object  regarded  as  of  the  firsj  im- 
portance to  the  interests  of  the  state  and  the  Confederacy. 

Captain  Duskcy  and  Lieutenant  Vamer  organized  a  company  in  Jackson  and  the  adja- 
cent counties,  in  response  to  my  proclamation  to  the  people  of  northwestern  Virginia,  dated 
June  14,  1861.  The  company  thus  formed  took  military  possession  of  Ripley  in  Jackson 
county,  and  after  holding  it  for  some  time,  these  oflBcers  subsequently  fell  into  the  enemy's 
hande,  were  taken  to  the  city  of  Wheeling,  indicted  for  robbing  the  mail,  tried,  convicted 
and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary  located  in  the  district  of  Columbia.  The 
facts  of  these  cases  are  fully  set  forth  in  the  correspondence  between  the  .secretary  of  war 
and  myself,  which  was  called  for  by  the  senate  last  year,  and  published.  To  that  document 
I  beg  leave  to  refer  for«ll  the  facts.

Penitentiary  of  Virginia, 

lUchmond  Cittf,  Jan.  23,  ]863. 

Sir: 

The  hoard  of  directors  of  the  penitentiary  respectfully  represent,  that  upon 
a  final  settlement  with  the  late  agent  of  the  penitentiary,  Ave  found  him  in  arrears  to  the 
institution  sixteen  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-three  dollars — a  part  of  which  has  since 
been  paid  into  the  public  treasiuy. 

That  on  the  2d  January  1863,  over  eleven  thousand  dollars  remained  unpaid  of  debts 
contracted  by  the  late  general  agent,  R.  31.  Nimmo,  Esquire,  for  raw  materials  purchased 
on  credit  by  him,  and  delivered  and  used  before  the  said  2d  day  of  January  1863;  which 
debts  were  contracted  by  him  as  the  agent  of  the  state,  making  the  state  thereby  liable  for 
their  payment. 

The  operations  of  the  penitentiary  iiave  been  very  much  crippled  by  the  loss  of  the  use 
of  so  much  of  its  capital  retained  in  the  hands  of  the  said  agent.  The  officers  of  the  said 
institution  cannot  provide  for  the  liquidation  of  these  debts,  and  carry  on  the  manufacturing 
operations  of  the  penitentiary. 

We  therefore  respectfully  request  you  to  bring  the  subject  before  the  general  assembly, 
asking  them  to  make  an  appropriation  out  of  the  public  treasury  to  pay  off  those  liabili- 
ties— which  appropriation  will  be  reimbursed  whenever  the  money  can  be  recovered  of  the 
said  agent  or  his  securities.  This  we  think  would  bo  proper  and  just,  as  we  now  have  a 
new  administration  just  entering  upon  its  duties,  which  should  not  be  held  liable  or  respon- 
sible for  the  debts  bequeathed  to  them  by  their  predecessor.  * 

All  the  supplies  for  the  penitentiary  are  now  Itought  for  cash,  and  the  manufactured  arti- 
cles in  return  are  readily  sold  for  cash.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  is  the  determination 
of  the  officers  controlling  the  institution,  that  no  debts  hereafter  shall  be  contracted  for 
which  the  penitentiary  or  state  shall  bo  liable  during  their  administration  of  its  internal 
affairs. 

We  would  further  suggest  the  propriety  of  selling  the  two  acre  lot  of  land  owned  by  the 
state  not  far  distant  from  the  penitentiary,  upon  which  there  is  a  spring.  The  sjiring  should 
be  reserved,  and  is  all  that  is  wanted  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  penitentiary.  The 
spring  is  near  one  comer  of  the  lot,  so  that  its  reservation  will  not  affect  the  sale  of  the 
balance.  If  sold,  it  would,  in  our  opinion,  bring  funds  sufficient  to  pay  off  all  the  indebt- 
edness of  the  institution,  and  leave;  a  handsome  balance,  sufficient  to  buy  raw  material 
enough  to  put  the  establishment  in  full  and  effective  operation,  thereby  superseding  the  ne- 
c^flsity  of  an  appropriation  from  the  public  treasury. 
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At  a  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  penitentiary,  held  at  the  penitentiary  pur- 
suant to  adjournment,  on  Friday  the  23d  day  of  January  1863,  at  4  o'clock  P.  M.,  it  was 
unanimously  resolved,  that  the  foregoing  letter  be  sent  to  the  governor,  with  a  request  that 
he  transmit  it  to  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia.

REPORT. 


Tho  cominiftee  for  courts  of  justice  havo  had  under  consideration  tho  j^overnor's  commu- 
nication of  tho  2Ctli  instant,  recommending  an  amendment  of  the  act  of  the  "d  of  October 
1862,  entitled  an  act  to  further  provide  for  the  public  defence,  so  as  to  exempt  from  the  ope- 
ration of  that  act  all  slaves  employed  in  mining  and  manufacturing  certain  articles  of  neces- 
sity, set  forth  in  the  message,  and  also  all  slaves  employed  under  contracts  with  the  state, 
and  by  rail  road  and  other  transportation  companies,  and  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report : 

Your  committee  had  not  overlooked  this  subject  in  framing  and  amending  tho  act  referred 
to,  but  it  seemed  to  them  that  tho  desired  end  could  be  as  easily  and  far  more  properly  and 
justly  attained  by  the  confederate  authoiitics,  after  such  slaves  may  have  been  regularly 
drafted  and  credited  to  their  respective  counties,  by  detailing  them  to  perform  tho  labor 
from  which  they  may  have  been  taken. 

Your  committee  are  by  no  means  disposed  to  underrate  the  importance  of  the  various 
interests  referred  to  in  the  governor's  message.  They  are  all  rendering  valuabh;  public  ser- 
vice ;  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  they  are  at  the  same  time  realizing  exorbitant  private 
gains;  and  to  make  the  exemptions  suggested  would  result  in  an  additional  bounty  to  them, 
at  the  expense  of  the  least  favored  and  least  prosperous,  but  at  this  time  by  far  the  most 
important  interest  in  the  state — the  agricultural  interest.  Tho  farmer,  although  the  fact 
seems  to  be  overlooked,  is  also  in  the  public  service.  He  is  engaged  in  the  all  important 
work  of  providing  for  the  public  the  staif  of  Hie;  and  it  is  manifest  that  the  deficiency  of 
labor  to  be  caused  by  the  exemptions  suggested,  would  necessarily  fall  on  him.  This,  at  a 
time  like  the  present,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  be  neither  safe  nor  just. 

Should  the  confederate  authorities  be  unwilling  to  make  the  detail  suggested,  then  tho 
owners  of  the  slaves  drafted  n:ust  send  ihem  to  the  public  works,  or  hire  other  slaves  to 
take  their  places.  The  very  large  profits  realized  by  these  interests  would  justify  the  em- 
ployment of  substitutes  at  almost  anj-  price,  but  it  seems  to  your  committee  that  there  would 
be  neither  justice  nor  propriety  in  compelling  the  farmers,  out  of  profits  comparatively 
small,  to  furnish  substitutes  for  companies  and  individuals  far  more  prosperous  than  them- 
selves. Such  would  bo  the  effect  of- the  exemptions  recommended.  Your  committee  there- 
fore advise  against  them,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following  additional  amend- 
ment to  the  act  of  October  3d,  I8G2. 

"It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Confederate  States,  whenever  in  their 
opinion  the  public  interest  may  require  it,  to  detail,  for  labor  in  the  business  and  at  the  place 
from  which  they  may  have  been  taken,  any  slaves  drafted  und<r  the  provisions  of  the  act 
of  the  3d  of  October  18G2,  or  who  may  be  dralted  under  the  provisions  of  this  act;  but  in 
no  case  shall  the  deficiency  in  labor  on  the  public  works,  caused  by  such  detail,  be  supplied 
bj  a  new  draft  on  tho  other  slaveholders  of  tho  county  in  which  the  detail  may  be  made."

LETTER. 


Executive  Department, 

Richmond,  January  2,  1863. 
Sm: 

On  the  17th  of  April  1861  the  convention  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
rcprescntinj^  the  sovoroiguty  of  the  state,  passed  "  an  ordinance  to  repeal  the  ratification  of 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America  by  the  state  of  Virginia,  and  to  resume 
all  the  rights  and  powers  granted  under  said  constitution."  In  this  ordinance  it  is  declared, 
"  that  the  union  between  the  state  of  Virginia  and  the  other  states,  under  the  constitution 
aforesaid,  is  hereby  dissolved,  and  that  the  state  of  Virginia  is  in  the  full  possession  and 
exercise  of  all  the"  rights  of  sovereignty  which  belong  and  appertain  to  a  free  and  indepen- 
dent state."  This  action  of  the  convention  was  subsequently  ratified  bj'  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  state,  and  the  commonwealth  wafe  thereafter  al).«olutely  sepsi- 
rated  from  the  government  of  the  United  States,  and  became  to  that  govermiient  an  inde- 
pendent and  foreign  power.  The  state  subsequently  by  its  solenm  acts  became  a  member 
of  the  Confederate  States  of  America.  Against  this  Confederacy  the  government  of  the 
United  States  declared  war,  by  levying  troops  to  conquer  and  reduce  them  to  subjection, 
and  has  been  since  waging  with  unabating  tury  this  unnatural  war.  The  sovereign  states 
of  this  Confederacy,  in  pursuance  of  conventions  between  themselves  and  the  government 
of  the  Confederacy,  bound  themselves  to  make  common  cause  in  this  contest,  and  have 
since  prosecuted  the  war  with  all  the  vigor  in  their  power,  and  by  the  help  of  God  will  con- 
tinue to  do  so  until  th(;ir  ind<'pendence  is  unconditionally  recognized,  and  their  ancii^nt 
boundaries  fully  and  incontestably  estabUshed. 

In  the  prosecution  of  this  purpose.  Col.  Richard  Thomas  Zarvona,  an  oflfioj-r,  with  others 
under  his  command,  with  the  aTilhority  and  by  express  orders  from  tlie  executive  of  this 
state,  planned  and  executed  an  expedition,  by  which  the  steamer  St.  Nicholaf,  and  other 
vessels  belonging  to  the  marine  of  the  United  States,  were  captured  and  brought  as  prizes 
into  the  waters  of  this  state.  In  a  subsequent  expedition,  tnidertakcn  under  the  ^ame 
authority,  and  while  bearing  on  his  person  a  conmiission  from  the  governor  of  this  state 
appointing  him  "a  colonel  of  volunteers,  and  with  orders  of  a  warlike  character,  he  was 
arrested  by  the  police  on  board  the  steamer  Mary  Washington,  on  her  trip  to  Baltimore,  and 
carried  a  prisoner  to  fort  McHenry.  From  thence  he  has  been  removed  and  is  now  confined 
at  fort  Lafayette  as  a  felon  in  a  dimgeou,  aTld  subjected  to  the  great<'st  inhumanity. 

That  he  was  under  these  circumstances  rightfully  a  prisoner  of  war,  is  not  denied,  and 
that  he  might  be  held  as  such  until  exchanged  under  sdme  cartel  for  the  purpose,  I  do  not 
controvert.  He  had  been  known  to  be  in  hostility  to  the  govemmenl  of  the  United  States, 
and  was  liable  therefore  to  be  captured  wherever  found.  Hut  he  was  not  in  any  nvnuc  to 
be  regarded  as  a  felon,  holding  as  he  did  the  military  commission  of  the  state  of  Virginia, 
and"  in  the  execution  of  her  military  and  naval  orders. 

If  he  was  regarded  in  any  other  light  than  as  a  colonel  in  the  service  of  the  state,  then 
was  he,  in  the  language  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  entitled  "  to  a  speedy  and 
.1  public  trial  bv  nu  impartial  jury  of  the  state  and  district  wherein  the  crime  [shall  have] 
had  been  conunitted,  which  di.strict  [shall]  siiould  have  been  previously  ascertained  bj'  la^ 
and  to* be  informed  of  the  nature  and  cause  of  thi;  accusation;  to  be  confronted  with  the 
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witnesses  agfiinst  him ;  to  have  compulsorj'  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor, 
and  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defence."  • 

Notwithstanding  this  express  clause,  he  has  now  been  confined  for  eighteen  months,  and 
not  one  of  the  provisions  contained  in  it  has  been  attempted  to  be  complied  with. 

The  only  cause  that  I  liavo  seen  assigned  for  his  incarceration  was  announced  in  a  paper 
printed  in  the  citA'  of  Baltimore  on  the  Dtli  of  July  1861,  immediately  afler  his  arrest,  in 
which  it  is  stated,  "  tliat  Mr.  Richard  Thomas  and  five  or  six  other  persons  vv'cre  arrested  on 
board  the  steamer  Mary  Washington,  as  she  was  coming  up  the  bay  yesterday.  The 
cliarge  against  thnm  we  believe  to  be  th;it  tliey  were  concerned  in  the  seizure  of  the  St. 
Nicholas  a  few  days  since.  The  party  ^vere  coming  up  to  the  city  as  passengers,  when  they 
were  pointed  out  by  two  spies  on  board  tlie  boat,  and  as  she  reached  the  wh,arf  at  fort 
McHeury,  the  boat  rounded  to,  and  they  were  delivered  up  to  the  officer  in  command."  If 
his  offence  was  the  seizure  nf  tlu>  St  Nicholas,  that  seizure  \v,iis  accomplished  by  a  justifia- 
ble stratagem  by  naval  and  luilitary  officers  of  this  state,  in  company  with  Col.  Zarvona, 
and  with  a  design  to  carry  out  a  bolder  and  more  daring  military  and  naval  enterprise,  the 
success  of  which  woukl  liave  beenbej'ond  doubt,  if  Virginia's  action  had  not  been  thwarted 
bv  circumstances  beymd  lier  control.  When  the  St.  Nicholas  was  taken.  Col.  Zarvona 
was  an  officer  appointed  by  and  in  the  service  of  Virginia,  and  was  hi  JIu<rrantc  hello,  engaged 
in  a  hostile  act,  and  entitled  to  be  considered,  if  taken,  as  a  prisoner  of  Avar,  and  if  taken 
afterwards  for  the  oflfejice  then  couniiitted,  he  could  only  be  so  considered  and  so  treated. 

Under  the  cartel  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners,  entered  into  between  the  governments  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Confederate  States,  all  prisoners  of  war  were  to  be  exchanged 
n'lou  certain  a"-re(!d  terms.  Why  Col.  Zarvona  has  not  been  exchanged  under  this  agree- 
ment, it  is  for  the  government  of  the  United  Stat(»s  to  explain.  Why  he  has  been  subjected 
to  inuiiruities  that  no  other  pri.-ioners  have  been  comiielled  to  undergo,  is  not  for  me  to  cou- 
si(\'r.  It  is  sufiicient  for  tlie  executive  of  this  state  to  be  apprised  of  tlie  fact,  to  induce 
him,  ibr  the  sake  nf  humanity  and  for  the  sake  of  the  usages  of  civilized  nations  to  ask  that 
such  severity  should  not  be  practiced  upon  an  officer  in  the  service  of  this  state,  for  his 
obedience  to  orders  emanating  from  her  authority. 

It  is  proper,  under  all  the  circumstances  of  tliis  case,  that  I  should  inform  you  distinctly 
of  the  course  I  have  taken  and  the  policy  I  intend  to  pursue. 

Independent  of  the  forces  which  have  been  contrilmted  by  this  state  to  the  armies  of  the 
Confederate  Stai'-.^,  Virginia  has  a  force  of  her  own  operating  under  the  connnand  of  Major 
General  John  B.  Floyd,  by  whom  there  have  been  captured  two  hundred  and  one  prisoners, 
most  of  wboia  have  been  brought  to  the  city  of  Eichmond  for  safe  custody. 

F^oni  these  prisoners  I  have  taken  two  of  the  officers  belonging  to  the  4th  regiment  of 
troops  under  the  usurped  goverament  of  Virginia,  to  wit,  Captain  TJjonias  Dannon  and 
Lieutenant  Wilson  Damron,  and  have  ordered  them  to  be  imprisoned  in  the  penitentiary  of 
this  state,  and  to  be  kept  in  solitary  confinement ;  and  I  have  further  ordered  that  the 
following  privates,"  to  wit,  John  W.  Howe,  Isaac  Goble  and  David  V.  Auxier,  who  belonged 
to  the  39th  Kentucky  regiment ;  and  Samuel  Pack,  also  from  Kentucky,  and  Wra.  S.  Dills 
from  Ohio,  each  of  the  5th  Virginia  regiment,  under  the  usurped  government,  to  be  also 
kept  in  the  penitentiary,  in  solitary  confinement ;  all  of  them  there  to  remain  until  Colonfel 
Zarvona  is  properly  exchanged  under  suitable  agreement,  or  discharged,  and  permitted  to 
retm^n  to  this  city. 

In  addition  to  this  case  of  unusual  and  severe  treatment  of  a  prisoner  of  war,  another 
and  equally  glaring  instance  has  been  brought  to  my  notice — a  case  equally  appealing  to 
my  sense  of  justice,  and  calling  loudly  for  redress. 

.Under  a  proclamation  from  the  executive  of  this  state,  calling  upon  the  citizens  of  north- 
western Virginia  to  organize  themselves  into  companies,  to  repel  the  invasion  of  this  state 
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by  her  enemies,  Captain  Daniel  Duskey  and  Lieutenant  Jacob  Vanncr,  two  patriotic,  offi- 
cers, one  a  citizen  of  Calhoun  county  and  tbc  other  a  citizen  of  Jackson  county  in  this 
state,  orp^anized  a  small  force,  and  took  military  possession  of  the  town  of  Ripley  in  the 
county  of  Jackson,  and  held  it  iii  opposition  to  the  federal  authority  and  to  the  usurped 
government  in  Virginia.  While  so  in  possession  of  this  town,  they  took  military  posses- 
sion of  the  mails,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  military  purposes  of  the  enemy,  as 
they  had  a  right  to  do  by  the  rules  of  warfare  all  over  the  world.  Some  time  afterwards 
they  were  overpowered  by  a  much  larger  force  and  required  to  surrender,  whicli  tlj^y  refused 
to  do  until  their  captors,  who  were  soldiers  of  the  United  States,  agreed  that  they  should 
be  treated  as  prisoners  of  war.  After  this  agrei;meut  was  made,  they  and  the  force  under 
them  surrendered,  and  immediately  thereafter,  in  violation  of  the  express  stipulation  to  the 
contrary,  they  were  taken  to  the  city  of  Wheeling,  confined  in  jail  there,  indicted,  tried  and 
convicted,  and  sentenced  to  the  penitentiary  for  a  term  of  four  years,  upon  the  charge  of 
robbing  the  mail ;  and  they  arc  now,  and  liavci  betn  ever  since  confined  in  ttic  penitentiary 
at  the  city  of  Washington,  treated  as  couunon  felons.  Both  he  and  his  coni[)anion  .Jacob 
Vanner  are  citizens  of  high  character  and  patriotisuj,  honorable,  and  heretofore  honored  by 
public  positions  in  their  counties. 

For  such  violations  of  the  plainest  dictates  of  justice  and  propriety,  and  against  ail  tho 
usages  of  war,  some  remedy  nnist  be  found. 

I  have  determined,  therefore,  to  put  in  execution  the  principle  of  retaliation ;  and  I  h;ivc 
ordered  two  of  the  prisoners  captured  by  General  Floyd,  to  wit.  Captain  William  Gramm  of 
Philadelphia,  and  Lieutenant  Isaac  A.  Wade  of  Putnam  county,  8th  Virginia  regiment 
ander  the  usurped  government  of  Virginia,  belonging  to  the  arniy  of  the  United  States,  to 
be  also  imprisoned  in  the  i)enitontiary  of  this  state,  and  to  be  kejit  safely  there  at  haid  labor 
until  Captain  Duskcy  and  Lieuteiuint  Vanner  are  either  exchanged,  under  some  suitable 
agreement  to  be  entered  into  between  the  government  of  the  United  States  and  the  state  of 
Virginia,  or  until  they  are  unconditionally  discharged. 

And  I  deem  it  a  duty  I  owe  to  the  cause  of  humanity  and  civilization,  to  hold  the  residue 
of  the  prisoners  I  have  now  in  custody,  as  well  as  all  who  mny  hereafter  come  into  the  ])i)s- 
session  of  this  state,  as  hostages  for  the  good  treatment  of  unofTending  citizens  of  Virginia, 
who  have  been  incarcerated  for  no  other  cawse  than  being  loyal  to  their  own  state  and  the 
government  of  their  choice — a  government  which  has  in  a  thousand  instances  been  re- 
cognized and  acknowledged  by  the  government  of  the  United  States  as  one  of  tlie  sove- 
reign and  independent  states  of  the  former  Union,  and  which  tliey  are  now  waging  a  hope- 
less war  to  re^jtorc  to  its  position. 

Believing,  however,  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  government  of  the  Uilited  States;  bet- 
ter for  the  Confederate  States ;  better  for  the  individual  states ;  better  for  the  citizens ;  better 
for  the  cause  of  humanity  and  of  civilization,  that  these  departures  from  the  rules  of  modern 
warfare  should  no  longer  be  permitted  to  exist,  I  respectfullj'  ask  (hat  some  arrangeim  nt 
should  be  made  for  the  proper  exchange  of  the  prisoners  named,  and  some  agreement  be  en- 
tered into  for  the  exchange  of  all  state  prisoners  hereafter.  If  no  such  agreement  be  made, 
and  the  course  hitherto  pursued  be  continued,  I  shall  without  hesilalion,  so  long  as  the 
honor  of  Virginia  and  the  safety  and  welfare  of  her  citizens  arc  entrusted  to  me  as  her  cliief 
magistrate,  unflinchingly  retaliate,  to  tho  utmost  of  my  ability  and  power,  for  any  impro- 
per, unusual  or  harsh  treatment  practiced  upon  offic<;rs,  soldiers  nr  citizens  of  Virginia. 
The  sin  of  it,s  commencement  shall  rest  upon  the  government  of  the  United  States.  The 
virtue  of  its  continuance  shall  be  proudly  upheld  by  the  authorities  of  this  commonwcaltb.

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TESTIMONY. 


THE  TESTIMONY  OF  ALFRED  T.  HARRIS, 

President  of  the  Manchester  cotton  and  wool  manufacturing  company,  before  the 
committee  on  extortion,  H.  L.  Hopkins,  chairman — January  26,  1863. 

Mr.  Harris  stated  that  his  company  declared  no  dividend  in  1860,  in  consequence  of  losses 
previously  sustained,  and  thepurchase  of  machinery  for  the  manufacture  of  woolen  goods. 
In  1861  dividends,  amounting  to  twenty-three  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock,  were  declared, 
and  in  1862  the  dividends  amounted  to  ono  hundred  and  twenty  per  cent.,  leaving  a  surplus, 
after  the  payment  of  those  dividends,  of  $15,649  65  in  1861,  and  of  $  51*741  85  in  1862, 
a  very  large  portion  of  which  is  designed  for  the  purchase  of  new  machinery  to  supply  the 
place  of  such  as  is  now,  and  soon  will  become  unfit  for  use,  much  of  that  now  in  u.st;  being 
in  bad  condition,  it  having  been  impracticabk;,  sinco  the  commencement  of  the  war,  either 
to  make  repairs  of  the  old  to  any  considerable  extent,  or  to  procure  new  machinery. 

The  company  loaned  on  call,  a  few  weeks  ago,  to  the  confederate  government,  thirty 
thousand  dollars,  for  which  it  intends  to  apply  as  soon  as  new  machinery  can  be  procured. 
No  other  loan  of  its  funds  has  been  made. 

During  the  year  1859  and  the  early  part  of  1860,  the  stock  of  the  company  was  sold  as 
low  as  thirty  and  thirty -two  dollars  per  share  of  $100.  The  last  sale,  which  was  made 
several  months  ago,  was  at  about  $111  per  share,  but  it  would  noAv  bring  a  much  higher 
price. 

The  prices  at  which  colored  hands  have  been  hired  by  the  company  for  the  present  year, 
are  about  double  the  rates  of  last  year;  and  such  has  been  the  advance  in  prices  of  food, 
clothing  and  fuel,  that  their  labor  will  probably  cost  at  least  150  per  cent,  more  than  was 
paid  for  similar  labor  last  j'car.  The  prices  now  paid  for  white  labor  are  fully  150  to  175 
per  cent,  above  the  rates  paid  a  year  ago,  with  every  prospect  of  a  further  advance. 

The  present  price  of  cotton  in  Petersburg,  where  supplies  are  obtained,  is  22  to  24  cents 
per  pound.  Wool  has  been  selling  at  $2  25  to  .$2^50  per  pound,  but  by  souk;  it  is  now 
held  at  much  higher  prices. 

From  the  1st  January  I860  until  the  early  part  of  1861,  the  price  obtained  for  such  ozna 
burgs  as  the  company  has  since  been  making,  was  uniformly  about  8^  cents  per  yard,  and 
on  the  1st  June  1861  it  was  ten  cents.  Woolen  cloth,  suitable  for  negro  clothing,  the  man\i- 
facture  of  which  was  commenced  the  latter  part  of  1860,  ranged  from  45  cents  per  yard  on 
the  1st  January,  to  55  cents  on  the  1st  JuBo  1861.  ITrom  about  the  latter  date,  nearly  all 
the  goods  made  by  the  company  have  been  sold  to  the  government,  and  at  prices  greatly 
below  their  cunent  market  value.  The  prices  obtained  for  oznaburgs  in  1862  were,  on  the 
1st  Januarj-,  17  cents;  1st  June,  20  to  22  cents;  1st  November,  33  cents,  and  the  1st  De- 
cember, 40  cents  per  yard.     Whilst  the  government  was  paying  33  cents  for  them,  a  few 
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bales  were  sold  at  auction,  in  order  to  test  their  market  vahie,  and  brought  66  cents  per 
yard.  Since  that  time  small  quantities  have  been  occasionally  sold  to  individuals  at  55  to 
60  cents.  Foi*  heavy  tent  cloth,  made  for  the  government,  the  price  receive  on  the  1st 
June  1861  was  17  cents  per  yard;  on  the  1st  January  and  1st  June  1862,  22  cents;  on  the 
1st  November,  35  cents,  and  the  1st  December,  45  cents.  For  woolen  cloth,  suitable  for 
soldiers'  clothing,  the  government  paid  in  1862,  from  the  1st  January  to  the  1st  June,  $1  75 
per  yard  ;  on  the  1st  November,  $  3,  and  on  the  1st  December,  $  3  50.  Only  a  small  por- 
tion of  the  cloth  of  this  description,  made  at  the  factory,  has  been  sold  to  individuals,  and 
that  generally  at  an  advance  of  50  to  75  cents  per  yard  on  the  prices  paid  by  the  govern- 
ment, though  a  large  quantity  could  have  been  sold  at  much  higher  prices.  Its  weight  is 
probably  about  three-fourths  of  a  pound  to  the  yard.  The  sales  to  the  government  have  all 
been  voluntaiily  made  by  the  company. 

Having  furnished  all  the  information  requested  by  the  committee,  it  may  not  be  amiss 
to  add : 

Jst.  That  large  as  jvere  the  profits  of  the  company  last  year,  they  would  have  been  much 
larger  h;id  all  the  product  of  the  factorj-  been  sold  at  the  current  market  rates,  and  would 
probably  have  exceeded  200  per  cent,  on  the  capital  stock. 

2d.  In  realizing  these  large  profits,  liowever,  the  machinery  has  been  so  much  worn  that 
the  general  agent  of  the  company  is  of  opinion  it  would  require  not  less  than  sixty  or 
seventy  thousand  dollars  to  restore  it  to  its  condition  at  the  time  the  war  commenced,  even 
if  repairs  e.ould  bo  made,  and  new  macliinery  procured  at  the  rates  then  current. 

3d.  If  we  now  had  facilities  in  the  Confederacy  for  erecting  cotton  and  woolen  factories, 
their  cost,  at  the  present  prices  of  labor  and  materials,  could  not  be  less  than  five  or  six  times 
the  cost  of  factories  built  before  the  war :  and  if  the  dividends  of  our  company  were  declared 
upon  such  an  amount  as  is  thus  indicated,  instead  of  upon  the  amount  of  capital  paid  in 
by  the  stockholders,  they  would  not  appear  very  unreasonable. 
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LETTER  OF  E.  B.  BENTLEY, 

Agent  of  the  James  river  manufacturing  company,  to  II.  L.  Hopkins,  chairman  of 
the  committee  on  extortion.

Richmond,  January  27,  1863. 
Sir: 

At  the  close  of  my  examination  before  the  committee  this  morning,  yon  di- 
rected me  to  prepare  a  written  statement  of  tlie  matters  I  had  stated  orally  before  you ;  smd 
yon  also  lianded  to  me  a  series  of  written  enquiries,  to  which  you  required  that  answers 
should  be  returned. 

1  had  explained  to  the  conunittee,  that  immediately  after  the  commencement  of  the  war, 
in  May  18151,  our  mill  had  been  "almost  exclusively  employed  upon  work  for  the  goveru- 
raent,  and  chiefly  in  the  manufacture  of  an  article  not  known  before,  among  its  produc- 
tions. This  is  tent  cloth,  of  which  no  comparative  scale  of  prices  can  bo  exhibited.  The 
only  article  which  I  continued  to  make  (and  not  in  large  quantities),  is  No.  2  oznaburgs, 
the  prices  of  which  have  ruled  as'  follows,  at  the  several  dates  mentioned  in  your  list  of 
questions  above  referred  to :  ' 

No.  2  oznaburgs,  1st  Janna^-y  1860,  8^  cents;  1st  June  I860,  8^  cents;  1st  January  1861, 
8i  cents;  1st  Juno  1861,  10^  cents;  1st  January  1862,  17  cents;  1st  .Tune  1862,  23  cents. 
Since  the  1st  June  1862  up  to  1st  January  1863,  this  article  has  been  cut  up  and  made  into 
bags  for  the  government,  at  rates  advancing  from  23  cents  per  yard  to  28  cents.  Since  the 
1st  of  January  1863  our  goods  have  been  delivered  tfl  the  government,  without  any  price 
for  the  same  being  yet  affixed,  having  accepted  the  temis  set  forth  in  the  law  of  congress, 
No.  53,  jiassed  on  the  11th  October,  restricting  profits  to  75  per  cent,  on  their  cost,  ^t  the 
end  of  ("ach  quarter,  or  thereaboiits,  I  propose  to  baud  in  my  bills  for  payment,  at  which 
time  the  proper  estimate  of  cost  can  be  ascertained.  It  is  impossible  to  do  so  at  each  de- 
livery of  the  goods,  from  the  fact  that  the  wages  paid  for  lalior,  as  well  as  the  value  of  every 
article  to  be  purchased,  advances  from  day  to  day,  rendering  it  only  practicable  to  arrive  at 
a  correct  estimate  of  cost,  by  including  several  months  in  the  calculation,  and  averaging 
the  same. 

The  tent  cloth  was  taken  by  the  government,  beginning  in  May  1861,  at  12^  cents  per 
yard,  and  advancing  to  17  cents  per  yard  up  to  March  1862.  At  this  time  a  number  of  em- 
ployees in  the  factory  entered  the  army,  and  on  my  representing  to  the  quartermaster  gene- 
ral, through  one  of  his  subordinates  (Major  McClelland),  that  the  looms  would  be  stopped 
(for  these  men  were  iudispeusable  to  the  prej)arulion  for  the  beams  for  weaving),  and  the 
mill  be  changed  into  one  producing  cotton  yarns  only,  a  detail  of  these  was  ordered.  I  flien 
left  it  with  Major  McClelland  to  name  his  own  price  for  these  goods,  and  their  value  was 
fixed  at  the  standard  of  40  cents  per  lb.  or  20  cents  per  yard.  On  the  1st  July  1862  the  rate 
was  advanced  to  55  cents  per  lb.  or  27.\  cents  per  jard;  and  on  tlie  1st  of  September  1862 
another  advance  to  70  cents  per  lb.  or  35  cents  per  yard  ;  and  this  continued  to  the  end  of 
the  last  year,  at  which  time  the  new  arrangem<'nt,  above  referred  to,  ^vas  entered  into. 

I  may  hen-  remark,  tli.at  during  the  whole  of  the  last  year  the  government  never  paid  me 
a  price  within  25  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  goods  delivered  them,  in  the  open  market, 
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and  for  many  months  towards  its  close,  the  amount  received  was  abotit  one-half  their  worth 
in  the  market. 

Your  next  enquiries  relate  to  the  dividends  paid  to  the  stockholders  of  this  company — to 
which  I  answer  as  follows : 

The  mill  was  built  in  J  848,  and  commenced  operations  in  February  1849.  During  the 
first  year  (1849)  the  dividends  amounted  to  7^  per  cent.;  in  1850, nothing;  in  1851, nothing; 
in  1852,  to  8  per  cent. ;  in  1853,  to  15  per  cent. ;  in  1854,  to  9  per  cent. ;  in  1855,  nothing; 
in  1850,  to  3  per  cent.;  in  1857,  to  3  per  cent.;  in  1858,  nothing;  in  18.59,  nothing;  in  1860, 
to  3^  per  cent. ;  in  1861,  to  33  per  cent. ;  in  1862,  to  140  per  cent.  Until  1862  the  question 
of  dividends  was  acted  on  twice  in  each  year;  in  1802,  four  times. 

And  here  I  will  stafe,  that  in  June  I860  a  new  organization  of  the  company  was  made. 
The  establishment  having  been  so  unprofitable,  the  owners  determined  to  connect  with  it 
the  manipulation  of  guano  and  other  fertilizers ;  and  new  parties  were  invited  to  unite  in 
the  enterprise.  As  an  inducement  to  do  so,  the  old  company  offered  to  put  in  their  property 
(which  cost,  at  a  time  when  materials  and  labor  were  at  the  lowest  point  known  to  the 
writer,  about  $100,000)  at  the  rate  of  $50,000 — the  new  subscribers  to  take  an  equal 
amount,  to  be  paid  in  cash,  as  the  floating  capital. 

It  will  therefore  be  noted,  that  the  dividends  of  I860,  1861  and  1862  were  declared  upon 
an  amount,  just  one-half  of  the  actual  cost  of  the  property ;  and,  as  far  as  the  original 
stockholders  arc  concerned,  they  received  just  one-half  per  centum  of  the  dividends  de- 
clared in  the  three  last  named  years,  upon  their  original  investment. 

The  large  profits  of  1802  were  also,  in  part,  owing  to  the  ftict  that  a  nine  months'  .supply 
of  cotton  was  laid  in  early  in  the  year,  at  very  low  prices,  and  held  hero  under  great  risk 
during  the  invasion  of  last  spring  and  summer ;  for  it  is  well  known,  that  had  the  confede- 
rate army  evacuated  Richmond,  or  the  enemy  have  obtained  possefssion  of  it,  the  whole  of 
this  valuable  stock  of  cotton  would  have  been  con.>5igned  to  the  flames. 

To  vour  last  enquiry,  "  what  surplus  of  funds  have  been  reserved  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors, and  for  what  puii)Ose?"  I  reply,  tliat  no  such  surplus  has  been  retained,  but  the  whole 
profits  have  been  distributed  in  dividends. 

I  state,  in  conclusion,  that  no  sales  of  thcr  stock  of  this  company  occurred  fiom  the  com- 
mencement (in  1848)  until  July  1861  (being  for  most  of  the  intermediate  time  totally  un- 
saleable), when  five  shares  were  sold  at  the  par  value  of  1800.  The  next  sale  was  in  April 
1862,  of  22  shares  at  $125:  and  on  the  11th  December  1862  there  was  a  sale  of  27  shares  at 
$250.  Since  the  dividend  of  50  per  cent,  on  the  31st  December  has  been  paid,  other  sales 
have  been  made  at  about  $  200,  and  I  consider  this  to  be  its  market  value  at  this  time. 

Hoping  that  this  communication  has  fully  met  the  scope  of  your  enquiries,  and  being 
prepared  and  most  willing  to  respond  to  all  other  questions  you  may  deem  it  your  duty  to 
make,  I  remain,

I  have  made  a  critical  calculation  of  the  interests  held  in  this  company,  by  the  original 
proprietors,  giving  the  account  credit  for  all  dividends,  and  charging  interest  on  the  same ; 
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and  also  reducing  the  shares  (now  held)  to  one-half,  in  conformity  with  the  arrangement 
and  sale  of  the  property  made  in  1860.  The  result  is,  that  these  stockholders,  on  the  1st  of 
January  1863,  had  realized  a  gain  of  $  3  per  share  in  15  years,  counting  the  stock  at  par. 
These  remarks  do  not  apply  to  any  of  the  questions  propounded  by  you,  but  I  thought 
them  pertinent.

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MEMORIAL. 


To  THE  Legislature  of  Virginia: 

The  memorial  of  rail  road  companies  of  Virginia  respectfully  represents,  that 
the  increased  tax  imposed  on  the  transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  operates 
oppressively,  if  it  is  to  be  construed  as  applying  to  government  transportation. 

The  tax  is  not  objected  to  so  far  as  it  relates  to  private  passengers  and  freight;  but  the 
other  will  be  onerous,  because  our  law  requires,  in  time  of  war,  that  on  all  those  only  half 
rates  shall  be  charged  ;  and  at  this  time  the  confederate  government  is  paying  on  passengers 
less  than  half  rates,  that  is,  2  cents  per  mile,  while  private  individuals  are  paying  5  cents 
per  mile,  and  on  'some  roads  6  cents ;  which  charges  they  submit  to  without  a  murmur,  on 
account  of  the  well  known  increased  cost  of  transportation. 

Your  memorialists  ask  your  honorable  body  to  bear  in  mind  the  fact,  that  they  now  cany 
but  few  private  pas.scngers,  and  but  little  private  freight,  their  motive  power  being  almost 
entirely  monopolized  by  the  government,  at  reduced  rates. 

Your  memorialists  think  the  requirement  to  carry  passengers  and  freight  in  time  of  war 
at  half  price  (when  all  expenses  were  likely  to  be  so  enormously  increased,  as  experience 
has  proven  to  be  the  case)  was  designed  to  be  the  only  additional  burden  they  would  ba 
required  to  bear.  They  are  now  struggling  under  the  heavy  weight  of  reduced  compensa- 
tion and  increased  expenses.  If  they  arc  required  to  pay,  under  these  circumstances,  the 
full  tax  on  government  freight  and  passengers,  the  operation  of  the  two  laws — one  reducing 
pay  and  the  other  increasing  the  tax — will  be  practically  to  exact  from  them  an  undue  pro- 
portion of  the  public  burdens,  in  violation  of  the  principles  of  our  bill  of  rights  and  consti- 
tution, which  declare  that  all  taxes  shall  be  equal. 

■    They  therefore  respectfully  ask,  that  on  all  subjects,  the  transportation  of  which  ia  bylaw 
reduced  to  one-half,  only  one-half  the  existing  tax  shall  be  collected. 

Your  memorialists  desire  to  meet  an  objection  which  may  bo  urged,  under  the  belief  that 
they  have  made  an  extortionate  increase  of  charges  on  their  private  customers,  and  hav« 
realized  large  profits. 

That  thoy  have  not  abused  their  privilege  of  increasing  their  rates,  will  bo  scon  hy  thoir 
published  tariffs,  showing  only  an  addition  of  about  25  p.r  cent,  on  the  peace  standardj 
while  all  the  staple  productions  of  the  country  arc  bringing  in  the  markets  from  300  per  cent 
to  500  per  cent,  more  than  formerly. 

For  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  idea  that  the  rail  roads  aro  realizing  largo  substantial 
profits,  we  beg  to  insert  the  following  extracts  from  a  report  recently  adopted  by  a  convoix- 
tion  of  nearly  all  the  rail  road  companies  of  this  state,  viz: 

"  A  most  delusive  impression  has  been  created,  from  the  large  receipts  of  rail  road  compar 
nies,  that  they  have  made  large  profits ;  but  it  is  not  remembered  at  how  great  a  cost  this 
business  has  been  done,  and  the  many  expenses  which  are  necessarily  postponed  to  a  futuro 
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day.  The  rough  usage  of  the  soldiers  has  nearly  ruined  many  of  their  cars.  Some  havo 
been  utterly  destroyed  by  the  enemy — others,  by  our  own  military  authorities.  The  exi- 
gencies of  the  government  have  compelled  the  destructive  practice  of  running  locomotives 
when  they  ought  to  have  been  in  the  shops  for  repairs,  and  the  roadway  could  not  be  main- 
tained in  its  proper  condition,  from  the  want  of  opportunity  for  repairs,  and  the  difficulty  of 
procuring  labor  and  materials.  At  the  close  of  the  war  their  earnings  will  be  consumed  in 
restoring  tlicir  roads  to  the  condition  tlicy  were  in  when  it  commenced."  To  this  may  b© 
added  a  large  item  for  supplying  the  deficit  arising  from  worn  out  cars  and  locomotives. 

"Besides  the  reasons  above  stated,  the  surplus  remaining,  after  paying  the  year's  ex- 
penses, appears  greater  than  it  would  be,  from  the  fact  that  the  usual  stock  of  all  supplies 
on  hand  was  consumed  to  meet  current  demands,  without  replacing  them  as  usual ;  and 
from  that  cause,  the  enhancement  of  jjrices  has  not  been  felt  so  much  until  the  last  six 
months,  during  which  time  it  has  been  greater  than  during  the  whole  previous  existence 
of  the  war. 

"It  has  been  supposed  that  the  increase  of  business  has  compensated  for  the  reduction  of 
rates;  but  whilst  th(!  reduction  of  rates  has  been  brouglit  down  to  the  scale  of  the  greatest 
thoroughfares  in  the  world,  the  heavy  business  of  our  roads  has  not  been  steady  and 
continuing  as  on  such  roads,  but  only  for  short  periods,  and  accompanied  in  most  cases 
with  such'  exigent  necessity  as  forbade  any  consideration  of  expense.  When  bodies  of 
troops  were  moved,  the  trains  generally  passed  empty  one  way,  thus  practically  reducing 
the  rate  to  one  cent  per  mile,  as  an  equivalent  to  2  cents  for  travel  only  in  one  direction. 

"The  government  has  generally  monopolized  the  roads  to  such  an  extent  with  its  freight, 
that  the  transportation  of  freight  for  private  parties,  on  which  they  have  been  compelled  to 
make  a  large  increase  on  former  rates,  has  been  in  a  great  degree  excluded.  Under  all  these 
unfavorable  circumstances,  our  rail  road  companies  have  been  conducting  transjjortation  at 
reduced  rates,  while  their  prominent  subj(!cts  of  expense  have  increased  from  two  hundred 
to  twelve  hundred  per  cent.,  as  will  appear  by  tjic  follo-iving  comparative  table  of  prices:

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Tbo  foregoing  comparative  table  shows  the  increase  of  prices  on  the  particular  articles 
enumerated ;  but,  if  it  should  be  contended  that  the  great  increase  of  price  in  these  articles 
does  not  prove  a  great  increase  in  the  general  "cost  of  transportation,"  the  following  table 
is  submitted ;  which  will  remove  all  doubt.  It  embraces  a  calculation  of  the  actual  cost  of 
running  per  mile  in  ]8()3,  compared  with  the  cost  per  mile  nin  in  1860,  on  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal roads,  the  Virginia  Central,  made  by  its  general  superintendent,  whose  accuracy  may 
be  regarded  as  reliable.    The  same  facts  apply  to  all  other  roads :

It  is  thus  shown  that  the  increase  of  prices  will  make  the  cost  of  running  per  mile, 
$2  64  in  1863,  as  contrasted  with  98  cents  in  1860,  nearly  300  per  cent,  greater.  Your 
memorialists  therefore  pray  Ihat  they  may  not  be  required  to  pay  more  than  half  the  exist- 
ing tax  on  those  subjects  on  which  by  law  tliey  are  limited  to  charge  only  one-half  rates.

AUDITOR'S  OFFICE,  Richmond. 
January  31,  1863. 
Sir: 

A  resolution  of  tlie  house  of  delegates,  passed  on  the  29th  January  1863, 
has  been  submitted  to  me,  in  which  I  am  requested  to  furnish  a  statement  showing  the 
annual  expenditures  of  the  public  guard,  and  the  pay  and  allowances  of  each  officer  thereof 
The  same  resolution  contains  a  request  that  I  shall  inform  the  house  of  delegates  of  the 
reasons  upon  which  I  liave  refused  to  Lieutenant  Gay  the  pay  and  allowances  of  comman- 
dant of  the  public  guard. 

In  answer  to  so  much  of  said  resolution  as  relates  to  the  expenditures  of  the  public  guard, 
I  refer  the  house  of  delegates  to  the  tables  accompanying  this  communication. 

The  law  concerning  the  public  guard,  its  officers,  their  pay  and  allowances,  will  be  found 
in  the  .33d  cliaj)ter  of  the  Code  of  Virginia.  The  first  section  provides  that  the  company 
called  "  the  public  guard"  shall  be  continued,  and  shall  consist  of  a  captain,  a  tirst  and 
second  lieutenants,  six  sergeants,  six  corporals,  two  musicians,  and  seventy  other  able 
bodied  men ;  the  captain  and  heuteuants  to  be  appointed  and  commissioned  by  the  governor 
when  vacancies  may  happen.  The  men  are  to  be  enhsted  by  the  conunandant  from  tine 
to  time,  for  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  discharged,  and  non-commissioned  officers 
to  be  appointed  by  said  commandant. 

The  2d  section  pro^^des  for  the  appointment  by  the  governor  of  a  paymaster. 

The  3d  section  regulates  the  pay  and  .illowances  of  the  officers  and  men. 

The  4th  section  provides,  that  "the  commandant  for  the  time  being  shall  be  considered 
in  command  of  a  separate  post,  and  entitled  thereby  to  four  rations  in  addition  per  day. 
He  shall  be  allowed  ten  dollars  per  mouth  for  responsibility  for  the  arms,  clothing  and  ac- 
coutrements of  the  company;"  and 

The  12th  section  of  said  chapter  provides,  that  "  the  guard  shall  bo  subject  to  the  orders 
of  the  governor,  and  to  the  rules,  regulations  and  punishment  prescribed  for  troops  of  the 
United  States,  except  that  death  shall  not  be  inflicted." 

Other  sections  of  the  said  chapter  make  the  commandant  of  the  company  superintendent 
of  the  public  armory.     See  sections  from  17  to  24. 

Lieutenant  Gay's  claim  was  for  commutation  for  four  additional  rations  each  day  as  com- 
mandant of  the  post,  under  the  provisions  of  the  4th  section  of  said  chapter. 

Uninformed  as  to  the  person  who  was  commandant  of  the  public  guard,  and  as  it  is 
obvious  that  Lieutenant  Gay's  right  to  p.iyment  is  not  a  legal  question,  but  a  military  ques- 
tion, and  a  question  of  fact,  to  be  determined  and  settled  by  those  regulations  which  bad 
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been  made  by  the  governor  of  the  state,  who  by  constitutional  law  is  declared  to  be  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  state,  I  referred  the  matter  to  him;  and 
upon  his  answer  that  Lieutenant  Gay  was  not  commandant  of  the  public  guard,  to  be  con- 
sidered in  command  of  a  separate  post,  payment  was  refused.  My  refusal  was  endorsed 
on  the  claim ;  and  suit  has  been  instituted  thereon  in  the  circuit  court  of  the  city  of  Rich- 
mond ;  which  is  yet  undecided. 

The  governor  having  decided  the  question  as  a  military  one,  I  have  considered  it  as  con- 
clusive as  a  matter  of  fiict.  To  have  gone  behind  a  decision  of  the  chief  military  authority 
of  the  state,  if  I  had  considered  the  decision  wrong,  to  make  payment  of  the  claim  de- 
manded, would  have  been  in  my  judgment  an  usurpation  of  authority  unprecedented  and 
unwarranted.  But  I  consider  the  decision  of  the  governor  right,  and  that  Lieutenant  Gay 
is  not  entitled  to  the  pay  he  claims. 

By  an  examination  of  the  law  creating  the  public  guard,  it  will  be  seen  that  various  du- 
ties are  devolved  upon  the  commandant  of  the  guard,  which  do  not  belong  to  his  position 
of  captain  of  the  company.  He  is  made  superintendent  of  the  public  armory.  He  is  to 
take  care  of  the  armory,  its  grounds  and  buildings,  the  arms  therein,  &c. ;  is  to  deliver 
arms  and  keep  accounts,  &c.  Thus  ho  was  really  an  ordnance  officer  in  his  duties  before 
the  law  creating  the  ordnance  department.  When  that  law  passed  in  January  186],  those 
operations  of  the  armory  were  necessarily  merged  in  the  larger  operations  provided  by 
that  act. 

Governor  Letcher,  imder  that  law,  nominated  for  colonel  of  ordnaqce  Captain  Charles 
Dimmock,  thi;  commandaut  of  the  guard,  in  a  communication  to  b(!  found  in  the  Senate 
Journal  and  Documents,  extra  session  of  1861,  Doc.  No.  32,  stating  in  his  communication 
that  Captain  Dimmock  retains  the  command  of  the  guard,  while  he  was  to  discharge  his 
duties  as  colonel  of  ordnance. 

The  tables  A  and  B,  accompanying  the  communication,  show  that  the  purpose  was  to 
save  expense — the  colonel  only  receiving  his  pay  as  colonel,  and  no  pay  as  captain  of  the 
guard. 

It  is  thus  seen  that  Captain  Dimmock,  though  appointed  colonel  of  ordnance,  still  con- 
tinued captain  of  the  guard,  and  therefore  commandant  of  the  post. 

The  wisdom  and  economy  of  Governor  Letcher's  nomination  of  Captain  Dimmock  as 
colonel  of  ordnance,  will  be  most  strongly  illustrated,  by  reference  to  the  duties  then-tofore 
prescribed  for  the  commandant  of  the  public  guard,  of  an  ordnance  nature,  inseparable  from 
an  ordnance  officer.  If  the  duties,  in  a  military  sense,  appertaining  to  the  captain  of  the 
public  guard,  and  those  added,  by  the  33d  chap,  of  the  Code,  to  the  commandant  of  the 
company,  of  an  ordnance  nature,  now  unquestionably  performed  by  Captain  Dimmock, 
were  separated,  and  considered  separately  in  the  present  time  of  war,  as  questions  of  mere 
labor,  I  am  inclined  to  the  opinion  that  those  of  an  ordnance  nature  would  preponderate. 
To  concede  that  Captain  Dimmock,  as  commandant  of  the  public  guard,  has  at  all  times 
performed  the  ordnance  duties  prescribed  by  law,  appertaining  to  that  command,  and  that 
Lieutenant  Gay  has  not  performed  any  of  them,  but  only  those  relating  to  the  management 
of  the  soldiers,  in  a  subordinate  relation  to  the  captain,  it  strikes  me  it  would  be  difficult  to 
find  a  sufficient  support  for  the  claim  of  Lieutenant  Gay,  to  justify  its  payment. 

Lieutenant  Gay  insists  that  he  is  "  commandant  for  the  time  being."  That  language  of 
the  Code  cannot  mean,  that  should  the  captain  be  absent  for  a  week,  and  the  heutenant  be 
left  in  command,  the  latter  is  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  and  rations,  and  the  former  not,  for 
that  week.    All  it  seems  to  me  to  mean  is,  that  the  person  who  for  the  present  time  is  com- 
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mandant,  shall  have  such  pay  and  rations.     Any  other  interpretation  wonld  imply  that  the 
"officer  of  the  day"  is  entitled  to  the  extra  pay  and  rations. 

It  seems  to  be  most  reasonable  that  while  the  captain  of  the  pnblic  guard  is  performing 
any  duty  in  relation  to  the  ordnance,  which  by  the  33d  section  of  the  Code  he  is  required  to 
perform,  or  any.  duty  respecting  the  company,  he  is,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  the  com- 
mandant of  the  public  guard. 

Lieutenant  Gay  insists,  in  support  of  his  claim,  that  he  has  received  the  extra  $1U  per 
month  for  responsibility  for  arms,  clothing,  &c.  If  the  $10  were  paid  wrongfully,  it  can- 
not justify  the  additional  wrong  of  commuting  the  extra  rations.  The  illegal  payment  can- 
not be  pleaded,  as  a  precedent,  and  should  have  no  bearing  upon  the  question  at  issue. 
Lieutenant  Gay  is  paymaster  of  the  public  guard,  and  draws  the  pay  on  a  pay  roll,  certify- 
ing it  as  commandant,  and  specifying  it  to  Ijfe  a  pay  roll  of  the  public  guard,  under  the  com- 
mand of  "  Captain  Charles  Diinmock;"  and  this  designation  is  continued  to  the  present 
time.  He  draws  all  the  pay  in  bulk,  and  then  disburses  it;  and  while  I  admit  the  extra  $10 
were  paid,  I  insist  that  it  was  through  inadvertence  on  my  part,  and  was  mad(!  upon  the 
certificate  of  Lieutenant  Gay  himself. 

In  Lieutenant  Gay'.s  petition  to  the  comt  on  this  question,  he  admits  that  Rometim(\s  the 
duties  of  commandant  have  been  performed  by  others,  and  that  raises  the  enquiry  insisted 
on  in  the  construction  of  the  law,  whether  such  otiiers  were  not  then  "  conunandants  for  the 
time  being." 

Lieutenant  Gaj^'s  claim  covers  a  period  of  service  from  April  18G1  until  the  31st  of  July 
1862,  amounting  to  $  .584  40,  exclusive  of  the  extra  pay  of  $10  per  month  as  aforesaid. 

Capt.  Dimmock  was  detailed  for  service  at  Lyncvhburg  in  May  or  June  18G2,  thus  cover- 
ing a  period,  during  a  large  portion  of  which  Capt.  Dimmock  was  at  the  armory  performing 
his  duties ;  and  if  there  had  been  no  other  reason  than  that  of  sufficient  authenticity  of  the 
claim,  its  payment  would  have  been  refused. 

But  I  insist  that  it  is  a  question  much  more  proper  for  the  decision  of  the  commander  in 
chief  of  the  military  forces  to  determine  who  shall  be  considered  as  commandants  of  any 
military  command,  than  for  my  own  decision. 

The  governor,  having  the  military  forces  under  his  command,  is  in  possession  of  know- 
ledge which  is  necessary'  to  qualify  him  to  compare  their  rank,  grade  and  duties,  and  deeide 
on  their  relative  bearing  and  effect.  This  knowledge  belongs  peculiarly  to  his  military  de- 
partment ;  and  with  it  I  do  not  presume  to  interfere. 

I  trust  that  I  have  shown  sufficient  reasons  for  my  refusal  to  pay  this  claim,  to  relieve 
my  action  from  any  intentional  violation  of  public  duty,  and  from  any  want  of  attention  to 
the  interests  of  the  state.

OFFICE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WORKS, 
Richmond,  Va.,  January  'M,  1H6:]. 
Sir: 

In  response  to  a  resolution  of  the  house  of  delegates,  adopted  on  the  30th 
January  1803,  which  reads  as  follows; 

"Resolved,  (hat  the  hoard  of  puhlic  works  lie  requested  to  furnish,  as  early  as  possihlc, 
to  this  house,  any  information  in  their  possession,  or  which  may  he  obtained,  without  delay, 
as  to  the  present  condition  of  the  Southwestern  turnpike;  whether  in  their  judgment  tho 
said  road  may  he  transferred  to  thi;  counties  through  which  it  runs,  without  detriment  to 
(he  conimonwi'alth ;  or  if  they  think  otherwise,  wliat  is  the  prospect  for  said  road  sustaining 
itself,  or  beco)iiing  a  source  of  profit  to  the  commonwealth :" 

The  board  most  respectfully  report,  that  tho  Southwestern  turnpike,  by  reason  of  its 
original  judicious  location  and  good  construction,  has  been  and  is  now  one  of  the  best  turn- 
pikes in  the  state,  and  that  with  the  exception  of  some  of  tlie  bridges,  which  require  repair- 
ing, and  in  some  instances  rebuilding,  tho  road  is  now  in  good  condition,  and  has  been  for 
years  past,  and  is  now  receiving  in  tolls  a  sum  that  is  sufficient  to  keep  the  road  in  repair 
and  pay  the  expenses  of  its  management.  There  are  now  to  the  credit  of  the  Southwestern 
turnpike  about  $  .'1,700,  derived  from  the  receipts  of  the  road,  applicable  to  the  reconstruc- 
tion and  repairs  of  the  bridges  and  the  general  repairs  of  the  road. 

The  Soutliwcstern  turnpike  is  one  of  the  few  roads,  made  entirely  on  state  account,  that 
have  been  able  to  sustain  themselves  by  their  receipts.  In  the  opinion  of  the  board  of 
public  worlcs,  it  would  be  highly  inexpedient  to  transfer  llxi  road  to  the  counties  through 
wliich  it  pa.'^scs.  For  a  time  it  is  probable  that  the  people  of  those  counties  would  get  tho 
use  of  the  road  on  cheaper  terms,  if  it  were  transferred,  than  they  do  now ;  but  unless  fho.so 
counties  took  nnich  better  care  of  the  road  than  past  experience  induces  us  to  anticipate,  in 
a  few  year.*}  it  is  probable  the  road  would  be  greatly  impaired  in  value,  and  sink  down  to  a 
condition  no  better  thsy^i  that  of  the  ordinary  county  roads.  To  .show  the  improbability  of 
the  road  being  kept  in  good  condition  by  tho  counties,  acting  separately  and  without  con- 
cert, it  may  bo  mentioned  that  the  bridge  over  New  river  cost  about  $  '20,000.  Is  it  pro- 
bable that  one  or  two  counties  would  (when  it  became  necessary)  incur  the  expense  of 
rebuilding  that  bridge,  when  other  counties,  more  remote,  but  still  greatly  interested  in  tho 
maintenance  of  tin;  bridge,  would  share  none  of  that  expense?  This  is  but  one  instance 
to  cxiiibit  the  improbability  of  the  road  and  tha  bridges  being  kept  in  good  condition  by 
the  s<'parato  and  uuconcerted  action  of  the  counties. 

The  Soutliwcstern  turnpike  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  important  roads  in  the  gtatc.  It 
sustains  itself  by  its  receipts ;  and  so  long  as  that  is  the  case,  it  is  obviously  inexpedient  to 
make  any  disposition  of  it  that  may  impair  or  imperil  its  value.

The  committee  of  conference  beg  learo  to  submit  the  fo)lowing  report: 

Strike  out  (be  entire  bill,  and  ioEcrt  the  following: 

"J.  Be  it  enacted  by  tlic  general  assembly,  that  no  person  who  has  heretofore  famished, 
according  to  law,  a  substiluto  in  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  for  throe 
years  or  the  war,  shall  be  liable  to  military  service  under  tnc  proclamation  of  the  governor, 
of  tho  lOtb  day  of  January  18G:?,  or  undt-r  any  future  proclamation  calling  for  forces  under 
tho  now  existing  laws,  to  be  turned  over  to  tlio  service  of  tlio  Confodcnite  States,  except  in 
rases  in  which  such  substitute  may  be  himself  liable  to  perform  his  own  tour  of  duty;  but 
every  such  person  shall  be  entitled  to  his  discharge.  « 

"2.  In  conformity  to  instraetions  of  the  governor,  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  the  boards  of  excmptious  provided  for  by  act  of  October  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  are  empowered  and  directed  to  determine  all  questions  of  exemptions  arising 
nnder  the  said  proclamation,  or  any  future  proclamations,  claimed  by  any  person,  by  reixsoix 
of  his  having  furnished  a  substitute. 

"  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage."

TESTIMONY. 


Peteusrurg,  January  28,  I8G3. 
//.  L.  Hopkins,  Esq.,  Ch'n  Cornice : 

Sir: 

In  response  to  your  letter  of  23d  instaut,  I  bog  to  submit  tlin  following 
statement : 

During  the  whole  of  the  year  ]8G0  the  goods  manufactured  by  the  Battersea  manufac- 
turing company  were,  with  comparatively  few  exceptions,  sold  by  commission  merchants 
in  Nevv  York,  Baltimore  and  Philadelphia,  the  agents  being  unable  to  find  customers  at 
home  for  them.  The  few  goods  sold  at  home  during  18(J0  were,  |  shirting  at  5^  to  bl,  and 
I  osnaburgs  at  7|  to  S^. 

June  1, 1861 — The  prices  were,  tent  cloth  i;^^,  drilling  14,  4-4  sheeting  0,  and  |  shirtino-  6. 

January  I,  18f)2 — 4-4  f^beetW'g  >7,  ?.  sltirtirg  13^,  drilling  17,  in  the  opon  m".vk»t,  and  to 
the  Confederate  States  government  ll-j^. 

From  this  time  (Januarj'  1802)  until  now,  a  very  large  proportion  of  our  production  has 
been  supplied  to  thP,  Confederate  States  government,  generally  one-third  to  one-half,  at 
prices  very  much  below  market  prices. 

June  1,  18(i2 — 4-4  sheeting  were  sold  to  government  at  l^t  (the  market  price  being  23), 
I  osnaburgs  18  (market  price  2y>). 

November  1,  IBCi'i — 4-4  shoi  ting  sold  at  auction  at  GG,  heavy  drilling  G7,  I  osnaburgs  to 
government  at  25. 

December  1,  18(i2 — 4-4  sheeting  at  auction  G3,  J  shirting  53,  heavy  drilling  63,  I  osna- 
burgs f)],  to  government  2.5. 

In  February  18R2  oiu"  directory,  with  the  intention  of  arresting  the  constantly  advancing 
pricpg  of  goods,  and  of  stopping  speculafinn,  directed  the  no-ents  to  sell  the  nrodiiets  of  tho 
mill  at  reduced  prices,  and  only  to  those  dealers  who  would  bind  themselves  to  resell  only 
to  consumers,  and  at  a  small  advance  in  price.  This  attempt  was  honestly  made  and  car- 
ried out  for  three  months,  and  was  only  abandoned  when  it  was  ascertained  that  the  obli- 
gation was  constantly  evaded,  and  little  good  resulted  to  the  public.  Since  that  time  our 
goods,  afl^T  filling  government  contracts,  have  been  sold  at  auction. 

Py  a  contract  made  with  the  Confederate  States  government  i«  July  18G2,  it  was  ex- 
pressly stipulated  on  tlu;  part  of  the  gov(  rnment  that  in  consideration  of  the  large  quantity 
of  our  goods  taken  by  them,  and  the  very  low  price,  as  comjiared  with  niarkct  rates, 
allowed  us  for  them,  that  thte  remainder  of  our  goods  be  secured  to  us  for  sale  at  market 
rates — and  the  goods  were  sold  at  auction,  as  stated  above.

On  1st  January  1863  our  directory  unanimously  accepted  the  tenns  offered  by  the  Con- 
federate States  f^overnment  in  its  exemption  bill,  allowing  75  per  cent,  profit  on  the  cost  of 
production;  and  since  that  date  our  whole  production  has  been  sujiplied  to  the  different  de- 
partments of  the  Confederate  States  government. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  market  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Battersea  manu- 
facturing company  at  the  different  dates  named,  the  stock  wlien  sold  being  merely  trans- 
ferred on  the  company's  books,  the  price  paid  being  a  matter  between  the  buy^r  and  seller 
of  the  stock,  and  not  coming  under  tiie  notice  of  the  officers  of  the  company. 

For  several  years  anterior  to  January  1st,  1860,  the  liabilities  of  the  Battersea  manufac- 
turing company  exceeded  considerably  its  assets,  the  excess  of  liabilities  at  the  date  named 
amounting  to  $  10,276  00.  The  net  j)rofit  for  the  year  1860  was  $5,705  25;  for  the  year 
1861,  $  15,402  20;  and  for  the  year  1862,  $  134,395  35. 

No  dividends  were  paid  in  18G0  or  1861,  nor  had  the  stockholders  received  any  return 
since  July  1854.  In  January  1862  a  dividend  of  $5  per  share  was  made — aggregate, 
$  3,885.  In  April,  $  20  per  share — aggregate,  $  15,540.  In  May,  $  10  per  share — aggre- 
gate, $  7,770.  In  July,  $  15  per  share — aggregate,  $  11 ,655.  In  October,  ,f  40  per  share — 
aggregate,  $31,080. 

Until  July  1,  1861,  the  liabilities  of  the  company  still  exceeded  its  assets,  and'money 
bad  to  be  borrowed  with  which  to  purchase  cotton  and  other  supplies. 

In  January  1862  the  sum  of  $  5,000  was  set  apart  from  the  net  profits  as  trading  capital. 
In  July  1862  a  further  sum  of  $2,500  was  set  apart  for  the  same  purpose;  and  in  October 
1862  an  additional  sum  of  $  2,500.  In  October  1862  the  sum  of  $  5,000  was  also  set  apart 
to  cover  certain  debts  due  to  the  company  by  persons  at  the  north;  which  debts  were  con- 
sidered worse  than  doubtful,  although  still  standing  on  the  company's  books  as  good.

The  present  A'^alue  of  the  raw  material  (cotton)  is  25  cents  per  i)ound,  and  the  cost  of 
production  about  28  cents  per  pound  on  an  average — making  4-4  sheeting  cost  about  24^ 
cents  per  yard,  and  J  osnaburgs  about  20|  cents  per  yard — say  20^.  The  piece  or  cut  of 
cloth  being  of  uncertain  length,  the  cost  varies  according  to  the  number  of  yards  it  contains. 

The  expeuuituic  of  a  laiye  auiuuui,  will  be  iiecc-ssaiy  lu  oider  Lu  jdace  uie  mill  auu  iua- 
chiiiery  in  a  condition  to  meet  the  competition  that  will  arise  on  the  resumptioii  of  trade 
with  the  world  on  the  reopening  of  the  ports ;  but  no  part  of  the  profits  of  the  company 
has  been  set  apart  for  this  purpose.

Duriuf^  Ihe  whole  of  tlu-  year  18Gfl  all  the  goods  iiuinufacturt'd  by  the  Etirick  nianufac^ 
turiiig  eoiupany,  with  coiniiaratively  few  oxct'ptions,  were  sold  by  commission  merchants 
in  New  York,  Baltimore  and  I'liiladilphia,  the  agents  b<'iug  uuable  to  dispose  of  them  at 
home.  The  few  goods  si>ld  lure  during  the  year  18GU  were,  |  shirting  at  (5  a  Gic,  4-4  sheet- 
ing at  7i  a  7i^c,  and  J  usuaburgs  at  SJgc. 

On  the  1st  of  January  ISGl  tlic  jiriccs  wore  as  follows  :  3  shirting  Gc,  for  I  osnaburgs  IPc, 
and  for  4-4  sheeting  7|e. 

June  1st,  1861,  the  prices  were  as  follows:  for  j  shirting  G^c,  for  |  osnaburgs  94c;  and 
tlioii  we  conunonccd  filling  a  government  contract  for  tout  cloth  at  13^0,  Vvliich  materially 
changed  thi-  production  of  the  mill. 

On  the  1st  of  January  1862  price  of  canton  flannel  20c,  4  4  .sheeting  18c,  and  tent  cloth 
22c;  and  in  the  moan  time  filling  a  large  contract  witli  the  govornmont  for  grain  bags  at 
2r>c  per  bag,  whioii  cunsun:ed  a  large  quantity  of  goods.  Most  of  these  bags  were  made 
by  women  outside  of  th(^  factory,  for  the  making  of  which  we  had  to  pay. 

In  February  1SG2  our  directory,  in  order  to  arrest  the  continued  advance  of  the  price  of 
goods,  and  alec  v.itb  the  bcpc  cf  putting  a  £tcp  tc  the  spcculaticii  then  gclr.g  ou  ;ll  the 
goods,  directed  the  agents  to  soil  the  product  not  then  contracted  for,  at  rediR-ed  prices,  and 
only  to  dealers  who  would  bind  theiiisolves  to  resell  only  to  consumers,  and  at  a  small  ad- 
vance in  price.  Thifc  plan  was  pursued,  and  we  honestl}'  endeavored  to  have  it  carried  out 
according  to  the  ord<'r  of  the  board  of  directors;  and  this  system  was  only  abandoned  when 
it  was  as<'ortained  by  the  agents  that  the  obligations  entered  into  were  constantly  evaded, 
and  but  little  good  if  any  resulted  to  the  public.  Since  that  time,  after  filling  our  govern- 
ment contracts,  the  surplus  has  been  sold  at  auction. 

By  a  contract  made  l.st  July  18()2  with  tin"  C(Uifederate  States  governuient,  it  was  ex- 
pressl}'  stipulated  on  the  j)art  of  the  government,  that  in  consideration  of  the  largo  quantity 
of  our  go.  ds  jol'd  tn  thcni  and  at  such  ve:y  lev.-  pricts,  as  c  mparcd  wilh  nuuLtt  ^.tco  ob* 
tainrd  for  them  at  auction,  the  remainder  we  were  priviiegod  to  s<ll  at  market  rates. 

On  the  1st  of  .January  1861?  our  directory  unanimously  accepted  the  terms  offered  by  the 
Coiif.<1erat(!  States  government  in  its  exemption  bill,  allowing  7.')  per  cent.  j)rofit  on  the  cost 
of  inodmiion  ;  and  since  tliat  date  our  whole  production  lias  been  supplied  to  the  different 
departments  of  the  Confederate  States  government. 

For  June  1st,  1862,  the  prices  were  as  followa:  4-4  sheeting  2:{c,  J  osnaburgs  21c,  and 
tent  cloth  32c. 

For  Ist  November  1862  pricis  for  Confederate  Slates  government,  4-4  sheeting  25c, 
J  osnaburgs  25c,  and  3  osnaburgs  22ijc. 

November  Ifit,  1862,  prices  at  auction,  4-4  sheeting  67ie,  i  osnaburgs  59ic. 
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December  1st.,  1862,  prices  for  Confederate  States  government  contract,  4-4  sheeting  25c, 
J  osnaburgs  25c;  auction  prices,  4-4  sheeting  63c,  i  osnaburgs  65i^c. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  market  value  of  the  Ettricli  manufacturing  company's 
stock,  at  the  different  dates  named.  The  stock  when  sold  is  transferred  by  the  company's 
agents  on  their  transfer  book,  the  price  being  a  matter  between  the  buyer  and  the  seller  of 
the  stock,  and  not  coming  under  the  notice  of  the  company. 

For  many  years  past  tliis  company  have  not  had  any  surplus  wherewith  to  renew  ma- 
chinery, there  being  no  dividend  declared  in  the  year  I860,  and  none  previous  since  July 
1854.  From  1st  January  1860  to  the  31st  March  inclusivi;,  we  find  the  profits  of  the  com- 
pany to  be  $39  68,  counting  as  good  about  $18,000  of  doubtful  debts,  which  are  now  a 
total  loss  From  1st  April  to  30th  June  1860,  inchisive,  profits,  including  the  lost  debts  as 
above,  are  f  3,331  63.  From  July  1st  to  30th  September  1860,  inclusive,  with  bad  debts  as 
above,  the  profits  are  $9,643  01.  From  1st  October  to  31st  December  1860,  inclusive, 
with  same  amoiint  of  bad  debts  included  in  the  accoimt,  the  profits  are  $5,281  73.  From 
1st  January  1861  to  31st  March  1861,  inclusive,  with  bad  debts  as  above,  the  profits  are 
$1,517  53.  From  1st  April  to  30th  June  1361,  inclusive,  with  bad  debts  as  above  in  the 
account,  the  profits  are  $4,338  76.  From  July  1st  to  September  30th,  1861,  inclusive,  with 
bad  debts  as  above,  the  profits  are  $8,709  50.  From  October  1st  to  December  31st,  1861, 
inclusive,  with  bad  debts  included,  as  above,  $25,469  30.  From  1st  January  to  31st 
March  1862,  inclusive,  with"bad  debts  included,  as  above,  the  profits  are  $  48,487  62.  From 
1st  April  1862  to  30th  June  1862,  inclusive,  with  bad  debts  included,  the  profits  are 
$63,4'15  88.  From  July  Ist  to  ^f^th  SoptPrnhfr  1862,  ir>e1ii«ive.  with  bad  debts  included, 
$84,736  46.  From  1st  October  to  31  st  December  1862,  inclusive,  including  bad  debts  as 
above,  $  142,952  71. 

No  dividend  was  paid  in  the  year  i860,  iiur  had  ihe  stuckhoiucis  received  any  since  1854. 
In  October  1861  the  stockholders  received  $3  per  share — in  the  aggregate  $6,000.  In 
January  1862,  the  stockholders  received  $10  per  share — in  the  aggregate  $20,000.  In 
April  1SS2  the  ritcchholdcrs  received  """SS  ';cr  chare  -;n  the  e — '^'-at"  $  5''' '^00.  In  May 
1862  the  stockholders  received  $  12  50  per  share— in  the  aggregate  $  25,000.  In  July  1862 
the  stockholders  received  $20  per  share — in  the  aggregate  $40,000.  In  October  J862  the 
stockholders  received  $40  per  share — in  the  aggregate  $80,000. 

No  part  or  amount  of  the  profits  of  the  company  have  been  either  loaned  or  invested.  In 
January  1862  the  agents  of  the  company  were  instructed  by  their  board  of  directors  to  re- 
serve $20,000  as  trading  e-.pital  for  the  company.  There  is  net  even  a  contingent  fund  fcr 
renewal  of  machinery. 

The  present  value  of  the  raw  material  (cotton)  is  25  cents  per  pound,  and  the  cost  of  pro- 
duction about  32  cents  per  pound,  on  an  average — making  theEttrick  company's  4-4  sheet- 
ing cost  about  24^  cents  per  yard,  and  tlic  lilLtiick  coinpaay's  |  oauaburgs  about  20  cents 
per  yard.  The  piece  or  cut  of  cloth  being  of  uncertain  length,  the  cost  varies  according  to 
the  uuiubcr  cf  yards  wliich  it  contains. 

Present  surplus,  $  34,000.

In  response  to  your  letter  of  2')d  instant,  I  beg  to  submit  the  following 
statement : 

The  price  of  goods  niaiuifiictured  by  the  Matoaca  manufacturing  company  was  as  fol- 
lows :

June  1st,  1861 — Tent  cloth  sold  at  13^,  |  osnaburgs  8^,  4-4  osuaburgs  ]2\,  .^  shirting  6^, 
J  shirting  7^.

Since  the  commencement  of  the  war  the  Matoaca  manufacturing  compnnj-  has  constantly 
been  furnishing  the  Confederate  States  government  with  large  supplies  for  the  use  of  the 
several  departments,  ranging  from  J  to  .^  of  the  entire  production  of  the  mill,  and  as  the 
above  figures  will  show,  at  prices  very  much  below  the  market  value  of  the  goods. 

In  February  1862  the  directors  ai  the  Matoaca  manufacturing  company  desiring,  if  possi- 
ble, to  arrest  the  daily  advancing  prices  of  goods,  and  to  stop  .'^peculation  in  them,  directed 
the  agents  to  sell  the  goods  produced  at  the  Matoaca  mills  at  price.s^below  the  then  market 
value,  only  to  those  dealers  who  should  bind  themselves  to  resell  only  to  consumer.",  and  at 
a  small  advance  in  price.  An  effort  of  three  months,  fairlj'  made  and  persevered  in,  satis- 
fied them  that  the  market  could  not  be  c.oni rolled,  and  the  obligation  on  the  part  of  the 
dealers  being  constantly  evaded,  little  or  no  good  resulted  to  the  j>ublic.  The  policy  was 
therefore  abandoned,  and  the  goods  thereafter  sold  at  auction. 

By  a  contract  made  with  the  Confederate  States  government  in  July  1862,  on  terms  of 
which  they  secured  for  the  use  of  the  different  departments  a  large  ipiantity  of  our  i)roduc- 
tiou  at  very  low  prices,  it  was  expressly  stipulated,  in  cousideratiou  thereof,  that  the  ic- 
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mainder  of  our  production  should  be  secured  to  us  for  sale  at  the  market  prices  of  the  day ; 
and  the  goods  were  accordingly  sold  at  auction,  as  stated  before. 

On  1st  January  1863  our  directoiy  unanimously  accepted  the  terms  offered  by  the  Con- 
federate States  government  in  the  bill  of  exemptions,  allowing  75  per  cent,  profit  on  the 
cost  of  production ;  and  since  that  date  the  whole  production  of  the  mill  has  been  supplied 
to  the  different  departments  of  the  Confederate  States  government. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  the  market  value  of  the  stock  of  the  Matoaca  manufac- 
turing company  at  the  difl'ereut  dates  named,  the  stock  when  sold  being  merely  transferred 
on  the  company's  books,  the  price  paid  being  a  matter  between  the  buyer  and  seller,  and 
not  coming  under  the  notice  of  the  officers  of  the  company. 

The  net  profits  of  the  Matoaca  manufacturing  company  for  the  year  I860  were  $17,216  07, 
for  1861  $41,231  07,  and  for  1862  $318,335  12. 

Dividends. — In  December  1840  a  dividend  of  4  per  cent.  ($4  per  share)  was  made,  and 
from  that  time  until  the  first  date  named  in  your  enquiry  (January  1800),  a  period  of  20 
years,  no  further  dividends  were  made.  In  1860  no  dividends  were  made.  October  1861  a 
dividend  of  $3  per  share — in  the  aggregate  $6,1)51 — was  paid.     January  1862  one  of  $7 
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per  share— aggregate  $  28,962  50.  July,  $10  per  share— aggregate  $  23,170.  In  October, 
$  40  per  share— aggregate  $92,680.  In  October  1861  the  sum  of  $  20,000  was  set  apart  as 
a  trading  capital  for  the  purchase  of  cotton,  supplies,  «fcc.  to  carry  on  the  opeiations  of  the 
mill;  funds  having,  previous  to  this,  been  borrowed  for  the  purpose.  In  January  1862  the 
sum  of  $10,000  was  set  apart  to  cover  certain  debts  due  the  company  at  the  north,  of  tha 
collection  of  which  no  expectation  exists.  The  expenditure  of  a  large;  sum  will  be  requisite 
in  order  to  place  the  mill  and  machinery  in  a  condition  to  meet  tiie  competition  that  nnist 
necessarily  arise  on  the  reopening  of  the  ports ;  but  no  part  of  the  profits  of  the  company 
has  been  specially  set  apart  for  this  purpose.  No  part  of  the  profits  of  the  company  has 
been  either  invested  or  loaned. 

The  present  price  of  the  raw  material  (cotton)  is  25  cents,  and  the  cost  of  manufacturing 
about  34.J  cents  per  pound  on  an  average — making  4-4  sheeting  cost  about  23J  cents  per 
yard,  and  5  osnaburgs  about  18^  cents  per  yard.  The  piece  or  cut  of  cloth  being  of  uncer- 
tain length,  the  cost  varies  with  the  number  of  yards  it  contains. 

The  present  surplus  is  $17,496  88.

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TESTIMONY. 


//.  L.  Hopkins,  Esq.,   CWn,  8fc. 
Sir: 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  answers  to  the  questions,  in 
writing,  of  which  you  sent  me  a  copy : 

I.  The  Crenshaw  woolen  company  did  not  commence  their  manufacturing  operations 
until  the.  fall  of  1860;  and  I  must  consequently  limit  my  account  of  our  prices  from  a  period 
after  that  time ;  and  we  make  such  a  variety  of  goods,  the  value  of  which  depends  so  much 
on  the  weight,  stock,  style  and  other  malters,  that  it  is  difficult  to  answer  the  questions  fully, 
without  going  into  very  tedious  details.  But  I  presume  it  will  be  satisfactory  to  give,  as  a 
general  specimen,  an  answer  in  regard  to  one  style  that  we  have  been  manufacturing  regu- 
larly, consisting  of  goods  of  all  wool  and  of  double  width.  These  we  sold  in  January 
1861,  at  $3  50  per  yard;  in  June  1861,  at  $4  50  per  yard;  in  January  1862,  at  $9  per 
yard ;  in  Juno  1862,  at  $  13  7r->  per  yard;  in  November  1862,  at  $  13  75  per  yard ;  and  in 

*  December  1 862,  at  $  25  per  yard. 

II.  I  am  unable  to  speak  as  to  the  market  value  per  ghare  of  our  stock  at  the  respective 
periods  above  referred  to,  for  our  stock  has  never  been  on  the  market  for  sale.  It  is  still 
held  nearly  exclusively  by  the  original  subscribers — all  of  the  original  subscribers  being 
still  stockholders  themselves,  or  through  their  representatives.  In  several  instances,  how- 
ever, some  very  small  transfers  have  been  made,  but  without  any  offering  on  the  market. 
Some  of  these  have  been  at  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  share ;  some,  at  two  hundred 
dollars  a  share ;  and  others,  at  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  share.  The  par  value  of  the 
stock  was  one  hundred  dollars  per  share. 

III.  h.  is  impossible  to  tell  the  net  jjrofits  during  the  years  I860,  1861,  1862,  or  during 
any  given  time.  We  had  no  special  time  within  which  to  regulate  our  accounts,  or  to  de- 
clare dividends.  Our  capital  and  profits  were  ver}"-  generally  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
raw  materials.  Besides  that,  very  large  advances  were  made  to  the  company,  by  their 
agents,  in  effecting  similar  purchases.  Dividends  were  only  declared  when  it  suited  the 
finances  of  the  company  to  pay  them.  In  consequence,  no  dividend  at  all  wa%  declared 
until  1862.  In  that  year  dividends  were  paid  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  five  hundred 
and  thijty  thousand  dollars.     The  last  of  these  dividends  was  on  the  3d  of  October  1862. 

IV.  No  surplus  fund,  as  such,  ha.s  been  reserved  by  the  board  of  directors;  but  there  is 
on  hand  at  present,  including  raw  material,  what  I  estimate  as  equal  to  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  would  be  subj<'ct  for  declaration  for  dividend,  should  the  directors  think 
it  desirable. 

V.  I  suppose  the  actual  cost  per  yard  of  our  double  width,  fine,  all-wool  goods,  includ- 
ing the  value  of  material  and  cost  of  manufacture,  would,  at  the  present  prices  of  materials 
and  labor,  not  bo  less  than  $18  per  yard. 
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The  company  was  formed  in  the  spring  of  1860;  and  purchasing  the  buildings  ahready 
erected,  it  was  expected  that  manufacturing  operations  might  be  commenced  by  the  follow- 
ing July.  The  price  of  wool  and  much  of  the  other  necessary  materials  for  manufacture, 
was  then  unusually  low,  and  the  company  at  once  commenced  laying  in  large  stocks  from 
their  capital.  In  addition  to  which,  their  agents  laid  out,  in  similar  purchases,  large  ad- 
vances which  they  made  to  the  company.  Not  long  after  the  mill  was  started,  such  goods 
as  were  selling  at  $  3  50  per  yard,  were  gradually  put  up  to  $  4  50,  and  contracts  were 
taken  to  run  the  mill  at  this  price,  up  to  the  1st  of  January  1862.  By  that  time  the  same 
goods  had  advanced  in  second  hands  to  $8  and  $10.  During  this  time  wool  had  gonewp 
very  much  in  price ;  and  if  it  had  been  necessary  to  piurchase  the  raw  material  at  the  currtot 
rates,  the  company  would  have  lost  money  by  their  sales.  In  the  mean  while  speculation 
had  grown  up  in  these  goods.  To  meet  that,  the  company  advertised  an  auction  sale  in 
January  1862:  at  which  time  the  goods  on  hand  sold  at  $9  per  yard:  and  at  the  same 
time  the  company  sold  the  same  goods,  on  sixty  day  orders,  at  an  average  of  eight  dollars. 
Speculation  then  commenced  on  these  orders,  and  ran  up  to  as  high  as  fifteen  dollars,  when 
the  company  decided  to  adopt  the  plan  of  weekly  auction  sales.  The  effect  of  this  arrange- 
ment was  to  put  the  goods  more  directly  in  the  hands  of  consumers  as  first  purchasers. 
Another  inducement  to  this  course,  the  demand  for  these  goods  having  very  greatly  increased, 
was,  that  all  who  applied  to  have  orders  filled  could  not  be  supplied ;  and  the  system  of 
auction  sales  was  held  to  be  appropriate,  to  prevent  charges  of  favoritism,  preference  or 
extortion — the  prices  at  auction  being  fixed  by  the  btiyer,  not  the  seller. 

This  plan  of  auction  sales  was  continued  until  just  before  the  battles  around  Richmond, 
in  June  1862;  at  which  time  no  one  would  buy  here,  and  the  express  company  refused 
transportation  to  orders  from  the  south  and  the  interior.  The  goods  that  consequently  were 
thus  accumulated,  were  retailed  by  the  company  at  the  price  of  the  last  auction  sales,  not- 
withstanding that  wool  and  dry  goods  were  constantly  advancing  in  price. 

As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  favorable  turn  in  affairs  resulting  from  the  repulse  of 
the  enemy  in  their  advance  upon  Richmond,  the  plan  of  auction  sales  was  resumed. 
This  resumption  would  have  been  demanded  at  all  events,  by  the  great  rise  in  the  price  of 
all  materials  and  labor;  for  in  order  to  keep  up  their  supplies,  in  advance  of  their  immediate 
wants,  the  company  had  been  compelled  to  make  considerable  purchases  at  market  prices. 

From  this  statement  it  will  be  perceived  that  in  each  rise  in  the  price  of  dry  goods,  the 
company  has  followed  the  rise,  and  in  no  instance  sought  to  produce  it.  Those  who  pur- 
chased from  them  by  contract,  sold  again  at  heavy  profits ;  and  as  long  as  the  goods  would 
command  a  higher  price  than  the  company  should  ask,  the  purchaser  to  sell  again  would 
take  the  profits,  and  the  public  would  derive  no  advantage  from  the  lower  prices  at  which 
sales  were  made  by  the  company. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  mention,  that  in  the  fall  of  186J ,  it  being  ascertained  that 
wool  and  dyestufts  were  wanted  by  parties  having  govenunent  contracts,  this  company  sold 
to  them  a  part  of  its  stock,  although  it  was  well  known  that  both  tliese  articles  were  scarce, 
and  must  greatly  advance  in  price.  As  some  precaution  to  meet  this  scarcity,  the  company 
bought  in  New  Orleans  all  the  wool  and  dyestuffs  in  December  1861  that  they  could  get 
started  on  the  way.  They  succeeded  in  getting  off  from  that  point  one  hundred  and  ten 
thousand  pounds  of  wool;  but  not  being  able  to  get  it  all  through,  from  obstructions  to  the 
transportation,  about  thirty-eight  thousand  pounds  of  it  were  sold  to  the  government  at 
Grand  Junction,  at  less  than  cost.  For  this  wool  the  government  paid  the  company  about 
fifteen  thousand  dollars.  The  company  has  since  replaced  that  quantity  at  a  cost  of  over 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

The  policy  of  the  company  has  always  been  to  sell  their  manufactured  goods  as  soon  as 
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made,  and  never  to  hold  them  on  speculation.    The  raw  material  alone,  if  held  on  specula- 
tion, would  have  paid  a  va^t  sum  over  their  profits  made  on  the  manufactured  article. 

To  give  some  idea  of  the  increased  cost  of  some  articles  coming  into  consumption  in  onr 
mill,  the  company  has  paid  over  eighteen  hundred  dollars  for  an  article  which  usually  has 
been  substituttd  at  a  cost  of  about  thirty  dollars.  Wool  that  cost  from  12  to  20  cents,  be- 
came worth  from  $  2  to  $  2  50,  and  dyestuffs  and  other  necessary  materials  advanced  in 
still  greater  proportion. 

r 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  rise  in  manufactured  articles  will  not  compare  with  the  rise 
in  raw  materials.  The  company,  it  is  true,  has  made  a  very  large  sum,  but  the  profit  has 
been  in  fact  mainly  on  the  raw  materials,  which  had  been  laid  in  with  forethought  while 
prices  were  moderate.  By  these  provident  purchases  they  have  been  enabled  to  sell,  and 
have  continued  to  sell,  at  least  since  the  commencement  of  the  war,  at  prices  much  below 
the  market  prices  for  the  same  quality  of  goods. 

Furthermore,  it  is  not  regarded  as  out  of  place  to  say  that  it  was  decided  long  i^o,  by 
resolution  of  the  directors  of  their  company,  that  whenever  the  government  desired  it,  they 
might  have  the  stock  and  mill  at  fair  valuation ;  and  it  may  be  well  to  state  that  the  capital 
of  the  company,  which  was  started  at  $130,000,  has,  under  the  privileges  of  the  charter, 
been  extended  to  $200,000;  and  a  further  extension  has  been  in  contemplation ,  to  the 
amount  of  $  300,000.  That  a  correct  estimate  may  be  formed  of  the  diflBculties  and  in- 
creased cost  of  manufactming  under  present  circumstances,  it  may  be  stated,  that  for  a  great 
portion  of  the  time  our  factory  was  turning  out  4,500  yards  of  single  width  cloth  per  week, 
whilst  now,  althoiigh  v/e  have  additional  machinery,  and  pay  much  more  than  double  the 
amount  weekly  for  superintendence  and  labor,  with  applications  for  a  still  further  advance 
of  wages,  we  are  only  turning  out  about  2,(t00  yards  per  week,  and  this  is  nearly  doable 
what  we  were  doing  f«r  several  months  at  the  close  of  1862. 

We  have  a  contract  with  the  government  for  a  certain  style  of  double  width  goods,  at 
$7  per  yard,  which,  since  the  contract  was  made  (in  September  1862),  we  conlJ  easily 
have  sold  at  $14  per  yard.

The  following  are  answers  to  emiuiries  propounded  to  me  as  president 
of  the  Belvidere  manufacturing  company : 

Question  1.  AVhat  were  the  prices  of  paper  manufactured  by  your  mill  on  the  1st  of 
Januar/  and  June  I860,  on  the  1st  of  January  and  June  J 861,  on  the  1st  of  January  and 
June  1862,  and  on  the  1st  of  November  and  December  1862? 

Answer  to  question  1.  On  the  first  of  January  and  June  1860  we  charged  for  newspaper 
ton  cents  per  lb. ;  manilla  paper,  eight  cents  per  lb.,  and  straw  paper,  five  cents  per  lb.  On 
the  first  of  January  and  June  1861  the  prices  were  the  same.  On  tlie  first  of  January  1862 
we  charged  for  newspaper  fifteen  cents  per  lb.;  manilla  paper,  twelve  cents  per  lb.;  en- 
velope paper,  fifteen  cents  per  lb. ;  cartridge  paper,  twelve  cents  per  lb. ;  bundling  paper  for 
putting  up  cartridges,  fifteen  cents  per  lb.  On  the  fi;^t  of  June  1862  we  charged  for  news- 
paper twenty  cents  per  lb. ;  manilla  paper,  eighteen  cents  per  lb. ;  book  paper,  thirty  cents 
per  lb. ;  sized  book  paper,  forty  cents  per  lb. ;  double  mediun^  buif  paper,  used  by  post 
ofiice,  quartermaster,  commissary  and  passport  departments,  thirty  cents  per  lb.  On  the 
first  of  November  and  December  18G2  we  charged  for  newspaper  twenty-five  cents  per  lb.; 
manilla  paper,  thirty  cents  per  lb.;  double  medium  government  paper,  thirty-five  cents  per 
lb.;  cartridge  pajier,  thirty  cents  per  lb.;  sized  book  paper,  forty  cents  per  lb.  From  the 
first  of  October  to  date  we  have  made  bank  note  paper  for  the  government,  at  prices  rang- 
ing fi-om  $50  to  $65  per  1,000  sheets,  and  have  supplied  states  and  individuals  at  prices 
ranging  from  $65  to  $75  per  1,000  sheets. 

Question  2.  What  was  the  market  value  per  sliare  of  your  stock  at  each  of  those 
periods  ? 

Answer  to  question  2.  Cannot  say  what  the  market  value  was,  there  being  none  in 
market.    The  pai'  value  is  one  hundred  dollars  per  share. 

Question  3.  "VMiat  were  the  net  profits  for  the  years  1860,  1861  and  1862,  and  what  is  the 
amount  of  your  capital  stock  ?  , 

Answer  to  question  3.  Net  profits  for  the  years  1860, 1861  and  1862  combined,  amounted 
to  two  hundred  and  thirty  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  Had  no  specified 
time  for  dividing  profits,  being  governed  in  every  instance  by  amount  of  nione^-^  on  hand. 
Actual  capital,  $41,000. 

Question  4.  What  amount  of  surplus  funds  have  been  reserved  by  the  board  of  direc- 
tors; and  if  any,  how  much,  and  for  what  purpose  ? 

Answer  to  question  4.  Have  never  reserved  at  any  time  any  amount  of  surplus  funds 
other  than  what  were  requisite  for  the  prosecution  of  the  business. 

Question  5.   What  is  the  actual  cost  of  the  paper  manufactured,  by  the  ream  or  pouij^? 

Answer  to  question  5.  The  various  descriptions  of  paper  made,  and  the  fluctuation  in 
prices  of  material  nsed  during  the  periods  before  mentioned,  renders  it  impossible  to  form  a 
correct  estimate. 

In  conclusion,  I  ask  leave  to  say  a  word  in  vindication  of  the  company  I  represent. 
It  is  true  that  the  large  dividends  made  by  the  company  would  seem  to  imply  that  they 
have  charged  exorbitant  prices  for  the  articles  manufactured ;  but  a  brief  review  of  the  cir- 
cumstances will  be  sufi&cient  to  disabuse  the  minds  of  the  committee  of  the  idea  that»  the 
company  have  done  more  than  receive  a  reasonable  though  large  remuneration  for  their  risk 
in  purchasing  surplus  supplies  itf  materials  at  the  commencement  of  our  troubles — a  remu- 
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Deration  which  would  have  been  materially  enhanced  if,  as  has  been  the  custom  in  a  great 
many  instances,  the  abides  manufactured  by  the  company  had  been  sold  at  auction  in  the 
market,  instead  of  being  furnished  to  the  govoinnicnts,  confederate  and  state,  at  diminished 
rates. 

About  the  first  of  April  1861  I  decided,  against  the  wishes  and  advice  of  my  friends,  to 
go  north  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  supplies  of  clothing,  material,  »fcc.  i&c  our  mill,  as  I 
knew  it  could  not  be  purchased  south.  On  my  arrival  in  Baltimore  I  succeeded  in  pur- 
chasing a  large  supply  of  such  articles  to  be  had  there,  and  succeeded  in  running  them 
through  by  the  last  steamer  that  sailed  from  that  city  to  Richmond.  I  then  proceeded  to 
New  York,  where  I  bought  another  suppiy ;  which  I  packed  in  large  trunks,  and  sent  home 
by  four  gentlemen  residing  in  Virginia,  who  managed  to  get  them  here  by  way  of  Harpers 
Ferry  and  Wincliester.  I  tlien  rctiunetl  home  by  way  of  Cincinnati  and  Louisville;  but 
on  arriving  in  Richmond  thought  I  might  need  more  material,  and  ininKHliatcly  returned 
to  Loiiisville,  where  I  purchased  another  large  supply  of  nuitcrial,  and  through  the  fricu^ 
ship  of  a  merchant  of  that  city,  succeeded  in  getting  still  another  supply  from  New  York 
to  that  city,  and  thence  to  Richmond. 

Not  many  weeks  after,  the  prices  of  all  paper  material,  as  well  as  other  matrrials  (not  in 
the  south),  advanced  rapidly,  and  have  continued  so  to  do  up  to  the  present  time.  In  illus- 
tration of  which,  I  will  mention  a  few  of  the  leading  articles  used  in  our  business,  giving 
prices  before  the  war  and  at  the  present  time,  viz :  chlo.  lime,  or  bleaching  powder,  formerly 
2i  cents  per  lb.,  now  worth  $1  75;  soda  ash,  formerly  2.;^  cents,  now  $2;  sulp.  acid,  for- 
merly 3  cents,  now  $3;  alum,  3  cents,  now  $1 ;  feltings,  formerly  $30,  now  $200;  wire 
cloth,  formerly  $(50,  now  $  1,000;  and  many  other  things  too  numerous  to  mention— all  of 
which  are  at  proportionate  advances. 

In  the  scale  of  our  prices  we  an;  governed  by  tlie  market  value  of  the  articles  used,  and 
make  our  estimate  accordingly;  and  as  the  representative  of  the  company,  I  would  be  very 
unsuitable  for  the  position  were  I  to  act  otherwise. 

For  the  last  year  we  have  been  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  bank  note  paper  on  go- 
vernment account,  which  was  an  experiment,  and  failure  of  success  would  Iiave  incurred 
on  the  company  a  severe  loss ;  and  for  that  reason  the  government  held  out  iuduccra<'ut,s  by 
which  we  have  made  money,  and  hope  to  continpe  to  do  so  in  future. 

We  furnish  bank  note  paper  at  about  one-half  what  it  would  cost  to  import  it,  and  for 
much  less  than  it  would  s<'ll  for  if  thrown  upon  the  market;  which  fact  will  appl}-  to  every 
grade  of  paper  that  we  make,  .is  it  would  command  30  per  cent,  more  at  auction  than  we. 
get  for  it. 

I  would  also  take  occasion  to  state  that  every  thing  used  in  the  manufacture  of  jiaper  has 
advanced  from  500  to  1,000  per  cent.,  while  paper  is  only  150  per  cent,  above  former  prices, 
and  is  really  the  cheapest  article  in  the  Southern  Confederacy;  and  but  for  the  bank  note 
paper,  our  profits  would  liave  been  very  small — fully  three-fourths  of  the  dividend  men- 
tioned in  answer  to  your  fifth  (juestion  being  made  in  the  year  18152.

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Resolutions  vindicating  the  loyalty  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina  and  its 
V  general  assembly. 

Whereas  various  slanderous  reports  have  been  circulated  both  in  the  state  and  out  of  it, 
reflecting  upon  the  loyalty  of  the  members  of  this  legislatui'e  and  the  people  of  this  state, 
and  ascribing  to  thern  hostility  to  the  confederate  government,  and  a  desire  to  reconstruct 
the  Uniotti  Therefore, 

Be  it  unanimously  resolved,  that  as  the  representatives  of  the  people,  and  in  our  own  be- 
half as  individual  citizens  of  the  state,  we  protest  against  and  denounce  these  accusations 
as  utterly  false  in  letter  and  in  spirit,  as  calculated  to  misrepresent  the  sentiments  of  those 
who  have  never  faltered  in  the  support  of  all  constitutional  measures  for  the  prosecution  of 
the  war,  and  as  tending  to  produce  jealousies  and  heartbrnnings  among  a  people  who  have 
sealed  their  devotion  to  the  cause  of  southern  independence  with  their  blood,  upon  the 
proudest  battle-fields  of  the  revolution ;  that  the  charge  of  a  desire  on  the  part  of  this  legis- 
lature, or  auy  portion  of  it,  to  conflict  with  the  coafederate  government,  or  to  embaiTass  the 
president  in  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  is  grossly  untrue,  illiberal  and  slanderous ;  that  we 
hereby  pledge  ourselves  most  heartily  and  emphatically  to  the  most  vigorous  constitutional 
war  policy,  promising,  in  the  name  of  North  Carolina,  the  most  liberal  contribution  of  men 
and  money  to  the  support  of  it,  and  protesting  against  any  settlement  of  the  struggle  which 
does  not  secure  the  entire  independence  of  the  Confederate  States  of  America. 

Eesolved,  that  the  governor  be  requested  to  communicate  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to 
the  governors  of  the  several  states  of  the  Confederacy,  and  also  to  our  own  senators  and 
representatives  in  congress,  to  be  laid  before  their  respective  bodies.

REPORT 


The  committee  on  confederate  relations,  to  whom -was  referred  the  message  of  the  gover- 
nor, containing  his  letter  to  Abraham  Lincoln,  president  of  the  United  States,  in  relation  to 
the  imprisonment  of  Colonel  Richard  Thomas  Zarvona,  Captain  Dnskey  and  Lieutenant 
Vanner,  have  had  the  same  under  coosideration,  and  beg  leave  to  report: 

That  the  importance  and  delicacy  of  the  subject  and  the  high  official  source  of  the  com- 
munication, have  induced  the  committee  to  give  to  the  questions  presented  a  most  carefol 
consideration.  They  have  sought  information  in  the  highest  quarters  to  enlighten  their 
judgment,  and  without  entering  into  details,  now  present  the  result  of  their  deliberations. 
Whilst  they  fully  participate  in  the  just  indignation  expressed  by  the  governor  at  the  cruel 
and  inhuman  treatment  of  our  officers  by  the  authorities  of  the  United  States,  they  are  con- 
vinced that  the  best  mode  of  attaining  the  object  in  view  (their  liberation)  is  to  put  their 
cases  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  confederate  authorities,  who  are  doing  all  that  can  be  done 
for  their  relief 

Sound  policy,  and  wise  economy,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  require  that  all  the 
prisoners  of  war,  now  held  by  the  governor,  shpuld  be  turned  over  to  the  confederate  govern- 
ment, to  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  sound  discretion  of  the  president,  under  the  rules  of 
war  and  the  cartel  between  the  two  governments  for  the  exchange  of  prisoners.  The  com- 
mittee are  assured  that  the  president  will  receive  them,  and  that  every  effijrt  will  be  made 
by  him  for  the  release  of  Zarvona  and  others,  for  whom  some  of  these  prisoners  are  rot^ned 
by  the  governor  as  hostages. 

The  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  tke  following  joint  resolution : 

Resolved  by  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  that  the  governor  be  directed 
to  turn  over  to  the  confederate  authorities  all  the  prisoners  of  war  captured  by  the  force* 
under  the  command  of  General  Floyd,  or  by  any  other  troops  acting  under  state  authority, 
and  now  in  his  custody,  as  soon  as  arrangements  can  be  made  by  the  confederate  govcm- 
ment  to  receive  them.

REPORT 


The  committee  ou  military  affairs,  to  whom  has  been  referred  the  memorial  of  Cadet  Wm. 
A.  Daniel,  in  relation  to  certain  treatment  received  by  him  at  the  Virginia  military  institute, 
together  with  certain  documents  in  relation  thereto,  respectfully  submit  the  following  report : 

It  appears  from  the  statement  of  Cadet  Daniel,  as  well  as  special  orders,  No.  28,  issued  at 
the  institute  on  the  18th  November  1862,  that  on  the  11th  November  1862  a  flagrant  and 
unprovoked  violation  of  good  order,  humanity  and  decency  was  committed  by  a  number  of 
cadets,  within  the  precincts  of  the  institute,  by  a  wanton  and  cruel  infliction  upon  the  per- 
son of  Cadet  Wm.  A.  Daniel,  then  a  junior  cadet  of  the  institute,  and  that  no  adequate 
protection  was  aflorded  by  the  ofiicers  of  said  institution  to  said  cadet,  against  threatened 
severity  towards  him.  It  also  appears,  from  the  special  orders  referred  to,  and  from  other 
information  deemed  authentic  by  your  committee,  that  the  practice  of  such  disorderly  con- 
duct towards  the  junior  cadets,  has  been  of  common  occmTence  at  the  institute  for  years 
past,  to  the  great  discredit  of  the  institution  and  prejudice  of  its  practical  usefulness  as  a 
seat  of  learning ;  and  that  no  efficient  means  have  as  yet  been  resorted  to  by  the  officers  of 
the  institute  for  the  suppression  of  such  practice.  Your  committee  therefore  recommend 
the  adoption  of  the  following  preamble  and  joint  resolutions,  viz : 

Whereas  it  appears,  upon  satisfactory  evidence  adduced  before  the  general  assembly,  that 
Cadet  Wm.  A.  Daniel,  then  a  junior  cadet  of  the  Virginia  military  institute,  was,  on  the 
11th  day  of  November  1862,  subjected  to  an  unprovoked  and  cruel  infliction  of  personal 
violence  by  cadets  of  the  institute,  and  that  no  adequate  protection  was  aflforded  him  by 
the  officers  of  the  institution  against  a  repetition  of  such  violence — by  which  means  said 
Cadet  Daniel  has  been  drivfn  from  the  institute,  and  practically  denied  tho  benefits  of  its 
instruction :  And  Avhereas  it  appears  also  that  the  practice  of  such  wanton  violations  of 
good  order  and  humanity,  has  been  of  long  continuance,  and  without  proper  restraint,  at 
said  institute :  Therefore, 

1.  Resolved,  that  this  general  assembly  hereby  expresses  its  unqualified  condemnation 
of  such  practice,  as  violative  of  good  discipline,  unjust  to  the  peaceable  and  orderly  cadets, 
injurious  to  the  efficient  administration  of  the  institute,  and  unworthy  the  chivalrous  cha- 
racter of  our  southern  youth. 

2.  That  the  officers  of  said  institution  be  requested  to  adopt  such  regulations  and  dis- 
cipline in  reference  to  said  practice  of  wanton  punishment  of  junior  cadets,  as  will  effec- 
tually discontinue  and  repress  it. 

3.  That  the  officers  of  said  institution  be  and  they  are  hereby  required,  if  Cadet  Wm.  A. 
Daniel  shall  so  desire,  to  reinstate  him  as  a  cadet  of  said  institute,  without  prejudice  to  his 
position  therein,  on  account  of  his  withdrawal  therefrom  in  November  last.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Delegates  : 

lu  response  to  your  resolution  adopted  yesterday,  calling  for  information  in 
regard  to  the  forcible  entry  of  the  jail  of  Franklin  county  by  armed  soldiers,  acting  under 
military  orders,  and  the  removal  of  a  prisoner  charged  with  felony,  I  transmit  herewith, 
copies  of  all  the  papers  on  file  in  this  department  bearing  upon  the  subject. 

On  the  18th  day  of  February  last  I  notified  the  secretary  of  war  of  this  scandalous  and 
disgraceful  outrage  upon  the  rights  of  the  sovereign  state  of  Virginia,  but  to  this  moment 
have  received  no  reply  to  my  complaint.  Yesterday  I  again  called  the  attention  of  the 
secretary  of  war  to  this  matter,  and  as  soon  as  an  answer  is  received,  it  shall  be  communi- 
cated to  your  honorable  body.

I  have  the  honor  to  enclose  and  transmit  for  your  own,  and  through  you  for 
the  consideration  of  his  excellency  the  president,  copies  of  letters  from  Judge  Wiugfield, 
judge  of  the  Bedford  cucuit,  and  Hugh  Nelson,  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  of  Frank- 
lin county.  These  papers  (if  the  facts  therein  stated  be  true)  disclose  an  outrage  on  the 
part  of  military  officers,  upon  the  rights  of  the  sovereign  state  of  Virginia,  that  deserves 
exemplary  punishment.  A  spirit  of  lawlessness  is  prevalent  throughout  the  country,  and 
the  life  and  liberty  of  the  citizen,  and  the  rights  of  property,  imperatively  demand  the  ex- 
ercise of  power  for  its  restraint.

You  no  doubt  remember  that  Robert  Goodson  was,  at  the  last  May 
term  of  the  circuit  court  of  this  county,  indicted  by  the  grand  jury  for  grand  larceny,  he 
having  been  previously  examined  by  the  county  court  upon  the  charge,  and  remanded  to 
jail  for  trial  in  the  circuit  court;  and  havirig  pscaped  from  jail  before  the  sitting  of  the  cir- 
cuit court,  a  capias  Avas  directed  to  be  issued  for  his  arrest,  to  answer  the  indictment.  At 
the  October  term  of  the  circuit  court,  Goodson  being  still  at  large,  another  capias  was 
awarded  against  him.  On  some  day  or  night  in  the  week  before  last  a  squad  of  cavalry, 
belonging  to  a  Capt.  Hannan's  company,  claiming  to  be  attached  to  the  army  of  South- 
western Virginia,  went  to  a  house  on  the  Blue  Ridge  mountain  in  this  county,  in  search  of 
some  deserters,  whom  they  supposed  to  be  secreted  there.  The  squad  and  the  persons  in 
the  house  exchanged  several  shots,  and  two  of  the  cavalrymen  were  wounded — one  of  them 
severely.  The  result  of  the  skirmish  was,  that  the  cavalrymen  succeeded  in  capturing 
Goodson,  whom  they  found  wounded  in  the  neck  and  arm.  The  deserters,  if  there,  escaped. 
On  last  Friday  week  (30th  January)  a  squad  of  this  cavalry  brought  Goodson  to  this  place, 
and  delivered  him  to  the  jailor  of  this  county.  One  of  them,  George  Melvin,  who  claimed 
to  be  commander  of  the  squad,  taking  from  Andrews  the  jailor  a  receipt  for  the  body  of 
Goodson,  it  being  set  forth  in  the  receipt  that  he  had  escaped  from  the  jail  of  this  county, 
while  confined  therein  charged  with  grand  larceny.  At  the  same  time  Mr.  John  J.  Saun- 
ders and  I  gave  Melvin  a  certificate,  setting  forth  that  this  is  the  same  Robert  Goodson  who 
had  so  escaped  from  said  jail,  for  whose  capture  Governor  Letcher  had,  by  proclamation, 
offered  a  reward  of  one  hundred  dollars.  The  receipt  and  the  certificate  were  both  given  to 
Melvin,  at  his  own  request,  to  enable  him  to  collect  the  reward.  On  some  day  in  last  week 
a  squad  of  this  cavalry  came  to  this  place,  and  demanded  Goodson  of  Andrews  the  jailor, 
stating  that  they  had  orders  from  Major  General  Jones,  commanding  the  department  of 
Southwestern  Virginia,  to  convey  him  to  his  head  quarters.  Andrews  reftised  to  surrender 
Goodson,  and  they  went  off.  On  Monday  last  another  squad  came  to  this  place,  and  showed 
Andrews  a  paper,  purporting  to  be  an  order  from  Major  Gen.  Jones,  directing  them  to  pro- 
ceed to  the  jail  of  Franklin  county,  and  take  Robert  Goodson  therefrom,  and  convey  him 
in  irons  to  Gen.  Jones'  head  quarters.  Upon  this  order  they  demanded  Goodson  of  An- 
drews. He  refused  to  surrender  him.  They  then  demanded  the  keys  of  the  jail.  These 
he  also  refused  to  surrender;  and  being  at  the  time  in  Andrews' house,  they  proceeded, 
against  his  protest,  to  search  his  house,  but  failed  to  find  the  keys.  They  then  left  the  vil- 
lage, without  further  attempt,  at  this  time,  to  take  Goodson.  This  squad  was  commanded 
by  a  person  calling  himself  Lieut.  Harman ;  but  it  is  due  to  him  to  say  that  he  was  not 
present  when  some  of  his  men  searched  Andrews'  house.  On  yesterday. morning,  early,  a 
much  larger  squad  than  any  of  the  preceding  came  to  this  place,  commanded  by  the  same 
Lieut.  Harman.  A  portiou  of  them  went  to  Andrews'  house,  he  being  absent  at  the  time, 
and  after  a  short  search,  found  two  of  the  keys  of  the  jail — the  key  to  the  outside  door  of 
the  building,  and  the  key  to  a  wooden  door  of  the  cell  in  which  Goodson  was  confined,  but 
failed  to  find  the  key  to  the  iron  grated  door  of  the  same  cell.  They  then  proceeded  to  the 
jail,  against  the  protest  of  Andi'ews  (who  by  this  time  had  come  up  with  them),  opened  the 
doors  of  which  they  had  found  the  keys,  procured  an  axe  and  a  crowbar,  and  proceeded  to 
break  open  the  iron  grated  door.  By  this  time  Wade,  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  had  reached 
the  village,  and  attempted  to  enter  the  jail,  but  they  refused  to  allow  him  to  do  so.  He 
protested  against  their  proceedings,  and  demanded  their  authority  therefor.  The  person 
calling  himself  Lieut.  Harman  showed  him  a  paper,  much  of  the  same  purport  with  the 
one  which  he  had  showed  Andrews  on  Monday,  but  with  the  additional  order,  signed  by 
"  Capt.  Harman,"  directing  him  to  break  locks  and  doors,  and  to  arrest  any  person  who 
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made  any  resistance  to  the  eKecution  of  the  order,  and  convey  them  to  his  head  quarters. 
They  succeeded  in  broakin|f  open  the  iron  grated  door,  took  Goodson  out  and  carried 
him  off. 

I  must  add,  that  I  do  not  state  these  facts  on  my  own  Ivnowlcdgc,  except  the  proceedings 
in  court  against  Goodson.  and  the  rcceiiit  and  certificate  given  to  Melvin.  The  other  facts 
I  have  received  from  Andrews,  Scott  and  others,  and  I  have  no  doubt  of  their  truthfulness. 
I  was  absent  from  home  both  on  Monday  and  yesterday. 

I  have  thought  it  proper  to  give  you  this  statement  of  facts  for  your  consideration  and 
such  action  as  y^ou  may  deem  proper.  I  have  also  forn'aided  a  statement  of  the  facts  to 
Mr.  Peter  Saunders,  one  of  the  delegates  from  this  county  to  the  general  assembly,  with  the 
request  that  he  will  lay  it-before  Governor  Letcher.  These  proceedings  appear  to  me  to  be 
an  outrage  upon  the  sovereignty  of  the  state  of  Virginia ;  which  demands  prompt  and 
thorough  investigation  and  redress.

I  omitted  to  state  that  these  people  threatened  to  aiTcst  Andrews  and  tarry  him  off. 

JlDCrK  G.   A.   WlNGFlKLD. 
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Qoodson  was  in  jail,  remanded  there  by  the  county  court  of  Franklin  count}',  to  await 
bis  trial  in  the  circuit  court.  He  got  out  of  the  jail  and  made  his  escape.  There  was  a 
reward  offered  by  the  governor  of  Virginia,  of  $  100  for  his  apprehension ;  since  which 
time,  and  within  the  last  two  weeks,  he  was  found  at  his  home,  in  company  with  two 
deserters,  by  some  cavalrymen  detailed  to  look  for  deserters.  The  deserters  and  Goodson 
resisted,  and  the  deserters,  it  is  said,  fired  upon  the  cavalrymen  and  wounded  two  of  them, 
and  made  their  escape.  Goodson  was  in  the  act  of  firing  when  he  was  shot  by  one  of  the 
cavalrymen.  Goodson  was  then  taken  by  them  to  Franklin  jail,  and  has  been  since  de- 
manded by  Gen.  Samuel  Jones,  by  an  order  fiom  him  to  Ca))t.  Haimond.  Under  said 
demand,  two  attempts  have  been  made  to  take  Goodson  from  the  said  jail ;  but  the  jailor 
would  not  surrender  the  keys  of  the  jail;  but  on  this  day,  February  J'ith,  an  armed  force 
came  and  took  from  the  jailor  the  key  to  the  outside  door,  and  not  being  able  to  get  the 
key  to  the  door  of  the  room  in  which  Goodson  wa«  confined,  they  broke  open  the  door  and 
took  Goodson  out,  and  have  earned  him  off,  the  sheriff  protesting  against  it.  One  of  the 
cavalry,  whose  name  is  not  now  recollected,  has  a  certificate  from  under  the  hands  of  the 
commonwealth's  attorney,  jailor  and  clerk  of  the  court,  showing  that  he  arrested  Goodson, 
in  order  that  he  may  get  the  reward  offered  by  the  governor.  Goodson  does  not  belong  to 
the  army,  and  never  has  beeli  in  the  army,  so  far  as  I  know.

Sir: 

I  Lave  the  liouov  to  iuknowlcdge  tbe  receipt  of  Governor  Letcher's  letter  of 
the  18th  instant,  onclosiug  copies  of  letters  from  Juilge  Wingfifld  and  Hugh  Ntjson,  Es- 
quire, with  the  endorsement  of  the  assistant  secretiuy  of  war,  calling  for  a  report  in  relation 
to  th(*  acts  complained  of  in  the  communication  enclosed. 

In  obedience  to  this  order,  I  would  resjieetfully  state,  that  on  the  3d  instant  I  received  a 
report  from  Captain  Wm.  H.  Harman,  commanding  a  cavalry  company,  of  the  wounding 
of  two  of  his  men  by  a  body  of  arnwd  deserters,  in  the  house,  and  under  the  leadership  of 
Robert  Goodson,  who  was  represented  to  be  a  notorious  villain,  setting  the  Vithoritics  at 
defiance.  Captain  Harman  further  reported,  that  in  the  fight  Goodson  was  himself  woundea, 
and  was  at  that  time  "  lodged  in  the  Franklin  jail,  awaiting  your  (my)  orders."  From  this 
statement,  I  ju'esumed  that  Goodson  had  only  been  put  in  jail  for  safe  keeping  until  my 
wishes  could  be  known,  and  did  not  once  suppose  that  he  had  been  regularly  turned  ovtr 
to  the  civil  authorities.  I  accordingly  on  the  4th  instant  directed  my  assistant  adjutant 
general.  Major  Myers,  to  write  Captaiu  Harman  a  note  (copy  enclosed  marked  A),  in- 
forming him  that  I  desired  to  have  the  prisoner  brought  in  irons  to  this  place.  By  reference 
to  this  letter,  it  will  appear  that  no  orderis  given  in  regard  to  the  jail,  and  not  the  slightest 
intiniation  of  any  lesistance  being  contemplated  by  civil  authorities,  who,  I  presumed  from 
Captain  Harman's  statement,  were  acting  in  concert  with  him.  Goodson  was  accordingly 
brought  to  this  point  under  guard,  and  conunitted  to  the  custody  of  the  provost  marshal. 
I  received  no  further  report  from  CapLiin  Harman,  and  for  the  first  time  leanied  to-day  the 
eircumstances  attending  the  taking  of  tbi;  prisoner  from  the  jail,  from  the  communicationB 
forwarded  from  your  (.iflfice. 

On  tbe  28th  January  I  had  addressed  a  letter  to  the  adjutant  general,  asking  instmctiona 
in  regard  to  such  cases,  and  determined  to  keep  Goodson  in  custody  until  I  could  hear  the 
decision  of  the  department.  That  decision  was  communicated  to  me  in  a  letter  from  your- 
self, of  date  February  (ith,  directing,  in  substance,  that  such  cases  could  not  be  tried  before 
the  military  courts,  but  must  be  turned  over  to  the  civil  authorities  for  e.vaniination  and 
commitment,  to  answer  in  the  C.  S.  district  court.  I  accordingly  sent  for  rogram,  one  of 
the  men  who  was  wounded  bj-  Goodson,  that  he  might  give  his  evidence  in  the  case.  Pe- 
gram  ap[)eared  on  tjje  14th  instant,  and  being  still  very  unwell,  his  affidavit  wa.s  taken,  and 
he  sent  home.  On  the  same  day  I  left  Dublin  for  Kichmoud,  and  a  day  or  two  after  my 
arrival  at  the  latter  place,  I  received  a  letter  from  Major  Stringfellow,  my  assistant  adjutant 
general,  stating  that  he  had  been  informed  (liaving  just  returned  from  temporary  absence) 
that  my  orders  were  to  have  Goodson  sent  to  Richmond ;  that  he  had  delayed  carrying 
them  out,  because  the  ofieiue  being  cognizable  by  the  civil  authorities,  the  prisoner  must  be 
■(ixamined,  and  committed  as  the  civil  Ibrms  of  procedure  required.  To  this  letter  I  imm©- 
diately  replied  that  such  was  my  wish,  and  directed  that  Goodson  should  be  turned  over  to 
the  civil  authorities. 

Accordingly,  on  the  21  st  instant  orders  were  issued  by  Major  Stringfellow  to  the  provost 
marshal  (cojjy  enclosed  marked  Ji),  directing  him  to  procure  the  evidence  in  the  case,  and 
carry  Goodson  befbrc  a  magistrate  for  examination — at  the  same  time  giving  him  the  certi- 
ficate of  the  clerk  of  Franklin  county,  that  Goodson  was  already  a  fugitive  from  justice; 
whidi  certificate  was  not  received  until  the  14th  instant,  Laving  been  sent  with  the  witness 
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Pegram.  The  provost  marshal  was  verbally  instructed  to  have  Goodson  examined  for  com- 
mitment on  two  charges :  one,  an  offence  against  the  laws  of  the  Confederate  States,  in  har- 
boring deserters,  and  the  other  against  the  law  of  Virginia,  founded  on  the  certificate  above 
refen'ed  to. 

In  the  order  of  the  21st  instant,  which  was  hurriedly  written,  the  fact  that  the  offence  was 
committed  in  Franklin  county,  was  overlooked,  and  on  the  23d  instant  another  order  was 
iss«ed  (copy  enclosed  marked  C),  directing  the  provost  marshal  to  send  Goodson  to  Franklin 
county,  for  examination  by  a  magistrate  of  that  county.  This  was  done ;  and  I  presume 
that  Goodson  is  now  in  the  county  jail  at  Franklin.  The  men  sent  as  guard  not  having 
yet  returned,  and  no  report  having  been  made,  I  cannot  speak  positively  on  the  subject. 

Here  my  connectioTi  with  this  case  ceased;  and  whilst  I  very  much  regret  that  such 
lawless  acts  as  those  very  justly  complained  of  by  the  governor  of  Virginia  have  been 
perpetrated  by  Confederate  States  troops  under  my  conunand,  I  think  it  will  be  sufficiently 
apparent  that  such  acts  were  not  done  by  niy  order,  or  with  my  knowledge  or  consent.  In 
adminibteriug^he  military  affairs  of  this  department,  conflict  with  the  civil  authorities  has 
ever  been  carefully  avoided ;  and  that  such  conflict  did  occur  in  this  case,  I  have,  I  repeat, 
first  learned  through  the  papers,  in  answer  to  which  this  statement  is  made. 

The  perpetrators  of  this  outrage  are  still  under  my  command  ;  but  as  the  case  has  been 
brought  before  the  department  by  so  high  an  official  as  the  governor  of  Virginia,  I  shall 
await  your  instructions  whether  they  shall  be  tried  by  the  civil  authorities,  or  be  proceeded 
against  before  tlic  military  court.  They  are  amenable  to  both  jurisdictions  for  flagrant 
offences,  whether  against  the  laws  of  the  state,  or  tl^t  good  order  and  military  discipline  so 
necessary  for  the  success  of  our  arms.

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REPORT 


The  select  committeo,  to  Avhom  was  assignod  the  Jiity  of  ciiquiriiig  whetlicr  tho  cxclnsivo 
control  exercisfd  by  tho  confederate  government  over  the  transportation  upon  the  rail  roads 
in  the  state,  might  not  be  so  regulated  as  to  afford  a  larger  accommodation  than  now  exists 
for  the  carrying  of  commodities  for  private  use,  beg  leave  to  report,  that  they  have  had  the 
subject  under  consideration,  and  that  in  order  to  procure  tho  requisite  iTiformation,  they 
caused  the  proper  officers  of  the  leading  lines  of  railways  in  tHe  state  to  appear,  and  be  ex- 
amined before  them.     In  this  examination,  the  following  facts  were  elicited: 

The  confederate  government  has  claimed  a  priority  of  right  to  all  the  means  of  transpor- 
tation employed  by  the  companies.  The  requisitions  upon  nt\irly  all  the  rail  roads,  for  go- 
vernment service,  have  been  heavy  and  continuous,  and  have  reduced  to  very  nan'ow  limits 
the  facilities  for  freights  on  private  account.  It  did  not  appear,  that  in  exercising  this  right 
of  priority,  anj'  mismanagement  or  waste  of  the  means  of  transportation  had  occurred,  ex- 
cept in  occasional  instances,  and  these  arose  from  tho  ignorance  or  improvidence  of  military 
officers  in  issuing  orders.  No  attempt  had  been  made  by  the  confederate  authorities  to  take 
from  the  proper  executive  officers  the  superintendence  and  manag<>ment  of  the  service  upon 
the  roads ;  nor  did  it  appear  that  any  larger  demand  for  transportation  was  made  than  was 
needful  for  prop(>r  military  uses.  The  evidence  necessary  to  exhibit  an  abuse  of  power  in 
this  regard,  can  only  be  obtained  from  those  confederate  officials  who  have  the  right  to 
withhold  it. 

It  appeared  that  a  serious  interference  with  the  means  of  transportation  belonf^iii"-  to  se- 
veral of  the  companies,  had  been  caused  by  the  acts  of  confederate  officers  during  the  past 
twoJVc  months,  which  did  not  seem  justified  by  any  apparent  military  exigency,  and  calls 
therelbre  for  a  timely  and  etf(!ctual  remedy.  Nearly  one  half  of  the  burden  cars  of  the  Rich- 
mond and  Danville  road  have  been  taken  out  of  the  state,  upon  the  requisition  of  confede- 
rate officers,  and  no  return  made  of  them  to  the  company.  The  company,  after  suflVring 
the  loss  of  their  use  for  several  months,  has  made  a  laborious  search  for  thera,  which  resulted 
in  finding  many  of  them  scattered  on  different  and  distant  roads  out  of  the  state,  in  most 
instances  badly  worn,  and  in  some  entirely  ruined.  The  superintendent  of  thiJ  company 
stated,  that  if  these  injuries  to  its  means  of  transportation  had  not  occurred,  that  comjiany 
could  have  afforded  accommodation  for  all  the  private  freights  seeking  carriage  upon  its 
road.  Similar  injuries  have  been  intlicted  upon  other  companies,  not  .so  great  in  degree, 
but  sufficient  to  embarrass  seriously  their  means  of  transportation.  These;  injuries  appeared 
to  flow  from  an  abuse  of  power,  and  a  lack  of  accountaliility  on  the  part  of  confederate 
offic^Ms;  and  as  they  tend  to  reduce  to  still  narrower  limits  the  means  of  transportation,  al- 
ready insufficient  for  the  absolute  needs  of  the  people  of  this  commonwealth,  a  prompt  and 
effectual  coiTective  should  lie  applied. 


Information  was  obtained  WgBt  another  topic,  which  the  committee  deemed  wortJiy  of 
attenti<m.  vf 

For  the  period  of  a  year  pa.st,  orders  Iiavo  been  in  force  along  the  line  of  tho  Virginia 
and  Tennessee  road,  prohibiting  the  transportation,  on  private  account,  of  meat,  flour  and 
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other  subsistence.  It  was  stated  that  bacon  could  be  bought  in  large  quantities  along  this 
line,  at  fifty  cents  per  pound,  and  that  its  transportation  by  rail  to  Richmond  would  cost 
about  a  cent  and  a  quarter  per  pound.  Prohibitory  orders,  of  a  like  kind,  have  been  en- 
forced upon  several  other  of  the  leading  lines.  It  is  obvious  that  these  severe  restrictions, 
if  continued,  must  inflict  great  distress  upon  the  people  of  Virginia.  Such  an  exercise  of 
power,  were  it  legal,  which  is  not  conceded,  can  only  be  justified  by  the  sternest  demands 
of  military  necessity ;  anti  this  necessity  should  be  predicated  upon  an  accurate  statistical 
knowledge  of  the  amount  of  food  produced  in  the  various  districts  of  the  state  thus  em- 
bai'goed.  The  people  of  Virginia  will  patiently  bear  all  those  burdens  in  the  present  strug- 
gle, which  are  inevitable ;  the  measure  of  those  burdens  must  be  heavy,  because  of  the  pre- 
sence of  large  contending  armies  upon  herj»boil ;  but  their  representatives  have  a  right  to 
expect,  at  the  hands  of  the  confederate  authorities,  that  the  latter  will  use  a  watchful  care  in 
providing  against  the  imposition  of  any  other  burdens,  either  in  kind  or  degree,  than  are 
inevitable. 

The  committee  recommend  to  the  house  the  passage  of  the  following  resolutions,  being  of 
the  opinion  that  such  an  expression  by  the  house  may  stimulate  the  confederate  oflScers  Avho 
have  authority  in  the  premises,  to  apply  all  the  needful  correctives  for  the  injuries  recited 
herein,  so  far  as  this  may  be  done  consistently  with  the  demands  of  the  military  service : 

1.  Resolved,  that  this  house,  while  avowing  it  to  be  the  hearty  purpose  of  the  people  of 
Virginia  to  dedicate  all  their  resources  in  aid  of  the  confederate  government  in  a  vigorous 
prosecution  of  the  existing  war,  is  constrained  to  believe,  that  through  the  improvidence  of 
military  officers  and  other  agents  of  said  government,  an  unnecessary  waste  and  loss  have 
been  caused  to  the  means  of  transportation  belonging  to  several  of  the  leading  lines  of  rail- 
way in  the  state,  in  the  manner  shown  in  the  report  of  a  committee  of  this  house:  and  inas- 
much as  such  injuries  greatly  enhance  the  privations  and  burdens  of  the  people  of  Virginia, 
this  house  appeals  to  the  proper  confederate  authorities  to  apply  a  prompt  and  effectual  cor- 
rective in  the  premises. 

2.  That  while  this  house  does  not  concede  the  right  of  the  confederate  authorities,  with- 
out having  obtained  proper  legislative  sanctions  defining  and  regulating  the  exercise  of 
such  power,  to  enforce  the  orders  herein  before  mentioned,  appeals  to  those  authorities  to 
make  early  tmd  careful  enquiry,  in  order  .to  ascertain  whether  some  relaxation  may  not  be 
made  in  the  existing  orders,  which  prohibit  the  transportation  and  commercial  interchange 
of  meat  and  breadstuflfs  for  private  use,  along  the  lines  of  the  leading  railways  in  this  state.

CONTRACT. 


Articles  of  agrpcmciit,  made  this  6th  day  of  March  1803,  between  William  F.  Thompson; 
chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  senate  of  Virginia,  and  James  Barboiir,.chair- 
man  of  llie  committee  appointed  by  the  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  the  two  committees 
C0Dstit«iting  a  joint  committee  of  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia  on  the  subjwt  of  a 
supply  of  salt,  and  acting  as  such  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  said  commonwealth,  of  the  first 
part,  and  J.  N.  Clarkson  of  the  second  part,  witnesseth : 

The  said  Clarkson  doth  propose,  without  the  right  to  retract  or  withdraw  the  same,  tie 
following  terms  for  the  production  and  delivery  of  salt  to  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
and  the  partitas  of  the  first  part  do  accept  the  same  on  behalf  of  the  said  joint  committee,  Ibut 
their  action  shall  not  be  binding  on  the  said  commonwealth  until  this  agreement  shall  be 
ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia: 

First — The  commonwealth  of  Virginia  proposing  by  law  to  impress  for  public  use  (tifi 
property  herein  after  set  out,  agrees  to  lease  to  said  Chirkson,  for  the  term  of  one  year  fully 
to  be  completed,  commcnciug  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March  lt^G3,  and  ending  one 
j*car  thereafter,  or  after  the  day  upon  which  possession  is  actually  given,  the  following 
property : 

A  parcel  of  land  described  as  fallows :  Such  of  the  land  used  by,  owned  or  in  the  posses- 
sion of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  or  either  of  them,  lying  in  the  counties  of  Smyth  and 
Washington,  as  adjoins  the  lands  of  Wyndliam  Robertson  on  the  side  above  the  furnace  of 
Thomas  R.  Friend,  and  extends  down  the  valley  to  the  furnaces  known  as  the  "  River 
■works,"  including  the  same,  containing,  by  estimation,  400  acres,  together  with  all  the 
houses,  tenements,  wells,  fixtures,  engines  and  appurtenant  offices,  storehouses,  mill,  &.c., 
belonging  to  the  same  (except  the  dwelling  houses  and  curtilages  oceuj>ied  by  William  A'. 
Stuart  and  Parker,  of  the  firm  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co  );  it  being  all  the 

real  property  at  present  used  and  worked  by  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  and  by  th'elf 
lessees.  Friend,  Clarkson,  K('lly  and  Gardner,  and  the  furnaces  known  as  the  "iRivct 
works,"  in  all  numbering  ten  fnmaces,  including  the  fixtures,  engines  and  buildings  thereon 
and  theiflo  attached:  and  the  said  Clarkson  shall  have  the  privilege  of  cutting,  qnarryJng 
and  carrying  away  from  any  of  the  lands  owned  by  or  in  the  possession  of  the  said  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &.  Co.,  or  either  of  them,  sufficient  quantities  of  stone,  wood  and  timlxjr  for  car" 
ryiug  on  the  nianutacturc  of  salt.  And  the  said  commonwealih  dotlj  agree  to  guarantee  to 
the  said  Clarkson  the  quiet  iind  peaceable  possession  of  the  leased  premises,  against  tlie 
claims  of  all  persons  whatsoever. 

But  it  is  understood  and  agreed  that  only  so  much  of  the  salt  wafer  from  the  wells  above 
mentioned  is  included  in  this  lease,  as  will  be  sufficient  to  operate  the  ten  furaacca  fo  tfi© 
full  extent  of  the  boiling  capacity  of  said  furnaces. 

Second — The  commonwealth  of  Virginia  doth  further  agree  to  impress  all  the  wood  now 
outer  contracted  for,  and  all  the  sacks,  provisions  and  forage;  also  all  the  tools  belonging 
to  or  used  about  the  manufacture  of  salt,  now  in  the  possession  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co., 
or  their  lessees  aforesaid ;  also  all  iho  wagons,  mules,  horses,  gear  and  other  personal  pro- 
perty owned  or  used  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  or  their  lessees,  for  the  purposes  or  In 
connection  with  any  of  the  ten  furnaces  aforesaid.    And  the  said  Clarkson  agrees  to  pay 
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the  valuation  of  the  said  wagons  and  teams,  and  the  cost  of  the  sacks,  supplies  and  wood, 
to  the  said  commonwealth,  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  cost  of  the  same;  to  be  paidiout  of 
each  month's  delivery  of  salt  under  this  contract  for  the  first  four  months,  to  the  common- 
wealth. 

And  the  said  commonwealth  of  Virginia  doth  further  agree  to  impress  for  the  term  of 
lease  aforesaid,  all  the  slaves  owned  or  hired  and  employed  at  any  of  the  said  furnaces,  or 
about  the  business  thereof,  by  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanau  &  Co.,  or  their  lessees,  and  to  put 
the  same  so  impressed  into  the  possession  of  said  Clarkson,  he  agreeing  on  his  part  to  pay 
t )  the  commonwealth  the  assessed  value  of  the  hires  or  services  of  the  slaves  for  the  said 
term. 

And  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia  further  agrees  to  guarantee  to  the  said  Clarkson 
transportation  on  the  rail  roads  for  wood  and  supplies  required  for  the  business  of  salt- 
making  aforesaid ;  the  same  to  be  paid  for  by  the  said  Clarkson,  at  fair  and  reasonable  rates. 

Third — For  and  in  consideration  of  the  lease  hereby  proposed  to  be  made  to  him,  the  said 
Clarkson  covenants  and  agrees  to  pay  to  the  said  commonwealth,  for  the  period  aforesaid, 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one-twelfth  part  thereof  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  each  month 
from  the  delivery  of  salt. 

Fourth — And  the  said  Clarkson  on  his  part  covenants  and  agrees  that  from  the  salt  so  to 
be  manufactured  by  him  on  the  property  aforesaid,  he  will  deliver,  in  merchantable  condition, 
to  the  conunonwealth  of  Virginia,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March  1864, 700,000  bushels 
of  salt,  of  which  75,000  bushels  shall  be  delivered  during  each  of  the  eight  months  next 
following  after  the  15th  day  of  March  18G3:  all  of  said  salt  to  be  delivered  in  sacks  or 
barrels  at  the  rate  of  fifty  pounds  to  the  bushel ;  to  be  subject  to  iuspection,  and  to  be  de- 
livered daily,  as  nearly  as  possible,  at  the  price  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  bushel,  and 
to  be  settled  and  paid  for,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  by  the  commonwealth.  Any  quantity 
of  salt  manufactured  by  said  Clarkson,  over  and  above  the  deliveries  to  the  state,  as  herein 
provided,  shall  be  sold  or  used  by  the  said  Clarkson  in  puf chasing  supplies,  &c.  or  for  any 
other  purpose,  as  he  may  desire.  And  the  said  Clarkson,  as  the  rail  road  cars  may  be  fur- 
nished him,  shall  load  the  salt  upon  the  same  to  such  points  as  may  be  designated  by  the 
(btntc  or  its  authorized  agents — all  costs  and  charges  of  transportation  to  be  paid  by  the  state. 

F^fUi — The  said  Clarkson  further  agrees  to  fulfill  the  county  and  confederate  contracts 
heretofore  made  by  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  or  their  lessees,  if  they  should  decline  or  fail 
to  do  so,  provided  the  state  shall  deliver  to  the  said  Clarkson  the  whole  of  the'  property, 
furnaces,  &c.  of  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co  ,  or  their  lessees  or  of  any  of  them  so 
failing  to  comply.  And  the  said  Clarkson,  in  such  contingency,  agrees  to  take  upon  him- 
Bclf  all  the  burdens  and  to  enjoy  all  the  benefits  of  such  last  named  contracts. 

Sixtit — The  said  Clarkson  shall,  before  he  receives  any  personal  property  impressed,  file 
with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  Kichmond  his  bond  with  good  and  sufBcient  security, 
io  bo  app»ovcd  by  the  judge  of  any  circuit  court,  in  a  penalty  of  f  100,000,  conditioned  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract. 

Seventh — But  it  is  expressly  understood,  that  no  furnaces,  fixtures  or  personal  property 
other  than  those  mentioned  in  the  first  section,  are  to  be  construed  as  embraced  in  the  sub- 
ject herein  proposed  to  be  leased,  or  arc  to  be  impressed,  except  in  the  contingency  of  Stuart, 
Buchanan  &  Co.  failing  to  comply  with  the  Confederate  States  and  county  contracts,  or 
cither  or  any  part  of  them.

CONTRACT. 


Articles  of  agreement,  made  this  9th  day  of  March  1863,  between  James  F.  Johnson,  one 
of  the  committtie  appointed  by  the  senate  of  Virginia,  and  B.  H.  Magruder,  appointed  by 
the  house  of  delegates  of  Virginia,  the  two  committees  constituting  a  joint  committee  of 
the  general  assembly  of  Virginia,  on  the  subject  of  a  supply  of  salt,  and  acting  as  such  for 
and  on  behalf  of  the  said  commonwealth,  of  the  first  part,  and  Charles  Scott,  William  A. 
Stuart,  H.  C.  Boyd,  P.  B.  Hawkins  and  George  W.  Palmer,  doing  business  under  the  firm 
of  Charles  Scott  &  Co.,  of  the  other  part : 

Witnesseth,  that  the  said  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  propose,  without  the  right  to  retract  or 
withdraw  the  same,  the  following  terms  for  the  production  and  delivery  of  salt  to  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  and  the  parties  of  the  first  part  do  accept  the  same  on  behalf  of  the 
said  commonwealth,  but  their  action  shall  not  be  binding  on  the  said  commonwealth  until 
this  agreement  shall  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia : 

The  said  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  on  their  part  covenant  and  agree  to  furnish  and  deliver,  in 
merchantable  condition  j»  to  such  agent  or  agents  as  may  be  appointed  on  behalf  of  the  com- 
monwealth of  Virginia,  on  or  before  the  15th  day  of  March  1864,  700,000  bushels  of  salt,  of 
which  75,000  bushels  shall  be  delivered  during  each  of  the  eight  months  next  following 
after  the  15th  day  of  March  18G3;  all  of  said  salt  to  be  delivered  daily,  as  nearly  as  pos- 
sible, at  the  price  of  two  dollars  and  thirty-three  cents  per  bushel,  and  to  be  settled  and 
paid  for  as  follows,  to  wit :  The  first  installment  of  salt  delivered  by  the  said  Charles  Scott 
«Sl..Co.  under  this  contract,  is  to  be  paid  for  when  the  second  installment  is  delivered ;  and 
in  like  manner  each  installment  is  to  be  paid  for  upon  delivery  of  the  next  succeeding  in- 
stallment. The  said  Charles  Scott  &  Co.  shall  load  the  said  salt  upon  the  rail  road  cars  at 
Saltville,  directed  to  such  points  as  may  be  designated  by  the  state,  or  its  authorized  agents ; 
all  costs  and  charges  of  transportation  on  the  cars  to  be  paid  for  by  the  state.  The  said 
Charles  Scott  &  Co.  agree  that  in  case  of  the  ratification  of  this  contract  by  the  general 
assembly  of  Virginia,  that  the  members  of  said  fii'm,  within  thirty  days  after  such  ratifica- 
tion, will  execute  a  bond,  with  good  and  sufficient  security,  in  the  penalty  of  $200,000,  to 
be  approved  by  the  judge  of  any  circuit  court,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
this  contract.

COMMUNICATION. 


Head  Quarters  Va.  Mil.  Institute, 

March  G,  186.S. 
Sir: 

I  notice  in  the  reported  proceedings  of  the  house  of  delegates,  which  are  pub- 
lished in  the  papers  of  the  3d  of  March,  that  a  complaint  has  been  made  agakisf  the  officers 
and  cadets  of  this  institution,  by  Ex-Cadet  W.  A.  Daniel ;  which  complaint  had  been  con- 
sidered by  the  committee  on  military  aifairs,  and  a  report  from  that  committee  had  been 
made  and  ordered  to  be  printed. 

The  newspaper  synopsis  of  the  report  of  the  committee  condemns  the  conduct  of  the 
cadets,  as  violating  good  order  and  good  morals,  and  reprehends  the  officers  for  neglect  of 
duty  in  permitting  such  breaches  of  propriety  as  are  charged ;  and  they  are  called  upon  to 
pfovide  against  such  repreheusible  conduct  in  future. 

This  newspaper  report  of  the  proceedings  in  the  case  is  the  first  intimation  that  this  insti- 
tution has  received  that  any  such  complaint  had  been  made  to  the  general  assembly  of  Vir- 
ginia, or  had  been  entertained  by  the  military  committee.  I  have  written  to  the  honorable 
chairman  of  that  committee  for  a  copy  of  the  complaint,  and  respectfully  asked  the  privi- 
lege of  the  instittUion's  being  heard  in  response  thereto. 

But  as  the  period  of  the  session  is  far  advanced,  and  time  may  not  be  allowed  to  act  upon 
this  request,  I  respectfully  ask  the  privilege  of  presenting  a  brief  statement,  as  due  alike  to 
the  officers  and  cadets  of  the  institution. 

« 

The  officers  of  the  Virginia  military  institute  have  been  laboriously  discharging  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices,  for  periods  ranging  from  3  to  24  years,  and  under  their  faithful 
administration,  the  institution  has  been  reared  to  the  proud  position  it  now  holds,  of  distinc- 
tion and  usefulness. 

The  corps  of  cadets  embrace  a  class  of  as  high  toned  and  honorable  gentlemen  as  may 
be  assembled  within  the  limits  of  our  Confederacy.  They  are  youths,  but  a  little  removed 
from  boyhood,  and  are.  full  of  that  sportive  vivacity,  the  chief  characteristic  of  southern 
youth,  which  it  is  important  to  direct,  but  which  it  would  be  unwise  to  repress. 

I  would  respectfully  submit  whether  it  is  co^istent  with  wliat  is  due  to  these  officers  and 
the  corps  of  cadets,  that  a  complaint  from  a  dissatisfied  cadet,  who  liad  left  the  institution 
without  authority,  should  be  made  the  basis  of  a  formal  condemnation,  without  notice  or  an 
opportunity  for  a  hearing?  Charges,  involving  iuhunian  and  brutal  conduct  on  the  part  of 
the  cadets,  and  of  culpable  neglect  of  duty  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  seriously  aflect  the 
good  standing  of  the  parties  acctiscd,  and  should  neither  be  lightly  made,  nor  partially  dis- 
posed of.  The  graver  the  jci-cusation,  the  more  necessary  the  hearing,  that  right  may  be 
vindicated,  and  acknowledged  responsibility  maintained.  I  am  sure  it  was  not  the  inten- 
tion of  the  house  of  delegates  to  set  aside  plain  principles  of  justice,  and  that  they  have 
6nly  been  for  the  time  overlooked,  by  the  pressing  claim  of  more  absorbing  questions. 
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The  affair  ivhich  led  to  tbo  complaint  of  Ex-C'adot  W.  A.  Daniel,  occniTpcl  cinring'  mj 
absenci'  from  the  institute,  on  leave.  Lt.  Col.  Preston,  the  .senior  profe.s.sor,  was  the  actings 
sap<'rintcudent.  When  Cadet  Daniel  reported  to  Col.  Preston  tin-  allef^ed  misconduct  of 
Ct^rtain  cadets  t(wvards  him,  he  was  asked  whether  he  had  heen  subjected  to  any  tri'atment 
that  was  either  unusual  among  youths  at  school,  or  personally  degrading  to  himself  indi- 
vidually. He  rejilicd,  no— but  that  he  objected  to  a  repcfeitfon'  «f  what  he  had  received 
when  he  first  entered.  Col.  Piestou  told  him  if  hr  would  give  him  the  names  of  the  of- 
fenders, he  would  iiromjitly  dismiss  all  of  them  ;  that  the  regulations,  in  the  most  emphatic 
toiTns,  prohibited  any  I'orm  of  maltreatment,  and  he  would  unhesitatingly  maintain  ^he  au- 
thority of  the  laws  against  all  offenders.  Cadet  Daniel  replied,  that  they  had  threatened  to 
shoot  him,  if  he  returned.  Col.  Preston  assured  him  there  was  no  danger  of  this,  and 
a|^am  announced  to  him  his  readiness  to  dismiss  the  offenders,  if  ho  would  give  hiuj  the 
names,  but  that  he  must  boar  in  mind  that  this  rejtort  might  expo.se  him  to  the  ill  will  of 
the  cadets,  against  which  he  could  not  promise  to  protect  him.  Thereupon,  he  declined  to 
give,  the  names.  Cadet  Daniel  then  \v.\\  Col.  Preston,  and  ^oon  after  left  the  in.stitute,  wilh- 
out  authority,  uud  he  h;uj  been  ab.senl  i  v«  r  ^iuce. 

V\n<u  my  r<  lurn  to  tlm  institute,  I  KceiMd  a  letter  from  the  father  of  Cadet  Danrel,  to 
which  I  promjitly  replied.     I  submit  herewith  cojiies  of  these  letters. 

The  n  gulations  <if  this  institution,  in  the  most  emphatic  terhis,  prohibit  all  ibrms  of  mal- 
treatment, on  the  part  of  cadets  towards  each  other,  and  orders  of  the  most  stringent  cha- 
racter, suggested  by  supposed  or  actual  grievanci-s,  have  been  jiromuigated  b}'  the  board  of 
visitor.-?,  with  the  view  to  restrain  such  practices.  Under  these  onlers,  the  snp«intend(*Wt 
Uus  sununarily  dismissed  many  cadets,  and  no  known  instance  of  their  violation  has  ever 
fcoeu  permi'.ted  to  pass,  without  the  i)r<'scribi'd  {»rnalty.  In  many  cases,  u]ipenls  havi-  been 
made  by  the  dismissed  cadets  or  their  friends  lo  the  board  of  visitors,  and  when  ail  the  facts 
have  bwu  enquired  into,  tlic  p<-nally  seemed  so  nnich  out  of  proi»ortion  to  the  offence,  and 
there  was  generally  «'xliibited  such  entiie  abM-nce  <•(  all  leal  injury,  or  intentional  degrada- 
tion, that  the  board  of  \  isilors  hav<'  remittv(d  the  peruilty,  au(}  restored  many  of  the  jjartios 
to  the  institution. 

Still,  it  must  l«'  frankly  acknowledged,  that  many  purents  have  hiid  just  cause  to  com- 
plain of  practices  which  have  existed  hero,  in  what  is  ternad  among  the  cadet^i,  the  "  green- 
ing" of  new  comers.  Though,  as  gcujerally  i)racticed,  iiafmless,  there  have  been  occasional 
ercepfions,  in  which  rudeness,  vulgarity  and  cruelty  are  without  doubt  indulged,  by  llio 
nider  and  coarser  members  of  the  school,  and  who  have  presumed  upon  the  forms  of  the 
aport  generally  practiced,  to  conunit  act(|flfcworthy  of  the  name  and  position  of  a  cadet, 
fiucli,  parties,  aware  of  the  penalty  which  awaits  their  detection,  are  usually  driven,  by  the 
vigilance  of  the  officefs,  from  the  outward  forms  of  transgression,  to  the  more  secret,  which 
cannot  generally  he  reached,  except  through  the  report  of  the  party  aggrieved.  The  (nliuai 
aitaching  to  the  name  o{  an  "  informer,"  deters  them  from  making  the  complaint.  Here  is 
the  error.  Such  offenders  des<rve  no  consideration,  and  the  public  sentiment  of  any  school, 
particularly  of  this,  would  vindicate  any  cadet  who  would  promptly  report  any  act  whicli 
was  unbt'coiuing  the  character  of  a  gentlonian.  Bjit  in  the  absence  of  such  report,  the 
Ca!«e  must  remain  exempt  from  the  penalty,  because  there  is  no  accuser,  and  can  only  bo 
reached  by  the  tone  of  public  sentiment  among  the  cadets  themselves. 

At  such  a  time  as  this,  there  are  peodiar  causes  operating,  which  tend  to  weaken  tlie  eflS- 
tiency  of  those  induences  whicb  have  always  exist<-d  in  this  institution,  through  tlie  senior 
dasses.  AVhen  the  war  broke  out,  all  the  cadets  immediately  went  into  the  field,  and  tltc 
corps  of  cadets  is  now  almost  exclusively  composed  of  those  who  have  entered  tht  institu- 
tion since  the  Jst  January  186"2.  More  youthful  in  their  ages,  and  deprived  of  the  example 
and  influence  of  tiie  senior  classes,  it  is  not  surprising  that  a  greater  tendency  should  exist 
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to  boyish  prnuks,  and  greater  difficulty  be  found  in  controlling,  bj'  an  elevated  tone,  prac- 
tices which  the  more  thoufjlitful  reprobate. 

Still,  it  is  due  to  the  cadets  that  I  should  add,  that  tliese  practices  are  not  resorted  to  in 
any  unkind  or  ungenerous  spirit.  They  constitute  one  of  the  forms  of  yoifflifnl  folly  which 
we  s<!e  constantly  exhibited  iu  every  flur.sery,  in  the  petty  tyranny  which  one  child  will 
practice  upon .  another,  and  for  which  wc  find  an  explanation  in  the  native  depravity  of 
every  child. 

It  (l»('s  not  intiMTupt  or  intei-ffre  wiih  tho  most  generous  and  noble  impulses;  and  the 
firmest  friend  in  a  moment  of  trial  will  be  the  cadet  who  had  the  day  before  persecuttd  the 
jjtranger  with  lits  rude  and  unmeaning  tyranny. 

Like  the  "  fagging"  system  of  the  English  schools,  it  is  believed  by  them  to  contribute 
to  the  development  of  manly  character,  and  this  idea  has  served  to  perpetuate  the  praetice 
itself.         .  , 

In  some  form  or  other,  I  tliiidt  I  may  saj'  these  practices  have  prevailed  in  every  public 
school  in  which  jonths  are  congregated.  They  may. not  be  exhibited  in  the  way  in  wliich 
they  are  manifested  here — but  whether  in  "smoking"  processes  of  the  colleges,  or  the  "duck- 
ing" or  "dragging"  of  other  schools,  this  youthful  spirit,  in  its  pent  up  life,  constantly  seeks 
some  way  of  giving  veut  to  its  native  predisposition  to  fun,  and  that  too,  at  the  expense  of 
the  mon^  youtliful  and  inexperienced  couuade.  Evi'n  in  our  camps  we  find  those  of  ma- 
turer  yenr.s  rev  iving  practices  w  liich  they  had  long  since  ahaiuloned.  and  rel!e^  ing  the  to- 
diuin  of  t!n'ir  htird  life,  by  "practical  jcikes"  upon  the  raw  recruit.  Such,  then,  is  U;e  uni- 
versality of  these  practices,  now  so  gravely  comjilained  of  by  the  Ex-Cndet  ^Y.  A.  Daniel. 
That  iiis  case  proves  no  exception  to  the  general  run  of  such  cases,  Cad<-t  Dtmiel  establishes 
by  his  statement  to  Lt.  Col.  Preston. 

The  Virginia  military  institute  has  now  been  in  successful  operation  (or  24  years,  during 
which  time  some  15(10  young  men  have  been  nn<ler  its  charge.  If  there  be  one  fact  which 
is  conspicuously  marked  as  the  characteristic  of  its  elcves,  it  is  the  strength  of  the  affec- 
tionate attachment  wliich  hinds  them  to  the  institution,  and  to  each  other.  The  wounded 
cadet,  as  he  is  borne  from  the  battle  field,  .seek.s  an  asylum  in  the  bosom  of  his  "alma 
niati'r,"  nntil  he  fs  agaivi  fitted  for  the  conflict ;  and  whenever  the  accidents  of  life  bring 
thei"n  together,  the  name  of  a  "  cadet"  is  the  password  to  recognition  as  a  comrade  and  a 
brother.  So  far  from  repressing  the  nobles<>impulses,  the  cadet  life,  with  all  its  rcnigline.s!^es, 
has  ciiliivaled  and  de^■elo])ed  them;  and  better  acquaintance  with  its  habits  would  readily 
•explain  anomalies  which  to  the  eye  of  the  univtiecting  observer  seem  to  exist.

1)EAR  Sir: 

My  son  left  the  institute  on  the  ]6th  day  of  last  "November,  on  accontA 
t)f  nngentlemanly  and  bnitiil  treatment  received  from  the  cadets,  and  injustice  on  the  part 
of  the  authorities.  The  circumstances  are  these:  On  the  11th  day  of  last  November  lie 
was  dragged  from  his  bed  by  some  of  the  rowdies  (of  which  the  school  it  seems  is  mostly 
compo.sed),  tied  and  brut.iUy  beaten  with  bayonet  scabbards,  without  allowing  liim  timclp 
,put  his  clothes  on,  even  if  he  had  wished.  He  appealed  to  Lieut.  Col.  Prejston  for  rcdrcsa, 
but  in  vain  (for  Lieut.  Col.  Preston  turned  him  over  to  the  mob,  who  were  encouraged  hy 
the  non-action  of  the  proper  authorities,  and  accordingly  held  a  m(!eting,  and  presumphi- 
ou.sly  ordered  him  to  Ivave).  He,  therefore,  seeing  no  means  of  redress,  and  threatened  by 
a  mob  neither  actuated,  or  controlU^d  by  any  principles  acknowledged  among  gentlemen,  h* 
deserted  the  institute  and  returned  home. 

Therefore,  considering  tlie  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  case,  you  will  forthwith  refund 
the  deposit  made  by  my  sou.W.  A.  Daniel,  on  the  sixth  day'of  September  Eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-two,  with  the  exceptions  of  charges  up  to  the  date  of  his  leaving  the  institute.  I 
see  that  there  is  a  mattres.?  charged  to  mc  on  your  account  against  me.  You  will  please 
dispose  of  that  as  you  see  fit,  as  I  have  no  use  for  it.  My  son  left  two  blankets  at  the  insti- 
tute that  he  carried  from  home.  You  will  please  to  do  me  the  favor  to  send  them  to  Colum- 
bia, to  the  care  of  Mr.  Jostiph  Hodgson.

DfiAR  Sir: 

Your  favor  of  the  29th  December  has  been  received,  and  I  have  given 
to  it  mj  immediate  attention. 

JEt  is  a  source  of  extreme  regret  to  me  that  any  thing  should  have  occurred,  during  my 
absence,  to  interrupt  your  son  in  his  duties  or  courec  of  study.  The  improper  conduct  of 
which  he  comphviiied  would  have  been  promptly  noticed,  by  the  instantaneous  dismissal  of 
the  parties  implicated,  but  he  failed  to  report  their  names  to  the  acting  superintendent,  Lt. 
pol.  Preston. 

No  indulgence  is  sanctioned  by  the  laws  of  the  school  to  .those  practices  of  which  bo 
complained.'  On  the  contrary,  the  most  stringent  regulations  and  orders  have  been  from 
fimie  to  time  promulgcd,  with  a  view  to  their  puni.shment;  and  Lt.  Col.  Preston  renewed 
these  orders,  by  one  of  his  own,  upon  the  complaint  of  your  son. 

You  must  be  aware,  however,  that  among  boys  of  the  age  of  your  son,  many  practices 
^tre  allowed  among  themselves,  which  are  prohibited  by  the  rules  of  the  school,  but  which 
in  many  cases  it  is  impossible  for  the  authorities  to  reach,  except  through  information  con- 
veyed by  the  party  aggrieved.  If  this  is  withheld,  we  can  do  nothing,  except  by  an  appeal 
to  that  tout!  of  honor,  which  we  hope  to  elevate  iu  all  who  come  here  as  boys,  and  leave  as 
men.  Many  of  these  practices  are  brought  into  the  school  by  those  who  have  practiced 
them  at  other  schools,  and  who  relinquish  them  as  they  get  old  enough  to  see  that  they  arc 
childish  and  unmeaning,  and  in  some  instances,  unmanly  and  cruel  sports. 

I  bave  credited  youx  son  with  his  mattress.  His  blankets  were  sent  to  him  by  Cadet 
Pettit.

I.  Cadets  Daniel  and  Goodman  having  broken  their  arrest  and  deserted  the  institute, 
their  names  are  hereby  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

II.  In  publishing  the  above  order,  the  acting  superintendent  feels  called  upon  to  express 
his  reprobation  of  the  maltn^atment  whieh  occurred  on  llie  11th.  The  practice  of  niultreat- 
nicnt  i.s  .sen.«el(s.s  and  utmianly,  and  the  constituted  authorities  have  exerted  themselves  to 
their  utnu>st  to  supjness  It. 

It  has  tended  more  than  any  one  thing  beside  to  bring  disgrace  upon  the  institution.  But 
bad  as  it  i.«!,  it  has  cejvsod  usually  early  in  the  sessifin.  It  was  reserved  for  the  present  corps 
to  inaugurate  a  repetition  and  continuance  of  it,  so  late  as  11th  of  November.  This  freak 
has  caused  two  orderly  cadets  to  leave  the  institute  as  deserters,  and  has  brought  a  severe 
penalty  upon  two  other  eadets  equally  correct  in  their  deportment.  , 

A  repfarJ  for  the  interests  of  llicir  fellow-cadets,  if  no  other  motive  operate,  ought  to  bo 
sufficient  to  restrain  the  old  cadets  from  this  thoughtlessness,  to  use  no  stronger  term.

Dear  Sir: 

As  yoti  requested  irte  to  give  the  particulars  of  the  treatment  received 
bj  me  at  tli(?  Virginia  military  institute,  I  hereby  give  them,  as  faf  as  I  recollect.  The  ca- 
dets are  in  the  habit  of  maltreating  all  new  cadets ;  but  I  determined  not  to  submit  to  it 
They  came  to  my  bed  on  the  11th  of  last  November,  and  ordered  me  to  get  up,  but  I  re- 
fused. I  knew  not  what  to  do,  unarmed  and  defenceless  as  I  was.  However,  when  they 
came  iiearer,  I  arose  upon  ray  feet  and  warned  them  against  molesting  me,  threatening  at 
the  same  time  to  inform  Colonel  Preston.  They  immediately  took  hold  (as  many  as  could) 
of  me,  bound,  laid  nw  hn  a  table,  and  struck  me  about  300  strokes  with  bayonet  scabbards, 
as  I  suppose.  About  12  o'clock  I  went  to  Colonel  Preston  and  informed  him  of  it,  and  of- 
fered to  give  himYlicir  names  two  or  three  times,  but  he  refused  to  take  them.  I  then  asked 
him  to  give  me  some  guarantfM?  of  protection,  but  he  refused  even  that,  and  merely  told  me 
that  "Ac  didn't  reckon  they  would  trouble  me  any  more."  So  you  see  he  merely  turned  me 
over  again  to  a  mob.  The  cadets  had  also  threatened  to  tar  and  feather  me;  of  which  t  in- 
formed Colonel  Preston,  asking  his  protection,  as  I  was  unarmed  and  defenceless;  but  lie 
refused  even  then  to  enforce  the  regulations  and  redress  my  wrongs.  Therefore,  being  un- 
able to  defend  mj-self  against  an  unbridled  mob,  and  seeing  that  my  wrongs  would  not  be 
redressed,  I  deserted.

The  special  committee  appointed  by  tliis  house  to  enquire  into  the  manuer'in  which  tha 
negro  slaves  working  on  the  fortifications  around  Richmond  are  and  have  been  treated,  have 
discharged  the  duty  assigned  them,'  and  beg  leave  to  make  the  following  report : 

From  all  the  information  they  have  been  able  to  obtain  in  connection  with  this  subject, 
from  personal  inspection  as  well  as  from  other  reliable  sources  of  information,  the  committee 
found  that  at  the  time  of  this  appointment  and  previous  thereto,  these  negroes,  <as  a  general 
rule,  were  haishly  and  iiu])roperly  treated ;  that  the  food  furnished  them,  both  in  quality 
and  quantify,  was  far  from  being  such  as  it  should  have  been.  T3ut  since  the  appointment 
of  the  committee  there  has  been  a  decided  improvement ;  and  now,  while  their  food  is  not 
abundant  or  of  the  best  quality,  j'et  the  committee  is^f  the  opiniol^that  their  treatment 
does  not  give  room  for  any  serious  complaint.  The  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the 
action  of  this  house  in  the  appointmfeut  of  the  said  committee,  and  the  investigation  ordered, 
have  conduced  much  to  this  desirable  result. 

The  hospital  accommodations  and  medical  treatment  for  these  negroes,  while  not  entirely 
faultless,  are  satisfactory  to  the  committee  at  this  time.

Quartermaster  Generat/s  Office  Va.  Forces, 

Lynchburg,  Va  ,  Februnry  ;{,  18()H. 
Genrrai,  : 

I  Iiav«  received  your  letter  of  the  29th  ultimo,  with  the  enclosed  ex- 
tract.s  from  a  letter  addrt-s.sed  by  Maj.  General  John  B.  Floyd,  on  the  21st  of  January,  to 
John  T.  Anderson,  Esquire,  chairman  of  the  house  committee  on  military  affairB,  together 
^vit]l  the  resolution  agreed  to  by  the  house  of  delegates,  reqixcsting  the  governor  to  atYord 
the  house  full  information  as  to  the  supplies  furnished  by  the  quartermaster  general  of  the 
Virginia  forces,  if  any;  and  if  none,  why?  and  such  other  and  further  information,  in 
reference  to  the  state  line,  as  he  may  deem  a  proper  response  to  the  allegations  set  out  in 
the  extracts  aforesaid. 

The  duties  of  this  office  arc,  of  right,  administrative,  and  it  might  have  confined  its  ac- 
tions within  such  lidiits  with  propriety.  It  has,  however,  labored  industriously  in  aid  of 
its  subordinates,  and  as  far  as  possibh",  relieved  them  of  the  onerous  and  responsible  duties 
of  purchasing  such  supplies  as  were  not  within  their  reach.  Thus,  whilst  the  duty  of  sup- 
plying promptly  all  the  wants  of  the  state  troops  devolved  upon  its  subordinates,  it  will 
cheerfully  assiune  its  slunc  of  the  responsibility,  whatever  it  may  be,  of  failure  to  supply 
thc^e  officers,  in  turn,  with  such  articles  as  they  have  required  of  it.  For  the  results  of  its 
action  in  connection  with  these  purchases,  you  are  referred  to  etateiyent  No.  3,  accom- 
panying my  report  of  December  27th,, J802,  and  tCi^statonient  No.  8,  same  document.  For 
the  disposition  made  of  the  same,  see  document  No.  4,  pages  4.3  and  49.  I  liave  accordingly 
required  of  the  depot  quartermasters  at  Wytheville,  a  full  report  of  their  action  in  the  pre- 
mises, which,  when  received,  will  be  torwarded  as  a  part  of  this  report. 

In  my  report  to  your  office  of  27th  December  18G2,  before  refened  to,  I  was  careful  to 
clapn  for  this  office  and  its  subordinates,  an  honest  purpose  and  eifort  to  provide  for  the 
wants  of  these  troops.  Having  been  made  aware,  by  communications  from  Gen.  Floyd, 
that  the  wants  of  the  command  had  not  been  supplied,  at  times,  to  the  extent,  or  with  that 
promptness  which  the  circumstauees  demanded,  I  was  careful,  as  well,  to  assign,  in  extj^nua- 
tion,  certain  general  causes  operating  to  prevent  the  full  accomplishment  of  these  efforts 
and  desires.  I  regret  that  the  general  commanding  has  not  thought  projjcr,  whilst  portray- 
ing the  sufl'erings  and  Iiard.ships  endured  by  his  troops,  to  refer,  in  any  wise,  to  the  cau.ses 
'which  have  thus  euibarrassed  the  action  of  this  office  and-  that  of  its  subordinates.  That 
ho  was  measurably  aware  of , these  facts  is  evident  from  a  communication  to  this  office 
dated  26th  September  1862,  in  which  the  following  paragraph  appears : 

"  I  am,  and  hove  been  from  the  beginning,  fully  aware  of  the  immense  difficulties  that 
interpose  themselves  in  your  path  at  every  step,  and  can  therefore  make  every  allowance 
for  what  would  seem  to  be  a  failure  in  fully  providing  for  the  wants  of  the  command.'^ 

Whilst  my  report  is  silent  as  to  the  degrrr.  of  failure  admitted  therein,  it  has  remarned  for 
the  general  commanding  to  set  forth  both  its  character  and  extent,  and  to  assign  certain 
other  causes  for  its  existence  and  continuance. 
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I  must  bo  permitted,  therefore,  to  enlarge  upon  the  causes  which  have  been  assigned  by 
myself.  • 

In  my  report  they  are  thus  statedi  in  general  terms,  "the  limited  period  of  time  afforded 
for  this  service;"  "the  scarcity  of  labor  and  supplies  of  all  kinds;"  "the  uncertainty  con- 
nected with  the  strength  of  the  command;"  "its  detached  and  constantly  changing  posi- 
tion, involving  laborious  and  lengthy  laud  transportation;"  "the  incxperitincc  of  uowly 
appointed  officers ;"  "  and  other  causes." 

"  The  limited  period  of  time  afforded  for  this  service." 

Tlie  act  organizing  this  force  was  passed  on  the  15th  day  of  May  18G2.  My  first  duties 
in  connection  with  it  were  set  forth  in  instructions  dated  July  4th,  18G2.  Having  taken 
the  initiatory  steps  to  provide  for  the  small  number  of  troops  then  encamped  at  Wytheville, 
I  sought  to  ascertain  the  probable  success  of  the  enterprise.  Actuated  by  a  desire  to  pro- 
tect, as  far  as  possible,  tlie  pecuniary  interest  of  the  state,  I  was  not  unmindful  of  the  re- 
sponsibilities which  I  would  assume  by  the  expenditure  of  large  sums  of  moycy  in  the 
purchase  of  supplies  which  might  never  be  needed;  and  it  was  not  until  the  orders  of  the 
governor  in  August  last,  calling  upon  tlie  militia  of  certain  counties  therein  named,  and 
certain  ranger  commands,  to  rcj)oi  t  to  Cienoral  Floyd,  that  I  had  reason  to  bclirve  a  respect- 
able force  would  b(!  raised.  It  wjus,  however  (owing  to  the  exhausted  condition  of  the 
treasury),  late  in  August  before  I  could  procure  a  supply  of  funds  ^yith  which  to  make  the 
necessary  purchases  of  supplies.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  but  a  short  time  was  left  mc  in 
which  to  give  the  necessary  directions  and  procure  supplies  for  this  command  in  season  for 
a  campaign. 

"  The  sctirrilif  of  luhor  and  sii}>j>lirs  of  all  hinds." 

It  is  needless  for  me  to  do  more  than  simply  annoinuc  this  as  a  <'ause  of  eml)arrassment. 
The  fact  is  patent  to  all.  It  will  suffice  that  I  found  the  manufacturing  interest  of  tiiis 
commonwealth  largely  under  contribution  to  the  Confederate  States  government,  and  tha( 
the  supplies  required  could  not  \)e  seci^ed  in  great  part  within  the  state.  I  was  thus  com- 
pelled to  look  elsewhere  for  many  of  the  articles,  and  in  thus  securing  them  from  other 
Btates  of  th(!  Confederacy,  was  necessaril}'  subjected  to  great  delays  and  hazard.  I  visited, 
in  person,  the  cities  of  Wilmington,  Charleston,  Columbia,  Augusta,  Atlanta,  Maon  and 
other  cities,  iii  vain,  for  man}'  articles  of  prime  necessity.  Among  such  I  niaj'  name,  the 
article  of  axes,  to  which  reference  is  made  in  the  extract  under  consideration.  I  was  com- 
pelled to  content  myself  with  securing  this  article  in  ^mall  lots  from  time  to  time,  as  best  I 
could,  for  the  reason  that  I  could  nut  secure  their  manufacture  in  tufficient  quantities.  I 
was  fortunate  enongh  to  secure  in  Charleston  a  smil!  lot  of  spades  (60)  of  English  manu- 
facture; which,  after  some  delay,  were  received  arid  forwarded  to  Wytheville,  for  the  use  of 
the  command.  I  fjund  that  the  officers  of  the  confederate  army  were  purcliasing,  in  all 
quarters,  and  in  any  quantities,  the  articles  which  were  thus  wanted  for  the  state  service. 
The  markets  were  consequently  bare  of  supjjlies,  and  the  manufacturing  int<re.it  at  a  stand-, 
still,  except  in  cases  where  their  operatives  had  been  detailed  or  exempted  from  military  duty 
for  the  especial  purpose  of  supplying  the  wants  of  that  army.  The  duty  jof  securing  a 
supply  of  tents  bad  been  performed  by  Capt.  Coghlan  of  the  ordnance  department  of  Vir- 
ginia, prior  to  the  date  of  my  instructions,  and,  as  I  learned,  under  the  inmicdiate  direction 
of  General  Floyd  himself,  as  to  number  and  style.  His  letter  to  me  of  July  Mth,  1862, 
represents  them  as  follows:  ICO  wall  tents  and  flies;  4  fly  tents,  and  496  flies — costing,  in 
the  aggregate,  $13,520.  My  report  (see  pages  47  and  49,  Doc.  No.  4)  will  show  the  re- 
ceipts and  transfers  of  these  articles,  as  far  as  the  same  have  come  into  my  liunds. 
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"  The  nnrcrtaiiily  connected  with  the  strength  of  the  command.'^ 

My  report  of  December  1 862,  explicitly  fleclares,  that  this  office  has  never  been  furnished 
with  any  official  data  upon  this  essential  point.  The  want  of  it  has  been  f(;lt  most  seriously. 
It  has  always  been  a  question  with  nie  whether  the  purcha.«es  made  have  exceeded  or  fallen 
shert  of  tin;  wants  of  the  command.  No  reliance  could  be  safely -placed  upon  various 
and  conflicting  statements.  I  have  invariably  taken  care  to  furnish  the  officers -in  charge 
of  the  depot  at  Wytbcvillc  promptly  with  copies  of  all  communications  from  General  Floyd 
to  this  office,  upon  the  subject  of  needed  supplies,  and  accompanied  them  with  directions 
for  the  adoption  of  such  measures  as  would  affi)rd  immediate  relief.  Not  one  of  these  com- 
munications, however,  alVords  the  slightest  clue  to  the  nund)cr  of  men  whose  wants  wer8 
thus  to  be  sujiiilied,  and  by  consequence  the  amount  of  shbsi-^jtence,  clotliing  or  other  arti- 
cles which  it  would  be  necessary  to  havc^  furnished  to  them. 

"  The  dfttichcd  and  constanllij  chan<rincr  position  of  the  command." 

I  am  not  jiersoiially  lamiliar  with  the  region  of  country  over  wliich  it  was  necessary  to 
transport  the  supplies  for  this  connnand,  whilst  it  v.'as  encamped  in  the  counties  of  Wyomiiig 
and  li'igan.  I  have  learniul,  enough,  ln)wever,  to  know  that  at  times  the,  roads  are  almost 
inip^issablc.  Upon  representations  by  General  Floyd  of  the  impracticability  of  the  roads 
in  use,  and  at  his  suggestion,  I  directed  other  lines  of  comnnmication  to  be  optncd  with 
his  comnnind.  To  the  dilay  experienced  in  the  attemj.t.  to  s'cure  th.e  services  of  a  pyrly 
rccomnu.nidcd  to  me  b}'  him  as  most  efficient  and  capable,  may  be  charged  the  failure  to 
open  a  line  of  conunu'nicalion  wiih  his  command,  by  New  river  to  Pack's  fcriy.  1  hav6 
never  desired  that  the  nn)\  euieiUs  of  the  command  should  be  made  subsidiary  to  the  nie.iris 
of  transportation  jirovided.  These  movemeuts  aie  always  presumed  to  be  governed  by  the 
interests  or  exigencies  of  the  .service;  but  I  submit  whether  such  changes  of  po.sition  should 
not  curry  with  them  their  results,  whether  favorable  or  unfavorable  to  th(!  comforts  of  tho 
connnand. 

"  The  inexperience  of  newly  ajipointcd  oJficcTS." 

On  the  ITith  September  18(52  I  received  a  letter  from  G<"ueral  Floyd,  dated  camp,  IHth  of 
same  month,  in  which  he  advL^^es  me  that  a  forward  movement  of  liis  forces  is  only  delayed 
for  the  want  of  funds,  and  directing  mc  to  place  in  the  btinds  of  Captain  J.  F.  Alvey  the 
stim  of  $10,000.  I  forthwith  appointed  Captain  Alvej' an  acting  assistant  qnartermiLster 
and  connnissary  for  that  connnand;  placed  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  .$11^,000,  and  directed 
Lim  to  report  to  General  Floyd  for  active  duty  with  his  forces  in  the  field.  On  the  24th 
same  nvnth,  T.pon  .sauje  lecoinmendatian,  I  r.ppoint.",!  IT.  R.  TJogle  ani  acting  assistant 
quavferinaster  and  commissary,  and  assigned  him  to  similar  duty.  They  were  directed  to 
make  their  n'qni.sitions  upon  the  depot  quartermasters  at  WythoviUe  for  all  needful  supplies, 
and  upon  this  office  for  funds.  These  officets  were  both  subsequently  commissioned  by 
the  governor. 

The  records  of  your  office  show  that  one  brigade  qnavtermaster  and  eight  assistants  are 
now  in  couunission,  of  which  number  six  have  bonded,  and  all,  save  one,  arc  presumed  to 
be  performing  their  appropriate  duties  with  the  connnand.  A  failure  on  the  part  of  llicse 
officers  to  see  that  tin;  necessary  supplies  for  their  respective  commands  arc  furnished,  by 
neglecting  to  make  arran^remci>ts  for  their  fransportatioTi  fyom  the  supply  depots,  may 
safely  and  charitably  be  charged  to  inerpcriencc. 

These  officers  are  attached  to  General  Floyd's  command,  and  as  such,  are  uniler  his  im- 
mediate supervision  and  direction.    This  office  claims  no  control  or  direction  over  them 
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whatever  beyond  the  requirements  of  existing  law  iu  regard  to  the  rendering  of  their  ac- 
counts aud  vouchors  at  stated  periods. 

To  tliis  date  no  reports  of  a  financial  or  other  character  have  been  received  from  any  one 
of  these  officers,  and  it  i.s  inipossiljle,  tlicrefore,  to  form  any  correct  idea  of  tlic  arrangementa 
irhich  ntny  have  been  made  by  ibeni  for  the  discharge  of  their  dut.es.  The  amount  of 
i»i<)ri<  y  rtd\aiic('d  to  thcni  ni  the  datt-  of  ur,  r<poil  of  Decemb<r  yT,  Itio-i,  is  staletl  liuicin 
as  $»108,tfU0,  and  not  $8:5,500  as  stated  by  General  Floyd.  The  amount  thus  advanced 
bas  besn  increased  to  $ •iOS.BUO  since  the  date  ot  that  npuvt. 

Ill  viov.-  of  the  btatemf.nt  n.advi  Ly  Gericial  IHojd  in  his  letter,  that  "tlie  supplies  Is^uod 
to  the  men  up  to  tlie  day  I  left  camp'  wiio  ext/ejiiely  small,"  1  cannot  forbear  to  place  upon 
record  the  fact  (communicatrd  to  me  in  person  by  Major  Johnson,  brigade  (lumtermasler) 
that  orders  were  givrn  to  liiiA  by  General  Fhiyd,  afler  thf  cnjumiaad  IiimI  reached  the  vicinity 
of  the  .salt  works  iu  December  last,  in  etfect  that  h^  sholtild  )iot  apply  to  thu  depot  at  Wythe- 
vilb;  for  supplies  of  any  kiud,  <.i  ti>  ilii.sofllii;  fui  lunds.  The  niei  s.xitiis  of  the  troops  were, 
however,  si;eh  as  to  induce  un  infraction  of  this  order,  as  I  am  informed  by  the  same  er- 
ihority. 

This  action  on  the  part  of  General  I'loyd  induces  mc  to  conclude  ihat  a  settled  purpose 
cxi.^ts  to  impiuch  tin;  ue'.ions  of  ihi.-  oflice  auJ  lliosi;  of  it.i  suboruiniitt  s  ou  post  duty  at 
\73  thcville,  even  to  the  I'^lent  of  iullictiug  upon  the  troops  un  additional  amount  of  siTffer- 
ing  and  buidsliip.  It  is,  ihercftic,  a  matiei  of  congiatulaliou  ibat  an  opportunity  lias  beon 
thtis  ntVovded  thorn  of  ]>'.H"iM(r  in  ibe  po'srs«ion  of  the  govrvnor,  for  transmission  to  the 
l«gislatuie,  ihe  lesuits  i.f  (lieir  joint  action  in  the  shape  of  stubI)oru  finis  and  figures.

■during  the  months^of  July,  August  and  September  iSo'i. 

Th(^  issties  refetnd  to  weix^  ui'ide  \\\  nie  to  troops  of  the  state  Hue,  upon  proper  and  au- 
thoriziKl  requisilicjis.  'V\\>-  transfers  of  supplies  wert  n)ade  to  quiirtermastcrs  and  actfjig 
■quarlermuslers  acting  nnd<  r  authority  from  llie  eommanding  geneVal,  and  wore,  undei  Ida 
<3ir'"ctiou,  transported  by'nie  to  (Jruver's  depot,  forty-four  miles  fntm  Wytheville,  and  four 
miles  tnmi  Jflf.isonvihc  in  Tazewell  county,  until  about  the  middle  of  November  la-st, 
uheu  the  icceiving  d>'pot  was  cliuugcd  to  jiff-rsonville.  At  the  time  of  change  of  depola 
there  wiis,  as  I  have  li  arn<d,  about  sevintyAvagou  loads  of  these  supplies  at  Gruver's  depot, 
under  thi'  ch.ir<:'<^  of  ('.•iptain  IT.  Iv.  H'>gle,  who  was  placed  there  by  General  Floyd  to  ro- 
'cei\e  and  f.nwaid  them  to  thr  conunand.  Why  these  supplies  were  so  allowed  to  acc.umu- 
hite  at  that  point,  and  not  forwarded  as  received  for  tlie  use  and  bt;nefit  of  the  counnand,  \\ 
is  not  my  province  to  leport.  It  is  sutticieut  for  me  to  a-^sure  the  department,  which  assu» 
lance  is  snfiiciently  sustained  by  my  r«;turns  to  your  office,  that  the  supplies  iu  question 
were  from  time  to  time,  within  the  period  embraced  in  tin-  accompanying  statements,  tlelir 
Tered  in  good  faith  at  the  point  designated  by  the  conunaudiug  general,  and  that  no  uinio- 
-cessary  deky  ^\ as  aliow.d  to  occur  in  forwsirding  supplies.  It  is  necessary  to  remark  here 
thatthe-e  .supplies  were  not  ftuwarded  upon  any  special  rt?qiusitions,  but  upon  general 
fitat'-inents  of  the  wants  of  the  troojis,  the  nuHib<*r  of  which  and  the  period  was  never  made 
known  to  me  from  any  source.  My  only  resource,  under  the.se  circumstances,  therefore, 
vas  to  pinsu'-  the  c««nse  I  did,  of  forwarding  the  supplies  I  deemed  necessary  aud  essen- 
-tial  to  the  wUnts  of  the  service,  as  pnimjitly  and  constantly  as  I  could.  • 

I  must  conchnh-,  in  the  absence  of  requisitions  from  Cupt.  Hoglo  for  additional  r*eaiis  of 
transportation,  that  lie  pnssoscd  an  amount  amply  sufiieii-nt  for  tlie  purpose  of  lorwaiding 
till-  supplies  to  ilie  conunand:  oilneiwise,  it  was  plainly  his  duty  to  apply  t:)  this  depot  for 
a  further  sujiply. 

With  referencH'  to  the  statements  made  by  Gcnl.  I'hyd,  in  his  kMtcr  to  th<'  chairman  of 
the  house  coiumitti'c  on  military  affairs  of  the  21st  ultimo,  that  he  "  attemjited  in  vain  to 
procure  a  train  of  only  one  hnudied  pack  undt-s,"  and"  that  his  troops  were  almost  entirely 
^vilhont  axes,  (licks,  tents,  cooking  utensils,  «fcc.,  I  have  to  say,  that  in  September  lastGenl. 
Floyd  ordered  me  to  supply  him  two  hundred  pack  mules,  and  tliat  immediately  upon  t!iO 
receijit  of  Ids  ouk-r,  I  transferred  to  Cajit.  H.  R.  Uogle,  A.  Q.  M.  one  huudriul  and  sixty- 
•eight  mnk's  and  horses  for  that  purpo.'-c,  the  majority  of  wliich  were  mules,  and  all  on  hand 
at  that  time  Iu  ieg;iid  to  the  article  of  axes  and  jiicks,  you  are  well  aware  of  the  difficulty 
of  procuiing  I'ven  a  tolerable  supply,  although  every  ( fl'.rt  has  been  made  in  that  direction. 
I  have  seemed  and  shipped  them  as  fast  as  praciicable;  and  the  accomjianying  stalcmeuta 
show  issues  and  trauslers  of  one  Inuidred  and  twenty-two  axes  aud  one  hundred  aud  twelve 
picks.

I  have  to  state  tliat  tho  ordor  of  the  j^fincral  for  imilcs,  above  aUudcil  to,  was  tho  onlj  ap- 
plication I  ever  recclvc3  from  him  for  tlicni,  ami  upon  it  I  promptly  fiinijshwcl  one  liundrcd 
and  sixly-eiglit,  being  sixtyciglit  in  excess  of  the  nuniber  of  pack  saddles  which  I  had  pre- 
viously transferred  to  CdJ)tain  Bogle.  I  subsequently  recciived  from  your  department  one 
hundr<;d  and  fifty-one  pack  saddles,  for  which  no  demand  has  bceu  made,  and  are  conse- 
quently still  on  hand. 

Upon  the  subject  of  clothing,  also  adverted  to  by  Genl.  Floyd  in  the  letter  cited  above,  I 
have  this  to  say,  that  before  the  forward  movement  of  tife  troops  was  made  from  Abbs'  val- 
ley in  Tazewell  county,  in  September  last,  1  had  manufactured  and  issued  a  complete  outfit, 
with  the  exception  of  overcoats  and  socks,  for  the  entire  command,  leaving  a  small  surplus 
of  clothing  at  (iruvcr'.s  depot..  Since  thftt  period  I  have  received  from  you,  as  my  returns 
svill  show,  large  quantities  of  clothing  of  all  descrijitions,  which  I  have  issued  and  trans- 
ferrsd  from  time  to  time  when  called  for,  as  the  accompanying  statement  will  exhibit. 
Knowing  as  you  do  all  the  operations  of  the  depot  at  Wytheville,  placed  under  my  charge 
by  you,  it  is  almost  superfluou.s  to  assure  you  of- the  constant  and  anreuiitting  efforts  t]iat 
have  been  made  by  myself,  in  conjunction  with  Capt.  C.  W.  Vcnabic,  A.  Q.  M.  and  acting 
Rfi  commissary,  to  provide,  as  far  as  lay  in  our  power,  every  article  that  might  be  called  for, 
or  be  n^quisite  for  tho  troops. 

It  is  a  source  of  great  regret  to  me  that  my  efforts  have  not  given  entire  satisfaction  to 
the  distinguished  general  commanding  the  Virginia  state  line.  I  am  conscious  of  the,  fact, 
that  on  all  occasions  I  havo  desired  to  meet  his  requests  and  wishes,  as  far  as  they  have  been 
made  known  to  rae.  In  tho  discharge  of  the  onerous  and  divcrsMied  dutit^s  of  this  post,  I 
bavc  received  frgm  your  office  much  valuable  aid  and  assistance,  and  my  entire  tune  and 
attention  have  been  occupied  in  this  service.  The  resourws  of  this  purlion  ot  the  state 
have  also  been  fully  brought  into  requisiii'iu  :  and  if,  under  all  the  circumstances,  I  havo 
failed  to  give  the  satisfaction  which  I  ha  1  hojH'd  to  render,  I  trust  that  it  may  be  charged  to 
Cth.er  causes  than  a  lack  of  attention  to  duty  or  a  "want  of  desire  to  promote  the  best  into- 
n»sts  of  the  service.

It  affords  mc  pleasure  to  bear  my  testimony  to  the  industry  and  promptitude 
exhibited  by  this  officer  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  to  request  that  if  the  house  or 
the  military  tommitlee  shall  think  that  inaccuracies  have  occurred,  they  will  do  General 
Richardson  the  justice  to  examine  the  papers  and  books  of  the  office  bearing  upon  this 
subject.

I  have  just  seen  Documnnt  No.  .'55,  containing  a  rcjiort  to  the  chairman  of 
the  military  committee  of  the  house  of  delegates,  with  "  roster  or  register  of  the  officers  of 
the  Virginia  state  line,  showing  the  duty  to  which  each  officer  has  been  assigned,  and  ex- 
hibiting the  manner  in  which  the  command  has  been  organized,"  signed  by  Major  T.  E. 
Davis,  A.  A.  general  Virginia  state  line.  In  this  report  it  is  fnrther  stated,  that  •'  a  register 
of  this  kind  has  been  issued  from  the  office  of  the  adjutant  general  of  Virginia,  but  it  is 
quite  inaccurate,  and  calculated  (though  unintentionally)  to  convey  erroneous  impressions 
of  the  organization  of  the  command." 

Justice  to  myself  requires  me  to  say,  that  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Davis  is  entirely 
mistaken  in  this  statement.  The  list  of  officers  of  the  state  line  called  for  by  the  legisla- 
ture, was  taken  necessarily  from  the  record  in  this  office,  made  as  the  cofnmissions  were 
issued,  and  is  correct.  I  had  no  means  of  nmking  any  other,  since  no  return  of  the  cha- 
racter now  made  by  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Davis  to  the  chairman  of  the  military  comr 
mittee,  was  ever  received  at  this  office,  to  which  it  should  have  been  sent  long  ago.        « 

In  a  letter  from  Assistant  Adjutant  General  Davis  to  the  adjutant  general  of  Virginia, 
dated  7th  November  1862,  he  says,  "  iq  reply  to  your  favor  of  the  31st  ultimo,  the  general 
commanding  directs  me  to  say,  that  ho  is  fully  aware  of  the  inegularity  of  his  returns,  and 
to  assure  you  that  the  necessary  reports  should  have  been  forwarded  to  the  office  regularly, 
if  it  had  been  possible  to  get  any  thing  like  blanks  and  stationery  through  the  quarter- 
master's department." 

In  every  thing  connected  with  General  Floyd's  command,  a  prompt  and  careful  atten- 
tion has  been  given,  as  the  records  and  files  of  this  office  will  show. 

There  has  "been  no  communication  whatever  on  the  part  of  the  military  committee  of  the 
house  of  delegates  with  the  adjutant  general's  office  of  the  state  during  the  present  session 
of  the  general  assembly,  so  that  I  am  not  informed  what  communications  to  the  prejudice 
of  that  department  may  have  been  made  to  the  committee  other  than  that  before  referred  to. 
But  the  office  is  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  committee  at  all  times,  so  that  it  may  rcadilj 
ascertain  whether  there  has  been  inaccuracy,  neglect  or  delinquency  in  regard  to  the  com- 
mand of  General  Floyd,  or  any  other  portion  of  the  legitimate  duties  of  the  office.

CONTRACT. 


Resolved  by  the  general  assembly,  that  the  contract  entered  into  on  the  25th  of 
March  1863,  between  Robert  A.  Cogbill,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  senate 
of  Virginia,  and  Harrison  B.  Tomliu,  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  house  of 
delegates  of  Virginia,  the  two  comniittees  constituting  a  joint  committee  of  the 
general  assembly  on  the  subject  of  a  supply  of  salt,  and  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co., 
in  the  following  words  and  figures : 

Articles  of  agreement,  made  thia  25th  day  of  March  1863,  between  Robert  A. 
Coghill,  chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  by  the  senate  of  Virginia,  and 
Harrison  B.  Tomlin,  chairman  of  the' committee  appointed  by  the  house  of  dele- 
gates of  Virginia,  the  two  committees  constituting  a  joint  committee  of  the  ge- 
neral assembly  of  Virginia  on  the  subject  of  a  supply  of  salt,  and  acting  as  such, 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  conmionwealth,  of  the  first  part,  and  Stuart,  Buchanan 
&  Co.  of  the  second  part : 

Witnesseth,  that  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  do  propose,  without  the  right 
to  retract  or  withdrsJw  the  same,  the  following  terms  for  the  lease  and  sale  of  cer- 
tain real  and  personal  property  necessary  for  the  production  of  salt  for  the  people 
of  this  commonwealth,  and  the  parties  of  the  first  part  do  accept  the  same  on  be- 
half of  the  said  joint  committee — but  their  action  shall  not  be  binding  on  the  said 
commonwealth,  unless  this  agreement  shall  be  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  ge- 
neral assembly  of  Virginia,  at  its  present  session  : 

The  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  agree  to  lease  to  the  commonwealth,  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  fully  to  be  completed,  commencing  on  the  first  day  of  April 
1863,  and  ending  one  year  thereafter,  or  after  the  day  on  which  possession  is  actu- 
ally given,  the  following  property,  viz : 

1.  A  portion,  from  one  hundred  to  two  hundred  acres,  convenient  to  the  "river 
works,"  of  a  certain  tract  of  land,  known  as  the  "Preston  estate,"  for  agricnl- 
toral  purposes  ;  which  is  to  be  laid  ofi"  by  the  arbitrators  hereafter  provided  for. 

2.  Tiie  ton  furnaces,  counting  the  double  furnace  as  two,  four  of  wli\ch  are  now 
leased  ftnd  operated  by  Friend,  Clarkson,  Kelley  &"  Gardner,  and  four  known  as 
the  "river  works,"  including  the  conduits,  fixtures,  too\i  used  in  connection  with 
said  furnaces,  the  dwelling  house's  and  stables  at  the  "river  works,"  and  all  stables 
and  out  houses  at  the  upper  works,  under  the  control  of  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. 
And  the  said  commonwealth  shall  have  the  privilege  of  cutting,  quarrying  and 
carrying  away  from  any  of  the  lands  owned  by  Palmer  and  Stuart,  outside  of  the 
Preston  and  King  estates,  (»r  either  of  them,  stone,  wood  and  timber,  and  an  cqnal 
right  with  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  under  their  lease,  to  cut,  quarry  and 
remove  stone,  wood  and  timber  from  the  King  estate  and  the  Preston  estate;  bul 
the  lease  of  the  four  furnaces  now  hold  by  p^riend,  Clarkson,  Kelley  &  Gardner  ia 
rabjett  to  the  contract  of  lease  between  them  and  Stuart,  BachaQftn  &  Co. :  and 
thd  state  assumes  tlio  position  of  said  lessors  as  to  said  lease.

Said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  also  bind  themselves  to  pump  to  the  surface  and 
furnish  to  the  commonwealth,  salt  water  sufficient  to  supply  and  to  keep  in  con- 
tinued operation  the  said  ten  furnaces,  to  their  full  boiling  capacity ;  and  this 
stipulation  means  and  intends  that  said  supply  of  brine  to  the-  said  ten  furnaces  is 
to  be  prior  to  auy  other  supply  to  be  furnished  to  any  other  contracting  party,  and 
prior  to  any  right  of  user  of  brine  by  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  But  it  is  ex- 
pressly agreed  by  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  that  the  commonwealth  may 
lease  or  transfer  to  any  other  person  the  property  and  privileges  hereby  intended 
t,o  be  leased  or  conveyed,  and  that  the  sublessees  or  transferrees  shall  be  entitled 
tt»  all  the  rights  and  privileges  hereby  c<niveyed  to  the  commonwealth. 

Said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.  agree  to  sell  and  deliver  to  the  commonwealth 
teie-half  of  all  the  Wagons,  harness,  horses,  males,  sacks,  provisions,  forage  and 
61*er  personal  property  owned  by  them,  and  .needful  for  the  manufacture /ind  dis- 
tribution of  salt ;  also,  one-half  of  all  the  wood  now  cut  and  in  their  possession, 
or  contracted  for  and  cut,  and  intended  to  be  used  by  them  for  the  manufacture  of 
ni&t\  also,  to  deliver  to  the  commonwealth  all  the  slaves  of  Col.  J.  N.  Clarkson, 
(kited  by  them,  and  one-half  of  all  other  slaves  hired  by  them,  at  the  same  rate  of 
hire,  for  the  residue  of  the  year,  at  which  they  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co. 
hav<'  hired  them  ;  and  the  conmiouwealth  agrees  to  assume  all  their  liabilities  as 
tA  said  slavf  s. 

It  is  further  agreed,  that  said  Stuart,  Boohauau  &  Co.  shall  alloAV  to  said  com- 
monwealth good  and  convenient  ways  to  and  from  said  furnaces,  together  with 
VWod  yards  and  other  iippurtenaucea,  affording  ample  space  for  conveniently  ope- 
f«ting  said  ten  furnaces. 

And  the  said  parties  of  the  firat  and  of  the  second  parts,  being  unable  to  agree 
tf^on  tJH  price  to  be  ])aid  by  the  eonnnonwealth  for  the  foregoing  lease  and  pur- 
dhnse  and  other  privileges,  do  hereby  mutually  jigree  that  the;  same  shall  be  aub- 
iMitted  to  the  arbitrament  and  award  of  three  disinterested  citizens  of  the  com- 
monwealth, or  a  majority  of  them,  one  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  by  the  common- 
^falth  or  her  authorized  agent,  and  one  by  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  and 
tJle  two  !-o  chof'en  to  select  a  tliird  ;  and  if  any  of  the  said  arbitrators  should  die, 
ftiil  or  decline  to  act,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  in  the  manner  in  which  he  was 
originally  selected. " 

And  tlic  parties  of  the  first  part  agree  that  the  sum  thus  ascertained  by  the  said 
board  (eiich  one  of  whom  shall  be  sworn  before  proceeding  to  act),  shall  be  paid, 
ill  eonf«'derate  currency,  to  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  &  Co.,  whenever  the  value 
,  in  so  ai<eertaiued  and  possession  delivered ;  and  they,  the  said  Stuart,  Buchanan  & 
Co.,  do  agree  to  receive  the  same  in  full  discharge  of  this  contract  by  the  common- 
Wealth  :  but  the  oommoW^ealth  reserves  the  right  to  impress  the  whole  of  the  pro- 
j»erty  hereby  intended  to  be  conveyed,  if  the  said  Stuart, , Buchanan  &  Co.  shall 
^B«t  in  good  faith  execute  this  contract  in  all  its  parts.

transmitting  a  copy  of  a  V  report  of  the  select  <oiuinitfep  on  the  snhjeet  of  transj)ortation  of 
private  freight  on  the  several  rail  roads."  &c. 

Attention  has  been  given  to  this  subject  by  the  goveruujcnt,  aud  efforts  have  l>«e.n  made, 
to  prevent  any  unnecessary  interference  ■with  the  control  of  the  roads  by  their  reapectivf 
companies.  Another  appointment  was  made  some  time  since  of  »  goncral  aerent.  fronj 
whose  supervision  it  is  hoped  a:t)od  will  result. 

The  necessities  of  the.  gov'eruuieut,  both  l»)r  trausportatioit  and  subsistejice  for.thr-  ariuy, 
are  too  well  known  to  require  n'mafk  to  your  excelleney.

I  transmit,  for  your  conBideration,  a  report  from  the  paymaster  general  of 
the  Virginia  forces,  and  accompanying  papers,  and  for  such  action  as  in  yonr  wisdoip  you 
may  deem  advisable.  Some  legislation  is  necessary  in  the  cases  to  which  the  paymaster 
general  refers.

You  will  proceed,  withoat  delay,  to  Union,  Monroe  county,  Va.,  with  your 
clerk,  and  report  to  Brig.  Gen.  A.  A.  Chapman,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  his  comiuand, 
late  in  the  service  of  the  statt?,  taking  with  you  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  that  purpose,  also 
a  sufficifTit  number  of  blank  forms  for  the  payments.  Complete  the  payments  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  return  to  this  place. 

I  have  just  received  yours  of  this  date,  propoanding  certain  qnestions  in  connection  with 
these  payments,  and  now  reply  thereto  i^criatim. 

No.  1.  Under  the  existing  state  of  things,  if  the  commandants  were  ordered  out,  and 
were  actually  in  command  during  the  time  the  regimt'nt  was  in  sijrvice,  although  their  regi- 
ments were  less  than  that  of  a  full  regiment,  they  should  bo  paid. 

Nos.  2  and  3.  Where  the  regiment  is  less  thaji  400  men,  you  will  pay  only  one  field 
officer,  in  addition  to  the  commandant.  Where  a  regiment  is  four  hundred  or  over,  the  law 
would  give  them  a  colonel,  lieutenant  cohoncl  and  one  major,  or  three  field  officers. 

No.  4.   The  regiment,  if  full,  would,  iindcr  the  law  of  Virginia,  be  entitled  to  two  majors. 

No.  5.  If  a  regiment  is  less  than  four  hundred  men,  pay  the  adjutant,  quartermaster,  ono 
surgeon  and  the  non  commissioned  staff;  if  over  thak  number,  a  commissary,  if  appointed 
by  the  governor,  and  an  assistant  surgeon  (in  addition)^ 

The  quartermaster  and  commissary  mast  be  bonded  officers  before  entering  on  service^ 
to  entitle  them  to.pay. 

Nos.  ()  and  7.  No  company  is  entitled  to  pay  as  a  company,  if  falling  below  tlic  minimum 
required  by  law  (fifty  rank  and  file}.     In  that  event,  it  should  be  thrown  into  other  com- 
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jmnies,  or  paid  as  privates:    The  act  of  assembly,'  chapter  23,  section  '24,  says,   "There 
shall  be  no  supernumerary  officers." 

No.  8.  The  commandant  of  a  regiment  appoints  his  own  staff,  and  they  can  be  paid  under 
Huch  appointment,  except  the  commissary,  who  must  have  the  appointment  or  approval  of 
thf^  governor. 

No.  9.   Gen.  Chapman  is  entitled  to  his  pay. 

The  commandant  of  each  regiment  must  certify  on  all  accounts  paid,  that  the  parties 
were  actually  in  the  service  of  the  state  during  the  time  charged  for.  <

Sui: 

I  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  payment  of  the  militia  of  this  state. 

I  was  instructed  by  the  auditing  board  to  pay  all  the  militia,  except  those  called  out  by 
your  proclamation  of  the  13th  July  last,  that  proclamation  being  issued  at  the  request  of 
the  president  of  the  C.  S.  A.,  and  the  secretary  of  war  agreeing  to  pay  them. 

I  have  had  many  applications  lor  pay  from  the  staff  officers  called  out  under  that  procla- 
mation, and  am  informed  that  the  Confederate  States  jtaymasters  decline  paying  them, 
because  they  were  not  commissioned.  I  allude  particularly  to  the  surgeons,  assistant  sur- 
geons, (quartermasters,  commissaries  and  adjutants,  who  are  not  commissioned  officers  by 
the  law  of  the  state.  , 

The  generals  and  colonels  appoint  their  own  staff;  and  I  do  not  .see  why  those  appoint- 
ments, made  under  the  law  of  the  state,  are  not  as  valid  for  all  purposes  as  a  commission 
signed  by  the  governor,  under  the  same  law. 

I  am  at  a  loss  to  know  what  tu  do  in  reference  to  these  officers,  and  would  be  obliged  if 
yon  will  give  me  instructions  upon  the  subject.  I  must,  however,  call  your  attention  to 
the  fact  that  many  of  the  colonels  have  called  into  the  field  a  much  larger  staff  than  is  re- 
({uired  for  the  management  of  their  regiments,  which  have  been'  reduced  to  niere  skeleton 
regiments,  in  consequence  of  the  number  volunteering. 

In  the  payment  of  the  militia,  I  have  instructed  the  paymasters  not  to  pay  the  full  field 
and  staff,  unless  the  regiment  is  full.  The  legislature  of  Virginia,  in  framing  the  militia  laws, 
did  not,  I  presume,  intend  that  all  the  field  and  staff  provided  by  law  should  be  called  out, 
unless  the  full  regiment  was  also  in  the  field.  Chapter  23,  section  11  of  the  Code,  says, 
"  A  regiment  shall  consist  of  at  least  eight  companies  of  the  line,  besides  such  companies 
of  volunteers  as  may  be  attached  thereto." 

I  have  recently  given  instructions  to  Major  Cox  (who  is  now  at  Union,  Va.,  forthe  pur- 
pose of  paying  the  militia  under  Gen.  Chapman),  a  copy  of  which  I  enclose  you. 
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I  have,  as  you  will  see,  limited  the  number  of  staff  officers  to  be  paid  (without  direct 
authority  to  do  so);  but  I  did  it,  because  I  believed  it  was  proper,  and,  as  I  .believed,  ia 
accordance  with  your  views.  I  think  I  have  given  a  liberal  allowance  of  officers.  If  I 
am  wrong  it  can  bo  easily  remedied,  by  application  to  higher  authority. 

I  would  be  pleased  to  know  whether  it  meets  your  approval.

The  Kith  brigade  Virginia  militia,  commanded  by  Gen.  Carson,  was  called 
into  service  early  in  the  summer,  by  Gen.  Johnson  of  the  confederate  army,  then  stationed 
at  Winchester.  Subsequently,  by  the  proclamation  of  the  governor,  the  entin;  militia 
within  the  limits  of  that  brigade,  and  also  of  the  brigade  commanded  by  Gen.  Mcem,  were 
called  into  service. 

The  67th  regiment,  of  which  I  am  the  lieutenant  colonel,  responded  promptly  to  the  call 
of  the  governor,  and  has  been  in  service  since  July  last.  The  confederate  paymaster  luis 
paid  the  men  and  commissioned  officers  for  their  services  in  July,  but  no  payment  has  since 
been  made  to  them.  Many  of  the  privates  are  in  great  need,  and  their  families  ab.solntoly 
suffering  for  the  want  of  what  is  due  them.    This,  however,  is  not  the  object  of  tiiis  note. 

The  staff  of  the  OTth  regiment  consists  of  an  adjutant,  a  quartermaster  and  a  surgeon. 
These  officers  have  not  been  paid."  Thejr" presented  their  accounts,  made  out  in  due  form; 
but  payment  was  refused,  on  the  ground' that  they  had  not  been  commissioned.  The  fact 
of  their  appointment  had  been  certified  to  the  adjutant  general,  who  stated,  in  reply  to  the . 
request  that  they  should  be  commissioned — that  it  wai  unueccs.stuy,  and  not  authorized  by 
the  Virginia  laws.  They  are  therefore  refused  pay,  because  they  are  not  commissioned. 
The  Virginia  laws  do  not  require  that  they  should  be  commissioned — the  confederate  au- 
thorities do  not  commission  them,  and  decline  to  pay  them,  for  the  reason  that  they  art;  not 
commissioned. 

He  pleased  to  inform  me,  if  you  can,  what  their  remedy  is  under  the  circumstances.

A  crisis  is  upon  us.  The  results  of  recent  reverses  to  our  arms,  at  ]MiIl  Spring, 
Fort  Henry  and  Roanoke  island,  appeal,  in  the  strongest  terms,  to  our  patriotism,  and  de-, 
mund  an  exhibition  of  all  our  energies,  an  uncompromising  spirit,  and  stem  and  determined 
resolution.  The  exigencios  of  the  times  are  not  duly  apprecinfed  by  many  of  our  people ; 
the  dangers  which  environ  us  are  too  lightly  estimated.  We  must  see  and  feel  their  immi- 
nence before  w«!.  can  be  aroused  to  that  action  which  is  necessary  to  save  us  from  alarming 
ills,  and  to  avert  evils  which  threaten  our  existenc«\  our  peace,  and  our  organization  as  a 
government.  The  results  referred  to  should  be  sufficient  to  arouse  the  people  of  the  Con- 
federacy to  stimulate  and  call  into  action  all  our  energies,  physical  and  intellectual. 

It  cannot  but  be  apparent  toevery  mind  that  the  object  of  our  enemies  is  to  cut  off  our 
southern  connections  by  rail  road  and  otherwise,  and  to  defeat  th%  transportation  oT  troops 
from  one  point  to  another  with  certainty  and  celerity,  as  our  necessities  may  demand.  This 
result  accomplished,  and  one  great  step  will  hav(^  been  taken  towards  their  success  and  our 
fiubjugation.  It  becomes  us,  therefore,  to  perfect  our  organization,  and  bring  into  active 
use  all  our  strength,  to  defeat  the  designs  of  a  wily  and  unscrupulous  foe,  whose  march  haa 
been  marked  by  brutality,  bloodshed  and  plunder. 

Every  citizen  of  Richmond  ought  to  feel  and  know  that  the  possession  of  this  city  is  an 
object  of  the  most  (;arnest  and  anxious  desire  on  the  part^of  our  enemies.  Its  mechanical 
and  manufacturing  interests  are  doing  so  much  to  uphold  the  Southern  Confederacy,  that 
its  loss  to  us  would  be  well  nigh  ineparable.  The  various  propositions  which  have  been 
made  by  Lincoln  and  his  allies  to  parcel  out  the  territory  of  this  commonwealth,  makes  the 
possession  and  subjugation  of  Virginia  un  object  not  less  desirable.  The  casual  observer 
cannot  have  failed  to  see  these  things,  and  they  should  rouse  up  «'very  latent  feeling  of 
patriotism  that  slumbers  within  him,  and  bring  it  into  jjrompt  and  decisive  action. 

The  defence  of  Richmond,  Norfolk,  Fredericksburg  and  other  parts  of  the  state,  is  of  the 
utmost  importance;  and  to  secure  this  defence,  we  must  at  once  take  steps  to  secure  or- 
ganization, and  bring  an  efficient  corps  into  the  field.     I  therefore  recommend  : 

1 .  That  the  male  population  of  the  cities  and  towns  be  divided  into  those  subject  to  ordi- 
nary and  extraordinary  draft — the  first  class  to  embrace  those  between  eighteen  and  forty- 
five — the  second  class  to  embrace,  those  between  sixteen  and  eighteen,  and  those  between 
forty  five  and  sixty  years  of  age. 

2.  To  authorize  the  governor,  when  informed  by  the  president  of  the  Confederate  States 
of  the  urgency  for  so  doing,  to  call  out  both  classes  for  home  defence ;  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  for  their  organization  into  companies  and  regiments,  in  conformity  with  the  laws 
of  Virginia;  and  require  all  places  of  business  to  be  closed  at  two  o'clock  P.  M.,  and  the 
whole  force  drafted  as  aforesaid,  to  turn  out  for  discipUne  and  instruction. 

3.  The  ordinary  draft  to  be  ordered,  if  necessary,  to  defend  any  lines  of  approach  to  the 
town  or  city  to  which  they  belong— 'the  extraordinary  draft  not  to  be  required  to  serve  be- 
yond a  distance  of  five  miles  from  the  limits  of  the  town  or  city  to  which  they  belong. 
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4.  To  include  in  snch  drafts  all  persons  sojourning  in  the  cities  or  towns  for  a  period 
longer  than  ten  days. 

5.  None  to  be  exempt  for  any  other  reason  than  service  in  the  state  or  Confederate  States, 

If  this  is  considered  hard  service,  let  the  people  of  the  cities  and  towns  recollect  that  the 
people  of  New  Orleans,  Cbarloston,  Mobile  and  Savannah  have  adopted  this  policy,  and 
have  steadily  practiced  it  for  months  past.  The  people  of  Richmond  and  other  cities  and 
towns  in  Virginia  are  just  as  much  exposed  as  those  of  the  cities  I  have  named,  and  should 
be  willing  to  sacrifice  as  much  for  the  common  cause,  in  the  way  of  ease  and  comfort.  If 
the  Icgi.shiture  will  pass  a  law,  the  patriotism  of  the  people  of  Virginia  will  respond  to  it, 
and  show  that  tliey  are  not  less  ready  to  make  all  necessary  sacrifices  for  the  common 
cause,  than  those  of  any  other  state  in  the  Confederacy.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates  : 

An  increase  of  the  forces  in  the  fidd  is  imperatively  demanded,  by  a  pro- 
per regard  for  the  public  safety,  not  only  of  the  people  of  Virginia  but  of  the  Confederacy. 
Tin;  demand  is  instant  and  pi'essiug,  and  it  should  be  met  promptly  by  people  of  all  classes. 
We  are  too  apathetic,  too  insensible  to  the.  wants  and  necessities  of  the  times.  The  force 
in  the  field  is  inadequate,  and  if  we  intend  to  maintain  the  government  our  people  have 
approved,  and  to  secure  our  liberty  and  independence  in  the 'struggle  now  upon  \is,  prompt- 
ness, decision  and  action  are  indispensably  requisite.  I  desire  to  impress  upon  the  minds 
of  our  people  that  "  no  time  is  to  be  lost."     "  Now  is  the  day,  and  now  is  the  hour." 

The  difficulty  consists,  in  the  minds  of  many,  in  procuring  arms  for  those  who  are  willing 
and  anxious  to  take  the  field  and  risk  their  lives  in  defence  of  the  interests  and  honor  of  the 
commonwealth  of  Virginia  and  the  Southern  Confederacy.  To  remove  this  diflSciilty,  I 
propose : 

1.  That  the  executive  be  instructed  to  purchase  such  private  arms  as  can  be  procured, 
and  have  them  repaired  and  fitted  for  infantry,  cavalry  and  rifle  service,  at  the  earliest  prac- 
ticable moment. 

2.  That  the  executive  shall  be  instructed  to'  have  artillery  made  for  field  service. 

3.  That  a  state  force  (in  addition  to  the  quota  called  for  by  the  president),  to  consist  of 
Hot  more  than  ten  thousand  men,  be  raised  for  state  defence,  and  to  be  undbr  the  control  and 
direction  of  the  state  authorities.  Such  a  force  could  be  well  employed  in  the  protection  of 
the  loyal  people  of  western  Virginia,  and  indeed  in  all  parts  of  the  state. 

4.  I  renew  the  recommendations  presented  in  my  message  of  the  11th  instant,  and 
respectfully  urge  immediate  action. 

To  secure  these  important  aud  desirable  ends,  I  respectfully  recommend  an  immediate  ap- 
propriation of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  confederate  government  has  a  wide 
theatre  upon  which  to  act,  and  it  must  look  to  the  interests  of  all  the  states.  It  is  peculiarly 
the  province  of  the  executives  and  legislatures  of  the  several  states  to  look  after  their  local 
interests,  and  to  provide  for  thein.  ^Having  now  dischal'ged  my  duty,  I  leave  these  recom- 
mendations for  your  action.

I  transmit  herewith,  a  communication  from  George  W.  Munford,  Esq.,  ac- 
companied by  a  report  from  the  auditing  board,  relating  to  the  case  of  Col.  William  J. 
Willey ;  which  I  am  requested  to  lay  before  the  general  assembly,  for  such  action  as  the 
case  may  require. 

The  appointment  of  Col.  Reynolds  to  the  'Mst  regiment  of  Virginia  volunteers,  after  the 
capture  and  imprisonment  of  Col.  Willey,  was  the  result  of  a  communication  from  Gen. 
Lee,  in  which  he  requested  that  a  commandant  should  be  assigned  to  it.  Col.  Reynolds 
had  bi'en  connected  with  the  army  of  the  United  States ;  and  after  his  resignation  and  re- 
turn to  Virginia,  and  a  tender  of  his  services,  I  appointed  him  to  the  command  of  this 
regiment,  in  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  the  ordinance  of  the  conveiition  passed 
April  ITth,  1861.  After  Col.  Reynolds  resigned,  I  appointed  Lieut.  Col.  William  L.  Jack- 
son as  his  successor,  who  is  now  in  charge  of  the  regiment.

Auditing  Board  of  Virginia, 

Richmond,  Feb.  17,  1862. 

The  board  for  auditing  claims  respectfully  represent  to  the  executive  one  of  a  class  of 
cases  which  may  arise  hereafter,  and  which  should  be  provided  for  in  some  way. 

Colonel  W.  J.  Willey  was  commissioned  as  colonel  of  volunteers  on  the  9th  of  May 
by  the  governor  of  Virginia,  and  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  31st  regiment  of 
Virginia  volunteers.  He  was  taken  prisoner  in  the  northwestern  campaign.  As  such  he 
was  still  entitled  to  pay,  and  has  been  paid,  by  order  of  the  board,  to  the  30th  of  June  1881. 

• 

By  tho  transfer  of  the  forces  of  Virginia  to  the  confederate  service,  the  confederate 
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government  recognizes  its  cbligiition  to  pay  to  the  officers  who  ary  prisoners  as  if  they 
were  in  service.  « 

But  the  executive  considering  that  the  office  was  vacant  by  the  capture  of  the  colonel, 
and  the  importance  of  having  a  regimental  commander,  commissioniHl  S.  H.  Reynolds  as 
colonel  on  the  17th  of  SeptcmbiM'  1831,  and  assigned  him  to  the  command  of  the  31st  rai- 
ment, who  subsequently  resigucd%  and  Colonel  Wm.  L.  Jackson  was  commissiiincd  and 
assigned  to  the.  command  of  the  regiment.  Thus  there  were  two  colonels  a.ssigued  to  the 
command  of  the  same  regiment — the  one  a  prisoner  and  the  other  on  actual  duty. 

The  confederate  government  have  thus  been  called  on  to  decide,  either  to  pay  two  colo- 
nels of  the  same  regiment,  or  to  decide  which  to  pay.  The  quartermaster  general  of  that 
government  reported  his  decision  that  it  will  not  pay  both  of  them,  but  will  pay  cither  that 
the  governor  shall  determine  to  be  the  colonel  of  the  3Jst  regiment. 

As  no  colonel  is  commissioned  to  an}'  particular  regiment,  but  is  assigned  by  the  go- 
vernor, after  being  connnissiom-d,  it  would  seem  to  follow  that  the  assignment. of  Colonel 
Reynolds  to  the  counnand  of  the  31st  regiment  on  the  17th. of  Septeniber  18G),  and  the 
subsequent  assignment  of  Colonel  Jackson,  actually'  superseded  Colonel  Willey  in  the 
command  of  that  regiment  on  that  day,  and  he  thenceforth  became  supernumerary.  The 
board  would  therefore  conclude  that  as  this  was  done  by  state  authority,  the  obligation  of 
the  confederate  government  to  pay  the  colonel  of  the  regiment  would  apply  only,  to  Colonel 
Reynolds,  and  subsequently  to  Colonel  Jackson,  and  would  not  apply  to  Colonel  Willey. 

And  y(!t  the  board  perceive  that  the  state  remains  under  high  obligations  to  pay  Colonel 
Willey,  whose  loss  of  command  was  due  to  no  fault  of  his  own,  but  to  his  exposure  to  the 
power  of  the  enem}',  and  to  the  act  of  the  state  in  assigning  a  new  colonel  to  his  regiment 
as  a  necessary  means  of  promoting  efficiency  in  the  service. 

• 

But  the  board  feel  reluctant,  without  the  sanction  of  the  general  assembly,  to  pay  Colo- 
nel Willey,  or  any  officer  in  like  situation,  under  the  powers  vested  in  it  by  the  ordinance 
of  the  convention;  Hereafter  such  u  state  of  things  may  again  occur ;  and  the  board  re- 
spectfully suggest  legislation  to  meet  this  and  like  cases  as  they  arise.

I  have  received  from  J.  B.  Winston,  Esq.,  secretary  of  a  rail  road  cduven- 
tion,  reprcseutiug  the  "companies  of  tlic  district  embracing  the  state  of  Virginia,  tlie  state 
Qf  Tennessee  east  of  Knoxville,  and  the  state  of  North  Carohna  north  of  Wcldon,"  en- 
closing resolutions  adopted  by  said  convention.  The  object  proposed  to  be  accomplished 
by  tliese  J-esolntions,  is  in  the  highest  degree  important  in  the  present  condition  of  the 
country.  These  roads  nre  indispen.«ably  necessary  for  the  transportation  of  our  troops  and 
supplies,  and  any  interruption  caused  by  the  destruction  of  the  bridges  or  portions  of  the 
track,  would  operate;  most  prejudicially  to  the  interests  of  Virginia  and  the  other  Confede- 
rate States.     I  recommend  the  subject  to  your  early  consideration. 

The  communication  and  resolutions  are  herewith  transmitted.

•  Resolved  as  the  sense  of  this  convcmtion,  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  country  it 
is  necessary,  in  order  to  preserve  the  efficiency  of  rail  road  transportation,  that  military 
power  and  authority  should  be  conferred  on  the  presidents  of  the  several  rail  roads  to  or- 
ganize and  control  a  force  of  men  not  subject  to  draft,  to  guard  and  protect  the  bridges  on 
their  roads  against  open  force  or  secret  incendiarism. 

Resolved,  that  the  governor  of  the  state  be  requested,  if  he  has  authority  to  do  so,  to  de- 
tail a  force  for  that  purpose  from  the  counties  iu  which  said  bridges  are  located;  and  if  he 
has  no  such  power,  that  he  be  respocttiilly  requested  to  ask  that  such  power  be  granted  to 
him  by  the  legislature.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 

After  the  most  careful  examination  and  consideration  of  the  act  passed  by 
you  on  the  10th  day  of  February  last,  and  with  the  most  cordial  disposition  to  execute  it 
according  to  its  letter  and  in  its  spirit,  I  find  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  do  so  in  time  to 
meet  the  existing  emergency.  The  preliminaries  required  to  be  oliserved  in  ascertaining 
the  previous  contributions  made  by  the  various  cities,  counties  and  towns,  preparatory  to 
ascertaining  the  contributions  to  be  made  by  subsequent  drafts,  will  consume  more  time 
than  can  be,  under  the  pressing  circumstanqes  now  surrounding  us,  allowed,  without  pre- 
judice to  the  interests  of  the  Confederacy,  and  the  most  serious  results  to  the  integrity  of 
this  commonwealth.  We  must  have  something  more  expeditious,  something  more  definite 
and  direct  in  its  results,  than  your  bill  promises  to  effect. 

It  will  take  weeks  if  not  months  to  place  the  troops  in  the  field  under  the  requirements 
of  your  bill.  At  this  moment  troops  are  imperatively  required  at  Winchester,  at  Alleghany, 
at  Manassas,  at  Fredericksburg,  on  the  Peninsula,  and  at  Norfolk ;  and  they  must  be  at 
those  several  points  with  the  least  possible  delay.  I  am  informed  by  the  president  that 
they  should  be  at  tlicif  posts  now,  but  certainly  there  by  the  1.5th  day  of  this  month.  If  I 
am  required  to  conibrm  to  the  requirements  of  your  bill,  they  cannot  be  in  place  before  the 
last  of  April,  if  even  then.  , 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  to  meet  the  demands  now  pressing  .so  closely  upon  us,  you 
^t  once  pass  a  law,  in  the  preamble  to  which  you  shall  appeaUto  the  patriotism  of  the  troops 
now  in  the  field,  to  remain  in  their  present  organized  condition,  and  authorize  me  to  draft 
at  once,  from  the  loyal  portions  of  the  commonwealth,  a  number  sufiicient  to  fill  up  the  re- 
giments to  one  thousand  men  each.  This  is  the  only  mode  by  which  troops  can  be  placed 
in  the  field  at  once ;  and  my  information  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  that  whatever  is  to  be 
done,  must  be  done  quickly.  The  enemy  are  pressing  us  upon  all  sides,  and  must  be  met 
promptly,  decidedly,  determinedly. 

We  cannot  spare  those  now  in  the  field.  They  have  been  tried,  and  the  results  show  they 
can  be  relied  upon.  Their  patriotism,  in  this  crisis  of  our  fate,  will  not  be  appealed  to  in 
vain  by  the  general  assembly.  Lefthem  know  that  the  freedom,  and  liberty  and  indepen- 
dence of  Virgiuia  depends  upon  their  remaining  in  service  for  two  years  more  or  the  war, 
and  we  shall  have  a  response  that  will  cheer  and  gladden  the  patriot's  h(!art,  and  stimulato 
the  desponding,  and  wavering  and  doubtful  to  tile  performance  of  their  duty.  The  troops 
are  willing  to  meet  the  reqilirements  of  the  occasion,  if  the  legislature  will  let  them  know 
what  they  are. 

The.  section  of  your  late  law  which  relates  to  substitutes,  should  in  my  judgment  be 
materially  modified.     It  is,  I  think,  liable  to  produce  serious  mischief,  and  for  these  reasons: 

J.  We  are,  under /its  operations,  makiag  up  an  army  of  hirelings,  of  whose  previous 
characters,  associations  and  views  respecting  this  controversy,  we  know  nothing,  nor  is  it 
possible  to  ascertain  any  thing  respecting  their  loyalty  or  fidelity. 

2.  Many  of  these  substitutes  represent  them.selves  as  from  some  one  of  the  Confederate 
States ;  and  instead  of  being  received  as  substitutes  for  Virginians,  they  should  be  at  home 
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'to  render  their  services  to  the  states  tiom  which  they  profess  to  hail.     It  is  vinjust,  thei*- 
fore,  to  those  states. 

3.  It  is  better  to  rely  upon  our  own  citizens  to  fill  the  ranks  of  our  army,  as  our  expe- 
rience so  far  has  shown  them  to  be  brave,  reliable  and  true. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  if  the  system  of  substitutes  is  to  be  continued,  that  it  be  so 
modified  as  to  require  the  party  ofl'eriug  the  substitute  to  furnish  some  man  from  his  own 
county. .  In  this  mode  we  will  have  a  reasonable  assurance  that  we  will  got  tnistworthy 
men — such  as  will  preserve  the  reputation  which  the  Yirfrinia  troojjs  have  lu?iretoforc  won 
in  this  war. 

I  am  opposed  to  the  whole  system  of  substitutis.  Iii  a  time  like  this,  there  ia  a  duty 
to  be  performed  by  all  classes — the  men  of  wealth  not  only,  but  also  the  poorer  class's 
Each  has  a  personal  duty  to  perform  in  driving  back  the  invader  frcmrouv  soil.  This  jier- 
sonal  duty  .«hould  not  be  avoided  or  •shunned  under  any  pretemc  whatsoever,  when  our 
country  is  in  as  great  peril  as  it  now  is..  Wealth  should  not  be  allowed  to  purchase  exoiiip- 
tiou  from  exposure  on  the  field,  or  in  the  service  of  the  country,  or  in  the  camp.  Every 
inducement  which  can  operate  upon  the  poor  men  of  the  country  to  risk  themselves  in  tliis 
grbat  struggle  for  liberty  and  independence,  should  operate  with  greatly  increased  power 
and  influence  upon  the  property  holders  and  men  of  wealth.  These  latti  r  classes  should 
set  an  example  to  the  formoi',  and  they  should  be  willing  to  do  what  the  jiuorer  classes  are 
required  by  necessity  to  do. 

I  suggest  further,  that  promotions,  after  the  first  election  of  officers,  shall  bi-  made  by 
•seniority:  that  is  to  say,  that  as  a  vacancy  occurs,  the  officers  below  be  promoted  to  the 
positions.  This  recommendation  is  endorsed  by  our  distiiiguisbcd  and  gHllant  Jackson,  of 
the  "  .Stonewall  brigade,"  who  says,  in  a  letter  dated  Fel)iuary  2G,  "  Please  see  if  you  can- 
not get  our  legislature  to  modify  its  military  bill,  so  as  to  require  vacancies,  after  the  iirst 
election  of  officers,  to  be  filled  by  promotion,  except  in  the  lowest  grade,  as  in  the  confcile- 
rate  service.  Do  that  as  far  as  practicable,  that  lax  discipline,  resulting  from  electioneering 
for  office,  may  be  avoided.  We  must  make  our  cause  superior  to  every  other  temporal  cen- 
sideration.  ThQ  system  of  every  vacancy  filled  by  election,  is  a  bad  4»nc.  We  may  expect 
iin  inefficient  set  of  officers  from  such  a  system ;  and  inefficient  officers  must  have  inefficient 
commands:  and  where  our  system  would  result  in  disaster  to  our  arms,  the  confederate 
might  result  in  victory."  These  suggestions,  coming  from  so  high  a  source,  are  worthy  of 
consideration. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  execution  of  the  bill,  arises  from  the  fact  that  I  am  reiiuired  to 
till  up  the  cavalry  regiments  by  draft ;  but  no  provision  is  made  to  supply  the  men  so 
drafted  with  horses.  A  large*  proportion  will  not  have  the  means  to  procuri'  horses,  j-nd 
}i(m:o'  means  must  therefore  be  provided  to  meet  sucli^cases.       t 

Yeur  law  wns  passed  on  the  10th  day  of  Fgbnmry,  and  en  the  1 1th  the  adjutant  general, 
lifter  consulfiition  with  me,  applied  to  Adjutant  General  Cooper  for  the  nrcessary  ordtM-.s  to 
the  commandants  of  divisions,  to  enable  me  to  procure  the  required  information  as  to  (he 
MUiiiber  who  had  re-enlisti  d.  iiu<l  the  number  who  declined  to  rc-enlist  for  the  war,  with  the 
places  of  their  residence.  A  verbal  answer  was  n^ceived  through  a  clerk,  from  tlie  war 
department,  to  this  note. 

General  Rich.irdson  again  wroli*  on  (Ik;  12fl),  and  n  reply  was  received  from  Colonel 
Chilton,  stating  that  Oeneral  Cooper  would  forward  the  blanks  as  soon  as  they  were  printv'(f ; 
:md  as  soon  as  printed,  thej-  wrerc  forwarded  by  special  messengers. 

•  « 

The  orders  were  not  received  until  last  Thursday  night  after  dark.     They  were  mailed 
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thiit  i!ig:lit,  and  inessengors,  with  duplicates  and  all  the  necossarj"  blank  forms,  left  for  each" 
division  of  the  army  on  Saturday  morning.  Any  charge,  therefore,  of  negligence  or  inat- 
tf.r.tiijn,  or  indisposition  to  execute  the  law,  that  may  have  been  made,  is  utterly  un- 
fou!Kl<d,  as  the  n-cords  of  the  adjutant  general's  office  and  the  executive  joiu'nal  sufficiently 
d<Mnonstrato. 

Another  difiicuUy  in  the  executicn  of  the  bill  arises  from  the  fact  that  there  is  a  palpable 
ctiuflict  between  it  and  the  congressional  bill.  The  coTigressional  bill  allows  companies  to 
he  eiilisted  from  the  companies  and  regiuients  now  in  iVc  Held  ;  and  under  its  operation  the 
secretary  of  ^^ar  has  authorized  numbers  of  persons  to  raise  companies  find  battalions,  to 

b«'  mustered  into  the  confederate  service  direct. 

•  . 

I  give  an  illustration  of  the  manner  in  which  this  works.  A  first  lieutenant  in  Captain 
Dj'crly's  company  of  the  '27th  Virginia  regiment,  liaving  received  such  authority  iroin  the 
BcCretary  of  war;  is  now  enlisting  his  company  from  the  21st,  27tb,  42d  and  48th  Virginia 
infantry  regiments.  If  this  system  is  to  continuOj  it  is  plain  thut  our  regiments  in  the  ser- 
vice are  to  be  disorganized  and  destroyed.  I  givothis  as  one,  and  a  fair  one,  out  of  many 
cases  which  have  been  reported  to  me. 

Your  bill  requires  n)c  to  preserve  the  organization  now  in  the  field,  by  regiments.  How 
is  this  to  be  don*;,  if  jiarties  authorized  by  the  seciVtary  of  war  to  do  so,  are  to  be  allowed 
to  crilist  companies  out  of  regiments  who  have  montlis  yet  to  serve? 

In  the  illustration  1  have  given,  the  regiments  go  out  of  service  in  the  months  of  May, 
Jime  and  July,  if  I  am  correctly  informed.  If  the  companies  thus  created  arc  to  bo  mus- 
tered into  ser\  ice  so  soon  as  they  are  formi'd,  it  is  easy  to  perceive  that  our  ri'giments  must 
be  broken  up. 

\VI;cn  I  s]uike  about  the  difliciilfy.  I  was  informed  by  the  secretary  of  war,  to  whom  (lu; 
bill  was  submitted  before  its  intn  ductiou  into  the  hou-se^that  he  had  then  stated  to  the  com- 
niittie  thftt  th'-  two  bills  were  in  eontlict;  and  if  the  legislature  desired  hfm  to  suspend  bis 
policy  in  this  r(*pt-ct,  he  would  do  so.  He  stated  that  a  resolution  was  subsequently  iutro- 
duced  c'liidc  niuing  hii»  polic}-,  which  was  voted  down  by  a  large  majority — all  of  which  wa.". 
news  to  me. 

VVliiie  the  war  department,  was  consulted  in  regard  to  these  military  bilLs,  all  of  which 
were  considered  in  seciet  sessi<;T),  the  executive  and  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state  were 
k'  L  in  entire  ig'norauci.'  of  all  that  was  doing  upon  so  important  a  subject.  Whether  this 
>ois  tiie  result  of  accident  or  design,  I  do  not  pretend  to  know,  nor  have  I  considered  it  of 
Bufficicut  importance  to  prompt  an  enquiry'.

"  ^  H.  No  person  shall  absent  himsidf  from  his  regiment  after  the  conunandaut  thereof 
has  receiv(!d  an  order  requiring  a  draft  or  detail  to  Int  made,  and  of  which  such  person 
shall  have  been  in  any  way  informed,  until  such  detail  or  draft  shall  have  been  made. 
Every  person  so  offending,  who  shall  be  subsequently  detailed  to  march,  unless  he  join  tho 
dclafhineiit  witli  which  he  is  detailed,  at  its  place  of  rendezvous,  or  show  that  ho  was  i)ro- 
vcnlid  from  so  joining  by  unavoidable  cause,  fhall  be  considered  and  treated  as  a  deserter. 
Every  person  who  shall  refuse  to  give  his  name  to  the  [)ropi*r  officer,  when  called  upon  for 
cnrolhiient,  under  the  act  passed.  February  8,  18oJ,  t.-ntitled  an  act  fur  ascertaining  and  eu 
rolling  the  military  forces  of  the  commoiiwealtli,  shall  be  considered  and  treated  as  » 
deserter." 

2.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  its  passage. 


t.  B<Mt  enacted  by  the  general  assembly,  that  if  any  free  person  or  persons  sliall  licro- 
afler  aid,  abet  or  assist  the  enemy  in  the  war  now  waging  betwcc'n  the  United  States  and 
the  (.Confederate  States,  in  person,  or  b^'  enlisting  soldiers  or  seamen,  or  by  uniting  together 
in  companies  or  squads,  by  giving  intelligence  to  the  fnemy,  or.  furnishing  them  wi'h  pro- 
visions or  other  thing,  or  shall  bear  arms  against  this  state  or  tho  ('mifederate  States,  or  aid, 
abet  or  assist  them  in  any  other  manner,  such  person  or  persons  shall,  upon  being  con- 
victed thereof,  be  punished  with  fiiK!  and  imprisonment,  to  bi;  ascertained  by  a  jury,  so  that 
the  fine  exceed  uot  dollars,  nor  the  imprisonment  the  duration  of  the  war. 

2.  If  any  person  within  this  commonwealth  shall  by  any  word,  open  deed  or  act,  ad- 
r^sedly  and  willingly  maintain  and  defend  the  authority,  jurisdiction  or  power  of  tiie  goveru- 
tment  of  the  United  States,  heretoftire  claimed  and  exercised  within  this  commonwealth,  or 
shall  attribute  any  such  authority,  jurisdiction  or  power  to  th-  said  government,  or  shaJl  in 
!ik(^anner  nniintain  and  defend  any  usurped  government  in  this  commonwealth,  or  attri- 
bute i'.ny  li'gal  existence  thereto,  the  person  so  offenuing*  being  legally  convicted  thereof, 
«hali  be  punislied  with  fino  and  impiisunmcnt,  to  be  asceriained  by  a  jury,  so  tliat  tho  fiao 
•exceed  not  the  sum  of  dollars,  nor  the  iaiprlsonraont  the  term  of  ycara. 
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:{.  Any  person  wto  shall  advisedly  endeavor  to  excite  the  people  to  resist  the  government 
of  this  commouwealth  as  by  law  established,  or  the  government  of  the  Confederate  States, 
or  persuade  them  to  return  to  a  dependence  upon  the  government  of  the  United  States,  or 
who  shall  take  any  oath  of  allegiauc'e  to  that  government,  or  to  any  usurped  government 
within  this  commonwealth,  or  who  shall  maliciously  and  advisedly  excite  or  raise  tumults 
and  disorders  in  this  state,  or  whcshall  maliciously  and  advisedly  terrify  or  discourage  the 
people  from  enlisting  into  the  service  of  the  commonwealth,  or  dispose  them  to  favor  the 
enemy,  or  who  shall  organize  secret  or  open  associations,  or  unite  with  or  join  the  same, 
for  any  of  the  purposes  aforesaid,  every  person  so  offending,  and  being  thereof  legally  con- 
victed, shall  be  punished  with  fine  and  imprisonment  as  aforesaid- 

4.  Any  conservator  of  the  peace,  either  upon  his  own  knowledge,  or  upon  affidavit  before 
him,  shall  cause  any  person  charged  with  any  of  the  said  offences,  to  be  arrested,  by  war- 
rant, returnable  before  any  judge  of  a  circuit  court,  or  before  the  judge  of  the  hustingh 
court  of  the  city  of  Richmond,  thereafter  to  be  proceeded  with  in  such  court,  in  the  mode 
now  prescribed  by  law  in  prosecutions  for  offences  against  the  commonwealth. 

5.  This  act  shall  continue  and  be  in  force  during  the  present  war,  and  no  longer.

SiU: 

A  communication  having  been  st.'nt  by  your  e.\cel!ency  to  the  .senate  of 
Virginia,  charging  me,  upon  informatiqp  received  from  the  paymaster  general,  witli  having 
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drawn  more  pay  than  I  was  entitled  to  as  colonel  of  the.  ]42d  regiment  Virginia  militia,  S 
therefore  beg  to  submit  to  vour  excollency  the  following  statement,  in  self-vindication : 

Being  the  commissioned  colonel  of  the  142d  regiment,  and  the  federal  forces  having  in- 
,  vadod  my  county,  I  issued  orders  calling  out  my  regiment  on  the  1st  August  1861,  under 
the  ordinance  of  the  convention  giving  to  colonels  the  power  to  call  out  their  regiments  in 
case  of  real  or  threatened  invasion.  After  I  had  called  out  my  regiment  Brigadier  General 
tJeckley  ordered  out  a  portion  of  his  brigade,  and  assumed  the  command,  my  regiment  be- 
ing a  part  of  his  brigade.  In  consequence  of  a  misunderstanding  between  General  Beck- 
ley  and  myself,  and  a  want- of  confidence  in  his  abilitj'to  command,  I  tendered  my  resig- 
nation to  him  on  the  17th  of  September  1861  (or  thereabouts).  I  then  attached  myself  to 
General  Chapman's  command,  and  remained  with  him  in  active  service  until  the  miHtia 
were  disbanded.  My  regiment  remained  in  service  until  about  the  '24th  October  1861.  I 
V&3  subsequently  informed  hj  the  adjutant  that  my  resignation  had  not  been  forwarded  to 
the  department,  and  in  makftg  owt  my  account  for  pay,  was  led  to  believe,  from  informa- 
tion given  me,  that  I  had  a  right  to  draw  up  to  the  disbanding  of  my  regiment.  I  there- 
fore drew,  as  above  stated  ;  and  when  afterwards  notified  of  the  acceptance  t)f  my  rcsigna- 
^lion,  and  of  my  having  overdrawn,  I,  on  the  eve  of  my  leaving  Richmond,  called  suddenly 
home  by  the  sickness  of  ray  family,  placed  ilf^the  hands  of  William  D.  Pate,  Esq.,  $250, 
which  I  thought  was  more  than  suflSciont  to  pay  the  excess.  This  amount,  iiOAvever,  it 
appears,  was  insufficient,  as  will  appear  by  reference  to  the  accompanying  receipts  and  order 
covering  the  full  amount. 

Having  briefly  stated  the  circumstances  under  which  the  excess  was  drawn,  I  therefore 
fceg  yo*ir  excellency  to  submit  the  same  to  the  committee  on  inveatigation.

These  are  times  when  it  is  important  that  the  actions  of  public  men  shall  be  understood, 
and  when  the  people  shall  be  placed  in  possession  of  all  the  necessary  information  to  enable 
ihem  to  know  whether  their  public  functionaries  have  performed  their  duty  faithfully  and 
promptly.     I  am  content  to  be  judged  by  the  record.

Sir: 

I  rcsp(!ctfiilly  report  tlio  proceedings  of  this  department  in  reference  to  the 
acts  of  the  8th  and  10th  February  1862. 

On  the  10th  Februaiy  I  received  from  you  a  printed  copy  of  the  act  of  the  8th,  witlj 
instructions  to  issue  the  requisite  orders  for  carrying  it  into  effect  as  .speedily  as  possible; 
and  thereupon  I  citrefuUy  prepared  a  general  order,  with  forms  for  the  enrollment  of  the 
militia  (a  cojty  of  which  is  sent  hcicwith);  and  as  soon  as  it  could- be  printed,  with  a  copy 
of  the  act,  it  was  transmitted  to  every  part  of  the  state  not  occupied  by  the  public  enemy. 
The  order  provides  for  every  contingency  which  could  grow  out  of  derangement  in  any 
regiment,  as  w-ill  be  seen  by  examining  it. 

On  the  11th  February  I  received  from  you  a  printed  copy  of  the  act  ofvthe  10th,  witH 
the  same  instructions;  and  as  the  requirements  of  the  1st  section  of  the  act  of  the  8th,  an<i 
the  1st  and  4th  sections  of  the  act  of  the  10th,  could  only  be  executed  with  the  aid  and  by 
■order  of  the  war  department  of  the  Confederate  States,  I  addressed  the  following  letter  to 
Adjutant  and  Inspector  General  Cooper,  on  the  1 1th,  viz ;

<Genl.  S.  Cooper,  Adjt.  and  Insp.  General  C.  S.  A.: 

Sir: 

An  act  passed  the  legislature  of  this  state  on  tlie  8tli  instant,  requiring  the 
governor  to  procure  from  the  commandants  of  the  several  regiments,  battalions  and  detael*- 
ments  of  the  Virginia  volunteers,  complete  rolls  of  the  several  companies  now  in  service, 
designating  the  name,  age  and  residence  of  each  volunteer;  the  terms  of  his  enlistment, 
and  when  his  term  of  service  will  expire,  and  the  company  and  regiment  to  which  he 
belongs. 
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Printed  fmrns  of  these  rolls  will  he  prepared  at  this  office;  but  all  tlie  troops  being  in  the 
service  of  the  Confederate  States,  the  state  authority  must  rely  upon  such  facilities  as  can 
be  afforded  l)y  the  war  department,  to  enable  it  to  meet  the  re(|uirements  of  the  law. 

And  by  a  subsefjuent  act  the  governor  is  also  required  to  Ascertain,  as  soon  as  may  be, 
what  number  of  men  M'ill  be  sufficient  to  raise  the  number  of  each  volunteer  company  now 
in  the  confederate  service,  to  one  hundred  men,  rank  and  file ;  and  he  must  rely  for  this  in- 
formation also  upon  the  war  department.  * ' 

May  I  ask  your  early  attention  to  the  whole  subject,  and  request  that  you  will,  at  your 
earliest  convenience,  afford  me  such  information  and  aid  as  may  be  in  your  power.  Tim 
governor  feejs  the  uecessitj'  for  prompt  action  on  bis  part,  and  is  anxious  to  meet  the  re- 
quirements of  the  law  as  speedily  as  possible.

On  the  same  day,  while  I  was  absent  for  a  short  time  at  the  capitol,  an  officer  called  with 
a  me.ssage  from  General  Cooi)er,  desiring  |o  see  nie;  and  he  remarked  while;  there,  that  it 
ivould  occujty  some  time  to  enable  the  war  department  to  furnish  the  information  called  for 
in  the  two  acts  of  assembly.  In)mediati'ly  on  my  return  I  went  to  General  Cooper's  office, 
but  found  him  so  occupied  with  important  business  that  I  could  not  comnuinicate  with  him. 
Ori  the  next  day  I  addressed  a  note  to  him,  of  which  i;o  copy  was  taken,  and  promptly  re-« 
ceived  tor  answer  that  all  facilities  would  be  afforded  by  the  war  departuieut. 

I  prepared  forms  of  rolls,  which  were  designed  to  embrace  all  the  infornuitiou  the  go- 
vernor was  required  by  the  acts  of  the  8th  and  10th  to  procun>,  as  to  the  volunteer  force, 
and  as  soon  as  these  could  possibly  be  printed,  had  (hem  carefully  put  up  for  transportation, 
hy  mail  or  otherwise,  to  the  several  military  posts — one  for  each  company,  as  nearly  as  I 
conld  estimate  the  lunnber.  These  were  all  ready  by  the  morning  of  the  27th  February ;  and 
I  immediately  informed  General  Cooper  of  the  fact,  that  orders  mi^ht  be  issued  to  the  proper 
officers..  On  the  morning  of  the  26th  February  I  ri'ceived  instructions  from  you  to  employ 
*;pecial  messengers  to  carry  these  documents  to  the  various  posts  of  the  army ;  and  they 
were  employed  and  disjjatched  that  day. 

This  was  all  done  as  speedily  us  it  was  possible  to  do  it,  and  there  was  not  a  day  nor  an 
Lour's  delay  that  could  be  avoided.  It  required  a  considerable  amount  of  printing.  '  The 
public  printer's  office  was  crowded  with  pressing  work ;  and  it  was  only  through  active  ex- 
ertions and  a  most  accommodating  spirit,  that  it  was  effected  as  soon  as  it  was. 

The  yd  section  .of  the  act  of  the  1 0th  February  requires  the  governor  to  ascertain  what 
number  of  men  will  be  sufficient  to  increase  the  number  of  each  volunteer  company  now  [ 
in  the  coufederate  service,  to  the  number  of  100  men  rank  and  file;  and  the  4th  section 
jprovides  that  at  least  30  days  before  the  day  on  which  the  term  of  service  of  each  volunteer  i 
company  expires,  the  governor  shall  cause  such  company  ;to  be  mustered  for  re-enlistment,  i 
aod  the  question  submitted  to  each  volunteer,  whether  he  will  re-enlist  or  not — and  as  it 
Kcemed  to  me  that  it  could  not  be  ascertained  what  number  would  be  required  to  increase i 
eacli  company  to  100  men,  rack  and  fik",  until  it  was  ascertained  what  number  would  re- 
cnlist,  I  added  a  column  to  the  form  for  the  vote  upon  that  question.     I  was  much  con- 
cerned at  learning  afterwards  that  such  was  not  designed  by  the  legislature,  but  on  the  con- 
Irary,  that  the  vote  of  each  company  should  be  deferred  until  30  days  before  its  term  of  \ 
seivice  expired ;  and  some  members  expressed  the  apprehension  that  it  would  delay  the 
information  which  was  desired  most  speedily.     It  produced,  however,  no  delay ;  for  GeueHal 
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Cooper  was  requested  to  telegraph  orders  not  to  take  the  vote  upon  that  question  at  that 
time.  But  the  taking  of  that  vote  could  not  have  produced  delay,  since  as  each  company 
■would  be  mustered  to  gH  the  return  required  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  of  the  8th 
Febniary,  it  would  not  have  occupied  half  an  hour  longer  for  all. 

The  staUt  having  made  so  ext(Misive  a  call,  which  could  oul}'  be  met  through  the  courtesy 
of  the  war  department,  it  ajipcared  to  be  but  courteous,  and  it  certainly  was  most  condu- 
cive to  expedition,  that  it  should  furnish  printed  rolls  in  such  form  as  would  embody  the 
information  required.  To  simply  call  for  such  returns  from  troops  in  camp,  where  in  all 
probability  the  necessary  stationery  could  not  be  had,  would  of  itself,  in  all  probability, 
liave  produced  confusion  and  irregularity,  and  have  fallen  short  of  the  plain  intent  of  the 
acts  of  assembly.  However  this  may  be,  I  have  certainly  endeavored  to  get  the  informa- 
tion desired  by  the  legislature,  in  the  shortest  time  that  it  could  be  got,  .-Ad  am  confident 
that  it  could  not  have  been  obtained  correctly,  sooner,  by  any  other  course.

To  the  Honorable  tlie  General  Assembly  of   Virginia ; 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  call  tbe  attention  of  your  honorable  body  to  the 
fottotving  facts :  ' 

By  an  act  passed  at  your  sp.«sion  of  18.57-8,  the  then  governor  was  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  commissioner  on  behalf  of  Virginia,  to  act  with  one  to  bo  appointed 
by  Mainland,  and  jointly  perform  services  prescribed  by  said  act,  in  view  of  a  settlement 
of  the  boundary  lines  between  said  states. 

In  JuTfje  following,  the  Hon.  Heniy  A.  Wise,  then  governor,  appointed  the  undersigned 
such  commissioner  on  the  part  of  Virginia,  who  was  notified  of  his  said  appointment  in 
July,  and  an  the  day  of  the  same  month  entered  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties. 

The  provisions  of  said  act  conferred  upon  the  governor  the  power  to  fix  the  compensation 
of  said  commissioner. 

G»vpmot  Wise  forbore  to  exercise  this  power  in  adA'ancc,  preferring  (with  the  cordial 

agse»t<)f  the  uBdersigncd)  that  the  service  should  be  performed  before  the  measure  of  its 

vaTue  should  be  decided  upon.     With  this  imdorstanding,  the  uudersiguCTl  entered  upon  the 

disohai-go  of  his  duties,  under  instructions  received  from  Gov.  Wise  (which  arc  mentioned 

I  in  kTflpcirt  mad«  to  your  honorable  body,  through  Gov.  Letcher,  on  the  18th  inst.),  indica- 
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ting  the  scope  of  view  which  was  to  betaken  of  the  subject,  and  tlie  character  and  auiount 
of  laboi"  which  would  be  required. 

In  the  year  ]8o8  he  received  no  compensation  for  service.  His  necessary  expenses,  when 
absent  from  his  lionu;  upon  duty,  were,  however,  reimbursed  him,  and  amounted  in  that 
year  to  two  hundral  dollars. 

lr\.  ISIiO  four  hundred  dollars  were  paid  him,  out  of  which  like  expenses  were  to  be  UquU 
dated  and  any  surplus  charged  to  allowance  to  be  made  for  services. 

On  the  14th  of  March  1860  Gov.  Letcher  being  then  in  office,  directed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars to  be  paid  on  account  of  services,  and  the  like  sum  on  the  23d  May  following,  on  same 
account,  the  undersigned  being  then  on  the  eve  of  his  departure  for  England  to  obtain 
authentic  evidence  concerning  our  boundaries,  &c. 

On  or  about  the  2d  of  November  1860,  after  an  absence  of  five  months,  having  reached 
New  York  on  his  return,  being  without  funds,  he  informed  Gov.  Letcher  of  the  fact,  and 
drew  upon  him  for  the  sum  of  .$250,  a  portion  of  $275  of  his  private  funds  which  ho  had 
expended  for  the  benefit  of  tln^  state — asking  Gov.  Letcher,  if  he  should  not  feel  authorized 
to  reimburse  such  expenditure,  that  he  would  honor  the  draft,  apd  charge  th(!  amoiint  as  a 
payment  on  account  of  services.  .The  draft  was  paid  ;  and  the  amount  charged  to  account 
for  Berviccs  ;  and  no  part  of  said  sum  of  $  275  has  yet  been  reimbursed  to  him. 

On  the  19th  of  March  1861  Governor  Letcher  saw  proper  to  change  the  rule  initiated  by 
Governor  Wise,  and  up  to  that  time  conformed  to  by  himself,  and  on  that  day  "  ordered 
that  Angus  W.  McDonald,  the  commissioner  appointed  to  run  the  boundary  line  between 
this  state  and  Maryland,  be  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $2,000  per  annum  from  the  time  of  his 
acceptance  of  his  ajipointment  until  his  report  thereon  be  made,  and  that  his  appointment 
be  then  suspended  until  f'uvtlier  action  be  had  by  the  legislatures  of  Maryland  and  Virginia. 
See  Executive  Journal  19th  March  1861. 

The  undersigned  was  at  the  same  date  .informed  by  the  governor  that  all  expenses  which 
had  been  or  might  be  incurred  by  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duties,  were  considered  as 
covered  by  the  annual  allowance. 

Conforming  to  the  decision  of  the  governor,  he  presented  his  account  for  balance  due 
him  up  to  the  10th  of  said  month,  amountmg  to  $2,483  33,  which  was  paid.  See  copy 
filed,  marked  B. 

On  the  1 0th  instant  the  undersigned  presented  his  account  for  services  since  the  time  toi 
which  he  had  been  previously  paid.  , 

This  account  the  governor  refuses  to  allow,  for  reasons  assigned  in  his  endorsement  ot 
the  accouni;  and  by  his  further  endorsement  (in  pencil),  refers  the  account  to  the  secretar 
of  the  conmionwealth,  "  to  fix  the  amount  he  thinks  right."     The  secretary  thereupon,  re»l 
ferring  t«>  the  governor's  endorsement,  fixes  the  allowance  for  the  preparation  of  the  repoit] 
at  two  hundred  dollars,  adding,  tliat  "he  had  never  read  the  report,  however."     All  which] 
appears  by  said  account  and  the  endorsements  thereon;  above  referred  to. 

So  it  is  made  to  appear  that  the  governor,  who  had  read  the  report,  and  was  of  course 
qualified  to  estimate,  with  au  approach  to  accuracy,  the  amount  or  value  of  the  labor  requi- 
site to  prepare  it,  refuses  to  exercise  his  judgment  upon  the  subject ;  but  refers,  for  a  deci- 
sion upon  it,  to  tBe  secretary  s^i  the  commonwealth,  who,  by  the  governor's  own  recom-| 
mendation,  was  precluded  from  inspecting  the  contents  of  said  report.     It  is  a  maxim  that] 
justice  should  be  blind — and  however  sound  such.a  maxim  may  be  considered,  the  under- 
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signed  submits  that  the  governor's  rule  of  action  in  this  instance  has  carried  the  principU^ 
farther  than  can  be  approved  or  submitted  to. 

Now,  may  it  please  the  general  assembly,  I  do  not  complain  that  in  the  midst  and  height 
of  our  countr3''s  troubles,  the  precious  time  of  the  governor  was  not  withdrawn  from  pub- 
lic affairs  and  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  uiy  individual  rights  and  interests.  But  I 
protest  against  the  right  of  Governor  Letcher,  before  the  work  was  half  finished,  to  violate 
the  rule  initiated  by  Governor  Wise,  and  for  more  than  a  year  conformed  to  by  himself,  and 
fix  the  value  of  my  services,  before  they  were  finished,  by  a  yearly  allowance,  to  be  con- 
tinued at  his  oiscretion.  And  I  further  protest  against  his  right  or  power,  after  having 
fixed  such  yearly  allowance,  to  withhold  it,  upon  the  ground  that  I  was  engaged  in  other 
service,  whether  military  or  civil. 

I  make  this  communication  to  your  honorable  body,  that  I  may  not  seem,  by  silence,  to 
give  tlie  slightest  assent  to  the  projiriety  of  Governor  Letcher's  action  in  the  premises,  and 
to  claim  the  privilege,  at  a  suitable  tinu;.  to  bring  these  matters  to  yom-  further  attention, 
and  ask  your  decision  thereupon.

Sir: 

In  obedience  to  a  re.solution  of  the  house  of  delegates  of  the  18lh  instant,  I 
have  the  honor  to  report,  that  up  to  this  nioriiiiig,  inclusive,  returns  have  been  received  from 
4(tH  volunteer  companies  of  tli<!  state  in  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States,  showing  an 
aggregate  of  27,898  men,  ranlt  and  file,  in  service  wten  the  reports  were  made,  and  re« 
quiring  at  that  date  13,045  men  to  increase  the  number  of  all  these  companies"  to  100  rank 
and  file  each.  But  tince  the  passage  of  the  acts  of  the  8th  and  10th  February  last,  and 
especially  since  the  proclamation  calling  out  the  militia  in  mass,  .so  many  have  volunteered 
that  there  is  a  fair  prospect  of  the  deficiency  being  filled  up  without  a  draft,  or  by  a  com- 
paratively small  one. 

It  is,  however,  to  be  apprehended  that  the  large  class  of  persons  which  it  has  been  deemed 
necessary  to  exempt  from  whole  or  partial  service,  with  the  many  who  have  been  and  may 
be  improperly  exempted  by  the  boards  appointed  to  pass  upon  claims  for  exemption,  may 
diminish  materially  the  number  of  recruits  for  the  volunteer  force. 

I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining  what  number  have  joined  that  force  since  the  retuma 
were  made.  Many  companies  liave  recniiting  oflBcers  in  Richmond  and  other  places,  par- 
ticularly the  counties  and  cities  whence  they  came.  At  this  office  345  volunteers  are  re- 
gistered for  different  companies. 

Ninety-nine,  out  of  one  hmidred  and  ninety-eight  regiments  of  militia  of  the  line  have 
made  returns,  many  of  them  confused  and  imperfect.  Corrections  have  been  made,  as  far 
as  practicable,  at  this  office. 

The  tabular  statement  which  is  herewith  sent,  gives  results,  without  names  of  counties 
and  cities,  which  could  not  be  include^  without  delaying  this  report  at  least  another  day. 
The  whole  can  be  given,  if  required,  now,  or  when  all  the  returns  are  in. 

The  portions  of  the  state  occupied  by  the  enemy  contain  52  regiments  of  militia  of  the 
line,  from  which  no  returns  are  to  be  expected.

I  cominimicate  herewith,  a  report  from  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state, 
fiupplemental  to  a  previous  report  from  the  same  ofSeer,  for  the  consideration  of  your 
honorable  bodies.

No 
such  report  had  been  called  for;  but  as  an  impression  appi'ared  to  prevail  to  some  extent, 
that  there  had  been  delay  in  executing  the  acts  refrrred  to,  and  if  there  had  been,  the  fault 
was  mine,  I  thought  that  it  was  no  more  than  just  to  my.s('lf  to  report  what  had  been  done 
through  this  office  in  executiou  of  orders  receixid,  and  place  it  on  the  records  of  the  office, 
that  it  might  appear  at  any  time  hereafter.

In  the  constant  pressure  upon  this  office,  it  is  sometimes  impracticable  to  take  copies 
except  of  the  most  imj»ortnut  letters,  and  hence  no  copy  of  my  note  (for  it  wa.s  nothing 
more)  of  12th  February  to  Adjutant  General  Cooper,  was  taken.     I  had  not  Gen.  Cooper'gj 
reply  at  hand  when  preparing  the  report  of  the  10th  instant,  and  did  not  consider  either  to] 
be  material  to  that  report. 

Since  then  I  have  obtained  copies  of  my  notes  to  General  Cooper  of  the  12thi  27th  and] 
28th  February;  which,  with  a  copy  of  his  reply  to  my  note  of  the  12th,  are  herewith  ro-j 
spectfully  submitted. 

I  have  no  desire  to  encumber  the  journals  of  the  house  with  these  communications,  audi 
only  wish  to  put  the  legishiture  in  possession  of  all  the  written  correspondence  upon  tl 
subject,  between  General  Cooper  and  myself.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  Home  of  Delegates.  • 

Reports  are  now  coming  in  from  tlie  boards  of  exemption  created  by  yoiir 
act  of  the  18th  day.  of  F('T>niajj'  last,  and  the  resnlts  they  exhibit  are  absolutely  startling. 
The  number  exempt  on  accouut  of  pliysieal  disability  indicates  that  family  physicians  are 
not  the  proper  persons  to  grant  certificates.  Family  a.ssociations  and  friendships  induce  too 
much  leniency,  and  the  fiicility  of  obtaining  certificates  for  disability  invites  applications 
for  this  cau.se,  which  would  otherwise  never  have  been  made.  One  thing  that  has  tended 
more  than  all  others  to  produce  those  results  is  that  each  man  who  desired  to  procure  ex- 
emption is  permitt<>d  to  seek  the  physicians  he  deems  most  facile  to  grant  certificates,  and 
by  paying  them  fees  for  examination,  a  mere  nominal  and  verbal  examination  is  made,  in- 
stead of  a  thorough  medical  inspection.  In  .some  places  the  fc*'  is  five  dollars,  in  others 
ten,  and  in  some  cases,  as  I  have  been  informed,  the  applicant  was  not  even  required  to  ap- 
pear before  tlie  board  iu  ])er80D. 

I  recommend,  therefore,  that  these  exemptions  shall  not  be  respected,  and  that  you  repeal 
your  late  law  on  this  subject.  L<t  a  burgt'on  be  designated  before  tkey  are  mustered  into 
service,  who  shall  not  receive  fees  for  certificates  of  disability.  If  they  are  found  after 
proi)er  scrutiny  to  be  unable  to  perform  military  duty,  they  can  be  discharged  and  permitted 
to  return  to  their  homes. 

There  is  another  serious  objection  to  the  law  a.s  it  now  stands.  By  far  the  greater  pro- 
portion of  the  burden  of  the  military  flervice  is  thrown  upon  the  farming  and  planting  inte- 
rests of  the  state.  I  um  w(dl  satisfied  that  such  was  not  the  intention,  but  yet  it  is  undenia- 
ble that  such  has  been  the  result.  The  mechanics — tanners,  shoemakers,  blacksmithB, 
wagon  makers,  lumbermen,  and  manufacturers,  who  are  realizing  large  profits,  the  em- 
ployees on  rail  roads,  canal.-*,  telegraph.-*,  and  various  other  branches  of  industry  are  exempted. 
The  successful  prosecution  of  these  pursuits  and  Various  brancln-s  of  business,  requires  that 
exemptions  sliali  be  made,  l»ut  it  seeius  to  me  there  can  Ix'  no  necessity  lor  so  large  a  num- 
ber of  exemptions  as  have  been  made.  The  exemptions  iu  some  places  have  been  ecpiiva- 
leut  to  the  dismissal  of  almost  the  whole  militia  in  thooe  counties. 

I  think  it  is  certain  now  that  the  number  we  shall  receive-  under  the  call  of  the  10th 
instant  will  not  exceed,  if  indeed  it  shall  reach  thirty  thousand  men.  The  number  called  for 
by  tlie  president  was  toity  thousand,  and  we  have  most  pressing  need  for  that,  or  even  a 
larger  number. 

A  wortl  more  on  a  kindred  subject.  General  Holmes,  commanding  the  Fredericksburg 
division  of  the  arm}-,  has  suggested  to  me  iu  a  late  letter  that  it  would  be  advisable  to  or- 
ganize boards  of  officers  tor  the  examination  of  candidates  for  field  officers,  and  if  upon 
examination  they  were  found  deficient  in  the  requisite  qualifications  for  tlie  positions  to 
which  they  aspired,  the  facts  should  be  certified  to  the  executive,  and  no  such  person  should 
be  commissioned.  He  feels  great  solicitude  leet  the  elective  feature  should  operate  prejudi- 
cially to  the  service,  and  such  I  know  to  be  the  fet'ling  of  other  of  our  most  distinguifehed 
generals  in  the  field.  I  am  well  aware  that  it  is  now  too  late  to  change  the  elective  fature, 
but  at  the  same  time  I  feel  persuaded  you  will  throw  around  it  such  safeguards  as  will  re- 
lieve the  apprehensions  of  our  commanders,  and  secure  competent  and  efficient  officers  for 
the  service.

\  report  herewitli,  results  of  rettu'ns  of  the  militia  and  volunteers  to  the  27tl» 
inclusive,  with  a  report  from  the  adjutant  general's  department  of  the  Confederate  States, 
showing  the  number  of  volunteers  which  have  been  mustered  into  that  service. 

Although  these  last  may  be  credited  to  the  stato^it  takes  off  3601  men,  who,  under  the 
act  of  10th  February  last,  ought  to  have  gone  to  fill  up  our  volunteer  corps  to  100  men  each. 
The  number  of  volunteers  registered  in  this  office  for  service  in  different  companies,  is  now 
725,  including  169  from  the  157th  regiment,  Roanoke  cotnty. 

Additional  n-turns  from  tiie  militia  and  volunteers  came  in  this  morning,  but  could  not 
be  included  in  the  return  of  to-day,  without  delaying  the  report' to  the  legislature  until  to- 
morrow.    I  will  rejtort  agaiii  to-morrow.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates : 


I  herewith  transmit  a  comnrnnication  from  the  adjutant  general,  on  a  subject 
of  interest  and  importance,  and  commend  it  to  your  consideration,  and  such  action  as  you 
may  deem  advisable. 

I  again  respectfully  renew  the  recommendation  contained  in  my  message  at  the  opening 
of  this  session,  in  regard  to  officers  of  the  militia  who  are  disjoyal  or  refuse  to  obey  the  or- 
ders of  the  executive.  In  that  portion  of  western  and  northwestern  Virginia  which  has  been 
overrun  by  the  public  enemy,  we  have  very  few  militia  officers  who  can  be  relied  upon  to 
execute  the  orders  of  the  executive.  Under  existing  laws,  we  have  no  means  of  reaching 
such  officers,  except  through  the  agency  of  courts  martial,  and  these  cannot  be  held  in  that 
section  of  the  state.  It  is  of  the  first  importance,  therefore,  that  some  legislation  shall  be 
had  upon  this  subject  before  your  adjournment.

Sir: 

Permit  me  to  suggest  for  your  consideration  the  expediency,  under  existing 
circumstances,  of  extending  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  7th  March  1862,  in  regard  to  the 
second  class  militia,  over  the  whole  state,  and  a  thorough  organization  of  th^t  class  for  home 
service  during  the  continuance  of  the  war;  also,  a  re-examination  of  all  men  who  were  ex- 
empted by  tiie  local  boards.  In  UKUiy  cases  physical  disability,  which  then  existed,  exists 
no  longer,  yet  many  able  bodied  men  shelter  themselves  under  the  exemption.  In  addition, 
to  constitute  a  board,  consisting  of  three  justices  for  each  regiment,  with  authority  to  as- 
sess, and  cause  the  militia  fines  to  be  promptly  collected,  suspending  for  a  time  the  sections 
of  the  31st  chapter  of  the  Code  of  I860  relating  to  regimental  end  battalion  courts  of  en- 
quiry, which  arc  now  practically  inoperative.

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Delegates : 

In  responso  to  j'oiir  rosolutjon  adopted  on  the  8th  instant,  I  state : 

1.  That  from  the  infoniiHtroii  I  have  r»'ceivo.d,  t)ie  force  under  General  Floyd  amonnfs  to 
about  tliii  t,y-.six  hundred  men.  Tliis  information  was  received  from  Colonel  Clarkson,  on  a 
recent  visit  to  this  city.  , 

2.  When  thes.ate  line  was  organized,  the  conscript  law,  as  it  then  stood,  enihraced  per- 
sons liable  to  militia  dut.\ ,  between  the  ag(!s  of  eighteen  and  thiit^'-five  years.  In  the  luyat 
portion  of  the  state,  where  the  conscript  law  could  be  executed.  General  Floyd,  so  far  as  I 
am  informed  and  believe,  rectived  only  such  persons  as  were  under  eighteen  and  over  thirty- 
five  years  wf  age.  Any  conscripts  ihat  may  be  found  in  tlie  stale  line,  have  come  from  tho 
disloyal  coiuities  of  Virginia,  and  from  the  states  of  Tennessee  and  Kentucky;  and  thcsd 
were  received  in  pursuance  of  an  understanding  and  agreement  between  the  then  secretary 
of  war  and  General  Floyd.  Some  of  the  officers  under  General  Floyd  are  within  the  cou- 
stript  age;  but  all  such  were  appointed  with  the  kiniwl«-dge  a-id  concurrence  of  the  war 
department.  General  Floyd  has  acted  in  perfect  good  faith,  in  his  efforts  to  raise  the  stato 
line,  and  has  studiously  endeavored  to  avoid  conflicts  with  the  confederate  authorities. 

3.  Ri'ference  to  the  eighth  page  of  my  inessag-,  sent  in  the  first  day  of  the  session,  will 
furnish  the  answer  to  the  last  enquiry.  It  will  be  found  und<'r  the  head  of  "  expenses  of 
the  war."  The  report  of  Col.  Suioet,  tli'ieiii  ref.'ir<d  to,  gives  dMails  showing  the  amounts 
expeud(Ml,  and  the  objects  for  which  the  exp'  ndiiuies  weie  incurred.  This  report  has  heeu 
in  the  bunds  of  the  public  piinier  fur  sevrial  days,  and  will  be  deliveied,  I  suppose,  in  a 
short  tinu!.

Dear  Sir: 

I  have  been  unavoidably  delayed  in  communicating  with  you  upon 
thn  subject  which  T  brought  to  your  attention  in  a  recent  interview. 

I  receive  information  constantly  that  there  are  persons  dangerous  and  disloyal  residing  at 
West  Point,  the  terminus  of  the  Richmond  and  York  river  rail  road. 

1  hese  parties  consist  of  wtite  persons,  free  negroes  and  slaves ;  and  notwithstanding  the 
strictest  scnitiny,  mauago  to  hold  comnmnication  with  this  city,  and  of  course  it  is  not  dif- 
■  ficult  at  that  point. to  hold  communication  with  the  gun  boats  of  the  enemy. 

I  am  informed  that  ther«  are  a  number  of  slaves  who  assume  to  be  free,  defy  their  over- 
aet'V,  have  divided  the  crop  of  corn  belonging  to  their  m'aster,  and  are  proceeding  to  parcel 
out  his  land  among  themselves. 

I  have  aiTested  from  time  to  time  several  persons  su.spected  of  disloyalty.  Among  others, 
I  now  have  in  custody  several  lewd  women,  who  have  not  only  been  consorting  with  free 
liCgroes  auJ  slaves,  but  also  with  Yankee  offic^'rs.  I  do  not  know  what  to  do  witli  them; 
but  certainly  they  ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  return  to  that  locality. 

There  are  also  at  this  point  two  taverns  or  shanties  where  liquor  is  sold,  and  are  the  resort 
of  the  vile  and  disloyal. 

A  few  days  ago  a  boat  with  muffled  oars  w.xs  found  in  the  river  at  this  point,  and  tbo 
Yankees  occasionally  land  there. 

At  the  White  House  the  oyster  trade  is  made  a  convenient  cover  for  communicating  with 
Ihe  enemy's  gun  boats.  P.arties  go  down  ostensibly  to  procure  oysters,  but  in  reality,  as  I 
am  informed,  for  disloyal  purposes. 

Across  the  river  the  Indians  or  half  breeds  are  with  impunity  acting  as  pilots  for  lh« 
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enemj's  boats,  and  it  seems  utterly  impossible,  without  the  most  striugent  measii;"es,  to 
prevent  commuuication  with  the  enemy  through  them. 

I  enclose  a  copy  of  a  letter  received  from  the  president  of  the  Richmond  and  York  river 
rail  road,  in  regard  to  these  matters. 

I  would  invoke  the  most  earnest  attentiQn  of  your  excellency  to  this  subject,  and  to  da- 
vise  some  measures  to  remedy  the  evil.  » 

Would  it  not  be  best  to  have  all  free  negroes,  slaves  and  suspicious  persons  removed  from 
West  Point  altogether,  and  the  Indians  from  the  Indian  towns,  during  the  war. 

I  would  also  suggest  that  the  oyster  trade  be  so  regulated  under  state  authority,  that  no 
person,  with<jut  a  permit  granted  by  some  designated  authority,  be  allowed  to  procure 
oysters.  , 

The  monopoly  thus  created  in  oysters,  though  obnoxious,  will  only  be  temporary,  and 
seems  at  this  time  an  absolute  necessity.

According  to  promise,  I  herewith  hand  you  a  list  of  names  of  white  persons 
and  free  negroes,  who  ought  not  to  lie  allowed  to  remain  at  West  Point  during  the  existing 
war.  I  consider  them  dangerous^  iu  communication  with  the  enemy.  I  also  enclose  a  list 
of  such  persons  as  in  my  opinion  may  be  allowed  to  visit  the  White  House  in  skiffs  and 
other  water  transportation.  I  do  not  think  any  person  residing  below  Copuhosic  wharf  ia 
Gioucvst(>r  county,  ought  to  be  allowed  to  come  to  the  city  on  thevars  ;  I  am  fully  satisficl 
that,  the  white  population  of  the  Indian  settlements  on  the  Mattapony  and  Pamunkey  rivera, 
ought  at  once  to  be  removed  to  some  point,  where  they  cannot  possibly  communicatfe  with 
the  enemy.  That  they  are  now  in  constant  and  regular  communication  with  the  authorities 
of  Yorktown  and  Gloucester  Point  cannot  admit  of  a  doubt.  Any  further  information  yo\l 
may  require,  I  will  gladly  furnish,  if  in  my  power.

I  invite  your  attention  to  a  subject  of  more  than  ordinary  interest  and  impor* 
tance,  and  respectfully  suggest  lliat  it  demands  early  attention. 

An  act  eulitlc.d  an  act  to  better  provide  for  the  sick  and  wounded  of  the  army  in  hospitals, 
was  approved  by  the  president  Septembei  27,  18(52.  Under  the  operation  of  tliis  law,  tlie 
states  of  Louisiana  Mississippi,  Alabama,  Georgia,  South  Carolina  and  North  Carolina  have 
established  Imspitals  for  their  siek  and  wounded  stddiers  in  this  city;  which  are  now  in  suc- 
cesslul  operation.  In  connectiim  with  the  depflts  of  clothing,  depots  for  supplies  of  various 
articles  iiec^issary  for  the  comfort  of  the  soldiers,  have  also  been  established.  The  clothing 
and  supplies  are  furnished  upon  the  requisitions  of  the  surgeons  in  charge  of  the  hospitals. 

The  provision  thus  made  for  their  brave  soldiers  is  in  the  highest  degree  creditable  to  the 
iutmaiiily  and  jiatiioiisin  of  those  states;  and  the  example  they  have  set  is  deserving  of  imi- 
tation by  the  other  states  of  the  Confederacy.  Virginia  has  ut^ver  faltered  in  the  gooi^work 
of  ministeririg  to  the  relief  of  the  sick  and  wounded  of  our  army,  and  has  contributed  her 
means  liberally,  while  her  sons  and  daughters  have  been  unremitting  in  their  attentions  to 
all  who  required  care  and  nursing.  Thousands  of  confederate  soldit-rs  will  remember  with 
gratitude  the  kindness  they  have  received  from  Virginians  in  their  hours  of  affliction. 

Recently  many  of  the  soldiers  of  Virginia,  in  the  discharge  of  duty,  have  gone  to  North 
Carolina  and  el.sevvhere,  posts  of  danger,  where  they  msy  soon  be  engaged  in  severe  and 
bloody  battles.  All  the  indications  point,  with  unerring  certainty,  to  one  or  more  great  bat- 
tles on  the  coast  of  our  noble  sister  statt;,  in  which  Virginians  are  to  play,  I  trust,  no  unim- 
portant part.  Our  soldiers,  absent  from  home  and  family,  will  require  attention ;  clothing 
will  be  needed;  delicacies  for  the  sick  and  wounded  will  be  required — and  it  will  be  our 
duty  as  well  as  our  pleasure  to  provide  for  their  comfort,  and  for  the  preservation  of  their 
lives.  , 

All  thp.se  states,  I  believe,  have  made  large  appropriations,  through  their  legislatures,  for 
these  objects.  The  legislature  of  Geoigia,  at  the  late  session,  ap|)ropriated  four  hundred 
thousand  dollars  fur  this  p\?rpose  alone.  Hit  hospitals  in  this  city  and  her  depot  of  supplies 
are  amply  provided,  and  whatever  her  soldiers  needed  have  been  turnished,  on  the  requisi- 
tion of  the  surgeon  in  whose  charge  the  sick  and  wounded  n^^y  happen  to  be.  Every  rea- 
son should  operate  upon  us  to  make  every  Virginia  soldier  comfortable,  and  bupply  his 
wants,  exposed  as  he  is  to  all  the  casualties  of  war. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  legislature  make  a  liberal  appropriation  for  these  objects, 
and  commit  the  management  of  the  business  to  competent  and  efficient  hands.  We  have 
numbers  of  persons  amongst  us,  who  will  cheerfully  undertake  it,  and  will  see  that  these 
desirable  objects  are  secured.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate 

and  House  of  Delegates  : 

I  have  received  from  the  engineer  department  of  the  Confederate  States  the 
communication  herewith  transmitted,  for  your  consideration. 

The  department  suggests  an  amendment  to  your  act  pas-sed  October  3rd,  1862,  so  as  to 
exempt  "slaves  employed  in  mining,  manufacturing  iron,  lead  and  saltpetre,  under  govern- 
ment contracts."  This  is  perhaps  a  proper  amendment,  but  other  amendment*  of  this  law 
are  equally  necessary.  Slaves  employed  on  rail  road  and  in  other  transportation  companies, 
in  the  manufacture  of  salt,  and  under  contracts  with  the  state,  should  also  be  exempt  from 
the  calls  for  labor  on  fortifications.  A  discretion  should  be  lodged  somewhere,  to  make 
exemptions  in  all  cases  involving  the  public  interests  and  the  public  necessities. 

The  prudent  and  sngiicious  statesman  takes  a  comprehensive  view  of  his  country  and  its 
interests,  and  his  legislation  is  directed  to  the  great  end  of  preserving  and  protecting  both. 
Tht;  defence  of  the  country  rises  above  all  other  considerations.  To  this  every  thing  else  is 
and  must  of  necessity  be  secondary.  The  development  of  our  material  intt^rests  at  a  time 
like  this,  is  not  to  be  overlooked  or  ignored.  Mechanical  and  manufacturing  industry  is . 
tasked  to  its  utmost  extent  of  production  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  army,  and  to  supply 
tht;  wants  and  neccssiti<\s  of  our  citizens.  Every  thing  we  can  produce  for  the  support  of 
man  and  beast,  is  imperatively  demanded  now.  While  our  attention  therefore  is  directed 
to -one  matter  of  importance,  let  us  not  forget  that  there  are  others  which  claim  consideration.

\r\  nspoiiso.  to  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  houne yesterday,  cal1in|^  npon  me 
to  fiirninh  "  iiiforfnation  tis  tn  the  nimil"/ of  militia  l)rouplit  into  active  service  by  [my] 
proclanmtion  which  was  issm-d  for  that  purpone  in  the  spring  of  1862;  how  long  said  forro 
remainod  in  service  as  militia;  whether  thi'y  have  received  any  pay  for  said  service;  and  if 
not,  whether  any  arrangenietit  has  been  made  wiili  the  cimtcliMate  government  for  thai  pur- 
pose," I  have  to  state,  tliat  the  nrsoluiion  is  so  general  in  rts  terms,  thai  it  id  impossible  to 
furnish  »  satisfactory  reply. 

Three  proclainafions  were  issued  in  the  spring  of  1H62  in  ngard  to  the  militia — on  the 
10th,  Iltli  and  IHili  days  of  Mareh  resjieclively  The  militia  called  for  under  the  prncla- 
maliim  of  the  K  th  day  of  March  were  dlncted  to  assemble  at  difTcrent  placcj*.  and  to  report 
to  diflferent  confederate  commanders.  What  number  reported,  or  hi>w  long  th>y  remained 
in  service  as  militia,  it  is  impoHsible  for  me  to  statt;,  ad  the  confederate  conmiaoders  made  no 
report*  to  the  adjutant  general  of  Virginia. 

Whether  all  tlie  militia  under  these  calls  liave  been  paid  for  their  services,  I  cannot  say, 
but  am'iutonoed  thai  such  claims  were  uniformly  paid  by  the  auditing  board,  until  a  law 
was  pasi-i'd  by  congie.s«  a'>snndn{;  their  payment.  Alter  this  law  wan  pasned  th«'  atioriiey 
general,  a  member  of  the  auditing  iKiai'd,  C4»nferred  with  the  seen  tary  i.f  war,  nn  I  il  was 
apreeil  thai  the  confederate  government  would  altir  that  tittie  pay  this  class  of  <'Iaim8. 
Since  that  lieie  the  confederate  ^rovernment  lave  paid  scune  and  refu»»*d  to  jtay  others,  and 
those  wliii  li  were  refused  have  been  paid  by  the  auditing  bohrd.

Be  itenaited  by  the  .senate  and  house  of  i<'j)riseiitative,s,  now  met  and  sitting  in 
general  as.sembly,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  that  ihe  governor  of  tiie  state  for  the 
time  being  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  eiidor>e  the  guarantee  of  the

In  conformity  lo  an  act  of  the  general  a,<!senibly,  passed  April  7th,  IHTjB,  entitled  an  act 
providing  for  tlM^'inploymont  of  negro  convu-ts  on  ihe  public  works,  thn  governor  ordcied 
tliat  the  free  negroes  who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  senteuced  to  confinement  in  the  peni- 
tentiary,  and  that  the  slaves  who  an*  now  or  may  herealier  be  sentenc4*d  to  sale  and  trans- 
portation beyond  the  limits  ol  the  I'uiled  Stat<-s,  or  wliose  puni.<<hmenk  has  been  or  njay 
hereafter  bo  comnmted  into  sale  and  transpprtation,  shall  be  employed  upon  the  public 
Works  of  the  commohweallh,  upon  the  terms  and  under  the  rules  and  reguiaiioim  lo  pro- 
nuiU:  thi^  eflicient  diieclion  of  their  labor,  and  lo  insure  their  safe-keeping  lieiein  prescribed. 

I.  In  evi-ry  cft.se  they  shall  be  so  employed  without  any  exjwnse  to  the  conmiouwea'th 
for  tran.^porting  ihoui  to  and  from  work,  or  for  maintaining,  supervibing  and  guarding  them, 
except  iu  cases  where  they  urc  employed  ou  a  work  owned  w hully  by  the  counuon wealth. 

II  Whin  employed  by  a  contractor  upon  any  public  work,  he  shall  pay  such  Wire  for 
them  as  may  bo  agreed  upon  by  him  and  fbe  governor  of  the  CAimmonwcalih. 

III.  When  employed  by  a  company  upon  any  public  work  not  wholly  own<  d  by  the 
Btat4>,  their  bins  shall  be  in  proportion  to  the  relative  inU  rest  of  the  commonwealth  and  of 
iudividuals  in  such  work,  aud  for  such  amounts  as  may  be  agree<l  ou.

IV.  Tin-  company  or  the  contractor  shall  in  all  ca.«e8  l-e  responsible  for  the  care  of  thorn, 

for  their  safe  ke<  ping,  and  for  their  proper  discipline  un<ler  the  orders  of  the  governor:  aud 
the  following  general  niles  aud  regulatious  shall  be  observed : 

1.   Sufficient  superintendence  and  armed  guards  shall  Ite  provided  over  them. 

S.   They  shall  be  amply  fed,  and  clothed  suitably  to  the  season. 

3.  They  shall  be  roused  from  rest  punctually  at  day  break,  given  a  half  hour  for  dies  -ing 
and  washing,  and  a  half  hour  for  breakfast,  at  which  they  shall  have  good  coffw;  with  their 
Other  food,  aud  then  be  put  to  work. 


J 
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4.  Tlioy  may,  if  necessary,  be  worked  in  chains,  or  in  such  way  as  to  secure  them  safdy ; 
or,  as  a  reward  for  good  conduct  and  industry,  they  may  be  worked  with  their  limbs  free. 

5.  At  12  o'clock  M.  th'-y  shall  have  a  half  hour  for  washing  themselves  for  dinner,  and 
a  lialf  hour  lor  their  meal,  at  which  tliey  shall  each  be  served  with  a  half  pound  of  unaJt 
at  least. 

6.  At  one  o'clock  P.  M.  they  shall  be  put  to  work  again  for  the  day,  and  continued  at  it 
until  (i  P.  M.,  when  they  sh«ll  be  made  to  wash  themselves  and  eat  their  suppers;  and  thej 
shall  be  iiiH'le  to  retiie  to  their  rooms  at  7  P.  M.  for  the  night. 

7.  They  shall  be  strictly  guarded  at  night,  and  if  necessary  may  be  chained,  or  put  in 
irons. 

8.  Those  chained  or  in  irons  shall  be  lodged  apait  from  the  others  not  chained  or  in 
irons. 

9.  Tliey  shall  not  be  allowed  to  have  any  knife  or  other  weapon,  to  be  kept  about  the 
person.  TIk;  toels  used  by  them  shall  be  collected  and  guarded  at  flight,  and  the  knives 
and  forks  which  they  use  at  meals  shall  be  fastened  by  chains  to  the  boards  off  of  which 
they  eat. 

10.  They  shall  not  be  worked  on  the  Sabbath  day;  and  the  superintendent  shall  see  that 
on  that  day  they  are  cleansed,  and  cleanly  dres.sed,  and  kept  closely  in  their  houses,  except 
where  iudulgeuce  may  be  allowed  for  good  behavior. 

11.  The  women  shall  be  kept  strictly  apart  from  the  men,  and  as  few »n en  as  po.ssible 
shall  be  grouped  together  in  the  same  lodging  rooms.  The  women  shall  be  employed  chiefly 
in  washing  and  cooking.  The  boys  and  younger  men  shall  be  kept  apart  at  night  from  the 
older  men:  and  none  shall  be  allowed  to -pass  and  r.epass  from  room  to  room  or  house  to 
house  at  night  and  on  the'  Sabbath.  They  shall  in  no  case  ever  be  allowed  to  stroll  off  in 
the  neighborhood  at  any  time. 

12.  In  all  respects,  as  Air  a.s  practicable  under  the  different  circumstances,  prison  discip- 
line shall  be  applied  ;  and  in  case  of  incorrigible  misconduct  or  great  violence,  or  a  suspi- 
cion  of  danger,  any  c<)nvict  may  be  .sent  back  to  the  cells  of  the  penitentiary  for  discipline 
there.  ' 

i:?.  The  governor  may  recall  the  convicts  at  any  time  after  reasonable  notice;  and  with 
his  consent  they  may  be  transferred  to  any  other  contractor  or  company,  under  the  sauie 
terms,  rules  and  regulatious. 

14.  The  clothing  of  the  convicts  shall  be  parti-colored,  and  in  all  cases  where  they  are 
returned,  or  at  the  end  of  a  term  of  service,  they  shall  be  supplied  with  an  ample  qifiiniitv 
aud  suffieii-nt  quality  of  clothing,  fully  equal  to  the  supply  they  took  with  thorn;  ant  thcj 
shall  at  all  times  be  furnished  with  good  bedding  and  bud  clothes. 

1.').  In  sickmss  they  shall  be  nursed  and  cured,  or  if  they  die,  buried  at  the  trouble  and 
expense  of  tin;  contractor  or  company;  but  in  case  of  severe  diurt  or  chronic  disease,  the/ 
may  be  sent  back  to  the  hospital  of  the  penitentiary. 

16.  They  shall  not  be  worked  or  exposed  in  bad  weather  at  any  season  of  tie  year,  but 
in  all  respects  shall  be  humanely  treated,  though  guarded  and  disciplined  strictly. 

17,  As  much  as  possible  they  shall  be  guarded  from  all  intercommunication  with  white* 
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or  m'gn-ops  ofhcr  than  themselves ;  and  their  intercourse  with  each  other  shall  be  under  the 
eye  of  thrir  guards. 

18.  They  shall  be  allowed  rations  of  coffee,  molasses  and  tobacco,  in  addition  to  their 
^her  supplies. 

19.  In  case  of  escape,  tlier<»  shall  be  no  deduction  for  hire,  and  apprehension  and  reward 
■hall  be  at  the  co>st  of  the  contractor  or  comi)an}',  who  shall  use  due  diligence  for  the  arrest 
or  recovery  of  the  convict;  but  the  governor  may  make  proclamation,  commanding  all  pcr- 
iODs  to  aid  in  the  apprehension  and  recovery,  and  may  offer  a  reward  at  the  expense  of  the 
contractor  or  company,  liut  in  ca.se  of  death  or  considerable  loss  of  time  from  sicknejis  or 
return  to  the  penitentiary,  or  of  transfer  to  any  other  contractor  or  cimipany,  with  the  con- 
fient  of  the  governor,  thi -re  shall  be  a  ratable  dediiciinn  of  hire,  according  to  a  fair  appor- 
tionment of  time. 

'  20.  To  enforce  tliese  regulations,  and  the  fulfillment  of  all  contracts  under  the  same,  and 
the  payment  of  lures,  the  govi-rnor  may  require  bond  ami  security  from  the  contractor  or 
COnipauy.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia: 


Gentlemen : 

I  am  constrained  to  bring  to  your  notice  a  subject  that'vitally  con- 
cerns this  institution  and  th^*  interest  of  the  state.  The  penitentiary  requires  now,  and  has 
had  for  some  time,  eight  interior  guards.  I  found  but  si.^  when  I  entered  upon  my  dutie,(i> 
two  having  resigned  just  before  I  came  into  office.  I  have  obtained  one  since,  afier  a  long 
effort.  One  has  now  resigned,  whose  letter  of  resignation  accompanies  this  communication. 
It  fully  explains  the  cause.  My  object  is  to  impress  upon  the  general  assembly  the  abso- 
lute necessity  of  having  the  salaries  of  those  important  officers  raised.  They  cannot  live 
upou  one  dollar  a  day  and  support  a  family,  when  bacon  is  one  dollar  per  pound.  Single 
men  we  cannot  get;  they  are  all  in  the  army.  I  tried  ni}'  best  to  get  the  secretary  of  war 
to  detail  a  young  man  from  the  army,  who  was  until  for  active  inilitary  duty  on  at-couiit  of 
rheumatism,  but  I  could  not  get  his  consent,  although  I  proved  to  him  the  young  man  had 
never  been  in  a  battle,  and  that  he  had  been  in  the  hospital  more  than  half  his  time,  and 
been  enrolled  too  ever  since  the  war  commenet-d.  So  you  see  the  difficulty  in  getting  a 
guard,  especially  ut  such  low  wages.     They  cannot  live,  at  present  prices  of  produce,  on

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(he  pit'nnce  tlip  law  allows  Ihoni.     TJip  prnilcntiaiy  ifquiics  n  nioro  vlgilnnt  vv;itcli  now 
tliau  evir  before  since  its  imuiguiation.     The  inmates  Hie  more  nun.erous  than  over,  and 
coming  in  almost  daily,  anc  ihrt  e  or  ft)ur  sometimes  a  day.     They  are  desperate  men  ton — 
plug  uglies.  New  Orleans  tigers,  garroters  and  shonldir  hitters — num  who  are  eterually^^ 
scheming  and  plotting  how  to  get  out,  and  get  up  an  iusunei-tiou.  .  ^H 

I  trust  you  will  urge  immediate  action  upon  this  important  subji'ct,  as  the  balance  of  the 
guard  may  resign  at  any  moment,  when  we  would  be  1<  ft  without  any  pr(iteclio\l*\vliait  ver 
to  the  interior  of  the  penitentiary.  There  arc  two  other  subjects  to  wliich  I  will  direct  your 
altcutijn — ilie  funii.sbiiig  the  guard  |ivith  arms.  They  should  have  a  pi.vtol  and  gnu  each, 
of  the  most  improved  kind.  Instead  of  that,  tln-y  have  n'ltbing  but  what  they  choose  lo 
furnish  tbeutFcUcs — some  old  pistol  or  gun  that  nobody  else  would  have.  ^'I'l.e  law  shi»«ld 
also  be  amend'-d  ho  as  to  authorize  tin-  aiipointn.cnt  of  the  two  additional  guards.  Unt  .six 
are  now  allowed,  altlvngh  there  have  bei-n  for  some  tune  ])ast  eight  employed,  by  the  dircc- 
lio.n  of  the  governor  and  the  sanction  of  the  board  of  directors.

Tp  enable  mo  to  make  my  statements  more  intelligibli',  I  shall  assume  the  amount  of  salt 
that  may  be  neco.-.Mny  annually  for  the  whole  peop!e  of  the  state;  show  th.it  there,  will  bo 
an  abundance  for  any  no  did  sn|.p'y.  in  the  hands  of  tin-  manufacturers,  And  that  th';  only 
difficulty  of  obtaining  such  supply  will  be  fuund  in  tl  e  waiit  of  adetpuite  transpurtatiun. 

I  siipj)o.<e  that  there  are  now  900,000  persons  of  all  ag-s  and  conditions  in  Virginia,  that 
are  ludkiiig  to  the  salt  w.uks  of  .'^myth  and  \Va>hington  for  llii'ir  supply  of  salt,  4o  .say 
nothing  of  a  large  increase  of  numbers  that  may  in  the  conr.se  of  the  year  find  it  neces.-aiy 
to  cet  their  supplies  from  the  same  soun-e.  I  suppose  that  one  bushel,  on  an  averag«!,  per 
Lead,  is  about  the  amount  that  will  be  sufficient  for  an  adecpiate  supply. 

That  there  will  bo  no  want  of  salt  in  the  h.ands  of  thi^  manufacturers  to  supply  this  de- 
mand, is  proved  liy  the  fact  that  by  the  1st  of  .April  there  will  not  be  less  than  ^,'.{()()  kettles 
in  operation  at  these  works.  Each  of  those  kettles  is  easily  capable  of  yielding  five  bushel.* 
of  salt  per  day  f<ir  ;i<)0  wm king  days  of  theycxr:  that  is,  11,500  bushels  a  day,  or  :i,4-''0,<l()0 
a  year.  It  is  i  utirely  sa  e  to  put  down  their  entire  annual  piodiicfinn  at  :?,()l)(\0()()  busliels. 
This,  it  is  proper  tor  me  to  lemark,  includes  about  9U(',00U  bushels  n.auufuctuioJ  for  iho

etatps  of  Alabama,  Georgia,  Xorth  Carolina  and  Tennessee,  leaving  upwards  of  2,000,0CO 
as  applicable-  to  the  use  of  Virginia  and  the  watits  of  the  confederate  government. 

In  reference  to  the  present  capacity  of  the  rail  road  for  transporting  Fait  cast,  I  quoto 
from  a  letter  recently  received  by  me  from  Mr.  Dodaniead.     He  says : 

"Si 

"  Onr  rolling  stock  ife  not  sufficient  to  furnish  us  with  more  than  one  regular  frwght  train 
daily  in  each  direction  over  the  entire  road,  with  perhaps  two  extra  trains  each  w<'i'k, 
making,  say  8  fi^eight  trains  per  week  in  each  direction  from  Glade  springs.  When  the 
transportation  of  ammunition,  flour,  bacon,  hay,  clothing,  and  all  the  various  articles  g'>ing 
to  make  up  the  conunissariat  of  the  army,  which  we  are  compelled  to  transport  for  tlje  con- 
federate government,  is  taken  into  consideration.  I  think  an  average  of  15  cars  per  day 
from  Glade  springs  is  the  full  extent  of  the  means  of  our  transportation. 

The  maximum  load  of  our  heaviest  engines  on  the'main  stem,  is  15  cars,  but  there  is  not 
probably  a  day  in  the  year  that  any  train  passing  Glade  springs  in  either  direction  could 
take  on  a  full  train.  From  fi  to  10  cars  at  the  utmost  can  be  taken;  say,  as  before  stated, 
an  averajie  of  l.')  cars  in  botli  directions.  If,  however,  as  I  suppose,  all  the  state  salt  is  to 
come  east,  only  an  average  of  one-half  that  number,  say  7  or  8  cars,  can  be  transported 
eastwardly  per  day." 

Mr.  l)(idame.ad  adds:  "  I  shall  hot  spare  any  personal  exertions  to  perform  all  the  trans- 
portati(m  that  can  be  dr)ne  with  our  means;  but  as  before  stated,  I  do  not  in  all  candor 
believe  we  shall  be  able  to  transport  with  the  rapidity  you  desire,  or  which  the  circum- 
stances would  indicate  as  being  necessary;  but  all  that  can  be  done,  by  the  energetic  and 
judicious  use  of  the  means  we  have,  shall  be  done." 

The  car  leal  of  salt  is  100  sacks,  or  300  bushels:  therefore,  8  cars  would  transport  2,400 
bushrls;  or  supposing  they  were  woiked  uniiiterrnptedly  every  day  of  the  '^67)  in  the  year 
(a  thing  not  to  be  rationally  supposed),  they  would  convey  87fi,(IUU  bushels  in  that  lime. 

Hut  mark,  this  is  under  the  supposition  that  the  whole  of  these  eight  cars  were  emplnyed 
every  day  in  tlie  year  in  hauling  salt;  and  even  it  this  were  so,  they  would  fail  somewhat 
in  conveying  the  entire  amount  which  the  wants  of  the  state  will  require. 

I3ut  can  eight  cats,  or  even  a  majority  of  them,  be  calculated  on  to  convey  salt  to  the 
people  of  the  state? 

Upon  ttiis  subject  we  may  fairly  judge  as  to  what  will  occur,  by  what  has  occurred.  Let 
us  look  at  this  matter,  then,  in  this  fair  .ind  practical  light. 

The  confederate  government,  whenever  it*  needs  transportation,  claims  the  entire  trans- 
portation t>n  tlie  road — and  when  does  it  not  need  it?  The  fact  is,  that  for  the  last  three 
months  the  confederate  government  claimed  all — and  hitf  actually  used  more  than  half  of 
the  transportation  of  the  road  in  conveying  her  .salt,  her  soldiers,  iier  prisoners,  lier  muni- 
tions it\u\  commissary  stores,  iu  all  the  variety  tliat  go  to  make  up  the  cumniissaiiat  of  the 
army.  Will  it  recjuire  less  transportation  iu  time  to  come  ?  I  fear  not.  If  so,  then  four 
cars  a  dny  art^as  many  as  can  be  relied  upon  to  carry  salt  for  the  pe.>ple  of  V^irginia,  upon 
an  average  ot  the  whole  year;  and  those,  if  worked  every  day,  would  convey  but  438,000 
bushels  annually  of  salt  in  the  year. 

But  still,  judging  the  future  by  the  past,  it  is  not  unfair  to  premise  that  even  four  cars  a 
day  aie  niiiio  than  we  can  contideiitly  expect,  ifiasmuch  as  for  the  la-t  tlnee  moutJis  only 
about  an  average  of  three  a  day  couM  by  any  possiliility,  and  by  diligent  per.-^onal  exertions 
of  your  agent,  be  obtaiued  to  convey  the  state  salt;  which  is  culy  equal  to  323,000  biiahels 
annually. 
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Is  it  llkdj  lliat  it  will,  without  an  improvement  of  the  roavl,  &c.  be  materially  better 
hercafler.  osjietially  wilt  u  wo  take  into  consideration  the  facts  that  the  roaJ  is  constantly 
gi;lting  inoro  and  more  out  of  repair,  and  the  rolling  stock  growing  more  and  more  defcciive? 

If  the  application  made  to  the  confederate  government  to  detail  iruechanics  to  repair  the 
'damaged  engines  belonging  to  the  rail  road,  be  complied  witli,  and  if  it  also  affords  the  fa- 
cilities that  have  been  requested  in  repairing  the  road,  transportation  may  be  essentially 
increased,  and  tht;  salt  for  the  people. go  forward'with  much  more  rapidity  than  I  liave  pre- 
dicted. If  not,  in  all  probability,  the  facilities  for  removing  freight  will  rather  decrease  than 
iucri-ase. 

Want  of  transportation  cannot  lessen  the  want  of  salt;  and  I  respectfully  submit,  if 
the  danger  of  scarcity  of  salt  from  want  of  transportation  is  not  sufficiently  immint>nt  to 
prompt  to  urgent  appeals  to  the  proper  confederate  authority  to  detail  suitable  mcchauies  to 
repair  ihc  defective  rolling  stock  of  the  road,  and  to  afford  such  assistance  as  may  be  neces- 
eary  for  putting  the  road  in  a  better  running  conditiout 

I 

Such  assistance  from  the  confederate  government  appears  the  more  necessary,  inasmuth 
as  wc  arc  h-d  to  believe,  from  the  statements  of  the  president  of  the  road,  that  he  will  bo 
unnb!e  to  cfibct  the  required  iuiprovements  upon  his  road  at  this  time,  without  confede- 
rate aid.

I  have  reecivcJ  a  commuiii'/allon  from  Hic  presidi-nt  of  tlie  Virginia  Cential 
rail  rrjid,  npon  a  sulyect  of  tlio  grciitiist  importance  to  the  state,  and  likewise  to  the  cou- 
fedeiate  gi.veuinient. 

AYIiat  is  stfiU'd  in  tliis  conimiinication  wifli  regard  to  tl;e  condition  of  tliis  particular  read, 
is,  to  II. y  own  knowledge  and  observation,  Ime  in  regard  to  others,  and  I  have  no  duiiht, 
ajiplicablo,  to  a  {jicater  or  less  extent,  to  all  ihc  roads  in  our  state.  If  I  aa»  correct  in  this 
concluniiin,  it  is  necessary'  that  some  remedy  shall  be  piovidcd  speedily,  to  prevent  our 
re^ds  from  becoming  absolutely  valueless  as  channels  of  communication  for  our  jicople, 
an<l  as  h  means  of  iiaiisportiilinn  for  troops  and  supplies  f»>r  the  army.  So  long  as  »liis  war 
coiftiiiU4"s  (and  iheie  is  no  iirobabiiity  that  it  will  clo>e  before  the  expiration  of  Lincrtln's 
term),  we  must  keep  our  rail  roads  and  other  lines  of  Iransjioitation  in  the  best  conditiou 
possible  fi  r  iiiiiiii'diat(>  use,  Kaeh  day  carries  with  it  its  unantieipaled  ileiiiands,  and  |iru- 
clcnt  sfatrsieansliii)  and  wise  fioeeast  r«  quiies  ihat  we  sliouUl  1<"  k  alu  ad,  and  provide  ;ide- 
(jimtely  to  meet  them,  and  provide  |iroiiiptly  for  every  c^mtingeiiey  that  may  arise.  A  lew 
hours'  delay  in  the  lemoval  of  troops  and  supplies,  may  jeopard  tlie  viry  existence  of  the 
Confcdi'iacy  itself. 

We  are  in  for  the  war,  and  we  nuist  fight  it  out.  There  can  be  no  compromise — no  re- 
union. We  must  succeed  ;  and  if  we  are  united,  active  and  energetic,  and  if  we  txlnhit 
on'y  an  ordinmy  .share  of  luudeuce  and  wi.sdum  in  providing  for  contingencies  as  ihi  y 
aiise,  we  will  succeed. 

The  cnn'edf'rate  government  has  its  .appropriate  duties  to  perform.  We  have  ours  to  per- 
form. Tin-  qiie.-tittns  of  a  redundant  and  daily  depreciating  currency,  and  an  ade<juiite  and 
jllst^ystem  of  taxation,  incident  t»i  tla-  preKent  condition  «if  public  atfairs,  legitiiiiaiely  be- 
Ing  to  th<'  forn.er  governu.ent ;  and  ample  provision  will  doubtless  be  made  during  the 
present  session  <if  congress.  The  slate  legislatures  and  execTTlives  havj-  duties  equally  im- 
portant, but  mole  limi  e  1  in  their  scope  and  bearing,  to  pirfuriii,  that  should  not  be  over- 
looked. an<l  aiiiong.st  these  is  the  duty  of  keeping  all  the  cliann<-ls  of  communication  in 
FUch  condiiiuii  that  tley  will  always  lie  leady  for  instant  use.

I  lecomuiend.  therefore,  that  amph'  provision  be  made  for  keeping  our  rail  rcids  in  good 
repair.  It  is  lor  ^cur  wisdom  to  designate  the  means  adequate  to  woik  out  this  important 
result.

For  the  want  of  labor,  the  capacity  of  the  Central  rail  ro»d  for  public 
csefulnetis  is  seriously  impairt'd.     Dy  desertions  to  the  enemy,  we  lost  a  large  portiuu  of 
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onv  force  last  ycrir.    Tlie  roadw.-iy  was  not  tlicrefoio  put  in  llic  nsual  ntafe  of  pn^paiation 

for  flic  winter.     Owners  of  slaves  from  wliom  wo  generally  liired  having  fit lier  lost  tlieir 

hiuids,  or  fearing  they  might  lost-  them  if  hired  to  us,  wc  failed  to  get  our  iisuiil  force. 

Foreign  lahorer.s,  on  whom  we  depended  in  some  degree,  have  left  our  i-ervioe  in  eonse- 

qiieiiec  of  the  recent  de;iion  of  Judge  Men-dith.     Some  relief  is  Hb-oluteiy  necessary.     I 

have  this  day  asked  tin-  seiietary  of  war  to  detail  some  ol  the  negro  force  from  the  iortifica- 

tions.     Hi.s  reply  was  that  the  legislature  only  authorized  them  to  he  eniployed  on  foriitica- 

tioiLs,  &c.     Can  you  not  get  the  legislature  to  extend  the  autliority  to  employ  tbem  on  rail 

roads  where  their  labor  is  neces.sary  to  keep  them  in  operation.     Not  dcsiiing  to  produce  a 

paiiic,  or  in  any  way  to  exL-ite  unnecessary  uneasiness,  I  oinit  stating  details,  but  assure  you 

tiiat  wc  must  have  mon;  labor  if  our  rail  roads  arc  to  accomplish  one-hall  of  what  is  ex- 

pcct<',il  of  tlieni  for  the  aeconunodatimi  of  the  government  and  the  general  public.     Those 

who  formerly  furnished  tlie  com|(aiiy  with  cross  ties  for  the  road,  and  wood  for  llio  engires, 

have  almost  i^nlirejy  ceased  lo  do  «o,  being  engaged  in  military  duty,  or  liaving  lost  their 

negroes.     If  we  could  get  11)0  hands  until  the  first  of  May,  \\c  would  pay  n  liberal  price. 

Wiihoul  bomc  re)i(  f,  J  c  armot  bo  respimsible  for  the  sue.cessful  operation  of  (he  road.

It  is  unnecessary  to  offer  any  argununit  to  prove  the  importance  of  susFalning  (his  roid. 

Pnflice  it  to  say.  that  a  large  j»ortion  of  the  forage  for  horses  and  subsistence  of  men  is  cx- 

peeti;d  to  be  carried  over  this  road. 

With  our  laboring  force  reduced  one  half,  we  have  now  to  keep  up  our  read  under  a  se- 
vere pressure  Ironi  the  govermneni,  and  t'>  furnish  to  a  great  extent  wood  and  iiuvteriald 
w  jtli  our  owu  force,  which  was  formerly  done  by  contractoi.i.

I  transmit  a  letter,  this  moment  received,  sliowing  tlie  consfruclion  pTivt-oil  by 
llic  war  department  upon  the  act  passed  liy  your  honorable  bodies,  of  tlic  3d  day  of  Oc- 
tober last,  «jititlcd  an  act  further  to  provide  for  the  public  defence.  The  terms  '*  public  de- 
feticc"  are  construed  to  embrace  rail  roads;  and  some  of  the  slaves  culled  for  under  iho 
onthority  confened  by  the  act,  are  now  at  woilc  on  the  Piedmont  rail  rvoA.  If  this  con- 
efrnction  Itc  a  snund  one.  the  slave  labor  of  the  state  can  be  assigned  to  liibur  on  the  Ceu« 
tial,  the.  Vnginia  and  Tennessee,  or  any  other  rail  road  in  tln^  state,  upon  tlie  plo-a  of  niili- 
tiuy  necessity.  AVilhout  these  roads,  it  would  be  impossible  to  twiuspoit  the  airuiy,  and  tbo 
6upi)lic3  necessary  to  sustaiu  the  troops. 

All  I  desire  to  know  is,  whether  this  construction  of  the  law  is  in  accordance  with  tho 
views  of  the  gitucral  assembly.

roiuJ  within  Virgiuia.  This  has  not  been  done  iu  ;iny  case,  however,  without  the  coiit>out 
of  the  owner.

Gentlemen  of  the  Senntr 

and  House  of  Delegates  : 

I  transmit  herewith,  th«  report  of  (he  commissioner  of  the  p«l>lrc  warthouse, 
in  reg-ard  to  the  fire  which  partially  dcstroyeil  this  staUs  Imildiiig  on  the  night  of  iho  fdtii 
iiLstant.  It  furnishes  iiiformatiuu,  us  Xar  as  li«  lias  been  able  to  collect  i^  iu  regard  to  iho 
origin  and  the  results  of  the  recent  conflagration. 

I  extract  from  a  communication  made  by  me  to  the  general  assembly  on  the  4(h  day  of 
December  1861,  the  following  paragraph  :  ^ 

"  A  1ai%e  niiniber  of  the  warehouses  in  the  state  are  not  fire  proof.  This  I  know  from 
personal  observation  as  to  Petersburg,  and  from  reports  as  to  other  places.  Tliose  that  are 
not  fire  |iroof  arc  constantly  liable  to  destruction;  and  in  the  event  of  their  destruction,  tho 
state  may  be  made  liable  for  a  large  sum.  I  iirge,  therefore,  respectfully,  that  the  subject  shall 
be  carefully  considered  by  the  general  assembl3'  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment,  and  such 
legislation  acfopled  as  will  relieve  the  state  from  the  risks  she  takes  under  existing  circum- 
stances. Th|  matter  is  too  impoitant  and  the  consequences  too  serious  to  be  left  to  tlio 
capriciousness  of  individuals;  and  hence  the  propriety  of  my  recommendation,  that  all  to- 
bacco warehouses  shall  be  made  entirely  fire  proof.  All  our  warehouses  are  at  this  tinio 
filled  with  tobacco,  and  the  loss  of  any  one  of  them  would  entail  a  heavy  burden  upon  tho 
treasury  of  the  state." 

No  action  followed  this  recommendation ;  and  1  now  renew  it,  in  the  hope  that  something 
may  be  done  to  protect  the;  interests  of  the  people  of  Virginia.  If  the  recommendetiou  theu 
made  bad  been  adopttnl,  the  people  o(  the  state  would  have  been  relieved  from  this  burden. 

The  commissioner  estimates  the  loss  at  $  1GO,000.  An  appropriation  for  this  amount 
will  be  required.

As  commissioner  of  the  public  warehouse,  I  beg  leave  to  report  to  you 
the  circumstances  relative  to  the  destruction  of  a  jwitiuu  of  the  above  named  warehuuso 
by  fire. 

The  fire  was  discovered  about  half  past  12  o'clock  last  night,  by  a  guard  of  the  city  bat- 
talion on  duty  at  the  intersection  of  8th  and  Canal  streets,  at  which  corner  the  fire  originated, 
and  as  the  guard  stati-s,  in  the  second  story  of  a  building  erected  over  thc^torage  portion  of 
the  w alehouse,  forming  a  part  of  the  same,  and  occupied  by  the  confed<rHte  govemment  as 
a  wan  lion.se  to  stoic  c«iru,  &c.  for  the  use  of  the  confederate  army.  I  icgr<  t  to  inform  your 
excellency  that  the  damage  was  severe,  amounting  to  about  7U(J  hogsheads  a  total  loss,  and 
abiiiit  101)  bog>lieads  daiiuiged  by  fire  and  water,  a  purtion  of  wliidi  n  iiy  lie  made  available 
for  manufacturing  ptnpoocs.     The  supposed  value  of  loss  will  amount  to  about  ^UiU.OUO. 
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Tlie  flip  oxicndfil  fiom  the  cornrr  occiip'ieJ  l»y  tin'  confodiMiite  g:ovornmcnt,  along  Canal 
siicet,  about  on-'-tliiid  of  the  front  of  tlie  warehouse,  iintl  about  oiu-balt  of  the  cast  sido  of 
the;  same,  ou  8th  street. 

The  firemen  concur  in  (ho  statement  made  liy  tin*  pnard  as  in' the  locality  <f  the  fire  at  its 
incipient  stagn — and  but  for  their  indefatigable  exertions,  ihc  t-nti  e  ^var«■ho^^^;c  and  contents 
would  ha\e  bien  consumed,  involving  a  loss  of  about  4,000  hogsheads.  I  am  informed  by 
llie  adjutant  of  tlic  city  batlaliou  that  the  guard  is  i.ot  leciuircd  at  night  by  the  confederate 
autliorities,  except  on  the  arrival  of  army  stop  s  deposited  on  the  side  walk  and  remaining 
tlitu-  duiing  tLc  iiiglit  for  sjtoragi-  ou  the  fuUowiug  day:  thai  whruever  ntpiired,  llie  call  is 
]iniui]itly  responded  to  at  all  limes.  I  have  bein  fuiliier  inforn.ed  (hat  the  porliiin  of  tlio 
building  at  wliieli^he  (ire  originated,  was  occupied  by  son  e  of  tin-  eiuployet-n  of  the  Con- 
fi'derate.  Staf'p,  but  have  ruit  bi  en  enabled  t4i  loarn  tln'  eaiisi-  »if  ihe  fire,  an/1  respectfully 
suggest  tliat  it  bo  the  subject  of  investigation  by  a  connuittee  of  (he  slate  and  cou(edcrato 
auihuriliu.s.

Y(nn'  excrllencj'  deoirod  nic.  to  liavo  nn  rstinnate  of  tlie  cost  of  repairs  for  such 
parts  of  the  warchnusc  as  arc  ahsoluttiy  netessary  for  the  ii«mediHt4;  prcservaMoii  of  tho 
preseut  storage  from  damfjge.  From  the  eariii  st  solicitation  of  tobacco  merchants,  with 
whom  I  have  conversed  on  the  subject,  I  have  been  iuduced  to  extend  that  estimate  to  tho 
cost  of  the  entire  repair;)  of  damage,  believiig.  a.s  I  do,  that  the  in<«'rest  of  the  stUfc,  as 
•wt'll  as  the  interests  of  tl^  planters  ami  merchants,  requite  the  repairs  to  ho  niatle  throughout 
the  damaged  part,  i  accordingly  had  two  estiinat<s  made  by  experienced  workmen,  and 
find  hy  the  lowest  estimate,  the  entire  cost  will  be  twenty-three  thousand  two  hundred 
dollars,  le.«s  $  I,5U0,  the  value  of  hi.icUs,  which  can  l)c  disjjensed  with,  andean  he  sold  for 
that  sum — making  a  u<t  cost  of  .5 "^1,701).  'ihe  lep-airs  will  enaule  the  storage  of  an  luldi- 
tioual  700  hogsheads,  or  about  :V'(0  hog^luad.s  per  \ear;  which  will  yield  to  the  state 
$•2,700  ]ter  year.  Thus  it  will  apjx'ar,  tlmt  the  amount  of  receipts  would  cieate  a  Binking 
fund  to  redeem  the  debt  in  less  than  eij>ht  yi  ars.  If,  on  tlie  contrary,  tiie  h'gislature  decline 
to  make  appropriation,  it  will  be  a  loss  to  the  state  of  $  "21,600  in  eight  years. 

There  is  (mother  view  of  the  subject,  which  I  conceive  analogous  to  the  ca-se.  If  tho 
tobacco  fund  received  into  tlie  state  tieasmy  was  j>!aced  in  d<'bit  and  ciedit  account  with 
th(!  public  warehouse,  there  wwuld  be  a  large  balance  in  favor  of  the  warehon.se,  far  more 
than  sufficient  for  present  repairs:  or  open  that  account  with  the  appropriation  required 
($21  ,<>()(>,  the  biicks  being  deducted),  and  give  the  warehouse  credit  for  such  amounts  as 
«re  paid  in  the  treasury  hy  said  warehouse  annually,  and  in  two  years  the  account  would 
te  balanced:  that  is,  the  warehouse  pays  itito  the  ticasmy  in  the  course  of  two  years  as 
much  or  tnore. than  the  entire  appropiiaiion  requited  fur  repairs.  I  mention  the.-^e  lacts  to 
ehow  that  it  would  \)e.  as  it  wen;  a  temporary  h  iiii,  redeemable  in  twojears.  Hut  if  appro- 
priatiou  be  not  made,  then  there  will  l>e  a  loss  to  the  state  of  $5,400  for  the  two  years,  or 
$  2,700  per  year  on  that  portion  of  the  warehouse  not  repaired. 

"Witli  an  increase  of  two  warehouses  within  three  years  la.st  past,  they  Tiave  never  been 
in  so  crowded  a  condition  as  at  pre.-ent..  They  have  been  filled  to  their  entire  capacity, 
l^oducitig  immen.se  labor  and  inconvenience  in  furnishing  the  retiuiieinent  of  merchants 
for  any  puition  of  their  stock  on  storage.  Tlie  p'anters  liave  been  advised  to  letaiu  iIkjii 
etock  at  home,  a"nd  many  have  done  so,  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  procuriu;j  iitor««^. 
The  piivate  as  well  a.s  public  waiehouses  arc  tilled. 
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Tobacco  being  nnc  of  the  staples  of  Virginia,'  from  which  n  large  revernc  ia  derived  bj 
the  Btate,  and  it  being  a  sourc<- of  wrullli  to  thf,  people,  I  was  induced  to  beliive  that  it 
would  rather  be  the  pleasure  of  the  legisUture  to  att)rd  snch  facilities  to  the  producers  of       .  ■ 
that  revenue  as-would  conduce  to  the  interest  of  the  entire  state,  and  have  thus  been  prolix  * 

in  my  staUMneuL  kyowing  as  I  do  that  it  is  the  desire  of  the  trade  to  huvo  ibc  repairs  I 
liave  suggestedjiiade ;  for  which  prolixity  I  b<  g  you  will  excuse  me.

.  In  re[)ly  to  your  enquiry  as  to  what  force  1  have  in  the  pay  department,  and 
their  pay,  I  will  state,  that  some  time  last  winter  or  spring,  as  you  appeared  anxious  to  de- 
crease the  expenses  of  the  state  as  much  a~s  possible,  I  gffered  to  undertake  the  payment  of 
allttio  claims  coming  to  my  office  (though  not  recjuired  to  do  so  by  the  law),  and  dispeuM- 
with  the  services  of  all  the  paymasters  and  their  clerks,  retaining  only  three  clerks  to  exa- 
mine and  settle  the  accounts  coming  in  to  the  office  and  those  already  rendered  by  the  pay- 
masters, and' to  assist  me  in  paying,  with  the  understanding  that  you  would,  if  more  state 
troops  were  called  out,  give  me  a  sufficient  number  of  paymasters  to  pay  such  troops.  Al- 
though the  rangers  aud  Floyd's  command  were  authorized,  imd  a  portion  in  the  field  ae 
early  as  May  last,  no  addition  was  made  to  this  office  until  some  time  about  tlte  1st  Novem- 
ber, when  my  three  clerks  were  commissioned  as   paymasters  (without  clerks),  bo  they 

'The  monthly  pay  of  a  colonel  of  cavalry  is  $210.  His  emolunx-ntB,  couunntation  of  quarter*  and 
fuel,  tixed  by  llegulations,  at  .5  rooms,  4  cords  of  wood  from  October  1  to  April  30,  aud  1  cord  from  May 
1  to  Sept.  30,  iiionthly  allowance.  Quarters  are  commuted  at  a  rate  fixed  by  the  secretary  of  war,  and

1.  The  address  of  many  persons  proposing  to  raise  companies,  &c.  for  service  in  the 
Virginia  state  line,  commanded  by  Major  General  John  B.  Floyd,  has  not  been  left  with 
the  adjutant  general  ol"  the  state.  The  authority  to  do  so,  if  not  forwarded  to  said  persons, 
can  be  had  at  the  of^ci?  of  the  adjutant  general  Virginia  forces,  Richmond. 

2.  The  persons  to  whom  such  authority  i.-i  given,  are  hereby  constituted  recruiting  and 
mustering  officers  for  said  service. 

:5.  Such  officers  will  swear,  and  muster  into  servier  immediately  aft«r  their  enlistment, 
such  p(>rsons  as  enlist.  The  men  thus  sworn  and  mustered  will  be  entitled  to  commutation 
of  rations  at  the  rate  of  seventy-five  cent,'^  per  day  until  rations  can  be  furnished  them 
in  kind. 

4.   The  points  of  general  rendezvous  for  the  troops  of  this  command  are  Wytheville, 
Wythe  county,  Virginia,  and  Goodson,  Washington  county,  Virginia.    To  these  places

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ihi'j  will  be  sent  as  soou  after  they  have  been  sworn  and  mustered,  and  in  such  numbeiH 
as  may  seem  best  to  the  recruiting  ofificer.

The  force  which  has  been  placed  in  tlie  field  liaving  proved  inadequate  to  the  defence  of 
the  state,  many  portions  of  which  arc  invaded  by  marauding  b.inds  of  the  enemy *|vIio  in- 
sult, oppress  and  rob  our  people :  and  the  northern  government,  smarting  under  their  recent 
defeats  around  Richmond  and  elsewhere,  having  called  for  an  adtlitional  force  of  300,000 
?nen,  with  the  purpose  of  continuing  their  aggressions  upon  Virginia  and  the  other  states  of 
the  Confcideracy,  the  governor  f(^eis  it  to  be  his  solemn  duty  to  c^ill  upon  the  militia  not  now 
in  service,  to  unite  with  him  in  a  })ronipt  and  vigorous  effort  to  repel  the  enemy,  to  rescue 
the  soil  of  the  state  and  otjr  people  from  the  pollution  and  tyranny  of  a  detestable  foe,  now 
appeals  to  the  men  of  the  following  named  counties,  from  '.i^t  to  45  years  of  age,  to  wit : 

The  counties  of  Washington,  Smyth,- Grayson,  Carroll,  Floyd,  Pulaski,  Wythe,  Molit- 
gomery,  Roanoke,  Botetourt,  Craig,  Alleghany,  Greenbrier,  Monroe,  Giles,  Mercer,  Bland, 
Tazewell,  McDowell,  Wise,  Buchanan,  Lee,  Scott,  Russell,  Rait  igh,  Wyoming,  IjOgan, 
Boone,  Wayne,  Cabell,  Putnam,  Kanawha.

And  as  the  organization  of  the  several  regiments  of  militia  has  been  deranged  by  the 
going  into  service  of  so  many  officers  and  men,  that  it  cannot  be  known  at  head  quarters  who 
the  commandants  now  are,  the  presiding  justice  of  each  county  is  required  to  proceed  im- 
mediately to  call  out  and  c^juse  to  be  embodied  the  militiamen  of  Ids  couTity  between  35 
and  45  years  of  age,  without  regard  to  regimental  bounds;  and  to  that  end,  he  i.s  authorized 
to  ca,ll  upon  one  or  more  justices  and  the  commissioner  or  co)nmissioner8  of  the  revenue  to 
aid  him. 

When  tha  number  of  men  for  each  county  is  made  up,  the  presiding  justice  will  place 
them  under  the  command  of  some  intelligent  and  reliable  man  as  officer  in  charge,  with  in- 
structions to  march  the  detachment  as  spt.-edily  as  possible  to  the  salt  works  in  SihyUi 
county,  and  report  to  Maj.  Gen.  John  B.  Floyd  for  service.  Where  there  is  rail  road  trans- 
porlation,  he  will  give  such  officer  a  certificate  to  enable  him  to  obtain  transportation  for 
himself  and  the  detachment,  on  account  of  the  state. 

The  men  will  be  allowed  commutation  in  money  for  subsistence  from  the  day  they  march 
until  their  arrival  at  the  rendezvous. 

The  governor  most  earnestly  exhorts  all  who  are  now  called  upon,  to  be  prompt  and 
vigorous  in  action.  The  movement  is  of  vital  consequence  to  the  state,  and  there  is  not  a 
day  to  spare

Maj.  Geji.  Floyd  will  cause  that  portion  of  his  c.omiiuind  which  has  b-cn  recruited  and 
which  has  reported  for  sei  \'ico,  to  be,  mustered  by  coiupaaics,  and  returns  to  bo  made  to  tht 
adjutant  general,  stating  the  number  present  at  the  muster,  the  uuiv.lj-^r  absent,  and  the 
cause  of  such  absence. 

As  the  men  called  for  from  the  several  counties  arrive  at  the  rendezvous,  he  will  cause 
them  to  be  organized  into  companies  of  not  less  than  fifty  men  each,  ravdc  and  file,  and  •'lec- 
tions of  subaltern  oflicera  to  be  held  as  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  elections  certified  to  the 
adjutant  general. 

WIk'h  General  Floyd  is  prepared  to  take  the  fi<ld,  he  will  cAuse  retiirn.s  to  be  made  in 
like  manner,  of  his  whole  force,  designating  the  different  arms  of  the  service,  and  from  time 
to  time,  so  far  as  may  be  jjracticablo,  report  the  accessions  lo  his  command. 

Wheffever  the  command  shall  have  been  made  up,  by  voluntary  enlistment,  to  the  num- 
ber <»f  1(1,00(1  men,  as  provided  by  the  act  of  May  17.  1862,  such  portions  of  the  militia  ac 
may  be  attached  to  it  will  be  discharged  as  they  can  be  spared.       * 

It  is  recommended  to  General  Floyd  to  assign  to  inch  company  hereafter  organized,  its 
proper  arm  of  service,  and  J:hcu  to  make  requisition  for  the  number  and  description  of  arms 
it  may  require.  His  requisitions  upon  the  ordnance  department  will  bfl  promptly  supplied 
to  the  extent  of  its  means,  and  any  arms  which  it  caunot  supply,  will  be  j)rovided,  ii 
possible.

Dear  Sir: 

There  has  been  much  irregularity  in  the  conduct  of  the  officers  and 
men  sent  here,  under  command  of  the  Balfours  and  Marquiz.  Some  of  tlie  officers  belong- 
ing to  the  companies  have  not  come  up  at  all.  Will  you  be  good  enough  to  send  me  at 
once  a  copy  of  the  muster-  rolls  deposited  by  these  people  in  your  office,  and  a  list  of  the 
officers  actually  commissioned,  stating  to  what  companies  they  belong  .' 

I  am  pleased  that  Citpt.  Jackson  is  in  command  of  the  nrcruiting  station  in  Richmond. 
He  will  at  once  redtice  the  whole  thing  to  system,  and  stop  the  abuses  which  have  already 
begun  to  appear  in  transportation  tickets,  &c.  &c.  I  fear  all  things  are  not  right  with  the 
officers,  or  some  of  them  at  least,  connected  with  the  companies  already  sent  here.  Put 
.lackson  upon  his  guard,  and  tell  him  to  scmtinize  closely  the  proceedings  there.  The  men 
brought  here  seem  to  have  small  ideas  of  subordination,  and  have  no  scruples  about  desert- 
ing; and  there  is  strong  reason  to  believe  that  many  of  them  are  deserters  from  companies 
now  in  service.

General : 

Yours  of  VMh  at  hand  tliis  morning.  I  was  fully  aware  of  the  irregu- 
larities you  refer  to  in  the  recruiting  here,  and  have  reason  to  believe  that  there  have  been 
not  a  few  frauds  also.  To  p^it  an  end  to  both,  I  last  week  ordered  ever}'  man  who  was 
recruiting  at  Richmond  to  report  to  me  witli  his  recruits  every  day  at  1  o'clock,  and  have 
mustered  and  inspected  thein,  and  signed  the  orders  for  subsistence  myself.  Tliis  has  led 
to  the  detection  of  deserters,  straggkTs  from  the  army,  and  men  subject  to  the  conscript 
law ;  which  had  become  so  extensive,  that  the  governor  has  been  compelled  fo  stop  the 
recruiting  stations  in  Richmond.  The  orders  which  were  given  to  Captain  Jackson  were 
designed  to  prevent  these  abuses,  if  they  had  been  properly  carried  out. 

There  will,  I  apprehend,  be  frauds  in  regard  to  subsistence,  and  that  some  who  have 
received  it  in  kind  may  claim  commutation  also. 

Many,  probably  most  of  the  persons  recruiting  here,  are  recruiting  for  mounted  service, 
upon  a  vague  ciilculation  of  having  horses  furnished,  they  don't  know  how — and  I  see  that 
Capt.  St.  Martin's  special  requisition  calls  for  rifles,  sabres  and  belts,  pistols  and  holsters, 
valices  and  other  articles.  Not  one  of  them  has  a  hor.sc — but  it  i.s  plain  that  these  men 
expect  mounted  service. 

Would  it  not  be  advisable  to  organize  your  troops  at  Wytheviile,  by  companies — assign 
to  each  its  arm  of  service,  and  then  make  requisition  yourself  for  appropriate  arms  ? 

Some  180  persons  have  received  authority  here  to  recruit  companies,  battalions  or  regi- 
ments. I  have  never  doubted  that  your  command  could  be  raised — But  not  here.  This  is 
a  place  for  knaves,  and  worse  than  knaves  to  ojjerate  for  their  own  persnaal  advantage,  and 
for  deserters,  stragglers  from  the  confederate  army  and  conscripts,  to  evade  their  several 
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oblif^ations  and  responsibilities.  Sucli  a  militaiy  force  as  yo"  fan  command  witli  i^ffecf 
must,  and  by  vigorous  and  proper  means  may  be  orsjanized  in  your  own  country  (so  to 
speak),  in  the  Valley,  and  in  tljat  portion  of  tb(^  Piinlmont  country  \Y)iicli  the  infernal  Yan- 
kees have  overrun.  Home  of  the  recruiting  here  has  been  fraudulent,  and  I  am  satisfied 
that  more  than  one  of  the  persons  who  are  most  actively  engag;<'d  in  it  iuivii  been  acting 
rather  with  a  view  to  their  own  personal  advantage  than  the  good  of  the  service.  Tliis 
should  be  corrected — and  by  directing  your  attention  to  the  sections  of  the  stale  I  hav<! 
indicated,  and  by  entrusting  the  recruiting  to  men  of  known  reliability,  is,  I  think,  your 
main  dependence. 

As  regards  the  regiment  of  Col.  McMahon,  which  was  (Uganized,  al  yuur  syggi'slion,  as 
far  back  as  the  16th  of  February  last,  you  will  see  by  the  I'liclosed,  thai  tlu.^  secretary  of  war 
is  not  disposed  to  give  it  up.  Rut  so  far  as  1  cnu  gatinr  any  thing,,  it  is  cU^ar  to  my  iiiiml 
that  the  confederate  authority  has  no  shadow  of  claim  to  it.  1  learn  from  Col.  M.  that  rht^ 
uion  enrolled  to  serve  under  you,  and  considered  that  tlu'  princii>ic  on  which  ihey  did 
enroll — but  that  upon  the  passage  of  the  conscript  law,  il.  w.is  supposed  that  tin'  assint  ot 
tlie  secretary  of  war  was  requisites — that  it  was  applied  i\n'  and  obtained.  But  it  is  unde- 
niable that  the  then  secretary  was  by  no  nieaTis  fastldiutis,  and  bestowed  his  as.seul  and  hi.s 
authority  without  scruple,  wlicnevcr  it  was  asked.  Yet,  unless  the  officers  of  tlie  legiment 
have  been  elected  and  commissioned  under  the  authority  of  the  cunl'ctderat!'  gDverninenl, 
and  tile  regiment  mustered  regularly  into  its  service,  I  cannot  see  what  the  government 
has  to  do  with  it:  and  if  it  lias  not  been  so  commissioned  and  mustered  in,  it  is,  to  ai! 
intents  and  purposes,  a  body  of  state  troops,  which,  except  the  men  from  IS  to  :>;">,  may 
now  enter  the  state  line,  just  as  if  the  regiment  never  liad  been  raised. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  to  you,  as  a  means  of  initiatory  operations,  if  yon  could  imme- 
diately take  the  field,  though  with  but  a  single  regiment.  Y'our  force  woulil  gather,  like  a 
rolling  snow  ball,  up  to  its  full  strength. 

I  send  you,  as  requested,  copies  of  such  muster  rolls  as  have  been  file:!  in  this  officjp.,  and 
by  direction  of  the  governor,  33  blanks  tor  appointuients  to  recruit,  riease  cause  the 
names  of  the  persons  you  may  apjioint,  to  be  regularly  certilied  to  me.  The  enclosed  to 
your  address  was  received  this  morning — and  I  .send  also  the  app»intmeut  you  requested 
for  Wm.  A.  Jackson,  not  knowing  his  post  office.

I  !iast<  II  to  answer  at.  once  the  letter  of  Col.  French,  setting  f(U"th,  as  I  UTuler- 
stand  it,  your  views  upon  the  subject  of  appointing  r<'gimental  ((uarlerrnasters,  Ac.  I 
think,  upon  little  more  reflection,  your  e.\celjency  will  see  the  necessity  of  appointing  somo 
of  thi'sc  officers  at  once;  and  will  also  si-e  that  the  8th  section  of  the  law  referred  to  autho- 
rizing a  force  of  ten  thousand  men  to  be  raised,  doi.'s  not  in  any  dejfree  interfere  with 
appointments. 

You  will  bear  fn  mind  that  the  eoinmissary  and  (iiiartermaster  oflRcers  are  by  far  tlie  most 
important  officers  <'.onnected  with  any  coaimand  in  actual  service,  the  comtiiander  of  the 
force  perhaps  alone  excepted.     They  give  to  the  army  its  activity,  efficiency  and  power,  it 
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well  r»'pulatr;»l ;  ari<1  no  armv  can  possibly  avoid  inefficiency  and  enonuous  waste,  when 
these  offictTK  lire  eillier  Juc.o!np»;tont  or  inefficient. 

There  i.s  noiiiingr,  llicveforc,  that  tlicconimaudor  in  the  field  feels  so  much  solicitndt*  about 
as  a  proj.rr  :i\  «'  fiftiiig  staff  for  tho.  ririiiy,  nor  aie  there  any  officers  wlio.sc  appointment 
tbrowH  upon  tlic  executive  who  appoints  graver  responsibilities. 

It  J8  H  ini«t;ike  to  guppono  that  tin?  "  usjtg*;  of  the  service"  gives  to  the  colonel  any  right, 
or  that  it  i.-  ihc  pr;'.cfic<i  for  him  to  nominate  these  officers.  They  are,  to  be  .sure,  a  ]>art  of 
the  repiidcnitii  statV.  but  not  llie.rciore  either  :»pjM.irit<  d  or  nominated  by  the  eonmiandant  oi 
th<".  regiiTun:.  Oth<rwi.se,  upon  any  change  of  commandants  of  regiments,  thesis  most  im- 
porfiint  ofiicer^  might  be  chanced.  These  officers  arc  a  part  of  the  staff  of  the  army,  and 
are  simply  atlachees  to  any  regiment  you  may  think  proper  to  ashign  them,  to  be  detached 
or  reattached  at  any  moment  you  see  fit  to  do  so.  Indeed,  I  am  quite  sure  the  best  mode 
by  far  is  that  practic^'d  by  (he  U.  S.  guvemment  formerly,  and  by  the  confederate  govem- 
nmnt  now,  which  is  to  assign  a  qtiartermasler  or  commissary  already  a|ipointed,  to  a  regi- 
ment whenever  his  services  an'  needed  in  it.  These  officers  should  not  feel  themselvcH 
d6p<Mident  npon  the  regimental  conmianders  for  tli<ir  j)la<-.<'.s,  but  on  the  contrary  should  be 
so  pliic«-d  IIS  to  exercise  their  best  judgment  with  freedom  and  independence,  with  a  strict 
view  to  lipid  «c(  nomy  ami  great  i-fficiency.  The  interpulafion  into  the  "old  Army  Regu- 
lations." in  seciion  sixty-eighth  of  (Confederate  llegnlations,  was  made  at  a  time  when  it 
was  impossible  lor  ihe^ secretary  of  war  to  fill  these  appointments  upon  any  information  of 
bi^  own — so  he  simply  adopl^-d  a  new  nile  by  which  to  inform  himself  of  the  fitness  of  the 
ap|ioinf«'es  fur  their  office.  IJut  in  that  Regulation  he  expressly  reserves  the  approval  oi' 
the  nomination  to  himscdt. 

1  h<.pe.  lor  till-  sake  of  insniing  effi«ienc,y  in  the.sc  officers,  you  will  retain  in  your  own 
hands  these  mi  st  imp-rtant  app.iintnient.-j.  I  am  sur<'  I  wotild  hail  with  the  greatest  satis- 
faction the  appointment  of  the»'  officers  whenevi-r  and  however  chosen,  so  tin  y  were  exactly 
the  right  men  for  their  placcj^  Thi^  reasons  which  indi^ced  me  to  ask  at  this  time  for  a  few 
of  tlie.so  ot}i(C!>,  weie  th<«i  :  Ft  i.<  a  matter  of  absolute  necejisify  that  the  quarterma-ster's 
<quipnieiits  and  commissary's  steie*  for  the  command  should  be  procured  at  oncA.  They 
an-  becoming  e\tremeiy  scarc<',  and  arc  i;ll  rising  so  rapidly  in  price  that  a  few  days'  delay 
in  purchasing  will  result  in  immense  loss  to  the  state.  Stocks  and  supplies  will  be  entirely 
exhausted  ill  a  few  weeks,  and  should  therefore  be  obtained  at  once.  The  quarter- 
;nasi<-r  at  Lynchburg  can  prubably  do  something  towards  g<'tting  ready  supplies ;  but 
ho.  can  only  do  so  to  any  ]uctent.  by  »'mp!oying  agentjj  to  do  precis'dy  what  1  propose  to 
hsvo  done  by  officeis  having  your  comnussiun,  who  have  given  bond  with  good  security  for 
proper  |x  rfomiauce  of  duty. 

You  may  p  «t  assured  thai  army  expenditures  cAnonly  be  made  with  benefit  and  economy 
through  those  chanm-l.s  which  experience  ha.s  always  shown  to  be  best— an  efficient,  tho- 
loughly  comp;t<nt  staff.  To  attempt  any  other  system  or  plan  would  prove,  I  think,  ruiti- 
ously  exjHM.sive  and  utterly  inefficient. 

1  will  co-operate  heartily  with  you  in  everj'  possible  effort  to  enforce  a  rigid  economy  in 
•expending  the  fund  for  the  maiuti-uance  of  the  state  line. 

In  the  mean  tim*  I  hope  you  will  see  the  importance  of  having  the  supplies  for  the  troops 
secured  at  otSee.  We  have  nothing — not  a  wagon,  horse,  mule,  a  bushel  of  grain  or  hand- 
ful of  hay,  .-i  pound  of  meat  or  of  floor,  except  a  small  supply  jiurchased  for  the  men  in 
<'amp,  upon  my  own  credit.  We  have  no  clothing  of  any  description.  Tbese  and  all  other 
suppli«s  must  be  purchased  at  once,  or  the  enterprise  must  necessarily  be  abandoned  as  a 
tailure — a  thing  of  course  not  to  be  thought  of. 
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I  repeat  that  I  am  indifferaut  arf  to  the  aj^oncu's  to  be  used  for  procnri'-g'  supplies,  aUhou^h 
I  ain  sure  the  commi.ssion«d  and  bonded  officers  are  best;  but  there  is  not  a  sini»-lc  dav  to 
b^  lost.

Sir: 

The  organization  of  the  state  lino  has  niarle  no  progress  sinoe  the  rewipt  of 
Col.  French's  letter  relative  to  the  staff  officers  and  funds.  I  .immediately  wrote  you  upon 
the  subjegt,  but  have  received  no  reply,  nor  indeed  have,  I  received  any  answer  from  you  to 
any  letter  I  have  written  you  since  my  return  here,  although  some  of  them  have  been  ex- 
tremely important  to  the  defence  of  this  country.  1  know  how  fully  your  time  is  occupied ; 
but  if  you  would  only  direct  so-me  one  about  you  to  give  me  your  views  about  the  mattera 
I  bring  to  your  notice,  it  would  greatly  facilitate  the  transaction  of  business  here.  Unless 
o:ir  supplies  are  speedily  gotten,  it  will  be  impossible  to  get  them  at  all,  and  every  day's  de- 
lay is  attended  with  heavy  loss  to  the  state  on  account  of  the  rise  hi  prices  from  the  action 
of  the  confederate  agents  and  the  speculators  who  are  swarming  the  country.  Some  pur- 
chases of  food  and  horses  have  been  nnvle  upon  credit.  This  money  ought  to  be  paid  at 
once.  A  little  farther  delay  will  s(!riously  injure  the  state's  credit  in  all  matters  connected 
with  the  rai.sing  of  our  force.  The  people  are  extremely  suspicious  about  all  credits  just, 
now,  and  most  particularly  so  of  any  new  thing.  If  you  would  send  up  here  at  once  a 
sensible  officer,  say  the  quartermaster,  or  General  Dimmock,  the  chief  of  ordnance,  with 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  it  would  prove  of  immense  value  to  the  state. 

I  have  made  an  arrangement  with  Col.  Thomas,  of  Smyth  county,  who  owns  a  woolen 
manufactory,  to  supply  us  with  the  products  of  his  mills.  This  is  the  only  means  by 
which  we  can  certainly  get  clothing  for  our  poople,  that  I  know  of,  and  then  I  fear  the  sup- 
ply  will  prove  inadequate.  Money  now  here  is  absolutely  necessary  for  these  purchases. 
A  little  reflection  will,  I  am  sure,  .satisfy  you  that  any  attempt  tb  raise  the  force;  without 
first  thoroughly  establishing  the  statT,  and  through  it  to  prepare  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
troops,  is  impossible.  To  attempt  it  otherwise  is  in  fact  to  give  over  the  organization  of  the 
force. 

1  wish  very  sincerely  your  excellency  could  take  time  to  naake  a  trip  to  this  country,  if 
it  was  but  for  a  two  days'  visit.  It  would,  I  am  sure,  result  in  great  good  to  tho  public  in- 
terests It  is  impossible  to  give  you  an  adequate  idea  of  affairs  here  through  the  channels 
of  correspondence.  You  must  be  here  to  sec  and  understand  for  yourself  I  can  but  be- 
lieve, if  you  were  to  see  tho  exact  condition  of  things  in  this  region,  iind  would  from  your 
own  knowledge  nuiko  a  representation  of  them  to  the  confederate  authorities,  that  some- 
thing would  be  done  to  shield  th<!  great  interests^that  arc  here  from  the  imminent  danger  of 
ccrUun  destruction  which  threatens  them  seriously  at  this  moment.  Virginia,  with  her 
tharactf-ristic  generosity,  has,  in  her  confidence  in  the  government  and  devotion  to  our  great 
cause,  given  into  tho  hands  of  the  confederate  government  all  her  means  of  defence,  inclu- 
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ding  her  men  and  all  her  nmuitions  of  war.  This  I  thiuk  ought  to  entitle  her  to  an  efficient 
ileft'uee  not  only  of"  ]ic.r  capital,  which  is  the  common  one  of  all,  but  of  her  salt  and  lead 
iisjues,  witliont  which  it  is  impossible  long  to  maintain  (jur  struggle.  These  vital  interests 
are  this  day  in  immiiicut  jeopardy.  A  force,  represented  to  be  a  very  large  one,  is  certainly 
within  thn't'  days'  march  of  the  suit  works,  whilst  the  whole  means  of  resistance  to  it  is  \t 
small  battalion  of  raw  troops,  which  of  course  amounts  to  nothing.  It  looks  now  as  if 
nothing  could^ong  delay  the  full  occupation  of  the  mountain  region  by  the  enemy.  If  any 
thing  can,  it  will  be  a  representation  of  the  facts  made  by  you,  the  executive  of  the  com- 
inonvvealth,  from  your  own  personal  knowledge  of  affairs,  to  the  president,  who  alone  has 
the  ineaius  at  cojnmanJ  for  our  preservation.  In  my  judgment,  this  is  the  last  hope,  and 
the  only  one.  The  means  of  defence,  abundant  in  the  country,  if  properly  availed  of,  for 
The  past  three  months  have  been  wholly  neglected,  or  so  managed  as  to  create  in  the  minds 
and  feeling  of  the  whole  people  the  deepest  despondency  and  distrust.  Nothing  can  be 
more  deplorable  than  the  temper  and  feeling-  of  this  people  at  present.  I  hope  your  presence 
here  and  your  representation  of  afiairs  to  the  pn.'sident  might  induce  him  to  adopt  some 
uther  line  of  policy  than  that  heretofore  pursued,  and  which  would  restore  the  confidence 
and  rc^assun;  the  hearts  of  thi.s  people,  who,  for  loyalty,  self-sacrifice  and  courage,  are  unsur- 
passed by  any  within  the  limits  of  the  Confederacy. 

If  the  state  liii*;  was  organized,  it  would,  I  think,  be  effectual  to  protect  the  country — but 
it  is  not;  and  th<;  progress  will  be  slow,  owing  to  the  conscript  law  and  the  determination 
of  the  confederate  government,  as  I  understand,  to  retain  by  force,  in  .service,  the  men  over 
thirty-five  years  of  age  now  in  the  ranks.  A  very  little  modification,  however,  of  the  pre- 
sent law, by  the  legislature,,  will  enable  you  to  fill  up  the  command  "to  its  full  extent ;  and 
•n  the  mean  time  I  hope  to  raise  a  sufiicient  force  to  do  something  towards  our  defence.

The  want  of  a  qu;utermaster  at  this  point  is  a  subject  of  serious  iuconvr- 
nience,  and  I  do  not  see  how  we  are  to  got  along  without  one.  I  send  Mr.  Richard  Ellis 
Jown  to-day,  th.it  he  may  attend  to  some  matters  of  business  for  the  command,  and  I  avail 
myself  of  his  going  to  a.<k  that  you  make  two  appointments  of  officers  for  the  dispatch  of 
business  hen-.  I  ask  that  you  appoint  Peter  Otey  a  major.  He  is  a  young  man  of  very 
decided  merit  in  every  way,  and  a  most  excellent  officer,  with  the  additional  recommendation 
of  having  distinguished  himself  upon  the  battle  field. 

I  a^k  also  that  you  will  appoint  Mr.  Ellis  a  captain  of  cavalry;  which  authority  is  ex- 
pressly given  you  by  the  fifth  section  of  the  law  passed  May  17th.  You  know  Capt.  Ellis; 
and  therefore  it  is  useless  for  me  to  say  more  than  that  he  is  in  my  opinion  entirely  worthy 
of  the  tnrst — that  he  is  a  good  soldier  and  a  thorough  gentleman.  These  officers  are  essen- 
tial to  the  transaction  of  the  current  business  of  the  post.  We  have  scarcely  officers  for  a 
•court  martial.     If  an  officer  was  to  be  tried,  we  would  not  have. 
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In  case  you  appoint  Ellis,  you  conkl  st3nd  by  him  the  money  I  atkcd  for  through  Mr. 
Hurt,  which  is  greatlj'  neoded  iit  this  moiucnt.  Eug-agenipnts  have  bwii  made  iiy  my  ordf-rs 
tor  bacon,  and  other  supplies,  such  as  horses  and  wagons,  absolutely  "sstMitiiil  for  the  com- 
mand, and  thr-  money  ought  to  be  paid. 

The  enlistments  are  going  on  slowly  but  certainly,  and  I  am  strongly  in  hopes  of  beir-g 
able  to  take  the  field  with  a  force  of  tolerable  efficiency  within  a  reasonable  time.  I  caunot 
repress  the  apprehension  that  the  confederate  influences  will  bo  exerted  to  some  extent 
against  the  organization.  To  counteract  this  influence,  if  such  shall  exist,  I  nuist  look  to 
you.  I  have  not  seen  your  address  to  the  people  of  the  state,  which  1  understood  you  were 
going  to  make  when  we  separated.  I  am  sure  you  can  do  great  good  by  such  an  aijjical  ha 
you  can  make.     Wo  have  nothing  farther  from  the  enemy  in  Scott  and  Li^e.

GBNERAL : 

My  commission  as  an  assistant  qnarterniaster,  with  the  rank  of  cup- 
lain  in  the  active  volunteer  forces  of  the  state,  is  dated  July  19th,  1861,  and  purports  to 
Lavo  been  issued  in  pursuance  of  authority  vested  in  the  governor  by  an  ordinance  of  the 
convention.  The  3d  paragraph  of  ordinance  No.  JG,  passed  April  21th,  18t>l,  is  doubtless 
the  one* referred  to,  as  it  provides  for  the  appointment  of  a  quartermaster  general,  an  assistant 
quartiirnmster  general,  two  quartermasters  and  four  assistant  quartermasters.  Under  that 
conunission,  I  have  had  tlie  charge  of  this  office  since  the  resignation  or  retirement  of  my 
predcce.ssor  on  the  1 5th  of  October  ] 86 1.  The  duties  devolving  upon  me  have  been  the 
preliminary  examination  and  adjustment  of  the  returns  of  quartermasters,  assistant  quarter- 
masters, regimental  or  acting  assistants,  and  those  of  company  officers  and  others  charged 
with  money  and  property.  Having  been  afforded  every  facility  by  the  auditing  board  of 
Virginia  (to  whom  these  returns  are  to  be  submitted  for  final  adjudication  preparatory  to 
settlement  by  the  confcdei-ate  government,  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  ap- 
proved August  :Wth,  1861),  very  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made  towards  placing  the 
accounts  in  condition  for  settlement.  Much,  however,  remains  to  be  done  before  I  <'.an  con- 
scientiously consider  my  duty  to  the  state  thoroughly  performed,  and  my  responsibility  in. 
the  premises  fully  discharged.  In  other  words,  my  views  as  regards  the  preparation  of 
these  accounts  and  vouchers  for  stibmissiou  to  the  confederate  government,  are  not  as  yet 
fully  carried  out.  I  candidly  confess  that  I  have  looked  forward  with  pride  and  great  satis- 
faction to  the  conclusion  of  my  labors  in  this  respect,  and  have  spared  no  elYort  to  reach  it. 
expecting  to  assume  more  active  duty  in  the  field.  On  the^  25th  inst.  I  had  the  honor  to 
recciv;;  your  letter  of  the  24th,  enclosing  me  a  conunission  as  a  quartermaster  in  the,  state 
service,  with  the  rank  of  major.  Not  wishing  to  intrude  upon  your  already  overtaxed  at 
tontion,  I  sought,  unofficially,  through  Col.  George  W.  Munford,  to  ascertain  whether,  by 
the  acceptanct!  of  the  latter  commission,  I  would  be  required  to  abandon  the  duties  of  thi» 
office  permanently.  Your  telegram  of  this  date  (received  after  3  P.  M.),  asking  immediate 
information  as  to  my  acceptance,  finds  me  without  any  reply  to  my  communication  to  Col.  M. 
Your  letter  of  the  21th  inst.  requesLs  nie  to  "qualify  at  once,  and  comnuuiicato  to  Gen 
Floyd."  The  act  of  the  legislatme  entitled  an  act  to  authoTi/.c  a  force  of  ten  thousand  men 
11 
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to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  commonwealth,  6th  section,  provides  for  the  appointment 
of  otio  division  quartermaster,  under  certain  conditions;  and  the  7th  and  8th  sections  pro- 
vide for  quarlermasters,  witli  the  pay  of  first  lieutenants  and  captains  respectively.  I  con- 
clude, therefore,  that  the  commission  alluded  to  is  not  issued  under  the  authority  of  this  act 
of  the  legislature.  As  the  militia  are  not  in  actual  service  as  such  at  this  time,  and  the 
troops  authorized  to  be  raised  by  the  act  referred  to  cannot  be  regarded  as  militia,  in  my 
judgment  all  acts  and  parts  of  acts  abstracted  per  chapters  23  and  24,  Code  of  Virginia  1860, 
are  inapplicable  to  them.  I  am  thus  at  a  loss  to  know  the  character  and  bearing  of  the 
commission  so  kindly  tendered  me  by  the  governor.  The  duties  of  this  office  could  be  very 
properly:  laid  aside  for  the  present,  in  order  to  assume  others  of  more  importance  in  connec- 
tion with  the  organization  and  equipment  of  the  troops  under  Maj.  Gen.  Floyd;  and  I 
should  be  most  happy  to  render  every  aid  and  assistance  in  my  power  to  that  object ;  but  I 
would  prefer  greatly  to  have  the  opportunity  afforded  me,  at  some  time,  to  close  up  the  af- 
fairs of  this  department,  under  the  view  and  plan  I  have  established,  and  pursued  to  within 
a  short  period  of  completion.  I  have  every  desire,  general,  to  facilitate  the  operations  of 
the  state  in  connection  with  Gen.  Floyd's  forces,  and  regret  exceedingly  that  my  own  de- 
sires in  regard  to  the  interest  of  the  state  in  this  department  (inducing  a  delay  for  further 
information  before  accepting  the  commission),  may  seem  to  «ixhibit  the  opposite. 

I  trust  I  shall  be  able  to  advise  you  of  my  acceptance  in  the  early  part  of  the  coming 

week.

Sin: 

I  find,  in  the  practical  working  out  of  the  conscript  law,  abuses  growing  up  of 
a  nature  so  serious  that  I  think  the  subject  deserves  to  be  brought  specially  to  the  attention 
of  the  chief  magistrate.  The  conscript  law  (about  the  constitutionality  of  which  I  agree 
fully  with  you)  is  very  well  defined,  and  the  authority  given  by  it  to  the  president  over  the 
conscripts,  plainly  enough  set  forth.  I  do  not  see  that  much  hardship  would  result  from  the 
law,  fairly  and  sensibly  administered.  /  The  provision  requiring  the  enrollment  of  the  con- 
scripts to  be  made  by  the  state  officers,  upon  application  to  the  governor,  is  wise  and 
salutary,  and  ought  to  be  insisted  upon  rigorously.  It  deprives  the  bill  of  much  that  ia 
otherwise  obnoxious,  and  would  reconcile  the  people  to  much  that  would  prove  harsh  and 
unreasonable.  Under  the  law,  as  attempted  to  be  executed  in  this  region  of  country,  acts 
of  the  grossest  outrage,  cruelty  and  oppression  have  been  committed,  and  even  worse  things 
are  threatened  by  officers  of  high  command.  Men  are  seized  on  in  their  fields  at  work,  by 
^  press  gangs  armed  with  gun  and  bayonet,  without  a  moment's  notice,  and  dragged  away  to 
the  ranks,  without  even  having  been  pemiiltcd  to  go  to  their  houses  to  get  a  change  of 
clothes.  General  Heth  has,  I  understand,  issued  a  written  order  that  he  will  have  the  con- 
flciipts  "shot  wherever  they  are  found,"  unless  they  report  themselves  to  him  at  once.  The 
authority  of  law  for  these  acts  of  violence  I  cannot  find,*nor  do  I  believe  that  the  president 
kaows  of  them,  or  would  permit  them  for  a  moment,  if  he  did.  These  harsh,  tyrannical 
measures  are  disgusting  the  people  with  the  service,  which  is  the  first  step  towards  disgust- 
iiVg  them  with  the  cause  in  which  we  are  engaged.    This  dissatisfaction  is  entirely  uore- 
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Heved  by  any  enconraging  resnlts  in  the  field.  The  counfry  is  delivered  over  \<i  the  inroa's 
of  the  enemy,  who,  although  far  inferior  in  numbers  to  our  own  forces,  are  devastating  the 
richest  regions  of  the  state,  almost  unmolested.  The  practical  tyrannj'  and  outrage  of  the 
conscript  law  in  its  workings,  banen  as  I  tell  you  of  beneficial  results  in  defence  of  the 
country,  is  causing  great  injury,  and  immediate  measures  sliould  be  takcii  to  n.'form  it.  I 
dare  say  you  could  bring  the  subject  in  such  official  form  to  tlie  notice  of  the  presi.l(!nt  as 
would  at  once  put  a  stop  to  the  abuses  I  speak  of. 

I  have  thought  it  iny  duty  to  bring  the,  subject  to  your  notici;.  that  your  better  judgment 
might  determine  the  best  course  to  pursui;.

Captain  St.  Martin  brought  to  this  camp  a  company  of  men  which  had  been 
mustered  into  the  service  in  Richmond.  Thi\se  people,  it  turns  out,  are  nearly  if  not  every 
one  deserters  from  the  confederate  army.  They  are  such  another  gang  of  marauders  and 
thieves  as  your  eye  never  rested  on.  There  is  reason  to  believe  that  tlieir  othccrs  were  fuHy 
concerned  with  the'  men  in  the  fraud  and  villainy  of  their  enlistment.  It  is  very  certain 
that  they  attempted,  through  falsehood  and  every  species  of  misrepresentation,  to  shield  the 
men  from  detection  as  deserters.  It  is  also  true  that  the  captain  at  least  submitted,  without 
re.sentmeut,  to  the  grossest  insults  from  officers  of  the  cimfederate  army  sent  here  to  detect 
and  arrest  deserters. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  I  must  recommend  and  earnestly  press  upon  you  the  neces- 
sity of  striking  the  names  of  these  officers  from  the  rolls  without  the  least  delay.

Governor: 

There  arc  so  many  confederate  agents  hunting  for  nitre,  that  all  my 
efforts  to  obtain  any  of  this  article  have  j)niv< d  abortive,  so  that  powder  for  Gen.  Floyd's 
army  must  be  obtained  from  the  confedcrtite  supplies,  or  he  will  fail  to  obtain  ammunition 
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I  have  waited  to  iniorni  you  of  tliis  until  I  am  unwilling  to  wait  longer.  I  have  enough 
>>>T  r),()0!l  men  for  a  few  months'  campaign,  but  prudence  dictates  the  necessity  of  lookinp 
for  furOit-r  supplies  in  liine;  and  as  I  see  no  possible  source  except  from  the  general  govenx- 
'inent,  1  re^jiectfiilly  suggest  an  early  application  to  that  effect.  I  shall  have  the  arms  for 
artillery,  infjnitrv  (nid  cav:ilry,  with  all  things  but  powder,  ready,  having  made  arrange- 
ments for  lead,  balls  and  percussion  caps,  and  only  feel  anxious  for  powder.  The  operations 
here  are  going  on  satisfactorily,  in  the  altering  and  repairing  of  small  arms,  obtaining  and 
mounting  field  cannon,  making  up  the  various  kinds  of  ammunition,  so  that  nothing  shall 
fail  in  any  respect  except  powder,  without  which  all  else  is  in  vain.  I  shall  be  very  happy 
to  have  you  visit  this  department,  that  you  may  see  the  condition  of  things. 

Finding  so  much  to  do  since  1  have  been  here,  I  have  not  left  the  place ;  but  now  all 
ihinsH  are  systematically  working,  so  that  if  you  have  occasion  for  my  services  in  Rich- 
mond for  any  purpo.-:e,  I  can  leave  here  at  any  time.  Gen.  Floyd  has  been  sujjpiied  with 
arms  lor  600  men,  with  ammunition,  and  more'are  ready  whenever  ho  may  call,  to  the 
number  of  4,0(10  men  ;  and  still  more  can  be  ready  in  a  short  time. 

If  or  not  Gen.  Floyd  is  likely  to  succeed  in  getting  up  his  full  force  I  cannot  tell.  From 
all  I  can  learn,  he  will  get  but  a  very  small  force,  unless  he  is  aided  by  a  call  upon  the  mi- 
litia ;  and  as  I  think  the  president  will  call  for  all  the  militia  before  long,  it  might  be  a 
question  if  or  not  you  will  asfcist  the  general  before  that  call  is  made.  Be  this  as  it  may, 
Gen.  Floyd  will  take  the  field  even  with  his  small  force,  trusting  to  chances  for  more  after 
he  commences  his  movements. 

1  regret  to  learn  that  you  have  been  sick,  and  cay  .sympathize  with  you,  as  I  am  quite 
unwell.

General : 

I  telegraphed  to  you  this  morning  an  ordcir  of  the  governor,  to  arrest 
Ool.  Earnest  and  Lieut.  Col.  Kyburn  of  the  70th  regiment  Virginia  militia,  and  to  detail  a 
••.<)urt  martial  to  ti  v  them  for  neglect  of  duty,  di.sobcdienco  of  orders  and  disl»»^alty  to  the 
state. 

These  men,  whether  as  private  militiamen  or  as  officers  of  the  militia,  are  "do  facto"  un- 
der orders  for  service  of  4th  instant,  and  consequently  subject  to  martial  law — and  having 
assumed  to  act  as  ofticeis,  and  in  that  charact<^T  having  committed  the  offences  charged, 
should  be  tried  accordingly,  under  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  and  in  conformity  with  the 
Regulatiou.s  for  the  army  of  the  Coufederatc  States,  which  equally  govern  the  state  troops. 

In  such  cases  a^  these  none  of  the  subtleties  and  technicalities  of  law  shuuld  be  permitted 
to  arrest  the  execution  of  justice  upon  the  offenders,  or  to  interpose  between  the  state  au- 
thority and  the  military  service  which  she  has  a  rjght  to  claim  from  every  man  who  is  able 
'wO  bear  arms  and  is  not  exempt  by  age,  which  the  governor  for  the  defence  of  the  state  has 
felt  it  to  be  his  solemn  duty  to  claim,  and  which  it  is  his  inflexible  determination  to  enforce. 

The  imporfaiRU'  of  the  military  operations  which  have  been  conunitted  to  you,  combined 
with  the  urgent  necessity  for  prompt  and  vigorous  action,  makes  it  necessary  to  get  into 
the  field  as  speedily  as  possible  the  whole  force  which  ha^  been  detailed  to  report  lo  you  for 
service. 

The  governor  therefore  authorizes  you  to  adopt  such  measures  as  you  may  deem  most 
effectual  for  bringing  out  the  70th  and  all  other  regiments  included  in  the  order  of  the  4th 
instant,  issued  at  Wytheville.

Yours  of  the  20th,  calling  for  the  enclosed  commissions,  was  received 
ou  the  morning  of  the  23d,  and  I  telegrapljed  immediately  to  know  in  what  arm  of  the  ser- 
vice.    Having  as  yet  received  no  reply,  I  forward  the  commissions  to  prevent  delay. 

The  enclosed  application  of  Messrs.  Ferguson  of  Russell  for  the  relcsise  of  men  employed 
by  them  in  making  shoes,  under  a  contract  with  the  government,  is  referred  to  you  by  the 
govcrndr,  and  you  will  please  notify  the  parties  of  your  decision. 

For  myself,  I  have  been  constantly  opposed  to  releasing  men  upon  such  pretences.  The 
contractors  act  for  their  own  individual  advantage,  and  therefore  should  be  required  to 
furnish  substitutes  for  such  militiamen  as  it  may  be  convenient  or  necessary  for  them  to 
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employ :  and  although  tho  govcniinent  cuutracts  to  iiieet  the  wants  of  the  service,  still  I 
think  the  priuciplo  stated  applies  to  the  contractor. 

This,  however,  is  my  own  personal  view  of  the  subject.     The  governor,  so  far  as  I  know, 
ha.s  not  recognized  it,  or  otherwise.

General : 

You  are  aware,  that  by  reason  of  the  total  disorganization  of  the  mi- 
litia, and  the  impossibility  of  ascertaining,  when  the  order  of  the  4th  instant  was  issued  at 
Wy theville,  not  only  whether  there  were  any  field  officers,  but  whether  there  were  officers 
of  any  rank  remaining  in  conmii.ssion  in  any  of  the  regiments  called  out,  the  execution 
of  that  order  was  required  of  the,  presiding  justices  of  tlie  several  counties — and  plain  and 
simple  enough  it  certainly  was,  for  those  who  bad  any  disposition  to  do  their  duty. 

It  appears,  howtiver,  that  there  is  at  least  a  colonel  and  lieutenant  colonel  in  one  of  the 
,i«giments;  and  to  remove  all  difficulty  or  pretexts,  I  send  you,  by  the  governor's  instruc- 
tions, a  supplemental  order  to  commandants  of  regiments;  which  you  will  please  cause  to 
ho  delivercid,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  order  of  the  4th  instant — where  there  are  such. 
YV^here  there  is  no  field  officer  in  a  regiment,  tlie  senior  captain  is  commandant,  and  so  on, 
to  the  lowest  grade. 

As  tho  object  of  this  call  was  to  repel  the  invasions  of  the  enemy  of  the  whole  west,  with 
a  fair  prospect  of  the  rescue  of  the  Kanawha  valley  so  soon  as  you  could  take  tho  field,  the 
governor  relied  most  confidently  upon  the  patriotism  and  promptitude  of  the  militia  called 
upon,  and  <;ould  not  for  a  moment  suppose  that  difficulties,  objections  or  embarrassments 
would  be  raised  by  any. 

Moreover,  as  there  was  the  strongest  grounds  for  believing  that  as  you  should  bo  enabled 
to  rescue  portions  of  tjie  state  then  or  now  in  possession  of  the  enemy,  the  able  men  of 
those  sections  woitld  join  your  command  to  an  extent  that  would  enable  you  to  relieve  the 
militia  at  no  distant  period. 

Lt.  Randolph  Blain  having  been  commissioned  1st  and  ordered  to  report  to  you  for  duty, 

Lt.  Barr  is  necessarily  commissioned  '2(1  lieutenant  artillery,  until  there  shall  be  another

Adjutaiit  F.  K.  Freeman,  of  the  81  st  regiment,  Milboro',  Bath  county,  writes  fliat  Col 
John  Miller  is  raising  a  brigade  for  the  northwest,  and  desires  to  unite  the  Slst  with  it.  I 
don't  know  who  Col  Miller  is,  or  under  what  authority  he  is  acting — but  the  course  reported 
Heenis  to  me  to  be  in  direct  conflict  with  your  onerations,  which  are  intended  to  cover  and 
protect  the  whole  west.  So  I  have  written  Adjutant  Freeman,  and  that  if  he  can  raise  a 
company  and  join  you  immediately,  he  can  get  a  captaincy. 

The  bill  to  extend  the  conscription  to  men  of  45  is  on  its  passage.  Major  Kobertson  has 
just  informed  me  that  it  may  be  possible  to  exempt  all  men  who  join  your  command,  and  I 
have  given  him  a  statement  of  the  great  advantage  which  woi\ld  result  from  such  a  pro- 
vision. Just  in  j)roportion  to  the  force  which  you  have  in  the  field,  may  the  strength  of 
the  confederate  army  be  increased  upon  its  main  line  of  operations,  by  withdrawing  the 
troops  professing  to  operate  in  the  west,  and  which  will  not  then  be  neeiled  there.  Mftro- 
over,  it  will  bring  oiit  numbers  of  men  from  counties  infested  by  the  enemy,  who,  althi)Ugh 
thoy  might  cscai)0  and  unite  with  you,  are  standing  back,  and  will  stand  back,  to  escape 
conscriptiou.

All,  therefore, 
that  the  governor  can  do  is  to  connnission  Mr.  Davis  a  captain  of  infantry.  That  will 
enable  Gen.  Floyd  to  assign  him  to  engineer  duty. 

1  send  enclosed,  a  commission  of  1st  lieutenant  artillety  for  Jno.  W.  Barr,  whose  com- 
mission as  5Jd  must  be  returned  to  this  office.  First  Lieutenant  Randolph  Blain  is  hero 
sick,  and  will  not  be  able  to  join  Gen.  F.  for  15  or  20  days  probably.  He  must  bo  assigned 
to  tho  next  company. 

The  governor  is  entirely  ignorant  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  General  Floyd's  com- 
mand, the  returns  required  by  order  of  the  5th  August  not  having  been  received.  I  call 
your  special  attention  to  this  as  necessary  to  be  attended  to.

Yours  of  2d  at  hand  this  morning.  The  supplemental  order  of  29th 
August  requires  commandants  .of  regiments,  where  there  are  any,  to  execute  immediately 
the  order  of  4th  August,  and  cause  the  militiamen  of  their  respective  commands  above  the 
age  of  35  years,  to  repoii  to  Maj.  Gen.  Floyd  at  Wytheville,  as  speedily  as  possible.  This 
covers  the  whole  ground,  and  is  as  complete  and  imperative  as  words  can  make  it. 

The  base  and  impatriotic  spirit  which,  ^ntrary  to  the  governor's  expectation,  seems  to 
prevail  in  some  of  the  men  called  out,  will  have  the  effect  of  bringing  them  under  the  ope- 
ration of  an  extended  conscription  law,  and  well  they  deserve  it. 

Confederate  officers  h.ive  no  authority,  to  make  details  from  the  militia  not  in  the  service 
of  the  Confederale  States,  and  ought  not  to  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  the'  state  law  or 
the  state  authorities.  You  will  probably  have  seen  the  governor's  late  proclamation.  Gen. 
Dimmock  mentions  inconvenience  resulting  from  the  non-payment  of  Gen.  Floyd's  troops. 
It  is  a  consequence  of  the  returns  directed  by  the  order  nf  .'^th  August  not  having,  been 
made  to  this  office,  and  the  consequent  ignorance  of  the  number  of  men  under  Gen.  Floyd's' 
command.     The  paymasttir  general  will  now  be  able  to  act.

YoTir  favor  of  5th  did  not  reach  me  until  last  night      I  sent  to  Assistant 

Adjutant  Peters  last  week,  orders  addres.sed  to  th(;  commandants  of  regiments,  where  there 
are  any.  By  the  next  mail  I  will  send  to  you  a  further  order,  which  is  designed  to  clear 
away  all  difficulties. 

You  are  probably  aware  that  by  reason  of  the  derangement  of  the  militia,  and  the  impos- 
sibility of  ascertaining  at  the  time  the  order  of  4th  August  was  issued  at  Wytheville, 
whether  there  were  any  officers  or  commission  in  the  regiment  called  upon,  the  go- 
vernor, as  he  is  authorized  by  law  to  do,*required  that  duty  of  the  presiding  justices;  and 
if  there  had  been  the  will  to  perform  it,  the  way  Mas  clear  enough.  But  the  interference  of 
demagogues  and  other  ill  disposed  persons  has  produced  difficulty  and  delay,  to  the  dis- 
grace of  that  hitherto  patriotic  and  spirited  section  of  the  state. 

.» 

These  men,  who  well  deserve  the  halter,  are  doing  what  they  can  to  prevent"  the  defence 
of  the  state  by  her  own  troops,  to  the  serious  disadvantage  of  the  ignorant  men,  all  of 
whom,  failing  to  join  Gen.  Floyd,  will  very  soon  be  enrolled  as  conscripts,  and  put  into  the 
regular  army. 

It  is  reported  at  general  head  quarters,  that  there  is  very  deleterious  interference  by  con- 
federate officers  with  the  organization  and  the  men  of  Gen.  Floyd's  command.  TIms  should 
not  be  permitted ;  and  I  think  the  general  would  be  fully  justified  in  acting  with  the  guilty 
in  the  most  summary  manner.

Capt.  McCoinu'll  has  been  hew,  allej^ing  that  he  has  a  company,  and 
urgent  for  comniissions  for  subaltern  officers.  The  governor  directs  me  to  say  that  in  all 
.iuch  cases  evidence  must  be  produced  to  this  department  tliat  the  captain  has  a  legal  com 
pany,  TjO  rank  and  file,  mustered  into  service.  This  is  indispensable,  as  without  it  there 
might  and  probably  would  be  a  large  disproportion  of  officers  to  men,  and  consequently  an 
unneces.sary  and  improper  inciease  of  (ixpense. 

Capt.  McConnell  states  that  Oeu.  Floyd  has  delivered  his  conmiission,  and  said  h(^  would 
receive  his  command  as  a  coiiii)any  when  he  had  thirty  men  mounted.  This  must  surely  be 
a  mistake.  The  law  clearly  intends  that  each  company  shall  have  one  hundred  men; 
though  in  order  to  facilitate  the  organization,  the  governor  consented  to  receive  companies 
of  fifty  rank  and  file,  that  being  the  minimuui  of  the  militia  law.  It  does  not  appear  by 
any  thing  here,  what  number  of  men  Capt.  McConnell  has,  and  until  the  fact  is  properly 
c«rtified  no  commissions  for  subalterus  can  issue. 

Kandolph  H.  Blaiii,  a  promising  jyouug  man,  who  has  served  in  the  howifzer  battalion 
for  more  than  twelve  months,  was  commissioned  1st  lieutenant  of  artillery  in  the  state  line, 
and  ordered  to  report  to  (jien.  Floyd.  He  was  stopped  here  by  sickness,  and  I  have  given 
him  a  sick  furlough  until  he  shall  be  able  to  join  the  general,  which,  according  to  the  sur- 
grton's  certificate,  will  be  in  10  or  12  days.

Dear  Sir: 

For  some  cause,  unknown  w  me,  Gov.  Letcher  saw  proper  to  order 
Oen.  John  B.  Floyd  to  have  me  arrested  for  "  disobedience  of  orders,  neglect  of  duty  and 
disloyalty  to  the  state."  The  charges  are  so  utterly  without  foundation,  that  they  are  rather 
amusing  to  me  than  otherwise.  The  latter  charge  is  absolutely  insulting,  and  not  less  sur- 
prising to  all  who  know  me,  except  the  unprincipled  villain  who  caused  the  order  from  tLt 
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governor.  In  the  first  place,  tho  manner  of  issuing  the  order  from  your  office,  which  is  the 
only  order  I  could  have  been  charged  with  disobeying,  was  novel,  as  you  well  know.  It 
was  a  little  remarkable  that  presiding  justices  should  suddenly  have  beim  invested  with 
military  authoritj',  and  that  militia  officers  .should  have  been  ignored  altogether;  but  disre- 
garding altogether  this  newly  constituted  military  authority,  I  never  received,  from  any  ono 
authorized  to  i.sstic  it,  any  order  that  has  ever  been  disobeyed ;  nor  have  1  ever  culpably 
neglected  any  duty  my  office  required  of  me.  Your  order,  if  I  can  understand  it,  did  not 
direct  uie  to  assemble  my  regiment,  or  to  report  it  to  any  point.  Had  it  done  so,  and  had 
been  receivc^d  by  me,  I  should  have  executed  it:  On  the  14th  Tobias  Suiythe  required  my 
regiment  to  assemble  at  its  u.sual  place  of  meeting.  On  the  J2th,  ailer  dark,  I  received  a 
liandliill,  wliieh  bad  been  prepared  by  Tobias  Smythc,  requiring  me  to  assemble  my  regi- , 
ment.  Tiiis  was  a  work  1  could  not  accomplish  in  '24  hours,  and  I  did  not  attempt  it.  My 
regiment  contains  400  square  miles,  and  you  will  readily  perciive  the  work  impossible. 
Esquire  Smythe  resides  within  '.i  miles  of  me,  and  could  have  notified  me  at  any  timi;,  but 
never  did  notify  me  till  the  time  above  mentioned.  I  was  clostly  confined  at  home  trying 
to  save  a  large  crop  of  hay,  and  did  not  know  that  such  a  notice  %as  in  existence.  I 
watched  my  depot,  the  most  important  and  public  place  in  my  regiment,  and  no  notice  wan 
posted  there  till  the  ];Uh  ;  on  \vhich  day,  at  a  ea,\v,  1  met  witii  Smythe.  I  then  asked  liim 
what  he  wished  me  to  do.  He  Avanted  me  aj,  (Jhwle  Spring  church,  where  he  said  my  regi- 
ment Avould  assemble  next  dii}'.  He  then  showed  nic  his  order  from  you  foi"  the  first  time  ; 
and  it  required  him  to  send  the  militia  to  Wytheville.  to  report  to  (iou.  Floyd,  by  some  in- 
telligent person.  I  enqiiin^d  of  him  if  he  desired  me  to  take  the  regiment.  He  said  he  did 
not.  I  then  said  to  him,  "Sir,  not  half  the  regiment  will  be  in  attendance  for  want  of  no- 
tice; and  as  you  do  not  desire  me,  I'll  remain  in  my  meadow,  as  I  am  very  busy;"  and 
added  that  Capt.  Moore  would  be  present,  who  had  the  roll,  and  that  h(>  would  furnish  him, 

as  I  should  direct  him  to  do  so — and  said  to  him  that  as  the  regiment  consisted  of  but  one 

r. 
company,  and  that  regularly  officered,  and  the  officx'.rs  just  a  few  days  ago  commissioned, 

as  your  records  show,  that  Capt.  Moore  was  the  proper  man  to  take  tht'm.     He  refu.sed  to 

appoint  Capt.  Moore.     1  was  vexed  at  his  refusal,  and  said  that  every  thing  and  every  body 

was  to  be  ignored  to  glorify  John  B.  Floyd,  and  that  he  might  go  and  e.vecute  his  order  ua 

he  chose.     I  did  not  attend  the  umster.     Capt.  Moore  came  to  see  me  to  know  if  he  should 

furnish  Smythe  his  roll.     I  told  him  to  do  so.     This  is  all  that  occurred. 

Then  this  is  the  history  of  my  offending.  When  excited,  J  did  speak  of  the  merits  of  the 
bill  making  Gen.  Floyd  a  major  general,  and  the  effects  of  it,  as  I  believed,  and  which  I 
now  see.  I  said  au  unfortunate  conflict  would  arise  between  confederate  and  state  authori- 
ties, and  that  I  believed  the  2^  millions  would  be  wasted,  and  nothing  but  mischief  would 
result.  This  I  still  believe,  and  can  demonstrate  to  any  reasonable  mind:  and  if  my  liber- 
ties an'  to  be  restricted,  and  woids  reported  when  I  conversed  about  an  act  of  our  legisla- 
ture, which  is  put  into  my  hands  as  attorney  for  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  liberty  is  a 
mere  mockery.  Arrests  by  telegraph,  upon  the  evidence  of  irresponsible  persons,  too  much 
resembh'  the  doings  in  Lincolndom.  This  act  can  make  me  love  my  state  no  less,  nor  can 
it  make  me  love  it  better;  and  although  ordered  by  Gen.  Floyd  to  report  to  W3theville  to 
court  martial  on  Tuesday  next,  as  yet  1  have  not  been  favored  with  the  name  of  my  accuser, 
nor  have  any  charg<'s  and  specifications  been  furnished  me.  I  know  what  the  Virginia 
laws  are  upon  this  subject.  I  intend  to  be  tried  under  the  laws,  and  am  willing  to  stand  or 
fidl  by  thenr;  but  through  you  I  ask  the  governor  that  he  be  kind  enough  to  furnish  me  the 
name  of  my  accuser,  and  the  charges  he  has  preferred.

Your  orders  of  29th  August,  supplemental  to  order  of  Ausrusf  ith,  ha« 
been  received.  I  shall  adopt  stops  to  have  them  forwarded  to  their  destination.  I  do  not 
think,  however,  that  it  will  meet  the  point  that  it  is  intended  to  meet.  The  coiu(uandant« 
of  regiments  are  ordered  to  cause  their  respective  command.s  to  report  to  Gen.  Flojd.  Had 
they  been  ordered  to  report  with  their  commands,  it  would  have  rnet  this  particular  point. 
The  fact  is,  the  confederate  authorities  are  doing  all  and  every  thing  in  their  p«)wer  to  break 
down  the  command.  I  learn  from  Col.  Jackson,  who  met  the  militia  of  Monroe,  that  somw 
confederate  officers  were  present,  and  urged  reasons  why  the  militia  should  not  ies])ond  to 
the  call  of  their  own  governor;  and  prominent  among  these  Was,  that  tiie  call  w.is  legardcJ 
ilh^gal.  They  are  also  assuming  to  detail  from  the  militia  over  :55  yerirs  of  age,  men  to 
work  saltpetre  caves,  and  as  teamsters,  &c.  &c.  They  are  bent  upon  breaking  down  the 
ciUerprise.  If  the  governor  means  to  assert  his  authority,  it  would  be  well  for  him  to  de- 
fine his  authority  in  a  proclamation,  or  in  a  most  peremptory  order  to  this  class  of  the  mi- 
litia, and  have  the  confederate  authorities  understand  that  he  is  the  commandiM"  in  chief  of 
the  second  class  militia.

Board)  has,  by  his 
conversation  and  public  manner  of  talking,  and  announcement  that  the  call  of  the  governor 
for  the  militia  was  unconstitutional,  influenced  the  militia  to  disobey  the  orders  of  the  go- 
vernor of  the  state.  I  therefore  most  respectfully  request  that  some  action  may  b(^  taken 
to  undo  what  ha.s  been  done  by  Mr.  Board  and  others  to  hinder  a  compliance  with  the 
governcn's  orders,  and  to  prevent  a  similar  itjterfcrence  in  future.  Unless  something  can  be 
done  to  stop  this  interference,  I  fear  the  ntilitia  of  the  counties  called  on  cannot  be  gotten 
together.

Sir: 

I  liavc  telegraphed  to  day,  saying  that  the  board  had  allowed  the  money  to 
pay  Gen.  Floyd's  command,  and  I  will  therefore  leave;  in  a  day  or  two  to  pay  them.  Will 
you  be  kind  enough  to  send  me  a  list  of  all  the  officers  who  have  been  commissioned,  with 
the  dates  of  same.  The  list  sent  mc  in  yours  of  28th  July  does  not,  I  suppose,  compri.se' 
all,  as  I  leai'n  from  an  officer  to-day  that  there  aro  several  dtticr  companies  now  in  the  field. 
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In  tlieabsenc*^  of  a  cuHimission,  as  there  may  be  casps  where  the  law  has  been  fully  com- 
plied with,  and  the  coiiimiHsion  not  yet  sent  forward,  would  it  be  proper  for  me  to  pay,  ou 
the  approv.d  of  Gen.  Floyd,  he  of  course  knowings  who  has  been  elected,  and  what  com- 
panies have  been  raised.  I  fear  if  I  am  held  strictly  up  to  the  wording  of  the  law,  that 
there  will  be  difficulty  in  the  payments. 

I  do  iii)t  desire  any  discretion  in  this  matter,  but  to  prevent  trouble,  it  would  be  probably 
better  for  the  governor  to  give  authority,  under  the  approval  of  Gen.  Floyd,  to  pay  when  in 
my  judgment  the  spirit  of  the  law  has  been  complied  with. 

I  hear  that  it  is  probable  that  I  will  nuet  with  some  of  the  ranger  companies.  Please  in- 
form me  what  captains  liavt?  raised  such  companies,  and  the  names  of  their  lieutenants, 
with  the  dates  of  their  commissiens. 

If  I  find  a  captain  and  two  lieutcuanta,  who  have  a  company  of  75  men,  which  appears 
to  have  been  the  miniuium  fixed  in  the  bill,  and  they  have  not  been  commissioned,  shall  I 
pay  said  officers  and  men  ?  * 

I  prcsnuio  from  the  bill  that  it  was  intended  that  the  rangers  should  be  paid  only  from 
the  time  when  they  had  raised  the  75  men,  and  not  from  the  date  of  each  man  joining  the 
company.

I  transmit  herewith,  a  list  of  tli^  officers  commissioned  to  serve  with  the 
Btato  troops  under  the  command  of  Maj.  Gen.  John  H.  Floyd,  pursuant  to  the  act  of  May 
15  18()2.  It  is  impossible  to  give  the  strength  of  this  command,  for  the  reason  that  no  re- 
turns have  been  made  to  this  office.  You  will  recollect  that  when  we  aiTived  at  Wythe- 
ville on  the  :)d  of  August  last.  Gen.  Floyd  was  there,  but  the  force  which  he  had  recruited 
was  sixtv  miles  off,  so  that  it  was  impracticable  for  me  to  inspect  it.  By  order  of  the  oth 
Au"-ust  Gen.  Flovd  was  nscjuired  to  have,  the  recruited  force  nuxstered  by  companies,  and 
returns  to  be  made  lo  the  adjutant  general,  stating  the  number  present  at  the  muster,  the 
number  absent,  and  the  c-iiuse  of  such  absence.  It  was  also  ordered  that  when  Gen.  Floyd 
was  prepared  to  take  the  field,  he  should  make  return  of  his  whole  force,  designating  the 
different  arms  of  service,  and  from  time  to  time  report  the  accessions  to  his  command.  No 
such  returns  have  been  received  here.  By  order  of  the  4th  June  last  recruiting  officers 
were  required  to  make  returns  to  tliis  office;  but  only  five  have  bcCn  received,  being  muster 
rolls  of  five  companies,  one  of  which  was  disbanded  by  Gen.  Floyd  after  reaching  his  head- 
quarters.

Yours  of  2'M  at  liaiid  this  morning.  I  send  enclosed,  copy  of  a  letter 
rcccivcHl  this  nK^jiiing  from  Col.  Earnest,  hile  70lh  Virginia  militia,  now  out  of  commission. 
Every  thing  I  hiiv«!  heard  of  his  conduct  concurs  to  show  that  it  has  had  a  most  deleterious 
cffcet  upou  the  militia.  Lt.  Col.  KyBuru,  who  is  now  in  command,  seems,  however,  to  bo 
isealous,  and  determined  to  do  his  duty.  I  have  sent  him  instructions  to-day,  with  orders 
to  report  to  you  with  such  portion  of  his  coiHiiiand  as  can  be  brought  out. 

liy  order  of  5th  August  last  Gen.  Fioyd  was  instructed  to  organize  the  militia  into  .com- 
panies of  not  less  than  fifty  men,  rank  and  file,  as  they  arrive  at  the  readezvous,  and  causo 
elections  of  subaltern  officers  to  be  held  and  certified  to  this  office.  You  will  pursue  that 
course,  except  iu  case  an  entire  company  with  its  officers  should  report;  and  fiuther,  to 
allow  (lull  company  to  elect  all  its  officers.  No  organization  less  than  a  company  can  bo 
recognized  ;  and  if  necessary,  the  other  portion  of  the  militia  must  be  organized  into  com- 
panies as  above.  Thi-y  arc  under  martial  law,  and  cannot  insist  upou  any  other  arrange- 
ment. ISo  far  as  practicable,  consistently  with  the  service,  men  from  the  same  county  may 
bo  arranged  to  constitute  the  same  company.  It  is  desirable  to  make  the  companies  as 
large  as  may  be,  not  exceeding  100  men,  rank  and  file. 

Gen.  Floyd's  singular  neglect  to  make  returns  of  his  force  according  to  the  order  of  5th 
August,  has  very  much  embarrassed  the  governor,  and  put  it  out  of  his  power  to  furnish 
information  to  the  legislature,  which  they  have  called  for,  and  had  a  right  to  expect. 

Some  it  is  said  arc  for  disbanding  his  command  ;  others  for  turning  it  ovor  tp  the  confe- 
derate goAcrnmcnt.  Either  measure,  it  seems  to  me,  would  be  most  discreditable  to  tho 
state,  and  especially  unjust  to  th(!  western  portion  of  it,  which  has  been  overrun  by  tho 
enemy,  and  which  will  never  be  permanently  d4divered  but  by  this  very  command.  Luring 
in  all  probability  will  be  ordered  to  join  Gen.  Lee;  and  if  Gen.  Floyd  with  his  foic«  were 
turned  nver  to  the  same  authority,  it  would  soon  receive  the  same  direction,  and  tin;  west 
bo  h'ft  again  to  the  mercy  of  the  confounded  Yankees. 

But  I  trust  the  legislature  will  not  be  so  unmindful  of  tho  sovereign  rights  and  the  dignitj 
of  gallant  old  Virginia,  as  to  Jo  either.

Major  Geueral  John  B.  Floyd,  commanding  the  state  line,  will  immediately  cause  to' be 
arrested  Capt.  John  L.  Bradley  of  the  164th  regiment  Virginia  militia,  Capt.  A.  F.  Moore 
and  T>ieut.  .John  K.  McKee  of  the  70th  regiment  Virginia  militia,  who,  having  been  called 
out  under  orders  of  tlu-  commander  in  chief,  and  mustered  into  service  in  the  state  line,  have 
since  deserted,  as  reported  by  Col.  R.  0.

I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  the  enclo.sed  statements  in  regard  to 
the  militia  of  Washington  county,  and  to  ask  for  instructions  in  regard  to  the  mode  to  be 
pursiied  in  order  to  enforce  tlu'  governor's  orders.  It  is  my  opinion  that  if  the  orders  could 
be  enforced  in  one  county,  there  would  be  no  longer  a  difficulty  in  the  way,  and  then  the 
militia  of  all  the  counties  would  come  in.  In  my  judgment,  the  county  of  Washington 
ought  to  be  made  the  example,  as  the  difficulties  arose  there :  and  unless  something  can  be 
done  to  enforce  this  order  of  the  governor,  tluTc  is  but  little  prospect  of  getting  any  men 
from  the  militia  for  the  slat*-  line ;  and  it  would  be  better  for  the  state  to  give  up  all  eflFort 
in  that  direction  at  once,  for  the  militia  will  not  obey  until  they  find  that  steps  are  being 
taken  to  enforce  the  order.  Col.  Ernest,  of  the  70th  regiment^  has  not  only  failed  to  obey 
the  governor's  order  to  report  here  with  his  regiment,  but  did  yesterday  detail,  and  detain 
from  the  militia  tif  his  regiment  who  were  en  route  for  this  place,  eight  of  the  men  to  act  a« 
a  provost  guard  under  him  as  provost  marshal  in  the  town  of  Abingdon.  I  herewith  enclose 
to  you  a  statement  in  regard  to  the  matter  from  Lt.  Col.  Ryburn  and  others  of  his  regiment. 
I  am  informed  that  there  never  has  been  a  provost  hiarshal  in  Abingdon  until  now,  and  that 
Col.  Ernest  is  acting  under  authority  from  General  Marshall,  who  is  now  in  Kentucky. 
The  course  of  Col.  Ernest  is  having,  as  I  KaiTj,  a  very  injurious  etfect  not  only  in  his 
county,  but  in  all  the  counties  where  the  militia  have  been  called  out.  .  You  wnll  perceive 
that  out  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  men  of  Col.  Ernest's  regiment,  eighty-four  have  failed 
to  obey  the  orders,  without  rendering  the  slightest  excuse  for  such  disobedience,  and  that 
Col.  Ernest  has  assumed  the  authority  to  detain  eight  men  as  a  provost  under  him,  he  act^ 
ing  under  authority  from  a  confederate  officer  who  is  now  in  Kentucky.  Would  it  not  be 
well  to  take  some  decided  action  against  him  for  interfering  with  the  governor's  authority' 
I  have  a  sufficient  force  of  militia  from  the  county  of  Washington  to  enforce  the  governor's 
order;  and  1  ask  authority  to  do  so,  as  I  believe  it  to  b<;  the  only  means  by  which  the 
inilitia  can  be  brought  into  service.  I  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  general  to  the 
number  of  men  detailed  in  the  confederate  quartermaster's  department,  many  of  whom  have 
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been  detailed  in  the  last  few  days,  and  in  my  opinion  to  avoid  thQ»  governor's  rtrdcr.  Thin 
scem.s  to  be  a  continuance  of  the  interference  with  the  state  force  which  has  beou  going  «m» 
for  some  time.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communications 
of  the  lilth  and  2()th  instant,  and  regret  that  nothing  vj&n  be  done  with  Col.  Ernest  for  bis 
iutorferenee  with  the  governor's  orders.  •  He  has  done  more  to  prevent  the  militia  from 
obeying  those  orders  than  all  else  put  together;  and  if  he  could  have  been  dealt  with  ac- 
cording to  his  deserts,  I  think  there  would  have  been  no  farther  difficulty:  but  I  am  fully 
aware  of  the  risk  in  taking  any  steps  against  liim  at  this  time.  I  fear  we  liavi;  little  to  hope 
from  the  militia.  •  But  few  of  thir  counties  have  obeyed  the  orders,  and  very  iavf  men  even 
from  those  connfies.  I  do  not  think  the  others  will  obey.  Those  we  have  insist  on  keep- 
ing their  oijranizatiou,  although  none  have  a  complement  of  men  for  a  company  present. 
I  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  all  the  papers,  and  can  find  no  data  by  which  I  can 
give  you  even  an  approximate  estimate  of  Gen.  Floyd's  force,  he  having  taken  all  such 
papers  with  him. 

I  have  sent  j  on  the  muster  rolls  of  all  the  companies  mustered  Tn  since  my  taking  com- 
mand of  the  post.  Several  companies  are  now  forming;  and  I  received  intelligence  from 
Col.  Swann  a  fiw  days  since,  from  Lewisburg,  stating  that  he  had  nearly  completed  a  regi- 
ment there.  From  the  best  informatioTi,  I  think  Gen.  Floyd  has  thirty  companies  enrolled 
1  have  no  idea  of  their  strength,  but  think  it  will  reach  near  two  thousand.  The  torces  re- 
ferred to  had  left  this  place  before  my  amval. 

I  have  received  information  from  several  reliable  officers  in  the  last  few  days,  who  give 
encouraging  accounts  of  their  success.  We  have  a  company  nearly  formed  in  Nelson 
county;  and  if  let  alone  for  a  short  time,  I  feel  confident  we  will  soon  have  a  fine  biigado 
in  tlie  field. 
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I  <lo  Iiope  (lie  Irgislaturfi  will  think  it  for  the  best  to  knep  up  the  state  organization,  tliat 
it  iiiay  have  soiiietliiug  like  state  rights  to  cling  to. 

I  should  like  very  much  to-  have  your  views  in  regard  to  the  militia  now  here,  who  are 
not  of  .suffieieut  strength  to  form  a  company,  and  yet  insist  upon  retaining  the  organization. 

I  have  endeavored  so  far  to  humor  them  with  the  hope  that  they  might  bring  in  enough 
men  to  fcnn  eompanies.  I  begin  now  to  think  such  will  not  be  the  case,  and  therefore 
ask  instructions  irom  you.

General: 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  th<;  militia  desert  as  fast  as  they  come 
in.  A  large  majority  who  obey  the  governor's  orders,  are  men  who  pretend  to  be  sick,  and 
come  with  tlw?  expectation  of  being  discharged  by  the  surgeon,  and  on  failing  in  that  ex- 
pectation, they  desert. 

The  militia  of  but  few  of  the  counties  have  reported,  and  not  more  than  twenty  or  thirty 
men  i'roui  any  county,  and  nearly  all.  of  these  have  deserted.  They  are  of  opinion,  being 
badly  advised,  that  the  call  is  illegal,  and  that  no  forcible  steps  can  hv,  taken  agaiu.st  them 
on  that  account;  which  is  the  reason  of  the  defecrtion.  This  feeling  exists  not  only  with 
the  men,  but  also  with  the  officers  of  the  regiments  and  comjianies;  and  I  have  the  honor 
to  report  the  desertion  of  Capt.  Jno.  L.  Bradley  of  the  ir)4th  regiment,  with  x\w»t  of  his 
men,  and  Ctipt.  A.  F. '^Inore  and  Lieut  Jno.  K.  McKec  of  the  Tilth  regiment,  witli  most  o.' 
their  men. 

It  se(Mns  to  me  that  some  decided  course  should  be  adopted  in  regard  to  tiiesr  officers. 
who  Were  all  nmstcrcd  into  the  service  with  their  men.  Unless  something  can  be  ddue  with 
them,  no  ferce  will  ever  be  obtained  from  the  militia  of  any  of  these  counties.  In  niy 
opinion  they  are  waiting  to  see  if  any  of  these  cases  will  be  tested.  I  hojje  if  it  meets  with 
your  views,  that  some  decided  course  may,be  at^  once  adopted — at  least  with  regard  to  tho 
officers  who  have  deserted — and  that  they  may  be  brought  to  trial.  We  are  doing  very 
well,  so  far  as  volunteering  is  concerned,  and  getting  a  good  many  men  from  all  parts  of  th«: 
country.     I  sent  off  this  morning  two  fine  companies  to  join  Floyd.

I  have  received  your  letter  of  the  3d,  and  transmit  herewith,  an 
order  for  the  arrest,  and  trial  of  ofiBcers  and  men  of  the  militia  who  have  deserted  after  being 
mustered  into  service. 

Both  officers  and  men,  being  under  the  operation  of  martial  law,  must  be  dealt  with  ac- 
cordingly. Charges  and  specifications  should  be  carefully  prepared  before  the  assembling 
of  the  court.  Unless  the  private  soldiers  can  be  arrested  and  brou^t  in  before  thoy  are 
enrolled  as  conscripts,  it  cannot  be  done  at  all.  < 

Please  forward  the  quartermaster  commissions  to  Gen.  Floyd.  There  is  no  authority  to 
appoint  officers  to  act  as  -"drill  masters."  Mr.  Langhorne  is  comuiis.sioned  lieutenant,  and 
may  be  assigned  to  that  duty. 

Tlic  greatest  embarrassment  exists  here,  from  the  total  ignorance  of  the  strength  of  Gen. 
Floyd's  command,  no  return  of  which  can  be  obtained,  although  npcatedly  called  for.

I  am  instrucled  by  the  governor  to  transmit  the  enclosed,  in  reference 
to  the  transfer  of  Mack  McGrady,  a  wagoner,  and  to  direct  that  he  be  transferrtd  as  re- 
quested. 

The  governor  also  desires  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  returns  required  by  order  of  5th 
August  last,  delivered  to  you  at  Wyth«!ville,  and  to  say  that  those  returns  an;  indisjxjnsable 
to  enable  him  to  act  upon  api)licatious  for  commissions,  and  to  possess  him  of  the  exact 
strength  and  condition  of  your  command. 

This  intbrmatiou  was  called  for  by  the  legislature  at  the  last  Session,  and  he  was  entirdy 
unable  to  furnish  it,  no  returns  having  been  received.

The  governor  feels  contident  that  it  would  be  superfluous  to  offer  you  assurances  of  bis 
unabated  anxiety  for  tlie  full  and  comphte  organization  of  your  command,  to  which  only 
he  looks  for  the  deliverance  and  pei-manent  defence  of  the  west.

In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  I  ar- 
rived here  on  the  27th  instant. 
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On  (lie,  ^8th  insiaiit,  tlic  day  for  meeting,  tlicve  were  so  i'v.w  members  of  the  court  prpsent 
that  I  did  not  call  them  together.  On  this  inorning  tit  !  1  o'clock  1  called  the  citurt,  when 
there  appcHred:  Cwl.  Preston,  Lt.  Col.  Hammet,  Maj.  Kobertson,  Maj.  Nash  and  Lt.  Lang- 
liornc.  As  no  judge  advocate  was  named  in  your  order,  I  appointed  Capt.  J.  U-  Robertson 
to  the  place.

Herewith,  you  will  find  copies  of  letters  addressed  to  me  by  the  .secretary  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  on  tlie  7th  au'l  11th  instant,  witli  the  enclo.sed  order  of  thi'  governor, 
referred  to  in  the  former;  also  cojiies  of  my  printed  circular  of  the  13th  in.'-tant,  addressed 
to  tlie  sheriffs  or  presiding  magistrates  of  certain  cuinties,  for  the  name.s  of  which,  you  are 
referred  to  my  advertisement  of  sauie  date  in  tho  Lynchburg  papers.  I  enclose  fuither,  a 
copy  of  my  circular  of  the  ITjth  instaut'addressed  as  before,  with  a  list  showing  I  lie  number 
of  teams  icquhed  from  each  county.  This  latter  paper  you  will  consider  as  strictly  private, 
except  so  far  as  it  may  be  necessary  to  use  it  in  furtherance  of  your  duties  undi  r  this  agency. 
From  the  papers  thus  enclosed,  you  will,  it  is  bi-licved,  uiidersfaud  fully  the  nature  and  ex- 
tent of  the  service  expected  of  you;  which  is,  in  .short,  to  purchase  one  hundred  thousand 
bushels  of  salt  at  the  Kanawha  salines,  for  distribution  to  the  citizens  of  this  common- 
wealth, at  ccst.  The  number  of  teams  asked  for  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  transport 
the  number  of  bushels  authorized  to  be  purcha.s«d;  but  it  is  believed  that  the  counties  will 
not,  for  various  rca.sons,  be  able  to  respond  fully  to  the  call  made  upon  them.  It  may  be 
questionable,  tht-n  fore,  whether  you  will  have  sufficient  transportation;  in  wliicii  event, 
you  are  expected  to  exercise  your  best  judgment  and  discretion  in  the  premises.  I  am  in- 
formed tliat  all  the  counties  in  this  section  have  large  private  enterprises  of  this  Jdiid  in  pro- 
gress'of  execution,  and  it  is  probable  that  you  will  lind  large  numbers  of  wagons  at  the 
salines,  or  arriving  there,  expecting  to  procuie  salt  on  their  own  private  account.  lu  the 
exocuiiiiu  of  the  power  of  impressment,  which  is  conferred  upon  me  by  the  governor,  and 
which  I  la-rcby  transfer  to  you,  as  the  authorized  agent  of  this  office,  you  arc  especially  re- 
quested to  avoid  any  interference  witli  such  wagons  as  may  have  in  any  way  come  within 
the  privilege  extended  by  the  proper  authority  of  tlie  Conledcrate  States,  by  taking  supplies 
ftir  the  army  to  that  point.  They  will  be  allowed  to  returu  with  salt,  in  iurtlierani;c  of  the 
agreement  authorizing  it ;  but  in  all  ca.ses  where  wagons  htivc  gone  there  taking  no  supplies 
for  tlie  armj',  or  otherwise  not  in  the  service  of  the  (Jeufederate  States,  you  aie  hereby  au- 
thorized to  impress  the  same,  should  it  be  necessary  in  order  to  get  the  requir>-d  qiiautity  of 
salt  from  the  salines.  You  will  furnish  all  such  wagons  with  the  necessary  certilicatf!  of 
date  of  entry  in  the  slate  service,  and  fact  of  impressment.  In  order  that  your  authoiity  in 
the  premises  may  be  respected,  and  wiih  a  view  to  the  co-operation  of  the  army  »jf  the  Con- 
federate States  at  that  point,  should  it  be  neci'ssary,  I  hand  you  herewith,  a  k  tier  to  Hrig. 
Gen.  Echols,  commanding,  asking  his  kiud  offices  in  behalf  of  the  state,  iu  the  cvecution  of 
this  most  important  trust. 
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Ydii  will  see  tliat  nil  wagon  niastpis  \^  ith  their  teams,  report  promptly  to  you  on  their 
arrival;  whereupon  you  will  give  such  diiection.s  as  to  lo.adicg,  the  amount  of  salt  to  be 
taken  by  each,  and  such  other  directions  as  may  to  you  seem  necessary. 

You  will  perceive  tliut  there  arc  but  two  points  at  whidi  the  supply  of  salt  received  is  to 
he  placed.  I  am  authorized  by  the  governor  to  say  that  two  others  on  the  Virginia  and 
Tennessee  rail  mad  may  be  used,  viz :  Wythevillc  and  Salem,  and  «!ven  others,  if  both  time 
and  distance  may  be  .saved.  The  wagon  itiasters  will  be  expected,  liowever,  to  see  that  tho 
salt  left  at  these  points  is  pmperly  stored,  and  arrangements  made  fur  its  early  sliipment  to 
Dublin  depot.  They  will  advise  this  office  of  the  date  of  their  arrival  and  unloading  of 
their  trains.  The  same  ma}-  be  done  in  respect  to  the  supply  expected  to  be  lefi  at  Millhoro', 
ou  the  Virginia  Central  rail  road,  though  it  is  believed  that  there  will  be  no  necessity  for 
leaving  it  at  any  other  point  on  that  road. 

Should  your  transportation  prove  adequate,  you  are  authorized  to  allow  every  si.v-horse 
team  to  take  oDe  barrel  of  salt  to  their  homi^s.  The  cost  of  which,  including  transportation, 
will  be  charged  to  them,  and  the  wagon  musters  are  required  to  report  the  fact,  with  the 
name  of  the  owner,  in  each  case. 

In  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  you,  I  place  at  your  disposal  an  ambulance,  team 
and  driver,  which  you  will  find  at  Dublin  depot,  on  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road, 
provided  with  the  necessary  forage.  I  also  place  in  j'our  hands  tflT'  sum  of  $10(1,(100,  with 
which  to  purchase  the  .salt;  and  should  it  become  neces.sary,  I  will  honor  your  draft  at  sight 
for  the  further  sum  of  $'2.').000 — the  kind  of  funds  turned  over  to  me  for  this  object,  beingsuch 
as  to  suggest  the  impropriety  of  sending  more  than  the  sum  first  named.  Tho  limit,  or  maxi- 
mum sum  allowed  by  tlni  governor  to  be  i)aid  for  salt,  is,  as  you  will  see,  $1  25  per  bushel. 
From  reliable  information,  it  appeal's  that  $1  is  the  piice  demanded;  and  it  is  probable  that  • 
you  may  get  it  beR»w  this  sum  with  the  Virginia  treasury  notes,  with  which  you  are  pro- 
vided. You  will  of  course  do  the  very  best  you  can  for  the  interest  of  the  state  end  her 
poojile;  and  it  is  suggested  that  you  converse  freely  with  the  pro])rietors  of  the  different 
works,  and  explain  the  true  intent  of  jour  purchases  to  be  for  the  people  of  tho  common- 
wealth. 

Yo>u'  attention  is  called  to  the  act  of  assembly,  and  the  regulations  provided  by  the  go- 
vernor under  it,  copies  of  which  will  be  furnished  to  you.  and  which  it  is  suggested  you 
offer  for  the  inspection  of  the  parties  above  named. 

You  will  be  guided  in  your  operations  by  a  duo  sense  of  the  great  importance  of  the  ob- 
ject sotight;  and  gnat  confidence  is  rep<»sed  in  your  good  judgment  and  business  capacity 
to  perfect  it,  il  within  tht;  range  of  possibility. 

Mr.  W.  H.  C.  Bayly  will  accompany  you,  and  I  will  also  direct  Mr.  "VV.  J.  Faherty  (now 
on  a  ppceial  mission  in  the  upper  cotinties  in  furthciancc  of  this  object)  to  report  to  you  as 
soon  as  he.  can  be  I'eachcd.    • 

Yoin-  own  compensation  and  that  of  Messrs.  Bayly  and  Faherty  will  be  fixt^d  liereaflcr. 
You  are  especially  enjoined  to  keep  an  accmatt;  and  itemized  accoimt  of  all  the  actual  and 
necessary  expenses  of  youisclf  and  assistants  whilst  engaged  in  this  service.

^Sir: 

I  have  your  order,  announcing  the  appointn'ient  of  Major  T.  P.  Taylor  a.s 
major.  I  hope,  the  governor  will  do  something  for  Mr.  Nevett  and  T.  T.  Hill.  Thi-y  both 
have  large  families,  and  actually  need  it.  I  addressed  you  a  letter  on  tliat  subject  some 
days  since.  You  further  say  in  your  order,  that  "I  am  instructed  bj'  the  governor  to  direct, 
in  paying  the  troops  of  Geu.  Floyd's  command,  none  shall  be  paid  as  mounted  men  hut 
those  actually  mounted,  and  that  no  more  mounted  men  be  paid  as  such  than  the  law 
allows." 

In  reply  to  the  first  part  of  the  above  sentence,  I  have  only  to  say  that  I  have  not  paid 
any  troops  as  mounted  men,  unless  they  were  actually  mounted,  or  were  so  reported  otti- 
eially  on  the  papers,  and  am  satisfied  none  have  been  paid  as  mounted  who  were  not  Has 
tht'  governor  any  information  to  the  contrary  ?  If  so,  I  would  Hid*  to  know  it,  so  as  to  be 
more  guarded  in  the  future.  1  did  refuse  to  pay  companies  who  were  cx)nnnissioned  as 
mounted  men,  because  they  were  not  mounted.  As  to  the  latter  clause  of  the  quoted  sen- 
t(!nce,  I  would  respectfully  ask  for  information.  1  have  carefully  rend  the  law  under  which 
those  troops  were  raised,  and  I  find  nothing  indicating  what_  proportion  are  to  be  mounted 
and  what  not.  That  appears  to  hav<^  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  governor.  That 
being  the  ease,  when  a  campany  presents  itself  for  payment,  with  the  officers  commissionid 
as  mounted  officers,  and  the.  men  are  mounted,  I  do  nf>t  see  how  they  vsm  be  n-fused  pay  as 
a  mounted  company.  I  have  heard  from  officers  of  that  command,  that  the  most  of  the 
command  were  mounted.  I  have  heard  uotliing  official  from  Gen.  Floyd.  My  intention 
was  to  have  paid  all  companies  who  were  mounted  (and  whoso  officers  had  commissions  aa 
such),  mounted  pay,  when  a  majority  of  the  company  (the  privates)  had  horses;  to  pay 
officers  according  to  their  connnissious,  if  for  mounted  service;  and»the  men  who  had 
horses,  mounted  pay;  the  balance  of  such  a  company,  infantry  p«^i'.  Every  thing  seems  to 
have  been  done  loosely  in  reference  to  the  raising  of  the  different  grades.  It  would  appear 
hard  that  a  private  who  had  furnished  his  horse  and  joined  a  company,  under  an  officer 
commissioned  for  mounted  service,  should  be  deprived  of  his  pay,  because  fionn;  of  the  men 
had  joined  without  horses.  I  have  given  you  what  1  had  intended  to  do,  if  I  had  not  re^ 
ceived  the  order  referred  to,  but  your  order  will  govern  me.  Therefore,  I  would  be  obliged 
if  you  would  inform  mo  what  i)roportion  of  Floyd's  command  is  t^)  be  paid  as  mounted 
men,  and  to  what  law  you  refer  \\\  your  order.

Sir: 

I  received  your  letter  thi«  morning  only,  in  answer  to  mine  written  seventeen 
days  ago.  I  am  sorry  to  be  compelled  in  still  more  emphatic  terms  to  renew  my  com- 
plaints of  the  I'.tter  inefficiency  of  the  quartermasters'  management  between  here  and 
WythevUlc.    I  am  still  entirely  without  supplies  of  any  sort  almost.    My  men  are  abso* 
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^  lately  destitute.  They  are  without  shoes,  blankets,  pantaloons,  coatf,  shirts,  socks,  and 
almost  cveiy  other  article  necessary  to  live  in  camp.  AVe  have  no  axes  and  scarcely  any 
cooking  utensils.  I  believe  there  is  not  another  command  on  earth  that  would  hold  together 
tor  one  week  under  snch  privations.  Their  entire  rations  consist  of  meat  and  bread,  and 
rarely  any  other  meat  but  beef  There  are  hundreds  of  men  here  without  shoes  and  with- 
out coats  and  blankets.  My  orders  to  the  quartermaster  siem  to  attract  no  sort  of  attention. 
I  have  pushed  my  troops  moie  tlmn  two  hundred  miles  from  Wj'thevilli!  without  one  dollar 
of  money  except  ton  thousand  dollars  furnished  to  Capt  Alvey.  The  coi\iplete  disregard 
not  only  of  the  comfort  of  this  conuuand  but  of  its  safely,  has  become  intolerable,  and  it 
must  bo  immediatt.'ly  reformed,  or  the  troops  must  be  disbanded. 

It  is  difficult  to  understand  why  there  is  such  persistent  refusal  to  send  us  axes.  We 
luive  passed  through  a  severe  snow  storm,  and  with  not  five  axes  to  a  regiment,  and  with 
all  the  destitution  of  blaukets  and  clothing  I  have  described.  The  arrangements  for  fur- 
iii.shing  us  food  are  wholly  inadequate,  and  three  days  of  continuous  rain  and  a  rise  of 
three  feet  in  the  streams,  which  is  likely  to  occur  every  day,  would  leave  the  command 
entirely  without  bread.  A  train  of  pack  mules  (one  or  two  hundred)  would  have  avoided 
the  danger  completely.  This  I  have  repeatedly  required  to  be  furnished  for  more  than 
three  months,  and  to  these  requisitions  not  the  slightest  notice  has  been  taken,  so  far  a.s  I 
know  or  have  heard.    * 

My  movements  have  been  entirely  foiled  and  broken  up  by  the  obstinate  negligence  and 
inatti-ntion  of  the  quartermaster's  department  somewhere,  to  the  wants  of  my  troops  and  to 
my  requireinents.  I  have  been  unable  to  move  in  consequence.  I  would  have  beeu  this 
day  far  advanced  ijito  the  country  held  by  the  enemy,  if  I  could  have  had  even  a  few  iudis- 
peiisahle  articles  furnished  upon  my  requisitions.  You  must  see  the  necessity  of  liaving 
these  crying  wrongps  remedied  at  once. 

The  proposition  you  sugg<^st  for  furnishing  the  command  supjilies  at  Giles  courthouse, 
instead  of  furnishing  them  by  the  route  and  in  the  manner  I  pointed  out  previously^s 
entirely  inadmissible.  The  supplies  could  not  be  at  a  less  desirable  point  than  at  (Jiles 
courthouse.  They  had  far  better^e  at  Lynchburg.  So  you  may  give  up  that  project  of 
supply  by  the  river  altogether,  as  it  has  been  deferred  to  so  late  a  day. 

There  still  remains  one  only  hope  for  our  deliverance  from  hunger,  and  only  one — that 
is,  to  furnish  us  at  once  with  a  train  of  two  hundred  pack  mules.  To  this  demand  I  hope 
you  will  give  ^our  personal  atti'utiou,  and  have  the  order  cxc^cutt^d.  If  it  become  necessary 
in  order  to  insure  tlu^  execution  of  this  demand,  you  had  better  request  to  have  all  the  quar- 
termasters on  the  line  removed  at  once,  and  I  will  do  it  without  hesitation,  and  put  others 
on  duty. 

The  recent  movements  of  the  confederate  troops  and  of  the  enemy  in  this  part  of  the 
cciuntry,  render  prompt  attention  and  action  upon  the  demands  of  this  conununication 
absolutely  essential  to  the  safety  if  not  the  existence  of  this  command.

General : 

A  petition  of  certain  citi^tms  of  Wythe  county,  relative  to  the  commis- 
sion of  certain  crimes  against  the  law  by  two  men  of  this  command,  has  been  referred  bj' 
bis  excell'^ucy  tlie  governor  to  the  commanding  general  for  information. 

The  general  hastens  to  reply,  that  as  soon  as  information  of  the  conmiission  of  these  of- 
fences reached  him,  orders  were  promptly  issued  for  the  arrest  of  the  perpetrators,  to  be 
turned  over  to  tlie  civil  authority.  The  man  Everett  deserted  his  coniparty  before  he  cnuld 
be  taken  into  custody,  and  has  never  since  been  heard  of.  'J'hese  cases,  temporarily  laid 
aside  under  the  pressure  of  other  business,  shall  be  investigated :  and  if  it  shall  be  found  in 
any  case  that  every  exertion  has  not  been  made  to  bring  these  or  any  criminals  to  justice, 
every  means  will  be  used  to  do  so. 

His  exc(>llency  may  rest  assured  that  every  facility  has  been  and  will  ever  be  afforded  at 
these  hpad  (juarters,  to  further  the  ends  of  justice  ;  and  the  general  here  takes  occasion  to 
inform  his  excellency,  that  when  application  was  first  mrtde  to  him  on  this  subject,  he  in- 
vited the  aggrieved  citizens  of  Wythe  into  his  camp  to  identify  the  perpetrators  of  these 
crimes ;  but  as  they  never  came,  the  matter  was  left  to  his  own  officers,  with  the  orders 
above  stated.

Refcning  to  my  letter  of  1st  instan*  I  have  now  the  honor  to  enclose  a 
copy  of  my  instructions  to  Special  Agent  FiTuiey,  the  agent  sek'Cted  for  the  duty  of  pur- 
chasing salt  at  the  Kanawha  salines.  I  have  also  to  advise  you  that  Col.  Finney  has  fur- 
ther telegraphed  me  as  follows : 

"  Assurances  are  absolute  that  our  army  has  left  the  Kanawha  valley.  I  have  good  rea- 
sons to  believe  that  all  wagons  beyond  this  point  on  this  line  have  been  turned  back." 

Still  hoping  that  the  information  thus  received  might  prove  to  be  exaggerated,  and  being 
illy  disposed  to  abandon  the  enterprise  afier  so  much  labor  had  been  put  forth  and  expenses 
incurred.  I  replied  to  Col.  F.  as  follows : 

"  Before  the  trip  is  abandoned,  it  should  be  settled,  beyond  question,  that  its  object  can- 
not be  accomplished ;  otherwise  both  you  and  I  will  suffer  in  reputation.  I  beg  ycm  will 
lay  (his  information  before  the  governor,  and  if  he  can  give  me  any  instructions  or  informa- 
tion, I  trust  he  will  do  so  at  once.  I  have  given  no  orders  to  delay  or  return  wagons 
en  route  as  yet,  and  will  not  before  I  get  more  specific  information."

I  rp.spectfiiUy  represent,  tliiit  I  am  captain  of  company  A,  2d  N.  0.  hattalion :  that  after 
th(!  surrender  at  Roanoke  island,  and  wliilc  on  parole,  a  large  number  of  the  men  of  my 
company,  amounting  to  nearly  one-half  of  the  company,  enlisted  in  the  Virginia  state  line 
under  General  Floyd,  and  are  now  in  a  regiment  conmianded  by  Col.  Manifer.  I  would 
further  represent,  that  I  was  detailed  by  Major  Geu  tJ.  W.  Smith,  to  proceed  to  the  e^imp 
of  Col.  Manifer  and  demand  my  men.  I  did  so,  and  the  colonel  conunanding  peremptorily 
refused  to  obey  the  order,  a  copy  of  which  I  had  with  nie,  and  which  I  produced.  My 
company  has  been  greatly  rediu-ed  by  this  defection,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  submit  to  it 
without  appeal  to  the  higher  authorities.  I  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  th«!  nect  ssary 
order.s  be  issued  for  the  return  of  the  men  of  my  company.

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  letter  from  the  adjutant 
general,  enclosing  a  copj'  of  a  jietition  from  James  Cook  and  others,  persons  confined  in 
the  Wyfhe  county  jail,  by  the  order  of  Major  General  Jno.  B.  Floyd,  on  the  charge  of  tretv- 
8011  and  disloyalty  to  the  stale  of  Virginia  and  the  Confedenvcy.  Theses  prisoners  were  sent 
here  by  the  order  of  Gen.  Floyd  from  his  camp  in  Logan  county,  with  an  order  for  their 
confinement  in  jail,  and  were  placed  in  jail  as  the  only  place  which  could  properly  secure 
them.     When  these  prisoners  arrived  here,  I  was  induced, to  believe  from  their  statement's 


no. 
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iiiid  repi't'sentations,  that  in  all  probability  they  were  the  victims  of  oppression  and  ought 
to  be  relieved  from  confinemetit ;  and  with  that  feeling  towards  them,  I  left  here  for  Logan 
county,  Avith  the  intention  of  suggesting  to  the  commanding  officer  the  propriety  of  their 
release.  But  before  I  got  further  than  Jeffcrsonville  in  Tazewell  county,  I  found  that  my 
sympathies  for  these  prisoners  were  misdirected,  if  the  statements  of  the  refugees  from  that 
part  of  the  state  could  be  relied  on,  who  were  loyal  and  faithful  in  their  allegiance.  These 
refugees  of  all  classes  and  sexes,  represented  them  as  disloyal  and  dangerous  characters. 
The  prisoner  Stuart  was  arrested,  as  I  am  informed,  on  his  return  from  Indiana,  proclaiming 
in  advance  of  th<-  em  my,  their  approach,  and  telling  the  union  men  to  stand  fast  and  firm, 
that  the  federal  army  would  soon  bo  there  to  relieve  them.  I  Iiave  this  from  the  representa- 
tions of  others,  as  of  course  I  know  nothing  personally  of  it  It  is  true  these  men  sliouht 
have  a  speedy  trial,  and  be  dealt  with  according  to  the  character  of  their  offence ;  but  I  an» 
persuaded  there  must  have  been  .soni'^  ^t^ong  suspicion  of  their  guilt,  from  the  fact  that 
Gen.  Floyd's  course  has  been  conciliatory,  and  men  even  taken  in  arms  have  been  released 
by  him  upon  his  ixiug  batisfied  of  their  return  to  their  allegiance  to  the  south ;  and  that 
they  should  be  sent  here  for  confinement  is  a  circumstance  against  them. 

It  is  true  Cook  is  near  fifty  years  of  age,  and  seems  to  be  infirm  from  rheumatism,  ahd 
has  a  son  in  the  '22d  Viiginia  regiment  in  the  confederate  service,  and  also  one  in  the  federal 
iimiy.  I  am  informed  that  sexeial  prominent  loyal  citizens  of  Wyoming  county  haves  ex- 
pressed the  wish  to  have  (.'ook  released,  a)«  tlu-y  have  bei^n  threatened  with  arrest  by  tho. 
federals  in  retaliation  for  Cook's  arrest.  If  so,  this  is  conclusive  of  his  guilt — at  h;ast  iu 
sympathy  with  the  <;nemy.  Cook  was  at  one  lime  a  mail  contractor,  and  discontinued 
to  carry  the  mail,"  because,  as  he  is  reported  to  have  said  that  he  vvas  a  union  niau,  and  ever 
expected  to  be  such  This  was  told  me  by  Mr.  CharKs  Greever  of  Tazewell  county,  a  for- 
mer member  of  the  Virginia  senate,  and  was  postmaster,  and  received  the  message.

Sir: 

I  have  tlie  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  letter  of  tlie  JOth  in- 
stant, enclosing  a  Utter  from  Tliomas  H.  l>oyle.s.  captain  state  line,  and  asking  for  certain 
information  concerning  his  company. 

In  reply,  I  have  thtt  honor  to  state  that  I  know  nothing  of  Capt.  lioyles'  company,  ex- 
cept that  on  the  7th  instant  he  sent  three  men  (the  only  men  he  has  sent)  to  this  place  from 
Lynchburg  as  part  of  a  company  he  was  raising.  Upon  examination  I  found  that  one  of 
the  three  men  was  a  confederate  soldier,  who  had  been  induced  to  leave  a  Lynchburg  hos- 
pital, and  enlisted  under  Capt.  Boyles.  This  man  I  sent  back  to  his  hospital  on  the  follow- 
ing morning.  Another  of  tbi'  men  had  never  been  sworn  into  the  service,  rind  refusing  to 
be  mustered  into  the  statts  service,  was  turned  loose.  Upon  this  I  wrote  Capt.  Boyles  a 
letter,  of  which  the  enclosed  is  a  copy,  and  will  explain  itself.  I  know  nothing  oi'  Capt 
Boyles,  except  that  some  months  ago  I  sent  him  the  governor's  orders  requiring  the  com- 
mandants of  certain  militia  regiments  to  call  out  the  men  under  their  command  to  serve 
under  Gen.  Floyd.

Cyrus  Boyd,  a  soldier  of  my  command,  who  has  just  been  exchanged  after  a 
long  captivity,  desires  me  to  bring  the  facts  stated  in  his  letter  (which  find  enclosed)  before 
your  attention  in  such  manuiT  as  to  secure  an  efficient  remedy  for  the  grievance  of  which 
be  complains.  There  must  be  some  remedy,  and  an  efficient  remedy  will  in  some  way  bo 
discovered.  I  ■^o  not  choose  to  characterise  the  act  complained  of;  but  it  is  plain,  if  the 
property  of  Keutuckians,  in  which  Kc^ntucky  soldiers  belonging  to  the  line  of  the  Confede- 
racy have  a  direct  and  almost  tangible  interest,  can  bo  thus  violently  wrested  from  its 
owners  and  estate,  and  held,  the  property  of  Virginia  can  be  driven  into  Kentucky  and 
held  against  the  true  owners,  upon  the  same  principle.  This  is  not  the  lirst  or  only  case 
brought  to  my  attention  by  Kentuckians,  resulting  from  the  late  military  movement  of  the 
Virginia  state  line;  but  it  comes  in  such  shape,  of  such  magnitude,  and  so  represeiitrd  as 
to  appeal  successfully  to  me  fo  intervene  in  behalf  of  a  party  complaining.  I  do  not  know 
Mr.  liayne,  but  ho  is  a  very  old  man;  and  Mr.  Boyd,  as  the  husband  of  his  daughter, 
probably  has  more  interest  in  the  negroes  than  ho  has  himself.  JJrs.  Honaker,  his  other 
daughter,  folfowed  them  unsuccessfully  to  Virginia. 

Has  Gen.  Floyd  or  Col.  Clarkson  made  any  return  of  these  captures  ?     It  would  seem 
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plaiu  that,  they  caiinut  acquire  private  title  through  sucli  a  trespass.     If  the  negroes  are  to 
be  held,  tbt  y  must  be  hold  by  the  public  authority,  anJ  in  the  name  of  Virginia. 

I  therefore  luakc  application  to  yon,  as  th<^  executive  of  the  state,  and  the  commander  in 
chief  of  its  forces,  to  order  its  restitution ;  or  if  you  pnff  r,  I  will  direct  my  soldier  to  make 
out  the  facts  and  send  a  petition  to  the  general  assembly  of  Virginia.  It  occurs  to  me  that 
an  order  from  you  pronptly  given,  to  turn  these  negroes  over  to  the  public  authoritj',  may 
place  them  iu  position  to  save  the  representatives  of  Mr.  Layue  from  loss,  by  assuming  un- 
mistakably, in  the  name  of  Virginia,  the  rt^sponsibility  of  this  capture.

The  forcG  under  the  command  of  Gen.  Floyd,  wlien  lately  in  Kentucky, 
brought  away  with  them  a  k)t  of  slaves,  the  property  of  Jiimes  Ij.  Layne  of  Floyd  county, 
Kentucky.  The  said  Layne  is  the  father  of  my  wife.  He  is  it  very  old  man,  being  near 
eighty  five  years  old.  I  know  of  no  person  who  is  trying  to  have  the  slaves  returned  to 
the  proper  owner,  or  any  one  who  would  have  niorc  right  to  do  so  than  myself  I  called  on 
Gen.  Floyd  at  Iiis  house,  and  made  known  my  business  to  him.  He  told  me.  that  he  had 
no  control  over  them,  but  that  he  knew  Col.  Cl.irkson  would  not  give  them  up.  There- 
fore I  write  to  you,  believing  that  you  will  order  th<^  slaves  given  up,  that  the  proper  owner 
may  get  them.  There  are,  from  the  best  infdrinafion  that  I  can  get,  twelve  of  them,  worth 
eight  hundred  or  one  thousand  dollars  ( ach.  I  wish  you  would  give  the  subject  your  at- 
tention as  early  as  possible:  and  if  there  should  be  any  proof  offered  to  show  that  Mr. 
Layne  should  be  deprived  of  bi.s  property,  I  would  like  to  bring  in  other  proof  to  show  to 
the  contrary.     Believing  (hat  your  excellency  will  do  justice  to  the  case,

Not  having  all  been  called  for  by  Gen.  Floyd, 
the. balance  remained  with  Mr.  Barrett,  subject  to  state  ord<:r.s.  These  arms  were  seized,  as 
8tated  within,  by  confederale  .soldiers',  by  the  order  of  Col.  Radford  of  the  state  line.  Unless 
the  governor  permitted  Col.  Radford  to  exercise  such  power,-the  colonel  has  committed 
an  error.

1  have  the  lionor  most  reppectfiilly  to  represent,  that  I  this  tiny  issued  an 

order  to  the  chief  of  ordnance  of  the  Viiginiii  state  line  at  tliis  post,  directing  him  to  tarn 
over  to  Lieut.  Col  H.  A.  Edmoiulson,  commandin}):  the  27th  Virginia  biittahou,  C.  S.  Army, 
'one  hundred  and  thirty-six  rifled  muskets  belonging  to  the  Virginia  state  Hue.  The  reason 
for  niy  doing  this  was,  Lieut.  Col.  Edmondson  called  upon  mo  and  represented  that  tho 
guns  of  his  battalion  were  at  I>arrett'.s  armory,  where  they  were  being  repaired,  but  were  not 
finished:  that  the  stale  Irno  had  at  tlio  same  armory  a  number  of  rifled  muskets  in  good 
order:  that  liis  men  were  Iheji  at  the  cars  ready  to  .start  for  h'ichmono;  and  as  he  could  not 
wait  to  have  his  guns  finished,  and  could  not  carry  into  action  men  without  aims,  ]ie  de- 
sired me  to  lend  liim  tlic  guns  belonging  to  the  state,  and  promised  to  give  a  n.-ceipt  for 
them  and  have  thoin  returned,  leaving  his  own  guns  (good  IJelgian  rifles)  until  it  should 
be  done.  I  gave  him  the  order  desired,  and  he  gave  tho  receipt  necessary,  and  took  the 
guns.  I  liave  done  thi.i,  because  I  thought  tlie  great  cau.se  in  whose  behalf  the  guns  wero 
loaned  would  be  more  benefited  by  arming  unarmed  men  starting  for  the  battle  field,  tlian 
by  allowing  them  to  remain  idle  in  the  ainiory — and  especially  so,  as  they  arc  to  be  re- 
turned, and  full  reparation  made  for  all  losses  and  damages.

Sir: 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  proceeded  with  my  command,  composed 
«f  detachments  of  the  ]st,  2d  and  3d  rej^iments,  on  the  3d  ult.  in  tlie  direction  of  Pike 
county,  Kentucky,  and  early  on  the  following  morning  reached  I'restonsburg.  At  that 
phue.  I  was  informed  tliat  sevcsral  boats  were  on  their  route  up  the  Sandy  river,  loaded  with 
Lirge  supplies  of  ammunition  and  clothing  intended  for  the  troops  stationed  at  Pikctou, 
and  that  on  the  previous  night  they  had  stopped  a  short  distance  below  the  town.  Without 
delay  I  moved  the  column  down  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  discovered  nine  boats,  attended 
by  a  strong  guanl,  in  readiness  to  receive  my  attack.  The  information  of  our  approach 
had  been  carried  before  us  by  a  nnion  man  in  that  vicinity.  After  a  spirited  contest  of  an 
hour's  duration,  we  succeeded  in  dislodging  th(!  enemy,  luunbering  about  ;50()  men,  and  ut- 
terly routed  them. 

In  the  fight  we  lost  two  men  killed  and  seven  wounded.  The  h>ss  of  the  enemy  was  at 
k'ast  2ri  killt'd,  and  iihout  the  same  nuinbc^r  wounded,  besides  2.'>  prisoners,  which  we  have 
with  ua. 

Our  cajiture  proved  exceedingly  vahiaWe,  consisting  of  a  large  number  of  Enfield  rifles- 
(JSdO)  and  ammunition,  with  all  the  aiH"outrement.'<  necessary  for  601)  or  1,(1(10  nieu.  It  gave 
IIS  sufficient  clothing  of  every  dej*cri[)tion  to  thoroughly  equift  the  greater  portion  of  the 
force  under  my  connnand.  Thi;  supply  of  sugar,  coffee  atid  salt  was  large,  and  was  nearly 
all  brought  off'  by  the  men.  The  men  having  ap]tropri:ited  all  they  denired  or  needed  of  the 
plutuh-r,  the  boats  were  destroyed.  The  value  of  the  captured  property  can  safely  be  esti- 
mated at  $25(1,000. 

1  am  grieved  to  slate  that  Captains  Keller  and  Kind  lay  were  paihfully  thjugh  uot  dan- 
gerously wounded.  They  are  able,  howevJr,  to  bo  tonviycd  with  tis,  and  shall  not  be  left 
to  fall  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy.  Lieut  Col.  Levi  ll.unpton  was  killed  on  the  side  of 
the  enemy. 

Hiaring  that  n  regiment  was  stationed  at  Pikcton,  I  directed  my  course  on  the  evening 
of  the  same  day  towards  that  place,  with  the  purpose  of  disbanding  this  forct*. 

Col.  Dils,  the  commaiulant  of  the  post,  had  received  intelligence  of  our  presence  in  the 
country,  and  we  cncouutered  him  during  the  night  on  the  road  between  Prestonsburg  and 
Piketon,  with  u  heavy  force.  A  sharp  skirmish  ensued,  in  which  the  enemy  were  com- 
pletely dispersed,  with  the  reported  lo.ss  of  Col.  Dils.  This  report,  though  coming  through 
his  own  otticers,  is  not  entirely  crtiditcd.  Here  one  of  o>ir  men  was  killed  instantly,  and 
two  t>thers  wounded  At  Piketon  »e  met  with  no  resistance,  and  captured  there  and  in 
that  vicinity  about  25  prisoners.  W(^  used  and  destroyed  the  stores  left  at  that  point,  and 
proceeded  directly  to  this  place,  the  mouth  of  Pond  creek,  which  we  reached  yesterd<^ 
afternoon. 

In  the  space  of  three  days  wo  have  made  a  tour  of  not  less  than  140  miles  through  the 
eneniv^s  country,  over  rugged  pathways  and  roads;  and  besides  the  captun-s  above  stated, 
we  have  brought  oft'  aliove  100  cattle,  more  than  1.50  horses,  and 'many  negroi-s.  The  popu- 
lation loyal  to  the  south  have  been  reassured  of  our  capacity  to  protect  them,  and  many 
have  joined  our  standard.  A  feeling  of  uijeasincss  and  uusafety  has  been  diflfusfd  among 
our  enemies  and  thotic  friendly  to  their  cause.  The  organization  of  the  enemy  has  been 
for  the  time  destroyed,  and  the  route  for  our  friends  to  come  to  us  is  left  open  and  unim- 
peded by  the  foe. 
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I  am  gratifiod  to  be  able  to  state  tbat  the  men,  in  spite  of  lonjf  and  tedious  marches,  in 
spite  of  privation  and  dilliufj  weatlier,  liave  displayed  a  spirit  and  determination  wortliy  of 
liigh  commendation.  The  officers  in  battle  and  on  the  march  have  conducted  themselves 
in  a  praiseworthy  manner.

I  have  received  no  supplies  yet.  It  will  be  4  cr  5  days  before  I  do. 
Wo  are  suffering  here  for  every  thing  but  meat  and  bread — some  few  sick  with  the  mumps 
and  colds,  being  so  much  exposed.  The  enemy  in  considerable  force  now  at  Whitesbury. 
VVoiild  go  and  whi])  them  away  if  I  had  guns  and  ammunition.  Will  go  and  see  them  so 
soon  as  I  get  the  articles  named.  Hope  you  will  get  ns  a  good  supply  nf  (lour,  cotl'ee,  salt, 
soaj),  candle.H,  and  all  other  articles  save  meat,  as  we  can  buy  plenty  of  pork  and  beef  here 
at  a  fair  price,  and  tiiat  will  save  transportation,  and  save  the  money  to  this  bad  treated  sec- 
tion of  our  state.  I  have  over  9U0  men.  I  have  written  to  the  adjutant  general  for  150  best 
ICiifield  guns  and  Springfield.  I  must  have  them  for  my  flanking  companies.  Hope;  you 
will  see  after  them.  1  want  some  G8  calibre  cartridges.  So  soon  as  in  fi.x,  I  can  take  care 
of  this  portion  of  our  state.  Would  not  have  any  more  help  if  I  could  get  it.  If  I  had 
:{(I0  cavalry,  of  my  sort  of  men,  I  would  destroy  the  salt  works  at  Abingdon  ^  am  the 
man  that  would  try  it  and  not  fail.  Wiiat  use  has  the  state  for  so  larg(!  a  force  below  here  ? 
Echo  repeats,  what  use?  Get  up  the  supplies  as  fast  as  you  can.  Put  all  the  boats  in  use 
you  can.  Get  a  good  supply  of  hard  bread  for  long  marching  and  scouting.  Have  no 
fears  for  this  post,  as  I  have  the  boys  that  will  take  care  of  it.  Don't  fail  to  send  uj)  the 
supplies.  There  will  be  a  raise  of  2  or  3  fei't  here.  Better  make  a  depot  at  Peach  orchard, 
if  no  farther  by  steam  boat,  and  then  we  can  get  by  our  push  boats.  Do  not  ht  any  of 
my  matters  be;  iiitcrfercd  with  by  any  one,  without  reporting  them  to  Gen.  Wright  and  our 
governor.  Do  m>t  f:iil  U)  or9t!r  on  a  plenty  of  supplies,  for  fear  of  the  close  of  the  river 
by  ice.

Gen'ERAL: 

The  connnanding  general  directs  mi>  to  say  that  his  conwnand  is  suffer- 
ing much  (or  axes,  cooking  utensils  aud  other  necessaries.  Many  i)f  tlir.se  stores  wrre  at 
Tazewell  courthouse,  which  is  distant  from  this  point  about  tweuty-tivo  miles. .  The  gene- 
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ral  ordered  all  these  stores  to  be  transported  by  wagon  to  this  point.  He  is  now  informed 
that  his  orders  are  disregarded,  and  that  the  stores  are  being  wagoned  tVojii  Tazewell  court- 
Louse  to  Wytheville,  to  be  shipped  to  Lynchburg. 

The  governor  will  readih'  perceive  that  so  long  as  the  qnarttn-master's  .department  is  al- 
lowed to  be  indnpeudt-nt  .of  the  orders  of  the  gerteral  commanding,  it  will  be  impossible  to 
make  any  adequate  provision  for  the  comfort  of  the  command,  and  to  prevent  its  disorgani- 
zation. If  tlie  oflticers  of  the  quartermaster's  department  are  allowed  to  ship  their  stores 
without  reference  to  the  orders  of  the  general,  it  will  be  utterly  impossible  to  conduct  the 
operations  of  the  command  on  any  system.  The  general  desires  to  know  whether  this  state 
of  affairs  meets  with  the  sanction  of  his  excellency  the  governor. 

Tlie  brigade  quartermaster,  recently  appointed,  informs  the  general  that  there  is  no  sys- 
tem, no  regularitj-,  no  supplies  that  he  knows  of,  nor  does  he  know  in  what,  quarter  to  apply 
for  them.  Tbe  general  commanding  thinks  that  it  will  be  impossible  to  hold  the  command 
together  many  days,  under  the  presiMit  state  of  affairs.

Yours  of  the  J  3th  instant  is  at  hand.  I  regret  very  much  to  inform  you  that 
up  to  this  time  I  have  no  lelinns  from  Gen.  Floyd's  connnand  of  any  kind.  I  have;  done 
my  best  to  get  information  on  which  to  base  an  i.slimate  ior  fuuds,  but  without  success.  I 
aui  wiiolly  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to  do. 

I  asked  for  and  received  $  ITfj.OUO  to  pay  the  command  to  31st  October,  and  as  soon  as  I 
received  the  money,  ord«'red  tlte  paymaster  out  to  make  the  gjiyment,  but  being  informed  by 
the  connnandant  at  Wytheville  that  Gen.  Floyd  was  down  ruar  the  Kentucky  line,  and  it 
would  be  useless  to  attempt  to  reach  him,  I  had  to  abandon  the  effort. 

Hearing  that  a  portion  of  the  troops  were  in  Greenbrier  county,  I  sent  out  pay  rolls  to 
them,  and  informed  Col.  Swann  the  commandant,  that  I  would  .send  out  to  pay  them.  To 
this  he  replied  that  he  did  not  wish  them  paid  before  1st  Janutny  1863.  This  will  explain 
to  the  governor  why  I  did  not  send  out  (a,s  l;e  directed  me  to  do,  through  Maj.  Taylor). 

I  have  recently  learned  that  these  troops  are  nov,-  at  Bath  alum  springs,  and  I  bave  writ- 
ten Col.  Swann  for  information  as  to  the  number  of  his  connnand.  When  I  get  his  reply, 
I  will  forward  jou  a  copy. 

I  have  also  written  to  Gen.  Floyd  to  Saltville,  near  which  place  I  understand  he  now  is, 
again  asking  him  to  furnish  me  with  the  data  necessary  to  enable  me  to  prejiare  fur  their 
payment,  and  will  furnish  you  with  a  copy  of  his  reply  when  I  get  it.  This  will  be  earlier 
than  information  after  the  paymerit,  for  I  fear  it  will  be  some  tiuu.'  ere  that  can  be  accom- 
plished, for  if  he  lias  3,50(1  men,  as  reported,  and  the  most  of  them  arc  mounted,  it  will  re- 
quire a  large  amount  to  pay  them. 
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Supposing  tliat  the.  nuinber  of  men  timount  to  six  veginipnts,  I  send  you  two  estimates — 
on»-  for  mi'iuitid  im-n,  the  oilier  for  infantry.  The  estimates  include  six  quartermasters  and 
Bix  surftcons.  but  d<ics  not  include  Gen.  Floyd's  staff.  I  have  no  official  information  iis  to 
what  proportion  of  mounted  men  he  has. 

I  have  only  paid  four  companies  of  the  state  line,  to  wit :  companies  A,  B,  C  and  D,  and 
tliey  were  paid  lo  :Ust  August  18U2 — amount,  $  10,119  79,  including  officers  on  deladnu  .ser- 
vice. 'Major  Taylor,  who  is  in  Richmond,  has  paid  some,  and  as  soon  as  I  get  his  report,  I 
will  make  ii  further  report  to  you.  I  would  like  to  know  the  latest  period  that  will  answer, 
so  that  1  may  be  able  to  give  all  the  information  that  may  come  in. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  Capt.  Downs'  company  is  still 
being  paid.  That  company  was  not  raised  under  the  act  raising  rangers,  iuid  has  beeu  le- 
ceiving  pay  since  ITith  July  18lii,  over  the  12  mouths  for  which  it  was  originally  raised.  I 
learn  it  has  In  en  ordered  to  join  (Jen.  Floyd's  comuuind,  and  I  suppose  nmst  now  be  con- 
8idci"od  as  part  of  the  state  line.     It  is  now  with  Col.  .Swann. 

I  hive  not  included  in  my  report  the  payments  to  that  and  one  other  ranger  company 
(Spiigg's).  Please  inform  me  il  I  shall  hereafter  consider  the.se  rangers  as  a  part  of  the 
state  line. 

I  have  on  hatid  about  $  175,000  to  pay  Gen.  Floyd's  command.  If,  however,  he  has  the 
number  of  men  reported,  it  will  take,  supposing  they  have  been  in  service  from  1st  Septem- 
ber, and  all  infantry,  $-27.'),(i40  to  pay  them  to  3l8t  December.  If  cavalry,  $408, Kid,  ex- 
clusive of  the  staff  of  the  general. 

Shall  I  wait  to  hear  from  Gen.  Floyd  before  making  further  requisitions  or  not?  Plcaso 
give  me  your  opiuion.

I  have  the  honor  to  communicate  to  yon  that  when  the  Virginia  state  line,  was 
first  established  and  organized,  WytheviMe  was  .selected  by  Gen.  Ju<:  IJ.  Floyd  as  the  point 
for  ills  basis  «.f  supplies  and  organization — ni>t  because  of  any  particular  a'lvantage  that  it 
afforded,  but  because  any  other  pnint  on  the  Virginia  and  Tennessee  rail  road,  adapted  for 
such  a  purpose,  had  been  selected  by  the  confederate  officers  for  their  purposes,  vi/, :  Dublin 
by  Gen.  Loiing.  and  Abingdon  by  Gen.  Marshall.  At  the  time  Maj.  ik-n.  Floyd  estaltlisiicd 
Ills  depot  here,  thcie  were  no  forces  of  the  confederate  service,  and  Gen.  FKi3d  took  pos- 
session of  the  fair  grounds  near  Wytheville,  known  as  Camp  Jackson,  and  had  some  repairs 
done  to  Ihc  buildings,  to  n-nder  them  fit  for  the  troops  of  tlie  Virginia  stale  line  that  might 
be  temporarily  stationed  here.  On  tin;  4th  of  November  ]8(y2  Col.  R.  C.  'I'ngg  of  General 
Mar.sbair8  conunond,  with  his  regiment,  took  pos.session,  during  my  temporary'  absence  oa 
official  business  in  Tazewell,  of  the  fair  giotinds  at  this  place,  which  Gen.  Floyd  had  pccu- 
picd  UM(]  used  by  the  state  troop.s  ever  since  the  passage  of  the  law  creating  the  state  lino; 
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and  in  iloing  so,  some  of  his  coniinand  dispossessed  some  of  the  state  troops  of  their  quar- 
ters in  a  yioleut  and  shameful  manner,  as  will  be  seen  from  a  statement  of  Lieut.  L.  G. 
Shockley,  commanding  a  detachment  of  the  Virginia  forces,  herewith  enclosed  (marked  A). 

In  consequence  of  the  occupation  of  the  fair  grounds  by  Col.  Trigg's  regiment,  the  state 
has  been  subjected  to  the  expense  of  securing  other  ijuarters  for  troops  who  have  arrived 
since  the  above  mentioned  occupation.  If  there  was  any  necessity  for  this  unwarranted 
and  unwarrantable  conduct  on  the  part  of  officers  in  high  position,  this  matter  mi^ht  be 
passed  over  in  silence;  but  there  can  be  no  necessity  for  troops  of  the  confederate  service 
here,  as  this  point  cannot  well  be  said  to  be  threatened,  as  Gen.  Jno.  B.  Floyd  with  liis 
force  is  now  more  than  150  miles  in  advance  from  this  place,  unsupported  by  any  force 
whatever,  and  covering  all  the  approaches  to  this  place. 

The  conduct  of  the  officers  of  the  state  forces  has  ever  been  polite  and  conciliatory  towards 
the  confederate  army  and  its  officers,  and  have  rendered  them  all  the  aid  in  their  power. 
This  same  regiment  atd  that  of  Col.  Morris  of  the  same  command,  were  but  a  few  days 
before  provisioned  from  the  commi.ssariat  of  the  state  line  from  this  jiost,  as  they  were 
without  supplies,  and  the  same  amount  could  be  restored  to  the  state  line  by  the  confederate 
authorities ;  and  in  return  for  this  aid  and  assistaiu-e,  the  troops  of  the  state  of  Virginia  are 
violently  dispossessed  of  their  quarters  by  the  orders  of  confederate  officers;  which  violent 
conduct  was  unresisted,  as  the  officer  in  command  of  the  post  had  not  troops  to  prevent  this 
outrage. 

The  positions  at  Dublin  and  Abingdon  are  ecjually  if  not  more  eligible  as  a  basis  for  the 
conlederate  troops  than  Wytheville— more  especially  as  they  have  at  those  points  post 
quartermasters  and  commissaries,  and  would  prevent  any  competition  between  the  two 
forces  in  obtaining  supplies. 

It  was  to  be  hoped  that  these  two  forces,  struggling  in  u  common  cause,  for  a  common 
purpose  and  the  attainment  of  a  mutual  deliverance  fi-om  a  common  foe,  would  have 
co-operated  in  the  same  spirit  of  confidence  and  good  feeling  which  characterized  the  two 
governments  in  creating  these  forces.  No  possible  good  can  result  to  the  service  from 
retaining  the  confederate  forces  at  this  point;  nor  can  there  be  the  slightest  neo'ssity  for  it 
so  long  as  Gen.  Floyd  continues  to  cover  the  aj)proaches  to  this  place  one  hundred  miles 
in  advance  of  any  portion  of  the  confederate  army. 

I  should  respectfully  sugg<'st  that  you  have  a  conference  with  the  confederate  authorities, 
and  have  these  troops  removed  to  some  other  point;  which  will  prevent  all  competition  and 
conflict,  and  greatly  enhance  the  interest  of  the  service.

I  have  the  honor  to  commnnicate  to  you,  as4he  commandant  of  this  post,  in 
the  absence  of  Col.  Robert  Preston,  that  on  the  14th  of  this  month  Col.  Robert  Trigg's 
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re^^imont,  iu  thn  confydorafc  servicp,  came  to  this  camp  and  took  np  tlioiv  qiiavtors  iu  the 
fiamc  im-losnie  wliicli  liad  been  previously  occupied  by  the  troops  nf  tlu;  Virginia  state  line, 
and  accommodated  themselves  with  wliatever  they  tlionght  proper  of  the  buildmgs  there,  ex- 
cept two  small  houses  which  were  in  the  occupancy  of  the  state  troops.  Being  informed  by 
some  of  th(^  men  under  my  command,  that  a  Capt.  Hammitt  of  the- above  mentioned  regi- 
ment had  peremptorily  ordered  them  to  leave  the  house  whicli  they  occupied,  or  else  he 
would  throw  them  out,  I  went  in  search  of  Capt.  Hammitt;  and  when  I  demanded  of  him 
his  authority  for  ordering  tliesi;  men  of  the  Virginia  state  line  to  leave  a  house  which  they 
had  so  long  occupied,  and  which  I  was  informed  had  been  fitted  up  by  the  state  of  Virginia 
for  her  troops,  he  informed  me  that  it  was  done  by  the  express  order  of  Col.  Trigg,  and  that 
some  portion  of  the  honst;  was  to  be  occujiied  by  himself,  and  the  remainder  to  be  torn  down 
and  the  boanLs  to  be  used  by  other  officers  of  that  regiment.  I  insisted  that  tlie  men  under 
my  command  should  not  be  ejected  from  the  building,  but  Capt.  Hammilt  said  lie  having 
been  ordered  to  take  possession  of  the  house,  ht;  would  bring  his  whole  company  and  take 
the  same  by  force,  which  I  informed  him  he  would  have  to  do. 

On  the  morning  of  the  17th  instant,  in  the  absence  of  all  the  men  but  one,  Capt.  Ham- 
mitt did  actually  throw  the  baggage  and  camp  equipage  of  these  men  out  of  doors,  and 
violently  take  possession  of  the  iiouse,  the  property  of  the  state,  as  I  am  informed,  and  lorce 
the  state  troops  to  seek  such  quarters  as  they  could.

S.  army,  and  myself,  in  resp(;ct  to  tlie  interference  of  that 
officer  with  the  quarters  of  the  state  troops.  I  hav(i  .also  enclosed  a  letter  of  Lieut.  Lang- 
home's  to  that  ofiicer)  and  his  reply  thereto.  The  disjiossessioii  of  the  state  troops  b}-  con- 
federate oflicers,  the  sJime  referred  to  in  my  letter  to  your  excellency  bearing  date  the  18th 
instant,  was  after  the  receipt  of  the  letter  to  Lieut.  Langhorne.  I  cannot  impress  upon  yon 
too  earnestly  the  absolute  necessity  of  having  this  regiment  and  other  confederate  troops 
removed  from  this  point.

Capt.  Hamuiitt  denies  having  used,  offered  or  threatened  violence. 
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You  arc  rifjht  in  supposing  that  no  outnige  has  been  committed  by  my  advice  or  iippioval. 
I  am  dctprinined  that  there  shall  be  no  collision  between  troops  of  the  Virginia  stale  Hue 
and  conferlcrafe  troops  under  my  connnaud,  if  I  can  possibly  avoid  it.  I  learn  lor  flie  first 
lime  from  Lieut.  Shockley's  statement,  that  this  is  the  property  of  the  state,  "  fitted  up  for 
her  troops."  I  write  to  Richmond  to  night  to  be  fnlly  informed  upon  this  point;  and  if  it 
belong  to  Virginia,  I  shall  at  once  evacuate  the  whole  premises.

There  are  8  men  in  Camp  Jackson  belonging  to  Capt.  Johnson's  camp 
Those  occupying  quarters  on  the  west  side  of  the  encampment,  although  ample  for  ten  times 
their  numbers,  have  been  in  no  wise  interfered  with.  I  gave  express  orders  to  that  effect. 
Two  men  occupying  an  isolated  building  sufficient  to  accommodate  20  men,  were  requested 
to  unite  with  another  mess  occupying  another  building  large  and  cotnmodious,  and  more 
than  sufficient  to  accommodate  all  the  men  in  Capt.  Johnson's  camp.  I  am  persuaded,  upon 
enquiry  and  close  investigation,  you  will  find  that  this  is  all  the  interference  that  has  hap- 
pened to  Capt.  .Johnson's  men. 

You  need  not  trouble  yourself  to  move  these  men,  as  they  shall  remain  in  quarters  ample 
to  acconnnodute  them,  and  unmolested.

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Cami*  in  Logan,  Nov.  24,  1862. 
Sir: 

I  have  not  heard  a  word  from  you  since  Major  Carrington  left  yoii  early  in 
the  autumn,  and  therefore  am  quite,  uncertain  whether  my  action  meets  with  your  approval 
or  not.  I  can  only  hope  that  it  does.  I  have  heen  .surrounded  wiih  immense  difficulties  of 
every  pos!»ible  kind — but  chiefeit  and  worst  of  all,  thc!  utter  inefficiency  and  imbecility  of 
the  <iuartermaster  and  commissary  departments.  We  are  still  destitute  of  clothing,  blankets 
and  axes.  We  have  beef  in  abundance,  and  subsist  upon  that  and  a  jin.carious  supply  of 
corn  meal  procured  in  the  country.  Wc  have  nothing  else:  still  tin;  men  seem  to  got  along 
without  many  complaints. 

I  liave  remained  until  this  very  late  period  in  tliis  remote  part  of  the  country,  for  the 
purpose  of  rooting  out,  if  possible,  the  union  element  amongst  the  people  This  I  find 
very  hard  to  do  since  the  advance  of  the  enemy  and  their  near  ai>i)roach  to  tliis  region.  If 
the  union  feeling  could  be  eradicated,  I  think  this  country,  and  consequently  that  towards 
th<;  rail  road,  could  be  very  certainly  di-feuded  against  anj'  force  likely  to  be  brought 
against  it.  I  have  desired  likewise,  as  a  matter  of  military  jiolicy,  to  keep  iny  position 
upon  the  enemy's  flank  as  long  as  I  could  po.ssibly  maintain  it,  becau.«e  I  think  the  enemy 
would  hardly  advance  upon  the  rail  road,  leaving  me  so  far  to  his  rear.  If  sucii  wcro  the 
case,  I  could  dcsUny  his  trailis  and  cut  off  his  supplies,  unless  he  kept  a  large  aimy  for  an 
escort,  which  is  impossible.  I  conclude  therefore  the  enemy  will  either  remain  where  he  is, 
whilst  I  stay  here,  or  will  advance  upon  nie  with  such  force  as  to  render  a  forward  move- 
jnent  upon  the  rail  road  next  to  impossible  this  winter.  If  I  can  do  any  Ihing  to  prevent 
or  retard  the  advance  upon  the  rail  roail,  I  think  such  servici;  will  amidy  rcpiiy  us  for  our 
real  toil  and  the  privations  we  have  undergone. 

Another  incidental  advantage,  but  a  very  important  onv,  arises  from  our  holding  this 
country  to  the  latest  possible  period :  it  is  that  of  subsisting  our  people  upon  supplies  which 
can  only  be  made  available  to  a  force  in  tlie  country.  Every  day  we  hold  our  position 
relieves  the  country  east  of  the  Cundx-rland  range  of  the  burden  ^f  our  Bup])ort.  It  also 
consumes  what  might  be  usiul  otherwise  by  the  enemy  as  supplies  by  which  to  advance 
into  the  interior.  I  ihink  every  possible  means  that  ingenuity  and  economy  cjin  suggest  to 
husband  our  army  .supplies,  slumld  be  resorted  to  and  enforced.  This  «ar  is  going  to  take 
fhe  form  of  excessive  violence  and  gigantic  proportions,  and  will  be  resolved  at  the  south 
into  a  question  of  possible  subsistence,  and  at  the  north  into  one  of  finance.  It  will  be  a 
struggle  as  to  wliich  can  last  the  longest,  our  subsistence  or  their  money.  With  an  abun- 
dance of  supplies,  our  country  is  unconquerable;  but  both  courage  and  patriotism  quickly 
sink  under  the  grip  of  ftimine ;  and  we  must  not  conceal  from  ourselves  the  fact  that  some 
articles  of  food  have  already  nearly  reached  famine  prices. 

The  supplies  of  all  our  mountain  region,  within  possible  reacli  of  the  rail  road,  ought  to 
be  left  entirely  untouched  throughout  the  winter,  if  that  be  possible;  and  if  not,  then  the 
least  available  quantity  should  be  taken. 

There  is  no  danger  of  any  advance  by  the  enemy  from  Kanawha  this  winter,  in  stronger 
force  than  could  be  repelled  by  a  few  regiments  of  Gen.  Echols'  connnand,  Jissisted  by  my 
force.  The  balance  of  the  tioops  in  the  country,  consisting  of  the  residue  of  Gen  Echols' 
force  and  Gen.  Marshall's  whole  command,  amounting  in  all  no  doubt  to  ten  thousaiid  men, 
could  be  at  once  taken  to  a  field  of  active  operation^on  tide  water.  If  you  could  induce 
■  the  secretary  of  war  to  take  this  course,  I  am  sure  it  would  pfove  advantageous  to  the 
general  interest  of  the  service,  and  an  absolute  blessing  to  the  mountain  lejjiun.  The 
army,  beyond  what  I  have  above  indicatt  d,  is  entirely  useless  in  the  rail  road  region — and 
svhat  is  worse  still,  the  idleness  and  iuactiun  of  the  troops  produce  a  general  demoializa- 
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tion,  and  render  it  next  to  impossible  to  keep  the  men  together.  Next  season  I  feel  confi- 
dent \\f.  will  need  a  strong  force  to  dofVnd  the  country,  and  there  will  be  a  crying  necessity 
for.  every  ounce  of  meat  and  every  ounce  of  provender  the  country  can  furnish. 

Gen.  Marsliall's  return  to  the  state  was  the  signal  for  a  systematic  attempt  by  some  of 
his  officers  to  disorganize  my  command.  A  fellow  called  Witcher,  assuu:iug  to  hold  the 
rank  of  major  in  Gen.  Marshall's  command,  a  person  of  the  most  depraved  and  infamous 
character,  fell  in  last  week  with  one  of  my  companies  stationed  at  some  distance  from  me, 
and  persuaded  the  whole  company  to  desert  tlieir  post  and  go  "to  join"  Gen.  Marshall's 
army.  The  name  of  my  captain  is  Counts.  This  company  had  been  regularly  mustered 
into  the  state  service  as  early  as  June  or  July,  had  been  armed,  equipped  and  clothed  by 
the  state,  and  wer^at  the  time  of  their  desertion  nu)re  than  two  hundred  miles  Irom  Gen. 
Marshall's  head  quarters.  Several  other  in.stutices  of  almost  equally  bad  conduct  by  confe- 
derate officers,  have  occurred  witli  me  whilst  raising  my  troops.  I  will  itt  proper  time  send 
you  the  papers  showing  you  the  character  of  these  transactions.  I  have  borne  with  these 
outrages  hilently,  for  the  sake  of  harmony,  and  tiiat  a  united  front  both  in  action  and  feeling 
might  be  presented  to  tiie  formidable  enemy  threatening  our  existfuce. 

Gen.  Ediols  I  know  woiild  not  iiave  sanctioned  any  of  the.'je  proceedings ;  and  I  feel 
quite  confident  the  secretary  of  war  will  condl'inn  the  cour.se  pursued  by  the.se  men.  I 
would  not  consent  to  hold  my  command  one  liour,  if  it  is  to  be  settled  that  a  rivahy  exist* 
between  the  two  branches  of  service,  instead  of  a  cordial  fellowship. 

These  things  are  wearying  and  somewhat  vexatious  too;  but  for  the  present  noihing  re- 
mains for  me  but  to  refer  the  business  to  you  for  proper  adjustment  with  the  secretary  of 
war;  which  no  doubt  can  be  easily  done. 

'  It  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  force  I  raise — the  men  generally  whom  I  enlist — are 
not  likely  to  be  gotten  into  the  service  at  all  except  by  the  meau.s  I  use  to  do  it;  and  I  doubt 
if  ttuother  man  c;in-  be  induced  to  make  the  eifort.  I  think  my  command  is  very  nearly  a 
clear  gain  to  the  aggregate  force  for  defence  of  the  west,  and  therefore  that  tlie  effort  to  raise 
it  should  be  strongly  encouraged  by  the  war  department.  For  local  defence  it  is  of  great 
importance,  and  soon  will  be  very  efficient.  It  is  m)w  able  to  repel  any  force  short  of  a 
laro-e,  well  appointed  army,  and  evi-n  that  it  could  greatly  retard  in  a  march. 

Hoping  soon  to  hear  from  you  in  terms  of  approval,

I  received  this  morning  yo'ir  communication  of  the  24th  ultimo,  aud  avail 
myself  of  the  earlic-t  moment  to  reply.  Winn  your  hitter  cumplainiiig  of  tjhc  quarter- 
master general  wiis  n.-eeived,  I  directed  a  copy  to  be  communicated  to  him,  and  c;illed  upon 
him  to  icspond  to  the  charges.  That  response  was  received  a  lew  days  ago,  and  a  copy  has 
been  sent  to  you  by  tlio  adjutant  general. 
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Your  views  of  military  operations  appear  to  me  to  lie  forcible  and  judicious ;  but  in  the 
abseiHO  of  ii:e  official  reports  of  the  strength  and  condition  of  j'our  command,  it  is  impos- 
Bible  fur  uie  to  (iL'tormine  wliat  should  be  adopted.  In  this  connection,  permit  me  to  say  it 
is  of  the  first  importance  that  the  returns,  full  and  complete,  should  be  here  before  the  meet- 
jug  of  the  general  it.ssembly.  They  were  called  for  at  the  last  session,  and  it  is  certain,  I 
think,  that  the  call  will  be  repeated  at  the  coming  session.  Besides,  I  imagine  the  effort  to 
transfer  the  ftiree  to  the  confederate  government  will  be  renewed.  These  considerations 
ehow  how  important  it  is,  that  the  returns  be  sent  in  immediately. 

Your  efforts  to  smother  and  root  out  the  union  feeling  existing  in  that  portion  of  the  state, 

meet  with  my  cordial  approval,  and  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  inform  you  that  I  have 

understood  from  various  sources  that  great  good  has  been  done,  and  that  the  tone  of  public 

sentiment  has  very  perceptibly  improved. 

• 
That  jiortion  of  your  communication  which  relates  to  the  mode  of  protecting  the  rail 

road,  will  be  made  known  to  the  secretary  of  war,  with  the  purpose  of  ascertainiiig  his. 

views  in  reference  to  your  suggestions.     I  regard  them  as  very  important,  but  I  have  no 

dotlbt  he  will  wish  to  know  ihe  strength  and  condition  of  the  state  line,  and  with  this  view 

will  ask  for  the  returns.     I  fear  also  that  trouble  will  occur  in  settling  the  question  as  to 

the  command  of  the  united  forces. 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  you  are  correct  wlien  you  say  the  force  yoij  have  enlisted  am 
men  in  the  main  not  likely  to  have  been  gotten  into  the  service  except  through  the  agency 
of  the  state  line.  This  consideration,  it  appears  to  me,  should  have  its  infiuenee  in  deter- 
mining the  judgment  of  the  secretary  of  war  upon  the  feasibility  of  your  plans  for  the  win- 
ter at  least. 

I  cannot  doubt  that  the  secretary  will  order  General  Marshall  to  deliver  up  the  company 
that  deserted  under  the  iuflueuce  and  persuasion  of  Maj.  Witcher. 

In  the  manapfment  of  your  future  operations  I  will  leaver  you  to  be  guided  by  your  own 
judgment,  in  which  I  have  entire  confidence.  You  arc  familiar  with  the  topography  of  the 
country  and  the  character-and  disposition  of  Ihe  people  with  whom  you  have  to  deal;  and 
being  on  the  ground,  you  can  form  an  enlightened  opinion. 

As  soon  as  the  secretary  of  war  makes  known  his  opinion  on  your  suggestions,  you  will 
be  informed  of  it.

He  begs  to  point  j'ou  to  an  army  destitute  of  clothes,  blankets,  shoes,  axes  and  tents,  in 
a  country  bare  of  supplies;  and  he  feels  constrained  to  say  that  the  governor  will  soon  be 
Ujlder  the  necessity  either  of  disbanding  the  state  forces,  or  of  reorganizing  the  quarter- 
master's department.

The  (ittur  blanks  arc  in  the  hands  of  the  qiiarlcniiasters,  and  are  not  to  he  liad  on  any 
tern:s ;  and  \\c  have  been  using  written  forms.

When  in  Richmond  last  you  handed  me  a  copy  of  n  letter  addressed  to 
yon  by  Gen.  Floyd  (which  ha.s  been  misplaced),  in  which  the  general,  as  well  as  I  recollect, 
gives  as  u  reason  for  not  reporting  to  your  office  the  number  of  hi.s  command,  that  the 
quarterniasier's  department  had  not  lurnished  tlie  command  w  ith  stationery.  It  is  of  course 
impossililc  for  me  to  say  whether  the  supplies  of  that  article  have  reached  the  head  quarters 
of  Gen  rioyd;  but  of  this  I  can  tipeak  positively,  that  an  abundance  of  stationery  has 
been  pindia.sed  and  paid  for,  and  that  eftbrts  have  been  made  to  have  it  reach  that  officer. 

My  own  accounts  show  that  I  paid  Messrs.  Ritchie  &  Dimnavant  of  Richmond  an  ac- 
count created  bj  order  of  Gen.  Floyd,  and  sent  by  them  directly  to  Gen.  Floyd  at  Wythe- 
ville.  The  account  is  dated  June  blh,  and  contains,  among  others,  the  following  items, 
viz:  l'J'>  Muster  Rolls  (Field  and  Sfali),  120  Company  Keiurns,  350  Regimental  Keturus, 
35U  Muster  Rolls,  and  lIOU  Muster  and  Pay  Rolls.     I  paid  this  accouut  August  Jst,  ld.)2.

I  have  also  issued  all  other  needful  articles  of  stationery,  including  envelopes,  Jaro-e  an^ 
email.  Froui  these  statements  you  will  perceive  that  '4'J!^  leauis  of  paper  have  been  issued 
and  pureliasrd  for  the  use  of  that  couunaud — sufficient,  in  my  judgment,  for  tin)  use  of  ih© 
entire  command  fur  its  whole  period  of  service. 

Permit  me  to  say,  in  conclusion,  that  I  cannot  in  justice  be  held  responsible  for  the  safe 
delivery  of  supplies  to  G«^n.  Fl-yd's  command.  I  have  ordered  the  purchase  of  sufficient 
transpoilation  and  the  employment  of  .such  labor  as  may  bo  necessary  to  places  it  ih  proper 
condition  for  moving  the  supplies.     I  have  enough  to  do  to  procure  the  articles  of  ail  kinds. 
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both  of"  this  depaitmeut  and  that  of  the  commissary  as  well,  required  for  its  use,  and  I  must 
content  myself  to  bear  any  complaints  of  tlie  kind  in  question. 

I  beg  to  enclose  for  your  infornsation  a  copy  of  my  instructions  to  Brigade  Quarfermaster 
Johnson,  in  which  I  have  sought  to  impress  upon  him  the  great  necessity  for  avoiding  such 
complaints  in  future.  I  trust  we  shall  have  no  more  of  it,  for  I  can  bear  testimony  to  the 
energy  of  the  post  quartermasters  at  Wy theville,  from  which  point  the  supplies-  for  Gen. 
Floyd's  command  are  sent  out. 

No  effort  has  been  spared  by  me,  and  I  believe  by  those  officers,  in  order  to  place  the 
state  line  troops  in  such  condition,  as  regards  clothing  and  all  other  supplies,  as  would  show 
to  both  officers  and  men  that  their  wants  were  fully  appreciated.

General: 

I  desini  through  j'ou  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  his  excellency  the 
governor  some  facts  of  vital  importance  to  this  command.  In  a  former  letter  I  drew  the 
attention  of  his  excellency  to  the  culpable  negligence  which  existed  somewbcre  in  the  quar- 
termaster's department,  and  of  the  utter  disregard  there  to  the  requisitions  which  I  made 
upon  it.     I  regret  to  say  that  the  evils  complained  of  have  not  been  remedied. 

I  enclose  herewith,  a  copy  of  a  letter  addressed  to  the  quartermaster  general,  that  yon 
may  see  the  condition  of  the  command,  and  use  your  authority  to  remedy  the  wrongs  we  so 
justly  complain  of.  I  fear,  however,  a  complete  reformation  is  not  likely  to  take  place  until 
the  staff  of  the  state  line  is  fully  organized,  and  disconnected  with  that  which  now  exists. 
If  we  are  trammeled  and  delayed  in  the  future  as  we  have  been  in  the  past,  I  think  the 
state  line  will  fail  to  perform  what  its  friends  justly  expect  at  its  hands.  I  am  unwilling 
yet  to  abandon  this  pait  of  tlic  country  without  at  least  making  some  satisfactory  test  of 
the  enemy's  strength  and  position.  I  am  straining  every  nerve  to  eradicate  from  all  the 
toountain  passes,  the  ijuiou  feeling  and  clement,  for  this  alone  renders -the  advance  of  the 
enemy  formidable.  An  advance  in  force,  with  all  the  appliances  of  a  well  appointed  army, 
cannot  be  made,  except  by  Lewisburg  and  Raleigh  courthouse. 

I  am  still  holding  all  the  country  as  far  as  Boone  counij-,  although  the  men  are  suffering 
verj'  great  privations,  particularly  as  the  weather  is  becoming  extremely  cold.  If  we  could 
get  a  well  appointed  pack  train  of  two  hundred  mule.s,  it  would  give  perfect  security  to  xxa, 
and  render  our  movements  easy  wherever  we  chose  to  go. 

Trusting  this  train  will  be  furnished  at  once,

Major  : 

Having  been  appointed  bj  the  governor  of  Virginia  brigade  quartermaster 
for  the  state  line  troops,  and  filed  in  this  office  your  official  bond  and  oath  of  offict;,  watiH- 
factorilj  execated  in  the  penalty  of  twenty  thousand  dollars.  T  have,  now  to  instruct  yon  aa 
follows : 

You  will  proceed  to  Wytheville,  Virginia,  where  you  will  find  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodlooand  C. 
W.  Venablo,  assistant  quartermasters  of  the  state  lino,  ou  duty,  from  whom  you  will  be 
able  to  gather  such  information  with  reference  to  the  state  of  the  service  under  their  charge, 
as  will  enabh'-  you  to  form  a  proper  estimate  of  the  gi'ueral  condititm  then'of. 

You  will  inform  yourself  specifically  in  regard  to  the  causes  which  operate  in  delaying 
the  receipt  at  Gen  Flood's  head  quarters  of  the  supplies  for  his  command,  which  have  been 
forwarded  to  Wytheville,  and  it  is  believed  been  sent  forward  from  that  point.  It  is  evideiit 
that  there  is  gross  mi.snianagement  somewhere;  and  as  it  is  all  important  that  the  enfetjy  ui 
the  command  should  no  longer  bo  hazarded  from  this  cause,  you  will  be  expected  to  examine 
closely  into  all  the  facts  and  circumstances,  and  proceed  to  made  such  arrangements  as  wil! 
obviate  all  difficulties  in  the  future.  You  are  expected  to  report  all  incompetent  officers  to 
this  department,  and  to  cause  all  incompetent  agents  and  other  (ini)ioyceH  to  b(!  discharged 
by  the  parties  employing  them.  I  regret  to  state  that  there  has  been  occasion  for  complaint 
in  this  regard.  I  trust  therefore  that  you  will  jiroceed  promptly  to  place  matters  in  mch 
condition  as  will  leave  no  cause  for  it  in  the  future. 

It  is  believed  that  ample  means  of  transportation  have  been  secured  to  meet  all  the  de- 
mands of  tjie  service.  Youi"  attention  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  providing  packs  for 
transportation  during  the  present  winter,  agreeably  to  the  suggestions  of  Gen.  Floyd,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  pack  saddles  having  been  sent  by  me  to  Wytheville  recently  for  that 
pmpose. 

In  the  course  of  your  conference  with  these  officers,  I  desire  especially  to  call  your  atten- 
tion to  two  clas.'ios  of  speculators  whose  operations  have  caused  no  little  annoyance  and 
probably  cost  to  the  service.  One  class  are  "  hungers  on,"  constantly  seeking  contracts, 
representing  the  great  facilities  which  they  possess  in  the  way  of  securing  supplies,  and 
who  are  not  to  be  baffled  by  any  ordinary  mode  of  proceeding.  They  seek  to  find  out 
where  supplies  of  any  kind  are  likely  to  be  needed,  and  immediately  upon  gaining  the  least 
information  proceed  to  purchase  without  authority,  threatening  to  impress  and  ship  by  rail 
road,  to  the  address  of  the  quartcrmast(!r  at  Wytheville,  the  articles  of  flour,  &c.  Very 
shortly  they  present  themselves  armed  with  the  receipt  of  the  rail  road  company  to  that  offi- 
cer, and  demand  the  Lynchburg  and  other  market  rates.  Another  class  swarm  the  couutrj, 
searching  every  nook  and  corner  for  any  and  every  thing,  to  be  taken  info  neighboriug 
states  for  speculative  purposes.  I  have  recently  issued  an  order  requiring  all  the  latter 
class  to  be  arrested  forthwith,  and  their  goods  taken  from  them,  as  the  traffic  is  in  vijlation 
of  existing  laws. 

You  are  cautioned  against  all  such  parties,  and  enjoined  to  discountenance  all  such  pro- 
ceedings as  are  first  referred  to,  and  to  give  your  official  sanction  to  a  full  compliance  with 
the  directions  given  in  my  order  with  reference  to  the  second  class.  You  will  also  commu- 
nicjite  with  these  gentlemen  and  other  assistant  quartenna.sters  upon  a  subject  of  not  less 
importance  and  interest  to  the  service,  and  that  is  in  connection  with  the  clothing  supplies 
to  the  troops.  By  a  decision  of  the  auditing  board  of  the  state,  our  state  troops  aro  to  r&- 
oeive,  in  like  manner  with  those  of  the  confederate  army,  clothing  in  kind,  coouuutation 
17 
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therefor  having  ceased  in  that  sf^rvice  by  legislative  enactment.     Under  this  decision  each 
of  cur  soldiers  will  be  entitled  for  their  term  of  service  to  the  following  articles,  viz : 

2  caps,  complete,  '.i  pairs  pants,  .3  pairs  drawers,  4  pairs  socks,  2  jackets,  3  shirts,  4  pairs 
shoes,  1  overcoat  and  1  blanket. 

You  will  observe  that  the  above  are  the  allowances  for  12  months.  All  issues,  therefore, 
will  be  made  of  course  pro  rata  as  to  periods  of  that  term  of  service;  and  you  will  remind 
the  different  quartermasters  of  their  duty  to  advise  all  captains  of  companies  drawing 
clothing  fur  their  commands,  of  this  decision  and  of  the  allowances  under  it,  and  to  impress 
on  them  the  necessity  of  tlieir  keiping  a  strict  account  of  the  clothing  drawn  for  their  com- 
panies, in  order  that  not  only  thi^  state  may  not  be  called  upon  for  more  supplies  than  the 
rule  allows,  but  the  men  luider  their  command  may  fully  know  the  character  of  the  allow- 
ances; and  hence  the  necessity  for  their  taking  care  of  the  same,  to  the  end  that  the  articles 
may  .suffice  them  thVough  their  term  of  service.  All  requisitions  for  clothing  drawn  upon 
the  quartermaster  must  specify  the  number  of  men,  and  be  approved  by  the  officer  com- 
manding the  regiment,  or  the  general  commanding.  It  is  important  also  that  all  officers 
commanding  companies  should  know  that  for  all  issues  of  clothing,  over  and  above  the  al- 
lowances fixed,  the  same  hhall  be  noted  fur  stoppage  on  the  pa}'  rolls,  and  that  at  the  *lo6o 
of  the  term  of  service,  commutation  in  mon<'y  at  the  cost  price  will  be  allowed  the  soldier 
for  all  articles  undrawn  by  him,  agreeably  to  the  allowance  per  annum  as  above  given.  The 
cost  of  the  different  articles  of  clothing  will  be  fixed  in  duo  lime,  and  the  paymasters  ad- 
vised of  the  same. 

As  brigade  quartermaster  j'ou  will  assume  control  over  all  assistant  quartermasters  in 
the  field,  and  give  such  supervision  and  direction  over  their  acta  as  may  seem  to  you  best 
for  the  interest  vl'  the  service.  Tiiey  are  required  to  turn  over  to  you  such  property  now  in 
their  possession  as  you  may  disire  to  control  and  apply  under  your  own  direction  for  the 
use  of  the  command.  As  far  lus  practicable  you  will  s\ipply  them  with  funds,  making  your 
own  requisitions  upon  this  d«paiimeut  lor  wliat  you  may  lequire  from  time  to  time.  You 
arc  especially  requested  to  make  monthly  »Btiuiates  of  funds  for  the  service  in  seasonable 
advaute,  and  accompany  all  demands  for  funds,  when  not  made  in  person,  with  duplicate 
receipts  for  the  same  in  my  favor,  after  form  enclosed  herewith. 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the  forms  of  receipt  to  vouchers  for  payment  of  money  pre- 
scribed by  the  auditing  board  of  Virginia  in  August  last — remarking  that  by  same  order  of 
the  board,  no  payments  made  upou  others  than  those  prescribed  (see  Forms  12  and  2<;),  will 
be  allowed  or  passed  to  the  creSlt  of  any  officer  of  the  quartermaster's  or  commissary  de- 
partments of  the  state  of  Virginia.  Ample  arrangements  have  been  made  to  supply  all  dis- 
bursing officers  with  these  blanks,  and  no  excuse  will  therefore  b«  allowed  for  non-compli- 
ance with  these  orders.  To  enable  you  to  discharge  tlie  duties  devolving  upon  you,  I  place 
ill  your  hands  the  sum  of  $-J(),Ut<ti,  applicable  to  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  depart- 
meiKs ;  also,  copy  of  the  Regulations  of  the  Department,  and  such  stationery  and  blank 
formsiis  will  enable  you  to  nuike  y»ur  rettims  at  the  stated  periods  fixed  by  law,  viz :  IJJst 
Dccemb«r,  3l6t  March,  3tJth  June  and  3Uth  September. 

Under  act  of  May  15th,  1H62,  organizing  the  state  line  troops,  all  quartermasters  and 
assistants  are  inquired  to  act«ii  commissaries  also— of  which  requirement  yoa  will  espe- 
cially take  notice — and  acting  in  this  double  capacity  yourself,  you  will  instruct  the  a-ssis- 
tant  quartermasters  under  your  direction  of  the  same,  and  notify  them  that  in  rendering 
their  accounts  they  will  keep  tlit-ir  disbursements  As  commis.sary  distinct  from  those  for  the 
qm.rtermastei's  department,  as  tar  as  abstracts  and  vouchers  are  concerned — the  aggregate 
'of  which,  however,  can  be  carried  to  the  account  current  as  from  other  abstracts. 
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For  the  supply  of  the  necessary  blanks  and  copies  of  the  Rognlations  of  tho  Commissary 
Department,  you  can  apply  to  Capt.  C.  W.  Venablo,  assistant  quarttrmaster  on  duty  at  that 
point.  He  will  also  acquaint  you  with  the  arrangements  in  progress  for  supplying  the 
troops  with  the  necessary  means  of  subsistence. 

You  will  take  care  that  your  returns  arc  promptly  made,  at  the  conclusion  of  (>ach  quarter, 
to  this  office,  and  see  that  all  other  officers  of  this  dejiartment  make  tlic  like  returns  as  early 
as  practicabli?  thereafter.  This  is  as  important  to  the  officer  himsilf  as  to  the  inlerest-s  of 
the  state.  As  a  preliminary  examination  is  immediately  made  here  after  their  receipt,  and 
the  officer  advised  of  any  errors  or  iuforniali'ies  in  time  to  make  the  necessary  corrections, 
a  failure  to  make  his  returns  within  thirty  days  after  the  conclusion  of  a  quarti^r,  will  sub- 
ject the  officer  to  report  to  the  auditing  board  of  Virginia  at  Richmond,  for  such  action  lus 
they  may  deem  necessary  in  the  premises. 

You  are  expected  to  make  your  requisitions  fur  all  supplies,  except  funds,  upon  the  quar- 
termasters at  Wytheville,  Virginia,  and  to  rejinrt  any  fiiilure  to  obtain  the  .same,  promptly 
to  this  office. 

You  can  readily  form  some  idea  of  thu  incouveuieuce,  to  say  the  least,  of  supplying  the 
state  line  troops  with  the  necessary  supplies,  in  the  absence  of  authentic  inlorniatiou  in  re- 
gard to  the  number  of  troops  in  the  field.  I  have  sought  this  iulormatiou  in  vain  from 
other  sources,  and  I  have  now  to  ask  of  you,  ds  a  personal  favor,  to  advise  me  on  this  sub 
ject,  after  you  shall  have  reported  to  Gen.  Floyd's  head  qviarters;  which  you  \\ill  do  after 
you  have  ascertained  all  necessary  information  at  Wytheville  and  at  the  several  dejiols  en 
route  to  his  command.  I  will  thank  you  also  to  advise  me  fully  of  the  wants  of  the  scr\'ice 
as  they  may  occur  to  you,  after  a  careful  examination  en  your  })art,  in  order  that  I  may 
proceed  to  supply  the  same  as  far  as  the  present  condition  of  the  markets  will  admit;  also, 
to  give  me  from  time  to  time  such  other  information  touching  the  interests  of  the  service, 
as  you  may  consider  of  importance. 

In  conclusion,  major,  allow  me  to  observe  that  the  appointment,  at  this  juncture,  of  a 
bngade  quartermaster,  supplies  iu  my  estimation  an  important  desideratum  heretofore 
seriously  felt.  I  have  found  it  impossible  to  control,  as  I  desired,  the  business  of  this  de- 
l)artment  connected  with  the  state  line  forces,  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  there  was  no  one  to 
whom  I  could  make  the  subordiuate  officer  of  the  department  resi»iinsible  in  the  field.  I 
have  every  confidence  in  your  desire  and  ability  to  assume  the  duty,  and  trust  that  in  the 
future  the  condition  of  its  affairs  will  be  greatly  improved  under  your  supervision  and  direc- 
tion. I  cannot  close,  however,  without  enjoining  upon  you  the  earnest  desire  of  the  gover- 
nor that  the  utmost  economy,  consistent  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  troops,  shall 
be  observed  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  service.  The  accountability  of  an  officer  docs 
not  cease  with  the  expenditure  of  monej'  for  property.  The  property  itself  .-should  be  pre- 
served, and  made  available  to  its  proper  uses,  as  far  and  as  long  as,  by  care,  it  can  be  so 
applied.  It  becomes  the  duty,  therefore,  of  every  officer  not  only  to  see  that  he  secures  for 
the  money  the  most  it  will  produce,  but  husband  as  well  the  supplies  obtained  therewith.

Genera  I.: 

I  have  just  been  furnished  by  Capt.  Goodloe  with  the  enclosed  copy  ©f 
an  order  i.ssued  by  Gen.  Floyd,  on  the  S/th  ultimo,  relieving  him  from  duty  at  Wyth(>ville, 
and  asHij^niup  him  to  the  charge  of  stores  at  Tazewell  courthouse,  and  placing  Capt  John 
F.  Alvey  at  Wytheville.  This  is  the  first  intimation  I  have  had  of  the  issuance  of  the 
order  in  question,  and  I  must  be  permitted  to  say  that  its  execution  will  in  my  judgment 
be  iiijuiious  to  the  service  at  this  time.  Capt.  G.  has  been  at  Wytheville  since  the  date  of 
liifi  appointment,  as  acting  assistant  quartermaster,  by  me  in  July  last;  has  purchased  all 
the  transportation  nec<'ssary,  and  has  made  contracts  in  all  directions  for  the  manufacture 
of  such  articles  as  were  not  to  be  had  otherwise.  In  fact,  he  is  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
the  transactions  of  the  department  in  connection  with  the  state  line  troops,  and  has  made 
every  effort  to  meet  G»'n.  Floyd's  wishes  in  the  premises  in  every  instance.  Moreover,  he 
understands  his  business  much  better  than  any  of  the;  officers  of  the  department.  Such 
being  the  facts,  it  is  not  improper  to  enquire  why  an  officer  po.ss6ssing  so  much  knowledge 
and  acquaintance  with  the  service  and  his  duties,  sliould  be  taken  from  an  important  posi- 
tion, and  assigned  to  the  charge  of  stores  at  Tazewell  courthouse.  I  would  not  disparage 
the  claims  iif  Capt.  Alvey  to  a  just  consideration  of  his  energy  and  business  qualifications, 
bnt  he  has  never  claimed  to  be  thoroughly  acquainted  with  his  duties,  and  his  letters  are 
now  on  file  in  thiii  olfice  asking  instructions  upon  points  plainly  laid  down  in  the  Kcgula- 
lions.  Besides  this,  he  has  not  to  date  executed  his  bond  under  his  commis.sion ;  and  I 
cannot,  in  justice  to  myself,  proceed  to  make  him  the  custodian  of  large  amounts  of  sup- 
plies and  money  until  he  shall  have  executed  his  bond  agrecjably  to  instructions  from 
this  office. 

I  very  much  fear  that  Capt.  G.  w  ill  resign  his  commission,  and  the  state  lose  thereby  a 
valuable  officer. 

In  conclusion,  I  must  add  that  (apt.  G.  is  the  only  appointee  of  this  department  who  has 
been  appointed  upon  the  rt  commendation  of  this  office.  All  the  others  have  been  nominated 
by  Gen.  F.  I  have  no  desire  to  control  the  movements  of  any  of  the  officers  of  this  depart- 
ment in  th''  field ;  but  I  do  claim  that  I  should  at  least  be  consulted  or  have  some  control 
over  thorn  who  are  acting  depot  quartermasters.  This  office  otherwise  becomes  nothing 
more  than  a  name.  I  have  no  wish  to  enter  into  any  controversy  upon  the  subject;  but  I 
do  not  shrink  from  it  when  the  interests  of  the  service  are  being  injured,  if  thereby  I 
bring  it  on.

General : 

On  the  28th  November  1862  I  made  a  special  order  directing  Capt.  J. 
B.  Goodloe  to  repair  to  Tazewell  courthouse  to  take  charge  of  the  quartermaster's  stores  at 
that  post,  and  also  directing  Capt.  J.  H.  Alvey  to  take  charge  of  the  quartermaster's  stores 
at  Wythevillc.  A  copy  of  the  order  is  enclosed.  At  the  date  of  the  order  Captain  Goodloe 
was  in  charge  at  Wythevillc  as  quartermaster  of  the  post,  and  had  acted  as  such  fur  some 
months.  On  the  Ifith  instant  I  received  a  letter  from  Captain  Alvey,  stating  his  reasons  for 
his  failure  to  comply  with  the  order.  A  copy  of  his  letter  is  also  enclosed.  On  tin;  17th 
instant  I  received  a  second  letter  from  Captain  Alvey,  enclosing  a  paper  marked  D,  which 
is  also  enclosed.  I  received  also  on  the  I7th  instant  a  letter  from  Major  Smoot,  enclo.siug  a 
copy  of  the  same  paper,  and  enclose  a  copy  of  his  letter.  On  receipt  of  the  letter  of  Cap- 
tain Alvey  on  the  IGth  instant,  I  directed  Captain  Goodloe  to  be  placed  under  arrest,  and  to 
be  sent  to  my  head  quarters  for  trial  for  his  disobedience  to  my  order.  On  to-day  I  received 
a  telegraphic  dispatch,  directing  his  release  from  arrest,  and  I  enclose  a  copy  of  the  di.'ipatch. 
With  this  last  order  I  have  complied,  by  directing  the  release  of  Captain  (loodloe  from 
arrest. 

A  calm  review  of  the  fact.s  above  detailed  will,  I  think,  fully  justify  the  statement  that  I 
have  in  this  matter  been  treated  with  discourtesy,  and  that  my  authority  as  major  general 
of  the  state  line  has  been  uujustitiably  interfered  with  and  annulled.  I  am  far  from  believ- 
ing that  disrespect  or  interference  was  intended  by  the  governor.  I  take  great  pleasure  in 
saying  that  such  has  been  his  unvarying  kindness  and  courtesy  towards  me  in  all  our  pri- 
vate and  official  relations,  and  such  his  cordial  support  and  co-operation  in  all  my  efforts  to 
advance  the  state  line,  that  nothing  short  of  his  own  assurance  would  justify  me  in  enter- 
taining such  an  idea.  I  demand  only  an  unprejudiced  review  of  the.  facts,  and  do  not  doubt 
but  that  an  impartial  decision  on  the  merits  of  the  case  will  be  entirely  satisfactory  to  him, 
as  it  certainly  will  be  to  me.  He  will  acquit  me  of  any  disposition  to  make  captious  objec- 
tions to  his  orders.  The  whole  case  may  be  plainly  .stated  in  a  few  words.  As  major  gene- 
ral commanding  this  division,  I  have  within  my  lines  a  quartermaster  who  relies  on  me  for 
direction,  who  tiis  l^een  receiving  his  orders  t'rom  me  for  the  disposal  of  the  stores  under  his 
care,  and  which  belong  to  this  divi.sion.  I  order  him  to  come  forty  miles  from  his  post  and 
to  take  charge  of  the  same  stores  which  he  has  shipped  U)  that  point,  and  he  refuses  obe- 
dience. Major  Smoot  not  only  counsels  his  disobedience,  but  give=  him  an  order  revoking 
mine,  and  attaches  to  it  the  signature  of  the  adjutant  general  of  the  state.  Major  Siuoot 
thus  takes  the  responsibility  of  countermanding  my  orders,  and  Captain  Goodloe,  knowing 
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that  the  signature  of  the  adjutant  general  was  not  genuine,  yet  continues  his  disobedience. 
At  this  point  it  was  that  Captain  Goodloe  was  placed  under  arrest.  He  was  arrested  for  dis- 
obedience to  orders.  Did  the  direction  of  Major  Smoot  absolve  him  from  the  obligation  to 
obey  my  orders?  Major  Smoot  says  he  was  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  acting  in  conjunc- 
tion with  him  and  under  his  orders.  What  says  his  commission  ?  What  were  his  orders 
when  assigned  to  duty  ?  I  do  not  question  but  what  the  wishes  both  of  Captain  Goodloe 
and  of  Major  Smoot  are  fully  met  bj'  the  action  which  has  been  taken;  but  their  wish<s  arc 
not  alone  to  be  consulted.  The-  question  is  not  whether  Captain  Goodloe  is  intended  by 
Major  Smoot  to  be  Ins  irresponsible  subordinate,  but  is,  whether  an  officer  who  reports  to 
me  for  duty  with  his  commission,  and  is  assigned  to  duty  in  my  department,  is  liaWe  to  my 
orders,  and  punishable  if  he  disobeys  them.  Even  if  all  that  is  contended  for  by  Major 
Smoot  be  conceded,  still  the  responsibility  of  Captain  Goodloe  to  my  orders  is  evident.  He 
has  charge  of  the  stores  of  the  division;  delivers  them  under  my  orders;  ships  them  to  points 
designated  by  me;  concedes  his  responsibility  for  obedience  on  all  other  points;  but  so  soon 
as  an  order  is  made  for  his  following  some  of  these  stores  to  a  point  forty  miles  distant,  he 
refuses  obedience  The  position  can  only  be  maintained  by  establishing  that  hi.s  obedience 
to  my  previous  orders  has  been  only  voluntary.  I  might  go  furtlier  and  say  that  Major 
Smoot  himself  is  also  subject  to  my  orders.  If  not,  he  is  subject  to  none,  but  really  oecu,- 
pies  the  position  of  entire  independence,  which  he  affects.  My  orders  are  obligatory  on  him 
and  on  every  other  officer  in  the  state  service,  and  are  subject  to  the  revocation  of  the  go- 
vernor alone,  who  is  the  commander  in  chief.  If  this  be  not  so,  my  requisitions  for  suppiiee 
must  hereafter  be  made  tlnough  the  governor,  for  of  course  they  eanuot  be  ordered  by  my- 
self from  an  independent  coninumd. 

If  Major  Smoot  wished  any  orders  countermanded,  it  was  his  dttty  to  make  the  applica- 
tion through  me,  to  be  forwarded  by  me,  with  my  appioval  or  disapproval.  My  reasons 
for  making  the  order  would  then  have  been  in  the  possession  of  the  governor. 

If  ('apt  Goodloe  desired  to  be  properly  released  from  anest,  he  could  apply  properly  only 
through  mo,  his  application  to  be  forwarded,  with  my  reasons  for  making  the  arrest.  The 
governer  has  decided  both  these  (juestions,  without  allowing  me  the  opportunity  of  vindi- 
cating my  action. 

I  now  submit,  that  as  an  act  of  justice  to  myself,  Capt.  Goodloe  should  be  placed  again 
under  arrest,  and  that  any  application  for  his  reh-ase  be  required  to  come  through  the  proper 
channels.     I  will  hereafter  prefer  charges  against  Major  Smoot. 

I  liave  been  thus  elaborate  in  stating  the  question,  and  the  reasons  upon  which  it  rests, 
that  it  may  be  easily  comprehended,  and  to  show  that  I  do  this  in  no  captions  spirit,  and 
have  no  wish  whatever  to  surround  this  business  with  unnecessary  embarrassment.  I 
might  have  contented  myself  with  -announcing  the  fact,  which  the  enclosed  papers  abun- 
dantly show,  that  th(ne  is  a  preconcerted  plan  among  my  subaltern  officers  to  icfu.se  obe- 
dience to  my  orders ;  to  thwart  my  wishes  and  objiH-ts  in  regard  to  my  command,  and  then 
to  rely  upon  influences  to  be  brought  to  bear  in  Richmond,  to  "  lix  things  up,"  so  as  to 
justify  disobedience  to  my  orders,  and  to  submit  me  to  the  indignity  of  being  dictated  to  bj 
a  petty  subaltern. 

It  would  seem  as  if  redress  should  be  certain  by  my  mere  submission  of  the  documente 
to  prove  the  fact  (as  I  now  do)  that  the  chief  quartermaster  has  undertaken  himself  to 
countermand  a  positive  ordiT  of  mine,  by  issuing  to  one  of  my  subalterns  an  order,  emana 
ting  from  hinisi-lf,  under  which  the  subaltern  was  to  act  until  the  "Major"  himself  could 
go  to  Richmond  and  " git  things  fixed  up." 

But  I  have  thought  proper  to  take  a  different  course,  and  by  a  dispassionate  statement  of 
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the  case  and  facts,  to  show  to  his  excellency  the  governor  the  disorganization  that  must  re- 
sult from  this  course  if  authorized  by  him,  and  the  impossibility  of  my  holding  tho  com- 
mand one  hour  under  such  a  state  of  circumstances.

I  reached  this  post  last  evening,  and  reported,  with  your  order  of 
the  27th  ultimo,  first  to  Col.  Radford.  I  was  informed  by  him  that  Maj.  Smoot  had  been 
here,  and  had  left  with  Capt.  Ooodloe  orders,  which  would  detain  him  at  this  post,  but  that 
I  might  remain  here  with  farther  orders,  ut  the  same  time  maintaining  that  my  place  and 
dutj'  under  "  his  orders"  (a  copy  of  which  I  enclose)  wa.s  at  Tazewell  courthouse.     *     * 

I  informed  Col.  Radford  that  two  days  after  going  to  the  courthouse  I  received  your  order 
of  the  '27th  ultimo,  which  1  consitfered  preceded  all  and  an}'  other  orders  from  any  officer. 
I  immediately  advist-d  Capt.  Ooodloe  of  the  order,  and  requested  him  to  send  an  agent  out 
to  Tazewell  courthouse  to  take  charge  of  the  property  tiuirc,  that  I  might  be  relieved  and 
proceed  to  Wytheville.  This  letter  was  not  replied  to  by  Capt.  Goodloe,  and  I  was  there- 
fore compelled,  and  felt  it  to  be  my  duty  to  remain  at  Tazewell  courthouse  to  take  care  of 
the  property  and  the  men  of  the  command,  until  I  could  get  some  good  and  responsible 
agent  to  4ake  charge.  I  succeeded  in  getting  Mr.  .Jamrs  R.  Witten.  who  took  charge  on 
the  10th  instant.     I  left  the  ue.vt  morning  for  this  post. 

I  deem  it  my  duty  to  you,  general,  to  state  some  other  facts  which  transpired,  and  which 
came  to  my  knowledge  upon  an  interview  wirti  Capt.  Goodloe.  I  told  Capt.  Goodloe  "af- 
ter presenting  to  him  my  orders  from  you,"  that  1  had  been  inTormed  by  Col.  Radford  that 
ho  had  some  orders  left  with  him  by  Major  Smoot,  which  would  retain  him  at  this  post,  and 
asked  him  to  show  me  those  orders.  He  exhibited  a  paper  in  the  handwriting  of  Maj. 
Smoot,  purporting  to  be  an  order  signed  by  the  adjutant  general,  Wm.  H.  Richardson,  and 
which  Capt  Goodloe  said  represented  a  cop}'  of  an  order  which  Capt  Goodloe  would  receive 
from  the  adjutant  general  as  soon  as  Maj.  Smoot  could  go  down  to  Richmond  and  have  it 
fixed  up,  and  that  he  had  instructions  from  Maj.  Smoot  to  act  under  tliat  paper  as  an  order 
until  the  order  reached  hirn  from  the  adjutant  general.  He  therefore  declined  to  transfer  the 
property  and  the  post  to  me.  He  farther  stated,  that  had  not  Maj.  Smoot  made  this  change, 
he  would  have  turned  over  to  me  the  property,  and  proceeded  to  Tazewell  courthouse,  not 
to  take  chargp  of  the  property  or  the  post  there,  "  but  to  forward  his  resignation  to  you,  which 
he  had  already  written,  and  had  in  his  pocket."  I  asked  Capt.  Goodloe  to  give  me  a  copy 
of  this  document,  under  which  he  was  acting.  He  said  that  as  it  was  not  the  original,  but 
merely  a  substitute  until  the  original  could  reach  him,  he  declined  to  give  me  a  copy,  but 
would  give  me  a  copy  of  the  order,  which  he  expected  Maj.  Smoot  to  forward  him  from 
Lynchbuig  or  Richmond.    When  I  get  this  I  will  send  it  to  you.        •        •        •        * 
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T  thercforo  submit  the  facts  as  enumerated  in  this  communication,  to  show  why  and  how 
I  am  pivvented  from  obeying  your  order  of  the  27th  ultimo.

General: 

In  consequence  of  repeated  complaints  from  yanx  lieiid  quarters,  setting 
forth  the  utter  inefficiency  of  the  quartermaster  and  commissary  departments  in  connection 
Vfitli  your  command,  I  have,  in  person,  made  an  examination  into  the  atfairs  of  this  de- 
partment, as  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  do  so  within  the  short  period  that  I  have  spared 
from  my  appropriate  duties  in  this  office. 

The  result  of  my  investigations  are,  briefly,  that  the  ineificicncy  in  the  departments  al- 
luded to  is  seen  after  leaving  Wytheville.  It  is  notorious,  that  whilst  your  command  has 
been  suffering  for  clothing,  blankets,  slioes,  Ac,  more  than  si.xty  wagon  loads  of  such  sup- 
plies were  at  Greover's — at  which  point  also  an  abundance  of  transportation  was  found 
lying  idle,  for  want  of  proper  control  and  direction.  These  supplies  have  been  moved  to 
Tazewell  courthouse,  and  by  your  further  order,  to  Grundy,  the  county  seat  of  Buchanan, 
where  I  am  informed  you  expected  to  be  <m  the  UUih  ultimo.  At  the  latest  dates  from  the 
latter  point,  however,  it  is  reported  that  your  connnand  had  not  arrived,  nor  could  couriers 
sent  ill  all  directions  find  the  when'abnuis  of  your  command.  These  facts  I  learn  from  Col. 
Radford,  commanding  the  post  at  Wytheville,  who  further  represents  that  Maj.  Radford, 
guarding  supplies  at  Grundy,  Buchanan  county,  fears  a  raid  of  the  enemy  upon  that  post, 
and  consequently  is  in  some  trepidation  a.s  regards  the  safety  of  the  stores.  This  office 
claims  no  control  over  the  movements  of  the  assistant  quartermasters  in  the  field.  Tho-iO 
arc  properly  within  the  control  and  under  the  direction  of  the  commanding  general,  through 
his  chief  of  this  department  It  has,  therefore,  with  this  vjew,  purposi-Iy  refraine<l  fron)  giv- 
ing any  directions  to  such  officers.  To  such  .as  are  stationed  at  pt-rmanent  posts  it  sfit'iild 
have  more  direct  control  and  direction,  as  they  arc  the  ncipients  of  all  the  supplies  for  the 
command.  You  can  thus  see  that  it  can  be  justly  held  to  no  greater  responsibility  than  se- 
curing what  is  necessary — and  the  depot  quartermasters,  in  turn,  to  no /more  than  starting 
forward  to  your  command  those  supplies  which  are  necessary  for  its  nse.  The  assistant 
q\iarterma.sters  attaehed  to  the  command  are  charged  with  not  only  the  rcFpon.sibility  of  .see- 
ing that  these  sujiplies  reach  it  after  leaving  the  depot,  but  also  that  they  make  known  its 
wants  in  season  to  be  supplied,  and  this  not  in  general  terms,  as  is  too  often  the  case,  but 
the  articles,  the  exact  number,  &c.  &c. 

I  am  conscious  of  having  performed  my  duty  in  the  premises.  I  have  purchased  all  that 
has  been  required.    The  storehouses  at  Wytheville  and  other  places  testify  to  the  efficiency 
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of  the  depnrtment  in  this  rcg'arcl,  whilst  their  rpmcfiiiing^  there  unapplied  to  their  proper  uses 
when  so  greatly  needed,  feslity  to  the  inu-r  inefficiency  of  the  officers  of  your  eonnnand  on 
such  duty.  Major  Johnson,  brigade  quarterniaster,.  has  been  furnished  with  funds,  and  hia 
instrnctiotis  plainly  set  forth  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  difficulties  alluded  to.  He  has  been 
dir-ected  to  give  his  personal  attentiou  to  the  subject ;  and  I  trust  that  liereaflcr  there  will 
be  less  occasion  for  complaint.  I  aui  of  the  opinion  that  the  presence  of  a  chief  in  this  de- 
partment witli  yoi*r  comniaiid  is  essential,  and  that  his  aj)pointuient  and  assignment  to  duty 
will  be  found  to  be  most  opportune.  ^

18,   1862.  at  —  o'clock  —  minutes,  by  telegraph  from 
Richmond : 

To  Major  Gen.  Jno.  li.  Floyd: 

It  is  reported  that  Cajjt.  (xoodloe  of  the  Q.  M.  general's  department,  has 
been  arrested  by  you,  and  ordered  to  report  at  your  head  qtiarters,  to  be  tried  by  gener.il 
court  martial.  Capt.  Goodloe  was  acting  and  in  charge  at  Wytheville,  under  directions  of 
the  governor.  His  connection  is  with  tlie  Q.  M.  general's  department,  and  incidentally  only 
with  your  command ;  and  the  governor  deeming  his  .services  indispensable  at  Wytlieville, 
directs  that  ho  be  forthwith  discharged  from  arrest,  and  that  ho  be  not  further  interfered 
with  in  the  station  which  has  been  a-ssigned  him  by  the  governor's  authority.

Dear  Sir: 

Your  letter  of  tho  19th  ultimo  to  the  adjutant  general,  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  me  by  that  officer.  I  regret  that  indisposition  for  several  days,  and  the  preparsi- 
tion  of  my  message,  has  delaytd  a  reply  until  the  present  moment. 

To  remove  all  misapprehension,  and  give  you  such  information  and  explanation  as  its 
importance  demands,  I  deem  it  best  to  reply  in  person.  I  havf  .-arefuUy  examined  the  pa- 
pers enclosed,  and  am  convinced  you  will  be  satisfied  with  the  view  I  have  taken  of  the 
subject.  You  do  me  no  more  than  justice  in  saying  you  are  '■  far  from  believing  that  disre- 
spect or  interference  was  intended  by  the  governor"  with  >our  command,  and  also  in 
ascribing  to  me  an  earnest  desire  to  "  give  my  cordial  suppr)rr  and  co-operation  in  all  your 
efforts  to, advance  the  state  line."  Such  has  invarinbly  been  the  feeling  by  which  I  have 
been  actuated  and  governed. 

The  difficulty  which  has  occurred  with  regfard  to  the  quart<  rmiister  general  and  his  sub- 
ordinates, has  arisen,  as  I  think,  from  a  misapprehension  of  the  several  laws  creating  this 
department,  and  of  the  law  which  authorized  the  force  under  >'>ur  command  to  be  raised. 

The  laws  themselves  are  in  perfect  harmony,  and  if  followed  implicitly,  can  lead  to  no 
conflict. 

By  ordinances  of  the  couvoition  of  the  24th  and  IWth  of  April  18(51,  it  is  provided  that 
the  governor  be  authorized  and  required  to  organize,  among  other  departinpnts,  "a  quarter- 
master's di^partment,  with  one  quartfsrmaster  general,  with  the  rank  of  colonel;  one  assis- 
tant quartermaster  general,  with  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel ;  two  quartermasters,  with 
the  rank  of  major;  and  four  ;ts.sistant  (luartermasters.  with  the  rank  of  captain."  It  is  also 
provided  that  thct  governor  shall  appoint  the  officers  of  this  department.  The  duties  of  the 
<lepartmeiit  and  its  officers  are  prescribed  by  theordinam-es  on  the  subject,  and  these  officers 
are  required  to  render  their  accounts  to  the  auditing  board  for  settlement.  In  fact,  the  de- 
partment is  one  of  the  bureaus  of  the  government.  The  quartermaster's  department  is 
required  "  to  distribute  to  the  army  all  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage,  and  other 
articles  required  for  the  urmy,  and  to  prescribe  and  enforce,  aecording  to  such  regulations 
as  shall  be  approved  by  the  said  board,  a  proper  accountability  for  such  clothing,  equipage 
and  other  articles  so  distributed  to  thV  ariuy."  The  ordinance  also  provides  that  there  shall 
be  added  to  the  quartermaster's  department  military  storekeepers,  not  exceeding  three  in 
number,  who  shall  be  appoint<  d  in  the  same  manner  ;is  the  (piartermaster  general. 

The  ordinances  also  show  that  this  entire  department  is  under  the  control  of  the  governor 
and  of  the  auditing  board,  and  not  under  the  control  of  any  general  or  officer  in  the  field. 

Now,  besides  the  organization  of  this  department,  the  act  of  assembly  provides  for  the 
raising  a  force  of  ten  thousand  men  for  the  defence  of  the  state.  It  provides  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  major  general  to  cinnmand  this  force.  It  gives  to  the  major  geneial  a  staff,  con- 
sisting '<of  two  aids  de  camp,  one  assistant  adjutant  general,  and  one  division  quartermas- 
ter, who  shall  act  as  commissary." 

It  gives  a  brigade  quartermaster,  who  is  to  act  as  commissarj.  It  gives  to  each  regi- 
ment a  regimental  quarterma.ster,  who  is  to  act  as  commissary.  These,  and  the  other  forces 
authorized  to  be  raised,  are  manifestly  under  the  command  of  the  major  general.  He  b 
authorized  accordingly  to  organize  this  staff,  and  make  requisitions  to  supply  hie  command 
with  necessary  supplies.  These  requisitions  must  be  made  ujxjn  the  quartermaster  gene- 
ral's department,  and  if  not  complied  with,  the  officers  in  charge  should  be  immediately  re- 
ported for  neglect  of  duty.  The  law  to  carry  out  its  provisions  appropriates  the  sum  of  two 
million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.     The  quartermaster's  department  is  not  paid  out  of 
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this  fund,  while  the  staff  oiBcers  attached  to  your  force  are.     This  of  itself  establishes  the  > 
fact  that  it  is  a  separate  and  independent  organization. 

This  being  the  law,  the  facts  in  controversy  are  simply  the  following :  That  Major  Smoot 
was  appointed  by  me  quartermaster  general,  and  assigned  to  duty,  with  his  ofifice  ear 
tablished  at  Lynchburg ;  required  to  purchase  all  nt'C(!Ssary  supplies  for  the  state  forces 
wherever  tht^y  may  be,  and  to  furnish  these  supplies  upon  proper  requisitions.  Capt. 
Gbodloe  was  also  appointed  assistant  quartermaster,  assigned  to  duty  under  Major  Smoot, 
and  located  by  him,  for  conve,ni<in«;e  to  your  force,  at  Wythevillc 

These  officers  were  appointed  by  me,  responsible  to  me  and  to  the  auditing  board,  not 
appointed  by  you,  and  constituting  no  part  of  your  staff  or  quiirtermastcr's  department. 
The  quartermaster's  stores  of  the  state  had  been  placed  under  the  charge  of  Capt.  Goodloe, 
and  he  was  responsible  for  them;  had  given  bond  and  security  according  to  law,  and  could 
not  give  them  up,  without  violating  his  duty,  to  any  other  perst>n. 

Under  a  misapprehension,  as  I  suppose,  of  the  law,  an  order  was  given  by  yon  virtually 
to  displace  Capt.  Goodloe,  and  to  transfer  his  duties  and  the  stores  in  his  possession  to  an- 
other. This  order  he  declined  to  obey  ^because  he  believed  it  would  contravene  other  orders 
issued  to  him  from  the  quartermaster  general's  department,  in  conformity  to  orders  from  tho 
adjutant  gen(!ral,  under  authority  from  the  executive.  For  this  he  was  arrested,  and  ordered 
to  report  at  your  head  quarters,  to  be  tried  for  disobeying  orders  issued  by  you.  Under  thesfl 
circumstances,  the  order  of  the  adjutant  general,  by  telegriiph,  directing  Capt.  Goodloe'.s 
discharge  from  arrest,  was  issued.  An  examination  of  precedents  since  the  receipt  of  your 
letter,  has  satisfied  me  that  it  ;s  usual  to  issue  such  orders,  rather  in  the  •latine  of  a  request; 
but  of  this  I  was  not  aware  at  the  time.  I  say  now,  there  was  no  disposition  to  reflect  upon 
you  officially,  though  the  language  of  the  dispatch  is  stronger  tliau  1  would  employ,  on 
mconsideration.     It  was  not  intended  to  wound  or  mortify  you. 

The  difficulty  heretofon;  existing  will  be  easily  obviated  either  directly  or  by  order  through 
jour  staff,  upon  the  quartermaster  general,  or  his  assistants,  specifying  the  articles  desired, 
the  quantity  or  number  necessary,  the  point  at  which  they  are  wanted,  and  the  offic<;r  to 
whom  they  are  to  be  delivered.  It  will  be  my  pleasure  as  it  will  be  my  duty,  if  such  requi- 
sitions are  not  complied  with,  immediatcdy  to  ascertain  the  cause,  and  apply  the  proper 
corrective ;  for  so  long  as  your  army  is  in  the  fi<dd,  it  is  my  sincere,  desire  t<>  make  it  efficient, 
and  as  far  as  in  my  power  to  aid  you  in  your  rightful  authority. 

With  my  view  of  the  law  and  the  facts,  thus  candidly  presented,  I  should  d«em  it  im- 
proper, again  to  place  Capt.  Goodloe  under  arn-st,  or  to  pas.s  a  censun- upmi  Major  8moot 
for  his  action  in  the  premises.  But  it  will  afford  me  pleasure  to  give  ear  to  just  complaints, 
and  to  lend  my  authority  on  all  occasions  to  right  any  wrong  to  which  you  may  consider 
yourself  or  your  force  improperly  subjected. 

I  fully  appreciate  the  importance  and  necessity  of  sustaining  the  authority  of  officers, 
and  am  aware  that  a  failure  to  sustain  them  tends  to  produce  insubordinaticui ;  but  this  can 
not  be  the  CAse,  when  tho  officers  are  not  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  officer  in  command. 

In  conclusion,  I  take  occasion  to  say  that  I  have  been  gratified  by  the  reception  of  your 
report  of  your  late  successes,  and  bestow  upon  you  therefor,  with  pleasure,  the  meed  of 
praise.  I  shall  greatly  rejoice  at  any  additional  success,  both  for  your  own  sake,  and  for 
the  interests  and  glory  of  the  state.

"  Having  been  advised  recently  that  Capt.  J.  F.  Alvey,  A.  Q.  M.  Vir- 

ginia state  line,  on  tlie  VMh  December  1862  addressed  a  letter  to  Maj.  Gen.  John  B.  Floyd, 
coinnianditig,  t\:c.,  from  Wytheville  (a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  in  your  office),  in  -which  it 
is  stated  that  1  issned  an  order  to  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloo,  annulling  an  order  of  Gen.  F.'s,  with 
the  avowed  intention  of  having  it  confirmed  by  you  subsequently,  I  have  to  request  that 
the  following  statement  may  be  filed  in  your  office  in  answer  thereto : 

On  the  r)th  of  Deceuiber  I  received  a  copy  of  Gen.  Floyd's  order  alluded  to,  and  on  same 
day  I  addressed  you  a  communication  upon  the  subject.  On  the  6th  Decemlx'r  1  left  this 
office  in  the  discharge  of  the  duty  assigned  to  me  by  the  governor,  in  connection  with  se- 
curing a  supply  of  salt  for  the  state  line  troops,  by  iniprcssiuent  if  necessary.  On  the  10th 
December  I  received  at  Wytheville,  from  my  office  here,  a  copy  of  your  letter  and  order  of 
8th  in  reply  to  mine  of  the  fith  same  month.  I  left  this  copy  of  your  order  with  t'apt.  Good- 
loe,  and  on  my  return  lure  on  tli<^  12th  Decx'rabpr,  addressed  Gen.  Floyd  and  Capt.  Goodloe 
officially,  and  enclosed  them  copies  of  the  order  in  question.  The  copy  of  tiie  order  referred 
to  in  Capt.  Alvey's  letter,  is  the  one  enclosed  to  me  at  Wytheville  on  the  S)th,  and  received 
by  me  on  the  Huh  Deceiiiber,  as  1  have  stated. 

I  have  only  to  say  further,  that  the  statement,  a«  made  by  Capt.  Alvey,  is  incorrect,  and 
that  1  did  not  issunthe  order  in  question,  or  any  othc-r  in  that  connection.  I  was  satisfied 
that  the  original  order  (of  which  a  copy  had  beeu  aent  to  me  at  Wytheville)  was  filed  in  my 
office,  and  advised  ('apt.  Goodloe;  that  I  would  send  an  official  copy  on  my  return;  which  I 
did.  I  have  no  reason  to  question  Capt.  Alvey's  understanding  of  the  facts,  as  learned  by 
him  at  Wytheville,  and  do  not  believe  he  would  willfully  ])irvert  the  truth,  'i'he  facts  prove 
me  guiltless  of  the  charge  of  entrejiching  upon  your  appiopriate  duties,  and  I  desire  tliat 
they  be  filed  in  your  office,  with  the  papers  containing  the  charge.

SlU : 

In  the  latt^'r  part  of  November,  finding  myself  far  away  from  any  depot  of 
supplies,  and  finding  it  impossible  upon  any  requisition  or  order  I  could  make,  to  get  sup- 
plies absolutely  necessary  for  my  troops,  I  sent  an  order  to  the  quartermaster  at  Wytheville, 
to  proceed  at  once  to  Jeffersonville  for  the  purpose  of  attending  to  the  business  of  that  post, 
and  of  sending  me  supplies,  so  bitterly  needed  by  the  destitute  troops  under  my  command. 

This  order  was  disobeyed  by  the  officer  to  whom  it  was  given;  and  afterwards,  to  justify 
this  breach  of  all  military  decorum  and  discipline,  a  paper  purporting  to  be  an  order  was 
procured  to  be  issued  from  the  adjutant  general's  office,  in  these  words : 

"  Adjutant  General's  Office,  Dec.  8,  1862. 
Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe  having  been  appointed  quartermaster  to  the  state  line,  for  the  special 
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purpose  of  acting  in  conjunction  with  and  under  the  orders  of  Maj.  L.  R.  Smoot,  in  ch.-irir'^ 
of  the  quartermaster  general's  department,  is  not  subject  to  the  orders  of  any  other  ofticrr. 
or  to  be  removed  from  any  station  or  charge  which  Miij.  Smoot  may  assign  him.

Upon  this  paper,  addressed  to  no  one  whatever,  and  issued  through  no  offici.il  rhanTiol 
known  to  any.military  organization,  this  flagrant  disobi'dience  of  orders  is  attempted  to  1>« 
justified  and  covered  up.  I  was  sure,  frou\  the  first,  that  your  excellency  had  no  kiiowledgo 
of  these  transactions,  even  befon-  you  said  as  much  to  Col.  Clarkson.  If^  you  had,  the  ser- 
vice would  have  been  saved  the  stigma  of  gross  ignorance  of  all  military  rules  which  the 
transaction  displayed,  and  the  state  would  have  been  saved  from  large  losses  which  doubt- 
less have  occurred  from  leaving  the  important  depot  at  Jcffersouville  without  a  yiroper  offi- 
cer. Every  novice  in  any  service  knows  that  all  orders  from  superior  officers  should  bn 
transmitted  to  those  affected  by  them,  through  the  officers  regularly  in  command.  In  this 
case  a  mo.-jt  important  order,  one  that  subverts  entirely  the  whole  discipline  and  iconouiy  of 
the  army,  and  puts  a  quartermaster  in  command  over  a  major  general,  is  c(immuuicated  to 
the  general  by  a  copy,  through  the  hands  of  the  very  quartermaster  guilty  of  the  disobe- 
dience of  orders  !  This  monstrous  disconiti  sy,  of  addressing  so  important  an  order  a.s  thisi 
thrdugh  such  a  channel,  I  could  myself  overlook  for  the  sake  of  the  public  service;  but  the 
disorganization  and  actual  injury  which  is  inflicted  upon  the  entire  command,  by  investing 
a  quartermaster  or  two  with  exclusive  right  to  give  or  refuse,  in  .short,  to  control  entirely 
the  sujiplies  of  tiie  forces  jfi  the  field,  is  whatJfcaunot  on  any  accoi;ut  be  tolerated  for  a  mo- 
m(5nt;  and  I  am  sun;  that  such  will  be  the  judgment  of  your  excellency.  Already  very 
serious  losses  have  been  sustained  by  the  state  in  consequence  of  the  disorganization  pro- 
duced by  this  order.  Large  numbers  of  fine  beef  cattle,  bought  by  my  order  at  very  low 
rates  iu  the  country  overrun  by  the  enemy,  and  sent  back  (or  safety  and  to  be  slaughtered, 
have  been  allowed  to  wander  about  through  the  country,  and  for  the  want  of  food  and  at- 
tention, are  entire)}'  unfit  for  use,  whilst  no  doubt  numbers  have  strayed  off  and  are  lost 
entirely.  This  would  have  been  avoided  if  I  could  have  had  a  pr^ll(;l•  quartermaster  at 
Jeffcrsonville ;  but  as  matters  no.w  statul,  any  order  given  to  any  quarlermasfer,  however 
vital  to  the  service,  is  liable  to  bo  countermanded  by  the  adjutant  general,  without  its  being 
thought  worth  while  to  give  me  the  slightest  notice  of  it.  I  have  been  urging  by  t>very 
means  I  tliouglit  legitimate  and  proper,  the  furnishing  of  the  absolute  necessaries  for  my 
men,  but  all  in  vain.  A  large  number  of  the  men  are  without  shoes  and  blankets,  clothes^ 
tents  and  cooking  utensils;  and  among  three  regiments  there  are  only  five  axes,  and  not 
epades  and  picks  enough  to  burj'  the  dead.  This  all  results  from  the  withdrawal  of  the 
quartermasters  from  my  command,  by  this  order  of  the  adjutant  general. 

Tliese  transactions  had  better  be  speedily  looked  into;  and  this  order  of  the  adjutant  ge- 
neral should  be  at  once  revoked.  The  injury  attending  it  has  been  aire  a  ly  too  long  stib- 
initted  to.  The  imbecility  of  the  quartermaster's  department  has  carried  extreme  destitulioa 
amongst  a  large  number  of  the  men.  Many  of  these  have  m  consequence  left  the  .service ; 
and  uul<ss  there  is  a  speedy  change,  I  entertain  serious  fears  that  theyfeomraand  cannot  bo 
iield  together  much  longer. 

The  quartermaster's  estabii.shment  at  liynchburg  is  wholly  useless  to  the  .service,  and 
ought  to  be  at  once  abolished.  It  would  save  mijny  thousand  dollars  to  the  state,  now 
needlessly  expended. 

Tlie  ordinance  of  the  Virginia  convention,  passed  on  the  30th  April  IHfil,  did,  as  stated 
by  your  excelhmcy.  provide  for  the  organization  of  a  qnarlcrmaster's  bureau.  But  the  con- 
vention provided  also  for  the  appointment  of  a  major  general  to  command  all  the  Virginia 
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forces,  of  a  snrprcon  {i^eneral,  and  of  all  the  bureaus  necessary  for  the  lull  organization  and 
equip iTioTit.  <if  a  largo  nrrny.  These  steps  were  taken  as  necessary  under  the  ordinance  di- 
recting tli(%  forces  of  Virginia  to  be  called  out  for  the  defence  of  the  state  from  invasion. 
The  whole  nrir.y  of  Virginia  was  to  be  organized  and  equipped,  and  it  was  supposed  would 
be  turned  over  to  the  confederate  authoritii!S  after  the  organization.  It  will  be  needless  for 
me  hero  to  recapitulate,  further  than  to  state  that  the  result  was,  that  by  proclamation  of 
your  e.vcellency  of  June  l3t>J  the  whole  force  was  turned  over  to  the  confederate  au- 

thorities by  regiments,  and  its  organization  entrusted  to  the  confederate  government. 

Then,  th«'  major  general,  the  surgeon  general,  and  all  other  officers  who  had  been  com- 
missioned under  state  authority,  and  who  were  not  included  in  the  organization  of  the  regi- 
ments, of  course  were  no  longer  considered  in  office.  They  have  all,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, deceived  commissions  under  the  confederate  service.  The  organizations  under  the 
ordinances  of  the  convention  being  no  longer  necessary,  have  been  considered  and  treated 
as  obsolete.  When  the  state  line  was  instituted,  a!l  officers  considered  necessary  were  pro- 
vided by  the  act.  A  full  .quartermaster's  staff  was  directed  to  be  commissioned.  Why  is 
it  necessary  to  provide  a  quartermaster's  staff  under  the  ordinance  of  the  convention,  when 
no  other  department  is  to  be  added  to  ?  There  is  no  deficiency  in  the  bill  in  making  provi- 
sion for  this  department.  Under  the  same  ordinance,  if  it  be  not  obsolete,  your  excellency 
might  proceed  to  cnnuni.ssioii  all  the  t)ther  officers  provided  for  therein. 

The  terms  of  the  ordinance  of  the  30th  April  1H68  show  that  even  if  these  quartermasters 
have  been  commissioned  under  that  ordinance,  they  are  still  amenable  to  my  orders.  In 
defining  the  duties  of  the  quartermaster  in  tlit  distribution  of  supplies,  they  are  spoken  of 
as  duties  "in  addition  tn  his  <iiitie.s  in  the  field."  Does  not  this  language  utterly  confute 
the  idea  that  there  can  be  a  (luartermaster  independent  of  the  orders  of  the  commanding 
peueral  ?  If  in  the  field,  hi;  is  under  the  general  commanding  in  the  field.  I  quote  this 
language  to  show  that  sucl)  wa.*!  the  expressed  intent  of  the  convention.  Without  it,  the 
case  would  be  no  less  clear.  Every  officer  connected  with  the  army  is  under  the  command 
of  the  general;  not  because  lie  is  so  declared  to  be,  hut  from  the  mere  fact  that  he  is  a  part 
of  the  army. 

But  in  all  the  view.*  presenit  •!  l»y  your  excellency,  you  seem  to  be  under  a  uiistake  as  to 
the  facts.  By  reference  tn  the  liooks  in  the  offiw  of  the  adjutant  general,  it  will  be  seen 
that  both  C'apt.  Goodloe  .muu  Maj.  Suioot  have  been  commissioned  in'thc  state  line,  and  not 
qnder  the  ordinance  al'oresaid.  On  the  '.Mth  December  I80"i,  after  all  the  frausa(;tious  had 
transpired  which  were  the  subject  of  this  difference  of  opinion,  Maj.  Smoot  was  commis- 
sioned  a  colonel.  Of  this  appointment  I  received  no  notice  Upon  what  ground  the  adju- 
tant genejiil  telegraphed  to  uu;  that  Capt.  Goodloe  was  '  incidentally  only  connected  with 
my  command,"  when  the  evidence  to  prove  his  absolute  ;;*»nnectiou  with  my  command  was 
in  his  office,  is  for  him  to  explain  1  trust  that  your  exce.ilency  will  give  this  subject  your 
immediate  attention,  as  I  am  anxious,  as  soon  as  the  cruumand  can  be  put  in  C/Ondition,  to 
make  a  move  upon  the  enemy.

Sir: 

I  report,  upon  the  letter  of  24th  instjiut,  addrcsseLl  !o  you  by  Miij.  (Jon.  John 
B.  Floyd,  referred  to  nic  this  mornin{r,  that  Maj.  li.  R.  Snioot  was  appoiutod  to  Ui>'  chhvge 
of  tlie  quartermaster  general's  department  at  Lynchburg,  not  as  a  quartermaster  iti  fhofuild, 
on  the  23d  June  1862,  and  <vas  authorized  to  send  an  assistant. quartorniaster  to  Wytliovilh-, 
to  attend  to  sueh  niatt<rs  there  as  might  be  necessary  for  Gen.  Floyd's  ariiiy :  that  Cap*.  J. 
B.  Goodloo  was  subsequently  appointed  that  assistant,  and  placed  in  cha .go  of  (lie  distri- 
bliting  depot  at  Wytheville.  In  n  letter  of  instruetiuns  addressed  by  the  aeurelary  of  the 
commonwealth  to  Maj.  Smoot,  by  your  order,  July  4fh,  1862,  it  is  slated  "that  arniy  (Gfeh. 
Floy  I's),  under  the  law,  can  only  be  organized  by  companies,  and  then  when  ton  conipanieiB 
arc  raised,  by  regiments.  As  there  can  be  no  regimental  qunrt^-nnnsfcrs  until  the  r<;ginicnt8 
are  formed,  the  proper  course  will  be  for  the  captains  or  conunandants  of  companies  to  pro- 
vide for  the  troops  under  their  command,  and  send  in  their  a<'corilits  to  the  assistant  quar- 
termaster a|>pointed  by  you  (Maj.  Smoot),  properly  certifi "d  and  approved  by  G.n.  Floyd, 
or  to  make  requisitions  upcn  the  quartermaster's  depavlimiit  for  suppliis  that  may  be  tK"- 
eessary,  and  to  be  supplied  by  that  departuuuit." 

Capt.  Goodloe  continued  to  act  a.",  iissistant  (luartcrmasfcr  in  charge  at  Wythevflle,  until 
early  in  December  last,  when  you  uere  informed  by  letter  from  Maj.  Smoot  that  he  hud 
been  ordered  by  G<'n.  Floyd  to  give  up  his  charge  at  Wytlii'viile.  and  go  himself  to  Taze- 
well courthouse — Maj.  Smoot  adding  that  the  most  dclet(nious  consequences  would  restilt 
from  this  change  of  an  experienced  officer,  familiar  with  all  the  details  of  thf  department  at 
Wyth(!ville,  and  with  many  contracts  for  supplies,  for  one  who  was  wholly  unacquainted 
with  them.  Nothing  had  been  heard  from  Gen.  Floyd  with  respect  to  his  proposed  transfer 
of  Capt.  Goodloc.  nor  was  it  kiu)wn  hen>,  when"  he  was  at  the  time. 

Upon  receipt  of  Maj.  Smoot's  letter,  I  was  instructed  by  you  to  issue  the  order  of  the  8tb 
Decen)ber  last  (quoted  by  Gen.  Floyd),  which  simply  explains  the  material  fact,  that  hh 
Capt  Goodloc  belonged  to  the  quartermaster  general's  department,  he  was  not  subject  to  be 
transferred,  as  ordered  by  Gen.  Floyd.  A  copy  of  this  order  was  Uansmitted  by  mail  to  the 
address  of  G(rn.  Floyd,  to  care  of  the  officer  commanding  post  at  Wytheville,  to  which  all 
c.omnumicatious  from  this  office  to  the  general  had  been  for  some  time  directed.*  A  copy 
was  also  sent  to  Maj.  Smoot  at  J^ynchburg,  with  instructions  to  inform  Gen.  Floyd,  if  he 
should  have  an  opportunity  of  communicating  with  him.  In  all  this  there  was  no  discour- 
tesy tovv-ards  Gen.  Floyd — certainly  none  was  intended — and  it  does  not  warrant  Iiis  as- 
sumption that  any  order  giv(;n  by  him  to  any  quartermaster,  however  vital  to  the  service,  ift 
liable  to  be  countermanded  by  the  a<ljutunt  general,  without  its  being  thought  worth  while 
to  give  him  (he  slightest  notic<"  of  it. 

But  the  general,  pursuing  his  assumption  that  T  have  issued  an  order  without  3onr  au- 
thority, which  prevented  his  transfer  of  a  subordinate  officer  of  the  quartermaat(.T  gen<'rar* 
dejiavtnient,  and  replacing  that  officer  by  one  of  his  own  selection,  and  that  by  n>asoQ  of 
this  uuauthorized  act  of  mine  (for  that  is  the  unmistakable  construction)  a  los.^  was  sus- 
tained by  the  state  in  the  dispersion,  &.c.  of  beef  cattle  which  had  been  purchasod  by  hibi 
at  low  rates,  and  sent  back  for  safety,  it  may  he  asked  where  were  his  brigade  quarU;rmaS- 
ter  and  eight  a-^slstant  quartermasters,  all  indisputably  under  his  commajid,  that  the  safety 
of  those  cattle  should  depend  upon  the  transfer  of  a  single  officer  of  the  quartermaster  ge- 
neral's department  from  the  station  assigned  to  him  by  the  governor's  authority,  and  why 
n\\y  duty  Intended  to  be  performed  by  Capt.  Ooodloe  at  'fazewell  eourthow's6  might  not 
hive  been  as  well  pJ-rformod  by  the;  person  proposed  for  his  substitute  at  Wythevillft,  Who 
19 
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hiid  no  experience  in  the  bnsiness  of  that  department,  and  who,  ro  far  as  was  known  to  the 
governor,  had  not  given  bond  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties. 

On  the  17th  December  1862  Major  Smoot  reported  Capt  Goodloe  under  arrest  for  failing 
to  obey  the  order  transferring  him  to  Tazexvell  courthou.se,  with  orders  from  Gen.  Floyd  to 
report  at  Saltville  for  trial  by  general  court  martial.  By  your  order  I  addressed  •the  follow- 
ing by  telegraph : 

"Adjutant  GeneraVs  Office,  Dec.  18,  1862 

Maj.  Gen.  Jno.  B.  Floyd,  Saltville,  Washington  County : 

Jt  is  reported  that  Capt.  J.  B.  Goodloe  of  the  quartermaster  general's  depart- 
ment has  been  arrested  by  you,  and  ordered  to  report  at  your  head  quarters,  to  be  tried  bj- 
general  eouit  martial.  Capt.  Goud'oe  was  acting  in  charge  at  Wytlievillc  under  direct  or- 
ders of  the  governor.  His  connection  is  with  the  quartermaster  geneial's  department,  and 
incidentally  only  with  your  command — and  the  governor  deeming  his  services  indispensa- 
ble at  Wytheville,  diiccLs  fhat  he  be  forthwith  dihcharged  from  arrest,  and  that  he  bo  not 
further  interfered  with  in  tlie  station  which  has  been  assigned  to  him  by  the  governor's 
authority.

And  on  the  same  day  I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  Gen.  Floyd  by  mail: 

"Adjutant  General's  Oj^ce,  Dec.  18,  1862. 
General : 

Capt.  J   B.  Goodloe  was  appointed  assistant  quartermaster  for  the  special 

purpose  of  acting  in  conjunction  with  and  under  the  orders  of  Major  Suioot,  acting  quarter- 

niat-tcr  general,  and  he  is  so  connected  with  that  departuKMit  as  to,  make  it  indi.s|)cusablo 

that  he  shall  occupy  the  pusitiim  in  which  he  ha«  been  placi'd  at  Wytheville,  by  the  spi^cial 

approval  and  oider  of  the  governor. 

Major  Smoot  reports  to-day,  that  Capt.  Goodloe  has  been  arrested  by  you,  and  ordered  to 
report  at  Saltville  for  trial  before  a  general  coirt  martial.  The  govemur  presumes  that  the 
facts  before  stated  were  n<it  known  to  you;  aiid  as  it  is  important  to  the  interests  of  the.  ser- 
vice that  Capt.  Goodloe  sliall  continue  to  occupy  without  interruption  the  post  which  hjis 
been  assigned  liim,  it  is  ordered  that  he  be  discharg'd  from  arre.st. 

The  auditor  of  public  accounts  has  just  now  called  upon  me  for  a  report  of  the  number 
of  officers  and  privates  of  your  commaiid,  to  enable  him  to  complete  the  estimate  of  the  ex- 
penses of  tlie  government  for  the  current  fiscal  jear.  I  have  only  received  muster  rolls  of 
fuuriecn  companies,  exhibiting  an  aggregate  of  1,125  officers  and  privates.

I  pa«!S  over  the  discourteous  and  unwarrantable  reflections  of  Gen.  Floyd  upon  myself. 
No  man  should  know  better  than  that  i.fficer  that  ihey  are  .so.  But  if  the  record  of  my 
wbole  life,  public  and  private,  does  m-t  reiuie  his  aspersions,  then  1  have  lived  in  vain.  By 
that  record  I  am  willing  to  be  judged. 

Yon,  sir,  are  well  aware  that  no  nr  Vr  ever  issued  from  this  office  without  yonr  authority 
or  eduction,  and  you  are  al^o  aware  that  like  yourself,  I  have  been  from  the  first  auxiou« 
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and  zealous  for  the  success  of  tho  enterprise  committed  to  Gen.  Floyd;  and  the  records  of 
this  oflRce  prove  that  the  most  prompt  att(!ntion  has  been  given  to  every  thiujj  connected 
with  it. 

lu  conclusion,  I  have  to  rej^rnt  that  Gen.  Flo\'d,  hetwron  -whom  and  myself  the  most  cor- 
dial and  friendly  relations  have  always  heretofore  existed,  should  have  met  with  me  whilst 
he  was  in  Richmond,  at  his  own  quarters,  at  this  office  and  at  other  places,  without  giving; 
me  the  slightest  indication,  by  word  or  manner,  of  the  dissatisfaction  and  bittenu'ss  mani 
fested  iu  his  letter  to  you.

This  farm  tlial  he  is  trespassing  on  is  in  Bark's  Garden,  in  the  I'onntv  of  Tazo- 
weil  30  miles  from  n.y  horn*  h.  this  place,  and  it  is  impossihlo  fcr  m.-  to  protca  it,  only  by 
■t^kino-  your  aid  and  protection  from  this  man.  Tl.^  confi-deratp  forces  have  taken  son,e  20 
tons  <rr  my  hay,  and  I  have,  on  my  farn-s  '200  head  of  pood  cattle  and  42  head  of  horses  arid 
mnlcs.  If  Major  Bogle  is  not  pn-vented  from  taking  my  hny,  my  stock  must  all  die-and 
eattle  is  eerlkinly  worth  more  to  our  armies  than  old  poor  horses  and  mules  that  will  not  be 
fit  for  service  until  late  next  summer.  I  know  no  reason  for  this  treatment  of  Major  Bogle, 
,'xcept  personal  dislike  or  enn.ity.  There  is  certainly  no  necessity  to  feed  my  hay  without 
my  inowledge  or  consent,  and  iet  my  own  stock  starve.  He  stated  to  my  overseer  when 
he  took  the  cattle  out  of  my  pasture,  that  he  intended  to  feed  my  hay  and  use  my  pastures, 
and  pay  what  he  pleased  for  it,  and  I  could  vot,  help  myself.  I  cannot  bear  thi.  kuid  of 
treat.uent  (without  the  loss  of  my  stock),  if  it  is  possible  to  prevent  it,  after  s.ndmg  my 
two  only  sons  into  the  service  in  the  slate  lim-  under  Major  Gen.  John  B.  Floyd.  I  am 
told  by  my  fricnd.s  that  you  are  a  gentleman  that  will  tn-at  me  as  a  man  should,  even  if  it 
is  not  in  your  power  to  redress  n.y  grievances.  I  am  truly  sorry  to  be  con.pelled  to  trouble 
you  in  this  matH-r;  but  if  it  is  in  your  power  to  relieve  me  of  those  horses,  telegraph  imme- 
diately either  to  Capt.  Goodloe  or  Capt  Venable  at  this  place,  or  my.velf,  to  have  them 
turned  out.

The  preceding  letter  indicates  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  Gen.  Floyd,  which  has  been 
manifested  in  other  cases,  to  throw  unmerited  censure  upon  me,  if  not  directly,  certainly  by 
implication.  I  say  emphatically  in  reply,  that  I  have  not  deprived  Gen.  Floyd  "  <rf  the  ser- 
vice  of  an  engineer  staff,"  or  had  the  power,  or  the  inclination  to  do  so  if  I  had  possessed 
the  power.  All  that  I  have  done  wjis  to  inform  Gen.  Floyd,  by  the  governor's  order,  that 
,  the  governor  has  no  authority,  under  the  act  of  l.'ith  May  1862,  to  organize  an  engineer 
corps  for  the  state  line.  The  original  letter  of  Mr.  Blankinship  came  to  me  <.n  the  23d 
January  last,  with  an  endorsement  by  C.d.  French,  the  governor's  aid,  which  certainly  con- 
flicts with  the  previous  and  subsequent  orders  through  uie,  and  I  cannot  but  think  that  the 
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governor  was  misanderstood  on  that  occasion.  Be.  that  as  it  may,  the  letter  was  imme- 
diatoly  referred  from  this  office  to  Gov.  Floyd,  who  was  then  in  Richmond,  without  remark 
or  comment  IVom  mc.  Mr.  Blankinship  is  well  known  to  me  as  a  distinguished  graduate 
of  the  military  institute,  and  a  young  man  of  higli  personal  character  and  merit,  and  it 
would  have  given  me  much  pleaaure  to  see  him  promoted-

Colonel : 

1  bad  the  honor  to  receive,  <»n  the  Oth*in.staut,  by  reference  from  the 
governor,  the  letter  of  Gen.  Floyd  of  the  5id  instant — in  which  he  reports  that  certain  beef 
killed  and  packed  at  Saltville  for  the  use  of  his  command,  is  .spoiling  for  want  of  attenrton 
and  barrels  to  pack  it  in.  On  the  7th  instant  I  forwarded  to  Capt.  C  \V.  Venable,  as.sis- 
tant  qiiartcrma.ster  Virginia  state  line,  acting  as  couiiuissary  at  Wytheville,  a  copy  of  tliis 
letter,  with  diredious  to  report  the  facts  without  delay. 

I  am  this  morning  in  receipt  o!'  a  letter  from  ('apt.  Venabl<f,  in  which  he  says  that  prior 
to  the  receipt  of  my  letter  he  had  dispatched  an  agent  to  Saltville  for  the  purpose  of  remov- 
ing the  beef  to  Wytheville,  where  he  could  give  it  his  personal  attention  and  supervision, 
and  that  he  was  induced  to  take  this  action  by  reason  of  positiv<»  orders  having  been  issued 
by  Gen.  Floyd,  as  he  is  credibly  informed,  "  not  to  call  on  this  post  for  any  supplies,  and 
none  of  the  quartermasters  would  have  any  thing  w  do  with  the  beef,  from  that  order  of  the 
general's."  He  further  states:  "  Col.  Byers  (who  is  the  eontraetor  for  killing  and  packing 
'.his  beei")  informs  me  that  the  beef  is  not  spoiled."  "My  opinion  is  that  we  had  bett«:r  sell 
the  beef,  as  the  confederate  governiu«nt  offers  twenty-tive  cents  per  pomid  for  all  we  have." 

Prior  to  the  rcceij)t  of  Capt.  Vcnable's  letter,  he  had  advised  me  by  telegram  of  his  ability 
to  dispose  of  it  at  twentyfivc  cents  per  pound.  I  replied  that  I  desired  his  report  as  to  its 
condition,  and  asking  whether  it  was  spoiled — and  if  so,  was  not  Col.  Byers,  the  con- 
tractor, responsible  for  it  ?  I  further  authorized  him  to  sell  it  at  that  price,  if  no  greater 
could  be  obtained,  provided  it  was  not  wjnited  for  the  use  of  the  troops,  and  that  .sum 
covered  the  cost  to  (he  state. 

I  desire  to  place  on  record  some  further  facts  iii  thi.s  connection: 

At  the  suggestion  of  Gen.  Floyd,  I  authorized  contracts  to  be  entered  into  by  the  proper 
ofKcer  at  Wytheville,  for  the  delivering  of  beef  cattle  in  the  fall  of  lt!o"2,al  stipulated  prices. 
[  designed  that  this  beef,  in  great  part,  should  be  killed  and  packed  for  the  nsc  of  his  troops, 
and  accordingly  in  due  season  directed  arrangements  to  be  entered  into  for  that  purpose.  I 
found  it  impossible  to  secure  the  services  of  any  one  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  pro- 
cess to  make  the  operation  a  safe  one,  and  it  was  therefore  with  the  utmost  reluctance,  a.s 
the  records  of  this  office  will  show,  I  entered  upon  it.     Col.  Byers,  a  gentleman  of  the  high- 
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est  rcspof.tability  and  great  wealth,  and  as  I  learned  a  personAl  friend  of  Gen.  Floyd,  afjiced 
to  imdertHkc  the  contrHct.  Every  poissihlc  effort  had  been  made  to  secnro  ban  els,  and  it 
was  th-niirht  with  success;  bnt  it  so  hapjiencd  that  the  barrels  thus  secured  were  unfit  for 
the.  purpose.  A  difficulty  arose  also  in  regard  to  receiving  the  required  amount  of  salt ; 
which  rc-'iulted  in  the.  orders  of  the  governor  to  me.  to  proceed  to  the  salt  works  and  iinpr- ss 
tbo  same.  Von  are  familiar  v.ith  my  priiceednjgs  in  this  regard,  uiid  will  doubtless  attest 
my  effort.s -whilst  at  the  works,  toplace  Col.  Byers  in  possession  of  all  the  material  neces- 
Bary  to  accomplish  this  object.  The  responsibility  ol'  providing  Gen.  Floyd's  command 
with  meat  rests  alone;  with  this  officer  and  his  subordinates.  I  have  never  sought  to  avoid 
this  lesjionsibility  ;  and  wlienever  the  want.s  of  the  command  in  this  particular  are  not  fully 
met  upon  application,  I  shall  be  ready  to  meet  it,  and  not  before. 

It  is  onl}'  necessary  that  I  should  add,  that  having  made  satisfactory  arrangements  by 
which  an  ample  snpjily  of  pork  was  securcid,  I  directed  the  sale  to  the  C.  .S.  army  of  a 
l.irge  number  of  the  cattle  refernd  to,  and  reduced  the  number  to  be  killed  and  packed  by 
the  contractor,  by  about  2{H).  The  difficulties  and  embarrassments  met  witli  in  the  mutter 
of  this  small  number  having  proved  moat  formidable,  I  congratulate  myself  upon  mj'  good 
fortune  io  securing  in  its  stead  a  supply  of  pork. 

As  regards  the  order  of  Gen.  I-'loyd.  alluded  to  by  Capt.  Venable,  1  have  to  state,  that  on 
yost<!rday  I  addr(!ssod  a  letter  tt>»the 'l)riga<le  quart(!rniaster,  Maj.  ,1.  K.  Johnson,  from  which 
T  extract  as  follows:  "I  trust  you  will  find  the  supplies  at  Wytheville  ample  for  all  the 
purposes  of  the  command,  excepting  forage;  and  you  will  be  careful,  therefore,  not  to  ptn- 
rha.so  until  your  requisitions  upon  the  depot  quartermasters  and  commissaries  shall  have 
been  returiuMi  not  filled — otherwise  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  money  will  jt.-nsue,  and 
your  accounts  bo  disallowed."

■'I  telegraphed  yoxw  this  nioraing,  asking  for  orders  to  sell  the  beef  at  salt  works,  Saltr 
viile.  Special  agent  Mr.  Lyons  returned  from  there  this  morning — and  th<-  meat  is  not 
hpoilod,  and  our  troops  refuse  to  eat  it,  and  the  confederatg  ggvernment  offers  me  '.i;'>  cents 
per  |X)und  for  it,  and  are  anxious  t\)  get  it.  Our  troops  will  not  eat  the  beef  as  long  aa  I 
have  any  meat  (bacon)  on  hand — and  I  have  been  advised  to  sell  it  at  once  before  the 
weather  gets  any  wariuor."

Tlie  brigade  qnarterm aster  reports  to  me  that,  he  is  extreiiiply  embarrassed 
in  consequence  of  the  relation  existing  with  the  quartermasters  at  Lynchburg  and  Wythe- 
viiie,  and  tlieir  command.  We  are  nearly  without  bread,  and  the  beef  we  have  ou  hand 
will  scarcely  last  us  three  weeks  There  is  not  leit  in  the  county  support  for  the  men  or 
forage  for  the  horses.  I  have  no  right  to  order  from  the  depots  not  under  my  command, 
nor  indeed  do  I  know  that  the  supplies  are  there  to  be  had.  I  am  as  completely  cut  off 
from  that  sowrce  of  supply  as  I  am  from  the  like  supplies  in  the  confederate  service.  The 
wliole  business  of  th(!  quartermaster's  department  i.s  in  utter  confusion  and  disorganizationi 
The  quartermaster  of  this  command  can  only  reach  the  quartermasters  at  Lynchburg  and 
Wytlievilie  by  way  of  suggestion,  and  these  suggestions  are  not  heeded.  I  have  sent  you 
repeated  proofs  of  our  destitution,  owing  to  the  want  of  quartermaster's  supplies.  It  be- 
comes my  painful  duty  to  inferm  you  that  this  utter  neglect  of  the  necessary  wants  of  the 
men  is  btginning  to  tell  fearfully  upon  the  health  of  the  command.  Our  sick  list  is  in- 
creasing in  a  very  alarming  manner. 

We  are  still  without  tents,  blankets  and  clothing.  We  are  destitute  of  axes.  Forty 
issued  last  week  to  the  whole  command  proved  to  be  nftidc  ^-ntirely  of  iron,  and  are  utterly 
wortliless.  Wood  cannot  be  cut  with  them,  and  they  had  to  be  condemned.  We  hav^  never 
had  a  more  iuclemcMit  season  tlian  this — and  ihroughout  it,  the  mim  have  been  suffering  for 
doiliiiig,  tents,  and  axes  to  make  fires.  If  tlie  necessities  of  the  country  demanded  ihi  se 
sacrifices,  they  might  be  endured  wiih  some  degree  of  resignaiion;  but  when  it  is  owing 
entirely  to  the  incompetency  or  ignorance  of  tlio.se  who  should  supply  the  soldiers'  wants, 
the  grievance  becomes  intolerat)le.  I  therefore  bring  these  facts  to  the  notice  of  your  excel- 
lency, tiiat  you  may  promptly  give  the  troops  the  redress  which  justice  and  humanity 
demand. 

The  communication  of  the  brigade  quartermaster,  dated,  the  7th,  is  oue  of  gieat  and 
pressing  importance,  and  demands  immediate  alleutiou. 

The  copies  of  other  reports  and  complaints  of  officers,  herewith  sent  you,  show  fully  the 
evils  complained  of^

General: 

I  beg  leave  tcFTeport  to  you  the  condition  of  this  department,  so  far  as 
supplies  and  funds  are  concerned,  and  the  pro.-p^uf  supplying  the  same  ill  future. 

I  have  forage  for  about  four  days,  relying  solely  on  what  can  be  purchased  fron  day  to 
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day.  I  have  provisions  for  about  three  weeks,  not  including  fifty  beef  cattle  (very  indiffe- 
rent). Most  of  the  salted  beef  is  spoiled,  from  want  of  care  and  attiMition  on  the  part  of 
those  in  whose  eharge  it  was.  I  have  overcoats  enoup^h,  about  seventy  pairs  pants,  one 
liuiidrcid  jackets,  two  hundred  pairs  of  socks,  three  hundred  pairs  of  drawers,  no  shirts,  no 
shoes  that  can  be  worn,  twelve  caiis,  and  about  sixty  blankets.  I  liave  no  means  of  trans- 
portation, and  should  the  conmiand  be  ordered  to  move,  it  could  not  be  for  this  want.  I 
have  uo  axes,  a  small  supply  of  harness,  no  harness  makers'  or  blacksmiths'  ti)ols,  about 
600  pounds  of  iron,  no  coal  or  leather,  thirty-five  tent  flies,  and  no  tents. 

I  am  notified  by  the  quartermaster  general  that  I  nuust  make  all  my  requisitions  on  the 
post  at  Wythoville  for  every  thins^  this  conmiand  may  want.  I  must  say,  general,  to  the 
best  of  my  judpinent,  if  we  are  to  rc\y  upon  that  source  for  many  of  the  articles  needed, 
the  command  will  surely  sutler  I  think  it  bad  policy  to  have  more  than  one  head  to  this 
department,  and  that  one  shotild  know  the  wants  of  the  command,  and  make  such  arrange- 
ments as  would  supply  the  same  without  lo.ss  of  time. 

I  have  seventy-one  thousand  dollars ;  which  amount  will  be  enough  to  pay  outstanding 
debts,  and  subsist  the  army  about  three  weeks.  I  now  call  your  attention  to  the  pricxi  to 
pay  tor  corn.  It  cannot  be  purchased  in  sutiicient  quantities  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  com- 
mand, at  the  present  limited  price 

Capt.  Sneed  iutojnis  mo  he  cannot  i)urehase  any  at  a  less  rate  than  $  o  per  btishel. 

Fr(vm  orders  received  from  you,  and  which  I  am  bound  to  obey;  and  knowing  the  want^s 
of  tiio  couimand.  it  being  entirely  out  of  my  power  to  supply  them  in  my  embarrassing  situ- 
ation, I  have  to  ask  of  you  what  courso  I  shall  pursue  in  the  future.

We,  the  undersigned,  officers  of  the  Virginia  state  line,  encamped  at  this 
post,  make  the  following  complaint  against  the  commissary  of  this  jjost,  and  respectfully 
request  that  you  will  enquire  into  the  causes  thereof  He  (the  conmiissary)  hius  relu.sed  to 
fill  our  orders  uj)on  him  for  provisi«us  for  our  own  use,  uidess  each  order  is  accompanied  by 
the  cash  value  of  the  article  required,  notwithstanding  we  pledge  ourselves  to  comply  with 
the  usual  custom  adopted  by  the  commissariiis  tlnoughout  the  army,  mid  the  officers  of  the 
line — that  is,  a  monthly  settlement  of  our  accounts  upon  presentation.  We  find  it  almuat 
an  impossibility  to  obtain,  only  to  a  very  limited  extent,  supplies  from  the  country  around 
tiie  camp.  It  would  also  be  a  matter  of  great  inconvenit^nce  to  depend  entirely  upon  that 
source,  for  subsistence.  Military  rules,  even  it  we  were  inclined  to  do  so,  prohibit  our^board- 
ing  out  of  caiiq).  The  Kegulatious  require  that  bonded  connnissaries  and  quart<rii!jistcrs 
shall  supply  officers  of  the  line  with  nee(!>sary  articles  of  subsistence  from  their  dei)art- 
nienLs,  and  military  courtesy  has  established  the  custom  among  the  quartermasters  and 
connnissaries  thrqjighout  the  army,  of  filling  the  orders  on  cretlit  when  within  reasonable 
bounds,  of  officers  of  the  line.  We  have  leceived  no  compensation  for  our  servici-s  since 
our  connectiun  with  this  line,  and  regard  it  as  au  evident  inconsistency  that  we  cannot  bo 
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creditod  -for  one  month  for  necessary  articles  of  subsistence  in  the  commissaiy  department, 
when  we  are  creditors  in  the  pay  department  tor  our  whole  time  of  service  up  to  this  date.

We  have  neither  axes  nor  cookinp  vessels;  and  belore  we  e:in  cook  our  meaia  we  always 
have  to  borniw  vessels,  and  this  it  is  almost  impossible  to  do.

I  have  the  honor  to  report  upon  the  ccanplaint  of  Capt.  Jno.  M.  Oliver 
aud  Lieut«nauts  Humes  and  liutks,  of  3d  instant,  (received  by  reference  from  your  office 
on  17th  instant,  with  other  papers  which  have  formed  the  subject  of  a  report  of  this  date), 
that  Avhil.st  the  Regulations  of  the  commissary  department  allow  all  commissaries  and  as- 
sistants to  supply  officers  of  the  line  with  subsisten'ce,  no  control  over  the  subject,  a.s  regar«b 
a  credit  system  tu  be  adopti:d,  as  desired  by  these  officers,  is  justly  allowable.  The  com- 
missary is  aloue^sponsible  lor  the  stores;  and  if  any  portion  are  thus  disposed  of,  the  state 
requires  a  credit,  in  money,  at  the  end  of  each  month,  to  be  entered  up.  It  is  thus  exclu- 
sivelj'  his  own  niatti-r  whether  he  .veils  for  cash  or  upon  credit  to  these  officers.  He  has  the 
right  to  (ieni.'ind  tin;  cash,  and  to  withhold  the  supplies  if  it  is  not  tendered.  I  nmst  decline 
to  control  the  actions  of  the  connnissary  at  VVytheville  in  this  regard,  since  it  will  be  mijust 
to  both  himself  and  his  securities  to  do  so.

I  had  the  honor,  on  the  night  of  the  iUth  instant,  to  receive  your  letter 
of  the  17th  instant,  with  enclosed  copies  of  letters  from  Generul  J.  B.  Floyd,  Major  J.  K. 
.)ohnson,  fiuarterinaster  Virginia  sfaU;  line,  and  other  officers  of  that  command  The  evi- 
dent i)urpose  of  these  communications  is  to  show  that  the  wants  of  the  state  line  troops 
aire  illy  provided  for,  and  that  this  state  of  things  is,  as  stated  by  Gen.  thiyd,  "owing  en- 
tirv\y  to  the.  incompetency  or  ignorance  of  those  who  shcvuld  supply  the  soldiers'  wants." 

Herewith,  I  traii.<mit  a  consolidated  abstract  of  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equipage 
and  qnartcrma.sters  aud  connnissary  stores  issued  and  transferred  to  the  state  line  troop* 
.siuiH>  January  1st,  iH(i:5,  by  the  offic-rs  on  post  duty  at  Wylheville  and  this  office.  I  have 
heretofore;  advised  the  governor  that  Gen.  Floyd  liad  directed  his  brigade  (juartcrmaster  not 
to  apply  at  the  depot  at  Wytheville  for  supplies; 'and  it  would  be  imreasonable  to  pre- 
sume that  they  should  be  furnished  without  application.  In  the  ab.sence  of  requisitions,  it 
is  proper  to  infer  that  their  wants  are  tuUy  supplied.  Gen.  Floyd  in  his  letter  admits  thin 
fact,  and  says,  "  I  have  no  right  to  order  from  the  depots  not  under  my  command,  nor  in- 
deed do  1  know  that  the  s)ippliesare  then-  to  be  had."  It  thus  appears  that  his  charge  of 
incompetence  or  ignorance  upon  the  officers  of  this  department  is  made,  according  to  his' 
own  admission,  in  the,  absence  of  information  as  to  whether  the  supplies  recpiired  are  at  the 
depots  or  not.  The  letter  of  Maj  Johnson,  the  brigade  quartermaster,  also  with  the  papers, 
contains  this  remarkable  paragraph  in  this  connection :  "  I  am  notified  by  th(!  quartermaster 
general  that  1  must  make  all  my  requisitions  on  the  post  at  Wylheville  for  every  thing  this 
command  may  want.  I  must  say,  general,  to  the  best  of  my  judgment,  if  wo  are  to  rely 
upon  that  source  for  many  of  the  articles  needed,  the  command  will  surely  suffer." 

It  is  a  very  remarkable  fact  that  this  quarU^rm aster,  whilst  reporting  to  the  commanding 
general  the  destitute  condition  of  his  departmcut,  should  fail  to  stale  (if  the  facts  justified 
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his  doing  so)  a  single  case  in  which  his  requisitions  for  supplies,  made  as  I  had  directed, 
had  been  returned  unfilled.  I  assert  that  the  simple  act  and  fact  of  making  known  his 
wants  to  the  supply  depots,  was  all  that  was  required  in  order  to  have  them  fulfilled.  No 
order  from  Gen.  Floyd  was  necessaiy  or  requisite,  and  the  entire  responsibility  remains 
with  that  quartermaster,  unless  he  can  produce  the  orders  of  the  commanding  general  to 
the  contrary.  I  had  supposed,  after  reading  carefully  the  Communications  under  considera- 
tion, that  the  wants  of  the  command  would  in  future  reach  this  office  (and  the  supply  de- 
pots in  turn),  through  the  medium  of  coinmunications  addressed  to  the  governor;  but  I 
'ifearn  that  on  the  14th  February  instant  an  order  was  issued  by  the  major  general  command- 
ing, which  it  is  hoped  will  obviate  such  necessity  in  th(^  future. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  only  to  remark  that  all  requisitions  of  a  proper  character  upon  the 
.supply  depots,  have  been  promptly  filled  to  the  luUest  extent  consistent  with  the  facilities 
of  purchase  aflVrdtid  in  these  trying  times,  and  that  the  wants  of  the  command  will  con- 
tinue to  be  supplied  whenever  application  is  j)ri)p('rly  made  This  department  cannot  be 
expected  to  know  intuitively  all  the  wants  of  these  troops,  and  can  only  be  held  to  a  respon- 
sibility after  proper  application,  and  then  only  to  the  extent  provided  for  by  Regulations, 
and  the  facilities  of  securing  supplies. 

I  also  enclose  a  letter  from  Captain  C.  W.  Ve^ble,  A.  Q.  M.  at  Wytheville,  covering 
copies  of  requisitions  made  upon  that  depot,  with  notes  showing  to  what  extent  the  same 
have  been  tilled:  al.so  a  coj)y  of  the  order  of  14tii  instant,  before  referred  to.

That  there  was  captured  at  Prestonsburg  the  following  property:  About  400  horse*:, 
about  400  head  of  cattle,  about  "200  head  of  sheep,  and  10  negroes. 

That  all  thi.s  property,  with  the  exception  of  the  negroes,  went  into  the  hands  of  Ci)»t. 
liogle,  A.  Q.  M.  That  Capt.  Bogle  has  informed  him  that  after  selling  the  above  specified 
property,  exclusive  of  the  negroes,  he  had  been  called  tipoii  by  the.  governor  of  the  state  for 
the  proceeds  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  state  line.  Three  of  the  negroes  were  delivered  to 
the  owner  by  the  order  of  General  Floyd.  The  remaining  seven  are  in  the  hands  of  Ma,joi 
Johnson,  at  Saltville.
